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A  Letter  from  Srother  PsTfiR  Kluge,  Missionary  among  tht 
Delawares,  on  the  River  Wabash,  to  Brother  G.  H. 
Lqskiel,  at  Bethlehem,  in  Pennsylvania,  date^, 
April  Vst,  1806. 

Dear  Brother, 

^  INGE  my  last  to  you,  by  way  of  Goshen,  our  situa- 
.  O^  tion  here  has  become  more  precarious  than  ever ;  and 
indeed  we  have  been  in  such  perplexity  and  distress,  that 
we  have  never  before  experienced  any  thing  like  it.  Even 
now,  while  fam  writing,  I  am  filled  with  such  grief  and 
terror,  in  the  remembrance  of  the  scenes  we  have  been 
witnesses  to,  that  I  hardly  know  how  to  put  my  thought* 
■  together,  or  find  words  to  describe  our  present  feelings.  , 

From  the  following  narrative  our  dear  Brethren  will  be 
able,  in  some  measure,  to  judge  of  them. 

In  February  last  all  the  Indians  in  this  district  were  sum- 
moned by  their  teachers,  or  lying  prophets,  to  assemble  oa 
the  WoapikaraSkunk,  to  hear  the  foolish  stories,  fabricated 
by  these  emissaries  of  Satan,  of  pretended  visions  and  re- 
velations received  from  God,  and  to  be  instructed  how  to 
act  in  conformity  to  them.  Among  these  teachers  was  a 
Shawano,  an  arch-impostor.  He  was  considered  as  the 
principal  among  them,  as  he  gave  out,  that  he  was  able  to 
know  and  discover  hidden  mysteries.    The  Iklaware  tribe 
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received  htm  with  great  cordiality^  and  resolved  to  hold  a- 
grand  council,  or  court  of  justice,  in  order  to  root  out  all 
witchcraft  and  poison-mixing  (which,  according  to  their 
superstitious  notions,  existed  among  them),  and  by  fire  to  ex- 
tort confession  from  all  such  as  the  Shawano  should  accuse; 
and  whoever  would  not  confess,  should  be  hewn  in  piece* 
with  their  war -hatchets,  and  burnt.  With  a  view  to  exe- 
cute their  horrid  purpose,  the  young  Indians  got  together, 
chose  the  most  ferocious  to  be  their  leaders,  deposed  all 
the  old  chiefs,  and  guarded  the  whole  Indian  assembly,  ^» 
if  they  were  prisoners  of  war,  especially  the  aged  of  both 
«exes.  The  venerable  old  chief  Tettepachsit  was  the  first 
whom  they  accused  of  possessing  poison,  and  of  having 
destroyed  many  Indians  by  his  art.  When  the  poor  old 
anan  would  not  confess,  they  fastened  him  with  cords  to. 
two  posts,  and  began  to  roast  him  at  a  slow  fire.  During 
the  torture,  he  said,  that  he  kept  poison  in  the  house  of 
our  Indian  brother  Joshua.  Nothing  was  more  welcome 
to  the  Indians  than  this  accusation,  for  they  wished  to  de-^ 
prive  us  of  the  assistance  of  this  man,  who  was  the  only 
chri-^tian  Indian  residing  with  us.  They  had  frequently 
3ent  him  invitations  to  attend  their  heathenish  festivities. 
but  he  would  never  accept  of  them.  His  answer  was :. 
*5  You  know  that  I  am  a  believer  in  the  true  God,  whose. 
"Word  we  make  known  to  you  j  I  therefore  can  have  no  fel- 
lowship with  you  in  your  wicked  works.  Do  you  as  you 
please,  but  leave  me  to  serve  the  living  God.'*  This  an-- 
«wer  displeased  them  much,  and  on  March  13th,  they  sent 
feven  w^ild  Indians,  with  painted  faces,  to  our  settlement^ 
and  took  Joshua  away  by  main  force.  They  pretended, 
that  he  only  need  tell  Tettepachsit  to  his  face,  that  he  had 
p6  poison  in  his  house,  and  might  then  return  home. 
All  excuses  were  vaio^  md  Joshua  wai»  compelled  to  ac- 
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^•oinpany  them  to  the  assembly  at  Woapikamikunk.  We 
^ere  now  left  alone ;  for  Hannah^  a  baptized  Indian  wo- 
man^ had  sometime  ago  been  prevailed  on,  by  fear  and 
superstition,  to  go  to  the  Indian  assembly. 

We  cannot  describe  what  we  felt  on  this  occasion,  espe- 
cially as  we  could  not.  guess  what  might  be  their  design 
against  Joshua.  In  ^his  dilenuna,  we  prayed  fervently  to 
the  Lord,  that  He  would  have  mercy  upon  us  and  our  poor 
Indian  brother,  who  was  now  in  the  merciless  hands  of  ihe 
savages.  The  texts  of  the  day  were  also  very  encouraging 
to  us. 

On  the  15th,  the  following  account  was  brought :  that 
•^hen  Joshua  was  presented  to  the  old  chief  (whom  he  soon 
convinced  of  the  falsehood  of  his  assertions),  old  Tettepach- 
Bit  frankly  confessed,  that  he  bad  accused  him,  merely  to 
pacify  the  enraged  multitude,  and  to  escape  from  the  tor- 
ture }  for  that  Joshua  well  knew  that  he  possessed  no  poi- 
son, and  much  less  had  hid  it  in  Joshua's  house,  Joshua 
•was  now  pronounced  not  guilty,  yet  they  would  not  per- 
mit him  to  return,  but  insisted  on  his  remaining  with  then^ 
till  the  Shawano  should  arrive.  This  son  of  Belial  arrived 
^n  the  same  day,  and  all  the  Indians,  of  both  sexes,  were 
ordered  by  him  to  sit  down  in  a  large  circle,  when  he  would 
declare  who  had  poison  in  his  possession,  with  a  view  to 
destroy  the  Indians.  The  two  old  chiefs  Tettepachsit  and 
Hackinpomska  were  both  accused  of  poison -mixing,  and 
the  former  more  particularly  charged  with  the  untimely 
^eath  of  many  Indians.  When  the  Shawano  was  asked 
about  Joshua,  he  indeed  declared,  that  he  had  no  poison^ 
but  that  he  was  possessed  of  an  evil  spirit,  by  which  he 
was  enabled  to  destroy  other  Indians.  This  verdict  was  what 
they  wishsd  for ;  they  now  seized  all  these  poor  innocent 
people^  and  watched  them  strictly,  as  condemned  criminals. 
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We  knew  nothing  of  these  horrible  events,  until  the 
evening  of  the  l6th,  when  a  message  was  brought,  that  the 
savages  had  burnt  an  old  woman  alive,  called  Caritas,  who 
was  baptized  by  the  Brethren  in  former  times,  and  had 
frequently  visited  Bethlehem;  and  also  that  our  poor  Jo- 
shua was  kept  close  prisoner.  Words  arc  not  able  to  ex- 
press our  horror  and  grief  on  hearing  this  account.  Though 
we  were  told,  that  perhaps  Joshua  would  not  be  killed,  we 
were  seized  with  such  terror,  that  we  could  neither  eat, 
drink,  or  sleep,  and  by  day  and  night  were  oven^helmed 
with  grief;  for  we  could  not  trust  the  superstitious  and  en- 
raged Indians,  and  well  knew  the  violence  of  their  hatred 
against  all  believers.  ^ 

On  the  17th,  our  distress  and  fear  concerning  the  fate 
of  our  poor  Joshua  rose  still  higher.  We  were  stunmd 
with  horror,  when  on  that  day,  quite  unexpectedly, 
we  saw  ten  of  the  most  savage  Indians,  with  faces 
painted  black,  arrive  in  our  settlement  (some  on  foot  and 
some  on  horseback),  conducting  poor  old  Tettepachsit. 
Soon  after,  these  murderous  wretches  kindled  a  large  fire 
close  to  our  place,  and,  having  given  the  aged  chief  a  blow 
on  the  head  with  a  war-hatchet,  they  threw  him  alive  int(^ 
the  flames,  and  diverted  themselves  with  the  miserable 
cries  and  convulsions  of  the  poor  dying  man.  The  flames, 
communicated  to  the  grass  and  wood  near  t)ie  settle- 
ment, by  which  all  our  dwellings  were  filled  with  smoke, 
How  shall  we  describe  our  feelings  !  we  considered  our- 
Siclves  in  the  midst  of  a  gang  of  murderers,  without  the 
least  human  help ;  above  all,  the  probable  fate  of  our  dear 
Joshua  tormented  our  minds. 

After  the  commission  of  this  most  horrid  murder,  the 
savages  came  boldly  into  our  house,  boasted  of  their  atro- 
cious deed,  and,  asiumihg  a  hypecritical  mien^  demanded 
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bread  and  tobacco,  which  we  were  obliged  to  give  /them. 
We  took  courage  to  ask  them,  what  would  be  the  fate  of 
our  poor  Joshua.  They  immediately  began  to  accuse  him 
of  their  superstitious,  saying,  that  there  was  good  reason 
for  detaining  him  a  prisoner,  for  they  well  knew,  that  he 
understood  the  black  art,  and  could  destroy  the  Indians, 
his  faith  in  our  doctrines  being  a  mere  pretence.  We  en- 
deavoured, indeed,  to  convince  them  of  the  untruth  of 
these  assertions,  but  all  in  vain.  They,  however,  pre- 
tended to  set  our  minds  at  ease,  by  saying,  that  they  should 
not  kill  hin^.  We  therefore  charged  them  to  tell  their  cap- 
tains, that  they  ought  well  to  consider  what  they  were 
doing  5  that  Joshua  had  long  been  a  believer,  and  never 
had  had  any  concern  with  the  things  of  whick  they  ac- 
cused him,  as  he  was  a  servant  of  God,  and  had  renounced 
the  devil  and  all  his  works ;  that  he  was  also  of  the  Ma- 
hikan  tribe,  and  no  Delaware,  and  had  accompanied  ut 
as  interpreter;  We  therefore  requested,  that  they  would 
immediately  release  him,  for  we  should  consider  all  they 
did  unto  him,  as  done  unto  ourselves,  &c.  On  this  oc- 
casion was  made  manifest  the  diabolical  h)rpocrisy  of  these 
savages;  for  though  they  knew,  that  Joshua  was  to  be 
murdered  that  very  day,  they  promised  to  deliver  our  words 
to  the  captains.  We  perceived,  however,  that  our  defence 
of  Joshua  had  dlispleased  them,  and  they  left  our  place  in 
ft  riotous  D^anuer. 

As  soon  as  we  were  again  left  alone,  such  a  weight  of 
grief  overpowered  us,  that  we  all  burst  into  loud  weeping, 
and,  falling  on  our  knees  before  our  Lord  and  Saviour,  we 
cried  for  help  and  strength,  and  for  resignation  to  His  di- 
vine will.  We  commended  ourselves  and  our  [K)ot  Joshua 
to  His  protection,  and' our  souls  into  His^hands,  that  if 
be  thought  fit  to  permit  this  our  Brother  and  ourselves  to 
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become  a  prey  t#  the  fury  of  the  savages,  He  would  sup* 
port  us  by  His  almighty  ^ace,  that  we  might  praise  Him, 
and  remain  faithful  to  Him,  even  in  torments  and  death. 
None  of  us  can  or  wiH  ever,  forget  what  our  sensation* 
were  on  this  awful  occasion. 

Now  though  we  had  been  informed,  that  the  savaged 
inspected  us  and  all  teachers  of  the  believing  Indians ; 
that,  as  soon  as  Indians  arc  converted,  we  require  them  to 
deliver  up  their  poison,  and  keep  it  for  the  purpose  of 
making  those  Indians  sick,  who  will  not  do  as  we  direct 
them,  or  even  of  killing  them ;  and  we  did  not  know  to  what 
lengths  the  devil  might  instigate  them  to  carry  their  fury, 
nor  what  our  fate  might  be,  especially  as  they  had  threatened 
to  attack  every  one  who  objected  to  their  proceedings  j  yet 
we  felt  constrained,  in  this  extremity,  to  go  with  a  speech 
to  th^ir  assembly,  and  try  what  we  could  yet  do  for  the 
J)reservation  of  our  dear  Joshua,  or  at  least  give  him  com- 
JFort  and  advice,  should  we  even  suffer  for  it.  But  as  my 
wife  and  children  could  not  be  left  alone  in  so  dreadfiil  a 
situation.  Brother  Luckenbach  took  courage  to  go  alone, 
intending  to  seek  some  trader  on  the  road  to  accompany 
him. 

On  the  18th,  early,  he  left  us  on  horseback,  but  had 
hardly  proceeded  half  way,  before  he  met  an  Indian,  who 
informed  him,  that  Joshua  had  become  a  victim  to  their 
cruelty  on  the  foregoing  day.  They  gave  him  two  cuts  in 
his  head  with  a  hatchet,  and  then  threw  him  into  the  fire. 

With  these  dreadful  tidings  Brother  Luckenbach  returned 
to  us  in  the  afternoon.  This  was  the  heaviest  stroke  we 
had  yet  met  with.  Dread  and  terror  took  from  us  all 
power  of  speech  and  reflection,  and  we  could  do  nothing 
but  utter  cries  of  lamentation  and  woe. 
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Itavlng  recovered  ourselres,  in  some  measure,  our  fin^ 
thought  was  to  sell  all  our  goods,  and  to  fly  as  expeditiously 
as  possible  towards  Goshen,  We  were  making  preparations 
to  put  tlvis  resolution  into  execution,  when,  on  a  sudden^ 
the  weather  turning  very  cold,  we  were  prevented,  on 
account  of  the  children,  from  departing  so  soon  as  first 
intended. 

Some  days  after,  we  were  informed,  that  Joshua  had 
spoken  a  great  deal,  at  the  place  where  he  was  murdered^ 
in  a  language  not  understood  by  the  Indians ;  which  led  u$ 
to  suppose,  that  he  had  directed  bis  prayers  to  the  Lord  ia 
the  German  language,  which  he  spoke  well.  When  the 
savages  forced  him  from  us,  he  was  in  a  very  comfortable 
state  of  mind,  and  seemed  well  prepared  to  meet  his  Sa* 
viour  as  a  reconciled  sinner.  We  likewise  heard,  that  his 
murderers  had  thrown  him  into  a  very  large  fire,  to  which 
they  continually  added  more  fuel,  but  finding,  that  after 
having  been  two  hours  in  the  flames,  his  body  was  only 
scorched,  they  grew  more  enraged,  and  kept  up  a  terrible  ' 
fire  all  night,  by  which  the  body  was  burnt  to  ashes  in  the 
morning.  In  the  following  days,  more  Indians  were  ac- 
cused, and  shared  the  same  fate. 

We  do  not  doubt,  dear  Brethren,  but  yon  will  sympa* 
thize  with  our  most  distressing  situation,  especially  when 
you  consider,  that  we  arc  here  alone  among  an  unbridled, 
furious  race  of  beings,  who  murder  and  bum  their  own 
countrymen,  and  admit  of  no  remonstrance  against  their 
diabolical  proceedings.  We  spend  our  days  in  dread  and 
terror,  by  which  our  strength  of  mind  and  body  is  im* 
paired,  nor  do  we  know  which  way  to.  turn.  My  poo? 
wife  is  much  to  be  pitied,  as  her  mind  has  received  such  a 
sbogk  by  the  horrible  evcut^  that  havp  happened  here,  that

she  has  no  rest  day  nor  night,  and  I  am  greatly  alarmed  for 
vhe  consequences. 

We  have,  however,  resolved  to  remain  here,  till  we 
receive  an  answer  from  yj^u  respecting  our  future  proceed- 
ings, though  we  conceive  ourselves  in  the  most  imminent 
danger.  For  we  know  now  for  certain,  that  all  the  Indiantf 
of  the  lower  towns  have  determined  to  come  into  this 
neighbourhood,  and  to  build  their  town  about  five  English 
miles  from  us.  All  the  old  chiefs  have  been  murdered,  and 
the  savages  have  informed!  us,  that  the  promises  made  for- 
iherly  by  them  respecting  our  aboile  here,  are  no  longer 
binding,  as  the  old  men  have  no  more  any  authority,  but 
the  young  people  bear  the  sway,  and  do  as  they  please. 
The  majority  carries  every  measure  proposed  ;  but  the  ma- 
jority'are  sworn  enemies  to  us  and  the  gospel,  and  openly 
declare,  that  whoever  is  baptized  by  us,  makes  a  covenant 
with  the  devil  j  our  doctrine  being  false,  and  their  dbc- 
rine  alone  from  God ;  that  they  therefore  knew  well  how 
to  live  without  our  teaching.  We  have,  consequently,  to 
expect  no  protection  from  them,  but  every  malicious  per- 
secutor may  do  with  us  what  he  pleases. 

Before  these  dreadful  events  took  place,  we  had  resolved 
to  follow  our  Brethren's  advice,  and  to  change  our  place 
of  abode,  but,  after  much  trouble,  could  not  find  any 
suitable  situation  on  this  river.  We,  therefore,  had  some 
thoughts  of  settling  within  the  Indian  territory,  at  least 
for  the  present,  ;  but  since  no  Delaware  would  follow  us 
into  a  country  inhabited  by  another  tribe,  nor  indeed  would 
it  be  permitted,  according  to  the  present  regulations,  we 
have  no  oth?r  prospect  before  us,  but  that  of  quitting  this 
place  altogether. 

In  hopes  of  soon  receiving  your  answer,  we  commend 
QOrselves  to  your  compassion  and  love,  and  to  the  prayers 

of 
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of  all  our  Brethren  and  Sisters  and  friends^. that  in  this  dan-^ 
gerous   and  distressing  situation^    the  Lord  our  Saviour 
^ould  comfort  and  strengtl\en  us,  and  grant  unto  us  Hit 
peace^  even  in  the  midst  of  tribulation. 
We  remain  ever,  &c»

Extract  of  the  Diary  of  tie  Mission  at  ParavuribOj 
m  South  AksRiCA^ 

JANUARY  1st,  1805,  in  the  morning,  Brother  Wied 
preached  .to  an  attentive  auditory  on  the  gospel  ap- 
pointed for  New  Year's  Day,  Luke  ii.  1^,  treating  of  th^ 
iaving  nan^Q  of  Jesus,  in  which  alone  peace,  Hghteousness, 
and  life  eternal,  is  to  be  found ;  whereas  such  who  seek 
salvation  in  any  other,  and  will  not  receive  Him  as  their 
Bedeemer,  are,  and  must  remain  to  all  eternity  miserable 
and  undone. 

At  nopn  the  boat,  sent  by  our  Brethren  at  Bambey  to 
fetch  Brother  Leop9ld  Schuler,  arrived  here.  We  werfe 
g^d  to  hear  that  Brother  Mehr  and  his  wife  were  well, 
and. had  spent  a  blessed.  Christmas  with  their  free^negro 
congregation,  liieboat  returned  on  the  4th.  We  werfe 
much  grieved  that  we  were  ,not  a^le  to  send  any  Brother 
to  the  assistance  of  our  deai^  Brother  Mehr,  and  the  more 
fervently  recommended  hiijo,  in  his  very  difficult  situation^ 
to  our  Saviour,  that  He  would  support  and  strengthen  him 
anewi  by  His  grace  and  power. 

On  ^he  6th^  being  Epiphany,  w«  called  to  mind,  with 
thaxi)cs  tp  God,  the  rich  blessing  conferred  upon  the  labouifg 
of  oqr  Brethren  in  so  many  Jieathen  countries,  granting 
the  word  of  the  cross,'  preached  by  them  In  simplicity,  if 
be  thjc^wjer  of  God  U)  melt  the  hard  hearU  of  the  9^

tiles^  and  bring  them  to  the  saving  knowledge  of  their  cru- 
cified Redeemer. 

In  the  forenoon^  Brother  Buechner  preached  upon  the 
gospel  of  the  day,  and  in  the  evening  Brother  Langballe 
exhorted  the  congregation  to  pray  for  all  those,  vi^ho  went 
forth  to  preach  the  gospel  to  the  heathen.  He  described 
the  motives  which,  both  at  first,  and  to  this  day,  caused 
them  to  devote  their  lives  to  the  preaehing  of  the  gospel 
among  the  heathen^  that  they  might  bring  them  the  glad 
tidings  of  great  joy,  that  unto  them  is  bom  a  Saviour ;  re- 
marking, that  on  this  day  prayer  and  supplication  is  male 
in  all  our  congregaiions  for  the  Missions  and  their  servants, 
and  exhorting  the  negroes  to  thank  the  Lord,  that  He  had 
sent  His  Word  to  them  also,  and  to  make  good  use  of  their 
priviledge.  On  the  day  following,  he  set  out  for  North 
America. 

'  On  the  I6th,  we  received  a  letter  from  our  Brethren  in 
St.  Thomas,  informing  us,  that  almost  all  of  them  had  been 
ailing,  and  earnestly  looked  for  assistants  from  Europe. 

On  the  «Oth,  we  had  a  conference  with  the  chapel-ser- 
vants and  assistants,  and  admonished  them  to  be  willing 
and  active  in  their  respective  employments,  and  to  do  their 
service,  as  unto  the  Lord.  They  all  declared,  that  ihey  con- 
sidered it  as  a  great  favour  conferred  upon  them,  when  they 
were  called  upon  to  serve  the  Lord  and  his  people.  A  cer- 
tain number  of  negroes  were  also  appointed  as  bearers  at 
funerals.  [It  must  be  observed,  that  in  the  performing  of 
the  several  offices  given  to  the  christian  negroes,  regard  is 
always  had  to  their  services  in  the  field,  that  nothing  may 
interfere  with  the  duty  they  owe  to  their  masters.]  In  the 
afternoon  was  the  burial  of  the  negro  Jonas  Fortuin„  who 
.departed  in  full  reliance  upon  the  merits  and  mercy  of  our 
S^our.    He  was  baptized  on  November  2^   1794,  and 
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became  a  partaker  of  the  Lord's  Supper,  May  99d|  179<« 
He  was  a  man  of  a  slow  capacity.  VVTien  sometimes  re- 
proved on  account  of  his  love  of  liquor,  (in  which,  how- 
ever, he  did  not  proceed  to  excess),  he  was  soon  convinced 
of  his  error,  and  begged  forgiveness.  In  his  last  illness, 
he  often  expressed  his  fervent  desire  to  depart  and  be  at 
home  with  Christ. 

Ou  the  21st,  our  worthy  friend  Captain  Talby  came  un- 
expectedly to  us,  and  informed  us,  that  he  had  brought 
Brother  Gottlieb  Nitsche  to  us,  as  our  fellow-labourer,  and 
that  his  ship  lay  off  Bramspoint.  Brother  Borck  accom- 
panied the  captain  on-board,  and  the  next  morning  wn 
had  the  pleasure  to  bid  Brother  Nitsche  welcome  in  oiir 
house.  We  gave  thanks  to  the  Lord  for  conducting  this 
dear  Brother  safe  to  us,  and  directing  him  to  a  captain,  who 
had  treated  him,  in  his  weak  state  of  health,  with  all  the 
tenderness  of  a  father.  The  letters  and  accounts  he  brought 
from  Europe  were  a  most  valuable  present  to  us. 

By  a  letter  from  Bambey  we  were  sorry  to  learn,  that 
Brother  Mchr  had  been  attacked  by  a  violent  fever,  from 
which,  however,  he  recovered  in  about  a  week. 

On  the  24th,  the  communicants  met.  Brother  Wied  de- 
livered to  them  the  salutations  from  the  Elders'  Conference 
of  the  Unity,  and  all  the  congregations  in  Europe ;  as- 
suring the  negroes  of  the  cordial  share  taken,  by  all  our 
Brethren  and  friends  on  the  other  side  of  the  great  water, 
in  their  spiritual  welfare  aod  growth  in  grace.  He  then 
presented  Brother  Nitsche  to  them,  as  having  come  over 
to  assist  in  teaching  them.  When  he  had  finished,  the 
whole  assembly,  of  their  own  accord,  expressed  their 
thanks  for  the  love  and  kindness  ot  the  Brethren  in  Europe, 
in  sending  teachers  to  them  to  instruct  them  in  the  way  of 
liie,  and  prombed  to  remember  them  all  in  their  prayers* 

c  s  Out 
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.  One  Brother  and  four  Sisters  were  confirmed  for  the 
first  enjoyment  of  the  Holy  Sacrament.  In  speaking  with 
the  communicants  individually^  we  had  cause  to  be  thank-^ 
fill,  to  the  Lord  for  the  grace  bestowed  upon  them.  Five 
were  spectators  as  candidates^  and  one  person  was  re-adr 
snitted.  * 

On  the  S6th,  we  received  a  letter  from  Brother  Barlach> 
in  St.  Thomas^  giving  an  account  of  a  dreadful  fire, 
in  which  also  our  Brethren  suffered  considerable  loss. 

Brother  Nitsche  had  been  taken  ill  in  the  night  between 
the  85th  and  96th,  and  though  all  possible  means  were  im- 
mediately applied^  it  was  evident^  on  the  f9th3  that  his 
dissolution  was  approaching.  In  the  evening,  about  nine 
o'clock,  we  assembled  in  his  room,  and  commended  the 
soul  of  this  dear  Brother,  whom  we  had  but  just  received 
as  our  fellow-labourer^  to  the  Lord,  to  whom  alone  we 
can  look  for  that  assistance  we  so  much  stand  in  need  of, 
in  carrying  on  His  work  in  this  country.  About  eleven 
o'clock  he  breathed  his  last,  and  his  remains  were  interred 
on  the  30th.  He  has  been  only  eight  days  with  us ;  but, 
during  this  short  time,  we  perceived  in  him  a  truly  devoted 
heart,  quietly  resigned  to  our  Saviour's  will,  and  spending 
his  time  in  close  fellowship  with  Him>  whom  his  soul 
loved.  We  mourned  over  the  loss  of  so  promising  an 
assistant.  His  departure  was  mentioned  to  the  negro- 
congregation  in  thQ  evening* 

February.  In  the  beginning  of  this  month,  we  were 
glad  to  be  informed  of  the  recovery  of  Bnother  Mehr  at 
.  Bambey. 

On  the  loth,  being  oyr  monthly  prayer  day,  after  a  dis- 
course on  the  words  of  our  Lord  (John  iii.  16),  "  God 
io  loved  the  world,  that  He  gave  Hit  only  begotten  Son> 

that 
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that  whosoever  Mievfeth  -in  Him  'shdoW  not  p^rtkh;  but 
have  everlasting  life," — four  aduft' negroes  and  dhe  cMM 
were  baptized.  The  Lord  laid  a  special  blessing  on  this 
transaction,  and  all  present  were  much  rtioted.  In  the 
evening  a  young  woman,-  who  had  been  baptized  as  a  child, 

'was  received  as  a  member  of  the  congregation.  We  closed 
the  day  with  praydr'khd  thanksgiving  to  God  our  Saviour, 
for  all  the  mercy  bestowed  upon  us  and  our  people  on  this 
occasion.  We  liktewisc  received,  to-day,  Letters  and 
Diaries  ftem  our  Brethren' at  Hobp  on  the  Corentjm,  and 
rejoiced  to- find  that  they  were  well,  atid  had  spent  the 
Christmas-season  with  their  Arawack  congregation  in  the 
peace  of  Obd;  and  with  His  blessing. 

On  the  12th,  we  had  a  visit  from  Brother  Lut^fce  from 
Soihmelsdyk,  wha  preached  on  the  17th  to  an  attentive 
auditory,  and  after  a  pleasant  stay  with  us,  returned  on 
the  19th. 

On  the  21st,  two  negro  Brethreii  and  one  sister  were 
confirmed  for  the  first  enjoyment  of  the  Holy  Communion 
on  the  f3d.  "In  speaking  with  the  individuals  previous  to 
this  solemnity,  we  found  occasion  to  speak  in  a  serious 

■  but  loving  manner  with  some  ycnmg  people,  concehiing 
their  lukewarmhess  of  heart  and  neglect  in  attending  the 
meetings  of  the  congregation,  and  we  advised  some  to  ab- 
stain from  \ht  Lord's  Supper  this  time.  Six  were  present 
as  candidates,  and  one  was  re-admitted. 
^  On  the  S4tb,  in  the  forenoon's  preaching,    Brother 

'  Buechner  spoke  upon  Luke  xviii.  31,  and  then  in  fervent 
prayer  entreated  the  Lord  to  grant  a  special  blessing  to  the 
contemplation  of  His  sufferings  and  death,  during  At 
season  of  Lent,  upon  which  we  now  enter,  that  our  hearts 
may  be  anew  awakened  thereby,  and  all  offer  ourselves  ap 
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unto  Hinij  who  gav€  Himaelf  for  us,  that  we  might  die 
unto  sin  and  live  unto  God. 

March  Ist^  some  Indians  arrived  here  from  Hoop  on  the 
Corelntyn^  and  brought  us  Letters  from  our  Missionaries^ 
by  which  we  were  glad  to  hear  of  their  welfare. 

On  the  4th9  one  of  our  baptized  i^roes,  Mary  Perle^ 
departed  this  life,  humbly  relying  on  the  merits  of  her  Re- 
deemer. She  was  baptized  Jime  9th^ ,  1 79^^  by  Brother 
Arnold,  and  in  January  following,  became  a  communicant. 
She  had  a  white  man  for  her  husband,  and  both  he  and 
their  mulatto  daugnters,  led  by  his  example,  treated  her 
with  great  contempt,  but  could  not  prevent  her  from 
seeking  the  means  of  salvation.  She  was  a  woman  of 
slow  capacity,  and  did  not  easily  comprehend  or  learn 
what  was  taught  her,  but  she  had  a  heart  cleaving  to  the 
Lord,  whom  she  knew  as  her  Saviour.  This  was  particu* 
larly  evident  some  time  ago,  when,  in  consequence  of  an  ^ 
accusation  against  her,  which  hoivever  turned  out  to  be 
false,  she  was  in  danger  of  being  excluded  from  the  con- 
gregation. During  her  last  illness,  her  mind  was  re- 
markably serene ;  she  longed  to  depart  and  be  with  Christ, 
and  spoke  with  Sister  Borck  in  the  most  satisfactory  man- 
ner concerning  the  state  of  her  soul.  In  these  days,  we 
spoke  with  the  new  people,  and  were  encouraged  by  evident 
traces  of  the  work  of  God's  Spirit  in  their  souls. 

On  the  9th,  thef  widow  Anna  Theresa,  a  communicant, 
departed  this  life.  She  was  very  old,  and  almost  quite 
blind;  and, having,  in  this  helpless  condition,  been  dis- 
charged by  her  owner,  another  communicant  took  her  out 
of  compassion  into  her  house,  where  she  was  supported  by 
some  small  gifts  out  of  our  poor's  box,  and  the  charitable 
donations  of  our  negroes.    She  was  baptized  in  1783  }>y 

Brother 
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Brother  Maydt;  became  a  communicant  in  the  year  follow 
ing,  and  haying  truly  found  peace  with  God^  by  £uth  in 
Jesus  Christy  she  received  grace  to  oltove  to  Him  unin- 
terruptedly,  as  her  Redeemer^  and  loved  Hia  with  her 
whole  soul.  When  sometimes^  burdened  as  she  was  with 
ejctemat'  misery  and  old*  age^  she  felt  her  patience  tried^ 
she  turned  in  prkyeihiinto  Him^  and  always  ^sperienced 
new  comfdrt  and  encouragement.  Whenever  any*  000 
spoke  with  her  of  spiritual  thingft^  she  expressed  herself  an 
themon  feehng,  liumMe/andgrate&iL  manner3  concerning 
her  election  of  grace,  rejoicings  that  it  had  pleased  God  to 
choose  her  but  of  her  large  fkmily,  ahd  teach  lier  the  Way 
of  salvation,  through'  theblood  of  Je^u»«  Whenever  she 
thought  of  her  poor  forsaken  family,  fit>m  whom  she  had 
been  separated  in  Gdinea,  she  wept  bitterly.  '  After  mucll 
bodily  suffering,  she  wks  released,  and  obtained  4he  only 
desire  of  her  heart,  to  depart  as  a  reconciled  sinner  to  her 
Lord  and  Redeemer. 

On  the  loth,  berog  prayer^day^  after  a  serm6n  on  Mat- 
thew XV.  31— -28,  a  negro  man  was  baptized  into  the 
death  of  Jesus,  and  four  persons  were  added  to  the  class 
of  candidates  for  baptism.  In  the  afternoon  the  baptized 
children  met,  and  were  encouraged,  in  a  suitable  discourse, 
to  give  their  hearts  to  our  Saviour.  We  concluded  this 
day  with  prayer  and  supplication  for  burselvcs  and  the 
whole  church  of  God* on  earth. 

On  the  13th,  we  received  a  letter  fix)m  Brother  Mehr,  at 
Bambey,  giving  us  an  account  of  a  journey  be  bad  made  into 
the  Upper  Country,  to  see  whether  he  might  not,  in  one 
or  other  of  the  negro  villages,  find  a  few  hearts  and  ears 
open,  to  receive  the  gospel.  But,  alas  J  he  found  the  peo- 
ple every  where  quarrelling,  or  buried  in  the  grossest  super- 
stition 
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stition  and  idblatry;  ihsomupb,  that,  to  his  sorrow^  he 
was  obliged  to  returoy  without  hav^lg  effected  any  thing. 
•  Aa  e«piPQBS<  having  arrived  here  from  Barbadoes^  to  give 
notice  to  oar  Goven|of,  that  a.Frei^cfa  fleets  with  50pa 
troops  on-J>(>ard^  had  cotne  to  tbf^.West  Jndies^  %nd  al-^ 
ready  attacked  St.  Pominica^  P^nerajl  Green  immeidiately. 
took  the.necessary  st^ps^  in  c^^  the  enepy  should  ven- 
tune  to  «omi^  hither/  to.  defend  thc^  ^olpny  against  ev^ry  at- 
tack. .W<^  commended .  i>urse|ves^  undeip.  these  circum- 
$tahceii>  to  the  meripy  and  protection  of  God  our  heavenly 
Father;  ' 

On.  the.  I7th^  a  large ianditory  had  assembled  at  our 
churchy  to.  whom.Bepther  Buechner,  preached  with  power 
and  unottoQ^  on  the  blcissipgs  resulting  to  mankind  from 
the  incarnation^  sufferings,  and  death  of  Jesus  Christ  our 
Saviour,  which  seemed  to  mak&.a  deep  impression  on  the 
hearers. 

On  the  82d,  we  had  an  agreeable  visit  from  Mr.  I.  C« 
bdongiog  to  the  English  garrison  here.  He  is  one  of  the 
people  called  Methodists,  of  Mr.  Wesley's  communion. 
He  expressed  great  satisfaction  in  finding  the  Brethren  here^ 
of  whom  he  had  heard  much  formerly^  and  declared  he  had 
always  valued  them,  because,  by  Mr.  Wesley's  own  con- 
fession^God.bad  j;nade  them  the  instrument  of  great  spi- 
ritual good, tO; himself,  the  benefit  of  which  had  extended 
throughout  their  whole  numerous  Society.  Having  once 
discovered  our  abode^  he  ifrequently  visited  Brother  Wied, 
to  muti^  satisfaction.  He  is  a  true  lover  of  Jesus  and 
His,  cause  on  earth,  and  rejoices  greatly  at  the  spread  c^ 
the  gospel  among  christians  and  heathen. 

The  heavy  rsdns,  towards  the  close  of  this  month,  pre- 
vented many  of  our  people  from  coming  to  church. 

On 
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On  th^  23d,  we  partook  of  the  Lord's  Supper ;  and  b4th. 
on  this  occasion,  and  whenever  we  met  in  Jet u's  name,  wd 
eah  truly  say,  that  He  was  in  the  midst  of  us,  according 
to  His  promise. 

We  commend  ourselves,  our  negro  congregation,  an* 
the  whole  work  of  God  in  this  distant  country,  to  th^ 
prayers  and  kind  remembrance  of  all  our  Brethren  and 
friends  every  where.

Extract  from  the  Diary  of  the  Missioic  at  Bavians* 
XLOOV ;  Jrom  Decemter  1804  to  October  18o5. 

IN  the  beginning  of  December  Brother  Rose's  iHnesA 
became  very  painful,  and  caused  tis  much  uneasiness* 
Most  of  •ur  Hottentots  befiig  at  present  engaged  at  the 
farmers  in  the  harvest,  we  were  obliged  to  discontinue' tba- 
schoolt,  and  several  of  our  weekly  meetings.  The  heat 
was  excessive ;  and  as  there  was  no  rain,  the  scarcity  o^ 
water  became  so  great,  that,  throughout  the  whole  country^ 
both  man  and  beast  suffered  exceedingly.  The  river  Son*^ 
derendy  which  sometimes  has  ten  feet  depth  of  water  in  it^ 
was  dried  up  in  Huch  a  manner,  that  in  many  places  we 
could  crosa  it  diy^shod. 

December  llth,  a  party  of  twenty -eight  Hottentot  re- 
cruits passed  through  our  settlement.  Their  commandet 
was  an  officer  belonging  to  the  riffe -corps,  a  very  civil, 
friendly  man.  He  requested  us  to  provide  som^  provisions 
for  hia  poor  hungry  people ;  which  we  did,  to  the  best  of 
pur  ability. 

'  D  One 
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One  •£  tbe  Missionaries  wives  happening  to  pass  by  t 
Hottentot  kraal,  was  desired  to  step  in,  and  found  an  un- 
baptised  woman  dangerously  ill.  The  patient  addressed 
her  thus :  ''  Here  I  Iie>  sorely  chastized  by  God,  as  I  in* 
deed  deserve.  I  have  often  beard  what  is  good,  and  what  is 
tvil,  but  I  have  refused  to  listen,  and  stopped  my  ears 
igainst  it.  But  now  I  tremble  and  despair,  when  I  think 
of  death,  for  I  can  expect  nothing  but  eternal  misery/' 
She  was  encouraged,  to  thank  God,  that  He  had  revealed 
to  her  her  lost  state  by  nature,  and  given  her  time  to  re« 
pent,  and  seek  her  soul's  salvation  ;  and  that  now  was  the 
acceptable  day,  in  which  she  should  turn  to  her  Redeemer^ 
Jesus  Christ,  with  whom  she  would  fiud,  that  where  sin 
had  abounded,  grace  might  much  more  abotmd.  The  poor 
aick  w#man  was  greatly  comforted  by  this  good  news,  was 
afterwards  frequently  visited  by  us,  aad  we  hope,  received 
iBercy. 

One  of  the  Missionaries  visited  a  poor  ^do^,  who  was 
past  recovery,  and  as  she  confessed  that  she  was  terrib! j 
afraid  to  die,  exhorted  her  to  turn  simply  to  Jesus, 
with  all  her  sins ;  for  with  Him  alone,  she  would  fin4 
rest  imto  her  souK  Late  in  the  evening,  /he  sent  to  be^ 
another  visit,  and  addre^e^  the  Miwonary  thus :  <<  I 
Jiave  thought  much  ou  your  words,  ;and  must  confess,  that 
I  have  heard  the  gosp^  preached  by  you  for  many  years, 
l^it  have  been  indiflfprent  abo^  it.  Now  I  feel  great  re«» 
morse  on  that  account,  and  am  afraid  to  appear  in  the  pre« 
setPK:eof  God.  The  Missionary  exhorted  her,  to  place  all 
her  trust  for  pardon  and  acceptance  upon  the  precious  blopd 
of  Jesus,  wbich  cried  for  mercy  for  her  also ;  upon  which, 
she  stretched  out  her  hand,  to  express  her  gratitude  for  his 
advice.  After  some  hours,  a  change  took  place ;  she  lost^ 
her  recollection,  and  died  before  morning* 
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Oa  Cbristmas-day,  z  great  number  of  Hottembt  sttaH- 
fers  and  black  staves  Ivere  present.  Of  our  christian  neigh- 
bours but  few  attended.  This  was  owing  to  an  event, 
which  took  place  at  Schwellendam,  where^  by  the 
explosion  of  a  powder-qiili^  tht  church  was  greatly  da- 
maged^ and  obliged  to  undergo  a  thorough  repair.  The 
minister^  therefore,  travelled  from  one  place  to  another^ 
preaching  and  administering  the  sacraments.  About  this 
time  he  happened  to  be  in  our  nci^bourhood.  On  New 
Year's  Eve^  however,  we  had  an  unusual  number  of  vi- 
sitors, and  many  of  our  next  neighbours,  who  had  never 
been  here  before,  came  with  them.  The  concourse  of  people, 
of  various  descriptions^  was  very  great ;  notwithstanding 
which,  the  gr^test  order  and  silence  prevailed^  both  in 
'  the  settlement  and  at  the  church. 

During  the  year  1804^  fourteen  adults  and  fifteen  chiU 
dren  were  baptized ;  nine  persons  Were  admitted  partakers 
of  the  Lofd's  Supper ;  and  thirteen  baptized  Hoitoitots 
departed  this  life. 

The  eongregation  consists,  at  the  close  of  the  year  1804, 
of  S4$  bifptized  adults,  of  whom  94  are  'communicants ; 
1  Si)  baptised  children,  and  99  candidates  for  baptism ;  in 
an,  of  473  persons.  Besides  these^  the  number  of  inhabi- 
tants dwelling  here,  in  917  houses,  amounts,  according  to  a 
calculation  made  in  December^  to  186  men,  300  women, 
40  children;  in  all,  to  109^  persons,  exclusive  of  the 
J4iasionaiies  and  ibeir  families. 


January  0th,  being  Epiphany,  it  was  celebrated  in  the 
usual  way ;  and  in  the  afternoon,  seven  adulu  and  thrae 
dutdren  were  baptized.    A  sick  person  bad  received  bap- 
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tiftm  this  momlng  earlyi  at  his  own  htmt.  In  the  ^vening- 
.  meeting  we  commended  to  the  Lord^  in  fervent  prayer,  all 
our  congregations  gathered  from  among  the  heathen^  with 
all  the  Misaionanes  employed  in  them,  including  the  whole 
work  of  God  on  eartli,  entreating  Him,  that  He  would 
promote  and  establish  it,  in  every  quarter  of  the  globe. 

On  the  7th,  a  widow  departed  this  life,  after  a  tedious 
illness.  Though  she  suffered  much  pain,  she  was  always 
found  perfectly  resigned  to  the  will  of  God,  putting'  her 
whple  trust  in  our  Samur,  whom  «he  believed  m,  and 
*  loved  in  the  days  of  her  health.  Her  steady  and  truly  chris** 
.tian  walk  and  conversation  had  gained  for  her  the  love  and 
esteem  of  old  and  young  throughout  the  whole  settlements 
.  She  was  followed*,  on  the  6th,  by  *a  girl  of  seven  years 
old,  who  had  always  been  an  ailing  chiM.  She  was  re« 
markably  patient  and  loving  during  her  last  iUness,  which 
was  a  consumption.  In  the  last  days  of  her  life^~  she  re« 
joiced  greatly  at  the  prospect  of  departing  thit  life.  The 
day  before  her  decease,  she  sent  for  all  her  Httk  corapa* 
nions  and  playmatas,  took  an  afiecttonate  kave  of  tbem^ 
telling  them,  tKat  she  should  soon  appear  in  the  presence 
of  our  Saviour^  where  die  should  see  all  those  who  had  -de* 
piuled  in  the  fSrith.  "  0  how  I  do  rejoice,"  said  she,  ^'  I 
now  want  nothing  more  in  this '  world  |  I  only  want  the 
blood  and  righteousness  of  Christ.'' 

Towanls  the  end  of  the  mdnth.  Brother  Rmc's  iOness 
seemed  to  take  a  favourable  .turn,  and  be  gained  strengtli 
every  day.  The  schools  and  daily  meetings  were  now 
agsdn  held  in  their  regular  order. 

On  the  19th,  we  received  four  waggon*loads  of  com  for 
distribution*  We  wei^e  very  thankful  to  be  thereby  i^ble 
to  suppiv  the  women  and  children  of  the  Hottentot  sol** 
diery^  who  are  c^uartered  npon  nSjl  with  their  appointed 
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portiont.  As  in  ftiany  places  the  corn  of  last,  year  could 
«AOt  ripen,  on  account  of  the  excessive  drought,  and  there 
was  th.crefore  a  great  scarcity  all  over  the  country ;  Go- 
•vemment*  appointed  special  commissioners,  by^  whom  the 
necessary  quantity  was  brotight  together  from  4di  <|uarw 
ters  ;  4ind,  according  to  a  regulation,  made  in  consequence 
:of  theit  report,  threfc  quarters  of  a  pound  of  com  per  day 
»  served  out  to  etery  inhabitant.  As  thii  is  less  than  was 
first  promised  to  the  women  and  children  of  the  Hottentot 
•oldiers,  Governor  Jansea  wrote  ta  inform  us,  that  a  larger 
portion  might  be  distributed  to  them* '  The  most  distressing 
circumstance  at  present  is^  that,  by  the  drought,  all  the 
grass  has  perished  $  so  that  the  poor  cattle' have  hal-dly  any 
ahing  to  9absi«»t  on* 

*  Seteral  covpsiifes  of  Hottentot  recHiits  passed  througil 
our  plaoe  abovft  this  time, 

Fri)niary  l6tb,  a  deserter  was  taken,  not  far  from  our 
dwelling.  His  companion  fled  to  tbe  mountains;  an4 
though  our  Hottbftot  captain,  as  his  duty  required,  took 
every  possible  f)aiils^  take  him>  and  marched  oitt  with  a 
number  of  armed  ^Hottentots,  who  spent  the  whole  night 
an  the-vsearch,.  the  deserter  effected  fais  .escape*  The  other 
was  brought  to  the  Reld-Comet  Grebe  by  five  men* 
'  The  Sisters  were  employed'  about  this  dme  hi  drying 
peaches^  and  though  our  crop  has  not  bcfioiso  lai^e  as 
last  year,  yet  Wfs  had  mtpch  cause  for  thankfulness  to  out 
lieavenly  Father,  for  this  Supply.  Many  of 'dur  neiglw 
hours  have  gitker^  hardly^  any  at  all  |  and  4h€  trees  in 
tome  places  have  died,  in  consequence  of  the  drought. 

On  the  19th,  an  unbaptized  Hottentot  woman  requested 
ft  visit  Inkh  the)  Miavienarics.  On  being  asked  wha:t  ^he 
wished  for/  she  answored :  ^  I  shall  this  night  go  to  Jesui, 
fifbom  I  love^  and  «ni  ^lot  afraid  to  ^pear  in  His  presence^ 
-     •  -  for 
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for  He  has  forgiven  me  my  tinr,  whidi  are  many,  t  re* 
joke  that  the  hour  of  my  death  is  approaching/'  She  wat 
exhorted  to  cleave  to  Him,  who  had  had  mercy  upon  her^ 
and  to  place  all  her  trust  in  {Cs  merits.  Early  in  the 
tnoraing,  she  sent  to  inform  us^  that  she  was  still  happy^ 
/ftnd  felt  the  peace  of  God  in  her  heart.  Soon  after  which, 
%ht  said  to  her  friends  standing  around  her :  ^  I  assure 
youy  that  I  shall  be  recdved  into  the  kingdom  of  Jesus^ 
to  dwell  for  ever  with  him  ;**  and  immediately  expired. 

About  the  middle  of  this  month,  we  received  letter^ 
from  England  and  Germany,  some  of  which  were  above 
a  year  old;  and  in  March,  a  parcel  with  the  Text-books 
for  1805  arrived,  without  our  being  able  to  find  out  by 
what  opportunity.  The  parcel  was  delivered  to  us  by  a 
peasant,  and  was  directed  to  Mr.  Schmidt  and  Mr.  Heuser 
at  Cape-town.  No  letter  accompanied  it,  but,  in  the  di» 
rection,  we  discovered  the  hand-writing  of  Brother  Satte* 
fup  at  Copenhagen. 

Brother  Rose  had  recovered  so  much,  that  he  could 
walk  out  on  the  17  th  of  March,  and  on  the  18th,  he  admi* 
nistered  the  Holy  Communion  to  our  family,  which  af* 
forded  us  great  joy,  and  hopes  of  bis  complete  restoratioa 
to  health. 

On  the  19th,  a  Hottentot  sister  departed  this  life,  wh(» 
was  beloved  and  esteemed  by  every  body,  on  account  of 
}ier  bumble  walk  with  God,  and  her  exemplary  and  loving 
conversation,  with  all  men.  On  her  death^bed,  she  ex« 
pressed  cheerful  resignation  to  the  will  of  God,  and  the 
declarations  she  made  of  her  faith  and  hope  greatly  edified 
all  who  visited  her. 

We  received,  about  this  time,  very  few  mits  fnam 
strangers,  wluch  was  owing  to  the  great  want  of  fodder 
for  the  cattle,  all  the  fields  and  meadows  bemg  comj^etely 
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•corcbed  by  the  heat  of  the  weather;  insomuch^  that 
visitors  would  not  have  kuown  how  to  provide  for  theU 
beasts.  . 

•  When  we  spoke  with  our  commumcants,  prenousto 
the  Lord's  Supper^  on  Maundy  Thursday,  we  were  pleased 
to  hear  with  what  ardour  they  expressed  their  joy  at  Brother 
Rose's  recovery*  ConcemiDg  the  state  of  their  souls^ 
Ibeir  declarations  were  also  much  to  our  satisfaction. 

A  large  concourse  of  bearers  attended  our  public  wor«- 
fbip  on  Easter  Sunday,  and  were  remarkably  attentive. 

On  Easter  Monday  five>duks  were  baptized. 
,  We  had  an  agreeable  visit  from  a  Dutch  Mtsisonary^ 
Erasmus  Schmidt,  who  went  from  hence  to  the  assistance 
of  Dr.  van  der  Kemp.  He  left  Holland  in  the  year  \W^ 
with  four  other  Missionaries^  destined  for  Africa,  but 
their  ship  being  captured  by  an  English  man  of  war,  they 
5)^«re  brought  to  America. 

April  lOth,  we  received  a  letter  from  Governor  Jansen, 
\fk  which  he  expresses  his  earnest  wish,  that  we  would  again 
fen4  one  of  the  Missionaries  to  preach  and  teach  in  the 
tlotteatot  camp  at  the  vineyards.  Mow  though  we  had 
flreadj^  experienced  the  difliculties  attending  such  a  post^ 
^d  could  hardly  spare  a  Missionary,  wlxile  Brother  Bose 
Asmained  in  so  precarious  a  state  of  health ;  yet  we  could 
Hot  resolve  to  send  a  negative  answer ;  but  Brother  Rosf 
f  nly  represented  to  the  Governor,  that  we  were  unable  to 
provide  a  conveyance  for  a  Missiotuuy,  our  cattle  bcbg 
fitber  dead,  or  so  enfisebled,  by  the  want  of  food,  that 
they  could  not  do  iny  work.  We  therefore  expected  \\\^ 
^cellency's  farther  directions. 

.  A  party  of  the  soldiers  from  the  camp  were,  about  thi^. 
time,  op  a  xisit  to  thfcir  wives  and  i;hildren  at  9aviansk|QQf«:

Marc1i^9iti5  a  Hottentot  Sister  departed  this  life.  Alt 
who  knew  her  gave  her  that  testimony^  that  she  had  re« 
xnained  faithful  to  the  grace  received  in  baptism*  Being 
asked  by  one  of  the  European  sisteis^  whether  she  wad 
free  from  every  thing  that  might  distnrb  her  mind  in  tb< 
prospect  of  leaving  this  worlds  the  answered :  <<  I  ank 
leady  to  appear  in  the  presence  of  God^  through  the 
mercy -of  my  Redeemer.  One  thin^,  however,  thatgiva# 
me  uneasiness  is^  that  my  husband  is  stiti  so  far  from  Htm. 
O  help  me  to  pray>  that  his  eyes  may  be'  opened.*^  B^n^ 
advised  to  commit  that  eoncem  to  the  Lord^  and  to  cotfti- 
der  otily  how  she  inigbt  be  prepared  lo  meet  Him  in  glory^ 
she  became  <}uite  contented^  and  soon  after  expired. 

In  the  beginning  of  May  the  weather -was  Jvery  coli} 
Ihe  consequence  of  which  was  much  sickneito  among  our 
Hottentots.    Brother  -Rose  likewise  grew  worse,  and  it  t>e« . 
came  necessary  ag^n  to  consult  Dr«  Temple,  who  had  «t«. 
lended  him  in  his  last  illness. 

On  tlie  sUi  an  aged,  infirm  Hottentot  9fotfaer,  called 
Simoon,  departed  this  life;  We  have  frequently  men* 
lioned  his  name  in  our  reports.  He  was  always  carried  to 
church  in  a  chair,  and  never  missed  a  meeting,  till  ccxifined 
by  his  last  illness.  We  visited  him  frequently,  and  founds 
Xim  always  very  grateful  for  the  attention  shown  to  him« 
In  the  last  hours  of  his  life,  he  evinced  the  most  lively  joy 
at  the  near  prospect  of  seeing  hii  Redeemer  face  to  faoe^ 
and  exclaimed  several  times  :  *^<  Ah  4  'come.  Lord  Jesus  !*^ 
To  his  wife  he  expressed  his  thanks -for  all  the  care  and 
trouble  she  had  had' with  him,  and  herfiEuthfulness  in- 
nursing  him,  and  added  :  ^^  I4  is  now  over;  take  notice-f 
for  very  soon  my  Saviour  will  come  to  take  my  soul  to 
Himself."     Not  long  after,  he  breathed  his  last. 

A  Mis- 
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A  Missionary,  Christian  Ulbricti,  spent  some  days  with 
DS.  He  brought  salutations  from  out  Brethren  at  Zeyst^ 
in  Holland,  and  we  found  in  him  a  true  lover  of  Jesui^ 
and  a  friendly,  well-disposed  man.  We  sent  one  of  our 
Hottentots  with  him,  to  put  him  in  the  riglit  road  to  the 
place  of  his  destination.  He  assured  us^  in  a  letter^  that 
he  should  never  forget  his  vi^it  at  Bavianskloof,  where, be 
had  learnt  much,  of  Which  he  hoped  to  make  good  uae^ 
through  the  enabling  grace  of  our  Lord. 

May  9th,  Brother  Kohrhammer  received  a  Icttet"  from . 
the  Commissary  of  War,  requesting  him,  in  very  obliging 
terms,  to  repair  with  Kis  wife  to  the  camp  in  the  vineyarda^ 
for  which  purpose  an  order  had  been  sent  to  Field^Comel 
Grebe,  to  provide  the  means'  of  conveyance  for  them  an4 
their  baggage. 

*  l6th.  Mr.  Grebe  came  bUher,  and  informed  ut,  that 
he  had  strove  in  vain  to  procure  a  waggon  for  them,, 
as  the  farmers  wanted  all  their  cattle  in  the  field  for  tlie 
plough.  At  length  one  of  our  people,  Matthew^,  being 
engaged  to  carry  wood  to  the  Cape-town,  was  willii^^  to 
unload  his  waggon,  and  convey  Brother  Kohrhammer  and 
his  wife  to  the  vineyards,  for  the  sum  of  40  dollars.  They 
«ct  out  on  the  3 1st,  commended  by  us  to  the  protectioa 
and  grace  of  God,  and  arrived  safe  on  the  d5th  at  the  camp* 

In  consequence  of  a  direction  firom  the  Landdrost,  w« 
were,  abont  this  time,  diligently  employed  in  making  an 
^tccurate  list  of  all  the  inhabitants,  with  an  inventory  of 
their  possessions  in  land,  cattle,  &c.  and  an  account  of 
what  they  had  reaped,  or  otherwise  become  possessed  oi^ 
during  the  last  twelvemonth.  It  is  required  that  such  a 
list  be  given  in  annually,  on  a  fixed  day,  on  pain  of 
a  fine.  Hitherto  we  had  given  in  merely  a  list  of  {leraons, 
4)ut  this  is  now  not  sufficient ;  and  as  wt  art  already  charged 
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with  ten  dollars  contribution  to  the  fund  of  the  colony,  we 
b^in  to  be  afraid,  that  not  only  oureelvei,  but  our  Hotten- 
tots (most  of  whom  are  in  the  most  indigent  state),  will 
be  taxed  according,  to  the  list. 

04th.  A  govemmeBt-measenger  brought  us  tlie  wel- 
come intelligence,  that  the  disputes  between  the  pea- 
sants and  the  Caffres  bad  beei>  settled  ;  and  some  time  af- 
ter, a  party  of  Hottentot  soldiers  were  marched  to  the 
Lofwer  Country,  to  guard  the  frontier.  ^ 

87th.    We  Kceived  a  letter  from  Dr.  vaa  der  Kemp, . 
who  has. been  called   to    the   Cape  by   the  Governor. 
lie  promises  on  his  setum  to  pay  us  a  visit,  to  confer  with 
Us  on  ae^ral  sui^ts. 

During  the  month  of  May,  several  of  our  Hottentot 
bbildren  departed  this  life  happily.  Among  them  was  a 
boy,  ten  years  old,  to  whom,,  as  he  seemed  ui^weU,  his 
Biother  gave  a  certain  root,  used  here  as  an  emetic.  The. 
4pK  was  too  strong,  it  operated  violently,  and  the  child 
died  in  a  few  hours. 

June  8d,  being  Wbitsunday»  very  few  strangers  attended 
divine-service  here,  partly  fearing  the  sudden  swell  of  the 
fivers  by  the  rain,  and  partly  detained  on  account  of  the 
difliculty  of  providing  sufficient  provision ;  for  all  the  ne« 
cessaries  of  life  are  not  only  dear,  but  hardly  to  be  procured 
•tali; 

3d.  We  baptized  three  adults,  in  a  solemn,  public  meet* 
Sng.  The  Lord  was  present  with  us,  and  blessed  this  tran-. 
faction,  for  the  edification  of  ^11  present.  We  concluded 
the  celebration  of  this  festival  with  prayer^  entreating  Him 
v>  preserve  us  in  £uth  and  obedience  to  the  voice  of  thq 
Holy  Spirit,  that  we  and  our  congregation  may  grow  and 
cncKate.  in  His  love  and  knowledge.  Mr.  Tennis's  so«t^ 
spent  the  night  with  us.    It  gave  us  and  our  people  great 

pleasure^ 
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pleasure,  that  Brother  Rose,  tfit^r  his  long  and  heavy 'illnesf^ 
was  able  to  be  present  with  us  on  tfiis  occasion,  and  ad-* 
minister  baptism  to  the  candidates.    But  he  is  very  much , 
enfeebled. 

4th.  It  pleased  God  to  grant  us  a  plentiful  shower, 
which  refreshed  the  whole  country.  Hitherto  we  hare 
suffered  much  by  the  drought,  and  if  the  Lord  has  not 
mercy  upon  us,  and  grants  us  rain,  the  prospect  wiU  be 
dreadful  indeed.  Corn  is  measured  to  every  one,  who 
wants  it  for  bread,  and  no  one  may  have  more  than  his 
allotted  portion,  though  he  may  be  ever  so  able  to  buy.  * 

5th.  A  poor  boy,  lying  dangerously  ill,  sent  for  a  Mis- 
sionary. When  the  latter  entered  the  house,  the  boy  <x* 
claimed  :  '^  I  am  very  ill ;  but  I  think  often  on  our  Sa- 
viour, and  cry  day  and  night  untci  Him  for  the  forgiveness 
of  my  sins,  and  that  B^  woijd  accept  of  me  as  his  chid^ 
and  wash  me  from  sin  in  His  precions  blood/'  He  also 
begged  to  be  baptized.  The  Missionary  encouraged  bi«  to 
believe  in  Jesus,  as  the  only  means  of  salvation. 

Cth.  Most  of  our  people  went  to  plough  for  the  farmers, 
the  rain  having  prepared  the  ground  for  it. 

7th.  Brother  Kuehnel  baptized  a  child,  in .  the  parent's 
house,  it  being  not  likely  to  live.  Some  of  our  Hottento^ 
"  soldiers,  who  had1>een  here  on  furlough,  returned  to-day 
to  the  camp  at  the  vineyards,  and  took  their  wives  with 
them.  Though  we  disapprove  of  it,  on  many  accounts, 
we  could  not  prevent  it.  "It  is  attended  both  with  e:xpcnce, 
and  with  hurt  to  their  so^ls.  * 

9th.  The  bilious  tiwtn  begin  again  to  prevail,  and  m^ny 
•    here,  both  great  and  s'mialli  are  at  present  afflicted  by  them. 
This  is  a  inost  dangerous  disorder,  unless  an  emetic  be  im- 
mediately applieil.^ '  We  h&vt  not  the  means  of  helping  in 
ill  cases.    iAikiy  <t6nltf  tii»  "ns,  and  beg  for  medicine,' and

we  give  toras  many  as  we  can ;  but  our  whole  stock  would 
not  suffice  for  all,  and  medicines  of  every  kind  are  enor- 
mously dear.  » 

11th.  Matthew  returned  from  the  Cape-town,  whither 
he  bad  brought  Brother  Kohrhammer.  The  latter  reported, 
that  he  had  been  very  kindly  received  by  the  Governor, 
who  also  commissioned  him  to  express  his  thanks  to  us  for 
having  spared  a  Missionary,  to  attend  to  the  christian  in- 
struction of  the  Hottentots  in  the  service  of  Government. 
Brother  Kohrhammer  mentioned  likewise  his  having  con- 
sulted a  celebrated  physician,  at  Cape-town,  concerning 
Brother  Rose's  disorder.  The  physician  advised,  that  he 
should  be  brought  to  Cape-town,  where  he  hoped,  by 
God's  blessing,  to  bring  about  his  recovery^  Tliis  ^is, 
however,  quite  impossible,  in  his  present  enfe^led  state* 

ISth.  An  Hottentot  woman  was  confirmed  for  the  first 
enjoyment  of  the  Holy  Commqnipn.  The  mountains 
were  to-day  covered  with  snow,  and  the  cold  became  in* 
tense.  We  were  sorry  to  hear,  tJiat  Governor  Jansea's  el- 
dest son  had  departed  this  life,  lie  had  been  twice  here 
on  a  viitit.  t 

13th.  We  spoke  with  all  our  communicants  individually. 
To  the  praise  of  our  Saviour,  we  fouad  mo^t  of  them  in  « 
state  of  mind,  which  proved  their  fsuth  and  love  to  Him, 
and  their  dependence  on  Him  for  every  goo4«  la  all  we 
could  discover  an  (Ernest  desire  to  live  unto  Him,  and  be 
delivered  from  the  power  of  sin.  The  cxpressioi;is  of  some 
were  full  of  feeling.  Mary  said  :  ^^  I  am  not  satisfied  with 
myself;  for  I  perceiv9»  that  I  have  lost  my  first  love. 
When  first  our  Saviour  forgave  me  my  sins,  my  hear^  burnt 
in  love  towards  Him  like  a  .flame.  O  how  ashamed^am  I9 
that  I  now  feel  more  dispose^!  tOr.look  at  others,  th|n«Slt 

myself,  and  forget  what  a.  siomr  I  am  !    But  I  wilU  ^«A 

* 
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again  to  Him^  with  all  my  evil  propensities^  end  crave  His 
pardon  ^nd  help."  Anna  d^clared^  that  the  time  had  ap^ 
peared  very  long  to  her  since  she  vras  last  with  us.'  She 
added  :  "  I  felt  as  if  something  was  wanting  to  me  eVer 
since  I  missed  the  last  Communion  (being  absent  on  busi* 
ness).  When  I  reflect  on  what  our  Saviour  has  done  and 
suffered  for  me^  I  grieve^  that  I  give  him  so  little  joy  and 
honour.  Alas !  I  have  lived  many  years  in  the  world 
without  Jesus.  But  since  He  has  sought  and  found  me, 
and  forgiven  me  my  sins,  I  cannot  live  one  day  without 
him  ;  for  I  want  His  help,  both  in  my  spiritual  and  tem«» 
poral  concerns.''  Christiana  said :  ^^  When  I  consicler 
what  great  mercy  the  Lord  has  shewn  towards  me,  I  am 
ashamed,  that  my  teachers  see  so  little  of  the  effects 
thereof  in  my  walk  and  conversaUoo*  But  since  he  has 
sent,  to  me  also,  the  message  of  pardoning  love,  I  have 
surrendered  myself  up  to  Him^  not  only  for  a  season,  but 
for  my  whole  life.  And  at  he  has  given  me  the  grace  to'  be 
^ble  to  jead  His  holy  werd,  and  I  can  find  the  chapters  and 
verses  in  the  bible,  my  poor  heart  enjoys  much  blessing 
from  it.  I  am  not  worthy  to  partake  of  the  Lord's  Supper, 
but  I  hunger  and  thirst  after  it^  for  the  strengthening  of 
my  poor  soul. 

The  wife  of  one  of  the  Missionaries  was  called  to  see  s 
sick  woman,  who  had  returned  from  Ihe  camp,  and  was 
under  deep  concern  for  her  soul's  salvation.  She  was  di- 
rected to  fly  for  mercy  to  the  compassionate  heart  of  Jesus* 
It  was  very  agreeable  and  encouraging  to  us,  to  be  in«- 
formed,  that  both  with  her  and  other  women  in  the  camp, 
the  word  of  the  cross  seems  to  find  entrance,  and  show 
its  power. 

13th.  We  partook  of  the  Lord's  Supper  with  our  Hot- 
tentot communicants* 

16th.  Wc 
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iCth.  Wc  received  a  letter  from  Biother  Kohrhattimer, 
luid  were  glad  ^o  hear  that  he  and  bis  wife  were  well.  As 
iome  of  the  women  went  from  hence  to  the  camp^  we  an- 
swered immediately. 

I7,th.   Many  of  our  people  went  to  the  farmers,  in  hopet 

'  jpf  getting  work  and  food.    In  former  years,  they  got  part 

I  pf  their. w^iges  in  corn,  which  helped  them  on  to  the  next 

'  rharvest)  but  according  to  the. present  regulation  they  get 

non^ ;  and  though  they  ^ay  earn  money,  com  is  not  to 

Vo  had.    Added  to,  this,  the  wild  roots,  which  generally 

supply  tb^  with  food,  wh^n  other  things  fail,  as  well  as 

wild  aliponds,  ,are  extremely  scarce,  on  account  of  the 

ip^at^  drought.    Wc  are,  iqdecd,^  in,  great  concern  about 

.  tbepi.    Help  us  to  pray  to  the  Lord,  that  He  would  have 

mevcy  upon  these  poor  sufTering  people. 

.  ^th.  A  musk-cat.  got  into  our  dove-sty,  and '  killed 
almost  all  our  pigeons.  They  are  dreadful  enemies  to  fowl 
o£  all  descriptions.  We  caught  her.  the  day  following,  and 
her  mischievous  ^ompanjon  S9me  time  ^ter. 

Srlst.,  In  the  nighty  Brpther  Rose  wa^  again  liezed  with 
a  violent  oppression  and  pleurisy,  which  increased  in  the 
^  following  days,  and  weakened  him  much.    We  therefore 
sent  for  Dr.  Temple. 

^Sppe  ^cers,  on  their  passage  from  Swcllcndanj  to  the 
C^j  paid  us  a  visits  and  sgent  the  f  6th  with  us  to  mu* 
tual  satisfaction. 

Jijy.l St., Brother  Rose's  illness  seems  to  bid  defiance  to 
the  means,  applied  by  Dr.  Temple,  and  on  the  2d,  he  grew 
,  so.  weak, :  tj^at  we  were  x)bliged  to  send  for  the  doctor  in 
great,  hagte.  ThCf  medicines  he  brought  had  a  better  ef- 
fect, and  procured  for  the  patient  some  rest  during  the 
.  night.  Yet.  he  remained  very, weak  and  in  much  pain  to 
the  11th,  when,  by  a  change  of  medicines,  he  got  relief, 

and

18th.    We  received  a  Tester  frb^Brothiei^  KoBiMhiti^, 
in  which  he  gives  a  pleasing  account  of  hid  wdfa<Tti  abrf' 
labours  aniong   the    fjottentot  sbldiei^/  exptwsbi^   WiP 
hopes,  that  sonie  0?  them  will  b^  gaittetf  fbV  the  Ldrd^ 

19th.  The  pKysicjan  left' lis  to  day,  B^(Jthrt•  RbscbWii^  ^ 
much  better,  thai  "fee  toiitdP  eve  A  ivilte  t6  Btbfti^  KAItf* 
hammer,  and  report  occurrences  here.  We  schta'itt»** 
sen ger  with  our  tetters  io  '^apc-toH^ri, 

22d  *  Adam  Verdyn  arrived  Y^ir€  fWKtt  the  Cn^^  itlff' 
brought  letters.  t\e  had*  been  Ihreb'tveAs  oti  thcf^Aitey; 
having  been  detained  by  the  floods  and  the  iHlihSe  ^ol<h 
^ne  of  his  oxen  nac(  perishdd  S\'it!h  Cold.  He  aho  tc»-' 
ported,  that  twelve  staves  had  been  frbieh  to  death  attWJ 
Cape,  though  a  much  warmer  situiiti6n  tha^  Baviati^loof.' 
We  find  the  two  stoves  sent  us  Very  useful  iA  ihrs  idrtri 
weather. 

f6th.  One  of  our  baptiied  Hottentots,  Salomfe,  dfe^* 
parted  this  life  happily.  She  was  bapti2cd  July  '6,  ISOO, 
by  Brother  Schwmn,  and  October  Id,  1802,  betramc  i 
paruker  of  the  Lord'i  Supper.  She  walked  Wtirthy  of  thi 
grace  bestowed  upon  her,  and  before  the  last  ehjoyihcnt  of 
the  Holy  Communion  spoke  of  hersdf  In  a  Vfery  dfcctirrg 
manner^  expressiiig  her  gra^itdde  fof 'all  tH^' t^rdhad  thmt 
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upon  ber,  though  to  unworthy  a  sinner*    The  funeral  was 
on  the  fijth. 

S6th.  The  messenger  returned  with  a  letter  from  Brother 
Kphrhammer  at  the  camp.  He  uientions^  that  three  Hot- 
tentots (who  formerly  heard  the  gospel  from  our  worthy 
friend  Dr.  van  der-Kemp,  at  fietelsdorf)^  having  deserted 
with  their  arms  arki  r^mentals,  were  taken  and  condemned, 
two  to  be  shot,  and  the  third  hanged.  The  Governor  re- 
quested Brother  Kohrhanmier  to  prepare  them  for  death^ 
visit  them  in  prison,  and  accompany  them  to  the  place 
of  execution.  He  attended  them  accordingly,  and  reports, 
that  they  took  their  refuge  to  the  mercy  of  our  Saviour.  A 
more  detailed ,  account  will  appear  in  his  diary.  He  en- 
closed a  penitential  letter  from  Mr.  J.  B.  formerly  a  mem- 
1^  of  our  congregation  at  Ebersdorf  in  Germany,  but  now ' 
employed  with  the  Hottentot  corps^  ^ho^  at  present,  lies 
91  in  the  hospital.  \ 

3oth.  A  communicant,  Sarah,  departed  this  life  happily, 
iffter  a  long  and  painful  illness.  We  visited  her  often,  and 
bad  cause  to  rejoice  over  her  child-like  resignation  to  the 
will  of  our  Saviour.  She  lived  ih  communion  with  Him, 
though  often  oppressed  with  extreme  poverty.  She  used 
to  say :  *^  My  Saviour  hears  and  helps  me,  though  not 
always  at  the  minute  I  ask  him/'  She  was  baptized,  De- 
cember S6,  1795,  by  Brother  Kuehnel^  and  on  the  13th  of 
August,  1796>  beame  a  communicant.  Dr.  Temple  ar- 
rived in  the  eveniag  to  pay  a  visit  to  Brother  Rose. 

August  Sd.  We  had  an  agreeable  visit  from  the  Field - 
Comet,  Peter  Ditoy.  It  was  remarkable  to  us,  that  this 
worthy  friend  should  enter  our  room,  just  while  wc  were 
recollecting,  that  this  was  the  day,  ten  years'  ago,  that  we 
were  obliged  to  quit  Bavianskloof,  when  we  found  a  hos^ 
pitabU  xeceptioQ  with  him.    He  also  took  care  of  our 

cattle. 
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itMtle,  tilroiir  retufti/ mthout  any  payment  for  provtsrom

and  ehildren,  and  often^  reminded  them,  not  to  leave  thq 
aettiement  without  thomi  The  FieM^Comet  was  ooavimredi 
of  the  truth  of  this  statement/  and  promiaed  to  make  a  report 
of  it  to  the  JLanddmst.  He  hinted,  that  the  latter  intended: 
So  have  it  inserted  into  the  papers,  that  dl  Bavianskloof 
ilotltntots  were  furnished  with  certificates.  He  much  ap-^ 
proved  of  our  caution,  and  sud  we  had  aatioipated  the  wisk 
of  Oovemment. 

3d.  This  day  was  the  funeral  of  a  single  man,  aged  40,: 
baptised  it)  180^,  by  Brother  Kobihammer.  That  be  had 
remained  singk,  was  a  rafa  oase  among  the  Hottcntots.i 
His  illness  was  of  the  consumptive  kind.  Ever  since  bis' 
baptism,  he  gave  as  much  satisfaction  by  his  behaviour. 
He  was  a  man  of  few  words,  but  we  can  give  hi^n  that 
testimony,  ihal  he  remained  ftiithful  to  his  baptismal  co- 
venaney  Ptttar  Pitoy,  hearing  that  we  were  to  hftve  a  fu^> 
neral,  ^^  here  till  it  was  over. 

Pour  df  our  people  went  to-cjay  tp  hunt  witd-»boars,  but 
saw  nonek  They  experieneed,  in  a  Angular  manner,  the: 
gracious  pmservatiow  of  God.  One  of  them  espying  w 
bunt^ock  (a  species  of  antelope) ,  was^  erawthtg  towards  it^ 
in  their  nsoal  w^>  <>nig^g  hh  gun  after  hrin,  till^hA  oould 
get  near  enough,  unobserved,  to  take  aim.,  J^^tas  he  wat 
'  \  F  ^  goii^^ 
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gviiig  ^o  fire>  the  bnnubock  began  lo  run.  At  tbatmomeiiiy 
^igcrtprungoutof  the  thicket,  and  lejzed  t)ie  poor  fugitive. 
The  Hottentot  jumped  up,  fired^  ud  pursued  the  iiger^ 
who,  quitting  the  bontcbock,  left  it  an  ea^y,  prey  to  ;thc 
Hottentot,  and  fled  into  the  w.ood^  This  ieqifite  pui;itfafy

should  not  kill  him  at  the  •first  shot.  Not  long  ago,  a.  ^  bite 
.man,  in  oiirneigbbourbood,  was  siexed  by  onef  of  tbese 
animals,  m^  far  from  his  own.  house,  and  tbiOMmvdown.. 
His  wife,,  seeing  it,  ran  wilb  an  ass^^ay^  qt  Hotteoloe 
spear,  and  killed  the  tiger  upon  the  bpdy  of  her^bgsbandw 
But  the  poor  man  was  so  much.tom  by  the  wild  beast^  that 
he  died  two  days  after.  Another  of  the  aboverJMniioned 
£3Ur  Hottentots,  nmn'mg  after  a  buntebock,  with  his  gun 
oocked;  it  went  off  Amawai^s,  but  without  doing  any  da- 
mage. They  aU  came  home  very  tl>ankful  to  God  ft^r  the 
preservation  of  their  lives^ 

4tli.  Two  cbii4ren  yxfivt  baptised,  at  jlhe  tamest  request 
of  the  parents^  ivho  are  baptized^ 

5th.  We  begin,  to  work  daily  in  o«argafden^. and  pray 
God  to  grant  m  «u$ee98,.as  so.  muph  dep<}iida'upao;.the 
crop  we  raise,  to  render  our  housekeeping  lesa  expensive. 
We  have  indeed  a  poor  prospect  Uiisyo^^^r  there  appetrs 
s^ready  avast  mioober  of.  all  kind  ofalugs.and  vermin, 
which  dpsrtroy  4be  jroung.  plantil  the  aKment  they  appear. 
Hiis.  is  owingto  our  having  bad  two*  mild  winters  in  auc- 
Ciession)  and  ao  Utile,  rain,  that  the.sOil  is  qui^.iried  up., 
We  are  obKg^l  to  water  .every  dny.  W^  were  like wise^

Idle  water  into  the  garden,  the  ok)  ones  being  quite  rot-

•  ^lUh;  Several  fanners  attended  the  forenoon's  service. 
In  the  afternoon  we  had  a  conference,  BrotheVRose  being 
able  to  attend,  to  consider  about  the  ^tate  of  our  coidmu- 
tiicanU,  who  wi!!  partaki  with  us  of  the  Lord*s* Supper  oti 
the  13th.  They  had  aH  befeh  spoken  with  IH  h4'erdnc'e 
thereto,  and  th^  report- mode  ^ve  vis  much  satrsfactibn. 
Mahy  expressed  tliHr  gratillude  for  what  the  LbM  had  done 
for  thttiti;  in  Jt  viify  feftem  msiniler.  Sbmfe  declaitd  their 
Joy  tod  astohishment,  that  the 'Brethren  in  tifircJpe  should 
think  of  such  poor  creatures  i^-tfaey  were,  and  s^d  telacher^ 
to  su<5h  a' distance,  to  make4!hem  acquaihted  ^ith  their 
God  knd  Skvioor.  We  also  entered  into  a  cordi^  conver- 
aation  eonceftiing  ourselves,  our  own  disposition  *of  heart 
and  devotedness  to  our  Saviour,  and  concluded  with  prayer 
to  Him,  that  He  would  pardon  all  He  sees  aniiss,  strengthen 
our  feith  and  love,  and  bless  us  anew  with  a  domfortablq 
lense  of  His  presence  on  the  memorial -day  we  S-vere  going  16 
celebrate.  He  heard  our  prayers,  and  granted  the  1 3th  to  pro\^ 
a  day  of  great  grace  and  blensing  to  us  and  bur  HottcntoH| 
pn  which  we  approached  unto  His  table,  with  ti^iiigry  arid 
thirsty  souls,  and  enjoyed  the*  sacrament  of  bis  body  and 
blood  with  praise'and  thanksgiving  for  His'  suflFcrings  and 
death,  whereby  Hehas  procured  forus  eternal  redemption, 
which  it  is  tnir  duty  and  privctege'tp  show  forth,  and 
proclaim  to  allmankind. 

15th.  Amos,  In  a  severe  fit  of  illness,  confessed  to  one 
of  the  Missionaries,  that  he  had  been  guilty  of  very  Im- 
proper conduct  in  a  neighbouring  family.  Though  we  felt 
ftiuch  pain  on  hearing  this  account  (especially  as  he  was  a

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..communicaoiy  and  a  servwi-'W  the  ohftptQ^  Mid  vcse 
obliged  to  exclude  him^  ^et  we.c^ld  not  but  pnUe  ihe 
Xord^  for  qpening  hi&  heart  to  see.  the  evil  of  sinj  aiuL re- 
pent of  it. 

1 8th .  After  the  forenoon's  service.  Brother  Rose  htptized 
two  children  into  the  death  of  ffeitua.  We  were>  thankful 
to  see  him  so  ;mich  recovered  fi^er,  his  Jiopg  au^  painful 
illness.  He  addressed  the  Hpttontot^ootigtegationK  and 
thanked  them  for  the  aflVctionpte  concern  ,they  had  all 
shown  during  bb  confinement^  an4  the  many  prayers  tbty 
had  oflfered  t^p  for  him^,  which  bsKl  heen  he^rd,  so  that  te 
.could  again  meet  them^  and  speak  to  them  of  the  love  and 
atomng  death  of  their  Redeemer*  There  was  a  general 
emotioni  and  many  tears  w^re  shed. 
,  iQtla.  jDr.  Texnple  visited  Broth/er  Rose,  and  stidd  bevf 
till  the  -^ut.  Just  after  be  was  gpne^  the  mifuater  of 
Schwelleodam,  the  Rev.  Mr«  Scbreito  his  9Qth  wd  ceUrik^ 
jcalled  upooi  us.  They  were  accompanied  by  a  Mr,  de  Boya^ 
attended  our  meetings  in  the  chapel,  and  took  a  view  of 
the  settlement.  The  minister  has  been  two  years  ia  Ifaia 
poultry.  His  duty  requires,  him  to  go  once  a  year  t# 
yreacb  at  Graaf  Rennet,  which  is  a  journey  of  six  week^^ 
ff  two  months ;  as  likewise  to  atteqd  at  StelLephoacb)  vbm 
be  preadpef  at  the  farmers'  houses,  baptizes  ibe  cbildfen^ 
and  admits  the  peopk  to  the  iiord's  Supper. 
.  Sdd.  Tliey  left  us  with  expressions  of  moich  satis&otion, 
Mr.  Sclireit  went  to  the  daense  kraal,  eight  bonrs  ride  from 
^cuce,  to  perform  divine^service  there,  on  Sunday  next. 

25th.  Some  white  people  attended  at  our  cbapel,  and 
$taid  to  dine  with  us.  We  expected  that  we  should  have 
been  alone,  as  divine-service ^as  performing  in  oor  naigh^ 
bourhood,

We  had  to  day  the  unspeakable  pleasure  tb  receive  let- 
ters and  accounts  from  Eurbpe,  with  the  Text-books  for 
9  606k  This  is  the  first  tiihe  we  have  received  them  so  early. 
One  of  the  letters  was  from  Brother  Sattemp  it  Copenha- 
gen, by  which  we  learnt,  to  our  great  jov,  that  our  letters 
and  diaries  to  the  end  of  1804  had  arrived  safe.  Brother 
Rose  was  particularly  pleased  to  hear  it,  as  the  Brethren  in 
Europe  were  thereby  made  acquainted  With  his  prccarionk^ 
state  of  health,  and  the  necessity  of  sendhig  reKef. 
'  ISth*  Brother  Rose  continued  so  weak^  that  we  sent  an 
express  for  the  physician,  who  arrivea  on  the  20th.  There 
was  so  much  rain  about  this  time,  that  the  river  Sondcrcnd 
sweitefd  higher  thdn  we  evertemember. 

Mth.  An  old  baptized  Hottentot  went  to-day  to  the  hills 
to  get  some  fire-wood.  On  her  return,  she  was  siezed  with 
a  swhnming  in  her  head,  and  at  last  fainted,  arid  fell  down. 
The  cord,  with  which  she  had  fastened  the  fe^^ot  round 
her  Moulders,  slipping  rouiid  her  neck,  had  almost  strangled 
her.

>X'otlId  be  tilkeh'firom  US;   ^'tiut  ^  he  fVeqtiently  recovered  a

bitt  wishes.  Having  invited  our  particular  friends  to  the 
fuaeral,  they  arrived  with  us  on  the  I6th.  In  this  coun- 
try^ it  is  requisite  to  prepare  a  dinner  for  all  the  guests  at 
funerals.  After  dinner^  the  corpse  Was  carried  into  the 
church,  and  placed  in  the  middle.  A  suitable  discourse 
.  being  delivered^  we  went  in  procession  to  the  burying- 
ground,  the  congregation  singing  verses  all  thq  way.  Th^ 
silence  atid  order,  prevailing  among  the  large  nun^bcr  of 

*  people  aascmbljed,  rendered  the  service  ^ery  solen^p,  ,and 
greatly  surprised  many  strangers.  They  -were  particiUariy  ' 
struck  with  the  orderly  manner,  in  which  the  coffin  was 
carried  to  the  ground^  and  let  down  into  tbe  grave,  by 
baptiaed  Hottentots.  After  the  service  was  over^  all  stran-r 
gen  left  us,  except  Peter  Ditoy. 

17th.  Our  express  returned  from  the  vineyards,  with  a 
letter  from  Brother  Kohrfaammer.  We  had  expected,  that, 
upon  hearing  the  affecting  account  of  Brother  Rose's  de- 
parture, he  wAuld  have  come  to  us,  for  a  time  at  least  i 
.but  as  his  letter  did  not  mention  any  such  intention,  we 
resolved  to  send  our  waggon  for  him,  and  Brotl^er  Schwina 

*  went  with  it.   . 

18th.    We  desired  Brother  Schwinn  to  go  to  the  vine* 

yards,  by  way  of  Stcllenbosch,  to  speak  with  the  Land- 

dioftt  about  the  corn  we  begged  leave  to  give  to  our  Hotten<< 

tots,  but  which  is  still,  here  untouched,  no  answer  having 

been  given  (See  page  37). .  There  is  an  order  to  bring  all 

:  .fucfa  smrpiufi  of  com,  not  yet  sown,  or  intended  to  be 

.  iomn,  to  ihcCftpe-town,  under  a  penalty  of  1000  dollars^ 

:  _$(0^  we  have  eighteen  sacks  lying  here,  expecting  aa  an- 

.<  fwer  ftY>m  Jthe  Commissary -General.    We  fear  to  gjct  into 

,   trouble,  if  the  cause  of  i^  detention  is  not  explained.  To* 

day  we  were  fa\!Oiur^  with  a  Tefresbitig  shower^  after  a  lofig 

droughty 
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drought,  insomuch,  that  in  some  places  the  com  b^ins  to 
wither,  which  aflfbrds  a  prospect  iroly  melancholy.  The 
rain  continued  all  the  IQth. 

SOth.  Being  Sunday,  we  had  all  oui*  usual  meetings, 
notwithstanding  the  rains,  for  which  we  offered  up  puUfc 
thanksgivings  at  church.  More  rain  has  fallen  for  tfietfe 
three  last  days,  than  during  the  whole  rainy  season  besides, 

85th,  Several  of  our  people  went  to  begin  their  f^rvest 
of  barley,  which  is  ripening  in  some  places.  We  thanked 
GodL  that  thus,  in  some  degree,  a  stop  will  be  put  to  tbt 
great  distress  they  have  sufiered^  for  if  they  have  barky^ 
they  make  a  very  nourishing  soup  of  it.  ' 

96th.  We  had  a  visit  froin  several  gentlemen  (membets 
-of  the  legislature)  and  ladles,  from  Cape-towti,  Vho  Maid 
over  night,  and  were  present  at  church  on  the  ^7ih.  TMf 
were  so  much  delighted  with  the  singing  of  the  Hottentott^ 
that  they  requested  us  to  sing  more  hymns  than  usual.  They 
observed^  that  it  was  manifest,  that  our  people  sung  net 
with  their  voices  only,  but  with  their  hearts. 

S9*  The  Brethren  Kohrhatnmer  and  Schwinn  arrived 
from  the  camp.  We  rejoiced  to  see  them,  but  were  dioap- 
j)ointed  to  hear,  that  Brother  Rohrhamroer's  furlough  was 
only  for  a  fortnight,  the  Governor  declaring,  that  he  could 
not  be  spared  froih  the  camp,  where  his  labours  have  beta 
blessed,  by  the' Lord.  We  must  submit ;  and  immediatdy 
began  to  consult  together,  to  make  suitable  arrangtmenfs, 
till  our  late  Brother  Rose's  pface  is  again  supplied.  Brother 
jSchwinn  brought  us  the  pleasing  account,  that  his  negO-' 
tiations  with  the  Landdrost  had'  ended  in  our  obtaining 
leave  to  bake  bread  of  the  surplus  of  com,  for  the  Hot- 
tentot's use.

.  ^^Ailgust  tSth  was  a  dky  of  great  distress. for  the  Missbn  at 
fioopJ  ;  About  two  o'clock  in  the  afternooin  we  were  sud- 
denly alarmed  by  the  cry  of  6re,  and  in  a  very  ih<m  ^pace 
of  time,  all  the  new  buildings  beloflging  to  :the  settlement 
Jay  in  ashes,  by  which  the  inhabitants  of  every  description, 
were  at/onte  deprived  of  their  homes,  and  left  to  wander 
about  without  food  or  shelter  in  the  hottest  part  of  the  day. 
The  fury  of  the  flames  was  so  great,  that  we  had  scarcely 
:Six  miaules^  left  to  endeavour  to.  save  th^;  most  necessary 
cloatbmg  and  a  few  other  articles;  every  tbiog  else  was 
suddenly  consumed.  The  loss  to  the  Mission  is  very  great 
inde^df . 

We  fcfund  some  shelter  in  the  neighbouring  Indian  huts, 
but  as  all  of  us  soon  grew  indisposed  by  the  great  inconve- 
nience attending  this  mode  of  living,  we  exerted  oursSelves, 
with  the  assistance  of  our  Indians  and  some  heathens,  to 
build  a  more  suitable  dyirelling,  a»d  by  Crod's  help, .  were 
able  to  move  into  }t  on  the  loth  of  September.  This  was 
chi^yconstrufledof  the  planks  of  the  church,  which  was  the 

'      last 
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last  bulldiBg  attacked  hy  the6t^  and  consnmedl,  alt  ktt  the 
uprights  and  phnks  of  the  walU,  which  though  much  barni, 
,we  found  means  to  preserve.  Towards  the  end  of  September, 
we  also  finished  a  kitchen  and  negro^ welling,  chiefly  with 
the  assistance  of  the  heathen  Indians,  who  were  trer]r  steady 
and  obliging,  in  rendering  us  every  service  in  their  power. 
But  as  our  sitoatioD  was  Jttll  very  inconvenient,  being  all 
crowded  together  in  a  small  house,  by  which  our  fouryoiing 
children  suffered  greatly :  (all  our  beautifol  and  shady  orange* 
trees  being  burnt  and  affocding  them  nosheher  in  the  bf^en 
air  during  the  day,)  we  resolved  tb  avail  ourselvetof  the  pe^. 
mbsion  granted  us  some  time  ago,  to  carry  them  to  N6rth 
America,  and  are  now  about  to  proceed  to  Boston  with  the 
jship  Alert,  Capt.  J.  H.  Hewes.  Brother  Peterleitner  is  go- 
ing to  Sotnmelsdyk,  and  the  brethren  Berg  and  G.  Loesche 
will  remain  alone  at  Hoop  for  the  preient/* 


The  Brethren's  Society  for  the  Furtherance  of  the  Gospel 
most  earnestly  recommends  to  our  Brethren  and  Sisters  and 
friends,  to  assist  in  coming  to  the  of  relief  our  dear  miuionaries 
and  the  poor  suffering  Christian  Indians  at  Hoop,  who  by  the 
above  affli£ling  dispensation,  have  lost  their  all.  The  present 
times  are  such,  that  the  great  loss  sustained  by  the  Mission 
will  be  doubly  felt,  and  we  pray  the  Lord  to  open  the  hearts 
of  those,  who  take  share  in  the  promotion  of  His  work  on 
earth,  to  exert  their  benevolence  in  helping  to  furnish  the 
means  of  rebuilding  this  settlement,  which  cost  our  brethren 
infinite  pains  to  estiaiblish  among  a  people,  who  in  their  hea- 
thenish  $tate,  and  without  a  rallying  point,  prefer  roving  to 
apd  frp  in  their  forests,  io  as  to  render  their  instruQion  next 
to  impossible.  The 
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Tim  MislkHiary  labours  oFihe  Brethren's  Church  in  Saaik 
Ameridai  began  m  the  year  1738.    About  the  year  1748  the 
miaskm  aAdngihe  Arawacks,  and  other  native  Indian  tribes^ 
was  estabUihed,  the  History  of  which  furAisbes,  perhap*. 
more  instances  than  any  other,  of  men^  not  loving  tfieir  lives 
unto  deaf  h|  but  who  in  the  most  unhealthy  clknate^  and  under 
ibc  severest  trtala,  sacrificed  themselves  gladly  in  the  service 
,of  God»  tba(  they  might  win  the  heathen  for  Christ.    The 
peculiar  difikultiesaltendidg  the  establishttent  of  a^  well  tegii« 
hted  eongregaiiofl  of  believing  Indians,  make  it  the  more 
desirable^  that  ilotfaiog  should  locottr  ihrough  ddlay,  to  occasion 
Amt  dtspersitei  anda.rel^e  into  their  feitaer  roving  Kfa^ 
which  •  jpetdf  rebfiikKng  of  the  church  and  houses  will 
prevent.

May.  npHE  Governihcnt  at  the  Capehavbg  again  applied 
^  for  a  missionary  from  Bavianskloof  to  reside  at 
ibc  camp,  with  a  view  to  preach  the  Gospel  to  the  Hottentot 
^diers  and  instruct  them  and  their  families  in  the  Christian 
religion,  we  felt  it  our  duty  to  acquiesce  in  so  benevolent 
a  design,  especially  under  the  present  circumstances,  and  I 
was  again  requested  by  my  Brethren,  to  undertake  this  com- 
mission,  as  my  wife  and  I  had  been  already  engaged  in,  and 
acquainted  with  that  service. 

Having  bdng  commended  in  fervent  prayer  by  our  dear 
fellow-missionaries  at  Bavianskloof,  to  the  grace  of  our  Lord 
and  the  guidance  of  the  Hoty  Spirit,  we  set  out  May  aist. 
and  on  the  adth^  after  a  fatiguing  journey,  arrived  in  the 
camp;  and  were  received  with  the  greatest  cordiality^  by 
Colonel  Lesueurand  the  other  officers. 

«7tb.  We  waited  upon  our  worthy  Governor  at  Cape- 
town, who  expressed  his  thanks  to  the  Brethren  at  Bavians- 
kloof for  having  again  complied  with  bis  wisb«  and  sent  one 
of  their  number  to  preach  the  Gospel  to  the  heathen.  We 
spent  the  night  at  the  bouse  of  our  venerable  friend  Mr. 
Smith. 

ft 8th/  We  dined  with  the  Governor,  who  conversed  with 
us  in  the  taost  condescending  manner  concerning  our  labor 
among  the  Hottentots. 

ft9tb.  We  wen^  to  reside  in  the  camp,  and  spent  the  two 
followix^  days  in  visiting  the  people  in  their  huts,  both  the 
sick  and  heahhy,  who  all  expressed  their  joy  at  our  arrival. 

Jt;  N  £  ist.  We  continued  our  visits  in  the  huts,  and  spoke 
10  man/  souls,  of  the  love  of  Jesus  to  poor  sinoecs.

211(1,  Being  Whitsunday,  the  public  service  was  omitted, 
on  account  of  the  violent  wind  and  rain.  This  weather  con- 
tinued oQ  the  3rd  with  so  thick  a  fog,  that  we  could  not  see 
the  Table*niountain^  though  we  are  close  to  its  foot.  After 
six  days  of  successive  rain,  the  ground  was  well  soaiked,  and 
every  plant  began  to  thrive. 

9th,  I  preached,  in  the  open  air,  for  the  first  time  since 
our  arrival,  to  an  attentive  auditory.  The  Hottentot  corps, 
ranged  in  good  order,  made  a  handsome  appearance ;  but  a 
sharp  wind  blowing  right  in  my  face,  gave  me  a  violent 
cold.  However  I  continued  my  visits  to  the  people  in  their 
huts  on  the  lOth ;  speaking  to  ail  of  the  Way  of  salvation  by 
Jesus. 

12th,  We  were  visited  by  a  man,  C.  B.  who  had  been 
educated  in  the  boarding  school  atEbersdorf;  but  afterwards 
left  our  congregation,  and  was  entrapped  by  the  Seelenver* 
kaueffer,  (  a  set  ot  crimps  )  at  Rmterdam,  and  sent  hither. 
This  poor  young  man  now  beWails  the  steps  he  then  took  to 
rid  himself  oi  the  yoke  of  religion,  and  repents  heartily  of 
not  having  valued  the  privUegfes  he  enjoyed  in  fellowship 
with  children  of  God.     I  found  him  wandering  about  as  a 
lost  sheep  at  Cape-town,  and  was  witness  to  the  many  tears 
he  shed  on  recollecting  his  former  course ;  for  he  has  now 
discovered, .  that  even  in  the  world  at  large,  sober  and  up- 
right people  are  esteemed,  but  the  dissolute  and  profane 
despised.    He  has,  since  that  time,  frequently  corresponded 
with  me,  and  feeling  very  great  compassion  for  him,  I  en- 
deavoured  to  procure  him  some  relief  in  his  external  situation 
and  when  afterwards  I  visited  \ht  Governor,  I  mentioned 
him*  in  that  view  to  his  Excellency ;  up<m  which  he  was  soon 
appointed  to  a  more  comfortable  ^tuation  in  the  Hottentot 
camp.  Being  now  free  from  the  noise  and  hurry  of  the  town, 
he  is  more  at  leisure  to  improye  his  time;    In  the  evening,! 

met 
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met>a  hrge  company  in  my  room  who  were  all  very  atten* 
live  to  my  discourse.  Many  came  afterwards,  and  shook 
hands  with  me,  thanking  me  for  the  good  words  they  had 
heard* 

i4tb»  At  our  evening  meeting,  several  of  the  officers  were 
attentive  hearers. 

l6th.  The  wind  was  so  troublesome  that  none  but  the  ml- 
Utary  attended  the  public  fervice. 

aoth,  I  visited  a  poor  man  in  the  camp,  who  lies  ill  of  aeon- 
sumption,  and  admonished  him  to  turn  with  his  whole  heart 
to  Jesus,  the  friend  of  all  poor  sinners.  He  expressed  much 
thankfulness  for  my  visit  and  advice.  In  the  evening  a  great 
number  attended  at  my  dwelling,  and  thanked  me  as  usual, 
for  the  good  words.  As  I  have  not  at  present  any  regular 
habitation,  but  live  at  some  distance  from  the  soldier's  huts,  I 
cannot  have  our  meetings  as  regularly  as  I  wish|  but  every 
evening  after  the  drums  have  beat,  I  go  to  the  camp  and 
meet  the  people  in  one  of  the  huts,  men,  women  and  child- 
ren together.  They  are  all  very  attentive  and  thankful, 
which  they  never  fail  to  show  after  our  worship  is  over. 

261b,  A  young  man  called  PittDragoner,  departed  this  life 
after  an  illness  of  six  or  seven  daya.  He  was  delirious,  and 
as  it  was  not  possible  to  converse  with  him,  the  Christian 
Hottentots  as^mbled  in  his  hut  and  sung  hymns,  treating  of 
the  departure  of  Believers.  On  the  day  following,  his  corpse 
was  interred  in  the  manner  usual  among  the  military. 

As  a  good  many  of  the  Hottentot  soldiers  have  been  or« 
^ered  to  do  duty  at  the  Cap/e  and  they  always  march  off  on 
Sundays,  so  that  100  are  on  guard  at  the  town  and  100  are 
marching  to  relieve  them ;  it  was  resolved  that  there  ahould 
be  public  preaching  only  once  a  fortnight  on  Sunday,  and 
more  meetings  on  the  week«days.  But  some  time  after,  an 
alteration  was  made,  and  Thursday  appointed  f«r  relieving

the  guard,  when  public  service  was  again  held  every  Sund[a^, 
A  great  number  of  Hottentots  and  white  people  attended 
divine  worship  on  the  30ih;  and  having  obtained  a  dwelling 
in  the  camp  itself,  we  hope,  by  our  Lord's  bkssing,  to  be  more 
€?onstantlv  engaged  hi  serving  the  people  with  the  Gospel. 

July  4th,  There  was  a  review  in  our  camp,  and  I  had 
the  pleasure  to  see  our  General-Commandant  Henry,  who 
enquired  very  kindly  after  all  my  Brethren  at  Bavianskloof. 
I  also  received  a  letter  from  Brother  Rose. 

7thy  The  whole  battalion  being  at  home,  a  large  auditory 
attended  the  public  worship. 

i2th>  A  communicant  from  Bavianskloof,  Adam  Verdyn 
and  his  family  paid  us  a  visit,  and  informed  us,  to  our  sor- 
j^ow,  that  Brother  Rose  had  another  attack  of  his  former 
illness. 

About  this  time  the  weather  was  extremely  severe  and  the 
mountains  were  all  covered  with  snow. 

18th,  I  received  an  express  from  the  Cape,  with  notice, 
that  on  the  day  following  a  waggon  would  arrive  from  the 
General  Adjutant,  to  bring  me  to  Cape  Town.  I  was  not  a 
little  astonished  at  this  requisition  and  went  immediately  to 
Colonel  Lesueur  to  enquire  the  cause.  He  informed  me, 
that  Governor  Jansen  had  sent  to  request  me  to  attend  three 
soldiers,  under  sentence  oF  death  by  the  court*martiaI,  both 
in  prison  and  at  the  place  of  execution.  Though  I  felt  the 
whole  weight  oi  this  charge^  I  could  not  refuse  such  an  ap- 
plication. 

On  the  19th,  about  10  o'clock,  I  arrived  at  the  Castle, 
and  having  waited  t)n  the  Commandant  was  accompanied  by 
several  Officers  to  the  prison^  where  I  found  the  poor  male- 
factors condemned  to  suffer.  They  belonged  to  the  3d  Com. 
pany  of  Hottentot  Light  Infantry ;  their  names  were  Janige 
Windvogel,  Boye  Denis  and  Windvogel  Valcndyn,    The 

latter 
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latter  was  brother  to  the  wife  of  ao  assistant  of  our  worthy 
friend  Dr.  Van  der  Kemp  at  Betelsdorp. 

I  foand  these  poor  creatures  in  a  state  of  insensibility^  and 
quite  indifferent  about  their  soul's  salvation;  I  cried  the 
more  fervently  in  my  heart  to  the  Lord,  that  He  would  de- 
liver  them  from  the  chains  and  fetters  of  sin,  by  which  Satan 
kept  them  in  bondage*  He  heard  my  prayers  and  gave  me 
the  inexpressible  joy  to  hear  the  Corporal  Windvogel  Valen- 
dyn  express  his  fear  of  death.  I  took  occasion  to  explain  to 
him,  that  though  he  miight  naturally  foel  dread  when  he 
thought  of  dying,  this  was  not  the  chief  object  qf  fear; 
but  rather  that  he  should  fear  Him,  who  wheT\  hp  h^s  killed. 
is  able  to  destroy  both  soul  and  body  in  hell,  and  that  this 
dungeon  was  the  place  wher^  he  ought  to  examine  himself, 
whether  he  was  reconciled  to  God,  or  still  aa  apostate  from 
him.  The  other  two  listened  to,  all  I  said  with  great  atten- 
tion, and  now  Boye  Denis  began :  **  I  am  only  afraid  that  I 
shall  be  lost  for  ever,  and  remain  in  a  state  of  damnation,  even 
after  I  am  dead."  I  asked  him,  '  Whether  he  believed  that  he 
had  deserved  the  displeasure  of  Qod,  everlasting  puhishment 
and  death;  for  as  to  the  death  of  his  body,  that  would  be  ex- 
ecuted upon  Kim  to-morrow.'  He  replied,  "  O  yes,  I  be- 
lieive  it  all."  I  asked :  *  Do  you  believe  that  God  has  any 
pleasure  in  your  death  ?'  He  replied.  **  No,  no,  that  I  do  not 
bdieve."  •  Can  you  belieVe,  that  Jesus  has  suffered  to  re- 
deem you  from  sin  and  death,  the  devil  and  hell  ?'  **  O  yes, 
said  he,  '*  this  I  do  believe."  I  added,  '  If  you  do,  then  I 
am  commissioned  by  the  word  of  God  to  declare  to  you, 
that  Jesus  receives  sinners,  even  such  as  die  by  the  hand  of 
justice  on  the  gallows,  the  rack,  or  by  a  bullet,  and  every  one 
who  comes  as  a  poor  repenting  sinner,  and  cries  to  him  for 
mercy  and  for  the  forgiveness  of  his  sins,  and  who  cannot 
cease  from  crying  till  be  has  found  an  assurance  of  pardon 
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and  life  everlasting  in  his  soul,  shall  be  saved.  Even  jom 
may  become  possessed  of  this  grace,  whatever  your  crimes 
may  be.  Only  seek  and  you  shall  find!'  During  this  ad- 
dress,  ^he  third,  Janige  Windvogel,  attended  with  great 
earnestness  and  mahy  deep  sighs,  and  on  my  asking  him  what 
he  thought  of  it :  he  wrung  his  hands  and  burst  into  tears. 

I  requested  them  all  to  meditate  for  a  while  upoo  what  I 
had  spoken,  and  withdrew  into  an  adjoining  room.  They  aU 
cried  out,  •*  O,  dear  Sir,  do  not  forsake  us."  I  assured  them 
I  would  not,  but  only  wished  to  leave  them  a  little  to  reflect 
upon  what  they  themselves  had  said  and  what  I  had  declared 
to  them.  In  about  half  an  hour  I  returned  and  asked  them« 
•  What  they  had  now  to  say  to  me.'  Their  answer  was : 
••  Words  of  peace,  words  of  peace  we  have  to  say  to  you." 
I  replied,  *  Peace  has  been  proclaimed  toman  for  above  tSoo 
years,  but  the  question  is  what  is  tha  Peace?'  They  ex- 
claimed, '*  Peace  in  our  consciences."  *  And  what  does  that 
Peace  signify  to  your  hearts  ?'  They  answeitd,  ••  We  are 
reconciled  to  God!"  I  then  earnestly  entreated  them  not  to 
deceive  themselves,  but  well  to  consider  that  they  now  stood 
even  at  the  gates  of  eternity.  They  replied,  ••  O  yes.  Sir, 
that  is  true,  but  we  feel  no  longer  any  fear  of  death,  nor  of 
condemnation."  I  left  them  again  to  reflect  for  some  time 
in  silence,  and  on  my  return  knelt  down  whh  them  and  of- 
fered up  a  fervent  prayer  in  their  behalf,  that  our  Saviour 
would  forgive,  heal  and  cleanse  them  in  his  precious  blood, 
&c.  They  repeated  every  sentence  after  me  with  great  earn- 
estness, and  when  we  rose  from  prayer,  each  gave  me  bis 
hand,  thanking  me,  and  one  after  the  other  began  to  exclaim, 
'*  Praise  be  to  God,  that  I  have  a  Saviour  in  Jesus,  who  has 
died  for  my  sins  \ilso,  and  of  whom  I  am  no  longer  alraid, 
for  his  blood  speaketh  even  for  us;  Ah!  but  for  this,  we 
durst  not  speak  of  Peace,  &c."  1  meanwhile  ofifered  up  si- 
lent 
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lent  praises  and  thanksgivings  to  roy  Lord  and  Saviour,  for 
this  remarkable  visitation  of  his  grace.  Every  now  and  then 
1  repeated  certain  portions  of  Scripture,  and  spoke  more 
largely  with  them  on  the  words  of  our  Saviour  in  the  5th 
of  St.  Matthew :  Blessed  are  the  poor  in  Spirit ;  and  on  the 
15th  verse  of  the  50th  Psalm :  Call  upon  me  in  the  day  vf 
trouble:  I  will  deliver  thee  and  thou  shalt  glorify  me.  They 
Kstened  eagerly  with  folded  hands,  sighed  often  and  seemed 
ready  to  eat  every  word.  Thus  I  was  occupied  with  them 
for  lour  hours  successively,  and  they  remained  in  the  same 
comfortable  situation  of  heart.  Then  one  after  the  other 
began  an  open  confession  of  all  their  crimes  and  offences, 
nor  was  the  enemy  of  souls  inactive;  endeavouring  to  rob 
diem  of  the  comfort  of  the  Spirit  in  believing  on  the  all-suf- 
ficient  atonement  made  by  Jesus  Christ,  by  insinuations  of 
unbelief.  I  then  endeavoured,  according  to  the  grace  given 
rac,  and  from  ray  own  experience,  to  declare  to  them,  that 
where  sin  abounded,  there  grace  shall  much  more  abound,  a^d 
that  Jesus  was  not  ashamed  of  the  worst,  but  invited  all  to 
come  and  would  approve  himself  to  be  their  Saviour  in  truth, 
by  comforting  them  in  their  miserable  state  and  delivering 
them  from  the  power  of  sin.  I  exhorted  them  to  follow  the 
leading  of  his  Holy  Spirit,  and  to  meditate  upon  and  pray 
over  all  I  had  told  them.  I  then  withdrew  into  the  adjoin- 
ing hall  of  council,  and  spoke  with  the  auditor,  requesting 
him,  that  be  would  take  care  that  no  one  gave  these  poor 
cdndeomed  criminals  any  brandy  or  strong  liquors,  and  that 
not  too  many  visiting  friends  might  be  admitted  into  their 
cell.  He  promised  to  pay  particular  regard  to  my  wishes. 
When  I  returned  to  them,  they  received  me  with  smiles,  and 
assured  me  that  they  enjoyed  peace  and  happiness  in  their 
souls.  After  some  pause,  I  again  kneeled  down  with  them, 
and  pn»yed  to  otir  Saviour  in  behalf  of  these  poor  sinners, 
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entreating  him  (o  let  His  precious  blood  plead  in  their 
behalf  before  the  Throne  of  God,  and  to  deliver  them  from 
ail  devices  an4  instigations  of  the^nemy  of  their  souls.  They 
repeated  every  word  after  me,  and  when  we  rose  from 
prayers/  came  towards  roe  and  gave  me  their  hands, 
thanking  me.  We  then  spent  some  time  in  silent  meditation, 
after  which  I  enquired,  *  Whether  they  yet  felt  the  assurance 
of  their  eternal  salvation  and  the  forgiveness  ot  their  sins  ? 
Windvogel  Valendyn  immediately  made  answer,  •*  O  yes, 
k  is  and  will  remain  certain  truth.  I  have  now  peace  with 
God  for  Jesus^  take.  I  now  no  more  dread  the  death  of 
my  body,  for  by  that  I  shall  be  brought  home  to  my  Saviour;'* 
The  other  two  made  similar  declarations.  I  took  occasion 
from  the  words  they  used,  in  describing  the  state  of  their 
cools,  to  speak  of  that  peace  which  Jesus  has  purchased  for 
us  by  bis  sufferings  and  death,  according  to  the  words  of 
St.  Paul,  Romans  v.  i,  2,  and  described  to  them,  in  weak- 
ness, what  great  privileges  it  contains,  &c.  Having  been 
above  eight  hours  with  them  in  prison,  feeling  also  my  spi- 
rits quite  exhausted  by  hunger  and  thirst  and  the  bad  smell,  I 
left  them  in  a  very  comfortable  state  of  mind,  having  con- 
cluded my  visit  by  singing  a  hymn,  in  which  they  joined, 
and  went  to  our  venerable  friend  Mr.  Schmidt,  where  I  spent 
the  nighl. 

On  the  2oth,  early,  as  soon  as  the  castle-gates  were  open,  I 
returned  to  my  poor  prisoners.  The  officers  on  guard  came 
to  meet  me  and  declared  that  they  never  expected  to  see  such 
behaviour  in  heathen.  Not  an  hour  had  passed  but  they 
offered  up  their  prayers  to  God,  repeated  what  I  had  told 
them,  or  sung  hymns  together.  As  soon  as  I  entered  the 
prison,  they  came  towards  me,  chained  asihey  were,  grasped 
both  my  hands  and  expressed  their  thanks.  I  enquired  how 
they  had  slept?    They  answered;    •^We  have  not  slept 
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hiiich."  On  my  asking  the  reason,  they  replied :  «*  'to-iaf 
is  oor  dying  day,  and  we  shall  soon  see  Jesus,  for  he  is  wait- 
ing  for  us."  I  said  t  *  And  what  will  Jesus  say  to  you,  wh6 
are  condemned  to  die  by  the  bulletl  and  the  halter  ?'  They 
answered:  "That  is  what  we  have  richly  deserved;  but 
Jesus  will  also  say  to  us,  *'  I  have  first  died  an  ignominious 
death  for  you;"  and  mot-e  to  the  same  effect.  I  lifted 
up  my  heart  to  the  Lord  with  thanksgiving,  that  1  had  found 
Ihem  in  such  a  happy  state  of  mind.  About  eight  o'clock, 
\liey  received  some  victuals  and  each  got  a  glass  of  wine,  for 
which  they  thanked  the  officers.  At  half  past  eight,  the 
drums  beating  to  arms,  they  exclaimed :  "  The  hour  of  our 
death  is  now^  approaching!"  I  made  answer,  *  Yes,  and 
you  approach  nearer  to  Jesus.'  They  replied,  **0  Death! 
thou  art  welcome,  thou  bringest  us  to  our  Redeemer!"  At  9, 
the  drums  beat  the  march ;  on  which  they  said :  **  Now,  dear 
Sir,  we  go  to  death."  I  kneeled  down  with  them  for  the  last 
time ;  and  in  fervent  prayer  thanked  out  Cod  and  Saviour 
for  the  mercy  he  had  shown  to  these  poor  lost  sheep,  and 
entreated  Him  to  preserve  them  in  the  faith  to  the  end,  that 
they  might  not  lose  their  confidence  in  Him  in  the  last  mo- 
ments of  their  mortal  life.  The  officers  were  all  waiting  foi^ 
tne^  and  as  soon  as  1  had  finished  my  prayer,  informed  me^ 
that  the  miliury  were  all  upon  the  Parade. 

We  now  left  the  prison  with  two  of  the  delinquents,  Janige 
Windvogel  and  Windvogel  Valendyn ;  and  on  quitting  the 
Castle,  the  band,  accompanied  by  two  muffled  drums,  played 
the  dead  march^  and  the  procession  passed  through  the  wholb 
length  of  the  town  towards  the  burying-ground.  The  streets  ^ 
were  crowded  and  the  flat  roofs  covered  with  spectators. 
The  dragoons  had  even  some  difficulty  in  making  way  for 
the  procession.  As  we  approached  the  place  of  execution,  I 
kept  speaking  to  and  encouraging  the  two  poor  criminals, 
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Wbo  rq)cat4?d  every  word  after  me,  atid  remained  quite  calm, 
stedfastly  looking  to  Jesus  and  his  atonement  for  support  and 
salvation.  When  we  arrived  at  the  barying-ground,  we 
found  the  whole  garrison  under  arms,  both  horse  and  foot, 
with  the  Hottentot  battalion,  ^rawn  up,  as  if  in  order  of 
battle.  The  loldiers  now  formed  a  hollow  square,  and  the 
process  and  sentence  was  once  more  read  to  the  criminals  by 
the  proper  officer,  which  took  up  nearly  half  an  hour.  I 
spent  this  time  in  silent  prayer  to  the  Lord,  that  He  would 
support  the  faith  and  hope  of  these  poor  condemned  delin- 
quents to  their  end.  He'heard  this  prayer  also:  they  were 
quiie  composed  and  resigned. 

When  their  irons  were  knocked  off,  they  saw  our  worthy 
Col.  Lesueur  on  horseback,  and  begged  to  tspeak  to  him ;  I 
therefore  beckoned,  aiwl  immediately  understanding  my  mean- 
ing, he  rode  up  to  us.  Windvogel  Valendyn  gave  him  hit 
hand,  and  thanked  him  for  all  the  kindness  and  patience  he 
ludever  shown  towards  him,  entreating  his  forgiveness  for 
his  bad  bdiaviour.  Jan  Windvogel  did  the  same.  They 
then  called  aloud  to  the  Battalion,  and  wished  (hem  all  hap- 
piness« 

They  were  now  only  three  paces  from  the  graves  prepared 
for  them,  when  both  declared  to  me,  that  they  died  in  reliance 
upon  the  merits  of  their  Saviour  Jesus  Christ.  They  then 
kneeled  down  with  *  folded  hands,  and  a  cloth  having  been 
•tied  over  their  eyes,  they  received  the  fire  of  twelve  men  and 
instantly  expired. 

We  now  marched  back  to  the  castle  to  letch  the  third  delin- 
quent, Boye  Dennis,  and  to  accompany  him  to  the  gallows. 
I  found  him  composed,  trusting  in  the  mercy  of  our  Saviour, 
and  informed  him,  that  his  companions  had  now  obtained  the 
^iftory  ov.er  temporal  and  eternal  death,  having  departed  out. 
pf  this  world  in  firm  reliance  on  the  meritorious  death  of 
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Jes£is  :  I  aAIcd, — *^  My  dear  Boyc,  the  time  h  novr  tome 
when  you  must  suflfeF  the  punishment  due  to  your  sins,  and 
die  on  the  jbameful  tree^  as  your  Lord  and  Saviour  alfo^ve 
gave  up  the  ghost  on  the  accursed  cross^  for  our  sins  and 
transgressions  :  What  are  your  thoughts  at  this  awfut  mo* 
ment  ?  1  am  ready^  answered  he,  to  meet  my  death  ;  I  must 
indeed  be  hanged  on  a  gallows  and  die  for  the  crimes  I  have 
committed ;  but  I  shall  not  be  lost,  for  Jesus  b  my  Friend 
and  Saviour  ;  be  will  support  me»  ^  We  then  knelt  down^ 
and  I  called  upon  our  Saviour  to  have  mercy  upon  him,  and 
receive  him  as  a  reconciled  sinner*  We  now  left  the  prison 
and  proceeded  to  the  gallows*  His  irotss  beii^  knocked  off^ 
two  executioners  tied  his  hands  together  witbropes*  1  said  ^ 
**  for  whom  was  Jesus  boun4  and  delivered  to  death  T**  Ke 
immediately  answered^  ^  For  me/^  and  repeated  these  wordft 
a  second  time  with  great  energy  of  voice,  to  the  astoobhnactit 
of  all  present*  He  then  kept  rcpeattng  the  efacutaticKis  and 
exhortations  I  ottered,  word  for  word,  till  the  Sattal  card  was 
put  about  bis  neck,  when  be  was  launched  into  etevnity^ 
The  whole  execution  was  over  between  ivrdve  and  ooe 
o'clock,  and  occasioned  BMicb  sensation  at  the  Cape;.  The 
people  expressed  also  great  surprise,  that  one  oC  the  Brethren's^ 
missionaries  had  been  called  upon  to  prepare  the  criminals 
for  death,  and  that  thus  an  oppcNTtunity  was  given  him  to  de* 
clare  fhe  gospel  throughout  the  whole  town*  When  all  was 
over,  I  waited  upon  the  governor,  but  findii^  him  engaged  in 
council,  made  my  report  to  bis  son-in;-law»  Mr*  Voa 
Hassell,  and  returned  to  the  canip,  where^  op  the  day  fi^llovr* 
ing,  1  was  seized  with  a  heavy  and  dangerous  illness ;  but 
when  I  was  ajoiost  giyen  up,  the  Lord  afforded  relief*  It 
was  occasioned  by  a  violent  cold  I  took  in  the  disdiaigc  of 
my  duty  at  thjc  Cape*  I  was  sq  weakened  by  k^  that  far  aeari/ 
six  weeks^  i  j^oMld  not  meet  the  people^and  my  recoveiy  was

very  slow,  though  nothing  was  wanting,  cither  in  medical 
advice  or  proper  medicines  to  contribute  to  it. 

August  2nd.  Having  recovered  a  little,  I  prepared  to 
move  into  my  new  habitation  in  the  oamp,  and  about  noon 
arrived  there  much  enfeebled.  The  Hottentot  soldiers  came 
to  bid  me  welcome,  and  expressed  their  joy  in  lively  terms. 

3rd.  My  wife  was  called  to  visit  a  dying  woman,  and 
declared  to  her  the  love  of  Jesus  to  poor  repenting  sinners. 

13th.  Feeling  myself  much  recovered,  I  announced  a 
meeting  in  my  cottage,  to  be  held  as  soon  as  the  evening-i 
e>(ercise  was  over.  It  was  numerously  attended  both  by  men 
and  women,  who  seemed  all  eager  to  hear  the  go^el.  Seve« 
ral  captains  and  lieutenants  came  likewise  and  showed  great 
attention.  Many  afterwards  thanked  me  for  the  good 
words  they  had  heard.  Yet  we  perceive  that  Satan  ^ndea« 
vors  by  all  means  to  maintain  his  power  among  these  poor 
people.  Some  of  thenu  say,  if  we  go  to  church  and  hear 
the  word  of  God,  we  shall  only  have  the  n^ore  to  answer  for» 
therefore  we  will  stay  at  home,  &c.  On  the  anniversary 
celebrated  this  day  in  our  congregations,  we  would  gladly 
have  joined  our  brethren  in  spirit,  by  partaking  of  the  Holy 
Communion ;  but  we  are  so  situated,  that  we  can  very  scU 
dom  be  alone.    The  Lord  comforted  us  by  his  prefence. 

18th.  A  man  called  Pitt  Kun  came  to  speak  with  me  about 
Che  state  of  his  soul.  He  addressed  me  thus :  *  It  is  about  a  year 
ago,  that  being  on  duty  in  Simon's  bay,  I  got  acquainted  with 
Aaron  Norman,  one  of  the  baptized  from  Bavianskloof.  This 
man  spoke  much  to  mc  of  a  Saviour  and  Redeemer,  but  I  of-- 
ten  mocked,  and  laughed  at  his  words.  However  pnce  I  stood 
still,  and  began  to  refleft  upon  them,  Sometime  after  I  got 
Irunk,  and  had  to  suffer  a  severe  military  punishment  for 
his  offence.  Since  that  event  I  have  kept  from  drunken, 
less,  and  often  thought  of  what  Aaron  Norman  told  me, 
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ihal  no  man  by  his  own  strength  can  resist  evil,  but  most  take 
refuge  to  his  Redeemer  and  pray  to  him  for  help.  This  I 
have  done,  and  now  I  trifle  no  more  with  sin,  because  I 
know  Jesus  as  my  Saviour,  &c.'*  I  was  much  pleased  with 
the  account  given  by  this  man,  and  exhorted  him  to  remain 
faithful  to  his  convi^ionS,  and  to  seek  peace  in  Jesus. 
Next  day  I  enquired  of  Aaron  Norman  about  Pitt  Kun,  and 
found  all  he  had  said  was  literally  true. 

i6th.  A  numerous  auditory  attended  the  meeting  in  my 
cottage,  with  great  apparent  devotion.  On  the  day  follow- 
Jng,  a  Hottentot,  called  William  Boye,  came  and  disclosed 
to  me  the  state  of  his  heart.  I  could  perceive  that  the  Holy 
3pint  had  begun  a  gracious  work  within  him. 

aSth.  I  preached  in  public  for  the  first  time  since  my  ill- 
ness, 9n4  bad  many  hearers,  both  Hottentots  and  white 
people. 

fioth.  The  number  who  attended  the  evening-meeting 
was  so  great,  that  many  were  obliged  to  stand  without.  All 
were  remarkably  attentive. 

fi  1  ft.   Several  men  called  and  spoke  with  seriousness  of  the 
state  of  their  souls,  enquiring  what  they  should  do  to  be  saved. 
22d.     I  had  the  pleasure  to  receive  a  packet  of  leUers  and 
accounts  from  Europe,  which  I  forwarded  to  brother  Rose, . 
at  Bavianskloof. 

s6th.  At  the  request  of  several  parents,  seconded  by  an 
application  from  Colonel  Lesueur,  I  began  to  keep  school 
with  sixteen  children.  The  parents  brought  them  first  to 
visit  me,  when  I  wrote  down  their  names.  In  the  sequel 
more  came  and  requested  the  same  favor.  I  now  keep 
school  four  times  a  week ;  and  as  often  as  the  military 
exercises  will  allow^  meet  the  up-grown  people  m  the 
f  venings  6i(  the  week*4ays,  to  instruct  them  in  the  christian 
4pctrines«    On  Sundays  we  have  public  worship,  and  the 
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remainder  of  my  time  is  empl<^ed  in  visiting  the  people  m- 
their  hots^  and  attending  the  sick. 

September  2d.  I  went  to  the  Cape  in  Colonel  LesuetK^s 
waggon,  to  procure  some  necessaries.  I  waited  upon 
Governor  Janscn»  who  received  roe  very  cordially,  and 
convened  with  me  about  my  service  in  the  camp,  and  our 
mission  in  general. 

12th.  In  the  morning,  about  three  o'clock,  we  observed 
tome  very  dark  clouds  approaching,  and  about  four,  several 
thunder-storms  seemed  to  bend  their  course  towards  the 
table  mountain,  where  tliey  met  and  fixed.  The  lightning 
was  dreadful  and  the  peals  of  thunder  incessant,  and  lasted 
for  four  hours  without  intermission.  The  whole  sky  seem- 
ed in  a  blaze.  This  storm  was  followed  on  the  14th.  and 
ijth*  by  a  violent  wind  from  the  north.west,  with  such 
excessive  rain,  that  no  one  was  able  to  stir  out  of  doors ;  nor 
could  the  uspal  service  take  place,  which  is  held  on  Sundays 
in  the  open  air. 

On  the  17th.  a  large  company  attended  the  eveoing-meet* 
ing.  There  seemed  to  be  great  emotion  among  them,  but 
our  liope  and  courage  is  sometimes  apt  to  sink,  when  we 
consider  the  bad  example  they  have  in  many  of  the  inferior 
officers,  who  curse  and  swear  all  day  long ;  and  by  their 
wicked  life  and  conversation  help  to  fortify  the  kingdom  of 
Satan;  though  there  are  ^mong  tbem  also,  a  few,  who 
love  to  bear  the  word  of  God,  and -desire  to  become  saving* 
ly  acquainted  with  Jesus  Christ  as  their  Redeemer.  Our 
evening^meetings  are  in  general  well  atteode4,aQd  frtqqeiltly 
by  the  officers.   . 

tji\u  and  two  following  days,  the  cold  was  intent,  not 
less  so.  thaQ  in  Germany  in  the  month  of  December ;  tbtt 
wind  was  south-east  and  excessively  piercing.  •  ScveciA  ffif'* 
lo&s  suffered,  from  the  extreme  cold*  . 
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iKotli.  Anna  Rosau,  a  soldier's  wife,  came  to  my  wife  and 
addressed  her  thus :  '*  I  have  lately  for  the  firs(t  time  heard 
your  husband  preach,  and  wish  I  had  never  entered  his 
house;  for,  ever  since  that  time,  I  feel  my  heart  condemning 
Tne,  and  whe^never  I  lie  down  at  night,  I  think  I  shall  die, 
and  then  the  Devil  will  fetch  my  soul ;  and  when  I  pass  by 
your  cottage,  I  dare  not  lift  up  my  eyes,  for  I  feel  quite 
uneasy,  and  have  no  rest,  as  formerly,  &c.  My  wife 
answered :  I  believe  all  you  say,  and  yodr  being  so  much 
cast  down  is  a  consequence  of  sin,  and  that  you  are  asfhamed 
to  confess  is  a  false  shame,  employed  by  the  Devil  toprevent 
your  conversion.  Only  go  and  confess  the  things  you  are 
ashamed  oi'  to  him,  who  has  conquered  Sin  and  the  Devtl. 
'Ylis  name  is  Jesus^  for  He  savfes  us  from  our  sins.  Tell 
kina  all  your  complaints,  and  appear  before  him,  juM  as  you 
are,  cry  to  Him  for  mercy,  for  this  Jesus  alone  can  receive 
and  save  sinners,  and  will  in  no  wise  cast  out  any  ohe,  who 
comes  to  him.  Now  go  and  think  well  <m  these  words, 
then  return  and  tell  me,  how  you  have  been  able  to  follow 
tny  advice.  The  poor  woman  began  to  weep,  and  promised 
to  visit  us  often. 

29th.  Tl\ere  was  a  crowded  auditory  in  the  forenoon,  and 

*in  the  evening  some  Hottentots  came  and  conversed  with  us 

about  the  way  of  salvation.     Several  of  the  men  expressed 

themselves  in  such  a  manner,  that  I   entertained  hopes  of 

their  having  heard  the  gospel  with  good  effed.     May  the 

Lord  grant  that  it  may  bring  forth  much  fruit  to  the  glory 

bf  his  grace. 

October  6ih.  some  visitors  from  Cape^Town  attended  the 

morning  service.    They   were  very  attentive,  and  entered 

afterwards  into  pletising  conversation  with  us. 

On  the  13th,   I  received  an  express  from  Bavianskloof, 

the  intelligence  that  it  had  pleased  the  Lord  on  the  12th.  to 
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take  home  to  eierdal  rest  his  faithful  servant^  Christiaii  L/ 
Rose.  This  account  deeply  affected  us  both,  the  mott  so  as 
we  were  absent  from  our  brethren  and  sisters  at  the  time. 

14th.  We  were  visited  by  several  men  and  women,  who 
were  very  desirous  to  hear  what  they  must  do  to  be  saved. 
Two  of  them  seemed  more  particularly  in  earnest,  Klaas 
Dikkppip  and  Andrew  Arnold.  The  latter  addressed  me 
thus :  **  It  is  now  a  whole  year  since  I  heard  your  words ; 
in  the  beginning,  I  could  not  comprehend  their  meaning ; 
but  after  you  had  left  us,  and  returned  to  your  brethren  at 
Bavianskloof,  (at  the  time  the  camp  broke  up  last  year)  your 
words  remained  sounding  in  my  heart,  and  I  now  come  to 
tell  you,  that  I  am  a  child  of  perdition,  and  if  I  were  to  die 
this  day,  I  know  that  Satan  would  have  me,"  &c«  I  felt 
freedom  to  declare  to  both  of  them,  that  Jesus  our  Saviour 
had  become  incarnate  and  died  for  us,  and  by  his  bittef 
sufferings  and  death,  had  purchased  tor  us  the  victory  over 
sin,  death,  and  the  devil ;  and  that  now,  if  they  would  take 
refuge  to  him,  wretched  as  they  might  feel,  he  would 
receive  and  save  them  ;  but  that  they  should  not  put  off  their 
conversion,  and  suffer  Jesus  to  call  to  them  in  vain ;  Come 
unto  me  all  ye  that  labor  and  are  heavy  laden  and  I  will  give 
you  rest.  They  thanked  me  cordially  for  my  advice,  ani 
went  quietly  into  their  huts. 

On  the  16th,  they  came  again,  and  declared  whh, energy , 
that  they  found  rest  and  peace  in  turning- to  Jesus.  I  be- 
sought them  to  be  obedient  to  the  voice  of  the  Holy  Spirit^ 
and  never  to  resist  those  coh  virions,  which  he  had  giy^ 
them  of  the  truth. 

t/th.  I  had  many  friends  from  Cape-Town  to  see  me.  I  also 
acquainted  theGovernor  that  brother  Rose  had  departed  this  life* 

20th.  We  had  an  agreeable  visit  from  our  venerable 
friend,  Mr*  Schmidt,  from  the  Cape,  in  company  of  other 
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Friends,  whose  kmdness  and  agfeeable  cbmrersation  very 
much  refreshed  us. 

22nd.  '  We  had  the  pleasure  to  see  brother  Schwin, 
from  Bavianskloof,  who  came  to^  request  us  to  return 
with  him.  Considering  that  we  were  here  in  hW  employ^ 
and  did  not  wish  to  leave  our  missionary  labours;  and 
likewise  that  government  does  every  thing  to  ibake  our 
stay  agreeable,  I  had  some  scruples  about  quitthig  our  post 
at  present ;  yet  as  ray  brethren  invited  nac,  and  thought  my 
attendance  necessary,  to  confer  about  the  manner  of  regulating 
oi;r  affairs,  since  the  Lord  had  taken  our  dear  brofther  Rose 
from  U8 ;  I  mention^  the  tase  to  Gdvemor  Janseti,  through 
Colonel  Lesueur,  who  kindly  permitted  me  to  go  to  Bavians- 
kloof  on  a  visit.  .  We  set  out  on  the  e5th,  arrived  on  the 
f  9th,  and  stayed  about  three  weeks. 

November  15th.  We  took  an  afiedionate  leave  of  ote* 
fellow-tnissionaties,  and  returned  to  Ae  camp  on  dier 
i8tb.  Almost  the  whole  Hottentot  corps  came  to  meet  and 
welcome  us,  with  the  most  cordial  and  sincere  expressksnia 
of  joy  and  thankfulness,  and  we  resumed  bur  usual  labours* 

December  tst.  being  Advent-Sunday,  a  great  number  ci 
strangers  attended  the  public  service,  with  great  devotion:^ 
The  private  mcfetirfgs  fof  instruction  weire  Fikewise  numer« 
ously  attended. 

9th.  A  soldier's  wife  cam^,  air  she  said,  to  disclose  to^  ti| 
the  state  of  our  sdul.  For  every  ^it*propeosity  she  coin- 
plained  of,  she  made  some  sort  of  excuse,  aiid  after  every  part 
of  her  report,  made  ^n  apology  for  betselH  I  interrupted  her 
theref^e,  and  told  her,  that  ft  was  a  plain  proof,  that  she  wn 
sdll  in  bondage  to  sin  and  Satra,  as  she  seemed  to  bve  and 
excuse  the  p/actice  of  liil,  and  thus  dismissed  hen  SbiQ^ 
days  aher,  ihe  came  again,  and  confessed  she  had  tofd  m^ 
nothing  but  Mei,  for  ih^JiaiJ  prdejided  to  bt  quite  deKvered 
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from  certain  sinsy  which  she  was  continually  committingr . 
She  now  disclosed  her  whole  abominable  course  of  life,  with 
many  tears,,  and  said^  that  she  had  behaved  with  uncommon 
licentiousness  during  our  absence,  tor  whicli,  she  believed, 
she  was  eyen  pointed  at  in  the  streets.  I  informed  her,  that 
nothing  could  delfrer  her  from  the  slavery  of  sin,  but  the 
power  of  J/esus,  who  by  dying  the  death  for  us  had  redeemed  ^ 
us  from  sin  and  the  Devil,  and  I  preached  to  her  salvation  by 
his  blood.  She  wept,  thanked  me,  and  begged  that  we 
would  not  forget  her. 

13th.  The  weather  being  so  unfavourable,  that  we  could 
not  have  public  worship  in  the  open;  air,  I  met  the  people 
in  my  cottage  in  the  evening  at  seven  o'clock. 

16th.  I  went  from  hift  to  hut  and  visited  all  the  people^ 
sick  and  healthy,  and  at  last  coming  to  the  guardhouse,  found 
several  soldiers  in  custody.  On  enquiry,  I  (bund  they  had 
been  guilty  of  drunkennesi,  which  they  very  honestly,  and 
with ,  apparent  repentance  confessed.  I  took  occasion 
ta  $peak  of  the  exceeding  sinfulness  of  this  vice,  especially 
in  a  soldier^  to  whom  his  country  entrusts  arms  for  its  de- 
£ence;  but  which  in  a  stale  of  intoxication,  serve  only  to 
make  htm  a  more  dangerous  citizen,  &c.  Bo^  they  and^ 
the  guard  listened  to  me  with  great  attention ;  at  la&t  they 
addressed  one  another,  and  said  :  **  Our  old  teacher  is  in  the 
right : .  May  God  preserve,  ua  frpm  this  vice.*' 

P^  ipany  occasiqn^  I  was  appealed  to  by  the  people  in 
their  disputes,  or  other  concern^*  .On  the  19th.  Corporal  B. 
came  and  told  nie,  that  be  cpuld  get  no  rest  in  his  hut,  being 
disturbed  by  ^  man,,  who  had  procured  an  old  violin^ 
jLipon  which  he  kept  scraping  day  and  night.  If  he  happen* 
ed  to  leave  oflf,  another  man  took  it  up^  till  he  could  bear  it 
no  loBger,  and  would,  positively  ptft  a  $%Qf  to  it.  I'  asked 
him^  whether  he  eVer  ba^^  with  good  words,  endeavoured  to 
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mlence  him;  which  he  affirmed  to  have  Grequcntly  done.  In 
about  an  hour's  time  he  retomed  -with  another  corporal,  who 
brou|i;h(  the  violin,  and  sal  down  with  him  in  my  cottage. 
By  and  by  he  asked  his  comrade,  wketber  the  violin  belong. 
ed  to  hhn ;  and  on  tlie  other's  answering  in  ihe  affirmaf  ive, 
ke  snatched  it  up  and  threw  it  violently  on  the  ground, 
seamping  it  to  pieces.  I  was  afraid  of  the  consequendies  of 
this  improper  behaviour,  but  it  passed  off  withoitt  any  further 
disturbaRoe.  Shortly  after,  another  soldier  came,  and  with 
tears  in  his  eyes  confessed,  that  he  had  committed  a  great 
sin.  On  my  askipg,  what  he  had  done,  he  replied—''  O  !  I 
have  struck  my  own  brother,  in  a  fit  of  anger,  and  I  now  fee) 
exceedingly  grieved  at  it."  I  therefore  sent  for  his  brother, 
acquainted  him  with  his  repentance,  and  asked  him,  whether 
he  could  forgive  him.  Me  answered  immediately^  **  Yes» 
my  dear  Teacher,  that  I  will  with  my  whole  heart,"  npon 
which  he  reached  oiK  his  hand  to  his  brother,  and  they  em- 
braced and  kissed  each  other  and  wept  for  joy,  I  was  much 
affected  by  this  scene,  and  edified  by  their  readiness  to  forgive 
and  forget. 

dspd.  The  weather  not  admtttiog  of  the  public  serviced 
being  in  the  open  air,  the  people  met  in  my  cottage,  and  sat 
close  at  my  feet.  Our  Colonel  Lesueur  and  bis  lady,  who 
in  all  things  give  the  beat  example  to  their  inferiors,  never 
fail  to  attend,  both  on  these  occasions,  and  on  the  week-days. 

On  the  ft^th.  being  Christmas-day,  a  large  company 
assembled  at  our  public  worship.  In  the  midst  of  my  dis« 
course,  a  jroung  man,  called  Busaack  Trompeter,  rose,  and 
seizing  ray  hand,  whispered  in  my  ear,  '*  I  have  nothing  of 
that  peace  you  speaTk  of ;  and  yet  you  say  the  angels  pro* 
claimed  peace."  As  I  am  now  well  acquainted  with  the 
manners  of  the  Hottentots,  I  was  not  disturbed  by  it,  but 
stopped  for  a  moment,  and  said  softly  to  him ;  '*  Go  then,  my 
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too*  and  seek  peace  with  that  Jesus  whom  I  nov  preach 
unto  you.'*  After  service,  he  called  upon  me,  and  related  his 
vrhole  course  of  life,  and  I  plainly  perceived,  that  the  Spirit 
of  God  had  awakened  him  to  a  sense  of  sin,  and  made  him 
mourn  on  account  of  transgressions.  I  did  not  omit  to  show, 
him^  that  this  was  a  call  from  the  Lord,  and  entreated  him 
not  to  uifler  the  Holy  Spirit  to  be  quenched  within  him»  by 
that  torrent  of  evil,  to  which  he  wa;s  daily  exposed.  This 
man's  awakening  caused  much  noise,  both  among  whitie 
people  and  Hottentots;  some  thought  him  road,  the  offi* 
cers  however  and  corporals  declared  him  to  be  a  very 
sensible  man. 

In  the  afiernoon,  we  visited  in  all  the  huts,  and  spoke  with 
the  people  concerning  the  aim  of  our  Lord's  incarnation, 
sufierings,  and  death,  and  that  peace,  wbidi  he  thereby 
procured  for  us. 

In  the  night,  between  twelve  and  one  o'clock,  we  heard 
a  loud  knocking  at  the  door.  First  we  thought  it  was  the 
guard,  but  on  opening  the  door,  discovered  Andrew  Arnold, 
who  said  he  came  to'ask  my  pardon.  I  enquired,  what  could 
make  him  come  at  this  time  of  night  to  ask  pardon  of  me. 
He  answered,  that  he  had  not  followed  my  advice,  but  that 
evening  drank  a  glass  of  wine  too  much,  and  ihonght  it 
a  great  sin^  I  heard  all  he  said,  suspecting  him  to  be  in 
liquor,  bat  could  not  discover  the  least  trace  of  it.  As  he 
persisted  in  requesting  my  pardon,  I  satisfied  him  on  that  head, 
and  he  departed.  At^three  o'clock  hp  came  and  knocked 
again.  On  my  demanding  who  was  there?  he  answered, 
**  A  sinner,,  wbocannot  sleep ;  I  beseecbyou,  forgive  me  ray 
sin.'*  I  spoke  kindly  to  him,  and  exhorted  him  to  seek 
forgiveness  wMi  Jesus  Christ,  his  Saviour,  for  this  alono 
was  warning  to  make  him  easy  and  happy,  as  for  me  I 
had  nothing  against  him.    He  then  went  away  satisfied.    In 
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the  momiiig  he  returned,  and  thanked  me  for  the  good  words 
I  had  spoken  to  him  in  the  night ;  adding  that  he  £eh  great 
anxiety  in  his  louL  I  admonished  him,  and  endeavoured  to 
explam,  that  this  was  the  voice  of  the  Holy  Ghost,  direding 
hiffi  to  apply  (or  pardon  affi4  peaee  io  that  divine  person,  who 
is  the  declared  friend  and  Saviour  of  ali  poor  tinners ;  that  he 
theriefare  should  not  neglefi  this  acceptable  tim^  and  day  of 
salvation. 

agth.  The  service  was  attended  by  a  numerous  auditory. 
1  had  cleared  ray  whole  cottage  to  receive  them.  Colonel 
Lesueur,  with  several  other  officers,  and  their  ladies,  sat  in 
our  bed-chamber,  and  the  people  crowded  the  room  quite 
close  to  the  little  table,  upon  which  I  placed  my  Bible^  I 
spoke  on  the  gospel,  describing  the  inexpressible  happiness 
of  those,  who  see  Jesus,  with  the  eyes  of  faith,  and  know  hinj 
as  their  salvation.  To  such,  bodily  sight  is  not  wanting,  but 
they  have  a  divine  convi£lion  of  the  truths  revealed  in  the 
word  of  God  concerning  him.  The  Spirit  of  God  ^ave 
witness  to  my  weak  testimony,  and  this  was  a  truly  blessed 
day  for  us  and  our  Hottentots. 

3ifL.  I  visited  all  the  huts,  and  as  well  as  I  was  enabled, 
by  the  grace  of  God,  endeavoured  to  explain  to  the  heathen, 
that  we  were  on  the  eve  of  entering  into  a  new  year,  and 
ought  to  examine  ourselves,  how  we  have  spent  the  time  past, 
for  the  benefit  of  our  so^ls,  &c.  At  eight  in  the  evening,  a 
large  company  of  men,  women,  and  children  assembled  in  my 
cottage ;  and  the  officers  having  commanded,  that  stri£l  order 
shouU  be  observed,  all  was  silence  and  attention.  I  spoke  in 
weakness,  according  to  the  words  of  our  Saviour;  "  Be  ye 
like  unto  men,  that  wait  for  their  Lord,"  on  the  happiness  of 
those,  who  love  him.  and  wait  for  his  glorious  appearing, 
and  the  misery  of  all  who  know  him  not.  We  then  fell  on 
our  kneesy  and  entreated  him  to  pardon  our  many  sins,  known 
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-  «nd  nnknovn,  commendhag  ourselves,  with  the  vfhole  Unhy 
of  the  Brethren,  and  all  his  people  every  where,  among  chus^ 
tjans  and  heathen  to  bis  mercy  and  proteSion.  I  was  more 
than  once  obliged  to  stop  dvring  this  prayer,  on  accouBt  of 
the  loud  weeping  of  the  people,  and  to  give  vent  to  my  own 
feelings.  Thus  we  ^niered  into  the  new  year,  with  pray- 
er and  praise^  in  reliance  upon  the  pardon,  love,  and  support 
of  God  our  Saviour,  to  whom  be  glory  for  ever  and  ever. 

1806. 

January  ist.  A  great  many  Hottentots  and  others,  came 
to  congratulate  us .  to  the  new  year,  which  gave  us  an  op- 
portunity to  proclaim  the  glad  tidings  of  salvation. 
.   At  ten  o'clock  the  public  service  was  well  attended. 

2nd.  Was  a  general  review;  during  which  4  report  fj^read 
through  the  camp  that  an  English  fleet  was  in  sight. 

3d.  It  was  confirmed,  and  expresses  arrived  from  all  parts* 

4th.  The  fleet,  consisting  of  sixty  vessels,  came  into  the 
roads.  Alarm  guns  were  fired  all  over  the  country,  and  the 
whole  battalion  marched  oflF  about  noon,  Jeaving  only  fifteen 
sick  men  under  the  care  of  a  lieutenant,  corporal,  and  six 
privates.  The  Cobnel  left  us  in  charge  of  his  bouse,  and 
entrusted  us  likewise  with  some  of  his  valtiable  efle6ls.  We 
remained  there  four  days  and  nights.  We  were  now  at 
once  in  the  midst  of  warring  powers.  To  the  right  lies 
Simon's  6ay,  Mysenburg,  and  Holzbay;  to  the  left.  Table- 
bay,  Rietvally,  and  Blauberg.  We  remained  in  anxious  sus- 
pense,  not  knowing,  where  the  attack  was  to  be  made,  or 
what  might  happen  to  us.  A  poor  soldier,  who  seemed  near 
Lis  end,  and  a  woman,  in  a  very  infirm  condition,  applied 
to-day  tO'os,  and  we  procured  for  them  a  medical  man,  who 
would  willingly  have  given  them  some  medicine,  but  h^d 
none.  At  length  we  found  a  small  quantity  of  Peruvian 
bark,  which  my  wife  prepared  with  wine,  and  administered 
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m  the  patients.    Bj  Ood's  ble&sing  upon  our  exertions,  they 
began  tojecovcr. 

6th.  A  great  number  of  waggons  and  messengers  on 
horseback  passed  to  and  fro. 

7  th.  In  the  morning,,  about  eight  o'clock,  a  violent  canno^ 
nade  commenced ;  the  rery  mountains,  and  the  earth  under 
our  feet  seemed  to  tremble.  It  lasted  tilt  night,  when  we 
heard  that  the  British  troops  had  made  good  their  landing, 
which  account  filledi  every  body  with  consternation. 

8th.  In  the  morning  the  battle  commenced ;  and  on  th^ 
9th.  one  express  after  the  other  arrived,  and  announced  that 
the  English  bad  landed  in  very  great  force.  Towards  eve- 
ning SS  deserters  from  the  twenty-second  battalion  of  Dutch 
troops  came  armed  to  our  huts,  an4  behaved  in  a  very  riotous 
manner. .  Lieut.  Vi^sing  had  not  force  enough  to  repel  them, 
and  they  obliged  him  to  give  them  vifiuals  and  drink.  They 
even  went  so  far  a»  to  threaten  to  fire  the  camp,  in  case  the 
j^nglish  came  to  take  it,  and  make  them  prisoners.  We  spent 
the  vday  in  terror  and  dread  of  these  wicked  men  and  kept 
on  the  watch  till  ten  at.  night,  when  sleep  overpowered  us, 
and  we  went,  tho'  under  great  apprehensions  for  our  safety, 
to  bed,  only  keeping  a  candle  burning.  Between  eleven  and 
twelve  there  was  a  thundering  rap  at  our  door.  Our 
Hottentot  maid  waked  us,  crying,,  **  Get  up  immediately,  for 
there  is  a  terrible  host  of  people  descending  from  the.  moun- 
uin  towardf  us,  and  they  are  certainly  the  English.*'  We 
were  somewhat  frightened,  rose  and  dressed  ourselves  in 
great  haste,  ^pd  commended  ourselves  in  prayer  to  God* 
We  said,  *'  O  Lord,  we  wait^v^th  resignation  to  see,  what  is 
Thy  will  concerning  us  poor  helpless  sheep;  we  are  in  Thy. 
hands."  We  then  placed  two  lighted  candles  upon  the 
table,  and  set  our  door  wide  open.  In  a  short  time  aboui 
five  hundred  men  arrived ;  they  raogjed  theo^ves  clo$^  ta 
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our  cottage  in  two  divisions,  occupied  all  the  sfteets  and  he* 
gan  by  two  and  two  to  enter  into  the  huts,  and  make  prisoners 
of  all  they  found  in  them.  A  corporal  and  private  stepped 
into  our  cottage ;  I  bid  them  good  evening  in  English,  upon 
which  the  corporal  shook  hands  with  me.  I  informed  him, 
that  I  was  one  of  the  Brethren's  mrflionaries  from*  Bavians- 
Itoof,  and  that  the  mission  Had  enjoyed  the  favor  and  pro- 
teAion  of  both  (he  English  and  Dmch  govemmems.  He 
answered,  "  That's  well,  1  kn<5W  something  of  your  people.'* 
I  then  asked  binr,  whether  h^  came  as  an  enemy  or  a  friertd. 
He  replied,  *^We  come  as  friends:  The  Cape-town  atid  Colony 
have  this  night  surrendered  td  the  English,  and  therefore  yoa 
are  now  British  subjects,  and  our  friends.  And  as  you  were 
not  afraid,  but  kept  your  doors  open  to  receive  us,  we  cjori- 
fifderyou  as  an  honest  man,  and  you  havfe  notfcifig  to  fear.** 
Glad  and  thankful  indeed  were  we  to  hear  fhese  wofrds. 
The  corporal  then  enquired,  whether  we  had  any  Frenchmen 
or  6ihef  people  in  our  cottsTge,  whithwe  assmed  hrfti  we  ha(f 
not,  and  that  myself,  my  wife,  and  maid  Were  the  only  per- 
sons in  if;  upon  which  he  said,  ^*  Your  word  i^  enough,  I 
will  not  search.'*  He  then  asked  fbr  sottie  bread,  which  we 
gave  him,  with  meat  and  wine,  which  he  offered  to  pay  for, 
and  I  bad  some  trouble  to  make  him  take  back  the  mo^ 
ney  he  had  put  do%m«  He  ihen  retired,  and  others  entered, 
to  whom  we  gave  to  eat  and  drink  as  long  as  we  had  any 
thing  left. 

Having  secured  all  the  prisoners,  our  good  friettd,  Lf^u- 
tenam  Viffing,  came  to  bid  us  fareweH,  azKd  whh  sorrow 
we  saw  him  marching  ofF,  guarded  by  a  party  of  EngHslt  with 
fixed  bayonets.  We  were  no^v  left  alone  in  the  Camp; 
but  I  reqtiested  the  Corporaf,  that  he  urould  Represent  to'  the 
ctmtmfandief,  that  it  was  necessary  to  leave  some  soldiers 
as  a  patrotc,  tb«t  tl^e  camp  might  UQt  be  fted  by  defertett 
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«nd  other  v^gAonii^  who  w^rr  in  fhe  iieighlpeQrht>od ;  ind 
upwsrds^  forty  hafs,  wfatcfe might  be  of  sertriee  to  tde  Zng* 
Ikh,  b«  wawoulf  destroytd.  At  day  break  I -saKtr  a  few 
English  about  the  Camp,  but  not  a  sufficient  force  tv  ieip 
off  stnggtert.  Thus  eaded  a  ttight,  which  I  ^srtl  tierer  for. 
get.  lb  the  momifig  a  dead  body  lay  at  otir  door.  It  was 
ona  of  the  above-mentioned  lhirtT*4ive  deserters,  who  was 
viurderM  by  Ms  conmdes;  Mckher  of  th^m  who  was  mak- 
ing off«  was  shot  by  an  £ngrUb  soldier  through  the  arm,  and 
left  at  our  disposal.  We  got  the  dead  body  btiried  about 
nine  o'clock. 

lotb.  In  the  morning,  the  catiirp  began  to  swarm  With  vaga- 
bonds  of  every  deaeription,  black  slaves,  and  deserters,  who 
went  into  and  plundered  every  btit.  At  length  (hey  became 
so  atidacfous,  ^at  they  broke  into  the  officers  cottages,  and 
stole  fire  arms  and  every  other  article  they  could  lay  hands 
on«  armi^  themselves,  and  boasting,  that  they  would  come 
tn  the  evefiing,  fetch  us  out  of  our  cottages,  and  set  the  whole 
camp  on  fire.  I  considered  what  I  should  do  under  such 
circumstances ;  and  as  they  grew  more  and  more  insolent,  I 
resolved  to  retreat  t6  a  good  friend,  about  an  bour's  walk 
from  the  camp,  a  Mr.  Von  Kerston,  who  always  approved 
himself  as  a  friend  to  the  mission.  To  him  I  represented  the 
danger  of  our  situation,  and  requested  him  to  grant  tome  and 
my  wife,  an  asylum  on  his  premises.  He  expressed  great 
pi^  for  us,  and  immediately  sent  a  waggon  with  six  horses 
to  fetch  us  and  our  goods. 

Geoeral  Jansen  had  meanwhile  retreated  into  the  country, 
and  occupied  the  passage  over  the  hills,  so  that  all  communi- 
cation with  the  interior  was  cut  off,  and  I  could  not  send  my 
brethren  any  information  retpeding  our  situation  ;  .but  we 
pm  #ur  trust  in  the  Lord,  and  waittd  the  event. 
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ftist.  We  heard  to  our  greal  joy,  that  General  Jansen  ba4 
a€cei>ied  of  the  capitulation  proposed  by  the  English  Oeoeral, 
Sir  David  Baird»  by  which  the  colony  was  surrendered  to 
bis  Majesty. 

ii4tlu  The  Hottentot  batulion  marched  as  prisoners  of 
war  to  the  camp  on  Lisbeck's  river,  where  we  visi<|ed  them. 
As  soon  as  we  entered  the  camp,  they  ran  to  medt  us,  and 
rgoiced  like  children,  when  they  see  thar  paventa.  A  corpo- 
ral, Andrew  Willen,  addressed  me  thus :  ^  In  the  late  battle 
I  thought  on  the  words  you  spoke  in  your  last  sermon,  be* 
fore  we  marched  to  meet  the  enemy,  when  you  described 
the  happiness  of  those  who  were  savingly  acquainted  witK 
Jesus  as  their  Redeemer,  and  the  dreadful  state  of  men,  who 
suffer  him  in  vain  to  call.  Come  unto  me  and  I  will  give 
you  re8t,tind  how  afraid  the  lattier  were  to  die«  When  th« 
bullets  were  flying  about  my  head,  I  cried  in  my  heart,  O 
l.ord  Jesus !  forget  not  my  poor  soul  in  this  time  of  danger, 
and  he  heard  and  saved  me,  and  I  now  come  to  thank  you 
for  your  words,  &c/'  Our  worthy  Colonel  carpe,  embraced 
me,  saying,  *' Haippy  are  you,  my  dear  friend,. in  this  evil 
world/' 

On  the  same  day  the  whole  battalion  was  dismissed.  Our 
situation  was  now  very  perplexing,  lor  we  could  not  pfo- 
cure  any  conveyance  to  Bavianskloof,  all  the  waggons  being 
put  in  requsition  by  government.  At  length,  on  the  85th. 
]  ^t  an  opportunity  of  sending  a  leuer  by  one  of  the  disrois* 
sed  Hottentots,  to  give  my  fellow-missionarics  some  account 
of  our  a&irs.  Many  of  the  Houentots  called  upon  me 
before  they  returned  home, 

87ih.  I  went  to  Cape-town,  and  first  4¥aited  upon  our  for* 
iptrr  worthy  friend  Governor  Jansen,  but  found  him  so  pres- 
singly  engage^,  that  I  could  not  speak  with  him»  and  there- 
fflfp  left  a   letter  for  him.     I  tlien  proceeded  tp  our  new 
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fingtisb  govelmor,  Sir  David  Baird,  and  delivered  to  him  a 
letter  recommending  the  mission  txx  his  fiivor  and  prot«£lion. 
I  received,  a  kind  answer,  f^suriog  me  and  my  bcethreo,  of 
his  good-will  and  regard  for  the  welfare  of  fur  undertaking. 
To-day  I  sent  another  letter  to  Bavianskloo^,  and  desired 
that  a  waggon  might  be  sent  tp  fetch  me  home. 

February  7th.  two  wagons  arrived,  and  on  the  9tb.  w« 
set  out  frpm  our  worthy  frijeod  Mr.  Von  Kersten's  house, 
Vhere  we  have  exp^r^nced  ^ery  degree  of  Ijospitality  and 
friendship;  nor  wou}d  he  accept  of  any  remuneration*  sayr 
ing,  he  vms  glad  once  to  b^vf^  had  aii  opportunity  pC  showing 
his  afie3ion  and  regard  for  the  brethren*     .    . 

Nor  can  I  omit  mentioning  with  great  gratitude^  that  not 
only  our  generous  hosti.buvevery  person  in  bis  family,  even 
his  slaves  treated  us  with  the  most  sincere  friendship  and 
afie&iop.    May  the  Lord  be,  their  everlasting  reward. 

After  a  troublesome  jpumey,  during  which  the  wind  rose 
to  such  a  height,  that  we  were  obliged  to  climb  up  the  Cloff 
mountain  onM  fours^  we  arrived  on  the  i;2th  of  Februaiy 
at  Bavianskloof. 

Praise  be  to  the  Lord  our  Saviour^  for  aU.  his  mercy,  and 
truth,  of  which  we  have  made  such  abundant  experience 
during  our  late  services.  As  to  myseUi  iT)y  prayer  is  best 
e^^pressed  in  that  verset

his  namb  iti  the  sight  of  all'who  take  share  in  the  welfare  o( 
lnsl;tt!tdbiii.  'We  also  tni^t  with  renewed  ton  fidence,  tha^ 
i*e 'wiff  rwi  fiifl  to  cause  the^sfifp  to^  retuf/i  in  safety.  We 
rtcdvtd  oiirdeai"  fdllow-laboufer,  brother  H«nrjr  Shaw,  with 
much  love,  and  on  the  day  following,  at  a  solemn  meting 
df  our  whole  faraSly ,  rejoiced'  with  hii»  and  brother  Prascr  at 
the  goodness  6f  out  Losd  towards  us.  By  your  kind  letter 
<^  Jonc  g,  we  were  anew  encouraged  to  procted  in  the  im- 
portant work  committed  unto  us^being  as^red  of  your  never* 
ceasing  prayers,  whieh  Ve,are  eonfiiWnt  are  iieard,  togethct 
with  those  offered  by  us  ^nd  ^U  otir  breihren  and  sisters  ever^ 
where,  and  apc^pted  in'  mcicy,  of  which  indeed  the  occur- 
rejD^es  of  the  year  past  give^am]^  proof,  abd  Strengthen  ouir 
faith  and  hope,  that  we  ch^l  yet  see  many  glorious  fruita  of 
the  preaching  of  the  go^peT  amon^  this'  nation..    * 

The  heathen  Esquimattfx^whom'  wi  reported' ia>  our  last, 
letter  to  have  desired  to  live*  on  otirtand,  and  who  in  the  se^ 
qnci  moved  hifherj  itl  Icftni^  IJ^H^P/ingi  except  one  adult.

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The  cause  of  their  qtiifttog  our  premises  was  ni'  fnf^tioos^ 
^sgrder;  which  attacked  our  people  at  the  end  of'  the  year, 
and  oecasiofied  the  depaitore  of  several  im6  eternity*  >   - 

This  was  a  season  of  gveat  triat.  Foul*  persons  died  be. 
tween  the  aist  of  Decembier,  and  the  5th  of  January,  of 
whom  ^e  however  could  fonti  a  wtlUgrounded  hope,  that 
they  departed  in  the  faith  of  Christ,  -  and  w^re  deceived  in 
mercy  as  his  redeemed  ones;  EMere  that  period,  iwo  bap- 
tized children  had  departed  this  life,  but  not  of  the  epideroi- 
caldiiorder.  You  may  easily  conceive,  dear  brethren,  that 
we  were  very  thankful  to  our  SavioQr  when  wd  perceived^ 
that  tevrards  the  end  of  January  the  cdnlagion  ceased,  and  the 
patients  began  gradually  to  recover^  aAd  ospecialiy  that  tl>e 
awakenings  which  appeared  at  irst  to  haive  ceased,  while  the 
fcar  of  infection  pnevailcd,  began  again  to  sIiomt  itsel[in  many* 

We  were  not  a  little  comforted  to  find,  that  during  the 
whole  illness,  nol.one  of  those  belonging  to  our  congregkHoo 
had  resoft  to  any  of  their  former  supentitioos  practices ;  but 
afterwards  expressed  their  gratitude  to  our  SavioiAr  fo/  his 
help,  in  very- lively  terms.  In  general  we  may  afiirm,.to  thi 
praise  and  glory  of  our  Saviour,  that  it  pleased  the  Lord 
to  lay  a  special  Messing  upon  the  preaching  of  the  word  of 
the  cross  imong  oitr  Esquimaux.  We  ha'r e  also  had  the 
pleasure  to  see  several  of  them  become  partakers  of  the  pri- 
vilegea  of  the.  church  of  God,  Xv<xwepe.adinitted  partaker* 
of  the  Lord's  Supper;  two  marriedxouplea  have  been  added 
to  the  church  by  baptism,  of  whom  we  have  the  best  hopes 
that  they  will  widk  worthy  of  their  heavenly  calling;  -seven 
have  been  added  to  the  class  of  candidates  for  baptism;  sind 
^wo,  baptised  as  children,  ware receivedJnto the  congregation. 
There  are  indeed  a  few  yet  retpauuD^,  v4io  give  utf '  grea^. 
eoncecn;  but  we  have  patience,  aod  wait,  till  the  Lot^d  visit 
Jhem  aUp  with  hia sflvatioti.  -^    *

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.  We  b^ve  cause  to  tbaok  our  gracious  btpVenly  Falhlff* 
that  he  has  provided  th^  mean^  of  subsistence  for  our  £squi« 
maux,  insomuch  that  tmne  have  suffered  hunger,  but  bbtaio* 
^d  from  time  to  time,  "whal  was^  necessary  for  the  preservation 
of  Ufe  aQ4  strength.  We  muft  here  add  a-successful  attempt 
made  with  some  seaUnets,  sent  us  by  our  brethren  at  Nain  last 
Autumn^  by  which  abov0  1319^  chirdy  of  the  two  largest 
species  of  sealt)  were  caught,  and  a  coQsiderablc  at^e  of 
food  provided  for  our  people,  which  proved  a  great  help  du* 
ri(ig  the  winter,  and  for  which  we  all  gave  thaoks  to  him 
that  openetb  his  hand  and  satisfieth  every  living  thing*  Ttie 
consequence  was,  that  our  whole  Esquimaux  congregation 
were  with  us  during  Lent  and  after  Easttv,  and  tbui  the  his«> 
fory  of  our  Saviour's  suflerisgs,  death  aod  resur(tction  *was 
heard  by  a  larger  number  than  have  beoi  juresem  for  these 
many  years* 

The  schools,  usually  held  in  winter,  were  diligently  atten«. 
dcd,  both  by  young  and  (dd,  and  we  believe  that  much  has 
been  gained  in  them,  both  in  the  knowledge  of  christian 
Irqths,  and  in  the  facility  of  reading  the  biblei. 

We  thank  you,  dear  brethren^  for  the  liberal  supply  you 
have  sent  us,  of  every  thing  we  stand  in  need  pf,  and  bless 
H^  Lord  Jot  enabling  you  to  support  this  mission  by  various 
meaps.  You  desire  to  have  our  opinion  upon  a  plan  pro- 
posed in  the  extract  of  your  minutes,  relating  to  the  accom- 
plishment of  a  long  intended  recoanoitering  voyage  ^.the 
north.  Wc  have  cojnmuniqated  our  thoughts  pa  this  subjea 
to  our  dear  brother  Burghardt,  and.  refer  you  to  hia  official 
report* 

You  will  be  glad  to  beaf«  4hat  we  had  the  pleasure  of  a 
irtfit  from  brother  Burghardt,  last  winter,  and  we  can  aflure 
yott  that  his"  labour  has  been  owned  and  ^lessed  by  our 
Savipur,  both  in  OQr  family  and  among  the  Esquimaux. 

Wc 
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We  consulted  with  bim  and  came  to  a  resolution  about  btiild* 
ing  a  saw-milly  by  which  we  may  be  enabled  to  cut  plank*, 
and  prepare  the  materials  neeeasary  for  the  building  of  a  new 
church,  %d)ich  if  much  wanted.  After  the  departure  of  the 
ship,  this  will  be  our  chief  employment. 

As  to  the  ^quimaux  frpm  the  North,  who  call  here  in 
passing  up  and  down  the  coast,  we  canuot  7^^  affirm, 
that  they  have  any  serious  intention  to  be  converted ;  but 
many  ot  them  havp  lef(  us  with  deep  conyictioDs  of  the  ne- 
cessity of  it,  and  paid  great  attention  to  what  was  spoken  to 
them  of  the  love  of  our  Sat^ioqr  to  lost  sinners.  It  is  our 
most  fervent  prayer  to  hi;^,  thai-he  would  soon  cause  the  mo- 
ment to  arrive,  when  they  shall  be  palled  to  life  and  happiness 
ip  believing. 

When  this  most  desirable  event  takes  place,  if  we  are 
as  successful  as  hitherto  in  getting  seals  with  nets,  we  are  cer« 
tain  that  about  200  Esquimaux  might  find  their  subsistence 
in  this  place,  shoujd  so.  many  be  willing  to  move  hither  to 
hear  the  gospeU 

Those,  of  our  people,  who  really  have  life  in  their  own 
souls,  have  been  diligent  in  most  earnestly  exhorting  their 
countrymen  to  be  converted,  extolling  the  happiness  enjoyed 
by  such  as  have  found  pardori  and  peace  in  Jesus.  They 
have  also  of  their  own  accord,  without  any  instructions  from 
us,  began  to  pray  and  sing  hymns  in  their  own  families  every 
evening,  and  by  the  testimony  of  several,  the  presence  of  the 
Lord  is  sensibly  perceived  among  them  on  these  occasions. , 

By  this  short  account  you  will  preceive,  dear  brethren,  /' 

that  though  there  are  still  many  imperfections  among  us,  yet  ^ 

the  unwearied  faithfulness  and  gracious  work  of  the  Spirit  of 
God  is  ftill  made  manifeft  among  our  Esquimaux,  and  we 
are  therefore  encouraged  to  hope,  that  the  Lord  will  fliortly 
fplfil  his  thought^  of  peace  concerning  this  nation. 

We 
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Wc  jpriqr  him  the  mart  fcrvcmly.Mbat  he  would  grant  as 
grace  to  laboor  in  this  his  vineyard  in  suGh  a  itlamer  as  ts 
well.pleasing  to  him,  and  preserve  onr  courage  aadcon* 
iidcnce  in  his  mercy,  even  in  the  midst  oC  uiiis  ind  disap- 
pointments. 

At  to  ourselves,  we  thank  htm  that  be  has  granted  the 
needful  health  and  strength  to  do  whatsoever  h  entrusted  to 
us  with  cheerfulness;  and  though  some  of  lis  haye  had  short 
attacks  of  a  doubtful  kind,  we  havci  in  general,  been  free 
from  any  dangerous  illness. 

In  our  conferences,  and  daily  meetings,  but  especially  at 
the  enjoyment  of  the  Holy  Communion  we  have  experien- 
ced the  cojnfort  of  his  gracious  presence,  and  have  been 
strengthened  with  renewed  zeal  to  declare  unto  all  men,  that 
in  his  death  and  blood  srione  there  is  redemption. 

We  cannot  conclude  without  expressing  our  great  grati- 
tude to  God  for  the  gracious  preservation  of  England  from 
invasion  and  other  hurtful  designs  of  the  enemy,  and  pray 
him  that  tie  would  continue  to  bless  this  land,  and  keep  it 
under  the  shadow  of  his  wing,  and  grant,  that  by  its  mean^ 
his  praise  may  be  sounded  from  pole  to  pole. 

Continue,  dear  brethren,  in  love  to  remember  us,  in 
your  prayers ;  and  be  assured,  that  you  are  often  the  subject 
of  our  thoughts  and  prayer  before  the  Lord.

bn  tl>c  16th  of  August,  we  had  the 
pleasure  to  receive  y6Uf  very  acceptable  Ifetter  of  January  gd, 
by  two  Post  Kajaks,  which  brought  us  the  heart- reviving  in- 
telligence of  tlie  arrival  of  tlic  ship  at  Okkak,  on  the  /thinstl 
Our  hear^^  were  filled  with  the  most  fervent  gratitude  to  ouif 
merciful  Lord/  that  he  had  again  brought  her  safe  to  us  iti 
these  dangerous  warlike  tim^s.  Only  those,  who  have  exi 
perienced  it,  can  conceive  the  joy  and  exultation  which  we 
annually  feel  when  we' hear  of  the  safety  of  the  ship  and  her 
arrival  on  this  desert  coast. 

.  September  isf^  She  came  to  a^n  anchor  io  our  bay,  and  in 
4he  following  days  we  were  engag^  ia  getting  our  provi- 
sions and  stores  frpm  on  board.  We  return  you«  dear  Bre- 
thren, our  roost  cordial  thanks  for  the  liberality^.wi^  wl^jpb 
you  have  again  supplied  us.  May  4he  Lord  abundantly  bless 
you  tor  it,  and  all  those  who  assist  in  affording  the  means 
requisite  thereto. 

You  observe  in  your  Letter  that  the  accounts  received 
^  from  us  last  year  had  given  you  great  joy,  and  that  the  pros- 
pect of  the  aim  of  our  Lord  with  the  mission  among  the  Esr 
quimaux  in  Labrador  being  attained,  bad  filled  your  heads  with 
confidence  and  thanksgiving  to  Him.  We  trust,  that  this 
year  also  the  subjoined  jhort  narrative  concerning  our  Es*- 
quimaux  congregation  and  pur  own  family  will  be  agreeable 
to  you.  As  to  the  coji^rse  of  the  Esquimaux  congregation 
we  can  say  withiruth^  that  it  afforded  us  great  joy  and  encou- 
ragement.  Many  of  them  are  powerfully  convinced  of  the 
truth  and  have  the  grace  given  them  to  de.sire  nothiqg  so 
rouf h  as  to  live  alone  for  Jesus.  This  is  a  genuine  work  oF 
the  Holy  Spirit,  and  we  have  that  sure  hope  that  He,  who 

M  has 
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bas  began  the  good  work  in  the  hearts  of  these  people,  for* 
metly  to  blind  and  ignorant,  will  complete  it.  In  our  meelt 
ing«  the  presence  of  our  Saviour  was  most  sensibly  expe- 
rienced* Those  days  especially,  on  which  we  partook  with 
4cm  of  the  Holy  Communion,  were  distinguished  by  a  stri- 
king display  of  our  Lord's  goodness  to  us.  The  contrition 
of  heart  and  grateful  tears  with  which  our  Esquimaux  com- 
municants drew  near  to  the  Lord's  Table,  often  melted  and 
nfiected  us  greatly.  O!  that  He  who  has  lov^  them  and 
drawn  them  unto  Himself,  and  whose  goodness  they  now 
have  tasted,  might  become  more  and  more  dear  to.  the^r^uts^ 
that  nothing  may  prove  powerful  enough  to  plucV  these  new- 
born sheep  out  of  his  a^s. 

January  6th.  1806.  A^an  was  baptized  and  called  Abraham, 
and  both  during  this  transaction  and  in  all  our  meetings  oi| 
that  day,  the  peace  of  God  pervaded  all  our  hearts  in  a  par- 
ticular manner* 

The  Lord  has  granted  a  great  blessing  to  rest  upon  the 
Schools,  which  have  been  also  diligently  attended  by  adults, 
especially  by  the  women»  and  we  hope  that  the  benefit  of  the 
Schools  will  be  abiding.  We  join  you  in  your  prayers^  that 
the  children  may  grow  up  in  the  nurture  and  admonition  of 
the  Lord,  and  we  can  assure  you,  that  there  are  several 
amongst  them,  who  have  a  grei^t  desire  to  learn  to  know 
Jesus,  and  to  live  unto  Him  in  the  world.  Thiee  personal 
baptized  as  children,  have  been  received  into  the  congreg^- 
tton  during  the  last  season,  and  three  children  were  add^  to 
the  Church  by  baptism ;  two  persons  were  re-admitted,  ^nd 
five  became  partakers  of  ^he  Lord^  Supper,  among  whom 
arc  three  of  the  children  of  the  late  William  Tuglavina* 
They  all  g^iyt  us  t^best  hopes  of  their  persevering  in  the 

faith 
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h&ih.  Three  have  been  added  to  the  caodldates  for  Bip* 
tism.  The  number  of  Eaqoimaux,  living  here  at  the  cloie  of 
last  year  was '64;  42  beloognig  to  the  congregation  and  it 
•yet  nnbaptized.  A  young  married  man  and  three  children 
have  departed  this  Iife» 

As  to  their  external  support,  the  usual  scarcity  took  place 
towards  Spring^;  they  bo¥rever  did  not  sufiersud)  distress  by 
famine  at  any  time  during  last  winter,  as  they  sometimes  do* 

The  weather  wa^  in  the  beginning  of  that  season  very  mild^ 
insomuch  that  our  bay  did  not  begin  to  be  covered  with  ice 
fill  towards  Christmas.  But  in  January  the  cdd  wai  verv 
jevere  and  continued  so  till  March.  Fahrenheit's  Thermo* 
meter  sunk  several  times  to  84  below  o.  We  had  also  an 
extraordinary  fall  of  snow,  and  though  ftequent  gales  have 
happened  this  Summer,  there  are  even  now  parts  of  the 
•ountry  covered  with  it. 

In  our  own  family  we  have  experienced  the  comfort  of 
die  Holy  Spirit  and  the  nearness  and  support  of  our  gracious 
Saviour.  He  has  healed  our  infirmities,  blessed  our  fellow- 
thip  and  approved  himself  always  as  our  Friend  and  Preser* 
ver.  In  our  family-meetings  and  especially  whexl  we  en- 
joyed the  Holy  Sacrament,  He  was  truly  with  us,  and 
strengthened  the  bond  of  union  between  Himself  and  us  and  ' 
each  other. 

Sister  Hasting  was  safely  delivered  of  a  son  on  Sept.  u^ 
which  was  baptized  and  called  John  Henry. 

About  the  middle  of  May,  most  of  us  were  ailing ;  and 
9ister  Hasting  was  so  far  gone  in  an  inflammatory  fever, 
that  we  feared  we  should  lose  her.  But  the  Lord  heird 
our  cries  and  restored  her  to  her  dear  husband  and  our  family* 
At  all  other  times,  we  have  enjoyed  good  health  and  were 
able  to  do  onr  several  duties  with  pleasure.

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Durifig  the  Summer  morfths  we  have  been  bastly  eia^ 
ployed  ill  preparing  a  new  store4u)use«  and  hope  imn^e- 
dialeiy  after  the  departure  of  the  ship,  to  set  it  up. 

Brother  and  Sister  Burghardt  will  go  with  tlie  ship  to 
Hopedale  on  a  visit,  and  probably  remain  there  till  next 
Spring/  They  take  with  them  the  little  girl,  Christiana 
Mary  Kissen«  who  will  accompany  Brother  and  Sister 
Koblmei^ster  to  Europe.  We  recommend  this  dear  child  to 
your  lave  and  kind  care. 

In  your  letter  you  inform  us,  that  the  often  propos- 
ed voyage  to  the  Northward  has  been  again  a  subject  of^ 
discussion  in  your  Society;  and  by  the  extra£l  of  the  mi- 
mites,  we  are  made  acquainted  with  the  plan^  according  to 
which  you  suppose  it  might  be  accomplished.  To  us  great 
difficulties  appear  in  the  execution  of  the  project  submitted 
to  our  consideration.  As  to  ourselves,  we  are  very  willing 
to  do  any  thing  to  promote  so  desirable  an  object.  But  we 
consider  the  plan  proposed,  for  various  reasons  impracti- 
cable. 

We  rejoice  that  it  has  pleased  the  Lord  to  protect  England 
and  defeat  every  design  of  the  enemy  upon  it.  May  He 
continue  to  keep  his  protecting  hand  over  you  and  soon 
grant  peace  and  rest  to  suffering  humanity. 

We  are  very  thankful  to  hear,  that  so  many  worthy  chil- 
dren of  God  out  of  the  Brethren's  Church  t^ke  share  in  the 
welfare  of  tliis  mission  and  we  are  greatly  strengthened  and 
comforted  by  their  prayers  for  us.  We  beg  you  to  salute 
them  all  most  cordially  and  to  assure  them  ol  our  gratitude 
and  reipembrance  in  our  prayers  for  their  prosperity  in  the 
Lord's  <:ause.  r

Dearly  beloved  Brethren, 

How  great  was  our  joy  and  thank-, 
fulness  towards  our  gracious  God  and  Saviour,  when  on  the^ 
Sfih  of  August  two  Post  Kajaks  brought  us  the  welcome 
information,  that  Capt.  Fraser  had  again  arrived  safe  in  the 
Resolution  at  Okkak,'  on  August  7th. 

Your  letter  of  the  3d  of  June  afforded  us  the  most  con-, 
vJnqng  proofs  of  the  great  interest  you  take  in  our  welfare 
and  that  of  the  work  committed  unto  us,  and  of  the  joyfu^ 
sensations  of  your  hearts  and  gratitudt  to  our  Saviour  for, 
what  He  has  done  in  this  place.  True  it  is,  he  has  doi^e^ 
more, upon  the  poor  Esquimaux  here  than  we  could  have^ 
ventured  to  expect,  and  has  most  graciously  answered  the 
g^rayers  of  his  children  in  their  behalf.  The  history  of.the^ 
year  past  is  again  filled  with  prpois  of  his  mercy  and  trut^.^ 
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He  has  not  ontjr  iDaintained  the  work  he  haJ  begon  in  llie 
preceding  period^  but  established  it  more  and  more,  in  the 
hearts  of  the  Esquimaux,  and  granted  them  to  increase  both 
in  the  knowledge  of  themselves  and  of  Him  as  their  Re« 
deeroer.  The  old  members  of  our  small  Esquimaux  con* 
grrgation  who  have  been  long  baptized,  and  even  some 
admitted  to  the  Lord's  Supper,  perceive  now  and  confess 
with  astonishment,  and  contrition  of  heart,  how  very  cold 
and  lifeless  they  have  been,  how  they  still  maintained  some 
inclrnation  to  sinful  and  superstitious  pra8ices,  and  even 
sought  to  deceive  their  teachers,  by  assuring  them,  that 
they  loved  our  Saviour  and  would  live  only  for  him,  and 
jret  meaning  to  follow  the  world  and  its  ways.  These  things 
now  occur  to  their  minds,  and  they  often  weep  over  them 
with  true  repentance.  Among  the  young  people,  we  yet 
wish  to  see  some  of  them  more  deeply  grounded  in  the  faith 
of  Christ,  and  showing  more  of  the  divine  life,  but  we  are 
cofAforted  by  observing  a  very  manifest  work  of  the  Holy 
Ghost  in  them,  and  they  all  promise  well.  The  new  people 
^bom  we  mentioned  in  our  report  of  last  year,  to  have  moved 
16  us  from  the  heathen,  give  in  general  good  hopes  of  their, 
genuine  conversion ;  five  of  them  have  been  admitted  to  the 
class  of  candidates  for  baptism ;  one  was  baptized,  but  shortly 
jifter  departed  this  life  rejoicing  in  her  Saviour.  She  and  her 
liosband  were  the  last  who  moved  hither,  and  she  was  then 
one  of  the  most  ignorant  of  heathens ;  she  was  asked,  *'  Whf 
do  you  come  to  us?  What  is  your  intention ?  Do  you  wish 
.to  be  converted?**  To  which  her  answer  was:  •  That'i 
fnbre  than  1  know.  I  follow  my  husband,  and  as  he  chuse^ 
to  live  here,  I  will  K*ve  here  too.*  Btit  she  was  soon  over« 
]>oWered  by  the  grace  prevailing  among  the  Esquimaux,  and 
the  Lord  appeared  for  her  salvation.  She  was  truly  awakened 
^  uught  by  the  Spirit  of  God  to  know  Jesw  at  her  Re« 

deemer« 
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deemer.  She  loved  bim  with  her  whole  soul,  and  became 
distinguished  for  her  faith  and  christian  walk,  and  ber  happy 
departune  out  of  this  world  made  a  deep  and  salutary  im« 
pression  upon  the  minds  of  all  our  people.  Besides  her,  two 
iisters  and  one  child  departed  this  life. 

The  great  mercy  shown  by  the  Lord  to  the  Esqui* 
ipaux  here,  was  most  manifest  in  sickness  and  at  the  ?p* 
proach  of  death.  When  an  Esquimaux  was  taken  ill,  he 
either  e:(pressed  himself  quite  resigned  to  the  will  of  our 
Saviour  either  for  life  ordeath^  or  could  hardly  await  the  time^ 
when:fae  should  be  permitted  to  see  him  face  to  face,  and 
on  recovering,  was  hardly  satisfied  to  continue  longer 
in  this  world.  As  to  the  young  people  and  the,  littl^ 
boys  and  girls,  we  have  had  many  proofs  of  the  work 
of  the  Holy  Spirit  in  their  hearts^  and  in  the  classes  of 
the  former  perceived  traces  of  real  life  from  GodL  The 
schools  of  the  children  have  been  continued  with  blessing 
and  even  the  adults  have  been  diligent  in  their  attendance 
upon  them.  They  all  showed  an  earnest  desire,  atid  even  9  . 
considerable  degree  of  capacity,  to  learn  to  read,  and  made 
good  use  of  it  in  their  own  dwellings.  We  earnestly  praj 
iqr  a  real  awakening  among  the  little  children. 

During  last  winter,  eight  persons  have  been  baptized^ 
twelve  admitted  as  candidates  for  baptism,  among  whom  are 
two  boys  and  one  girl;  two  have  become  partakers  of  the 
I/)rd's  Supper,  and  two  candidates  for  it.  Besides  the 
above-mentioned  persons,  another  baptized  man  departed 
this  life  in  one  of  the  providing.places,  but  we  cannot  say; 
that  ye  are  quite  satisfied  about  his  end  and  the  circumstaocea 
attending  it;  the  particulars  you  will  find  in  our  Diary^ 
Yoq  will  also  observe  that  Siksigak,  mentioned  in  our  former 
report,  has  been  baptized  and  called  Mark.  A^  his  convert- 
lion  was  striking,  so  likewise  bis  walk  hitherto  has  been  dis* 

tinguisbed 
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tinguished  by  the  grace  and  guidance  of  the  Lord  and  his 
Spirit.  His  very  countenance  testifies  of  what  the  Lord  has 
done  for  his  souU  May  this  also  be  the  case  with  his  com- 
panion Kapik. 

As  to  the  external  support  of  out  Esquimaux,  the  Lord 
crahted  thejn,  during  the  usual  time  of  scarcity  in  winter,  a 
sufficiency^  so  that  they  had  no  real  want;  and  though 
they  sometimes,  bad  but  a  scanty  portion^  they  yet  expressed 
gratitude  for  the  bounty  of  their  heavenly  Father,  In  spring  ' 
and  summer  they  were  abundantly  supplied. 
'  As  to  ourselves,  when  We  reflect  on  what  the  Lord  hath  done 
for  us  from  day  to  day  and  from  year  to  year,  and  especially 
what  He  has  done  in  the  year  past,  we  confess  that  we  arc 
not  worthy  of  the  least  of  all  his  mercies  and  truth.  It  is  all 
of  His  mercy,  that  we  have  been  preserved  in  brotherly  love 
andunity  of  spirit,  and  felt  his'prescnce  with  us,  both  when  we 
teet  in  fellowship  before  him,  and  in  private  oBcred  up  our 
supplications,  and  that  he  has  caused  our  poor  stammering 
testimony  of  his  atonement  to  be  the  power  of  God  to  salva- 
tion in  the  hearts  of  the  Esquimaux  under  our  care.  We 
thank  and  praise  Him  that  He  has  blessed  our  consultations, 
and  the  means  we  emplo)*ed  for  their  welfare,  and  owned  all 
bur  labour  among  them  with  his  grace,  for  we  know,  th^t  of 
ourselves  we  have  nothing,  and  can  do  nothing  aright ;  but 
depend  upon  his  grac«  and  power  in  all  we  undertake.  The 
bodily  health  and  strength  we  have  enjoyed,  is  also  his  gift 
alone.  Except  a  few  transient  ailments  we  have  all  been 
^ble,  during  this  whole  season,  to  do  our  duty  with  cheerfu]ness. 

The  building  of  our  new  church    has  been  our  principal 

'employment,  and  we  were  successful  during  the'last  summer 

and  autumn  in  procuring  the  necessary  timber  and  planks 

"by  means  of  Esquimaux  boats,  which  enabled  us  this  spring 

to 
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\o  begin  the  work,  and  the  Lord  has  so  graciously  assisted 
us  with  the  needful  strength,^  that  the  church  is  now  stand- 
log  and  its  ouuide  comptjetely  boarded,  so  that  w^  hope,  by 
His  mercy,  to  be  able  to  use  it  this  winter.  We  found, 
however,  that  the  size  mentipned  in  our  former  account,  viz. 
30  feet  by  ao,  would  not  be  sufficient,  and  therefore  resolved 
to  add  8  feet  in  length  and  8  in  breadth,  especially  as  we 
hope,  that  the  Lord  will  perhaps  send  us  an  additional  num. 
her  of  hearers.  May  he  grant  it  to  be  a  sanQuary,  in  which 
the  glory  of  His  presence  may  be  revealed,  whenever  we 
are  met  in  I^is  name,  and  in  which  many  poor  sinners,  by 
the  word  ot  reconciliation  may  be  brought  to  the  light  and 
knowledge  of  th«ir  Redeemer^ 

During  the  last  year,  neither  Europeans  nor  heathen  Es- 
quimaux have  made  any  stay  in  our  neighbourhood,  but  only 
called  upon  us  in  passing.  To  the  latter  the  Gospel  has  been 
diligently  declared,  and  the  most  earnest  exhorutions  given, 
to  turn  to  their  God  and  Saviour.  The  necessity  of  true 
conversion  was  often  represented  to  them  in  the  most  urgent 
terms.  But  as  they  have  no  mind  to  forsake  their  heathen- 
ish ways,  and  our  words,  as  they  say,  only  make  them  un* 
easy,  they  fly  as  fast  as  possible  from  the  sound  of  the  Gos- 
pel, many  however  whh  a  secret  conviflion  of  its  truth.  We 
hope  that  it  is  not  all.  in  vain,  but  that  in  some,  the  good  seed 
will  take  root  and  bring  forth  good  fri^it  in  due  season.  Out 
Almighty  Saviour  is  the  Author  and  Finisher  of  all  Faith, 
and  when  he  opens  no  man  can  shut.  ,  To  him  we  look  for 
H  biasing  on  our  exhortations. 

The  account  you  gave  us  of  the  departure  of  our  belov- 
ed Brother  Rose  at  Bavianskloof,  as  likewise  of  Sister  Mor- 
hardt  and  the  child  Charles  Kohlmeister,  affe^ed  us 
much.  We  pray  Him,  with  whom  are  the  issues  of  life  and 
itatbf  to  comfort  all  those  who  are  left  behind  to  mourn  the

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Kms  oF  Aeir  tkar  kthiions  and  friends.  We  agatir  return  yom^ 
otir  most  coMial  thanks  for  the  necessaries  of  life  and  other 
provisions  yon  have  sent  us:  and  prsy  the  Lord  that  he 
would  continue  to  afford  you  the  means  requisite  thereto. 
May  he  ala9  in  mercy  defend  and  pt&teSt  )*our  native  coun* 
tty  and  our  King  and  Government  by  his  almighty  arm.  ai 
he  has  hitherto  done. 

On  the  i^lh  of  September,  we  had  the  pleasure  to  bid  our 
deaf  Btother  Fraser  welcome,  and  to  see  the  Resolution  en- 
ter Our  bay.  Brother  and  Sister  Burghardt  arrived  with, 
dte  ihip  on  a  visit,  and  will  stay  with  us  for  a  time.  We 
received  iliem  with  great  joy  and  are  glad  to  see  them  both 
m  such  good  health.  Brother  and  Sister  Kohlmeister  wit! 
go  on  *  visit  to  Europe,  with  their  daughter  Henrietta^ 
and  the  Uttle  girls  Sophia  Martin  and  Mary  tfmen 
Ftom  Nain,  brought  hither  by  Brother  Burghardt,  and 
place  th^  children  id  ont  schools.  Brother  Henry  Schmitt 
aecompaniei  them^  and  vrtll  prbceed  to  the  Cape  of  Good 
Ho|ie,  to  serve  in  the  mission  among  the  Hottentots,  agrees 
ll^ly  to  his  call.We  thank  this  dear  Btother  Cor  the  service  he 
bas  tendered  to  the  Mission  in  Labrador  for  these  nine  yeara 
^st,  and  especially  for  the  diligence  and  faithfulness  with 
which  he  has^assisted  us  in  the  building  of  our  new  church*

!•  From  BaoTH£RCHRi$TiAN  Frederick  Richtcr« 

Off  Madeira^  Aug.  16,  1806. 

"Owing  to  contrary  winds  and  other  delays,  we  did 
not  arrive  here  till  the  9tb.  We  were  driven  about  in  the 
iBay  of  Biscay  and  led  so  much  out  of  the  proper  track,  that 
on  the  2d,  we  saw  a  Spanish  promontory  and  were  under 
some  apprehensions  of  being  driven  loo  near  the  coast.  But 
'  on  the  sanoe  day,  the  wind  proved  favourable^  and  we  were, 
by  God's  mercy»  brought  hither  in  perfeft  safety. 

We  had  here  the  unexpeQed  pleafure  to  find  Messrs. 
Butscher,  Nielandcr,  and  Prasse,  missionaries  sent  by  the  So* 
ciety  for  missions  to  Africa  and  the  East,  to  Sierra  Leone. 
Having  lost  their  Captain  by  death,  the  English  consul  did 
not  think  proper  to  suffer  them  to  proceed,  without  previous 

communication  with  the  owners. 

.*• 

These  worthy  men  had  been  ten  weeks  here,  and  are  yet  ui 
wncertainty  when  they  may  proceed.  Our  joy.  was  mutual, 
in  meeting  in  this  strange  place,  and  we  had  muok  pkasing 
and  edifying  intercourse.  Their  landlady,  an  Irish  woman, 
of  the  Roman  Catholic  persuasion,  received  us  very  kindly* 
and  offered  my  wife  to  give  us  free  board  and  lodging»as  often 
as  we  might  chuse  to  come  on  shore.  May  the  Loard  reward 
lier  for  all  her  kindness  towards  his  servants.  We  trust 
fba  He  will  soon  bring  us  to  the  place  of  our  destination^^

their  gratitude  to  those  geherous  friends  who  sent  them,  in 
the  most  cordial  manner.  We  wish  them  all  the  blessing  of 
our  Lord  and  Saviour  for  the  participation  they  show  in  the 
welfare  of  the  Mission  we  have  the  favour  to  serve. 

You  have  heard  from  time  to  time  how  the  work  of  God 
proceeds  10  this  island.  Our  congregations  gradually  increase 
in  number  and  grace,  and  our  eyes  continue  to  see  and  our 
eai^  to  hear,  what  many  have  wished  and  do  now  wish  to  see 
and  hear  of  the  marvellous  works  of  the  Lord,  in  awakening 
and  converting  heathen  hearts,  by  the  power  of  His  Spirit. 

It  is  highly  gratifying  and  important  to  us,  when  we  Jiear 
bow  many  lovers  of  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ  sympathize  with 
us,  bear  the  concerns  of  the  Mission  in  mind,  and  offer  up 
their  prayers  in  our  behalf.  Sometimes  indeed  we  have  cause 
to  mourn  over  the  falling  away  of  some,  who  are  not  obe* 
dient  to  the  voice  of  the  Holy  Spirit. 

Brother  aiid  Sister  Richicr  have  arrived  safe,  and  Brother 
Eusebius  Williams  is  gone  to  St.  Kitt's.  I  hope  he  will  be 
set  as  a  blessing  |o  many,  for  he  appears  a  lively  preacher 
of  the  Cross  of  Christ,  and  has  a  great  love  for  the  negroes ; 
but  I  must  confess,  I  am  afraid  that  the  climate  of  the  West* 
Indies  will  not  suit  his  constitution."

jnLT  FAIRFIELD,  in  Upper  Canada,  several  unpleasant 
things  occurred  during  the  yeir  1805 — 6»  chiefly  owing  to 
the  rum-in'aders,  who  endeavour,  by  every  means  in  their 
power,  to  seduce  our  young  people  to  drunkenness.  Some 
Indians,  whom  we  were  obliged  on  that  account  to  exclude 
from  our  fellowship,  returned  to  Fiirfield,  and  created  much 
disturbance.  The  C*pr4}  however,  helped  our  Missionariea 
through  every  difficulty;  and  they  had  likewise  the  pleasure 
to  see  several  b^ksliders  return  to  the  fold,  whe,  with  true 
contrition,  bemoaned  their  transgressions,  not  ceasing  to  beg 
for  forgiveness,  i^nd  readmission  to  the  congregation,  till,  af- 
ter full  conviction  of  their  sincerity,  their  request  was  granted. 
The  Missionaries  also  found  .that  the  new  appointment  of 
Indian  assistants  was  of  great  use)  in  a  variety  of  instances, 
both  in  preventing  seduction,  and  reclaiming  such  as  had 
gone  astray.  Brother  Michael  Jung  having,  by  a  fall,  hurt 
his  right  hand  so  much,  that  he  was  thereby  disabled.  Brother 
Schnall  wa^  obliged  to  request  assistance,  and  Brother  Hagea 
from  Goshen  has  probably  arrived  thore  before  now,  (Nov. 
JSQ6.)  The  inhabitants  of  Fairfield  amounted,  at  the  close 
of  1805,  to  one  hundred  and  sixteen.  - 

2.  Brother  Denke,  who  lives  among  the  Chippcwtys 
O  m 
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on  the  river  Jonquakamiky  experienced  various  sufferings  do« 
ring  the  year  (ost.  Sister  Denke  vess  afflicted  vrith  a  hesivj 
illness;  besides  whichi  the  Chippeways  began  to  express  dis*^ 
Satisfaction  about  the  settlement  on  the  Jonquakamik,  having 
been  made  to  suspect  the  Missionaries  of  a  desire  to  possess 
themselves  of  their  cOtmtry.  Some  even  WeAt  so  far  as  to 
utt^r  threats  a|;atnit  Brother  Denke,  insomuch  that,  it  ap- 
^  peared  unsafe  for  him  to  reildain  any  longer  on  their  land. 
Under  these  circumstances,  the  t.ord  heard  and  answered  their 
prayers,  and  their  minds  remained  tranquil.  Tliey  were  like* 
wise  much  encouraged  by  a  friendly  visit  from  an  Ottawa 
thief,  called  Onagan.  This  man  seemed  to  comprehend  what 
firothei' Denke  told  him  of  our  Saviour^  and  to  receive  it  with 
more  seriousness,  than  had  ever  before  been  observed  in  an  In^ 
dian  of  that  tribe.  Brother  Denkt  entertained  hopes  that  he 
had  not  heard  the  gospel  in  vain.  He  also  offered  a  spot  cf 
ground  within  Us  own  tcmtorj  for  ^  mission-settlement^ 
promismg,  fhat  na  one  should  molest,  flie  Missionaries,  at 
pfevent  them  from  visiting  the  Cfaqipeways^  and  preachiag 
the  gospel  to  them,  whenever  they  pleated.  , 

This  chief  gave  a  vatisfkctory  account  of  the  country  lA 
which  Petquottingliesi  of  wliich  It  v^^as  reported  that  th^ 
Indians  hsd  sold  k  td  the  United  8ttite».  Brother  Denka 
Write :  "  Wc  came  to  speak  of  Pctqtsottittg,  (or  Natcwesibi^ 
the  river  of  £!ie  Huroi^i  as  the  Indians  call  it)  whenOnagaA 
Obsefvcd^  th^t  he  well  fec6ltected«  that  he  and  the  late  Tawa 
chief,  Eckeihuvft,  hwl  fofmerty  given  that  land  to  the  Chris-

*  8.  At  Petqnotthig,  die  Missidbaries  have  likew^  to 
itrug^t  wiA  diffculties  nearly  simihr,  though  in  a  smaller 
^ree,  to  those  at  Fairitld.  'thcf  are  supported  by  many 
|>roofs  of  the  work  of  die  Lord  among  their  smaH  congrcga* 
fion;  and  sometimes  heathen  Incfians  attend  the  preaching  of 
the  gospd.  -This  small  colony  consisted,  at  the  close  of 
1804,  of  sixty-seven  persons. 

'  4.  At  Goshen,  many  distressing  occurrences  took  place 
in  the  spring  of  1805.  Our  venerable  Brother  David  Zeis* 
berger,  who»  by  the  Loid^s  blessing,  enjoys  good  health  and 
spirits,  even  in  hoary  agC;  writes  as  follows: 

"  We  have  this  spring  experienced  great  trouble  and  dis- 
tress of  mind,  but  hope  that  the  storm  will  soon  pass  pver. 
I^fpre  Easter,  when  our  Indian  Prethrep  and  Sisters  were 
most  busily  engaged  in  boiling  sugar,  there  arrived  a  party  of 
O  3  youQg 
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young  people  from  the  neighbourhood  of  Petquottiogi  who 
immediately  began  to  drink  and  run  riot,  and  even  succeeded 
in  seducing  a  few  of  our  young  unsteady  people  to  join  tliem. 
Now,  diough  this  happened  in  the  sugar-huti,  and  our  town 
was  not  much  disturbed  by  it,  yet  it  lasted  a  whole  fortnight, 
and  was  productive  of  much  confusion.  We  indeed  met 
uninterruptedly  during  the  Passion- Week  and  Easter,  but 
could  not  keep  the  Holy  Communion  with  ouf  Indians,  as 
the  minds  of  many  were  in  a  state  of  dissipation." 

Brother  Zeisberger  dien  proceeds  to  complain  of  the 
great  harm  done  by  the  traders,  and  by  white  people  in  gene- 
ral, to  the  Mission;  and  proceeds:  **  I  think  continually 
about  the  present  state  of  the  Mission,  and  pray  God  to  help 
us.  In  former  times,  we  lived  with  our  Indians  alone«. 
liaving  no  connexion  with  the  white  people.  The  Lord 
blessed  us;  we  had  daily  some  cause  for  joy  and  thanks* 
giving  m  serving  our  congregation;  no  white  person  gave 
us  any  trouble  ;  no  danger  existed  of  our  youth  being  sedu- 
ced by  them  to  drunkenness,  and  other  excesses:  if  traders 
came  to  the  settlements,  with  many  horse-loads  of  strong 
liqQors,  we  took  charge  of  their  store  till  they  departed.  We 
and  the  Indian  assistants  had  that  power,  for  we  were  upon 
our  own  land;  but  here  we  cannot  do  it,  living  as  we  do 
among  the  wtiite  people,  who  delight  in  tempting  the  Indians 
to  drink." 

5.  Concerning  the  Mission  on  the  Woapikamikunk, 
a  report  has  been  made  already,  showing  the  imminent  dan- 
ger to  which  our  Missionaries  were  exposed,  after  the  mur* 
der  of  Joshua  and  the  friendly  chiefs.     (See  vol.  iv.  p.  1 .) 

In  addition  to  what  has  already  been  mentioned  con- 
cerning this  mission,  the  following  extract  from  a  letter  of 
Brother  Benjamin  Mortimer,  to  the  Secretary  of  our  Society 
in  London,  dated  Goshen,  Sept.  24,  18069  is  here  inserted: 

"  Our 
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.  ^*  Our  Iiv£an'brother»  Joshua,  iwho  vas  put  tq  such  a. 
crud  deadly  is  the  very  same  of  whom  our  late  veaerabfe 
Bishop  Spangeuberg  makes  mention  in  one  of  his  pubGca- 
lions.  Erer  since  he  kft  Goshen,  I  used  to  correspond  with  * 
htm;  and  his  last  letter  lo  me  in  particular  proves  his  dapo* 
sition  of  heart  to  have  been  such  as  we  all  wished,  /aithful 
to  the  Lord,  and  tq  his  word  and  people,  to  the  end.  For« 
merly  his  walk  was  not  so  steady,  as  that  of  some  other 
Indian  Brethren.  He  was  blessed  with  much  natural  good 
sense,  possessed  great  sagacity,  and  ingenuity  in  different 
kinds  of  work,  with  a  fund  of  information,  superior,  pcrhapa« 
to  any  other  Indian  in  this  country.  This  altogether  made 
him  pass  for  a  wizard  anu>ng  his  ignorant  countrymen,  and 
the  devil  instigated  those  wicked  men  to  prosecute  him  aa 
such;  but,  in  hctf  be  was  inhumanly  sacrificed  to  their  ha- 
tred of  the  truth.  He  certainly  departed  this  life  happily^ 
and  in  the  faidi  of  Christ."

I O  VEMBER  2d.  In  the  afternoon  the  wind  grew  vto^ 
lent,  and  rose  towards  evening  into  a  perfect  storm,  -  In  di# 
night  it  blew  so  hard,  that  we  expected  every  moment  ta 
have  our  roofs  carried  away. 

3d.    As  soon  as  it  was  light  we  discovered  great  ifSLrack 
made  in  our  garden.    Our  fruit-treea  were  much  injiyedi 

soine 
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$oam  were  torn  vp  by  Ae  roott,  bthers  hid  Uk  their  brans 
ehea,  and  most  of  the  fruit  >vas  blown  off.  The  phuut  which 
we  hoped  to  preserve^  by  carelbUy  taking  off  ^caterpiilars, 
were  now  totally  rtiiaed,  and  a  great  part  of  them  buried  un- 
der ^  sand.  Hie  diurch  roof  had  suffered  nodiing ;  but  in 
die  other  buildings  considerable  damage  was  done,  insomuch, 
that  we  were  obliged  to  get  a  party  of  Hottentots  early  in 
the  morning,  to  assist  in  making  the  most  necessary  repairs. 
One  fence  wa^  entirely  thrown  down.  For  these  twdf« 
years»  cfver  since  wc  have  been  heire,  we  have  not  expoicnced 
so  violent  a  gale. 

Six  Hottentot  soldiers  had  last  week  be^i  here  on  4  visit. 
One  of  them»  Aaron  Norman,  a  corporal,  who  has  a  re^ 
markably  good  testimony  from  his  officers,  having  agreed  to 
marry  Christina,  living  here,  we  gave  -it  out  in  the  public 
assembly,  and  they  were  givm  togedier  in  marriage  accord* 
ing  to  the  usual  form,  and  commended  to  die  prayera  of  tha 
congregation.  Aaron's  furlough  being  elapsed,  he  set  out 
on  the  day  following  for  the  camp. 

5th.  Several  officers  from  Cape-towii  paid  us  a  visjt,  and 
we  satisfied  their  many  inquiries  about  every  particular  rela- 
ting to  US  and  our  establishqi^.  One  of  them  was  a  Mr. 
Lichtenstein,  who  by  commission  of  the  government  had 
made  a  journey  into  the  interior,  and,  as  we  were  informed, 
penetrated  farther  than  any  JEnropean  before  him,  where  he 
discovered  nations  hitherto  unknown* 

9th«  We  had  a  blessed  participation  if  the  Holy  Commiiw 
irfion. '  One  Hottentot  was  spectator. 

lOdi*  A  jcompany  of  twenty  wMte  people  were  piesent 
at  church,  and  spent  the  day  here. 

Ildi.  A  aselancholy  ^vent  took  plaoe.  Solomon  and 
liOtiis^^s  honse,  in  Kotttmaif'e  l^loof,  dunog  their  abseaeo 
took  firei  and  their  little  daughter  Gertrude,  bom  and*  bap*

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.  tlzcd  here  in  July  ISOlt  haiycning  to  be  quite  tlont  in  &» 
uras  burnt  with  the  house.  The  mother  coining  hooope^  fmaA 
nothing  but  the  ashes  of  her  dwelling,  and  the  bones  of  her 
poor  child. 

l£ch.  One  of  our  communicants^  Lca»  was  bitten  by  s 
seipenty  and  when  we  were  callod  to  Tistt  ber»  little  hopes 
were  entertained  of  her  recovery*  We  were  much  pleased 
and  edified  by  her  ea^ressions  of  resignation  to  ihe  \^U  of  die 
Lord.  She  said;  '«  What  is  all  the  p^  I  suffer  from  the 
**  bite  of  this  reptile,  to  the  pains  ray  SavMur  svffisrad,  wlien 
^*  he  took  away  my  sins,  and  procured  eternal  life  for  tnew 
**  I  can  never  cease  to  diank  him  for  bis  flsercy,  in  settdinf 
**  his  servants  hither,  across  the  great  ocean,  to  bring  the 
"  joyful  news  even  to  me/' 

Another  sick  person  was  to-day  bajKiaed  on  her  sick-bed^ 
by  Brother  Schwinn,  and  called  Mary,  ^he  catinot  speak 
Dutch,  and  could  only  converse  by  an  imerpreter;  but  her 
heart  was  filled  with  thankfulness  and  love  to  our  Savtour^ 
who  had  mercy  upon  her,  and  brought  her  to  himself. 

13th,  We  met  in  our  own  family  acnd  adored  our  Lord  as 
the  Shepherd  and  Bishop  of  our  souls,  coveAantiog  anew  by 
His  grace,  to  follow  and  sqrve  Him,  and  declare  the  word  of 
His  atonement  to  those  to  whom  He  bsw  sent  us,  with  dtB» 
gence  and  faithfulness,  in  reliance  On  His  Messing.  Two 
children  were  bapti{&ed  by  Brother  Kohfhanwier  in  the  chil* 
drsn's  meeting*    Their  parents  ate  comnliteicattts. 

1 5th.  Brother  Kohrhammer  and  his  wife,  after  a  ^isic  of 
siflttecai  days,  return^  to  the  <amp  at  the  Yineyaids. 

18d^  A  runaway  slave  was  caagbc  near  the  Mtlement 
He,  with  another  runaway  from  Hottentot*s  Holland,  had  got 
into  Mr.  Moi^el's  ferm,  wher«  ibey  stole  two  goats  add  a 
4beil>^    Theservtat  pursued  thtm»  shot  oHe,  and  the  otfaet

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#a«  taken  here,  and  from  hence  conveyecl  to  the  Ficld-Cor* 
net  Grebe. 

19th.  Five  of  our  soldiers  came  on  furlough  from  the 
camp>  to  see  their  wives  and  children. 

2!2d^  Was  the  funeral  of  Anna  Roman.  She  was  bap* 
tized  in  April  1803,  by  Brother  Kohrhammer,  and  could  not 
speak  Dutch,  but  conversed  with  us  by  an  interpreter.;  The 
Spirit  of  God,  however,  bad  begun  a  work  of  grace  in  her 
heart,  which  was  manifest  to  all  who  saw  her.  She  knew 
herself  as  a  lost  sinner,  and  placed  all  her  hopes  in  the  merits 
of  her  Redeemer,  walking  worthy  of  her  calling.  The  day 
previous  to  her  departure,  she  sent  for  one  of  the  Sisters,  and 
said:  ^*  It  is  now  over  with  me.  I  am  now  going  to  my 
*•  Saviour ;  O !  how  do  I  rejoice."  These  words  she  fre- 
quently repeated;  and  in  the  evening  expired  in  peace. 

24th.  Being  Sunday,  we  had  several  strangers  here  at 
church.  They  came  from  the  warm  baths,  and  seemed 
much  pleased  with  their  visit. 

29th.  We  had  again  visitors  from  Cape-town,  and  were 
informed  that  we  might  expect  a  large  party  to  spend  Snn« 
day  widi  us.  Agreeable  as  these  visits  are,  they  sometimes 
interfere  with  our  usual  course ;  and  we  were  ^ven  obliged  to 
give  notice,  that  the  communion  would  be  postponed ; .  when, 
after  all,  no  visitors  made  their  appearance. 

December  1st.  A  great  number  of  white  people  attended 
public  service;  after  which  t£  child  was  baptized.  In  the 
evening  we  partook  of  the  Lord's  Supper,  in  the  peace  and 
presence  of  our  Saviour.  Juliana  havii^  been^  previously 
confirmed,  partook  for  the  first  time,  and  Christopher  was 
readmitted. 

6th.  Most  of  our  people  being  engaged  in  the  harvest,  we 
left  off  the  schools  and  tlie  meetings  in  the  day-time,  but  con-t 
tinned  those  ia  the  evenmg.

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We  deeply  regretted  the  necessity  of  the  Caie^  tod  grieved 
to  see  our  young  men,  whom  we  have  taken  so  much  puns 
to  instruct,  sent  to  mix  with  the  Heathen. 

30th.  A  grei[t  number  of  Christians  and  Hottentots  came 
to  be  present  at  the  conclusion  of  the  year.  The  compa- 
nyt  arriving  in  waggons^^  or  on  horseback,  increased  on  the 
3ist,  so  much,  that  we  never  remember  to  have  seen  so  large 
an  assemblage  of  various  people  at  Bavianskloof. 

At  nine  in  the  evening,  a  discourse  was  delivered,  in  which 
all  present  were  exhorted,  each  individual  for  himself,  to 
consider  before  God,  how  the  past  year  had  been  spent; 
whether  in  careless  indifference  in  a  sinful  course,  or  in  a 
daily  growth  in  grace,  and  the  love  and  knowledge  of  our 
Saviour.  We  represented  diat  these  last  moments  of  the 
year  would  be  best  spent  in  humble  confession  to  God,  and 
in  prayer  for  the  remission  of  all  sin,  through  die  Uood  of 
Jesus. 

At  half  past  eleven  o'clock,  we  met  to  thank  and^praife 
the  Lord  for  all  His  mercies,  craving  forgiveness  for  all  our 
many  defects  and  deviations,-  and  trusting  in  Him  for  par- 
don and  peace,  and  the  continuance  of  His.fiivour.  Thus 
we  entered  into  the  new  year  rejoicing.  We  could  not  but 
notice  die  silence,  order,  and  attention,  which  prevailed  even 
among  so  crowded  and  mixe4  an  auditory.  The  Lord  was 
with  us;  and  even  on  this  occasion,  by  His  spirit,  awakened 
many  souls  to  a  sense  of  the  necessity  of  conversion. 

Concerning  the  year  past  we  briefly  observe,  that  it  has 
indeed  in  many^  respects  been  a  year  of  much  trial  and  diffi^ 
culty,  both  to  us  and  our  people,  especially  in  externals,  more 
so  than  the  former.  But  we  may  truly  affirm>  that  the  grace 
of  our  Saviour  has  prevailed  amongst  us;  His  holy  Spirit  has 
led  many  to  the  knowledge  of  themselves  and  their  Redeem* 

cr. 
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er,  and  brought  diem  to  a  state  of  hap^nett  and  peace  vAA 
God. 

Some,  in  their  last  moments,  have  been  plucked  as  brands 
out  of  the  burning,  and  obtaioed  mercy  by  faith  in  (he  blood 
of  Jesus. 

As  to  ourselves,  we  may  say  with  truth,  that  the  Lord 
has  made  up  to  us  by  His  grace,  and  the  comforts^  of  Hit 
Spirit,  all  we  have  suffered  in  various  ways,  especially  in  the 
loss  of  His  faithful  servant,  bur  dear  Brother  Rose.  Brother 
and  Sister  Kuehnel  have  also  been  comforted  about  the  lost 
of  their  dear  child.  We  are,  thank  Gud,  all  well  in  healtbt 
and  live  and  labour  in  love  and  harmony  with  each  other. 
Our  hearts  are  filled  with  joy  and  confidence  in  our  Saviour, 
who  is  our  only  hope  and  refuge.  His  mercies  are  num- 
berless, and  endure  for  ever. 

.  The  congregacicm  of  believing  Hottentots  at  BaviansUoof 
consists  of  496  persons.  The  mhabitants  of  the  settlement 
are  nearly  the  same  in  number  as  last  year,  as  far  as  we  have 
been  able  to  ascertain ;  186  men,  306  women,  and  601  chil- 
dren.   In  all,  about  1093. 

We  commend  ourselves  to  the  kind  remembrance  of  att 
our  Brethren  and  Friends  in  and  out  of  our  congregationSt 
as  your  poor,  but  most  affectionate  Brethren  and  Sisters.

in  Labrador,  and  the  Society  for  the  Furdierance  of  die 
Gospel,  in  London,  were  of  opinion,  that  it  would  be  well 
to  gire  up  that  establishment.  However,  the  Lord  directed 
otherwise ;  and  in  a  few  years,  the  Esquimaux  not  only  be-

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wise  on  Thursday  evening;  when  a  portion  out  of  die  haf* 
mony  of  the  four  Evangelists  is  read  and  explained.  After 
which  the  candidates  for  baptiso^  receive  bistniction. 

Friday.  Both  the  baptized  and  candidates  for  baptism 
meet;  when,  after  a  dkcoiirse  on  the  teict^  a  hymn  treating  of 
our  Saviour's  passion  is  sung» 
On  Sa^rdays,  there  is  no  service  in  the  church. 
When  d>e  winter-regulations  are  made  known,  every  thing 
relating  to  outward  order  in  the  settlement  is  likewise  consi- 
dered. We  had  last  autumn  cleared  the  garret  above  the 
Strangers*-house,  and  given  it  to  our  Esquimaux  for  a  store- 
chamber  for  provisions,  each  family  occupying  a  separate 
compartment.  Three  times  a- week  the  key  is  given  them; 
and  Jonathan  was  appointed,  by  common  consent,  to  super- 
intend the  stores,  and  receive  and  return  the  key. 

January  2d.  We  spoke  with-  every  individual  belonging 
to  our  congregation.  With  heart-felt  gratitude  we  rejoiced 
to  find  that  the  work  of  our  Saviour  among  them  continues 
and  increases. 

Jonas,  one  of  the  candidates,  said;  <<  I  have  lately  had 
such  emotions  in  my  heart  as  I  never  felt  before.  I  hunger 
and  thint  after  Jesus^  and  to  partake  of  His  Holy^acrament 
0  that  He  might  make  me  acceptable  unto  Him.'* 

Daniel,  a  candidate,  declared,  that  whenever  he  Aought 
on,  our  Saviour,  he  felt  disposed  to  weep;  because  he  had  so 
long.stood  at  a  cross-way,  not  knowing  which  to  take,  and 
halted  between  Him  and  sin.  But  now  he  cried  day  and 
night  to  Him,  to  manifest  Himself  unto  him,  and  change  hit 
whole  heart. 

Thomas,  was  baptized  on  the  twelfth  of  December  last. 
This  man,  well  known  to  all  who  read  our  diaries,  by  the 
name  of  Kapik,  had  been  one  of  the  greatest  evil-doers  in 
this  country.    He  is  another  imtance  .of  ibc  povrer  of  tbe^

Byt  BOVf  O  how  m  he  changed 
by  the  power  of  Jean's  blood,  nrhich  ekanseth  from  all 
m !  The  ferodoua  ani  ttn4flc  pomiteoan^e  of  this  late 
monsKT  of  lalqutty,  which  made  ope  trfmble  at  his  appear- 
w^eef  k  now  converted  into  a  mild,  gentle  aspect ;  (he  savage 
bear  has  becocne  a  gentle  lamb ;  and  the  slave  and  instru- 
ment «f  t}ie  devit,  a  homMe  feUower  of  the  Good  Shepherd, 
and  a  true  child  ef  God.  O  may  the  Lord  pft^erve  him  to 
the  end,  and  not  suffer  the  cnfemy  to  obtain  any  advantage 
over  him. 

In  conf  ersiog  ^jth  us,  he  eicpressed  himself  thus ;  *^  We 
'<  have  sowed  some  peas  in  a  vessel  filled  with  earth.  They 
•*  are  now  Rowing  very  fast,  and  look  well,  which  pleases 
'^  me  vastly.  Some  days  ago  I  was  standing  and  looking  at 
^  them  with  great  delight;  when  the  thought  struck  me, 
««  that,  like  them,  I  had  laldy  been  planted  in  the  Lofd'^ 
^  garden,  when  I  wasbaptizied,  and  my  Saviour  wariied  and 
^  cleansed  me  from  my  sins  in  His  precious  Mood.  O  that 
^  I  now  miight  grow  and  thrive  like  these  pkmts,  and  bring 
<f  fovdi fruit  acceptdile  to  Him;  that  He  also  might  have 
^  OiHse  t6  rejoice  over  me.^ 

On  another  occasion,  he  said;  ^  I  have  no  other  desire 
•*  tut  Jesus,  my  Saviour,  who  has  had  mercy  even  upon  me, 
**  the  very  worst  of  men;  and  I  pray  that  I  may  now  give 
^  Him  joy,  and  cleave  to  Hrm  to  the  erid.  Alas,  alas,  that 
^  I  'have  known  Him  so  latel  Formeriy  I  CQuld  not  believe 
**  one  word  of  what  your  predecessors  and  yourselves  told 
•^'tis  of  Jesus,  and  of  the  necessity  of  believing  on  Hini,  and 
^  4)ecoming  His  property.  I  only  laughed  and  mocked,  and 
**  gave  pain  and  trouble  to  my  teachers.  But  how  is  this  T 
Q  ^      "  I  now 
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<'  I QODT  bdiereit  all;  and  our  Saviour  hu  to  powcrfonj 
**  drawn  my  heart  towardaHioudfytbat  I  can  find  no  words 
»*  to  describe  what  I  feel/* 

Niakungetok  aod  Angutauge^  two  candidateiy  expressed 
their  great  desire  to  be  baptized.  The  latter  said  with  tears; 
**  I  am  a  very  unworthy  man;-  tbis  I  know  and  feel^'but 
«<  I  will  bfelong  only  to  Jesoa^  and  viralk  in  His  ways*  O 
<*  how  I  grieve,  diat  though  I  have  htcard  of  Him  and  Hia 
**  love  to  sinners  from  my  infancy,  I  have  neglected  His 
*<  word,  and  loved  sm  and  wickedness  better  than  Him;  but 
«<  now  I  thank  Him,  that  He  has  revealed  to  me,  that  widi* 
<<  out  Him  I  cannot  be  happy/' 

An  Esquimaux  Sister,  speaking  to  one  of  the  Missionaries^ 
wives,  said ;  **  I  have  had  a  very  disUessing  night;  you  know 
<^  how  I  yesterday  told  you,  that  I  was  very  happy»  for  that 
**  Jesus  had  pardoned  my  sins,  and  I  had  now  forgotten  them 
**  alL  But  you  made  answer,  that  as  long  as  children  of 
^*  God  remain  here  on  earth,  they  can  never  think  of  Jesu'a 
<*  great  love,  and  of  His  sufferings,  blood- shedding,  and  bit- 
'*  ter  death)  without  remembering  that  their  great  debt  of  sin 
*^  was  the  cause  of  all  His  torments.  These  words  pierced 
<^  my  heart,  and  I  found  diat  I  had  been  satisfied  vrith  my* 
<<  self,  more  than  with  our  Saviour's  work  vrithin  nie;  nor 
<«  could  I  sleep  for  thinking  about  my  state.  I  prayed,  but~ 
<<  found  no  comfort.  At  daybreak,  Uierefore,  I  went  to

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Joniis  and  Dankl  dcchurtd  with  grett  freedom  atid  Qpat* 
nete,  tbat  their  hearts  were,  devoted  to  Je$a9  alotie^  thom^ 
they  knew  they  were  undeserving  of  His  £svtmr.  Benigna 
said ;  *<  I  am  often  moved  to  tears,  when  I  consider,  what 
*^  God  my  Savfoar  has  done  for  mo.  I  start  back  with  ter- 
f '  ror  when  I  reflect  upon  my  former  wicked  life.  I  have 
'*  been  an  abominable  smoer,  and  that  Jesus  should  have  re* 
<*  ceived  me  in  mercy,  jind  granted  me  to  believe  that  His 
<<  blood  can  wash  away  all  my  nns,  and  ddiver  me  from  the 
<<  power  of  evil,  is  a  fiivour  so  great,  that  I  am  amazed  at 
«*  it,  and  sink  down  widi  shame  and  gratitude.  But  I  have 
**  only  within  these  few  days  been  convinced,  that  as  loiq; 
*'  as  I  am  in  this  world,  I  can  do  nothing  but  look  to  Him 
*^  for  help.  I  am  as  one  walking  upon  a  smooth  sheet  of 
**  ice,  and  pbliged  with  every  step  to  goaitl  against  fallin|^

Salome,  a  candidate,  esqpressed  great  desire  to  partake  of 
the  Holy  Communion,  but  remarked^  that  she  was  resigned 
to  the  Lord's  will,  because  He  knew  best  bow  to  suit  His  fa* 
yours  to  the  wants  of  poor  sinners.  ^ 

Evigar^,  a  candidate  for  baptism,  said,  **  that  she  did  not 
so  much  wish  to  be  called  a  Christian,  as  to  know  Jesus  at 
her  Saviour,  and  to  feel  peace  in  her  soul,  through  the  for* 
givencss  of  her  sins." 

Paronina  declared,  that  she  much  wished  to  be  baptized,  but 
above  all  to  fed  that  her  sins  were  forgiven,  and  blotted  out 
by  Jesu's  Wood.  "  I  priy,"  said  she,  "  day  and  night  to

On  Edster  Sunday  momtng  ix  sun-Tlse,  the  bell  ttfaig 
rung,  Our  £sqtiinraux  flocked  to  the  tdhurch,  where  we 
prayed  the  litany,  and  afterwards  met  twrc6  in  the  forenoonf, 
to  read  and  medttsTte  upon  the  history  of  our  SavJooi^'s  re- 
inirrecfioh,  SCc.  In  fht  afternoon,  we  kept  a  Love-feaQSt 
with  all  out  pe'Opte^  fi^mihfled  them  of  the  great  mercies  be^ 
ttoWed  upotf  them  by  our  Saviour  during  the  past  winter, 

and 
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and  encouraged  tbein  to  keep  their  eyes  and  hearts  fixed  upon 
the  cross  of  their  Redeemer,  that  diey  might,  by  faith  is 
Htm,  and  by  the  power  of  His  death  and  resurrectioti,  die 
■nto  sin,  and^  rise  unto  newness  of  life.  Thus  they  would 
be  preserved  from  evil  in  their  connexion  with  their  heathen- 
ish countrymen  during  the  summer. 

In  the  following  day,  they  set  out  for  thdr  fishing  and 
httoibngrplaoes.  Many  shed  tears  at  parting,  because,  as 
they  said,  they  felt  great  heaviness  in  being  separated  from 
their  teachers,  and  from  each  other;  for  indeed  they  now 
^  kve  as  Brethren^"  The'  sincerity  of  these  declarations 
was  evident,  by  their  returning  more  frequently  than  for«- 
merly,  during  this  season,  to  spend  the  Sundays,  or  to  visit 
and  converse  with  us.  Thus  we  spent  the  summer  in  con* 
tinual  intercour^  with  them,  to  mutual  satisfaction. 

Though  there  is  not  in  every  one  of  them  the  same  degree. 
of  growth  in  the  knowledge  of  diemselves  and  their  Redeem- 
«r^yet  we  can  truly  say  of  them  aU,  that  they  earnestly  long 
lor  more  grace,  and  a  ft|Il  experience  of  die  jpower  of  JesuU 
blood  to  preserve  diem  from  all  sin.  With  respect  to  our 
Sl^iuimaux  flock,  we  may  now  apply  the  words  of  our  Sa* 
viour;  **  The  last  shall  be  the  first;**  for  most  of  those  who 
have  bur  lately  been  baptised,  have  more  love,  and  more  real 
experimental  knowledge  of  the  truth,  than  some  others  who 
are  old  members  of  the  congregatipn.  But  the  fire  en- 
kindled in  die  former,  has  again,  in  several  instances,  h'ghted 
up  the  half^xtingutthed  spark  in  the  latter,  and  made  them 
ashamed  and  deeply  penitent,  on  account  of  their  backslid- 
ings  and  slodifulness. 

.During  the  summer  we  were,  by  God*s  mercy,  preserved 
in  health,  and  acdve  in  varjous  occupations,  and  in  the  ne* 
ceisary  repairs  and  improvemeut  of  our  premises. 

August  28di« 
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Atigmt  Sfith.    We  heard  the  joyful  tiewi  of  the  aitival  of 
die  ship  at  Okkalu 

September  let.  After  the  mornnig-tenrlce,  ive  had*  a  . 
conversation  with  some  heathen  families^  who  arrived  here 
in  the  foregoing  week^  and  expressed  a-  wish '  to  dwell  with 
the  believers,  and  lo  be  eooverled  to  Jesm*  -  We  sokmahf 
called  upon  diem  to  declare  before  us  all,  nidieAer  d«j  were 
uncere  in  their  intentionsy  and  in  troth  desirous*  to  be  made 
acquainted  with  God  an4  the  wa^  of  salvation. '  We  ato 
told  them  what  we  expected  of  such,  who  wished  to  Kve-on 
our  land*  They  answered;  **  that  they  meant  to  reoetve 
our  words  like  Uttle  children,  believe  Ae  gospd,  and  obey 
us  in  all  things;*  &eir  only  aim  being  the  conversion  of 
themselves  and  their  families  to  God,  that  cbeir  and  titnr 
chiklren's  souls  might  be  saved.*'  This  declaration  was  made 
by  them  with  cheerfulness  and  great  apparent  sincerity*  We 
had  previo|isly  consisted  with  some  Others  of  fiimilies,  how 
these  new-comers  might  be  a^bmmodated,  and  provided 
•  with  lodgings  in  the  ensuing  winter.  For  this  purpose,  aiew 
winter-houses  were  to  be  built,  and  others  enlarged. 

As  soon  as  it  was  known,  that  these  poOr  heathen  had  ob« 
tained  leave  to  stay,  there  arose  among  our  Esquimaux  toch . 
a  ufiiit  of  joy  and  gladness,  that  it  was  truly  affecting  to  wit- 
ness it.  Since  their  arrival  here,  our  jkofrfe  had  not  failed 
to  speak  of  the  mercy  die  L^  bad  Aown  in  dieir  own  con« 
version,  and  to  preach  Jesus  to  them  as  the  only  Saviour^ 
who  al<^e  could  make  them  happy  bodi  here  and  hereaf- 
ter ;  and  now,  on  perceiving  that  they  were  to  be  inhabt* 
tants  of  this  place,  they  hardly  knew  how^  to  contain .  them* 
selves  foe  joy.  Yottug  and  old  ran  to  help  them*  with  their 
baggage,  and,  to  aetde  their  little  a&ir^  It  happened  ^so, 
diat  in  die  morning  early,  a  party  of  rheathen  Esquimaux, 
who  bad  declared,  that  they  would  not  live'with  the  be* 
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IkvtVh  on  dtparllof ,  H^d  left  ?  man  witli  his  ^f  '^nd 
child  behind,  wha  refused  to  follow  the  4)faAK(n  wy  Irngfitw 
9n(}  btggj^  to  |)^  permit^  to  liv«  h^e.  .  Ijle^  b|i4  pi»;hed 
Im  tent  at  some  di$ui^e»  but  ovr  po«iplet  fiUod  WHh  lovf 
imd  ardour  to  sore  siU  thoie  who  wiibad  te  be  oMvftftod^ 
went  ioyoediatelft  tqok  it  doviit  and  Mt  k  jip  io  the  midst  of 
their  own  dwetting$«  The  new-cemcM  were  quite  jhnmbled 
#od  tm$4ed|  by  99ch  prooA  oi  love  and  Bttsolaon*  in  dieir 
Chri^iao  cowu^riiifin,  and  declaxed,  tfiat  &r  the  firet  time  ia 
fb^if  tivci  ihty  had  found  people  vba  loved  diein  iridi  dis^ 
imerested  siacerif y«  After  all  imreeafflly  konsed^oer  £s* 
^ni^ilm  returned  10  Ugffoktok. 

On  the  IbAk  early,  we  bad  the  {deanre  tg  tee  the  Resohi^ 
fioocMie  tio  aa  sttdsor  in  our  hay. 

October  9d*  She  aet  sail  <m  her  retomto  London.  (See 
the  Letters  of  1805.) 

Daring  the  course  of  this  moadi,  o«r  people  began  to  re* 
torn  from  their  BiaDiiier<»pfaces,  and  4cp«irtd  their  wi6«er 


November.  We  spoke  -nidi  otir<xMmnmcaiits,  previoaa 
to  the  cddnationof  ^he  Lord's  Sapper,  and  peocdved  with 
gneat  g^atitude»  how  powerfid  and  efieoti^  the  ^work  of  (he 
Hdy  %ocit  h  m  the  hesru  of  innrjcommunicapts.  Bpth 
audi  as  have  faoqi  long  a^e  baptised  <Nr  admitted  -to  die 
Holy  ComflDftntant  and  aheae  «vbe  hs«te  hvtt  lately  be* 
coiae  partakcis,  fwroB  aad  itonfiesB,  ihpw  mmoiAf  4iey  ^a^ 
hiAtsts>  walked  ^f  aaoh  gqn:»  eapeiessing  Jdieir  astoabhmefit 
at  ibeir  Eraser  bfodocsi  aod  iodiffecence.  They  bemoan 
their  sias,  aad  nast«Maesliy  dedare  fbeir  idesktet  ta  be  de« 
liaensdlfrQib  jdl  ev^  diat  4]hey4na)r  ap^adtheir  lives  in  noki* 
tesrapted  peace  aith  l&ad.  Xhey  cwccp  'O^^er  tbek  id^oeiJlM 
wa^s,  by  wfaidi^eaea  after  tkayfceardo^  and  preibssed  ta 
beUefe  OB  }eius,  they  Jiad  ^grieved  tiiai»  and,  (aocordiog  to 
tbdr  <iwn  expression)  made  sport  of  him. 

In 
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In  visiting:  tbe  ttck  Wt  hud  much  satisfaction.  Socne  ap« 
peared  to  be  oear  thei(  eHd»  and  declared,  that  J^sus  was  theit 
only  hqpe  and  rofiige*  and  that  thejc  longed  to  go  and  be  with 
Him  for  ever.  In  this  coittfortable  alate  of  mind,  the  pa- 
tience and  resi^oatioA  thcf  show^  tinder  sufferings  was 
truly  edifying.  Formerly,  whenever  any  symptoms  of  st 
serious  illness  ap(>eared,  we  wbfe  always  afraid,  that  they 
would  again  be  persuaded  to  lake  rofuge  to  the  sorceries  and 
witchcraft  practised  on  such  occasions  by  the  heathen ;  and 
0ie  dread  of  death  was  manifest;  but  now,  blessed  be  the 
aame  o£  pur  wonder-working  Saviour,  they  lay  still  and 
peaceM,  resigned  tp  the  Divine  will,  and  testifying  of  their 
joy,  in  the  prospect  of  soOn  aceing  their  Redeemqr  face  to 
face, 

To.give  a  few  instances  of  the  state  of  their  minds : 

Magdaleoe  said;  **  I  weep,  but  not  over  the  pain  I  feel, 
«<  though  that  is  very  great,  but  for  joy,  that  my  Saviour  ii 
'*  near  my  heart  O  would  but  Jesus  come  and  take  mc  to 
**  himself;  I  long  to  go  to  him,  as  a  child  longs  for  its  pa- 
^<  rent,  to  behold  him,  and  to  embrace  his  feet;  I  feel  no 
*•  gloom,  my  heart  is  filled  with  joy  in  believing  on  Him.** 

When  she  began  to  recover,  she  said;  •*  I  am  almost 
•<  grieved  at  the  thought,  that  I  shall  perhaps  not  now  be 
••  permitted  to  go  to  Jesus..  But  He  haaf  this  day  given  me  a 
"  powerful  conviction,  that  I  am  a  branch  in  Him,  which 
"  He  will  not  suffer  to  perish." 

Benigna  expressed  herself  thus:  «  I  think  that  it  pleased 
•*  the  Lord  to  afflict  so  many  in  our  house  with  illness,  and 
"  to  restore  them  again,  that  He  might  prove  us,  to 
"  know  whether  we  could  pkce  all  our  hopes  in  Him,  even 
"  in  perplexity  and  pain;  and  I  have  now  found,  that  He 
**  is  Mp9  not  only  to  bring  us  safe  through  the  most  dia* 
**  trcsnog  circumstances^  but  to  establish  us  thereby  more 
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**  and  more  in  full  reliance  n{>0A  Hit  help  tltne.  During 
**  this  iilnes8»  he  has  given  me  to  feel  his  presence  so  sweetly* 
*<  that  if  it  had  been  his  will,  I  should  have  rejoiced  to  go 
**  and  be  with  Him  forever;  but  since  it  has  pleased  Him 
/<  to  restore  me  to  health,  my  heart  is  filled  with  gratitude 
«  towards  Him,"  ' 

^  Frederic,  a  young  married  man»  said  {  "  When  I  was  first 
'*  seized,  I  felt  much  concerned  at  the  thought,  that  this 
**  disorder  might  end  in  mj  death,  and  I  began  to  reflect 
*^  much  on  my  past  life.  I  had  indeed  no  other  hope  or 
'<  place  of  safety,  but  in  Jesus,  and  I  believed,  diat  if  it  was 
**  fiisi  will,  he  could  restore  me  to  health;  but  it  seemed  at 
'^  if  something  separated  us,  and  I  was  much  frightened  at 
^*  that  thought.  My  fears  increased  by  means  of  a  dream, 
<*  in  which  I  saw  J[esus  coming  to  the  last  judgment,  and 
*•  tlie  whole  world  destroyed.  I  cried  to  him',  that  he  would 
*^  save  me,  draw  me  to  Himself,  and  not  snflFer  me  to  be  lost* 
*'  I  repeat  this  prayer  daily,  and  thank  Him,  that  He  did  not 
''  call  me  out  of  the  world  in  a  state  of  uncertainty.  I 
*'  have  surrendered  myiclf  to  Him  anew,  and  only  pray^ 
"  that  I  may  truly  know  him  as  my  Saviour." 

Among  the  new  people  there  is  likewise  a  genuine  work 
of  grace,  and  they  arc  awakened  from  the  sleep  of  sin  and 
death.  They  come  and  confess  their  sins,  and  the  crimes 
which  burden  their  consciences.  Human  nature  shudders 
and  staru  back,  on  hearing  the  horrid  detail  of  the  abomina* 
tions  practised  among  the  heathen.  Thejp  themselves  often 
exclaim;  "  O  how  shockingly  have  we  lived  in  sin;  but 
"  we  were  quite  blind,  and  chained  down  by  the  fetters  of 
**  Satan.  We  will  serve  him  no  longer,  but  belong  only  to 
*r  Jesus,  &c.** 

Sigsigak,  who  now  lives  here,  had,  in  a  sudden  fit  of  anger, 
struck  his  wife.    This  he  confessed  of  bis  own  accord)  and 
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added;  "  While  I  was  in  that  passion,  I  felt  a  strong  re- 
**  proof  in  my  heart,  and  it  seemed  to  me,  as  if  I  had  struck 

Jesus  himself  in  the  face.  I  was  powerfully  convinced  of 
*'  the  deep  depravity  of  my  soul»  and  that  on  account  of  mj 
'*  sins,  Jesus  had  heen  tormented  and  slain ;  yea,  that  even  I, 
"  by  my  sins,  have  slain  Him." — Here  he  burst  into  loud 
weeping.-—"  But  I  have  craved  his  pardon,  and  he  has  for- 
"  given  me  both  diis  ^in,  and  many  other  things  belonging 
"  to  my  sinful  nature.'* 

Last  summer,  a  yoting  man,  a  son  of  the  noted  sorcerer 
Uiverunna,  moved  hither.  His  name  is  Angukualak.  He 
is  seriously  awakened,  and  came. to  acquaint  us  with  his 
whole  former  course  of  life,  which  he  did  with  a  mind  great- 
ly  agitated.  The  reoital  was  a  string  of  the  most  abon^ina- 
ble  practices  in  the  service  of  every  vice.  His  parents  had 
instructed  him  in  the  art  of  sorcery ;  and  it  is  plainly  to  be 
seen,  that  Satan  exercises  an  unbounded  sway  over  the  mindt 
of  these  poor  heathen.  His  account  was  nearly  in  the  fol- 
lowing wor&: 

"  My  parents  told  me,  that  their  familiar  spirit  or  Torngak 
'*  lived  in  the  water.  If  I  wished  to  consult  him,  I  must 
**  call  upon  him  as  the  spirit  of  my  parents,,  to  come  forth 
**  out  of  the  water,  and  remember  this  token,  that  I  should 
••  observe  in  some  part  of  the  house  a  vapour  ascending, 
"  soon  after  which,  the  spirit  would  appear,  and  grant  what 
**  I  asked.  Some  years  ago,  when  itiy  little  brothisr  was 
'*  very  ill,  I  tried  this  method  for  the  first  time,  and  called 
"  upon  the  Torngak,  when  I  really  thought  I  perceived  a 
**  small  vapour  arising,  and  shortly  after  the  appearance  of 
*'  a  ^lan  in  a  watry  habit  stood  before  me.  I  was  filled 
**  with  horror,  my  whole  body  shook  with  fear,  and  I 
"  covered  my  face  with  my  hands.  Some  time  after  my 
'^  brodicr's  recovery,  I  bad  a  very  terrible  dream,  ^hick 
R9  overwhchacd 
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"  overwhelmed  me  with  anguish  and  terror.  I  thought  I 
**  saw  ^  very  deep  dark  cavern*  the  descent  to  which  was  a 
*'  narrow  steep  chasm.  In  this  horrible  pUce  I  discovered 
**'  my  mother,  my  relations,  and  many  others  whom  I  had 
^*  known,  and  who  had  led  a  very  wicked  life  on  earth,  sit- 
<<  ting  in  great  torment,  and  exhibiting  a  dreadful  appearance. 
'*  I  was  already  with  my  feet  slipping  down  the  chasm ;  and 
^^  it  seen^ed  as  if  somebody  said  to  me;  *^  Into  tliat  dark 
«  place  thou  likewise  must  depart."  From  that  moment  I 
**  found  no  rest  any  where,  but  having  beard  that  true  be- 
*^  lievers  lived  at  Hopedale,  I  resolved  to  come  hither,  and 
^*  with  my  whole  family,  to  be  converted  to  Jesus,  that  I 
*'  may  not  likewise  descend  into  the  place  of  torment,  ^nd 
**  be  lost  for  ever.  But,  alas !  I  know  not  as  yet  how  to 
*^  get  released  from  evil,  for  I  still  feel,  as  if  I  -was  bound 
•*  with  the  chains  of  sin.'' 

To  this  account,  the  Missionaries  add  the  following  re- 
mark: 

**  We  often  hear  the  Esquimaux  relate  dreams;  and  cer- 
tain it  iS|  that  several  of  our  Esquimaux  have  been  led  .to 
very  serious  reflections,  by  occasion  of  a  remarkabk,  and 
perhaps  terrifying  dream,  and  been  convinced  of  their  lost 
and  wretched  state.  We  do  not  encourage  a  belief  in  the 
fulfilment  of  dreams,  nor  pay  any  regard  to  them  in  general, 
but  yet  find  the  words  of  scripture  true;  Job  xxxiii,  14,  15» 
16,  17.  God  speaketh  onccy  yta  twicct  yet  man  pereeivcth 
it  not.  In  a  dreaniy  in  a  vision  of  the  nighty  when  deep 
sleep  falleth  upon  men^  in  slwnberings  upon  the  bed;  t/ien 
He  opentth  the  ears  ofmen^  and  sealeth  their  instr^uctions 
that  He  inay  withdraw  men  from  their  purpose. 

A  woman,  called  Ajaennak,  who,  whea  she  first  arrived 
-with  her  husband,  expressed  great  indifference  about  the 
gospel,  was  one  of  the  firtt  who  became  deeply  cosviaced  of 
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Sin,  and  concerned  for  her  salvation.  She  was  asked,  whe- 
ther she  did  not  feel  a  wish  to  become  a  candidate  for  bap- 
tism? She  replied;  ^'  I  do  sometimes  think  about  it,  but 
'*  more  about  my  being  so  very  great  a  sinner;  and  I  cry 
•*  with  tears  to  Jesus,  that  He  would  forgive  me  my  sins,  and 
<•  grant  me  to  know  Him  as  mtf  Saviour:  I  feel  I  am  i^nho* 
**  ly  Mid  unclean,  and  cannot  tlius  belong  to  Jesus.  What 
**  would  it  therefore  avail,  if  I  were  a  candidate  for  baptism, 
**  and  did  not  know  him,  and  that  he  has  forgiven  me  my 
**  sins?" 

On  the  18ih,  after  a  suitable  exhortation  to  diligence,  the 
schools  began,  both  with  ttie  adults  in  the  forenoon,  and  the 
^children  in  the  afternoon. 

December  9th,  The  Esquimaux  went  out  in  their  ka- 
jaks,  but  the  weather  proved  very  unfavourable ;  in  the  even- 
ing, therefore,  all  of  them  Returned,  except  Jonathan,  Adam, 
and  John,  which  created  some  alarm  on  their  account.  On 
"  the  following  day,  it  blew  hard,  and  the  fog  did  not  disperse, 
till  about  nine  o'clock,  when  w^  heard  a  great  cry  of  terror, 
and  saw  all  our  inhabitants  running  up  the  hills,  exclaiming, 
that  one  of  the  missing  was  drowned,  for  John's  kajak  came 
driving,  bottom  upwards,  toward  the  point  of  land  on  which 
our  burying-ground  lies.  Both  young  and  old  burst  into 
loud  weeping  and  wailing,  so  that  the  air  resounded  with' 
their  lamentations.  We  hastened  to  the  spot,  both  with  a 
view  to  comfort  our  poor  people,  aad  to  assist  them  in  reco- 
vering the  kajak. 

On  examining  ie,  we  found  that  probably  the  people  had 
saved  themselves  on  some  island,  and  that  the  kajak  had  been 
carried  oflF  by  the  high  tide.  However,  as  we  could  not  be 
sure  of  it,  we  spent  the  day  ih  great  uneasiness,  till  about  three 
in  the  afternoon,  when  Jonathan  leturned  in  his  kajak,  quite 
spent  with  fatigue,  and  t elated  what  bad  happened  to  him 
and  his  companions  yestqrday.    They  were  not  far  asunder, 
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returDing  home,  towards  evenings  when  on  a  sudden  such  a 
qoantity  of  floating  ice  beset  chein,  that  Adam  anc)  John  im- 
mediately fled  to  the  shore,  where  they  had  scarcely  landed, 
before  the  ice  covered  all  tb^  coast,  and  Jobn*s  kajak  was 
carried  away  by  tlie  flood,  as  we  had  supposed*  They  spent 
the  night  in  great  distress,  without  covering.  Jonathan  hap« 
pened  to  be  too  far  out,  to  follow  tliem  to  the  shoret  and  being 
soon  quite  surrounded  by  the  floating  ice,  was  carried  away 
between '  the  islands,  where  he  still  laboured  hardy  hoping  to 
find  an  opportunity  to  land.  All  his  eflforts,  however,  proved 
Yain,andhe  was  overtaken  by  a  very  dark  and  stormy  nightf 
at  the  mercy  of  the  ice,  which  hurried  him  through  the  chan- 
nels between  the'islands,  into  our  western  bay,  every  moment 
in  dangeir  of  having  his  kajak  crushed  to  pieces,  and  himself 
drowned.  His  paddle  was  broke,  and  he  experienced  great 
hardship  and  terror  during  this  long  and  dark  night.  At 
length  he  was  successful  in  working  his  way  out^  and  after 
great  exertions^  reached  home.  In  the  evening  Adam  and 
John  followed* 

This  occurrence,  which  in  the  beginning  caused  so  much 
lamentation  and  distress,  became  in  the  end,  by  the  aiercy  of 
God,  an  occasion  of  great  joy  and  gladness.  The  Esquimaux 
Brethren^  who  had  just  escaped,  expressed  their  sense  of 
gratitude  to  their  Almighty  Saviour  more  with  tears  than 
worda»  and  all  the  people  joined  them,  with  loud  thanks- 
glviogs*.  It  was  a  very  affecting  scene,  and  we  were  much 
edified  by  the  declarations  made  by  the  sufferers,  that  in  th« 
hour  of  danger  and  distress  they  had  known  no  other  refuge 
but  God  our  Saviour,  and  were  confirmed  therebyi  that  He 
IS  the  only  Helper  in  tin^e  of  need. 

On  the  I4ih,  a  c^se  nearly  similar  to  the  above  occurred 
with  Aulak  and  Tuglavina.  The  latter  was  overset  by  a 
sealt  and  must  have  been  drowned,  but  for  Aulaky  who  right* 
cd  his  kajak^  and  helped  him  ag^in  into  it. 

On 
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On  the  silt.  A  boy,  who  is  truly  awakened  by  the  Holy 
Spirit,  called  upon  the  Missionari^.  He  said;  *•  We  boyi 
**  have  been  sitting  together  by  ourselves,  and  speaking, 
•*  botir  of  our  own  sinfulness,  and  of  the  mercy  we  have 
**  experienced  from  our  Saviour.  At  the  close  of  our  con- 
•*  versation,  we  fcH  on  our  knees,  and  prayed  to  him  in 
**  fellowship,  that  He  would  deliver  us  from  all  power  oi 
•*  sin;  during  which  my  heart  grew  so  warm,  that  I  felt  it 
•*  penetrate  to  my  feet.  [This  is  a  phrase  used  by  the  Es- 
quimaux, to  express  inward  joy  and  great  devotion.]  **  Je- 
•*  sus,"  continued  he,  "  was  very  near  to  us ;  I  will  givri 
**,  Him  my  whole  heart  as  His  property." 

During  the  year  past,  eight  adults  and  five  children  were 
baptized;  six  admitted  to  the  Lord's  Supper,  and  one  read- 
mitted. Three,  baptized  as  children,  were  received  into  the 
congregation;  one  readmitted:  seven  became  candidates  for 
baptism ;  seven  children  were  born ;  fotty-one  persons  have 
come  to  reside  here.  Our  Esquimaux  congregation  consi^sts 
#f  76  persons,  and  49  unbaptized  persons  live  on  our  .land, 
and  hear  the  gospel.     In  all,  123  inhabitants.

BROTHER  BURGH ARDT  observed  in  a  conference, 
concerning  the  general  state  of  the  Mission,  towards  tlac 
close  of  1 804,  that  he  had  never  perceived  such  an  awaken* 
ingofsoul  among  the  Esquimaux,  since  his  first  arrival  in 
Labrador.    Most  of  them  expressed  themselves  to  this  effect : 

♦*  We  are  very  bad:  We  have  behaved  very  ill,  and havc» 
**  always  returned  to  our  old  sihs  and  abominable  customs. 
•'  We  now  understand'and  perceive,  that  wecJin  do  no  good  " 
«  of  ourselves,  nor  preserve  ourselves  from  sin.    We  now  * 
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'<  hate  the  sin  that  is  in  us,  and  we  bate  ourselves  ibr  the 
'*  sinful  things  we  have  done ;  but  we  wish  and  pray,  that 
'*  Jesus  may  help  us  and  deliver  us  From  the  power  of  sin, 
•*  &c."  Such  were  the  general  confessions  of  our  people* 
Some  entered  into  a  detail,  with  many  tears  of  repentance^ 
afid  declared,  that  it  was  impossible  for  them  to  live  any 
longer  among  the  heathen. 

We  were  greatly  encouraged  thereby,  and  our  hearts  wcro 
constantly  lifted  up  to  the  Lord  in  prayer,  that  He  would 
continue  and  establish  His  work.  We  spoke  in  His  n^i^e,. 
"both  privately  and  publicly,  with  the  poor  repenting  prodi- 
gals, directing  them  to  seek  pardon  and  peace  with  dieir 
Saviour;  and  our  advice  was  not  given  in  vain. 

Feb.    21st,    1805.     Siksigak  and  Kapik   returned   from. 
Hopedale.    They  brought  letters  fromovr  dear  fcllpw-ja-. 
bourers  in  that  settlement,  giving  a  most  pleasing  accouot  of, 
the  work  of  God  among  their  Esquimaqx*     But  what  ex- 
cited us  to  the  most  heartfelt  gratitude  to  God  was,  that  we. 
soon  perceived  chat  these  two  men,  who,  when  they  left  u$» 
were  bent  upon  all  kind  of  raispbief,  had  been  most  power- 
fully awakened  by  the  testimony  of  their  believing  country- 
men at  Hopedale,  and  were  now  truly  broken  and  contrite 
in  heart,  crying  for  mercy,  and  earnestly  inquiring  what  they 
should  do  to  be  saved.     They  confessed  the  wickedness  of 
their.past  lives,  their  mockeries  and  revilings  against  Jeso^ 
ai^  enmity  to  Him.     They  said,  that  now  many  texts  of 
spripture  and  hymns,-  which  they  had  formerly  beard  with 
indifference,  had  recurred  to  their  minds  with  power,  and 
they  now  understood  their  meaning;  that  they  now  prayed 
^lost  fervently  to  our  Saviour  for  mercy  and  the  remissijon 
of  sin,  and  sought  the  company  of  such  only  as  were  of  the 
same  mind.     They  declared  they  were  not  convinced  by 
iQan,  but  by  Jesus  himself;  and  now  they  would  be  con- 
verted 
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Verted  to  hkn,  boc  only  in  word,  but  with  dieir  yffkoU 
hearts. 

About  this  time  we  perceived  in  sereral  of  our  people 
▼ery  encouraging  prooft  of  serious  reflection.  The  accounts 
they  received  from  Hopedale  by  Siksigak  and  Kapik,  ha?e 
excited  in  them  a  similar  desire  to  turn  to  Jesu^  in  truth,  and 
to  repent  of  and  confess  those  things,  which  haye  hitherto 
been  a  hindrance  to  them. 

In  June,  1805»  Jacob  and  his  son  Kapik  moved  to  Hope* 
dale.  Kapik  had  already,  during  last  winter,  formed  a  re* 
solution  to  settle  with  our  Brethren  there,  conceiving  it  to 
be  essentially  necdssary  towards  his  conversion,  and  no  per* 
suasions  of  his  relatives  c^ould  in  the  least  alter  his  purpose* 
Both  he  and  his  parents  came  to  our  house  to  take  leave  of 
us,  which  gave  us  an  opportunity  of  expressing  to  them  our 
sincere  wish,  that  they  might  all  devote  themselves  to  the 
Loid,  abide  faithful  to  Him,  and  not  suffer  themselves  to  be 
seduced  by  those  connexions,  from  which  they  were  now  so 
eager  to  be  separated.  And  as  the  power  of  God  seems  pe- 
culiarly manifest  in  the  awakening  of  Kapik,  wo  pray  that 
he  may  become  thoroughly  acquainted  with  himself,  as  a 
poor  helpless  creature,  and  with  Jesus  Christ  as  an  all-suf- 
ficient Saviour.  They  all  left  its,  on  the  16th,  for  Hope- 
dale. 

About  Christmas,  1805,  there  was  a  particular  emotion 
among  our  people.  Some  were  so  much  affected,  that  they 
wept  ailoud  for  joy,  on  hearing  the  history  of  the  incarnation 
of  our  Saviour,  and  that  He  had  stooped  so  low  out  of  love 
to  them  also,  and  as  man,  had  taken  upon  Him  our  sin  and 
curse,  and  by  His  bloodshedding  and  death,  purchased  our 
salvation.  Some  of  our  Esquimaux  Brethren  and  Sisters 
Vttited  us  in  our  rooms.  They  said,  that  at  this  season^ 
S  Jesus 
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ff(B$§  hi4  kreA  more  than  ever,  Mni  for  tkc  first  dme  in  tntA^ 
precious  to  them,  and  **  worthy  to  be  praised;"  for  tbcf 
Jnd  Uk  His  prdaesce  aisiong  (henii  A  Sistd:  saU ;  ^*  Often 
**  ivvhik  I  am  skdn^;  m  my  house,  I  feel  quite,  averse  to 
<^  €Oni^ersation,  and  wotdd  rathet*  be  sdll,  because  I  hunger 
^<  in  Iny  heart  after  Jeaus,  and  detire  only  to  converse  -widft 
^*  Him/' 

On  the  30th  of  December,  the  portion  of  scripture  n^A 
in  iht  school  of  the  adults  was  the  history  <^  our  Savionr*$ 
i^ny  in  the  garden.  Three  women  were  excce&igly  af* 
fiscbed.  One,  who  was  readmg  in  her  turn,  was  so  fttudi 
overcome,  that  she  stopped  short,  and  burst  into  loud  weep* 
ing ;  the  other  two,  for  some  ttine  endeavoured  to  supprast 
their  feelings,  but  were  at  length  obliged  to  give  full  vent  to 
their  tears.  We  rejoiiced  to  see  such  a  proof  of  the  divint 
power  of  die  word  of  the  cross. 

The  Missionaries  close  thdr  Diary  with  eicpressions  of 
0ie  most  bearrfidt  joy  and  thanksgiving  to  our  Saviour,  fot 
Ihe  manifestation  of  His  power  among  the  members  of  tbeit 
small  Esquimaux  congrsgaiioA,  i^kh  consisti  of  42  bapi 
lizcd,  and  ^  uttbaptifttd  persons,  living  at  Nain* 


/y^m  Okkuk,  1806.  . 

APRIL  25*  A  party  of  Esquimaux  from  Saeglek  were 
attentive  hearers  at  the  chapel.  One  of  them  conversed  with 
IM  for  a  consideratde  time,  and  was  eamesdy  requested,  to 
think  about  conversion,  and  Ac  salvation  of  his  immoitd 
sovl.  He  xksired  to  see  a  pittnre  of  onr  Saviour  crowned 
widi  dioros;  adding,  that  his  counuymen  at  Saeglek  began 

CO 
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10  talk  about  Jesus.  11^  was  owing  to  t)ic  report  madf  bf 
Kultartok,  a  great  man  and  sorcerer,  residing  there,  fo  whom 
one  of  the  Missionaries  bad  showa  the  above*mentioae4 
picture,  when  he  waf  here  on  business;  and  improved  tbf 
opportunity  to  describe  to  him  the  great  love  of  our  Saviour 
to  lost  sinners,  for  whom  He  would  endure  torment  and 
^th,  &c.  These  words  made  a  strong  impr^ion  upon 
Kullart9k's  mind,  and  on  his  return  he  gave  the  heathen  al 
Saeglek  an  aocount  of  what  he  had  seen  and  heard. 

May  ilth.  A  parh^.of  Esquimaux  from  Nachvak  camt 
to  Okkak.  They  were*  as  usual,  earnestly  entreated  to  turn 
fo  Jesus,  and  were  remarkably  attentive  to  what  was  saidt 
Their  answer  was  to  this  effect;  that  they  wished  to  turn  to 
flim,  that  they  might  not  be  cast  into  the  dark  place  of  tor* 
g^eot;  but  they  c«uld  not  possibly  leave  their  native  country^ 
where  they  could  get  a  sufficient  quantity  of  food,  wh^caf 
here  the  people  were  often  in  danger  of  starving,  and  every 
fummer  many  died  of  diseases.  This  we  could  not  vnell 
^ntradict.  They  added,  th^t  if  we  woukl  come  and  live 
ynih  them,  they  would  be  converted. 

We  have  frequently  heard  such  declarations  made  by  &f 
^quiijoaux  hereabouts.  We  have  never  before  discovered 
so  much  attention  to  the  word  of  God  in  them,  and  the  j 
teemed  to  wish  to  hear,  hew  they  may  be  saved. 

On  the  20th,  we  receive  letters  and  diaries  from  our  Bre« 
thren  at  N^in  and  Hopedale,  which  filled  our  hearts  with 
joy.  The  account'^of  what  the  Lord  has  done  in  ^ose  places 
f  ncouraged  us  greatly. 

:  Pattiguk,  the  bearier,  was  a  speaking  instance  of  the  reality 
pf  this  account.  Both  he  and  his  wife  soon  began  to  te9» 
lijfy  of  the  love  qC  Jesus,  and  the  power  of  God  in  their  own 
f^ulsi  9ttd  vfQft  fidl  qf  zeal  ^pd  ^arn^st  (]e9jre»  to  extol  the 
I  S^  jnerc]: 
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mercy  of  God,  shown  in  the  awakening  and  conversion  of 
themselves  and  their  countrymen;  exhorting  our  people  no 
longer  to  delay,  but  to  turn  to  Him  in  truth.  Their  tes- 
timony was  listened  to  with  astonishment  and  emotion  of 
heart.  Pattiguk  came  hither  to  fetch  Tortosina,  his  rela- 
tion, to  live  with  him  at  Nain.  We  were  glad,  that  Torto- 
sina is  at  length  released.  He  had  frequently  conversed  with , 
us  during  last  winter,  and  expressed  a  wish,  to  find  the 
remission  of  sins  and  peace  with  Jesus ;  but  was  in  dread  of 
the  sorcerer  Uiverunna,  with  whom  he  had  lived  many  years* 
and  who  had  threatened  to  kill  him,  if  he  ventured  to  go  and 
live  with  us.  It  was  remarkable,  that  Tortosina  happened 
to  arrive  during  Pattiguk's  stay,  and  immediately  resolved  to 
go  with  the  latter  to  Nain,  without  first  consulting  his  wicked 
companion,  saying,  that  he  would  go  and  be  converted  to 
Jesus.  Thus,  when  the  Lord's  time  is  come,  He  knows  how 
to  make  all  circumstances  bend  to  His  will. 

June  18th.  Isaac  returned  with  his  family.  He  soon 
came  to  see  us,  and  his  very  countenance  testified  of  the  joy 
of  his  heart;  nor  could  he  find  words  to  express  his  thank*^ 
fulness  to  our  Saviour,  for  the  mercies  shown  to  him  thia 
spring.  He  also  showed  an  earnest  desire  to  make  known 
to  all  his  countrymen,  what  Jesus  had  done  to  save  them 
from  sin  and  death,  and  how  he  had  experienced  the  truth 
and  power  of  the  gospel  in  his  o*wn  heart.  Nor  didhe  any 
more  fear  what  they  might  say  or  think,  (which  is  in  gene- 
ral the  prevailing  consideradbn  with  an  Esquimaux,)  but 
boldly  declared  to  them  the  love  of  God  in  Christ,  and  called 
upon  them  to  come  and  in  like  manner  to  be  made  partakers 
•f  th^  blessings  imparted  to  us  by  Jesus,  the  friend  of  sinners. 
We  cannot  describe  to  our  dear  Brethren  and  Sisters  in 
^ords  what  we  felt/  when  we  beheld  such  a  proof  of  the 

power 
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power  of  the  Lord's  grace  made  manifest  in  this  nation» 
mmoog  whom  our  Brethren  have  laboured  upwards  of  thir* 
ty  years,  and  suffered  so  much  anxiety  and  grief  at  tfirir 
hai-dness  of  heart.  It  now  appears,  indeed,  that  the  Ldrd's 
time  is  come,  when,  they,  that  were  asleep  in  sin  and  death, 
shall  awake,  and  receive  ears  to  hear  the  gospel,  for  the 
salvation  of  their  souls.  Hitherto,  even  tjiose  who  were 
awakened,  and  had  in  some  d^ree  attained  to  the  knowledge 
of  the  truth,  frequently  halted  between  two  opinions;  and, 
though  they  well  knew  how  to  hide  their  deviations,  yet  in 
dieirliearts  they  were  condemned  and  unhappy.  Now  they 
confess  their  sins,  and  are  anxious  to  be  delivered  from 
them* 

Upon  many  occasions,  the  most  phasing  proofs  were  given 
of  the  zeal  with  which  our  people  endeavour  to  avail  them- 
selves of  the  frequent  visits  of  heathen  Esquimaux,  to  direct 
them  to  our  Saviour,  and  advise  them  to  ibrsake  the  wicked 
ways  of  their  forefathers. 

In  July,  we  had  sometimes  a  large  auditory  at  church, 
and  felt  greatly  encouraged  to  proclaim  the  glad  tidings  of 
sali^tion.  The  seriousness  and  devout  attention  of  our  hea- 
then visitors,  gave  us  the  best  hopes,  that  the  seed  sown  would 
£111  into  good  ground,  prepared  by  the  Holy  Ghost  io  re- 
ceive it.  A  company  of  heathen  from  Ittiblorsoak,  who  had 
had  much  conversation  with  us,  during  their  visit,  now  re- 
aolved  to  go  and  fetch  their  families,  and  nu)ve  to  one  of  the 
•ettiements.  Four  families  who  had  intended  to  go  to  Kil- 
linek,  (a  place  400  miles  t«  the  north  of  Okkak,)  gave  up 
their  proposed  journey,  and  determined  to  move  to  Kippo* 
kak,  south  of  Hopedaic,  to  view  with  their  own  eyes,  as 
they  said,  the  great  work  of  God  among  their  countrymen 
there,  and  to  be  likewise  converted.    Tney  set  out  on  the 

19th, 
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l»th»  and  took  letteri  and  parcdt  for  oar  Brethr^  at  H^|>c^ 
4ale. 

Towards  cyening,  the  last  company  of  heathen  from  tbig 
neighbourhood  came  hither  to  furnish  themselves  with  Tari- 
out  useful  articles.  Kununak  was  at  their  head.  They  had 
beard  all  manner  of  reports  concerning  the  believers,  soma 
of  which  were  strange  misrepresentations.  Kununak  itt* 
quired  very  seriously  into  every  particular  relating  to  ib^ 
conversion  of  his  countrymen.  We  gave  him  satisfactory 
information  about  all  he  wished  to  know,  and  exhorted  luoi 
and  his  company  to  turn  to  God  with  their  wlxde  hearts«r 
He  asked,  what  was  required  of  him,  if  he  would  keep  the 
commandments  given  us  by  Jet  us,  be  converted  to  him,  and 
come  to  live  with  the  believers?  and  added»  that  ho  should 
consider  above  it.  ^  .  ' 

About  this  ttme  twelve  tents  stood  on  our  land ;  and  tbt 
people  attended  diKgently  to  the  preaching  of  the  gospel. 

26th.  Three  families  arrived  from  Nain,  and  brought 
letters  from  our  bfethren*  there.  They  pitched  their  tents 
close  to  our  palisadoes,  which  gave  us  the  pleasure  to  hear 
their  melodious  singing,  at  their  morning  and  evening  family* 
worship.  During  their  abode  here,  they  were  inde£»tigaUf 
in  proclaiming  the  gospel  to  die  heathen.  They  went  front 
teat  to  tenti  and  in  simple  language,  but  with  great  energy 
and  burning  hearts,  related  what  the  Lord  had  done  for  tham 
since  last  spring,  and  exhorted  both  our  own  people  and  tbt 
strangers  to  surrender  themselves,  without  exception,  to  dieir 
Gx)d  and  Saviour.'  They  were  listened  to  by  all  with  won* 
der,  and  their  testimony  was  made  the  blessed  means  of  re^ 
newing,  in  the  hearts  of  the  baptized,  an  ardent  desire  to  be 
the  Lord's  with  soul  and  body.  Many  came  and  confessed* 
with  tears  of  condition,  die  sinful  things  whidn  hithartQ 
tiad  bad  possession  of  their  souls. 

Previous 
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Previous  to  this  event,  we  had  perceived  in  ttveral  an  ex- 
traordinary  emotion,  and  a  more  earnest  dasire  to  hear  the 
word  of  God,  The  Holy  Spirit  had  awakened  several  by 
ih^  most  powerful  conviction  of  sin.  Of  this  we  saw  a  re- 
tharkable  instance  in  a  poor  blind  woman,  who  had  formerly 
lived  here,  but  about  seven  years  ago  was  guilty  of  the 
murder  of  her  new-born  infant,  and  therefore  no  longer  per- 
Aiitted  on  our  land.  Both  on  account  of  this  atrocious  deed, 
and  in  consideration  of  her  whole  sinful  walk,  she  had  been 
exceedingly  distressed  for  some  time,  and  cried  continually  to 
the  Lord  to  have  mercy  upon  her.  She  found  no  rest,  and 
therefore  got  herself  carried  to  our  house,  to  confess  to  ui 
her  wretched  state.  She  had  scarcely  begun  to  speak,  be- 
fore she  burst  into  loud  weeping,  and  bitterly  bewailed  her 
sins  and  abominable  practices.  In  a  kind  of  agony  of  grief* 
|ihe  then  began  to  sing  that  verse — "  Thy  blood,  O  Saviour^ 
^*  is  the  cause,  that  I  may  sue  for  mercy,''  &c.  But  as  the 
Missionary  did  not  join  her,  not  immediately  comprehending 
vrhat  she  sung,  her  voice  being  choaked  with  weeping,  sha 
exclaimed :  **  Ah !  it  is  no  wonder  that  you  will  not  help  me 
**  to  sing,  for  I  am  indeed  too  bad,  and  a  most  abominable  sin« 
«*  ner.*'  She  then  entered  upon  a  fiill  account  of  her  wicked 
life.  The  Missionary  could  not  help  weeping  with  her,  both 
out  of  compassion,  and  for  thanks  to  the  Lord  for  the  mercy 
He  had  shown  in  reclaiming  so  great  a  transgressor. 

After  the  return  of  the  before-mentioned  company  to  Nain, 
we  had  the  inexpressible  joy  to  see  all  the  people  now  living 
on  our  land  come  of  their  own  accord,  and  with  many  tears 
of  contrition  declare  their  determination  to  part  with  every 
fhing  that  would  separate  them  from  Jesus.  Nor  are  they 
satisfied,  till  they  have  wholly  unburdened  their  consciences 
ctf  those  things  which  torment  then\. 

O  that 
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O  that  wc  wcteable  by  words  to  convey  lo  our  dear  Brc* 
threnand  Sisters  some  faint  idea  of  our  sensations,  and  of 
the  joy  and  gratitude  we  feel,  in  beholding  this  work  of  the 
Lord  among  our  dear  Esquimaux.  Could  they  but  see  the 
marvellous  change  wrought  in  the  minds  and  conduct  of 
some  of  these  people,  who  but  lately  were  such  avowed 
enemies  of  the  truth,  led  captive  by  Satan  at  his  will,  and  de- 
lighting m  the  most  filthy  and  outrageous  practices,  they 
would  mingle  their  tears  of  joy  with  ours.  We  now  hear 
backsliders,  as  well  as  heathen,  who  have  long  heard,  but 
^ever  believed  in  the  gospel,  speaking  the  same  language  a$ 
those,  who  have  never  till  now  heard  of  a  Saviour ;  all  con- 
fess themselves  most  vile  and  unworthy,  weep  over  their  sins, 
and  cry  for  mercy  through  the  atonement  of  Jesus.  Thus» 
in  Labrador  also,  the  word  of  the  cross  is  the  power  of  God 
unto  salvation ;  we  preach  Jesus  and  Him  crucified,  and 
describe  to  them  the  sufferings  and  death  of  that  Lord  who 
gave  Himself  a  ransom  for  all,  and  who  now  invites  all 
mankind  to  behold,  and  believe,  and  to  receive  pardon  and 
favour  through  His  blood. 

August  5th.     The  Resolution  cast  anchor  in   our  bay, 
(See  Letters  of  1805,)  and  left  us  again  on  the  15th. 

1 6th.  A  very  old  heathen  woman  died  of  a  malady,  gene- 
rally prevailing  about  this  time,  and  being  soon  followed  into 
eternity  by  others,  great  consternation  seized  all  the  Esqui- 
maux here*  We  were  not  a  little  concerned,  lest  any  of  our 
people,  who  were  not  yet  weH  grounded  in  the  faith,  should 
be  seduced  to  recur  again  for  help  to  the  pretended  sorceries 
'  of  the  heathen,  which  is  so  natural  to  them ;  but  we  had  the 
great  satisfaction  to  find,  that  the  Lord  heard  and  answered 
our  constant  prayer,  and  preserved  them,  even  in  sickness  and 
death,  stayed  upon  Himself,  and  seeking  comfort  and  help 
from  Him  alone. 

September 
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Sieptembelr  1 1th.  Isaae  and  Elizabeth  lost  their  obly  isOti^ 
but  eleven  years  old.  They  mioumed  greatly  over  his  loss,  for 
they  reckoned  upon  his  becoming  their  chief  support  in  old 
age.  They  however  comforted  themselves  with  the  assu- 
rance, that  their  beloved  child  was  now  happy  in  the  presence 
of  our  Saviour,  where  they  should  once  meet  him  again. 
In  the  midst  of  his  delirium,  and  the  pain  he  suffered  frotti 
an  inflammation  of  the  bowels,  he  frequently  exclaimed  with 
a  loud  voice ;  **  O  how  beautiful  is  Jesus !  He  is  not  to  be  de- 
«*  scribed!"  At  his  funeral  in  our.  bnrying-ground,  ,thc 
parents  demeaned  themselves  as  true  children  of  God ;  and 
though  they  shed  many  tears,  they  expressed  their  thankful- 
ness that  Jesus  had  received  their  child  to  glory. 

About  this  time  very  few  of  our  people  were  resident  on 
our  land. 

Octobfr  3d*  A  heathen  "v^omati^  left  here  by  a  roving 
party,  died  of  the  above-mentioned  malady.  She  declared 
her  faith  b  Christ,  and  that  she  desired  to  depart  to  Him. 
She  also  in  pi-ayer  turned  to  Him,  as  the  sinner's  only  nefuge* 
She  had  several  children,  the  last  being  only  a  few  months 
old.  Joseph's  family  were  willing  to  adopt  and  care  for  it. 
As  they  are  very  serious  people,  and  promised  to  educate  the 
child  in  the  fear  of  the  Lord,  we  granted  their  request  to 
have  it  baptized,  and  gave  it  the  name  of  Agnes. 

9th.  Isaac's  and  Okkumailinek's  families  returned  hither 
from  their  summer-places.  They  soon,  in  a  conference 
with  the  other  Esquimaux  living  «here,  resolved  to  regulate 
an  evening-meeting,  to  be  held  by  turns  in  Josq>h's  and 
Isaac's  tents;  in  which  they^spent  spme  time  in  prayer  and 
singing  of  hymns.  The  Ldrd,  by  His  Spirit,  was  truly 
among  them,  and  frequently  the  whole  company  were  moved 
to  tears.     Several  of  the  baptized  and  candidates,  who  had 
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hkherto  appeared  cold  and  dead,  were  thereby  sifwakened 
anew,  and  even  i^n  the  children  a  very  salutary  impression 
was  made.  This  happened  while  all  the  Misssionaries  were 
engaged  on  the  opposite  side  of  the  bay  in  catting  our  usual 
stock  of  fire-wood»  when  the  regular  evening*worship  in  the 
chapel  is  omitted,  and  in  general  few  or  no  Esquimaux  are 
atOkkak. 

The  Esquimaux  began  now  to  rqpair  their  winter-houses, 
and  even  rendered  us  essential  service  in  our  work.  On  our 
return,  the  regular  daily  meetings  were  again  held,  when  the 
people  attended  diligently,  not  one  being  willing  to  lose  an 
opportunity  of  hearing  the  gospel. 

On  the  26th,  eight  families  returned  from  the  rein-deer 
hunt.  A  large  boat  al^o  amved  from  tlie  South,  full  of  Es« 
quimaux.  They  brought  us  pleasing  accounts  from  our 
Brethren  at  Nain  and  Hopedale;  and  the  wek<tae  intelli- 
gence,  that  the  ship  had  proceeded  in  safety  from  place  to 
place,  through  the  merciful  preservation  of  God* 

In  the  beginning  of  November,  the  usual  order  of  our 
meetings  and  schook  during  the  winter  took  place,  and  we 
also  spoke  with  every  individual  Uving  on  our  land. 

The  schools  are  now  kept  in  two  divisions,  and  attended 
by  about  fifty  people,  small  and  great.^  Several  women, 
who  lived  here  as  chiMren,  and  at  that  time  went  to  school, 
'  but  have  since  in  a  great  measure  forgotten  what  they  had 
ileamt,  are  now  diligendy  seeking  to  regain  what  they  have 
lost^  and  to  learn  to  read  welU  -  The  Esquimaux  continue, 
both  in  the  morning  and  evening,  to  have  funily-wor- 
ship,  of  their  own  accord,  and  generally  attended  by  most 
of  the  inhabitants.  The  Lord  also  lays-  a  peculiar  blessing 
upon  the  exhortations  given  by  Joseph  and  Isaac,  in  which 
they  call  upon  their  countryinen  to  forsake  all  evil  ways» 
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and  surrender  thernselves  to  Jesus  without  exception;  dc«  . 
daring  to  them,  how  peaceful  and  happy  ihey  feel  in  their  , 
own  souU)  sinjce  they  received  the  grace  to  live  in  coromunioa 
with  him. 

Every  day  we  have  fresh  proofs  of  the  work  of  the  Holy 
Ghost  in  the  hearts* of  our  people,  and  are  grtatly  encoura-  . 
ged,  when  we  see  our  church  well  filled  with  attentive  hear-  . 
crs,  most  of  whom  are  seeking  souls,  hupgerbg  and  thirsting 
after  righteousness.    This  has  never  before  been  the  case» 
since  it  was  first  built,  now  twenty  years  ago. 

The  1  Sth  was  a  day  not  to  be  forgotten^  on  which  the  Lord 
showered  upon  us  and  our  congregation  the  richest  blessinga* 
Okkumailinek  and  his  wife  were  baptized,  and  called  Tho- 
mas and  Sophia.  In  the  meeting  of  the  baptized  we  comnm- 
nicated  to  them  several  passages  from  the  Diary  of  Hopedale^ 
giving  an  account  of  the  conversion  of  their  countrymen, 
which  were  heard  with  great  attention^  and  much  emotion. 
At  the  conclusion,  we  knelt  down,  and  entreated  the  Lord  to 
manifest  His  love  and  mercy  to  us  here,  in  the  same  gcacious 
manner  as  in  other  places. 

On  the  2d,  at  a  similar  meeting,  the  salutations  of  the 
conference  of  Elders  of  the  Unity,  and  of  the  Society  in  Lon- 
don, as  contained  in  their  last  letters,  wexe  given  tp  them, 
with  some  account  of  the  state  and  progress  of  other  Mis« 
sions.  They  expressed  in  a  very  lively  manner,  their  thanks 
and  love  to  their  dear  Brethren  across  the  great  water;  and 
.  when  afterwards  some  verses  were  sung,  most  of  them  bitrst 
into  lears»  To  see  the  various  proofs  of  the  work  of  the 
Spirit  of  God  in  their  hearts,  excites  us  to  praise  and  adora- 
tion, at  Ak^  feet  of  our  Lord  and  Saviour. 

About  this  time^  the  Esquimaux  had  rather  scanty  fare,  as 

there  were  no  seafe  tp  be  caught*    But  on  the  1 6tb  and  17th, 
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these  creatures  again  appeared  on  the  coast,  and  several  whales 
entered  the  bay  of  Kivalek.  The  latter  escaped,  as  our  peo- 
ple ^had  not  provided  the  necessary  tackle  to  catch  them ; 
but  on  the  18  th,  having  lent  them  some  seal-nets,  they  made 
a  trial  to  catch  seals  with  them.  At  Ikkerasak,  where  the 
seals  are  said  to  be  in  greater  numbers,  our  people  were  suc- 
cessful with  the  nets,  and  brought  a  large  quantity  of  pro- 
vision home.  In  the  following  days  also,  by  the  same  mode, 
a  great  many  seals  were  taken.  As  the  families  of  those  em- 
ployed remained  here,  the  daily  worship  was  well  attended. 

In  the  begiiming  of  December,  the  before-mentioned  epi- 
demical disorder  began  to  spread,  and  towards  the  middle  of 
the  month,  most  of  our  people  were  seized  with  it.  We  had 
our  usual  fears,  lest  any  in  their  distress  should  be  prevailed 
on  to  betake  themselves  to  the  foolish  sorceries  of  the  hea« 
then. 

In  the  night  of  the  20th,  a  man,  called  Pamijok,  living  on 
our  land,  being  seized,  sent  to  Kivaiek,  for  the  noted  sorce- 
rer Uiverunna ;  but  Joseph  having  heard  of  it,  came  imme- 
diately to  inform  us.  Finding  himself  betrayed,  and  know- 
ing our  disapprobation  of  such  wicked  practices,  he  packed 
up  his  diings  on  the  day  following,  and  moved  to  Kivaiek, 
to  try  the  effects  of  Uiveninna*8  tricks  upon  himself  and  his 
aged  mother.  We  were  grieved  to  find  that  Satan  still  keeps 
his  hold,  and  continues  to  in&tuate  the  minds  of  the  heathen 
around  us. 

Towards  evening,  a  very  affecting  occurrence  took  place. 
KuUugak's  two  wives  died,  the  last  but  sixteen  hours  &fter 
the  first,  and  left  him  with  four  small  children,  and  their 
grandmother,  in  a  very  deplorable  and  forsaken  condition. 
As  to  the  two  women,  we  have  hopes  that  they  have  not 
heard  the  gospel  io  vain*    They  came  to  us  during  the  sum* 
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mer  with  their  hushand,  from  the  heatlien ;  and  we  soon  re- 
joiced to  perceive  a  manifest  work  of  the  Holy  Ghost  in 
their  hearts,  insomuch  that,  of  their  own  accord,  they  came 
and  declared  that  they  would  belong  to  Jesus,  confessing  i 
their  former  wicked  and  sinful  course  with  great  contrition. 
They  cried  also  unto  the  Lord  fo  have  mercy  upon  them,  . 
and  forgive  ihcm  all  their  sins ;  and  we  had  hopes,  that  they 
would  have  proceeded  in  the  way  of  life  and  peace*  Both 
testified  in  their  short  illness,  of  their  only  ho^e  in  Christ 
their  Saviour;  and  that  if  they  should  die,  ^they  trusted  He 
would  receive  them  in  mercy.  They  likewise  begged  that 
hymns  might  be  sung,  treating  of  the  hope  of  believers  to  see 
the  Lord  in  glory,  and  while  they  were  able,  they  joined 
with  fervency. 

All  who  could  possibly  creep  to  the  church  attended  the* 
celebration  of  the  Christmas-season,  and  with  us  adored  our 
incarnate  God  and  Saviour.     We  also  closed  this  remarka* 
ble  year  with  them,'  praising  and  blessing  the  name  of  the 
'Lord  for  all  his  mercies,  and  commending  ourselves,  with  all  * 
his  people  on  earth,  to  his  pardoning  love. 

In  1805,  two  became  partakers  of  the  Lord's  Supper; 
two  adults  and  one  child  were  baptized,  and  four  persons 
.  admhted  as  candidates  for  baptism.  Nine  persons  died  on 
our  land  of  the  prevailing  disorder ;]  two  families  moved 
from  hence  to  Hopedale;  but  nine  families  have  come  to 
live  on  our  land;  four  of  them  have  retired  for  the  present 
for  fear  of  illness.  Our  small  Esquimaux  congregation  con- 
sists of  thirty  persons,  besides  whom,  thirty-nine  are  living 
9t  Okkaki  and  are  under  instruction.    In  all^  69  persons.

(N*  B.  This  Letter  has' been  alluded  to  in  the  preceding 
Extracts.) 

IVxY  Beloved,  Yc  who  live  just  opposite  to  us,  on  the 
other  side  of  the  great  water ! 

YoQ  have  the  same  mode  of  living  that  we  have ;  you  go 
out  in  your  kajaks,  as  we  do ;  yon  have  the  same  method  of 
procuring  your  livelihood  as  we  have.  Our  Saviour  has 
given  you  teachers,  as  he  has  given  us.  Be  thankful  to  Him 
that  they  make  known  to  you  His  precious  words,  and  all 
His  deeds,  which  are  full  of  life  and  happiness.  I  have  from 
sny  earliest  infancy  been  instructed  in  this  blessed  doctrine; 
for  I  have  grown  up  in  the  congregation.  When  you  read 
this,  you  may  very  likely  think,  that  I*  have  always  lived  to 
the  joy  of  our  Saviour,  but  alas,  I  have  been,  particularly  in 
my  youth,  very  often  ungrateful  towards  Him,  who  died  for 
me.  But  when  thb  was  the  case,  I  was  neyer  happy,  ai^d 
1  found  no  rest  for  my  soul,  until  I  cast  myself  at  the  feet  of 
Jesus,  and  implored  his  forgiveness;  and  even  now  I  can  da 
nothing  else^  when  I  am  distrcased  about  myself,  and  my  great 

sinfulness. 
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'  sinfulness.  When  I  am  in  my  kajak,  procuring  ^ov&ion% 
or  on  other  occasions  alone,  and  I  call  to  mind,  that  our 
Saviour  was  for  my  sake  nailed  to  the  cross,  and  suffered 
for  my  sins,  which  are  numberless,  I  acknowledge  myself 
the  chief  of  sinners;  I  then  pray  to  oor  Saviour  with  deep 
abasement,  and  often  with  loiid  weeping.  At  such  times^ 
1  feel  that  He  draws  nigh,  and  fills  my  heart  with  such  com- 
fort, that  I  am  quite  melted  by  His  love.  This  is  ako  the 
reason  why  I  make  our  Saviour  my  most  important  object; 
I  cleave  to  Him  as  a  child  does  to  its  mother,  and  I  will  never 
tarn  away  from  him.  Nothing  is  more  profitable  to  me  than 
the  contemplation  of  His  sufferings.  Of  this  alone  I  speak 
to  my  fellow-men. 

My  dear  Brethren  and  Sisters,  I  must  still  tell  you,  that 
I  have  been  four  times  in  danger  of  my  life,  when  rowing  in 
my  kajak ;  for  so  often  have  I  been  overset  when  I  was  quite 
alone.  When  almost  suffocated  in  the  water,  I  prayed  to 
our  Saviour  for  deliverance,  and  He  helped  me,  and  stretched 
out  His  hands  for  my  deliverance.  Each  time  I  raised  my- 
self up  by  means  of  the  bladder;  but  it  was  God  my  Saviour 
who  saved  me  out  of  these  dangers.  In  Him  I  trust  alone, 
and  provide  for  myself,  my  wife  and  children,  with  pleasure. 
Although  as  long  as  I  am  upon  earth,  I  shall  feel  my  weak- 
ness and  corruption,  yet  I  go  with  it  all  to  our  Saviour,  as  a 
child  does  for  help  to-  its  parent  I  pray  thus ;  "  O  my  Jesust 
«  Thou  Lover  of  my  soul,  let  me  feel  Thy  nearness,  impress 
*^  Thy  sufferings  and  death  upon  my  heart,  melt  it,  and 
**  make  it  tender,  through  the  power  of  Thy  blood,  and^ 
<*  according  to  Thy  good  pleasure,  make  me  well-pleasing 
**  unto  thee.  Thou  hast  bought  me  with  Thy  blood,  that  I 
**  might  be  saved.  Throughout  my  whole  life,  will  I  rely 
"  upon  Thee,  my  God  and  Redeemer !    I  will  place  Thee  be- 
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**  fore  my  beart»  as  Thou  for  my  sake,  in  agony  and  so\xV^ 
**  distress,  in  the  garden  of  Gethsemane»  i;vast  weighed  down 
«*  to  the  ground  with  my  gfuilt,  until  sweat  mixed  with  blood, 
*^  forced  itself  through  Thy  body,  and  fell  in  great  drops  to 
*<  the  ground/'  At  such  times  my  heart  grows  warm,  and 
my  eyes  overflow.  This  alone  is  able  to  soften  our  hard 
hearts;  this  I  experience;  and  your  hearts  cannot  be  sub- 
dued and  softened  by  any  thing  else.  You  must  go  to  Jesus's 
cross,  for  there  is  no  other  way  i%.  happiness*  Take  these 
my  imperfect  words  to  heart,  which  I  write  out  of  love  to 
you,  as  a  people  related  to  us*  Your  Jonathan's  words,  which 
he  caused  to  be  written  to  us,  we  have  received,  to  our  joy ; 
we  have  not  forgotten  them.  It  is  very  pleasing  to  hear  such 
accounts.  O  that  we  all,  as  one  people,  might  put  in  prac* 
tice  what  our  Saviour  has  commanded  us  in  his  word,  love 
Him  above  all  things,  give.  Him  joy  by  our  conduct,  and 
never  again  cause  Him  grief.  I  write  and  encourage  the 
heathen  in  your  country,  of  whom  there  are  still  many,  to 
be  converted  to  their  Creator.  Let  them  hear  much  of  His 
incarnation,  sufferings,  and  death,  and  relate  it  to  them  when 
you  are  with  them.  Remember  us  also^  and  pray  for  us  to 
our  Saviour.  We  will  also  pray  for  you,  and  when  we  do 
this,  we  shall  also  reap  those  blessings  which  our  Saviour  hat 
promised  to  those  who  pray  to  Him.

Laving  been  on  a  visit  to  the  Brethren  at  Fairfield, 
from  August  18th,  to  September  1 1 th,  1802,  I  returned  to 
my  post  on  the  last-mentioned  day^  strengthened  both  in  soul 
and  body,  and  thankful  to  God  for  the  favours  I  had  enjoyed 
in  thai;  congregation.  My  companion^  a  Chippevtray  Indian^ 
had  caught  a  fever,  and  >vas  not  able  to  lend  me  much  as- 
sistance ;  consequently  the  trouble  and  labour  attending  such 
journies,  fell  chiefly  upon  me.  As  we  were  approaching  an 
Indian  village,  ray  companion  following  me^  he  gave  a  sud- 
den shriek)  which  made  me  look  back  and  inquifcs  the  rea« 
son*  He  exclaimed,  "  stand  stilly  or  mil  forwards !  there 
lies  a  rattlesnake,  a  great  evil  spirit!'*  And  truly  I  disco- 
vered the  creature  lying  close  by  the  path  where  I  had  passedA 
Having  killed  it,  the  Indian  said;  **  Father,  it  id  in  vain, 
for  after  sunset  it  will  revive  again,  and  pursue  you  every 
wherci"  Though  I  endeavoured  to  pacify  him^  he  still 
continued  looking  ba^k,  full  of  anxiety. 

On  the  14th,  in  the  evening,  we  arrived  safe  at  the  house 
of  Mrs.  Harsen*  During  my  absence,  some  Indians,  misled 
by  the  representations  of  evil-minded  white  people,  had  bu-* 
sied  themselves  to  persuade  their  countrymen,  that  the  cause 
of  the  sickness  generally  prevailing  iuvthcse  parts,  could  be  no 
H  other 
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Other,  than  that  they  had  received  a  teacher  among  thctii. 
One  of  these  Indians  had.  come  hither  to  reprove  Nangi,  the; 
Chief,  for  having  brought  misfortune  upon  his  nation,  by 
inviting  me  to  settle  in  the  country.  Kangi  asked  him  who 
bad  told  the  Indians  so  ?  and  being  informed  that  it  was  done 
by  white  people,  he  said;  "  Why  then  are  the  white  people 
every  •where  sick,  and  even  more  so  than  we  are?  Is  perhaps 
our  teacher  got  among  them  also  ?  Have  they  not  their  own 
teachers;  and  are  not  the  French  particularly  attached  to 
Ihemr 

On  the  23d,  and  following  'days,  the  Indians  held  their 
autumnal  dance,  a  festivity  observed  with  a  view  to  a  suc- 
cessful chase.  Their  drums  resounded  all  night  through. 
It  cannot  be  described  how  these  people  are  sui^k  in  super** 
sticion,  and  how  fast  they  are  bound  in  the  chains  of  satan. 
On  these  occasions,  the  sorcerers  play  the  chief,  and  to  them* 
^Ives  the  most  profitable,  part.  Oh>  that  the  Lord  would 
toon  have  mercy  upon  this  nation ! 

October  5th  and  6th,  I  was  busy  in  erecting  my  dwelling, 
which  is  fourteen  feet  square,  and  was  at  first  assisted  by 
some  of  Mr.  Harsen*s  family.  But  in  the  following  days, 
I  worked  by  myself,  till  the  14th,  when  I  got  a  carpenter  to 
help  me.  Owing  to  the  frequent  rains  at  this  season,  I  pro- 
ceeded but  slowly  with  the  building.  For  a  covering  for  the 
roof,  I  went  to  Millesage,  to  strip  the  bark  ofiTa  hut,  which 
a  young  Indian  had  given  me  for  that  purpose.  The  In* 
dians  have  now  moved  into  their  winter-habitations,  in 
the  thickest  of  the  woods,  where  they  abide  for  die  autumnal 
fiunt.  Before  they  departed,  most  of  them  called  upon  me ; 
and  it  gave  me  much  pain,  that  I  was  not  yet  able  to  preach 
the  gospel  to  them. 

On  the  2StIv  I  set  off,  accompanied  by  young  Mr.  Haisen, 
for  Fairfield.    Wf  ba4  to  wade  through  a  riveri  the  water 

of 
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of  which  reached  up  to  our  middle,  and  was  very  cdld,  fo% 
there  had  been  a  strong  frost  the  preceding  night.  We 
however  arrived  safe  at  Fairfield  on  the  20th. 

November  Sd,  I  took  the  opportunity  of  returning  by  a 
vessel  sailing  down  the  river  St.  Clair>  and  arrived  again  at  my 
home  on  the  9th.  Soon  afterwards  I  was  taken  ill,  and 
my  disorder  assumed  the  appearance  of  a  low  fever ;  howe- 
ver, by  God's  blessing  I  recovered. 

The  22d,  I  got  again  some  assistance  m  building  mj 
house,  and  was  thus  enabled,  though  suU  very  weak,  to 
carry  up  the  chimney,  and  plaister  it  on  the  outside.  Once^ 
while  I  was  standing  on  the  bank  of  the  river,  an  old  woman 
came  sailing  by.  On  seeing  my  house,  she  stopped  and  said ; 
**  This  is  not  only  i/our  house,  it  is  also  mine,  for  I  shall 
likewise  ,come  to  church,  to  hear  good  words.  But  this 
house  is  too  small,  if  we  all  come,  for  there  are  many  of  us^ 
who  intend  to  come."  I  exerted  my  whole  strength  to  get  it 
finished;  for  in  my  present  dwelling,  where  kitchen,  parlour, 
and  bed  chamber  are  all  in  one,  I  cannot  meet  the  Indians; 
and  I  long  to  speak  with,  mad  declare  to  them  the  word  of 
Life,  and  the  love  of  Jesus,  though  still  with  a  stammer- 
ing tongue,  in  hopes  that  the  Holy  Spirit  himself  will  ex- 
plain it  to  their  souls.  I  have  indeed  made  several  attempts 
to  converse  with  them,  by  means  of  an  interpreter,  but,  to 
my  sorrow,  have  hitherto  found  It  impracticable. 

On  the  2'7th,  my  house  was  so  far  completed,  that  I  could 
move  into  it.  I  dedicated  it  in  fervent  prayer  to  God  our 
Saviour,  beseeching  Him  to  enable  me  to  proclaim  His 
precious  gospel,  with  a  warm  heart,  to  the  heathen;  to  make 
them  wiUing  to  receive  it;  and  bless  it  for  their  eternal  salva- 
tion. May  He  in  mercy  cause  this  house  to  be  a  place,  in 
which  souls  are  gained  for  Him,  and  grant  the  preachmg  of 
tEe  |;ospd  to  produce .  rich  fruit  to  His  name's  g}ory. 
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There  arc  three  Indian  hunting-hut^  at  the  distance  of 
about  half  a  mile  from  my  house.  Opposite  to  me,  on  the 
other  ^de  of  the  river,  about  a  mile  from  the  bank,  stands 
Mrs.  JIarsen's  habitation.  The  other  white  people  live 
three  miles  oiBF.  Thus  I  live  here  alone,  cut  off  from  all 
human  society,  in  the  midst  of  a  wood.  Wolves,  foxes,  and 
■wild  cats  approach  my  dwelling  every  night,  of  which  my 
dog  faithfully  gives  me  warning:  foxes,  weasels,  owls,  hawks, 
kites,  and  different  kinds  of  ducks,  are  found  here  in  great 
abundance,  I  have  already  discovered  fourteen  species  of 
ducks,  some  of  which,  however,  are  not  eatable.  Musk-ratSr 
and  badgers  are  likewise  numerous.  The  field-mice  and 
ground-squirrels  do  much  mischief.  Time  never  hangs 
lieavy  on  my  hands ;  and  during  my  daily  work,  I  enjoy  the 
presence  of  my  unseen  Friend.  Intercourse  with  Him 
sweetens  my  lonely  situation,  and  in  the  most  blessed  tnanner 
indemnifies  me  for  the  want  of  human  society. 

An  Indian,  who  sojourned  here,  was  once  without  my 
knowledge  asked,  why  he  was  so  much  against  a  Teacher*s 
living  with  them  ?  To  this  he  replied ;  •*  These  are  untruths, 
constantly  asserted  by  the**  Indians.  I  shall  certainly  come 
to  church ;  for  I  could  wish  to  be  a  better  man,  and  my 
children  to  become  wise,"  (i.  e.  to  receive  school-instruc- 
tion.) 

December  8th,  an  Indian  family  arrived,  and  put  up  their ' 
tent  near  my  dwelling.  The  head  of  the  family  soon  visited 
me.  I  was  just  then  busy  in  revising  my  first  attempt  of  a 
translation  of  the  narrative  of  our  Saviour's  sufferings,  into 
the  Chippeway  language.  In  the  execution  of  this  work,  I 
constantly  take  my  refuge  to  prayer,  and  depend  solely  upon 
the  help  of  God ;  for  I  have  no  one  here,  who  could  give  me 
9ny  assistance  or  advice,  which  fenders  it  a  very  difficult 
«^r    I  therefore  improved  the  visit  of  the  above-mentioned 
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Indian,  to  read  my  translation  to  him.  He  was  very  atten- 
tive, declared  his  great  astonishment,  and  assured  me,  that 
he  had  very  well  understood  it  all.  After  sitting  for  some 
time  with  his  hands  folded,  he  rose,  gave  me  his  hand  in 
token  of  gratitude,  and  promised  to  call  soon  again.  This, 
then,  was  the  first  time  I  had  the  favour  to  proclaim  the 
word  of  atonement,  though  in  a  very  imperfect  manner,  in 
the  Chippeway  language.  In  these  days  I  also  made  a  trial 
to  translate  some  hymns,  and  continued  it  in  the  sequel, 
with  the  gracious  assistance  of  the  Lord. 

December  13th,  I  finished  tl^e.  inside-work  in  my  house. 
The  heat  having  made  several  cracks  in  the  wood-work,  I 
filled  them  up  with  clay  and  ashes,  instead  of  mortar.  This 
gives  the  house  no  bad  appearance,  as  it  in  some  measure 
hides  the  rough  bark  of  the  unhewn  timber.  If  the  needful 
materials  can  be  procured,  to  cover  such  houses  on  the  out- 
side with  bark,  as  is  the  manner  of  the  French  Canadians, 
they  are  iheieby  rendered  much  warmer,  and  the  rain  does 
not  so  easily  wash  the  cement  out  of  the  seams.  Having  thus 
far  completed  my  dwelling,  I  began  to  build  a  small  stable^ 
fourteen  feet  by  seven  in  its  dimensions.  But  my  progress 
was  slow ;  for  being  wholly  unaccustomed  to  any  thing  of 
the  kind,  and  not  possessing  the  needful  bodily  strength,  it 
I  required  much  time  and  various  preparations,  before  I  could 
place  one  beam  upon  the  other,  which  a  more  expert  and 
stronger  workman  would  have  avoided.  This,  and  other 
considerations,  increased  my  wish  soon  to  get  another  Mis- 
sionary as  an  assistant. 

'  One  evening,  an  Indian  who  was  rather  intoxicated,  called 
upon  me,  to  inquire  if  I  bad  any  objection  to  his  putting  up 
his  tent  in  my  neighbourhood?  I  answerjed,  that  I  was 
always  glad  to  see  Indians  near  me,  byt  they  must  be  sober. 
*«  Yes,"  replied  he  j  «»  and  therefore  I  will  stop  this  night  at

Mn.  Hanen'Sy  that  I  may  not  disturb  yoa,  for  both  I  and 
sny  ivife  are  a  little  drunk;  but  I  will  certainly  return  to- 
morrow/* And  indeed  he  came  the  next  day,  with  his 
whole  family,  and  encamped  very  near  my  dwelling.  The 
same  day  another  strange  Indian  came  and  took  up  his  abode 
here,  to  whom  I  could  preach  the  gospel  with  much  enlarge- 
ment of  heart.  On  the  following  day  he  visited  me  again, 
and  was  very  attentive,  while  I  repeated  to  hiin  the  great 
words.  I  have  laid  it  down  as  a  rule,  to  preach  the  gospel 
to  every  Indian  that  enters  my  house,  without  respect  of 
persons.  Before  the  end  of  the  year,  I  also  began  to  keep 
school  with  two  boys,  being  Mrs.  Harsen's  grandchildren. 

On  entering  into  the  year  1803,  it  was  the  most  fervent 
wish  of  my  heart,  that  it  might  be  a  year  blessed  by  our 
Lord  to  the  poor  Chippeway  nation ;  and  that  He  would 
grant  to  me  a  mouth  and  wisdom,  an  humble  heart  filled 
with  His  love,  and  a  renewed  impression  of  His  bitter  suffer* 
ings  and  death ;  that  I  might  thus  be  able  to  preach  His 
.precious^word,  though  in  poverty,  and  with  a  stammering 
tongue,  yet  with  true  fervour  of  soul.  May  the  demonstra- 
tion of  His  spirit  and  fire  attend  the  preaching  of  His  word; 
may  He  powerfully  assist  me,  His  feeble  servant,  and  enable 
me  faithfully  to  execute  the  work  to  which  He  Himself  has 
appointed  me. 

January  1st,  180S.  My  neighbour,  the  Indian,  Matchio, 
visited  me  before  break  of  day,  wishing  me  a  happy  new-year. 
As  to-day  he  goes  begging  from  house  to  house,  I  gave  him 
something  to  eat,  but  ordered  him  to  call  again  to-morrow, 
when  I  would  make  him  a  proper  present  However,  in  the 
evening,  he  came  with  his  wife,  and  I  related  to  them  the 
great  history,  that  our  Saviour  had  come  into  the  world  to 
save  sinners.  They  were  both  very  attentive,  and  when  I 
Ind  done  speakings  the  man  for  a  while  sat  in  silence,  and 
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then  said ;  **  I  think,  Father,  it'  is  to  no  puT3)08e,  that  yon  teB 
me  this  great  word,  for  I  am  a  very  wicked  man,  and  be* 
have  always  bad ;  besides  I  am  already  grown  too  old/'  I 
replied ;  «*  If  indeed  you  wish  to  be  better,  and  to  be  deliver* 
ed  from  sin,  then  this  word  is  just  for  you.'* 

During  a  storm  in  the  night  of  the  6th  of  January,  which 
-almost  resembled  a  hurricane^  I  was  afraid  my  house  would 
be  ^blown  down,  or  at  least  the  roof  uncovered,  which 
greatly  disturbed  my  rest.  Several  bams  and  other  buildings 
in  the  neighbourhood  had  their  roofs  taken  off;  but  the 
Lord  mercifully  preserved  me  from  any  misfortune.  As  near 
tlie  lake  there  are  exceedingly  extensive  meadovi^s,  and  not 
milch  wood,  there  is  nothing  to  break  the  force  of  (he  wind, 
-Which  consequently  is  very  violent,  especially  from  the  south. 
Blowing  from  any  other  quarter,  it  cannot  injure  my  house, 
being  sheltered  on  those  sides  by  wood.  In  its  cOnstructioa 
I  had  indeed  paid  some  regard  ^o  the  damage  I  might  sustain 
from  a  strong  south  wind,  by  strengthening  the  roof  with 
additional  beams :  but  in  spite  of  this  precaution,  the  bark 
was  loosened  on  one  end,  and  I  was  obliged  to  get  up  in 
the  night  and  fasten  it,  otherwise  the  storm  would  probably 
have  carried  off  the  whole  roof.^ 

As  I  could  not  in  person  be  at  Fairfield  on  this  memorial- 
day  of  our  Saviour's  first  appearance  to  the  heathen  after  his 
incarnation,  I  was  much  there  in  spirit ;  and  oh,  with  what 
ardour  did  I  wish,  at  the  next  celebration  of  this  important- 
day,  to  behold  some  Chippeways,  who  from  the  heart  praise 
God  our  Saviour,  that  He  has  also  appeared  unto  them  as  their 
Light  and  Consolation.  The  day  after,  my  Indian  neigh- 
bour called  upon  me,  and  heard  again  the  precious  gospel. 
He  was  thi^time  still  more  attentive  than  the  last,  and  ex« 
pressed  great  pleasure  on  hearing  me  sing  some  verses  at  the 
close,  treating  of  the  sufferings  of  Christ.    I  feel  grateful  for 
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my  acquaintance  with  this  Indian,  for  this  reason  also,  be-* 
cause  by  every  conversation  with  him,  I  learn  something  new 
in  the  language*  He  has  such  a  gift  of  explaining  an  un- 
known word  to  me,  that  I  soon  gain  a  complete  knowledge 
of  its  proper  meaning*  Among  the  Chippeways  there  are 
not)  as  among  the  Delawares,  any  to  be  found  who  understand 
English  and  French,  and  might  thus  serve  as  interpreters* 
The  just-mentioned  Indian,  grows  more  confident  towards 
me,  and  promises  often  to  repeat  his  visits.  The  10th,  he 
went  to  hunt  musk-rats,  for  which  the  present  is  the  proper 
season,  as  the  rivers  an/l  morasses,  on  the  banks  of  which 
they  build  their  nests,  are  frozen*  Some  of  the  habitations 
of  these  animals  are  considerable  in  size ;  they  are  made  of 
rushes  and  other  water-plants,  in  the  form  of  a  haycock. 
The  usual  method  of  taking  the  rats,  is  by  piercing  the 
nest  with  a  pike,  and  thus  killing  them ;  they  are  sold  at 
two  shillings  a-piece.  Two,  or  thrdie  of  them  generally 
live  together  in  one  habitation*  There  are  some  nests 
very  near  my  dwelling,  and  last  year  I  caught  five.  When 
fat,  they  arc  not  ill  tasted^  and  the  Indians  eat  them* 
I  have  eat  therh  myself;  as  indeed  I  have  done  many  other 
things,  to  which  I  formerly  ^ad  an  aversion,  as  dogs,  hawks, 
owls,  &c.  which  can  scarcely  be  avoided ;  for  it  is  certainly 
incumbent  on  a  missionary  to  gain  the  confidence  of  the 
savages.  Now  if,  when  he  visits  them,  they  happen  to  be 
eating,  which  they  do  the  whole  day  when  they  have  plenty, 
they  directly  offer  him  to  partake  with  them :  and  if  he  de- 
clines joining  with  tliem,  whatever  their  meal  may  consist 
of,  they  consider  themselves  despised  by  him. 

The  19th,  a  respectable  Indian,  the  widow  of  a  white 
trader,  with  two  other  women,  and  two  young  men,  arrived 
here.  I  embraced  this  opportunity  of  preaching  to  them  the 
word  of  God.    The  widow  was  very  attentive  and  devout; 
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ani  her  declarations  were  of  that  nature,  that  I  have  good 
reason  to  hope,  that  the  words  she  heard  will  not  remain 
without  fruit. 

That  same  evening  a  strange  Indian  called,  and  requested 
nightJodgings.  I  granted  his  request,  both  because  I  am 
here  for  their  sakes,  and  because  I  thereby  gain  an  opportu- 
nity ta  recommend  to  a  poor  heathen  the  gospel  of  Salva» 
tion.  He  was  an  attentive  hearer  of  the  word,  and  at  the 
close,  said ;  "  I  thank  you,  Father,  and  rejoice,  that  I  have 
so  well  understood  every  thing." 

I  now  begin  to  see  more  clearly,  why  it  was  ordered  that 
I  should  winter  here^  and  not  on  the  upper  part  of  the  island, 
for  there  I  should  probably  not  get  to  see  one  Indian  during 
the  whole  winter ;  and  thus  the  chief  end  of  my  coming  hi- 
ther would  not  be  answered. 

On  the  22d,  I  ventured  to  cross  the  river,  to  visit  Mrs  Har- 
sen  senior,  who  was  indisposed.  For  this  purpose  it  is  neces* 
flary  to  be  provided  with  skates,  for  without  them  it  is  diffi- 
cult to  get  over  the  broad  river,  the  ice  of  which  is  as  smooth 
as  a  looking  glass.  The  water  is  uncommonly  clear,  and 
the  depth  fourteen  fathoms.  Near  my  dwelling  the  water 
is  free  of  ice,  and  is  now  constantly  frequented  by  fourteen 
sorts  of  ducks.  It  is  a  loss  tp  me  that  I  have  no  gun,  other- 
wise I  might  shoot  one  now  and  then,  for  food. 

After  my  return  from  Mrs  Harsen^s,  I  was  visited  by  a 
Half-Chippeway  woman,  of  French  extraction,  and  of  the 
Roman  Catholic  religion,  an  inhabitant  of  the  upper  colo* 
nies;.  but,  owing  to  the  peculiar  dialect  of  the  French  Cana«> 
dians,.!  did  not  completely  understand  her,  and  desired  her 
to  cii|l  at  Mrs.  Harsen's.  The  purport  of  her  visit  was  to 
inform  me  of  the  following  circumstance;  "  One  of  her 
Indiap .  friends,  who  had  visited  me,  and  with  particular 
attention  heard  (he  gospel,  had  called  at  her  house,  and 
"X  seemingly 
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^reemingly  in  deep  meditation,  sat  down.  Being  asked  what 
he  ailed ;  and  whether  some  sickness,  or  other  misfortune  had 
happened  to  him  ?  he  replied^  ^*  lliat  he  had  been  with  the 
'*  Teacher,  who  had  told  him  good  and  great  words ;  which^ 
*^  though  he  had  well  understood  them,  had  made  him  sick 
•*  to  the  very  heart."  The  woman  inquired  farther  into 
the  matter,  and  he  told  her  every  thing  he  had  heard.  She 
Confirmed  all,  adding ;  "  That  their  priests  told  them  the 
very  same;  and  that  they  were  indeed  great  words,  and 
worthy  of  all  acceptation."  This  relation  filled  me  with 
gratitude  to  cur  Saviour,  for  this  first  trace  of  the  work  of 
the  Holy  Spirit  among  these  Indians. 

On  the  25th,  I  again  crossed  the  river,  to  inquire  into  the 
cause  of  the  repeated  absence  of  my  scholars ;  and  was  in- 
formed by  Mrs  Harsen,  that  it  was  too  troublesome  to  her 
and  her  daughter  to  send  the  boys:  she  therefore  requested 
roe  to  give  up  the  school.  I  had  no  objection  to  it  for  the 
present,  having  abundance  of  other  work  in  hand. 

On  the  26th,  while  cutting  wood,  I  had  the  misfortune  to 
have  a  piece  fly  against  my  left  temple.  It  however  had  no 
other  bad  consequences,  .tlian  anew  to  render  painful,  the 
hurt  I  had  received  at  the  powder-explosion.  (See  Periodi- 
cal Ace.  vol.  iii.  p.  190.) 

Mr.  Harsen  jun.  having  borrowed  my  measuring  line,  to 
ascertain  the  breadth  of  the  river  from  their  bouse  to  the  op* 
posite  banic,  found  it  to  be  102  rods. 

February  2d,  a  young  Indian  from  the  banks  of  the  Huron 
river,  near  the  place  where  New  Gnadenhutten  formerly 
«tood,  arrived  here,  and  staid  some  hours  with  me.  He  de» 
dared,  that  he  did  not  understand  the  words  I  told  him ;  ht 
did  indeed  hear,  but  his  heart  coiild  not  comprehend  them. 
I  replied,  if  he  heard  them  often,  they  would  gradually  be« 
tome  more  intelligible  to  him  i  for  they  were  also  meant  for 
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him.  He  then  requested  me,  that  I  would  write  him  a 
copy  of  the  numerical  figures,  that  he  might  get  them  by 
heart. 

On  the  4th,  being  obliged  to  cross  the  river  on  some  busi- 
ness, I  almost  had  my  ears  frozen.  The  day  after,  the  In- 
dian^ Niganiga,  who  visited  me  last  month,  came  again,  and 
staid  over-night.  I  had  a  very  pleasant  conversation  with 
him;  for,  as  he  assured  me,  he  had  come  hither  with  no 
ether  view,  than  again  to  hear  the  great  word:  He  said; 
•*  Ever  since  I  heard  this  great  word  from  you,  my  Father, 
•*  I  have  slept  but  little  in  the  night,"  (and  night,  with  the 
Indians,  is  the  chief  season  for  reflection,)  **  but  meditated 
•*  much  Upon  that  word.  When  I  was  in  company  with 
*^  other  Indians,  I  attended  not  to  their  stories,  but  hung 
•*  down  my  head,  and  thoug^lit  onlv  on  what  you  had 
•*  told  me  of  the  Saviour  of  men,  and  His  sufferings.  Some- 
*'  times  this  thought  rushed  into  my  mind :  Who  knows 
♦*  whether  it  be  true  I  But  my  heart  immediately  replied; 
«*  Yes,  it  is  true.  Therefore  I  am  now  come  to  you  to 
**  hear  more."  This  good  Indian,  as  I  afterwards  heard» 
has  been  as  a  child  baptized  by  a  Roman  Catholic  priest;  and 
be  is  one  of  the  few  to  whom,  by  the  grace  of  God,  I  have 
proclaimed  the  love  of  Jesus  with  impression.  Thus  I  find 
confirmed,  what  our  venerable  Brother  David  Zeisberger, 
once  wrote  to  me;  *'  If  the  Indians  are  only  brought  to  re- 
flect on  what  they  hear  of  Jesus,  much  is  already  gained  for 
our  Saviour." 

On  the  6th,  in  the  evening,  the  just-mentioned  Niganiga 
came  again,  and  brought  an  Indian  from  Sagina  with  him. 
Both  staid  all  night  with  me.  T'he  following  morning  the 
former,  after  having  accompanied  his  friend  a  little  way 
across  the  ice,  came  back,  and  said;  **  Next  spring,  oc 
in  the  beginning  of  summer,  having  first  made  a  journey  into 
X2  mj 
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my  native  country,  to  Sagina,  I  will  return  and  dwell  here, 
that  I  may  hear  more  of  what  you  told  me  last  night,  name* 
ly,  the  great  words  concerning  Him  whose  property  we  ^re, 
aild  who  is  the  True  Great  Spirit,  that  lives  above.  Though 
the  Indians  say,  that  there  is  nothing  in  all  this,  yet  /  know 
that  it  is  true."  Would  God,  that  the  good  resolution  taken 
by  this  Jndian  may  stand ! 

Having  now  been  three  months  absent  from  Fairfield,  I 
went  thither  on  a  visit  on  the  11th  of  February,  to  be 
strengthened  anew  by  the  conversation  of  my  dear  white  and 
brown  Brethren  and  Sisters.  Having  staid  but  a  short  time 
with  them,  I  set  off,  on  the  14th,  to  Mr.  Dolson's.  Here 
I  met  with  some  Chippeways,  and  one  of  their  Chiefs,  who 
were  trading  with  him.  I  took  this  opportunity  to  preach 
to  them  the  gospef  of  peace. 

As  all  my  endeavours  to  procure  a  sledge  proved  in  vain, 
I  resolved  to  return  home  on  foot;  and  being  by  myself,  and 
without  a  guide,  went  in  the  straightest  direction  possible. 
On  the  lake,  I  found  walking  at  first  very  easy,  as  the  ice 
was  slightly  covered  with  snow :  but  I  soon  came  to  'very 
extensive  fields  of  ice,  as  smooth  as  glass,  which  would  have 
Tendered  my  journey  very  troublesome,  if  I  had  not  fortu* 
nately  bought  a  pair  of  skates  of  Mr.  Dolson.  By  means  of 
these,  I  made,  notwithstanding  a  heavy  bundle  on  my  back, 
several  miles  in  a  short  time ;  and,  after  a  walk  of  seven 
hours,  entered  my  dwelling  in  safety,  which  had  in  the  meao 
time  been  inhabited  by  two  of  Mrs.  Hai*sen*8  sons. 

A  few  days  after  my  return,  the  Chief,  Nangi,  visited  me. 
He  was  very  friendly,  and  promised  to  think  on  the  words  I 
had  told  him,  of  the  love  of  God  in  Christ.  The  Indians 
grow  rather  apgry  with  this  Chief,  as  they  think  it  is  owing 
to  him,  that  the  sale  of  spirituous  liquors  among  them  has 
been  prohibited  by  the  American  government.

Towards  the  end  of  February,  two  Indians  from  Wabisi- 
sipi,  one  of  whom  is  an  inferior  Chief,  and  with  them  an  old 
man,  came  to  my  house.     They  h'stened  with  joy  to  the  word 

.  of  God,  and  the  old  man  repeated  every  word  afier  me. 

The  Brethren  at  Fairfield  having  expressed  a  wish,  that 
I  would  spend  the  Pas  ion-Week  and  Easter  with  them,  I 
resolved  to  set  off  thither,  while  the  lake  and  the  rivers  were 
yet  frozen.  In  this  view,  1  brought  the  things  out  of  my 
house  to  Mrs.  Harscn*s,  for  security.  But  on  the  9th  of 
March,  the  weather  was  so  warm,  that  it  was  diflScult  to 
pass  the  ice  on  the  bank  of  the  river.  I  therefore  went  seve- 
ral miles  across  the  river  towards  the  lake,  to  try  whether 
the  ice  would  still  Kar  a  sledge,  but  found  it  unfit  for  that 
purpose.  I  therefore  resolved  to  walk  to  the  river  Thames. 
Two  of  Mrs.  Harsen*s  sons  accompanied  me  to  Millesage, 
where  they  hoped  to  get  something  by  the  chase.  Owing 
to  the  unsafe  state  of  the  ice,  I  was  exposed  •  to  various  dan- 

"  gers  on  this  journey.  Several  times  it  broke  under  me,  and  I 
had  often  to  wade  up  to  my  knees  in  the  water.  In  one 
place  the  ice  was  scarce  an  inch  and  a  half  thick,  and  bent 
under  my  feet.  The  lake  was  open  in  several  places,  and 
now^and  then  I  came  to  rents,  which  were  very  difficult  to 
pass,  especially  where  the  ^ter  had  flowed  over  the  ice. 
However,  my  life  was  preserved;  and  I  arrived  safe  and 
thankful  with  my  Brethren  at  Fairfield  on  the  12th  day  of 
March. 

Herewith  I  conclude  my  present  Diary,  commending  my- 
self and  the  Mission  among  the  Chippeways,  to  the  remem- 
brance and  prayers  of  all  friends  to  the  cause  of  God  every- > 
where.

TAe  Si^threrCs  Mission  among  the  HOTTENTCTS^  at 
BAVIANS  KLOOF. 

1806. 

J  ANUARY  1st.  Our  church  was  completely  filled,  part* 
ly  by  great  numbers  of  Christian  strangers,  Hottentots,  and 
•laves.  Many  of  them  declared  afterwards  their  thanks  for 
die  blessing  conferred  upon  tlicm  on  this  occasion.  Field* 
Comet  Grebe  was  likewise  present,  and  after  service  selected 
seventeen  men,  who  were  immediately  ordered  to  join  the 
army.  At  the  beginning  of  this  year,  our  prospect  in  exter- 
nals isr  not  at  all  pleasant,  on  account  of  the  circumstances 
attending  the  war;  but  we  commend  ourselves  and  the 
Amission  wc  serve,  to  die  gracious  protection  of  God  our 
Saviour. 

3d.  We  spoke  with  our  communicants,  and  heard  mwnj 
•difying  expressions  of  thankfulness,  for  what  they  had  en- 
joyed, both  in  the  Christmas  holidays,  and  at  the  commence* 
■aent  of  the  new  year. 

6th.  Being  Sunday,  early  in  the  morning,  we  were  teni- 
fied  to  bear  the  alarm-guns,  giving  notice,  that  all  able  men 
must  betake  themselves  to  the  Cape.  We  thought  proper  to 
encourage  our  people  to  set  off  as  fast  as  possible,  that  our 
Government  may  see,  that  at  Bavianskloof  we  are  loyal  and 
dutifql  subjects.  At  half  after  seven,  therefore,  we  rang  the 
church-bell,  and  as  soon  as  they  were  assembled,  informed 
them  of  our  wish,  and  reminded  them  of  their  duty  to  obey 
their  rulers.  They  all  promised  to  get  ready  and  go  as  soon 
as  possible.    In  the  afternoon,  Field-Cornet  Kuues  arrived

.here,  with  a  view  to  force  the  people  to  go,  and  was  ^iie 
surprised  to  find  all  of  them  ready.  Ten  were  gone  akeady* 
Having  called  them  together,  he  excepted  thirty  who.  wem 
loo  old  or  infirm  ;  fifty-four,  therefore,  marched  off.  The 
above  ten  had  gone  to  Zoete  Melks  Valley,  to  convey  it 
powder- waggon  to  the  Cape;  so  that  we  have  furnished 
Sixty-four  men  from  this  place.  M.  Kunes  now  hurried  om 
to  all  the  farmers'  houses  in  this  di>trict,  to  press  waggons 
into  the  service.  A  hundred  waggons  are  ordered  to  asseim* 
We  at  Field-Cornet  Grebe's. 

-  Wc  received  to-day  a  letter  from  Brother  Kohrhammer^ 
informing  us  of  his  well-being ;  and  inclosing  one  from  the 
Governor,  relating  to  the  new  name  of  our  place,  and  sig- 
nifying his  intention  of  advertising  the  new  nan>e,  Goadea- 
thai,  in  all  the  newspapers* 

6th.  Being  Epiphany,  we  had  hoped  to  have  celebrated 
this  festival  in  peace,  and  had  postponed  the  Holy  Commu^ 
nion,  which  ought  to  have  been  held  on  Dec.  28th,  to  thh 
day,  with  a  view  to  give  it  more  solemnity.  Thirteen  adults 
and  two  children  were  to  have  been  baptized.  But  alas,  the 
events  of  yesterday  put  a  stop  to  all  these  timnsactions  for  die 
jpresent.  Among  those  to  be  baptized  were  six  men,  two  of 
whom  are  now  on  their  march  lo  the  army.  The  womea 
are  grieved  about  the  loss  of  their  husbands,  and  the  minds  of 
all  our  people  were  more  or  less  in  a  state  of  agitation.  We 
therefore  had  only  a  solemn  meeting  with  the  aged  or  infirm 
men,  and  the  women  and  children  who  had  staid  at  home,  in 
which  wc  communicated  to  them  the  history  of  the  day, 
from  the  scriptures,  and  thanked  our  Saviour  in  fervent 
prayer  for  the  mercy  He  had  likewise  shown  to  the  heathen 
in  this  country.  We  likewise  fervently  commended  those  of 
our  people,  who  are  now  gone  to  the  Cape,  to  His  mercifbl 
friBservauon  in  soul  and  body,  as  they  may  perhaps  be  even 
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called  upoQ  to  face  an  enemy.  Nor  did  we  omit  to  offer 
up  our  supplications  for  our  other  Missions  ih  every  part  of 
the  world,  and  for  all  our  congregations  in  Europe  and 
America.  The  powerful  sense  we  had  of  the  Lord's  pre- 
tence with  us  filled  our  hearts  with  peace  and  comfort. 

Ith..  In  the  afternoon,  Field-Gornet  Kunes  came  again, 
and  took  eight  men  of  those  he  had  before  declared  unfit  for 
service,  to  help  the  farmers  to  drive  their  waggons.  He  also 
brought  a  newspaper,  containing  the  advertisement  concern- 
ing the  new  name  of  this  settlement,  of  which  we  inclose  a 
copy.  We  also  heard  to-day,  that ,  sixty-two  English  ships 
faad  arrived  in  the  roads. 

.  8th.  Being  the  anniversary  of  laying  the  foundation-stone 
of  our  church,  seven  years  ago,  and  of  its  consecration  the 
yeai  following,  we  resolved  to  celebrate  it  with  all  our 
people  present,  and  ^o  have  the  baptismal  transaction,  in^ 
tended  for  the  sixth.  This  solemn  act  took  place  at  three, 
o'clock,  when  four  men,  seven  women,  and  a  child, 
were  baptized  into  the  death  of  Jesus ;  two  of  the  men, 
which  were  to  have  received  baptism,  were  at  the  Cape.  In 
the  evening  we  partook  of  the  Lord's  Supper.  Our  merci- 
ful God  fulfilled  his  gracious  promise  unto  us,  so  that  in  the 
midst  of  tribulation  we  had  peace  in  Him. 

9th,  We  received  a  letter  from  Governor  Jansen  in  which 
he  expresses  his  entire  satisfaction  with  the  corps  of  Hotten  - 
tots  from  Bavianskloof,  and  a  wish  that  he  might  get  more 
jecruits  from  our  part  of  the  country. 

10th.  We  began  agftin  to  keep  our  schools  and  daily 
meetings,  in  the  usual  order. 

l2th.  In  the  afternoon,  those  Hottentots  who  had  been 
Inarched  from  hence  to  the  Cape  on  the  first  firing  of  the 
alarm-guns  last  Sunday,  returned,  and  informed  us  that  they 
had  all  been  dismissed.  Seventeen  who  were  formerly 
amon£  the  ranks,  had  likewise  received  their  discharge. 
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15th.  Some  women  returned  from  the  camp,  of  whom 
we  inquired,  whether  they  had  seen  JBrother  Kohrhammer  i 
They  said,  that  they  had  left  him  well  at  the  Vineyards. 
We  -have  taken  pains  to  know  how  he  may  have  fared 
during  the  present  troubles,  but  have  not  received  a  line  from 
him. 

16th.  We  were  visited  by  an  English  gentleman,  resi* 
dent  at  Stellenbosch,  who  had  remained  in  the  country,  ever 
since  the  restoration  of  the  colony  to  the  Dutch,  in  1802. 

1 8th.  Three  of  our  men  returned :  they  had  been  taken 
prisoners  by  the  English ;  and,  as  they  were  not  willing  to 
inlist  with  their  troops,  they  gave  them  passports  to  return 
home. 

19th«  The  whole  country  was  refreshed  by  a  plentiful 
shower.  The  drought  has  been  so  great,  that  not  only  all 
the  grass  in  the  iields  is  withered,  but  we  could  liardly  keep 
the  fruits  in  our  garden  alive.  Our  mill  had  stopt  for  want 
of  water,  and  we  were  obliged  to  send  our  corn  elsewhere  to 
be  ground.  We  offered  up  public  thanksgiving  in  the  Litany 
for  this  most  seasonable  relief.  Two  Hottentot  soldiers,  be- 
longing to  Schwellendam,  came  hither  to-day,  one  of  whom 
was  wounded,  having  a  ball  in  his  shoulder-blade  yet  unex- 
tracted.  They  begged  leave  to  rest  here  a  few  days.  A 
child  was  baptized  to-day,  by  Brother  Marsveld,  at  the  car- 
nest  request  of  its  parentr. 

20th.'  The  rain  continued  very  heavy  all  day.  A  widow, 
Mary,  departed  this  life  happily.  She  was  baptized  by  Bro« 
ther  Schwinn,  in  1804,  during  a  fit  of  illness,  and  since  that 
time  has  walked  in  communion  with  our  Saviour.  The 
Sisters  visited  her  frequently,  and  were  always  edified  by  her 
conversation.  She  was  once  asked,  whether  she  was  afi^4 
to  appear  in  the  presence  of  God^  to  which  she  answered, 
''  O  no,  I  rejoice  that  I  shall  soon  see  my  Saviour  faceto  , 
Y  face.** 
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face."    In  this  disposition  of  heart,  and  full  of  chil44ik^ 
resignation  to  His  will,  she  continued  to  her  last  breath. 

*23i.  One  of  the  baptized,  Mark  Brongen,  departed  this 
life  unexpectedly.  He  had  been  in  the  evening-meeting,  and 
went  apparently  in  good  health  to  bed.  Towards  morning 
he  waked  his  wife,  but  could  not  speak  to  her.  She  offered 
him  some  water,  but  he  was  not  able  to  drink  it,  and  soon 
after  expired.  She  came  immediately  to  tell  us  that  he  wa$ 
dead.  Supposing  that  he  was  only  in  a  fainting  6t,  wc  used 
every  means  in  our  power,  to  recover  him,  but  in  vain.  In 
the  afternoon  his  body  began  to  swell,  and  it  was  supposed 
that  he  was  killed  by  the  poison  he  frequently  swallowed,  to 
keep  himself  in  readiness  to  help  others ;  for  he  was  the  most 
skilful  practitioner  here,  in  the  art  of  curing  people  bitten  by 
serpents  and  other  venomous  creatures.  To  be  able  to  do 
this,  they  accustom  themselves  to  take  poison ;  and  thus  caa 
bear  a  great  dose  without  harm.  His  loss  will  be  severely 
felt  in  this  particular,  as  he  was  very  successful  in  his  prac- 
tice. 

AV"c  received  to-day  a  letter  from  Brother  Kohrhan^ncr, 
.eighteen  days  old.  He  gives  us  an  account  of  an  English 
fleet  having  arrived  at  the  Cape,  upon  which  all  <hc  troops 
in  camp  marclicd  towards  tlie  coast.  He  had  moved  into 
ihe  Coloners  house,  where  be  wa»  left  in  charge  of  his 
goods. 

24th.  Was  the  funeral  of  Mark  Brongen.  He  was  bap-» 
tized  in  1802,  by  Brother  Marsveld.  At  first  his  walk  v^as 
not  so  steady  as  we  could  have  wished ;  but  of  late  there  ap- 
peared a  real  work  of  God's  grace  in  his  soul.  When,  a  few 
days  ago,  we  spoke  with  all  the  baptized,  he  was  very  unre- 
served, and  said,  that  he  often  entreated  the  Lord  to  deliver 
Mm  from  every  thing  that  was  displeasing  in  His  sight,  for  it 
was  his  he^rt*6  wish  (o  Jivei  alone  for  Hkcu 
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26th.  Thfc  two  men  above-mentioncdi  (Sec  6th,)  re- 
ceived holy  baptism,  as  likewise  three  children.  Towards 
evening,  twelve  Hottentot  soldiers  arrived,  eight  belonging  to 
Schwellendam.  Aaron  Norman,  one  of  our  people,  told  us, 
that  when  they  received  their  discharge  from  Capt.  Lcseuer, 
brother  Kohrhammer  was  with  the  oflScers,  and  well. 

28ih.  A  great  many  discharged  Hottentot  soldiers  came 
hither,  and  begged  to  rest  a  few  days.  Some  wished  to  have 
leave  to  live  here,  but  we  advised  them  for  the  present  to  go 
to  their  respective  homes* 

29th.  As  we  have  now  a  considerable  number  of  Hotten- 
tot children  here,  who  have  ieanit  Dutch,  we  resolved  to 
give  them  an  opportunity  of  speaking  with  us  concerning 
the  state  of  their  souls,  by  calling  upon  us  singly.  We  were 
much  pleased  with  their  simple  declarations,  that  they  would 
give  their  hearts  to  our  Saviour,  and  be  obedient  to  Him  in 
all  things. 

30ih.  We  received'  letters  from  Brother  Kohrhammer. 
He  informed  us,  that  as  the  colony  was  now  again  in  the 
hands  of  the  English,  the  Hottentot  corps  had  been  dis- 
missed ;  and  requested,  that  we  would  send  waggons  to  fetch 
him;  for  which  purpose  be  inclosed  a  passport  from  the 
English  governor. 

To-day  we  yielded  to  the  pressing  request  of  fourteen 
Hottentots,  and  permitted  them  to  live  on  our  land.  We 
represented  to  them,  that  unless  they  sincerely  ineant  to  be- 
lieve in  the  gospel,  and  devote  themselves  to  our  Saviour, 
they  would  find  die  rules  of  a  Christian  congregation  into- 
lerable, and  not  be  able  to  live  in  conformity  to  what  the 
word  of  God  demands.  But  they  persisted,  and  said,  that 
they  had  no  other  view^  but  to  be  Aruly  converted  to  Jesus, 
and  could  not  again  mix  with  the  heathen. 
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31st.  We  had  a  conference  to  consider  of  the  state  of 
all  our  people,  having  spoken  with  each  of  the  communi- 
cants and  baptized.  We  rejoiced  to  find  that  the  Holy  Spi* 
rit  continues  to  explain  to  them,  more  and  more»  the  things 
of  God ;  and  even  such,  of  whom  we  have  hitherto  believed, 
that  they  did  not  bestow  much  thought  upon  themselves, 
aeem  to  have  been  awakened  anew.  They  acknowledge 
their  sin,  and  total  depravity  by  nature,  and  long  to  become 
partakers  of  salvation,  through  the  blood  of  Jesus:  that  He 
loved  them  unto  death,  and  shed  His  blood  to  redeem  them,  is 
a  doctrine  precious  to  their  souls.  For  that  mercy,  that  He 
aent  His  word  to  them  also,  they  express  the  greatest  gratis, 
tude.  Some  declared  their  earnest  desire  to  be  restored  to 
Aeir  first  love,  and  their  sorrow  that  they  should  so  little 
thov^heir  sense  of  our  Saviour's  love  to  them  in  their  whole 
walk,  &c. 

February  1st.  We  partook  of  the  Lord*s  Supper.  Eight 
Hottentots  were  spectators,  previous  to  confirmation  next 
month,  and  seven  as  candidates.  It  was  to  us  all  a  season  of 
much  comfort  and  refreshment. 

2d.  "Several  farmers  attended  divine  service,  and  two 
children  were  baptized.  In  the  evening,  two  waggons  set 
out  from  hence,  to  fetch  Brother  Kohrhammer  and  bis  fami* 
ly  from  the  Hottentot  camp. 

3d.  We  received  letters  from  him,  describing  his  situa* 
.  lion  after  the  capture  of  the  colony  by  the  English.  They 
were  dated  January  22d.^ 

4th.  Twelve  persons  obtained  leave  to  live  on  our  land^ 
after  promising  to  demean  themselves^  according  to  our 
rules. 

5tb«  .  One  of  the  people  attending  the  waggons  going  to 
the  Cape,  returned  and  reported,  that  one  of  the  oxen  had 
diedi  and  two  more  were  unable  to  proceed  ^  upon  which  we 
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bnrrowed  other  cattle,  and  sent  th^m  with  him.    The  poor 
creatures  are  almost  perishing  for  want  of  proper  food. 

6th.  The  Sisters  were  all  employed  in  drying  peaches. 
It  is  remarkable,  that  this  year  the  baboons  have  not  de^ 
scended  from  the  mountains  to  visit  our  garden,  which  they 
always  used  to  do  in  troops.  Having  been  frequently  fired 
upon,  they  seem  to  forsake  us,  and  to  visit  the  orops  of  our 
neighbours,  on  the  other  side  of  the  hills.  But  we  have  suf-* 
fered  more  than  ever  from  various  sorts  of  vermin,  caterpillars, 
locusts,  and  a  species  of  ground-fleas,  which,  if  not  prevent- 
ed, devour  all  kinds  of  gardcn-stuflF  quite  to  the  ground. 
There  is  likewise  a  bird  not  unlike  a  starling,  which  doea 
much  mischief,  by  4>ickinft  the  fruit  from  the  trees,  and  flying 
off  with  it.  They  are  particularly  fond  of  figs  and  grapes, 
and  are  very  bold,  always  returning  imrnediatelyy  though 
one  or  more  of  the  party  are  shot. 

9th.  We  had  a  large  proportion  of  white  people  at 
church.  Last  night  one  of  our  women  OM  with  a  very 
providential  escape.  She  was  lying  asleep,  when  a  larg6 
serpent  waked  her  by  crawling  across  her  face  and  body. 
She  lay  quite  still,  fearing  to  stir,  till  the  animal  had  retreated, 
without  injuring  her.  She  now  came,  and  expressed  great 
diankfuloess  to  God  for  her  preservation,  in  which  w*e  c6r« 
dially  joined. 

1 2th.  Brother  Kohrhammer  arrived  with  us  to  our  gr^t 
joy.  His  abode  at  the  camp  has  been  attended  with  many 
remarkable  circumstances,  of  which  he  himself  hns  sent  z 
feport  to  Europe. 

19th.  Was,  the  confirmation  of  the  abov^^mentioiiel 
eight  candidates  for  the  Lord's  Sijpf>er.  They  were  deeply 
aflPected,  and  the  whole  congregation  received  a  r^titwci 
knpression  of  the  love  of  Jesus,  and  the  importance  oiT  beiki^ 
o^kd  to  belong  to  hk  people.    When  we  wpok^  with  out 
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communicants,  we  found  them  in  such  a  state  of  heart,  xhat 
we  could  rejoice  oyer  them.  Their  declarations  were  those 
of  poor  sinners,  depending  alone  upon  their  Saviour,  and 
hungering  and  thirsting  after  His  righteousness, 

2 1st.  We  received  a  letter  from  the  Landrost,  regarding 
the  consumption  of  corn  allowed  by  Government.  The  or- 
der of  last  year  has  been  confirmed,  and  three  sacks  are  q\- 
lovfticRchmzn  per Mnnum;  which  is  about  three  quarters 
of  a  pound  per  day. 

22d.  We  celebrated  the  Lord's  Supper.  The  eight  new- 
ly-confirmed persons,  being  five  men  and  tlirce  women,  par- 
took of  it  for  the  first  time. 

On  the  23d,  a  party  from  Cape*town  attended  divine  wor- 
ship. 

On  the  25th,  we  received  a  letter  from  his  Excellency  Sir 
David  Baird,  our  new  English  Governor,  informing  us,  that 
be  intends  to  raise  a  new  Hottentot  corps,  and  desiring  us 
to  make  it  known,  both  at  Bavianskloof,  and  in  the  neigh* 
bourhood. 

March  1st*  Two  men  and  two  women  obtained  leave  t* 
live  on  our  land« 

2d.  We  read  the  Governor's  letter  to  our  congregation. 
Five  children  were  baptized  to-day.  We  also  had  tlie  plea* 
sure  to  receive  a  letter  from  the  Lutheran  minister  at  Cape- 
town.    He  writes : 

**  I  return  you  many  thanks  for  the  loan  of  the  minutes 
*^  of  the  conference  of  Lutheran  and  other  ministers  at  Hem* 
•*  hut.  It  gave  me  very  great  joy  to  perceive  by  ihem» 
**  that  things  are  not  quite  so  bad,  in  respect  to  the  Christian 
**  religion  in  Germany,  as  I  had  been  led  to  fear;  and  I  even 
^^  hope,  that  it  may  grow  better,  if  but  each^of  us,  instead  of 
^<  watching  the  failings  of  others,  were  sincerely  bent  upon 
<<  following  the  injunctioa  of  the  apostle^  *^  So  run  that 
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*^  ye'  may  obtain  ;*V  and  if  we  did  not  sit  idle  in  that  sphere 
••  of  action,  which  is  appointed  to  each  of  us.  May  God 
<*  Mess  you  with  His  grace,  and  with  health,  and  strengthen 
*•  you  and  your  faithful  Brethren  at  Gnadenthal ;^^  (a.name 
given  by  Governor  Jansen  to  the  particular  place  at  Bavians* 
kloof,  where  the  Brethren  and  their  people  dwell,  meaning 
the  Vale  of  Grace,)  **  I  respect  them  highly,  and  entreat 
"  you,  to  commend  me  to  their  remembi*apce  and  prayers." 
'  About  this  time,  several  Hottentots,  who  have  inlisted 
with  the  English,  passed  through  our  place.  Two  of  them 
went  formerly  to  our  school. 

7th.     An  aged  Hottentot,  called  Wildboy,  came  to  one  of 

the  Missionaries,  and  addressed  him  thus;  <*  It  is  lugh  time 

**  that  I  tell  you  my  .whole  heart.     Our  Saviour  has  acom* 

**  pany  here  at  Bavianskloof;  they  are  His  children.     The 

**  devil  has  likewise  a  company,  and  they  belong  to  hinu 

*^  Among  the  latter,  I  am  the  oldest  at  Bavianskloof:  but  I 

**  tell  you  now,  that  I  will  no  longer  be  the  oldest  of  the 

•*  devil's  company,  but  I  will  come  and  be  the  youngest  in 

**  our  Saviour's  company."     On  inquiring  how  long  heha4 

been  here  and  heard  the  gospel?    he  answered;  M  Above 

"  ten  years."     Q.  Have  you  not  heard  that  Jesus  is  come  ac 

a  Saviour,  offering  salvation  to  all  poor  sinners?   A.  "Yes^ 

**  I  have.    It  is  that  very  word   that  follows  me   every-* 

"  where ;  and  I  believe  that  Jesus  is  greater  than  the  devil : 

**  therefore  I  bid  farewell  to  the  devil's  company,  and  beg 

<*  you  and  your  Bretlircn  to  think  of  me  before  the  Lorcl 

**  Jesus,  that  He  may  have  mercy  upon  me,  and  prepare  m^ 

"  to  be  a  candidate  for  baptism."     He  was  shortly  after 

added  to  the  candidates. 

9th.  An  English  officer  arrived  here  with  Mr.  Teunif 
jun.  and  attended  the  public  worship.  He  expressed  him* 
lelf  much  pleased  with  all  b?  saw  and  heard^  and  bebaye4 
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very  devoutly  during. tke  Litany;  but  after  the  hymn  before 
the  sermon,  an  express  came  to  demand  bis  immediate  at- 
tendance at  Zoete  Melks  Valley.  He  rode  off  in  great 
liaste>  and  that  same  day  marched  with  his  recruits  to  Cape- 
town 

,  iSth,  Two  Hottentot  soldiers  came  hither,  and  inlisted 
lour  youths,  who  go  with  us  to  school.  One  of  them  is 
baptized.  Many  different  parties  visited  the  settlement  in 
these  days;  and  on  the  I8th,  Mr.  Teunis  brought  an  Eng- 
lish officer,  who,  by  his  address,  prevailed  on  twenty-seven 
of  the  inhabitants  to  inlist. 

24th,  Brother  Kohrhammer  suffering  much  from  illness, 
we  sent  an  express  for  Dr.  Temple,  but  the  latter  was  so  ill, 
that  he  wanted  help  himself. 

*  26th.  We  were  infoi-med  that  a  Hottentot  man,  called 
William  Brongen,  who  formerly  lived  here,  but  on  account 
of  his  worse  than  heathenish  conduct,  and  murderous  de« 
signs  against  his  own  brother,  was  sent  away,  had  fallen 
fi-om  his  waggon  near  Cape-town,  and  both  wheels  passing 
ever  his  body,  he  was  so  much  hurt,  that  he  lost  his  life. 
However,  the  Lord,  in  mercy,  granted  him  time  and  grace  to 
repent:  he  confessed  his  sins  and  cried  for  pardon,  saying, 
that  he  deserved  it  all.  The  sudden  death  of  his  brother  Mark, 
(January  23d,)  had  greatly  disturbed  his  mind ;  and  his  con- 
science being  now  awakened,  he  turned  with  prayer  and 
tears  to  the  Lord  for  mercy.  We  trust,  he  has  been  snatch- 
ed as  a  brand  out  of  the  burning.  His  father  was  present, 
and  was  commissioned  by  him  to  tell  us,  how  sorry  he  was 
for  the  grief  his  bad  conduct  had  put  us  to,  and  that  he  ear- 
nestly begged  our  forgiveness. 

27th.     An  Hottentot  couple  was  married  in  our  church. 
April  1.     A  slave,  living  about  three  day*s  journey  from 
hence,  sent  iis  a  dollar,  desiring  that  we  might  distribute  it 
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^molig  the  cripples  and  lame  people^  This  ttiati  is  iear^ 
jiestly  seeking  for  salvation,  and  has  frequently  been  here. 
He  used  to  stay  during  the  whole  of  the  Passion- Week^ 
but  IS  now  prevented  from  coming  by  illness^  He  begged  us 
to  pray  for  him*  The  Passion- Week  was  celebrated  in  the 
manner  usual  among  usj  and  on  Maundy-Thursday^  we 
partook,  in  the  Holy  Communion,  of  the  Lord's  body  bro- 
ken>  and  his  blood  shed  for  us^  for  the  remission  of  sins ;  re- 
membering with  hear^elt  compunption,  the  bitter  agony  and 
deatl\  of  our  Saviour^  Several  were  present  as  spectators* 
and  one  was  re-admitied. 

.  In  the  evening,  some  visitors  confirmed  (h6  news  we  had 
already  heard,  that  it  had  pleased  the  Lord  to  take  home  to 
to  Himself,  our  vcrierable  friend  Mr.  Schmidt,  at  Cape-town, 
He  was  near  eighty-four  years  old,  and  always  approved 
himself  as  a  most  faithful  and  hospitable  friend  to  our  Mis-^ 
Bionaries. 

5th,  On  Easter-eve,  a  large  company  assembled,  .to  attend 
the  Easter  morning-service.     In  the  afternoon  they  left  us^ 
except  Field-Comet  Grebe  and  liis  family,  who  spent  the ' 
following  day  with  us* 

The  English  officer  who  had  been  here  on  the  18  th  u\i* 
returned  to-day,  and  informed  us  that  all  the  recruits  from 
Zoete  Melks  Valley  would  march  through  our  place,  and 
$pcnd  the  night  here.  We  were  sorry  for  it,  especially  since 
we  had  already  seen  many  of  them?  here  during  the  holidays, 
who  came  to  see  their  friends. 

Hairing  received  the  bounty-money,  they  went  to  the 
farmers,  bought  wine  and  brandy,  and  got  drunk.  They 
likewise  seduced  some  of  the  inhabitants  here  to  drink  with 
them,  insomuch,  that  it  occasioned  disturbance,  'at  a  time 
when  we  most  wished  our  people  to  have  their  mmds  dt-^ 
Z  reeled 
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rcctcJ  to  the  important  subject  of  our  Lord's  death  and  if»- 
surrfection.  In  the  afternoon  the  whole  corps  arrived,  con- 
sisting 6f  1 50  men,  and  about  as  many  women  and  children. 
They  spent  the  night  in  a  riotous  manner,  and  marched  off 
in  the  morning.  The  officer  followed  about  nine  o'clock. 
We  had  indeed  hoped  to  celebrate  the  Passion^Week  and 
Easter  more  quietly,  and  exceedingly  lamented  the  scenct 
we  were  obliged  to  witness ;  but  we  could  only  pray  to  the 
l^ord,  to  prevent  the  seed  of  evil  which  Satan  had  endea- 
iroured  to  scatter  among  our  people,  from  springing  up,  to 
the  detriment  of  their  souls. 

10th.  We  sent  again  for  Dr.  Temple,  Brother  Kohr* 
taramer  continuing  in  a  very  poor  state  of  health.  He  vi- 
sited us  on  the  1 2th  and  1 9th,  and  God  blessed  the  meant  fot 
Brother  Kohrhammer*s  recovery.     ' 

20th.  We  had  a  meeting  with  those  who  since  Eastet 
had  been  baptized,  or  admitted  to  the  Holy  Communion,  at 
which  we  exhorted  them^  to  walk  worthy  of  the  grace  be- 
f  towed  upon  them.  ' 

2 1  St.  Two  officers  arrived  by  order  of  General  Baird^ 
snd  inlisted  twenty  volunteers  frOm  hence  and  the  neighbour* 
hood. 

30th.  Being  in  our  congregations,  the  memorial-day  for 
die  widows,  Sister  Rose  invited  all  the  widows  residing  here, 
who  are  communicants,  fifteen  in  number,  to  her  room,  and 
had  very  pleasing  and  profitable  conversation  with  tbcm, 
concerning  the  disposition  of  heart  in  a  widow,  whose  trust 
mnd  hope  is  in  the  Lord.  The  other  European  Sisters  join« 
ed  them;  and,  ongoing  away,  each  of  them  received  a  piece 
gf  bread. 

May  4th.  A  Hottentot  woman,  who  lives  about  an  hoar's 
Wfilk  from  hcoce^  cama  to  us^  having  just  reooyered  a  little 
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from  a  very  heavy  illnesi.  She  expressed  her  earnest  destrfr 
to  find  peace  and  pardon  with  God:  and  added,  "O  pray 
**  for  and  think  of  me,  for  I  assure  you,  that  nothing  but  the 
<^  anguish  of  my  mind,  could  have  made  me  cii^ep  hither  ia 
•*  my  weak  state  of  body." 

7th.  Sister  Kuehuel  was  suddenly  seized  with-an  inflam- 
mation in  her  eyes.  We  were  alarmed,  and  sent'  fot  Dr. 
Temple,  who  staid  with  us  till  she  recovered. 

1 1th.  Several  strangers  were  present  at  church.  Among 
them  was  an  English  gentleman,  who  arrived  lately,  and 
took  particular  notice  of  every  part  of  our  establishment. 
He  seemed  much  pleased,  told  us  his  name,  and  that  he  was 
acquainted  with  several  Brethren  in  England,  giving  us  their 
names.  From  his  manner  and  conversation  we  gathered 
that  he  was  a  lover  of  ihe  gospel  and  of  the  kingdom  of  our 
Saviour.  On  the  1 2th»  he  left  us  with  expressions  of  sju* 
cere  friendship.  .     ,        . 

14th.  To-day,  one  of  our  baptized  Hottentots,  Philip 
Titus,  departed  this  life  happily.  He  was  baptized  the  2d  o£ 
April,  1804,  by  Brother  Marsveld;  and  we  are  able  to 
declare,  that,  from  that  time,  he  approved  himself  as  a  child 
of  God,  by  whi<:h  he  not  only  gained  the  esteem  of  his  coun- 
trymen, but  was  much  respected  by  the  neighbouring  far- 
mei's,  one  of  whom  supplied  him  with  necessaries  during 
his  illness.  Towards  the  end  of  last  year  he  was  afflicted 
with  a  dropsical  complaint,^  and  suffered  much  pain^  All  of 
us  visited  him  frequently,  and  endeavoured  to  apply  every 
thing  in  our  power  to  mitigate  his  sufferings.  We  alwayt 
found  him  humble,  yet  full  of  joy  and  peace,  stedfastly  look** 
i»g  to  Jesus,  and  rejoicing  in  the  prospect  of  a  happy  eter- 
nity in  the  presence  of  his  Redeemer.  But  great  as  our  sa- 
tisfaction in  regard  to  this  dear  maa  waS|  6a  great  was  our 
Z2  gric£ 
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grief  on  account  of  the  conduct  of  his  wife  Rachel,  who  not 
only  neglected  her  poor  helpless  husband  in  his  illness,  but  even 
ran  off  with  a:  Dutch  deserter.  About  eight  days  before  her 
husband's  decease,  she  returned,  and  entreated  bis  forgiveness 
for  her  unfaithful  conduct.  He  assured  her  of  the  same ;' 
after  which,  to  the  surprise  of  all  our  people,  she  tended  and 
nursed  him*  with  the  greatest  assiduity.  Shortly  before  his 
departure,  one  of  the  Missionaries  was  called,  who  offered 
up  a  fervent  prayer,  commending  his  dear-bought  soul  to 
his  God  and  Redeemer.  Mention  being  made  in  the  prayer 
of  his  wife  and  children,  who  were  commended  to  the  mer- 
cy and  protection  of  our  Heavenly  Father,  the  poor  discon- 
solate woman  began  to  weep,  groan,  and  tremble  all  over. 
Before  the  Missionary  had  concluded,  his  soul  went  over 
into  a  Uissful  eternity,  his  wife  closing  his  eyes  amidst  loud 
weeping.  God  grant  that  her  repentance  may  proceed  to 
real  conversion  of  heart. 

In  ihesfe  days  wc  spoke  with  all  our  communicants.  Orie 
of  them  said;  "  I  used  to  feel  much  malice  against  others, 
**  and  found  that  thereby  I  lost  sight  of  our  Saviour,  and  suf* 
'*  fercd  damage  in  tny  soul;  but  since  I  have  had  the 
«<  gr^ce  given  me,  to  know  th^t  this  is>  a  great  sin,  I  call 
^*  upon  our  Saviour  to  help  and  deliver  me  from  it>  and  he 
^  has  changed  my  disposition.'* 

Another  observed,  that  she  could  not  speak  as  she  felt, 
but  added ;  *^  My  Saviour's  bitter  sufferings  and  death  are 
**  in  my  thoughts,  and  He  stands  before  my  eyes,  as  though 
*♦  He  were  now  crucified  for  me.  I  therefore  rejoice,  * 
**  that  I  have  the  favour  to  be^admitted  to  thc^Holy  Sacra- 
•«  nw:nt,  &c." 

"  A  third  said  j  ♦«  When  I  hear  the  cock  crow  in  the 
^  morning,  I  can't  help  thinking  of  our  Saviour,  how  be  at 
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"  that  time  stood  accused  before  the  tribunal,  xvhen  Peter 
•*  denied  Him,  and  it  makes  me  weep.  I  see  him  crucified 
««  for  me.  O  how  do  I  thank  Him  that  He  has  sent  ui 
<*  teachers,  to  make  us  acquainted  with  thesfe  things,  and 
**  show  us  the  way  to  salvation.  I  have  no  words  to  ex- 
**  press  my  thanks,  &c." 

One  of  the  communicants  with  much  sorrow  declared, 
that  he  not  only  felt  himself  drowsy  and  lukewarm,  but  was 
grieved  to  see  his  heathen  countrymen  sinking  in  the  mire  of 
sin  and  drunkenness,  fighting  and  whoring,  and  practising 
every  vice ;  and  that  he  was  afraid  God  would  have  patience 
no  longer,  but  punish  such  dcspisers  of  His  word,  and  take 
their  teachers  away,  as  He  had  done  formerly.  We  endea* 
voured  to  comfort  him,  by  telling  him,  that  we  prayed  ear- 
'  nestly  and  in  faith  to  the  Lord,  that  He  would  tread  Satan 
under  our  feet. 

On  the  nthi  w.e  had  a  blessed  enjoyment  of  the  Lord's 
Supper. 

1 8th.  Several  white  people  were  at  church,  and  among 
them  an  English  officer,  whose  servant,  a. mulatto,  knowt 
our  Brethren  in  Jamaica.  The  officer  seemed  much  pleased 
with  his  visit. 

22d,  The  wind  rose  to  such  a  pitch,  that  we  began,  to 
fear  for  the  safety  of  our  dwellings,  but  God  preserved  ui 
from  all  harm* 

24th.  Being  Whit- Monday,  we  had  a  baptism  of  four 
candidates.  One  of  them,  William  Braunige,  was  an  old 
Hottentot,  who,  on  the  arrival  of  the  Brethicn  at  this  place, 
came  from  the  borders  of  Caffraria  to  hear  the  word  of  God. 
He  said;  "  In  the  beginning  my  heart  was  open,  but  by 
<^  degrees,  and  after  I  had  been  admitted  as  a  candidate,  I 
^^  relapsed  and  fell  into  all  kinds  of  heathenish  abominations. 

*«  I  roved 
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^  I  roved  from  place  to  place,  but  found  no  rest  in  my  souV 
**  though  I  almost  entirely  forgot  all  the  good  things  I  had 
•*  heard,  &c."  Another  of  them,  Dam  Kochekraal,  said; 
•*  When  I  first  heard  that  teachers  were  come  to  my  nation,  I 
**  said  to  my  Baas,  (master)  *^  I  must  go  and  hear  the  words 
•*  concerning  the  great  God,  who  made  heaven  and  earth.** 
**  My  Baas  answered;  *•  You  may  go,  but  with  those 
**  teachers  you  will  die  of  hunger."  I  replied ;  **  That, 
'^  Baas,  is  impossible,  for  God,  our  Creatoi',  will  not  su£Fer 
^*  any  of  us  to  perish ;  for  He  has  made  us,  and  will  have  us 
**  to  know  Him,"  &c. 

We  had  the  pleasure  on  Whitsunday,  to  receive  a  letter 
from  Mr.  Disandt,  at  Cape-town,  inclosing  one  from  Bro- 
ther Bonatz,  informing  us,  that  he  had  arrived  with  a  Danish 
sinp  in  False  Bay,  and  desiring  that  we  would  send  to  fetch 
him  and  his  company.  No  previous  information  of  any  as- 
sistants coming  from  Europe  having  reached  us,  we  were 
most  agreeably  surprised  at* this  news;  and  Brother  Kuehnd 
immediately  resolved  to  go  to  Cape-town,  and  bring  them 
hither.  Having  been  favoured  with  some  rainy  and  fruitful 
iiveather,  our  Hottentots  were  very  busy  in  preparing  their 
grounds,  and  sowing  com.  But  most  of  them  being  too  poor 
to  buy,  and  having  no  com  to  spare,  we  lent  them  a  ceitain 
quantity,  to  be  returned  after  the  harvest. 

June.  The  swelling  of  the  rivers  had  prevented  our  neigh- 
bours  and  others  from  visiting  us  for  some  time ;  but  as  the 
iivaters  had  now  abated,  several  white  people  attended  divine- 
worship  on  the  1st. 

5th,  We  received  a  letter  from  Mr.  Kicherer  by  com- 
mission of  a  gentleman  at  Scellenbosch,  desiring  us  to  assist 
in  appointing  postilions  for  the  use  of  the  districts.  We 
were  obliged  tg  represent,  that  all  those  people  here,  who 

might 
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might  have  suited  for  such  an  employ,  were  already  ia^ 
listed. 

8tb.  We  had  the  very  great  pleasure  to  welcome  our 
dear  Brother  Bonatz.  A  great  number  of  Hottentots  weni 
to  meet  them,  and  expressed  their  joy  at  their  arrival*  Wc 
cannot  express  what  we  felt  to  see  this  dear  company*  and  t^ 
receive  letters  and  accounts  from  Europe. 

9th.  In  a  meeting  of  the  whole  congregation*  they  were, 
introduced  to  our  people ;  to  whom  we  represented  the  love 
and  care  of  our  European  Brethren  for  them,  in  sending 
again  teachers  to  them.  The  congregation  exprewed  theiU 
gratitude  more  with  tears  than  words. 

10th.  We  received  the  painful  intelligence,  that  one  of. 
our  baptized,  Christian  Trompeter,  at  the  camp  at  the  Vine* 
yards,  had  died,  in  consequence  of  eating  wild  almonds  in  % 
green  state,  when  they  are  very  poisonous.  He  was  bap- 
tized on  the  22d  of  July,  1804,  by  Brother  Kohrhammer* 
and  always  demeaned  himself  as  a  Christian,  walking  worthy 
of  the  gospel,  to  his  end. 

nth.  Brother  Bonatz  met  the  children,  and  read  to  them, 
a  letter  written  by  the  children  at  Zeist,  in  Holland,  to 
them.  They  heard  it  with  great  attention,  and  came  afters- 
wards  to  thank  him  for  it,  and  to  bid  him  and  his  company 
welcome. 

14th.  We  had  again  reason  to  be  thankful  to  the  Lord, 
for  his  goodness  to  our  communicants,  on  speaking  witb» 
them  previous  to  the  Lord's  Supper.  But  as  there  always 
wiU  be  a  mixture  of  joy  and  grief,  so  now  we  were  under 
the  necessity  of  excluding  two  candidates  for  baptism,  on 
account  of  gross  offences. 

22d.  A  very  disagreeable  occurrence  took  place.  Du- 
ling  the  absence  of  one  of  pur  communjlcantS;  a  little  boy 

broke 
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broke  into  her  house  and  stole  a  loaf.  The  poof  woman 
'^nt  immediately  to  the  house  of  his  parents  to  recover  her 
property ;  but,  instead-of  making  any  restoration,  the  pa- 
rents and  two  eldest  sons  fell  upon  the  woman,  and  beat  her 
inost  unmercifully,  so  as  almost  to  kill  her.  She  had  several 
deep  wounds  in  her  head,  and  one  of  her  fingers  broken.  On 
Examination,  it  was  found,  not  only  that  the  boy  was  the 
thief,  but  that  the  parents  and  their  two  eldest  sons  had  set 
him  on,  and  parted  the  loaf.  We  punished  the  little  boy, 
and  reported  the  case  to  the  Field-Cornet  Grebe,  who  hap- 
pened to  be  here.  He  ordered  the  father  and  eldest  son  to 
be  well  whipped  for  thefc  and  cruelty.  The  other  lad 
escaped,  and  the  mother  pretended  to  be  very  ill.  But  their 
share  of  punishment  is  yet  reserved  for  them.  Unj)leasant 
^s  this  affair  was  to  our  feelings,  wc  thought  it  our  duty  to 
bring  $uch^base  and  cruel  people  to  condign  punishment* 
.  27th.  The  Field- Cornet  Grebe  wrote  us  word,  that  bis 
Excellency,  General  fiaird,  intended  to  be  with  us  on  the 
29th,  with.a  retinue  of  thirty  persons.  We  did  every  thing 
in  our  power  to  give  our  new  English  Governor  the  best 
reception.  The  Brethren  Bonatz  and  Kuehnel,  went  to  meet 
him,  and  were  kindly  received  by  him.  He  did  not,  howe« 
vcr,  reach  Bavianskloof  in  time  for  the  public  service,  al* 
though  we  had  postponed  it  an  hour  on  his  account*  He 
arrived  about  twelve  o'clock  with  only  six  persons  in  his 
company^  having  left  the  other  part  of  his  retinue  at  Zoete 
Mclk*  Valley-  ' 

As  soon  as  they  sat  down  to  dinner,  the  schooUchildren 
cauM*  forward  and  sung  some  verses,  expressive  of  their  best 
wishes  for  the  hew  Governor,  which  gave  him  and  hi« 
company  great  satisfaction.  After  the  children  had  retired, 
all  the  men  in  the  settlement  stepped  to  the  door  of  our 

dining-room. 
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dthingrroom.  His  Exc^Ileficy  asked  what  thit  meant?  and 
.  being  infonned  ihat  they  came,  to  bid  him.  welcome  to  this 
country,  he  rose  and  went  towards  them.  One  of  the 
commimfcanfs,  Adam  Verdyn*  stepping  forward,  addressed 
him  to  the  following  effect  i  *•  My  countrymen  are  here,  to 
**  thank  Almighty  God,  that  He  has  brought  you  safe 
,  ^*  across  the  great  pcean,  and  to  wish  yx)u  all  prosperity  and 
**  blessine  in  thif  country,.  My  nation  commends  itself  to 
*^  your  favour  and  protection,  and  promises  all  obedience 
*^  to  you  and  your  Government,  a&d  that  we  will  be  faithful 
•*  to  you  in  all  things,  &c.**  This  address  was  delivered  in 
three  divisions,  each  of  '^^hich  was  translated  by  Mr.  voa 
Rhineveld  into  English.  The  Governor  expressed  much 
satisfaction,  and  ordered  Mr.  von  Rhineveld  to  thank  the 
people  for  their  affectionate  declaration,  and  to  assure  thenx 
of  his  favour  and  protection.  He  afterwards  took  particular 
notice  of  an  old  Brother,  Jacob  Akink,  who  cannot  speak 
Dutch,  but  still  uses  the  click  of  the  tongue  in  his  own  lan-» 
guage. 

Another  Hottentot  was  his  interpreter;  and  thus  by- 
means  of  three  languages^  his  Excellency  conversed  some^ 
time  with  old  Jacob,  The  latter  described  in  simple  but 
energetic  words,  how  the  love  of  the  gospel  had  brought 
him  from  a  great  distance  to  this  place ;  and  added,  that  now 
he  had  found  rest  unto  his  soul.  The  Governor  then  went 
to  see  the  church.  As  he  was  soon  going  to  leave  us,  the  bell 
was  rung,  and  the  congregation  immediately  assembled,  when 
aome  hymns  were  sung,  to  the  great  satisfaction  of  his 
Excellency,  and  the  whole  company. 

After  taking  a  view  of  the  settlement,  the  Governor  left  . 

us,  with  expressions  of  great  good-will  towards  the  Mission. 

The  Hottentots  seemed  to  revere  him  as  a  father.    The 

Brethren  Bonatz  and  Kuehnel  accompanied  him  part  of

the  way.  On  th^  road  the  latter  experienced  a  merciftil 
preservation  €)£  his  life,  his  horse  idling  with  him  and  upoa 
him. 

On  opening  the  poor's  box  in  the  churchy  we  found,  that 
the  Governor  had  bestowed'  a  generous  donation  upon  our 
poor. 

From  February  1st  to  the  end  of  June,  five  adults  and  s6- 
▼en  children  were  baptized,  seven  became  candidates  for  bap- 
tism, two  for  the  Communion,  and  nine  have  been  admitted 
to  the  Lord's^  Supper.    Three  have  departed  this  life. 

We  commend  this  congregration- of  believing  HottentotSt 
and  ourselves,  their  servants,  for  Christ's  sake,  to  the  love, 
remembrance,  and  prayers,  of  all  our  Brethren  and  Sisters, 
and  friends  eveiy-where.

St.  Kitts,  dated  Jan.  26, 1807. 


'  OU  may  have  heard  before  now,  that  it  has  pleased 
the  Lord  to  take  home  to  himself,  on  the  12th  of  Decern* 
ber  last,  our  beloved  Brother,  Eusebius  Williams.  A 
large  company,  both  of  white  people  and  negroes,  attended 
^funeral.  My  mind  was  deeply  affected  with  sorrow  for 
die  lois  of  this  Yaluablc  young  Brother^  while  I  delivered  the 

funeral 
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•  funeral  discourse.  Both  the,Missiofnmes  and  all  the  tncm* 
bers  of  our  negro  congregation,  had  gained  great  love  and 
esteem  for  this  dear  Brother.  His  discourses  in  our  churchi^ 
and  bis  exhortations  to  our  people  in  town  and  countrjTt 
were  accompanied  with  much  power  and  unction ;  and  hia 
heart  was  full  of  love  and  humble  zeal*  in  proqaoting  the 
spread  of  our  Lord's  kingdom.  He  was  willing  to  do  any 
thing  in  his  power  to  be  useful  in  the  Mission :  we  had  there- 
fore  promised  ourselves  very  essential  assistance  in  his  ser- 
vices. To  gain  souls  fOr  Qhrist  was  his  heart's  desire  and 
delight ;  and  such  are  the  men  we  want  in  the  service  of 
God  in  this  Mission.  But  who  can  know  the  ways  and 
purposes  of  the  Lord  with  His  servants  ?  v 

V  *'  After  being  very  active  in  the  labour  among  the  catechu- 
mens and  communicant^,  on  the  14th  of  November,  he  was 
seia^,  on  the  15th,  with  a  fit  of  the  malignant  fever,  then 
prevailing  in  the  island ;  and  on  the  18  th,  the  physician  pro- 
nounced his  case  to  be  dangerous.  Howeyer,  the  Lord 
heard  our  fervent  prayers,  and  restored  him  to  us^  so  that  in 
a  short  time  h^  could  again  do  his  duty  in  the  church.  Yet 
I^e  continued  to  complain  of  weakness  and  frequent  head- 
aches, but  always  expressed  a  hope,  that  he  should  soon  be  well 
having  been  formerly  troubled  in  the  same  way  in  Engla,nd. 

«*  December  1  Ith,  he  took  a  short  ride  for  the  benefit  of 
the  air,  and  returned  home  seemingly  much  refreshed.  My 
wife,  who  always  behaved  to  him  like  a  oiother,  persuadedl 
him  to  take  a  little  broth,  after  which  he  called  upon  Brother 
Procop,  and  conversed  with  him  as  usual,  very  cheerfully^ 
when  on  a  sudden  be  gave  a  shriek,  his  eyes  were  fixed,  and 
he  fell  off  his  se^t.  The  physician  being  imipediately  sent 
for,  all  possible  means  were  tried  for  hi^  recovery,  but  with* 
out  effect.  In  the  afternoon  he  was  carried  to  his  owq 
dwelliqg;  but  though  he  still  moved  hi$  right  arm  ^nd 
Aa?  feet. 
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feet,  he  remained  speechless,  and  bfs  pntse  was  no  more  per* 
ceptiblc.  At  dghto*clock  in  the  morning  of  the  l?th,  her 
eeased  to  breathe. 

'*  Thus  this  dear  and  faidiful  Brother  was  taken  from  ns, 
and  we  and  our  whole  congregation  cannot  but  weep  over 
liis  loss.  May  the  Lord  of  the  harvest  soon  prepare  and  send 
forth  other  labourers,  who  with  the  same  devotcdness  of 
heart,  love  to  the  negroes,  and  zeal  for  the  cause,  may  serve 
Him  in  this  place.'* 


Exti^aci  of  a  Letter  from  Brother  C.  F-  Ricrter,  datei 
St.  John's  Kvtio^jh^  December  2\t  1806. 

**  WE  arrived  here  on  the  12th  of  October  last,  and 
found  our  Brethren  and  Sisters  all  well  in  health. 

**  We  experienced  immediately  the  good  effects  of  the 
indefatigable  pains  taken  by  our  dear  late  Brother  EusEBius 
Williams,  both  during  our  abode  in  London,  and  on  the 
passage,  to  teach  us  the  English  language,  by  which  we  were 
enabled,  without  loss  of  time,  to  begin  our  labours,  and  to 
<:onverse  intelligibly  with  the  negroes.  This  proved  a  great 
help  to  our  fellow-labourers,  as  we '  could  directly  take  our 
share  in  visiting  the  sick,  and  speaking  with  the  people  be* 
longing  to  this  very  numerous  congregation.  We  are  quite 
ac  home  here,  and  have  gained  a  great  love  for  our  dear 
negro  ^Brethren  and  Sisters.  Brother  E.  Williams  left  us  oni 
the  22d  of  October,  for  St.  Kitts.  [Now  follows  an  account 
of  his  departure,  the  same  in  substance  with  that  just  given.] 

"  We  loved  this  our  dear  departed  Brother  mos^  cordially, 
and  you  will  all,  no  doubt,  lament  the  loss  of  so  hopeful  and 
active  a  servant  of  the  Lord  in  this  Mission.  We  know  that 
the  Lord  might  have  spared  him  to  us,  if  it  ha4  beea  His 
gracious  will)  and  pray  to  be  resigned  unto  Him,  who  does 

all 
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atl  things  well ;  but  wc  fed  the  stroke  severely,  and  earnestly 
entreat  Him  soon  to  send  ns  a  Brother  equally  well  prepared 
by  His  Spirit,  to  succeed  him,  and  to  serve  with  the  samo 
gladness  and  unfeigned  love  and  zeal,'' 

Our  late  Brother  was  in  truth  a  humble  follower  of  Christ, 
with  whom  he  had  found  tnercy  and  peace^  and  ^whom  he 
knew  and  loved  as  his  Redeemer.  His  peaceable  and  aflFec- 
tionate  disposition,  and  the  earnest  desire,  manifest  in  his 
whole  conversation,  to  promote  the  welfare  of  those  who 
were  committed  to  his  care,  had  gained  for  him  the  esteem 
and  love  of  all  who  knew  him  in  England,  particularly  of  the 
scholars  in  the  Brethren's  school  at  Fulnec,  in  which  he  had 
been  employed  for  some  years  as  an  assistant.  On  his  arrival 
in  St.  Kitts,  the  negroes  immediately  gave  him  their  confi- 
dence, and  loved  and  regarded  him,  as  a  man  whose  whole 
soul  was  intent  upon  serving  them  and  doing  them  good. 
His  labours  therefore,  though  of  short  duration.  Were  at<* 
tended  with  the  blessing  of  the  Lord,  and  with  good  fruit.- 
In  teaching  Brother  Richter  the  English  language,  he  began 
already  here  to  serve  the  cause  of  the  Mission,  by  thus  qua« 
llfying  the  latter  immediately  to  enter  upon  the  labour. 


Extract  of  a  Letter ^  from  Brother  Benj.  Mortimer  to 
the  Secretary  of  the  Society y  dated  Goshen,  on  the 
Muskingumy  February  4,  1807. 

OUR  venerable  Brother  David  Zeisberger,  would  have 
written  to  you,  but  is  at  present  rather  unwell.  He  is  now 
in  his  87th  year.  There  are  also  living  here  three  other 
Brethren  who  have  attained  to  a  great  age,  and  spent  their 
lives  from  their  youth  in  the  service  of  the  Mission ;  Brother 
Jungman,  87;  Brother  Grube,  92;   and  Brother  Lister,  at 

Nazareth, 
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9Tazareth,  93  years  old.  The  service  of  our  Indian  Mis^ 
sioas  is  very  laborious,  and  the  whole  strength  of  a  young 
man  of  healthy  constitution  is  required  for  it.  If  persons 
after  they  have  attained  the  middle  age»  are  to  begin  to  rove 
aibout  in  the  wilderness,  as  occasion  may  require,  to  build 
bouses,  clear  land,  make  utensils,  and  lielp  themselves  in 
hundreds  of  ways,  which  are  not  even  thought  of  wheYe  the 
conveniences  of  life  are  enjoyed,  they  will  find  it  rather  dif- 
ficult, especially  if  they  should  have  a  wife  and  children. 
May  the  Lord  prepare  a  supply  of  young  Brethren,  and  give 
them  grace  and  cours^e  to  devote  themselves  to  the  work* 
As  to  what  Brother  Zeisberger  has  done  and  suffered,  few 
will  be  found  able  to  follow  him.  Thus,  likewise,  other  of 
our  Missionaries  among  the  Indians  seem  to  have  had  extra- 
ordinary talents  and  strength  given  them  for  their  peculiar 
calling,  of  which  Loskiel's  history  furnishes  very  strikin|r 
proofs. 

On  Sept.  12th,  1806,*was  the  funeral  of  our  worthy  Indian 
Brother,  Ignatius.    I  will  add  a  short  sketch  of  his  life. 

He  came  as  a  youth  to  die  Indian  congregation,  at 
Tschcchschequannink,  on  the  Susquehannah,  (See  LoskieVs 
History  J  from  whence  he  emigrated  with  the  rest,  in  1772» 
to  the  Muskingum.  In  1773,  he  was  bapdzed  at  Old  Schoen^ 
brunn,  and  soon  after,  admitted  to  the  Lord's  Supper.  Du- 
ring the  heavy  trials  our  dear  Indian  congregations  had  ta 
suffer  in  the  following  years,  he  always  remained  faithful  to 
his  call  to  the  people  of  God.  As  a  husband  and  a  father* 
he  conducted  himself  with  exemplary  faithfulness ;  and  being 
appointed  an  assistant  in  the  service  of  the  congregation,  no- 
thing was  dearer  to  his  heart  than  the  welfare  of  every  indi- 
vidual belonging  to  it,  which  he  promoted  with  zeal  and  sin-» 
cerity.  It  was  his  greatest  pleasure  to  serve  all  men,  and 
•specially  the  Missionaries,  from  re^l  modv^  of  gradtude. 

Ho 
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He  always  showed  mpre  inclination  to  follow  Kusbanclry  and 
the  arts  connected  with  it^  than  hunting ;  which  hai^  we  be* 
lieve,  almost  uniformly  been  the  disposition  of  the  best  cha* 
lacters  among  our  Indians:  husbandry  tending  to  produce  a 
regular,  orderly,  industrious  life;  and  hunting,  if  folio  wed  tip 
with  eagerness,  being  commonly  combined  with  alternate  pe- 
riods of  idleness,  dissipation,  and  excess. 

The  first  years  of  his  abode  at  Goshen,  were  perhaps  the 
most  happy  of  his  life ;  and  it  was  his  full  purpose,  to  live 
out  here  the  remainder  of  his  days,  in  quiet  enjoyment  of  the 
spiritual  good  bestowed  upon  him.  But  as  his  family  grew 
up,  his  troubles  increased,  especially  owing  to  the  behaviour 
of  the  female  part  of  it.  His  son  Henry,  also,  in  a  fit  of 
fefractory  disobedience,  put  an  end  to  his  own  existence. 
By  this,  the  heart  of  poor  Ignatius,  who  was  a  most  kind  and 
indulgent  parent,  was  broken  down  with  sorrow.  He  even 
grew  dissatisfied  and  impatient,  and  at  length  removed  with 
his  family  to  Pettquotting.  Here  he  soon  repented  of  the^ 
pain  and  trouble  he  had  given  to  us,  especially  to  his  beloved 
Brodier,  Zeisberger;  more  especially,  when  he  was  in-* 
formed  of  the  declining  health  of  this  venerable  servant  of 
-^od,  whom  he  respected  as  his  long-tried  fiieod  and  father, 
be  not  only,  with  many  tears,  requested  Brother  Oppelt  to  ask 
his  forgiveness  by  letter,  but,  as  soon  as  circumstances  would 
permit,  hastened  to  receive  a  personal  assurance  of  it. 
Amidst  the  numerous  and  heavy  afflictions,  to  which  he  was 
now  subjected,  the  word  of  God  remained,  as  heretofore, 
his  refuge,  comfort,  and  relief.  Indeed,  from  the  time  he 
left  Goshen,  his  whole  life  was  but  a  succession  of  vexations^ 
and  of  wanderings  from  place  to  place.  A  week  ago,  he 
returned  to  us  with  his  family  from  Chariestown,  but  quite 
emaciated  and  worn  down.  His  last  visits  were  to  the  Mi^ 
•ionariesy  whOm  he  knew  as  his  best  earthly  friends. 

Qn 
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On  the  10th,  at  a  solemn  meeting  of  the  whole  congrega- 
tion, he  was  re-admitted,  and  assured  of  the  forgiveness  of 
all  the  Brethren  and  Sisters.  He  now  waited  with  patience^ 
but  with  ardent  desire,  to  depart  and  be  at  home  with  the 
Lord.  His  very  countenance  bespoke,  as  it  were,  in  legible 
jcharacters,  the  genuine  happiness  of  a  soul,  reconciled  to 
God  by  the  blood  of  Jesus,  and,  blessed,  in  the  most  awful 
moments  of  earthly  existence,  with  the  sure  and  certain  hope 
of  a  blissful  immortality.  Two  white  men,  strangers  to  \x», 
after  viewing  him  for  some  time,  shortly  before  he  expired^ 
exclaimed;.  "  Would  God  wc  might  die  like  this  man!'* 
Many  white  people  also  attended  his  funeral,  and  helped  to 
beai'  his  corpse  to  the  grave.  All  who  knew  him  could  not 
but  love  and  esteem  him  for  his  amiable  and  inoffensive  man-* 
fiers*  He  injured  no  man  willingly,  obliged  whom  he 
could,  and  always  greeted  every  one  who  came  near  him 
with  the  smile  of  sincere  good-will  and  disinterested  kind-* 


From  the  Cape  of  Good  Hope. 

LETTERS  dated  January  25,  1807,  mention  the  well, 
being  of  our  Brethren  there,  and  that  the  number  of  believing 
Hottentots  at  Bavianskloof  had  been  increased  in  1806  by 
fifty  persons. 

Owing  to  the  weak  state  of  health  of  the  Brethren  Kohr- 
hammer  and  Marsveld,  they  were  notable  to  supply  the  camp 
with  a  Missionary ;  and  a  Dutch  Missionary,  Mr.  van  der 
Ling,  had  been  called  to  that  station  by  General  Baird. 
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EXTRACT  OF  THE  DIARY 

or 

THE  MISSION  AT  BA VIA NS KLOOF. 

(Continued  fnym  p.  174.^ 

July,  ISpS.  in  the  beginning  of  this  month  wc  spoke 
with  each  of  our  communicants,  preparatory  to  the  Lord's 
Supper  on  the  12th.  We  were  thankful  for  the  many  proofs 
of  out  Lord's  goodness  towards  them.  One  of  tbem  expressed 
berself  thus  :  ''  I  am  uneasy,  and  not  satisfied  with  myself. 
♦*  Formerly  I  had  some  kind  of  presentiment  of  the  approach 
"  of  the  Sacrament-day,  but  this  time  il  came  unexpect- 
*^  ediy  upon  me,  when  my  teachers  announced  it  at  church. 
'.*  This  is  a  proof,  that  my  heart  is  no  longer  so  much  alive 
*<  to  heavenly  things,  and  that  I  do  not  long  so  ardently 
'*  as  formerly  for  this  enjoyment."  One  woman  was  ad« 
mitted  a  candidate. 

Some  disagreeable  occurrences  during  the  course  of  this 
month  gave  us  much  uneasiness.  We  were  obliged  to  direct 
several  persons  to  quit  our  land,  in  consequence  of  their  un« 
christian  conduct,  among  whom  there  were  some  of  the  bap- 
tized. These  things  would  weigh  us  down,  did  not  our 
merciful  Saviour  support  us,  and  give  us,  on  the  other  band, 
many  manifestations  of  his  love  to  these  poor  people,  and  of 
that  great  and  genuine  work,  begun  by  His  Holy  Spirit  in  tbt 
hearts  of  the  greater  number  of  them. 

SOth.  An  English  officer  called  upon  us.  He  was  in 
search  of  men  to  assist  in  the  artillery,  but  our  place  had  al- 
ready been  stripped  of  all  able  hands. 

On  the  28th,  a  troop  of  armed  Hottentots  arrived,  in 

pursuit  of  some  deserters.    A  Hottentot  communicant  ad^ 

Bb  dresssi 
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dressed  one  of  the  Missionaries'  wives  thus  t  •*  I  come  td 
••  tell  you,  that  I  have  been  all  day  yesterday  engaged  in  si- 
**  lent  prayer  to  our  Saviour  in  behalf  of  my  nation.  I  have 
•*  complained  to  him  of  our  indifference,  and  cry  to  him  to 
«*  bring  us  back  to  our  first  love  and  simpircity.  I  beseech 
**  you,  as  our  teachers,  to  pray  for  us,  and  trust  He  will 
**  hear  and  grant  our  request.*'  She  was  encouraged  to 
continue  to  pray  for  her  people,  for  the  work  of  God  in  this 
place,  and  for  herself,  that  she  may  be  found  at  all  times 
walking  in  the  path  of  life ;  for  if  every  one  would  examine 
their  own  hearts,  and  return  to  the  Lord,  the  effect  would 
soon  be  perceived  throughout  the  whole  congregation. 

Another  Hottentot  said,  that  last  night  she  had  not  been 
able  to  stay  in  her  house  for  uneasiness  of  mind,  on  account 
of  her  past  sinful  life.  All  the  transgressions  of  her  youth 
stared  her,  as  it  were,  in  the  facie.  She  was  directed  to 
Jesus,  the  friend  of  sinners,  who  had  purchased  for  her  the 
remission  of  all  sin  by  his  precious  blood,  and  would  deliver 
her  from  the  curse  and  dominion  of  evil. 

August  3d.  We  had  a  large  party  of  visiting  friends,  who 
left  us  with  expressions  of  thankfulness  for  the  blessing  they 
had  enjoyed,  in  attending  divine  worship  here. 

5th.  A  very  fruitful  rain  refreshed  the  parched  ground* 
but  it  was  attended  with  piercing  cold  and  so  violent  a  gale 
of  wind,  that  the  roof  of  the  church  was  damaged,  and  we 
were  obliged  to  employ  a  good  many  o^  our  people,  in  fix- 
ing holdfasts,  &c.  to  prevent  greater  mischief. 

About  this  time,  the  jackalls  and  other  ravenous  creatures 
were  very  destructive  to  our  poultry^  and  we  caught  some  of 
these  depredators  in  traps.  The  waters  being  every  where 
out,  on  account  of  the  continued  rains,  our  church  was  not 
so  well  filled  as  usual,  for  two  following^  Sundays. 

lltb     We  spoke  with  all  the  communicantSi  and  were 

much 
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much  pleased  with  the  declarations  made  by  several  of  them, 
Vfhich  showed  an  increase  in  the  knowledge  of  themselves, 
as  yrtok  creatures,  who  cannot  live  but  by  faith. 

Some  of  the  inhabitants  of  our  place  having  made  too 
free  with  brandy,  we  made  diligent  search,  by  what  means 
they  get  possessed  of  this  pernicious  liquor,  and  discovered 

that  It  is  sold  to  them  by  a  neighbour,  Mr.  G .     Wc 

therefore  resolved,  that  the  Missionaries  Bonatz  and  Kohr- 
hammer,  should  call  upon  him,  and  request  him  not  to  let 
the  inhabitants  of  Bavianskloof  have  any.  He  received  the 
Brtthren  with  great  civility,  admitted  the  truth  of  their  re«» 
monstrances,  and  promised  to  comply  with  their  requests  .  In 
the  sequel,  he  paid  us  a  friendly  visit,  and  we  had*  no  more 
reason  to  complain. 

On  the  13th,  we  had  several  meetings  to  celebrate  this 
memoriaUday  in  the  Brethren's  church.  Two  children  were 
baptized  in  the  public  service. 

23d.  The  Brethren  Bonatz  and  Schwinn,  went  on  biw* 
ness  to  the  Cape  of  Good  Hope.  "^ 

24th.  One  of  our  Hottentot  women,  who  is  blind,  re- 
lated the  following  circumstances  of  her  former  life.  She 
had  four  children  by  her  first  husband,  who  died  young. 
She  then  married  again,  but  was  taken  ill,  apd  the  disordi^ 
having  settled  in  her  eyes,  by  degrees  she  grew  blind.  Whea 
her  husband  perceived  that  she  was  likely  to  lose  her  sight, 
he  took  her  into  a  desert  country,  not  far  ^rom  the  Cape, 
and  left  her  there,  with  a  view  that  some  beast  of  prey 
should  find  her  and  put  an  end  to  her  existence.  However^ 
being  tormented,  for  some  time  after,  by  his  bad  conscience, 
he  came  every  other  day,  and  finding  her  alive,  gave  her 
lomething  to  eat.  At  length,  he  led  her  by  the  hand  into  the 
wood,  and  there  left  her,  quite  blind  and  helpless.  She  cried 
(6  tbe  Almighty  in  her  own  way,  as  well  as  she  was  ^ble, 
Jba  '  for 
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lor  she  was  now  bereft  of  all  expectation  of  human  aid,  being 
wholly  without  food,  and  tortured  by  excessive  thirst.  God, 
who  had  mercy  upon  Hagar  in  the  wilderness,  heard  also  the 
cry  of  this  poor  forlorn  creature.  He  directed  it  so,  that  a  Chris- 
tian man  strayed  into  the  same  wood,  and  hearing  the  cries  of 
die  woman,  sought  for  and  found  her,  and  gave  her  a  little  wine 
in  a  calabash,  and  some  bread.  Thus  strengthened,  she  en- 
deavoured to  gain  some  habitation,  and  groped  her  way  out 
of  the  wood,  crying  continually  for  help.  She  was  at 
length  heard  by  two  slaves  belonging  to  Mr.  £ckstein«  who 
were  in  the  neighbourhood  tending  cattle,  and  they  brought 
her  to  that  gentleman's  plantation.  Here  a  Hottentot  took 
compassion  upon  her,  and  undertook  to  maintain  her,  though 
blind  and  emaciated.  He  has  faithfully  fulfilled  his  pro- 
mise to  this  day.  They  have  but  lately  obtained  leave  to  live 
in  this  place.  She  now  began  to  express  her  thanks  to  the 
Ix>rd  for  all  his  mercies,  and  said,  that  He  often  comfort- 
ed' her  by  His  presence,  afid  filled  her  heart  with  joy,  in 
the  consideration  of  His  having  led  her  to  this  place,  where 
ahc  heard  His  precious  word.  Her  only  desire  Was  to  know, 
that  her  sins  were  forgiven,  and  that  Jesus  would  be  and  re- 
main her  Saviour,  &c.  She  was  encouraged  to  cleave  to 
Him  and  depend  upon  His  faithfulness  and  mercy. 

September  2nd»  One  of  our  communicants,  Margaret 
Blessier,  arrived  h«re.  She  called  upon  us,  and  related,  that 
as  she  and  her  company ,  with  some  pack-oxen,  were  crossing 
the  fields^,  they  saw  two  robbers,  armed  with  assagays 
(spears),  waiting  for  them.  As  they  approached,  one  of  the 
robbers  addressed  the  other,  and  proposed  to  attack  ^and  plun* 
der  them.  The  other  refused ;  and  said,  that  there  was  a 
strong  and  daring  Hottentot  woman  with  them,  who  wodd 
knock  their  brains  out.  By  this  they  meant  herself;  for  la^t 
year,  die  same  maa  had  attempted  to  beat  and  rob  her  is-a 

vine- 
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vineyard,  where  she  had  been  placed  as  guard,  but  falling^ 
down  in  the  scuffle,  she  had  got  the  better  of  him,  and  givq^ 
him  a  very  severe  beating. .  They  passed  the  robbers  under 
great  apprehension,  and  cried  to  the  Lord  to  protect  them; 
and  now  she  thanked  him,  that  he  had  prevented  them  frosu 
doing  them  any  harm.  Our  church  was  not  well  attended 
about  thi^  time ;  which  Is  partly  owing  to  the  deamess  of 
provisions,  and  the  difficulty  of  procuring  any,  and  partly  to 
this,  that  the  men  are  chiefly  in  the  English  service,  and  the 
women  follow  them  to  the  camp.  The  English  government 
however,  has  most  kindly  undertaken,  not  only  to  feed,  but 
also  to  furnish  the  most  necessary  cloathing  for  the  soldier$ 
wiveff  and  families. 

5  th.  We  had  an  agreeable  visit  from  three  English  gen- 
tlemen belonging  to  the  army,  who  were  on  business  at 
Soete  Melk's  Valley,  but  came  hither  on  purpose  to  see  the 
Mission-Se^lement.  They  expressed  their  good-will  towards 
us  and  our  labours  in  the  kindest  terms,  bought  some  knives 
made  by  our  Hottentots,  and  left  a  present  in  moneys 

6th.  The  brethren  Bonatz  and  Schwinn  returned  from 
Cape-town.  They  had  a .  troublesome  journey.  We 
received  also  a  letter  from  the  Secretary  of  the  Brethren's 
Society,  for  the  Furtherance  of  the  Gospel  in  London,  giving 
us  an  account  of  the  work  of  our  Lord  in  the  world,  espe* 
cially  in  the  Brethren's  Missions.  Its  contents  excited  us  to 
praise  our  Saviour  for  his  continued  mercy  and  favour  unto 
our  fellow-labourers  every  where. 

Several  English  gentlemen  visited  us  about  this  time,  and 
attended  the  meetings  with  great  devotion  and  satisfaction, 

14th.  A  slave,  named  Adam,  called  upon  us.  He  said: 
**  When  I  hear  you  speak  of  our  Saviour,  and  of  what  h^ 
**  has  done  and  suflFered  to  redeem  us,  and  that  now  all  men, 
*•  by  right  of  redemption,  belong  to  Him;  I  ask  my  own 

"  heart. 
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•*  heart,  whether  I  also  belong  to  Him  ?  Oh  !  I  rcmcm- 
••  bcr  weH  the  time,  when  the  farmers  always  locked  their 
••  doors,  and  shut  us  poor  slaves  out,  whenever  th^  read  in 
*•  God*s  book :  but  now  we  have  leave,  not  only  to  go  to 
•«  churchy  but  to  hear  the  words  of  the  great  book,  which 
*•  tell  us  that  we  have  a  Saviour.  At  this  news,  my  heart 
**  rejoices ;  and  now  my  Baas  (master)  gladly  permits  me  to 
^^  go  to  Bavianskloof.  I  can  never  thank  God  sufficiently 
**  far  so  great  a  favour/* 

l^th.  We  had  a  blessed  participation  of  the  Holy- 
Sacrament  in  our  &mily,  during  which  the  Lord  strengthened 
us  anew  by  hfs  presence,  and  united  us  to  Himself  and  each 
Other  in  the  bonds  of  love. "  We  adored  him  in  the  dust  as 
the  true  and  faithful  Shepherd  and  Bishop  of  our  souls. 

19th.  Field-Comet  Grebe  brought  an  order  from  govern- 
ment, for  ^U  Hottentots  who  keep  a  team,  to  send  a  man 
with  the  necessary  impleiTicnis,  and  four  days  provision,  to 
the  great  Hau  Hoeck,  to  mend  the  roads.  We  commu- 
nicated the  order  to  our  people,  and  sent  a  man  as  required, 
in  beh|!f  of  the  Mission-house  ;  but  there  are  few  Hottentots 
pow  with  us,  who  keep  a  team. 

2 1  si.  We  had  again  a  pretty  considerable  auditory  at 
church. 

22d.  Franzina  Bpdda,  one  of  our  Hottentot  commu- 
nicants, departed  this  life.  She  was  a  woman  much  re- 
speeted,  and  a  large  company  accompanied  hei  remains  to 
their  resting-place.  She  was  baptized  by  Brother  Schwinn 
June  12th,  1797,  and  admitted  to  the  Lord*s  Supper  on 
July  2 1  St,  1798.  We  can  bear  witness,  that  she  lived  by  the 
faith  of  Christ,  and  in  the  enjoyment  of  his  salvation. 
Whenever  she  spoke  of  his  meritorious  sufferings  and  death, 
and  the  love  of  God  thereby  displayed  to  a  sinful  world.  It 
was  the  language  of  ft  bumble  sinner,  redeemed  from  the  ^ 

iQvq 
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love  and  power  of  sin  and  its  curse,  by  His  blo^  tStit 
lived  in  Christian  love  and  harmony  with  her  husband 
Chrisciieb,  a  Hottentot  Captain,  and  had  by  him  twenty-two 
children,  eight  of  whom  ^are  still  living*  paring  her  last 
illness,  she  approved  herself  as  a  true  child  of  God,  and 
rejoiced  in  the  prospect  of  soon  beholding  her  Saviour  £ace 
to  face.  She  delighted  to  hear  verses  sung  at  her  bed-side^ 
treating  of  the  happiness  of  departing  in  faith.  The  peace  of 
God  dwelt  in  her  soul,  and  it  was  truly  edifying  lo  visit  her. 
On  the  22d  early,  it  pleased  the  Lord  to  take  this  dear-bought 
soul  out  of  a  miserable  world  into  His  everlasting  kingdom* 
and  she  fell  gently  asleep  in  Jesus.  We  lose  in  lier  a 
valuable  servant  in  the  church,  who  performed  her  office 
there  with  great  faithfulness,  as  unto  the  Lord,  being  a& 
example  to  all  the  other  servants* 

28th.  Mr.  Tennis,  junior,  paid  us  a  visit.  In  his  com-* 
pany  was  an  English  soldier,  who  listened  to  the  discourse  at 
church  with  great  devotion.  We  found  afterwards,  in  con- 
versation, that  be  was  a  native  of  Dublin,  and  a  lover  of  the 
Lord  Jesus.  We  gave  him  some  numbers  of  the  Periodical 
Accounts  of  our  Missions,  which  having  looked  at,  he 
begged  he  might  be  permitted  to  take  them  home,  for  he  found 
his  God  and  Saviour  set  forth  upon  every  page,  as  the  sin- 
ner's only  hope. 

October  1st.  We  began  to  prepare  for  the  cultivation  rf 
9ur  valley,  which  in  truth  may  be  called  a  wilderness.  W« 
were  succc;^ssful  in  gaining,  after  a  few  days  hard  labour, 
a  considerable  portion  of  land,  which  we  mean  to  plant,  this 
being  the  proper  season  for  it. 

In  speaking  witli  our  communicants,  previous  to  the 
Lord's  Supper  held  on  the  4th,  Charlotte  Joseph  said:  "  I 
**  aip  sick,  both  in  soul  and  body."  Bieng  asked,  whether,  if 
her  soul  was  now  required  of  her  by  her  Saviour,  who  had 

purchased 
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'pift'chased  it  by  his  blood,  she  could  willingly  resign  it  onto 
Jiim?*r^he  rose  up,  folded  her  hands,  and  exclaimed,  <^  O  that 
••  is  what  r  delight  to  hear  ;  O  how  I  rejoice  to  know,  that 
^  I  shall  once  behold  my  Saviour,  and  dwell  with  Him  in 
^  peace.  I  often  seek,  to  be  alone,  that  I  may  contemplate 
^*  this  great  subject  in  His  presence/' 

Another  old  Hottentot,  Anna  Adams,  who  can  speak 
with  ns  only  by  an  interpreter,  being  asked,  how  she  had 
«pent  her  time  since  the  last  communion,  expressed  herself  to 
this  effect :  "  I  have  nothing  to  complain  of  but  my  own 
«*  heart.  Our  Saviour  has  been  near  me  to  help  me  in  all 
**  things,  and  I  only  desire  to  love  Him  more.  I  cannot  tell 
•*  you,  what  I  felt  at  the  last  communion,  fori  have  no  words 
**  to  express  it ;  and  I  am  afraid,  that  if  I  talk  much 
'^  about  it,  I  may  lose  the  comfortable  impression  I  have  of 
^  it  in  my  heart.  But  thus  much  I  can  tell  you,  that  I 
*'  rejoice  greatly  at  the  expectation  I  have  of  partakmg  of  it 
«•  again." 

Another  said : — *^  tt  is  clear  to  me,  that  our  Saviour  loves 
^*  us  poor  Hottentots,  and  will  have  us  all  to  be  saved,  be- 
«  cause  He  has  again  sent  more  teachers  to  us,  to  show  us 
^^  the  way  of  salvation.  For  this  we  can  never  be  thankful 
'<  enough.  When  the  first  teachers  came  to  Bavianskloof, 
**  and  told  us  of  our  Saviour,  who  would  graciously  receive 
^*  every  sinner,  even  the  worst,  I  rejoiced  exceedingly ;  but 
**  when  I  applied  for  baptism,  and  was  not  so  soon  ad* 
^*  mitted  as  I  expected,  I  began  to  think  that  I  was  yet  too 
*^  bad,  and  must  render  myself  more  fit  for  it.  I  laboured 
'^  however  in  vain.  But  once  hearing  in  the  church  the 
**  account  of  our  Saviour^s  passion  and  death,  grace  was 
'*  given  me  to  believe  that  He  had  died  for  my  sins  also: 
*<  From  that  day  I  could  turn  with  all  my  sins  to  Him,  and 
<*  soon  found  that  He  forgives  and  delivers  us  from  the  power 
"of  sin;' 

Thus 
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Thu$  we  might  quote  the  expressions  of  many  others, 
who  cleave  unto  the  Lord^  and  delight  in  his  ways/  and  by^ 
their  christian  walk  and  conversation  are  known  and  ap- 
prove4y  even  by  unbelievers,  as  the  children  ofGodf. 

One  of  the  communicants,  Susanna,  related,  that  she  had 
been  called  to  attend  a  female  slave  in  Boscbisveld  as  nurse. 
On  the  road  thither,  her  former  master  met  her,  and  witli 
t^ars  in  his  eyes,  addressed  her  thus :  **  When ,  you  left  me 
**  and  went  to  live  with  the  Brethren  at  Bavianskloof,  I 
^<  wished  you  God's  blessing,  and  spoke  comfonable  words' 
*«  to  youj  but  now  I  am  sunk  so  low,  that  I  feel  no  comiFort' 
**  myself.  My  wife  and  children  have  found  grace  and  the 
**  forgiveness  of  their  sins  by  faith  in  the  Lord  Jesus  ChrTst, 
^*  but  I  cannot  say  as  much  of  myself.**  Susanna  simply 
related  to  him,  how  she  bad  obtained  rest  unto  her  soul^  and 
encouraged  her  old  master  to  fly  to  Jesus,  wko  would  not' 
reject  him,  but  grant  him  the  forgiveness  of  his  sins;:  she  ad* 
idf  **  Men  cannot  conifort  you,  my  dear  Baas ;  but  Jesus 
<*  by  his  bitter  sufferings  and  deaths  has  procured  for  you 
**  also,  salvation,  comfort,  and  peace.  I  pray  that  you 
**  may  be  made  a  partaker  of  these  blessings,  and  then  you 
<*  will  be  able  to  speak  comfort  to  others,"  &c* 

6th.  In  the  evening,  thunder-storms  seemed  approaching 
from  diferent  <iuarter5,  and  between  nine  and  ten  o'clock, 
the  Uglitning  and  thunder  was  tremendous,  but  by  the  Lord's 
mercy,  our  settlement  received  no  injury. 

8th,  So^ie  women  who  had  received  holy  baptism 
this  day  seven  years  ago,  came  to  our  house  to  declare  their 
thankfulness  to  the  Lord,  who  had  graciously  numbered 
them  with  His  people,  and  preserved  them  in  His  love, 
amidst  all  their  imperfections.  We  admonished  them  to  be 
feithful  to  the  voice  of  His  Spirit,  and  to  keep  the  eye  of  faith 
Steadily  ixei  upon  Him.  In  the  following  days,  Brother 
C  c  Bonatx 
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Bonntx  and  his  ^ife  ^poke  with  all  the  baptized,  and  found 
them»  in  general,  desirous  of  knowing  more  of  our  Saviour, 
and  His  word,  and  living  to  Him, 

Wc  cootinucd  diligently  to  work  in  the  Valley,  and  hope 
to  gain  a  Urge  portion  of  provision-ground  from  the  waste. 

15th.  A  candidate  for  baptism,  whp  had  been  excluded, 
c^une  to  a  Sister,  and  expressed  a  desire  to  speak  with'her 
about  the  state  of  her  soul.  She  was  told,  t]iat  if  she  would 
speak  the  truth  with  sincerity,  she  should  receive  every  need* 
ful  advice :  upon  which,  she  began  to  weep,  and  said,  *•  I 
•*  am  stript  of  every  thing.  I  thought  formerly  that  I  was 
•*  very  good,  but  now,  when  I  look  at  a  bird,  I  think  it 
**  is  naore  acceptable  to  God  than  myself."  She  was  asked, 
whether  she  bad  again  fallen,  into,  her  former  abominable 
practices ;  but  she  answered  with  te?irs,  "  No,  not  in  out- 
*/  ward  appearance,  but  the  anguish  of  my  piiud  is  great, 
*•  when  I  consider  .my  past  transgressions  j  O  help  me  to 
**  pray,,  that  I  niay  not  be  lost."  She  was  told,  that  it  was 
tjie  will  of  God  our  Saviour,  that  she  should  turn  to  Him, 
and  not  be  lost :  that  she  should  therefore  make  her  confes* 
sion  to  Him,  and  c^y  for  mercy^  and  he  would  in  no  wise 
cast  her  out 

20th,  and  following  day§;,we  were  busily  employed  m 
our  new  plantation,  and  sowed  part  of  it  with  pumplcms  and 
beans.  Several  strangers  both  from  the  Cape  and  Rodesandt 
came  to  see  us.       . 

29th.  A  bastard  Hottentot  with  his  wife  and  three  cluldrcn 
obtained  leave  to  live  on  our  land,  having  declared  their 
earnest  desire  to  hear  the  word  of  God  and  be  converted. 
They  related,  that  their  Baas  had  dismissed  them  with  the^e 
^ords :'  "  I  don't  know  the  brethren  at  Baviahskloof,  bii^ 
«•  so  n^uch  I  can  tell  you,  th^t  that  plac^  is  the  J>est  place  for 
•'  you  and  your  children  to  dweD  in."  '    *       "    '  " 

November 
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November  1st.  V/c  partook  of  the  Lord^i  body  tni 
blood*  fii  the^'Moly  Sammctit.  Elcveh  petsons  were  present 
as  ciiitfiiia'tesi  tv^  w!ft  a 'view  to  confirmation. 

2ll.'  Nine  pefsohi  were  baptfecd  Into  the  death  of  Jesus^ 
six  ifaen'^  two  women,  and  one  child.  It  was  a  day  of  grace 
to  \js  al^,  and  our  Hottentot  (rongregatJon  seemed  quite  to 
tevfve-uf  oti  this  occasion; 

3d.  In  the  morning  ehrlyj  iortle  terrible  thunder- 
6torms  approached  us  froiti  all  sides,  and  distui1>ed  our  rest, 
but  God  preserved  us  from  harm.  The  dhowets  Vre  hs^ve 
had  lately  have  been  of  gteat  benefit  to  our  land,  in  Sd  mufch^ 
that  on  the  4Th,  we  had  a  dish  of  kidney-beans  out  of  bur 
new  grounds,  which  is  earlier  in  the  season  than  we  ever 
remember.  A  bastard  Hottentot  tkmt  to^d^y  tb  requfest 
leave  to  Hvc  on  our  land,  arid  on  being  asked  why  he  wished 
to  live  here,  he  answered,  **  I  have  for  these  several  years 
''  pa^t,  always  attended  your  church  at  Chtistmasy-  and 
*'  what  I  have  there  heard  you  speak  of  the  love  of  Jeluf 
«*  to  all'tnen,  I  canriot  forget.  It  compels  me  to  come  again 
*•  and  again,  and  I  now  wish  to  dwell  here."  We  received 
him  on  triah 

5th.  One  ofthe  Missionaries  was  ^ent  for  to  kn  iilhabi-A 
tant  of  our  place,  called  Joadiim  Haas,  who  appeared  under 
great  distress  of  mind.  On  being  asked,  why  he  had  sent  for 
one  of  us,  he  hung  down  hh  head,  folded  hi&  hands,  and  said, 
•*  I  am  not  worthy,  that  you  should  come  into  my  hut^  but 
*•  the  anguish  of  my  soul  will  not  suffer  me  to  rest. 

*  Q.  What  is  the  cauSic  of  your  trouble  ?  A.  I  have  liVed 
'^  in  this  place  so  long  aiid  hftve  never  seriously  cotisldered 
**  the-state  of  my  souK 

**  Q.    Have  you  never  heard  of  Jesus,  who  is  God  from 

••  Heaven,  and  an  Almighty  Saviour,  and  who  has  so  often 

**  called  to  you,  Joachim  Haas,  come  unto  me  and  be  saved? 

Cc2  "A.  Alas, 
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•*  A.  AUWf  this  is  the  very  thing  that  torments  mcj;  he  has 
**  called^  but  I  have  refused^  and  jeiow  feel  condeflnned.  O 
«*  pray  for  mc>  all  my  teachers,  that  I  may  not  be  utterly 
/*  lost."  The  Missionary  in  answer  proceeded  to  exjdain 
the  love  of  Jesus  to  all  poor  penitent  sinners ;  and  promised 
to  visit  him  again.  This  man  has  been  bitten  by  a  serpent,  and 
is  dangerously  ill  in  consequence  of  it. 

10th.  As  several  fiimilies  have  lately  obtained  lekve  to  live 
in  this  place,  we  thought  proper  to  hold  a  meeting  with  all 
the  adult  inhabitants^  and  to  communicate,  not  only  to  the 
new-comers,  but  to  all  our  people,  the  rules  of  the  settlement, 
which  we  explained  point  for  point,  and  addressed  them  seri- 
ously on  the  necessity  of  adhering  to  them»  and  maintaining 
strict  order  and  discipline.  We  hope  it  will  have  a  good 
effect. 

1 3th.  A  father  and  his  child  were  baptized  into  the  death 
of  Jesus  by  Brother  Schwinn. 

27th.  pother  Bonatz  was  seized  with  ao  alarming  disor- 
der, which  made  us  send  in  haste  for  Dr.  Temple.  We  were 
much  perplexed  about  it,  and  prayed  fervently  to  the  Lord, 
diat  if  it  were  His  gracious  will,  He  would  restore  this  Bro- 
ther to  health,  and  strengthen  him  anew  for  His  service. 

The  weather  during  the  Is^t  month,  has  been  uncommonly 
changeable,  but  it  has  much  benefited  the  harvest. 

December  3d.  Brother  Bonatz  had  another  severe  at- 
tack, and  we  sent  an  express  for  the  physician.  When  he 
arrived  on  the  4ih,  the  patient  was  on  the  recovery,  for 
which  we  render  thanks  to  the  Lord,  who  heareth  the  pray- 
ers of  his  children. 

A  messenger  from  Stellenbosch  brought  a  requisition  from 
the  Landdrost,  to  send  some  people  to  help  to  make  a  rpad 
over  the  Franschc  Hoek.  We  had  no  men,  fit  for  the  pur- 
pose, residing  here  at  present,  as  all  the  effective  men  have 

beea 
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been  draughted  for  the  anny,  or  are  employed  in  die  har« 
vest. 

5th.  The  Field-Comet,  Peter  Ditoy,  gave  us  noticCf 
that  we  bad  to  expect  a  visit  from  the  Post-master  General, 
which  accordingly  took  place.  He  produced  an  order  (rom 
our  governor.  General  Baird,  to  make  Bavianskloof  or 
Gnadenthal  a  post  station ;  and  two  of  our  people  were 
engaged  as  postmen,  at  seven  dollars  per  month,  to  carry  the 
post-bags  otfce  a  week,  one  to  the  Warm  Baths,  and  the 
other  to  Zoete  Melks  Valley. 

lOth.  Dr.  Temple  was  again  sent  for,  as  Brother  Bo- 
natz  had  a  relapse.  The  Lord  blessed  the  means  used  for 
his  recovery. 

16th.  An  old  widow,  Anna  Sampson,  departed  this  life. 
She  was  baptized  October  5,  1800,  and  her  walk  was  quiet 
and  exemplary.  She  had  found  mercy,  and  spent  her  days 
in  converse  with  the  Lord  her  Saviour. 

19th.  An  unexpected  change  of  weather  took  place, 
with  severe  cold,  and  all  the  mountains  around  us  were  cover* 
ed  with  snow.  These  sudden  transitions  from  heat  to 
cold  try  the  constitutions  of  Europeans  in  this  country. 

We  were  again  much  encouraged  by  the  declarations  of 
our  communicants,  on  speaking  with  them  individually, 
previous  to  the  Holy  Communion. 

24tlu  A  great  number  of  strangers  from  all  parts  assem- 
bled here  to  celebrate  Christmas- Eve,  both  Christians^. 
Hottentots,  and  Slaves ;  more  would  have  come,  but  for  the 
impossibility  of  crossing  several  rivers,  owing  to  the  rains. 

25th.  The  church  was  nearly  filled,  and  the  Lord  bless- 
ed us  with  a  powerful  sense  of  his  presence,  while  we  joined 
in  praise  and  adoration  for  his  meritorious  incarnation.  The 
wife  of  a  neighbouring  farmer  was  particularly  affected. 
Between  us  and  her  dwelling  is  a  iremarkably  High  and  steep 
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till,  over  the  summit  of  which  the  road  lies,  for  It  would  take 
two  days'  journey  to  avoid  it.  She  said:  "  1  have  been  con- 
•*  sidering,  why  God  has  placed  such  a  high  hill  between 
**  you  and  me,  when  I  so  much  wish  to  come  often  and 
•*  hear  the  gospel.  Then  again  1  thought ;  If  souls  are 
••  truly  hungry  and  thirsty  after  the  word  of  life,  they  will 
•*  be  enabled  cheerfully  to  mount  the  hill,  that  they  may 
•*  enjoy  it." 

26th.  In  the  evening,  two  persons  were  confirmed  for  the 
first  enjoyment  of  the  Lord's  Supper,  which  we  partook  of 
on  the  27th. 

30th.  Sarah  Wallu  departed  this  life.  She  was  baptized 
Aug.  13,  1804,  by  Brother  Kohrhammer.  We  Can  truly 
call  her.  a  follower  of  Jesus,  whom  she  loved  as  the  Redeemer 

.  of  her  soul.  Her  quiet,  peaceable,  and  friendly  behaviour 
towards  every  one  with  whom  she  had  to  do,  and  her  firm 
trust  in,  and  love  to  our  Saviour,  which  appeared  in  her 
whole  walk  and  conversation,  was  a  striking  j)roof  of  th# 
grace  bestowed  upon  her.  During  her  last  illness,  it  was  a 
pleasure  to  us  to  visit  her,  and  to  be  witness  to  the  joy  and 
peace  that  filled  her  soul.  She  often  said :  '*  I  am  not  afraid 
•*  of  death,  for  it  will  bring  me  to  Him,  to  whom  my  soul 
•*  belongs.**  She  was  much  concerned  about  the  spiritual 
welfare  of  her  children,  and  the  Lord  comforted  her  in  this 
respect  also.  She  said :  **  My  dear  children  will  have  a 
"  much  better  parent  in  our  Saviour,  than  they  have  had  in 

'•*  me.**  A  very  numerous  company  followed  her  remains'to 
the  burying-ground,  having  come  hither  with  a  view  to  con-' 
elude  the  year  with  us.  They  expressed  great  astonishment 
and  pleasure  at  the  order  and  manner  in  which  the  solendnitj 
was  performed.  Every  hour  increased  the  number  of  these 
visiting  friends  of  all  descriptions,  insomuch,  that  we  counted 

^about  300  Christian  strangers,  besides  Hottentots  and  slaves. 

Our 
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Our  first  service  was  at  eight  b' clock,  and  at  half  past  eleven 
we  met  to  conclude  the  year.  Our  spacious  church  vrzs 
quite  full,  and  the  silence  and  devotion  of  the  auditory  was 
remarkable,  both  during  the  discourse  and  prayer,  and  also 
between  the  services.  At  twelve  o'clock  the  new  year  was 
announced  as  usual  with  us,  by  the  singing  of  that  verse, 
♦*  Now  let  us  praise  the  Lord*^  when  on  our  knees  we* 
adored  our  God  and  Saviour  for  the  innuinerable  proofs  of  bis 
mercy  towards  us  in  the  year  past,  craved  His  forgiveness  for 
our  many  mistakes  and  errors,  and  devoted  ourselves  anew  to 
Him ;  commending  also  to  His  mercy  all  our  fellow-labour^, 
ers  in  the  earth,  who  with  us  unite  to  extol  the  Redeemer's 
name  among  the  heathen ;  and  all  our  dear  Brethren  and  Sis-* 
ters,  and  friends,  who  love  Him  in  sincerity  and  truth.  Th^ 
whole  assembly  was  deeply  moved,  and  left  the  church  in  so- 
lemn silence.  Thus  we  entered  into  the  new  year,  firmlj 
trusting,  that  the  Lord  will  continue  to  reign  amongst  us, 
and  give  us  daily  to  experience  his  gfaclous  support  amidst 
all  our  weakness. 

In  the  year  1806,  fifty  persons  have  been  baptized,  and 
twelve  admitted  to  the  Lord's  Suppei*.  Ten  baptized,  an4 
seven  not  yet  baptized,  departed  this  life. 

Seventy*five  of  our  men  are  in  the  Hottentot  battalion* 
Their  friends  and  relatives  having  followed  them,  and  several 
numerous  families  removed  to  other  places,  on  account  of 
the  scarcity  of  provisions  in  this  neighbourhood,  there  is  a 
considerable  deduction  in  the  number  of  inhabitants,  though 
the  congregation  itself  has  increased  by  fifty  during  the  year 
past. 

Three  hundred  and  Seventeen  have  removed  from  hence. 
One  hundred  and  seven  new  people  have  obtained  leave  to 
live  here.  The  Hottentot  congregation  consists  of  523  per- 
sonS|  viz.  104  communicants,  3F98  Mptized  adolttand  cbik 
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drcDt  and  eighty-one  'candiiJates  for  baptism.  Fifteen,  arc 
at  present  excluded.  According  to  this  year's  account,  there 
were  172  houses  in  Gnadenthal,  which  contain  166  men, 
191  women,  and  440  children.     In  all  800  inhabitants. 

Think  on  us,  dear  Brethren  and  Sisters,  and  pray  for  us 
and  our  dear  Hottentot  congregation,  that  the  name  of  the 
Lord  our  Saviour  may  be  glorified  in  and  by  us.

EXTRACT  FROM  A  REPORT 

BSOSIVB^  riOM 

THE  BRETHREy  AT  SALEM,  IN  NORTH  CAROLINA^ 
Dated  Nooember  21,  1S06. 


X  HE  last  letter  received  from  Brother  Gambold,  at 
SpringpUce,  in  the  Cherokee  Country,  dated  Sept.  28,  1806, 
coBtainft  the  following : 

*^  The  good  disposition  of  the  Indians  towards  us  has  not 
^  ceased,  but  rather  increased,  and  more  of  them  have  applied 
*^  to  us  this  summer,  to  admit  their  children  into  our  schpoU 
<*  But  as  we  are  not  able  wholly  to  provide  for  more  than 
«<  one  scholar,  and  the  parents  were  not  willing  to  let  them 
^<  live  with  Mr.  Vann,  who  hitherto  has  kindly  taken  charge 
<«  of  the  resti  oa  account  of  soqae  peculiar  circiopstances  i^ 
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"  his  family,  wc  could  not,  a3  wc  wished,  comply  with  their 
request.  Ati^ong  the  parents,  whose  children  are  at  pre- 
**  sent  under  our  care,  none  is  more  friendly  than  the  chief 
**  Chuleoa,  Tommy's  father.  In  August,  he  spent  a  whole 
night  at  our  house.  During  that  month  we  had  many 
*^  Indian  visitors,  and  it  is  rather  singular,  chat  the  Indians 
*'  have  become  so  desirous  to  send  their  children  to  school^ 
"  though  chiefly  to  learn  to  speak  English.  But  whatever 
"  their  motive  is,  I  believe  that  our  Saviour  has  gracious 
*'  views  in  permitting  it.  I  have  found  the  difficulties  in 
**  learning  the  Cherokee  language  almost  insurmountable, 
**  and  it  often  comes  into  my  mind,  whether  it  may  not  be 
**  with  this  nation  as  with  the  Hottentots  at  Bavianskloof, 
**  who  first  learn  Dutch,  and  then  hear  in  that  language  the 
**  word  of  God^  declared  unto  them.  All  hopes^  which  we 
*'  formerly  entertained  of  learning  the  Cherokee  language 
**  by  conversation  with  certain  people  here^  have  vanished* 
•*  We.  collect,  indeed,  a  few  words  both  from  the  children 
'*  and  the  adults,  but  what  we  profit  by  this  mode,  amoustv 
*^  to  very  little.  Mr.  Charles  Hicks  has  given  himself  much 
**  trouble,  to  make  a  translation  of  the  Lord's  Prayer,  * 
**  which  he  kindly  sent  us  ;  but  he  observes,  that  be  himself 
'*  is  not  satisfied  with  it,  nor  can  we  understand  it^  without 
**  his  assistance,  much  less  pronounce  the  words  properly. 
**  The  school-children  are  therefore  the  only  Cherokees,  to 
**  whom  as  yet  we  can  speak  of  our  Saviour ;  ind  we  arc 
*^  often  grieved,  that  we  are  confined  to  so  small  a  mictiber. 
*^  Our  Lord's  parable  of  the  mustard  seed,  which  is  in  itself 
**  so  small  and  insignificant,  but  by  degrees  grows  up  to  be 
•*  one  of  the%largest  trees,  is  of  great  comfort  to  us,  when  j 
«*  we  cofis(ider  the  very  small  beginnings  we  are  making; 
**  and  when  we  perceive,  with  what  pleasure  our  boys  karn 
texts  imd  hymns,  and  sometimes  hear  them  singing  verses 
Dd  together 
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**  together,  when  alone  in  the  evening,  we  are  thankful, 
*•  and  think  tl^at  we  already  discover  some  sprouts  v«hich 
**  may  grow  up  into  trees  of  (he  Lord's  own  planting." 

Brother  Gambold  then  gives  an  account  of  eight  chil- 
dren, who  are  at  present  under  instruction.  They  expected 
soon  another.  The  Brethren  had  undertaken  the  charge  of 
three,  and  the  rest  were  provided  for  by  Mr.  Vann.  A 
daughter  of  Mr.  Rogers,  who  spoke  both  English  and  Che- 
rokee, was  also  expected  to  join  them. 

The  Missionaries  had  experienced  the  gracious  support  of 
our  Heavenly  Father  in  their  external  concerns.  They  had 
received  such  a  supply  of  cloathing,  provisions,  and  other 
necessaries,  that  they  did  not  fear  any  inconvenience  for 
want  of  these  articles  in  the  ensuing  year. 

The  Brethren  Gambold  and  Byhan  had  exerted  them- 
selves  in  cuUrvating  the  land  around  them,  and  have  reaped 
a  rich  harvest  of  Indian  corn,  notwithstanding  the  hot  and 
dry  summer  in  those  parts.  Wheat  has  rtot  hitherto  an- 
swered with  them,  and  Indian  com  has  been  their  chief 
food.  Not  having  a  sufficient  supply.  Brother  Byhan  was 
obliged  to  go  toTellico  to  fetch  a  barrel  of  it.  They  had 
likewise  cohtrived  to  set  up  a  loom,  and  intended  to  build 
a  cabin  for  it.  Brother  Gambold  had  acquired  some  profi- 
ciency in  mending,  and  even  making  shoes,  which  they 
found  hi^ly  useful.  Sister  Byhan,  being  a  good  scm- 
stress,  had  not  only  served  them  in  that  way,  biit  earned 
soiftething  towards  the  support  of  their  housekeeping,  by  her 
needle.  We  all  rejoiced  at  her  recovery  from  a  dangerous 
illness  last  spring,  and  for  the  merciful  presentation  of  her 
little  boy,  who  was  seveial  times  tossed  by  a  cow,  and  yet 
escaped  with  life.  The  Brethren  afterwards  cut  a  lane  through 
the  wood  to  give  the  cows  more  room,  as  they  had  before 
thai  time  been  kept  in  the  yard  close  to  the  house. 

Id 
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In  general  they  were  all  well  in  health,  and  speak  of  Spring- 
place  as  one  of  the  healthiest  of  our  Mission-Settlenients. 
They  live  in  brotherly  love  together,  and  endeavour  to  make 
the  difficulties  of  a  missionary  life  as  easy  to  each  other  as 
possible. 

Brother  Gambold  mentions  also,  that  their  family  worship 
is  attended  with  a  remarkable  tnanifestation  of  the  peace  and 
grace  of  God  our  ^aviour,  by  which  they  are  greatly  com- 
forted and  strengthened.  It  makes  them  bear  their  separation 
from  their  friends  and  the  congregations  with  the  more  resig- 
nation, knowing  that  they  are  there  for  the  Lord's  sake^  who 
is  ever  present,  in  every  place,  with  all  who  call  upon  him  in 
time  of  need. 

Their  correspondence  with  the  Brethren  at  Salem  has  been 
uninterrupted,  though  the  letters  were  sometimes  long  on  the 
road. 


The  labours  of  the  Brethren  at  Bethany,  Hope,  and  Fried- 
burg,  (in  North  Carolina),  among  the  negroes  in  their  neigh- 
bourhood, continue  with  blessing,  and  several  of  them  have 
been  baptized.  A  further  extension  of  the  Missionary  la- 
bours of  our  American  Brethren  among  the  Negroes,  is  un- 
der contemplation,  as  far  as  they  may  find  means  to  support 
it.  May  we  all  unite  to  pray  to  the  Lord  of  the  harvest,  that 
He  would  prepare  and  send  forth  labourers  into  His  harvest, 
who  with  power  and  the  demonstration  of  His  Spirit,  may 
proclaim  the  Gospel  to  sinners  of  every  land  and  nation, 
that  the  reward  for  the  travail  of  His  soul  may  soon  be  ga* 
thcrcd  in.

IN  1807, 


From  ffopedale,  AtLgusU  25,  1807, 
Dearest  Brethren, 

X  HE  17th  August  was  the  joyful  day,  on  which  we  bid 
the  Resolution  welcome  on  her  return  to  us.  She  entered 
our  bay  about  midnight ;  but  if  the  Esquimaux  had  not  per- 
ceived her  and  given  us  notice,  we  should  not  have  known  of 
her  arrival  till  the  morning.  On  the  18ib  early,  we  hastened 
on  board,  hoping  to  see  our  dear  Qaptain  Eraser  and  Brother 
and  Sister  Kohlmei^ter.  In  this  we  were  disappointed  to  our 
sorrow.  We  were  the'  more  thankful  to  the  Lord,  for 
having  enabled  the  mate  to  conduct  the  vessel  safe  across  the 
ocean. 

Your  kind  letter  informed  us  to  our  great  joy  of  the  safe, 
though  boisterous  passage  of  tlie  Resolution  last  year,  and 
how  she  arrived  in  the  Thames  on  the  4th  of  December, 
without  convoy,  We  desire  cordially  to  salute  our  dear 
Brother  Eraser.  Should  he.no  more  be  able  to  come  to  us, 
we  thank  him  most  unfeignedly  for  his  faithful  services, 
in  which  he  has  been  so  long  engaged.     The  Lprd  has  beea 
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With  bim  in  a  manner  manifest  to  all,  delivered  him  out  of 
many  dangers,  and  conducted  the  vessel  under  his  care  for  so 
many  years  with  such  safety,  that  we  are  all  astonished  and 
611ed  with  thankfulness  for  His  gracious  dealing. 

If  grieves  us  to  think,  that  the  dreadful  effects  of  the  pre- 
sent war  prevented  Brother  and  Sister  Kohlmeister  from 
completing  their  visit,  and  returning  to  us  this  year.  May 
our  Saviour  grant  them  a  peaceful  and  pleasant  abode  in  the 
German  congregations,  such  as  they  have  had  with  our 
dear  Brethren  in  London.  We  likewise  pray  that  He  may 
be  with  and  bless  our  dear  Brother  and  Sister  Schmitt,  and 
we  return  you  many  thanks  for  all  the  kindness  you  have 
shown  to  the  whole  company  from  Labrador,  including  th^ 
three  dear  children. 

You  have  indeed  had  large  parties  of  Missionaries  to  lodge 
and  provide  for,  and  your  expences  must  be  great.  May  the 
Lord  bless  your  basket  and  ypur  store,  and  enable  you  to 
continue  your  labours  of  love.  We  also  beseech  Him  most 
fervently  to  preserve  your  land  and  nation  from  the  craft  and 
violence  of  the  enemy.  We  join  you  in  your  petitions,  that, 
according  to  his  great  mercy,  he  would  look  down  with 
pity,  and  soon  restore  order  and  peace  to  the  distracted 
nations  of  the  earth.  More  especially,  we  commend  to 
His  mercy,  our  poor  suffering  congregations  in  Germany ; 
that  he  may  comfort,  protect,  and  help  them  in  all  trials. 

You  will  be  glad  to  know,  dear  Brethren,  what  has  oc- 
curred with  us  and  our  dear  Esquimaux  congregation  during 
the  year  past.  We  rejoice  that  y^e  can  again  declare,  ta 
the  praise  of  our  merciful  Saviour,  that  He  by  His  Holy 
Spirit  has  unweariedly  continued  the  work  He  Himself 
began  among  our  Esquimaux,  and  not  only  maintained,  but 
increased  and  established  it ;  of  which  we  have  had  many 
encouraging  proofs  in  the  year  past.    He  has  founded  our 
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*  commtinicants  more  firmly  upon  Himself,  and  awakened 

•  several  of  our  young  people,  so  that  we  have  had  the 
pleasure  to  see  some  of  them  draw  nearer  unto  Him  and 
His  people.  The  progress  of  others  is  slower,  and  not  very 
perceptible;  but  they  are  all  uneasy  and  troubled  in 
mmd,  as  long  as  they  do  nor  know  Him  as  their  Saviour* 

Last  autumn,  after  they  had  removed  into  their  wint^- 
houses,  a  malignant  disorder  broke  out  amongst  them, 
Tcsembling  both  the  small-pox  and  the  measles,  which 
caused  to  ^me  much,  and  to  others  less  pain  and  suffering. 
Old  Thomas,  formerly  known  by  the  name  of  Kapik,  was 
most  severely  attacked  by  it,  as  the  eruption  in  his  face  struck 
inward,  and  turned  into  a  kind  of  scrophula,  by  which  one  of 
his  upper  jaw-bones  was  eaten  away.  The  severe  pain  he 
now  suffered,  occasioned  him  to  forsake  his  confidence  in 
our  Saviour  (if  he  ever  really  did  possess  any  of  the  true 
kind),  and  to  seek  for  help  in  heathenish  practices ;  inso- 
-much,  that  if  he  had  had  opportunity,  he  would  have  pro- 
ceeded greater  lengths  in  these  abominations  than  ever  before. 
Indeed,  during  all  last  ^nter,  his  behaviour  was  very  op- 
pressive to  his  whole  family,  and  particularly  to  his  two 
wives,  who  are  both  communicants,  and  very  worthy^ 
women.  All  our  kind  exhortations,  as  well  as  serious  re- 
monstrances, were  in  vain  ;  and  even  after  he  had  recovered 
from  the  pain  and  other  effects  of  the  disorder,  he  still 
remained,  quite  hardened.  We  have  thus  discovered,  that  he 
has  all  along  acted  the  part  of  a  deceiver,  and  that  the  many- 
fine  speeches,  and  tears  with  which  they  were  accompanied, 
were  the  fruits  of  hypocrisy.  This  is  quite  consistent  with 
the  character  given  him  by  his  inmates ;  but  they  dui*8t  not 
open  their  mouths  in  his  presence.  Of  late,  our  admo-. 
nitions  seem  to  have  made  some  impression  upon  his  mind ; 
and  he  again  declares  with  tears,  that  he  is  sincere  in  hia 
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repentance^  and  will  turn  again  unto  the  Lord.  But  who 
can  now  believe  him>  «ince  he  has  so  long  played  the 
hypocrite?  However,  we  will  not  lose  couri^c,  but  stitt 
hope,  that  the  power  -of  Jesu*s  blood  is  able  to  deliver 
this  poor  man  from  the  bonds  of  sin  and  Satan*, 

In  general,  we  find  cause  to  pray  for  grace  and  wisdonit  - 
that  we  may  treat  these  people  according  to  His  miudf  with 
neither  too  much  indulgence,  nor  too  great  severity. 

The  consecration  of  our  new-built  church,  on  the  1 2th  of 
December,  was  attended  with  much  blessing,  and*  a  great 
emotion  of  heart  in  all  present.  Our  Saviour  fulfilled  Ms 
gracious  promise,  that  where  two  or  three  are  assembled  itt  ' 
His  name.  He  will  be  in  the  midst  of  them  to  bless  thenu 
And  not  only  on  that  occasion,  but  ever  since,  we  have 
felt  that  He  vouchsafed  to  make  it  His  temple. 

In  the  year  past,  five  adults  and  three  children  have 
received  holy  baptism*  one  person  has  been  admitted  to  the 
holy  communion,  ten  have  become  candidates  for  the  samet 
and  four  for  baptism  ;  two  were  received  into  the  congi«- 
gation«  The  schools,  both  of  'the  children  and  adults, 
continued  to  be  held,  with  the  Lord's  blessing.  We  pra^ 
that  He  may  visit  our  dear  children  with  favour,  that  in 
early  years  they  may  become  acquainted  with  Him, 
and  the  rising  jgcneration  prosper,  to  His  Name's  praise 
and  glory. 

As  to  externals,  our  gracious  Heavenly  Father  has  cared 
for  our  people,  so  that  tliey  havcsuffered  no  want,  for  which 
they  and  we  join  in  thanksgiving  ;  yea,  His  mercy  has  been 
great  towards  us  all,  both  in  our  outward  and  inward  con- 
cerns, for  Jcsu's  sake. 

To  tiSf  he  has  granted  the  needful  strength  and  healt|},  and 
blessed  our  exertions  in  building  the  church  ;  insomuch,  that 
we  could  consecrate  it  on  the  aboveuaentioncd  day.    There 
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is  indeed  a  great  deal  yet  to  be  done  to  it,  both  in  and 
oatside»  especially  as  our  thin  Labrador  boards  will  not 
singly  keep  out  the  weather.  Wc  have  therefore  attempted 
to  make  shingles,  and  mean  to  cover  the  roof  with  them.' 
We  have  likewise  underdrawn  the  east  end  of  our  JwelKng, 
and  intend  to  cover  the  weather  side  both  of  our  chufch  and 
dwelling-house  with  shingles. 

Although  we  are  well  aware  of  many  defects  and  infir- 
mities, we  can  declare  with  truth,  to  the  praise  of  our  Savi* 
our,  that  He  has  been  with  us  as  a  family ;  kept  us  in  bro- 
therly love  and  peace;  blessed  our  weak  testimony  with 
fruit  in  the  hearts  of  the  Esquimaux ;  been  near  to  us  in  our 
meetings  bdth  for  private  and  public  worship;  and  favoured 
us  in  all  our  conferences  witli  his  presence  and'  gracious 
counsel.  The  abode  of  our  dear  Brother  and  Sister  Burg- 
hard  among  us  during  the  whole  of  last  winter,  proved  of 
great  benefit  and  encouragement  to  us,  and  his  services  in 
the  word  and  sacraments,  were  attended  with  particular 
unction.  They  left  us,  April  23d,  and  had  a  safe  passage 
to  Nain. 

Brother  and  Sister  Martin  will  go  with  the  ship  from 
hence  to  Okkak.  We  thank  them  for  their  faithful  services 
in  this  place,  for  the  last  five  years^  and  conmiend  th^m  to 
the  Lord's  grace  and  protection  on  their  voyagt. 

No  heathen  families  have  lived  near  us,  and  it  appears 
as  if  that  old  den  of  Satan  at  Arvertok  would  remain  un- 
occupied; which  we  shall  be  glad  of.  Three  Europeans 
lived  about  half  a  day's  journey  from  hence,  but  as  none  of 
our  Esquimaux  went  to  them^  they  did  not  call  here. 

We  thank  you,  dear  Brethren,  very  cordially  for  the  liberal 
supply  sent  us  of  every  thing  necessary  for  our  subsistence, 
and  repeat  our  earnest  prayer,  that  the  Lord  would  continue 
to  enable  you  to  maintain  the  work  you  have  undertaken 
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in  His  Name,  strengthen  you  with  the  spirit  of  gladness, 
and  give  you  t,  constant  sense  of  His  redeeming  love,  that  wc 
may  all  be  found  labourers  well  prepared  for  His  service  in 
His  vineyard.  To  this  end  we  commend  ourselves  and  the 
work  committed  to  us  to  your  loving  remembrance  and 
prayers.  We  salute  you  all,  and  remain  dear  Brethren,  yout 
affectionate  Brethren  and  Sisters  at  Hopcdale.

From  Nairiy  September^  1807. 

Dearest  Brethren, 

THE  news  of  the  arrival  of  the  Resolution  at  Hopedalt, 
on  the  nth  of  August,  we  received  with  great  joy  on  the 
23d.  We  soon  assenjbled  and  offered  up  our  thanksgiving 
to  our  gracious  Saviour,  Jthat  He  has  again  conducted  this 
vessel  safe  across  the  ocean  to  our  coasts. 

By  the  same  conveyance  we  received  your  very  kind  letter 
of  May  28th,  and  were  much  cncburaged  by  its  contents. 
We  thank  you  for  all  your  good  wishes  expressed  therein, 
and  likewise,  for  the  liberality  with  which  you  have  again 
supplied  us  with  the  necessaries  of  life ;  for  which,  may  the 
Lord  richly  bless  and  reward  you  and  all  the  dear  friends  who 
enable  you  to  Support  this  part  of  His  work  in  the  earth. 

August  30th  ;  the  ship  arrived  safe  in  our  haven.  It  is  a 
noble  sight  in  this  solitary  country,  to  see  her  in  full  sail 
doubling  the  Cape,  which  terminates  our  bay.  On  going 
on  board,  we  rejoiced  to  find  our  dear  Brother  and  Sister 
Martin,  who  spfent  their  lime  very  pleasantly  with  us,  till 
the  departure  of  the  ship  for  Okkak. 

Ec  Ta. 
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To  return  to  your  kind  letter ;  we  could  not  but  feel  great 
joy  in  perceiving,  that  the  Lord  in  mercy  has  preserved  Eng- 
land in  the  midst  of  this  dangerous  and  ruinous  war,  and  ne* 
ver  permitted  the  enemy  to  gain  any  advantage  over  it. 
May  He  continue  to  hold  His  hand  over  you,  and  to  protect 
you  by  His  almighty  arm. 

The  account  we  have  to  send  you  this  time  of  the  state  of 
our  dear  Esquimaux  congregation,  is,  in  general,  of  the  most 
agreeable  kind.  During  last  winter,  our  Saviour  has  owned 
them  •graciously  as  His  flock.  The  celebration  both  of 
Christmas  and  of  the  Passion- week,  was  attended  with  dis- 
tinguished blessing.  The  hearers  were  all  moved  to  tears 
during  the  reading  of  the  history  of  our  Saviour's  incar- 
nation, and  of  his  last  discourses  and  transactions  previous 
to  his  sufferings.  That  prayer  which  he  offered  up  ^  our 
High-priest  and  Reconciler  (John  17.)  made  a  particular  im- 
pression on  all  present.  We  may  declare,  of  all  the  Esqui- 
maux living  on  our  land,  that  they  delight  to  attend  the 
worship  in  the  Lord's  house,  and  we  might  quote  many 
instances  of  it,  if  we  had  room  here,  but  refer  you  to  our 
diary. 

Yet  we  can't  help  observing,  that,  though  we  have  the  , 
most  manifest  proofs  that  the  Lord  himself  has  taken  his 
cause  in  hand,  and  has  visited  this  nation,  by  nature  sunk 
in  the  grossest  darkness  and  sin,  still  some  instances  of  great 
depravity  have  occurred.  We  have,  however,  even  herein 
more  cause' for  indulging  good  hopes  than  formerly,  for  such 
poor  people,  who  have  not  yet  been  delivered  from  the 
power  of  sin,  come  now  of  their  own  accord,  and  confess 
their  transgressions,  weep  over  their  ingratitude  and  un- 
faithfulness, and  beg  us  to  have  patience  and  not  to  discard 
them.  And  what  can  we  say  to  such  poor,  frightened, 
broken-hearted  sinners  ?  Every  one,  who  knows  the  depra- 
vity of  his  own  heart,  and  how  easily  sin  besets;  and  is  also

acq\iainted  with  the  power  of  the  Lord,  and  his  mercy  and 
patience^  will  easily  answer,  and  say;  "  O  show  compassion 
to  your  poor  fellow-sinners,  and  help  to  reclaim  them,  for 
our  Saviour  comes  to  meet  sinners,  and  with  open  arms 
receives  us,  if  we  but  repent  and  cry  for  mercy.'* 

Particular  blessing  has  attended  the  schools,  both  of  the 
adults  and  children*  We  had  much  pleasure  in  beholding 
the  proofs  of  our  Lord's  grace  in  our  Esquimaux  children. 
Meeting  in  classes,  proved  a  means  of  much  blessing  to 
them.  The  presence  of  God  was  felt  in  these  assemblies, 
and  His  love  to  the  little  ones  was  peculiarly  manifest  to- 
wards them  also. 

In  externals,  our  people  did  not  suffer  much  last  winter ; 
but  in  spring,  their  provisions  run  short,  as  usual.  About  the 
middle  of  July,  they  discovered  a  dead  whale  in  the  outer- 
most Islands,  which  was  of  great  service  to  them.  They 
laid  up  a  considerable  stock  of  its  flesh  for  next  winter, 
and  the  blubber  furnished  them  with  many  necessaries  in 
barter. 

Since  the  departure  of  the  ship  last  year,  six  children  were 
bom ;  five  of  whom  were  baptized ;  two  persons  became 
partakers  of  the  Lord's  Supper ;  one  was  readmitted,  six 
were  readmitted  to  the  congregation;  seven  were  added  to 
the  candidates  for  baptism;  fifteen  moved  hither  from 
heathen  places,  assuring  us,  that  it  was  their  only  aim  to 
be  converted  to  Jesus.  At  the  close  of  1806,  the  congrega- 
tion at  Nain  consisted  of  seventeen  communicants;  six  can- 
didates ;  nine  adult  baptized,  not  yet  communicants ;  nine- 
teen baptized  children ;  six  candidates  for  baptism ;  in  all 
of  fifty-seven  persons ;  twenty-two  unbaptized  live  on  our 
land.  The  number  of  all  the  inhabitants  is  seventy-nine ; 
fifteen  more  than  last  year. 

The  weather  last  winter  was  remarkably  mild ;  but  ther« 

was  a  great  fall  of  snow  and  sleet.    The  present  summer 
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is  warm  and  fruitful,  and  we  shall  r^ap  good  crops  from  our 
garden. 

As  to  Us  European  Brethren  and  SUters,  we  have  remain* 
ed  in  general  in  good  health*  Our  dear  Brother  Burghardt, 
after  his  visit  to  Hopedale,  returned  to  us  April  27th.  Their 
journey  was  troublesome,  and  they  were  two  nights  on  the 
road,  owing  to  the  weather  and  bad  track.  Yet,  through 
the'  mercy  of  our  Saviour,  they  suffered  nothing. 

In  all  our  no^tings  and  ccmferences,  the  presence  of  our 
unseen  Friend  and  Counsellor  was  our  powerful  support.  He 
also  gave  grace,  that  we  lived  together  in  love  and  peace, 
and  we  pray  fervently,  that  he  may' preserve  unto  us  this 
jigiestimable  jewel. 

We  are  sorry,  that  our  dear  Captain  Fraser  did  not  come 
to  us  this  year,  having  always  bad  great  pleasure  in  his  com- 
pany. Perhaps  we  may  see  him  return  to  us  next  season. 
Meanwhile,  we  pray  our  Saviour  richly  to  reward  him  for 
his  long  and  faithful  services  to  this  Mission.  We  shall  al- 
ways  remember  him  in  love. 

May  God,  our  almighty  Protector,  preserve  the  ship 
and  company  on  her  return  to  you,  that  you  may  agaia 
have  the  joy  to  see  her  arrive  safe  in  England* 

To  conclude,  we  recommend  ourselves  and  our  dear 
Esquimaux  congregation  to  your  continued  love  and  rc- 
n^embrancc  before  our  Saviour,  and  salute  you  and  all  who 
love  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  with  sincere  affection,  remain-* 
ing  ever,  dear  Brethren,  your  most  faithful  and  affectionate 
Brethren  and  Sisters  at  Nain.

Dearest  Brethren, 

HAVING  long  waited  for  the  ship's  arrival,  or  at  least 
for  some  account  of  the  same,  we  bad  at  length  on  the  27th 
of  August,  the  inexpressible  pleasure  to  receive,  by  a  party 
of  Esquimaux  from  Hopedale,  rhe  agreeable  intelligence  of 
its  reaching  that  place  on  the  17th.  Our  hearts  and  lipt 
overflowe4  with  thanks  and  praises  to  our  gracious  Saviour, 
the  more,  as  by  the  continuation  of  the  war,  she  it  exposed 
to  various  dangers ;  but  which  the  Lord  has  hitherto  raerci<* 
folly  averted.  We  soon  met  to  read  your  kind  letter  of 
May  27th,  and  other  ^tters  addressed  to  the  family  here. 
It  gave  us  pain  to  find,  that  our  dear  Captain  Fraser  waft 
prevented  by  ill  health  from  visiting  us  this  year,  by  which 
we  are  deprived  of  much  pleasure.  For  the  necessaries  of 
,  life  again  sent  us  by  the  ship,  we  return  you  our  most  cof« 
ilial  thknks.  ' 

That  you  take  so  near  a  share  in  our  Inward  and  outward 
concerns,  encourages  us  greatly.  You  feel,  with  us,  the  great 
debt  of  gratitude  we  owe  to  our  Saviour  for  his  great  good- 
ness, manifeste4  both  towards  us  and  Our  Esquimaux  flock  ; 
and  we  rejoice  to  be  able  to  declare,  that  we  have  had  re- 
peated proofs  of  it  in  the  year  past.  We  firmly  believe  that 
He  hears  your  and  our  prayers  in  behalf  of  His  work  in 
this  land^  and  will  cause  His  Name  to  be  yet  more  glorified 
among  the  natbns'we  serve  with  the  gospel. 

We  will  preliminarily  give  you  a  short  sketch  of  what  has 
occurred  here  since  our  last  letter.     O  let  us  praise  the  Lord, 
that  by  the  Holy  Spirit's  pow^r  and  unction.  He  has  caused 
hk  precioiis  gospel  to  be  preached^  with  cScct,  which  h»s  of- 
ten 
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ten  been  so  [lowerful  in  the  hearts  of  the  Esquimatnt,  that 
all  were  moved  to  tears  ;  and  we  were  filled  with  a  believing 
hope,  that  He  will  gather  together,  even  at  Okkak,  a  con- 
gregation, which  shall  blossom  and  bear  fruit  to  His  Name's 
glory. 

The  declarations  of  many  of  our  baptized,  showing  an 
experience  of  divine  grace  in  their  hearts,  have  often  af- 
forded us  the  greatest  encouragement. 

During  last  winter,  four  adults,  and,  including  Brother  and 
Sister  Meisner's  new-born  mfant,  five  children  were  bap- 
tized. Eight  persons  formerly  excluded,  having  returned  as 
true  penitents,  were  readmitted  to  the  congregation ;  six  were 
added  to  the  class  of  candidates  for  baptism.  The  schools 
for  the  children  have  been  held  in  thei2sual  order,  and  the 
seed  sown  in  their  tender  hearts,  seems  to  spring  up  and  pro- 
mise good  fruit.  The  Lord  has  given  us  agreeable  proofs  of 
His  love  to  these  little  ones,  of  which  we  might  quote  many, 
but  will  now  only  notice  the  following : 

One  day,  while  we  were  closing  the  schools  as  usual,  by 
singing  a  verse,  there  arose  such  an  emotion  of  heart  among 
them,  that  all  melted  into  tears,  and  at  last,  without  any  di- 
rection, they,  of  themseves  fell  on  their  knees.  The  Mis- 
sionary, therefore,  who  was  keeping  the  school,  knelt  down 
also,  and  was  powerfully  excited  to  fervent  prayer  for  thesf 
dear  little  ones,  commencing  them  to  the  grace  of  our  Savi- 
our. Frequently  the  children  met  together  and  sung  hymns, 
after  the  example  of  their  parents,  during  which  they  were 
so  much  affected,  that  they  burst  into  loud  weeping.  You 
may  easily  conceive  how  we  feel,  when  we  are  witnesses  to 
these  things,  and  we  offer  up  daily  many  prayers  to  our  Savi- 
our, that  as  they  grow  up.  He  would  preserve  them  from 
the  snares  of  Satan,  and  give  them  more  and  more  to  know 
and  experience  the  power  of  his  blood-shedding  and  death, 
to  sanctify  and  preserve  them  in  the  faith,  and  grant  grace, 

tb^t 
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that  We  may  faithfully  in  all  things  approve  ourselves  as  hi* 
servants  and  handmaids,  in  training  them  up  for  Him. 

Six  or  eight  families,  some  of  whom  had  formerly  lived 
here,  have  again  applied  for  leave  to  live  on  our  land,  and 
to  most  of  them  we  have  granted  it.  As  to  th6  rest,  we  shall 
wait  a  little  longer. 

For  the  external  support  of  our  Esquimaux,  our  gracious 
heavenly  Father  has  granted  a  su£Ecient  supply.  They  have 
been  tolerably  successful  in  procuring  provisions,  and  caught 
a  considerable  number  of  seals  in  nets,  which  supplied  them 
with  food  till  Easter.  In  spring  they  were  not  so  successful 
as  formerly,  but  yet  suffered  no  want.  No  particular  sickness 
prevailed,  and  deaths  were  not  frequent,  for  which  we  arc 
the  more  thankful,  as  upon  such  occasioils  we  always  fear, 
lest  Satan  should  succeed  in  seducing  some  unsteady  people 
to  resume  their  heathenish  practices. 

We  have,  as  much  as  possible,  endeavoured  to  impress 
upon  the  E^uimaux  from  the  North,  who  frequently  visited 
us,  the  necessity  of  conversion,  but  we  fear  that  their  plea- 
sant speeches  upon  such  occasions  were  more  out  of  civility^ 
than  from  a  real  desire  to  be  saved.  However,  we  will  not 
despair,  but  maintain  a  firm  hope,  that  the  hour  of  their  vi« 
sitation  will  soon  strike,  and  we  are  thereby  encouraged  to 
seize  every  opportunity  of  proclaiming  to  them  the  counsd 
of  God  for  man's  salvation,  beseeching  them  to  be  reconciled 
to  God.     For  particulars  we  refer  you  to  our  diary. 

In  our  family,  we  have  all  enjoyed,  through  the  mercy  of 
our  Lord,  health  and  strength,  so  that  we  could  perform  the 
work  committed  to  us.  We  have  not  advanced  as  far  as 
you  supposed  with  our  new  saw-mill ;  but  hope  by  next  year, 
to  be  able  to  use  it. 

We  regard,  as  the  most  essential  favour  bestowed  upon 
us,  that  the  Lord  gave  us  always  a  free  access  unto  Himself. 
From  Him  all  our  comfort  and  happiness  is  derived.    Our

commuDidns  have  been  times  of  great  refreshment  to  otir 
souls,  by  which  we  were  strengthened  in  our  daily  w>alk  and 
tervice.  His  sufferings  and  deata  were  both  the  subject  of 
our  discourses,  and  the  only  hope  and  blessed  meditation 
of  our  own  hearts,  and  in  all  difficulties  we  experienced 
His  gracious  help. 

We  cannot  help  noticing  the  danger  in  which  our  dear 
Sister  Meisner  seemed  to  be;  at  the  time  of  her  deKvery. 
We  aied  to  the  Lord  in  her  behalf,  that  He  would  spare  her 
longer  to  us,  and  he  heard  our  prayers.  Both  mother  and 
child  recovered,  and  on  the  27th  of  December  it  v^ras  bap« 
dzed  into  the  death  of  Jesus,  and  called  Samuel  Benjamin. 

Brother  and  Sister  Wolff  having  received  a  call  to  Hope« 
dale,  set  out  from  hence  in  a  boat,  on  the  10th  of  Septem« 
bcr,  comn^ended  by  us  in  fervent  prayer  to  the  protection 
<if  our  Lord,  whom  our  dear  Brother  has  faithfully  served 
many  years  at  Okkak.  Brother  and  Sister  Martin  have 
come  hither  to  supply  their  place,  and  we  bid  them  welcome 
wkh  much  love,  as  our  fature  fcUow-labourers. 

Your  salutation  to  the  Esquimaux  congregation  here  shall 
be  delivered  to  them  at  the  first  suitable  opportunity.  They 
always  rejoice  to  hear,  that  prayers  are  offered  up  in  their 
bdialf  on  the  other  side  of  the  great  ocean.  Contmue, 
tfiercfore,  dear  Brethren,  to  remember  both  tliem  and  the 
poor  northern  heathen  before  the  throne  of  grace. 

May  the  Lord  bring  the  vessel  safe  home  to  you,  and  also, 
as  hitherto,  preserve  England  under  the  shadow  of  His 
wbg,  and  defend  it  against  all  its  enemies. 

With  cordial  love  we  commend  ourselves  once  more  to 
your  kind  remembrance  and  prayers,  as  your  most  affec- 
tionate and  faithful  Brethren  and  Sisters  at  Okkak.

Extract  of  Brother  FA  ZEN.  WENDLINGsRepariofa 
School  kegun  with  the  Children  of  the  German  Colonists 
employed  in  the  Settlement;  and  of  his  Endeavours  t0 
instruct  some  KA LMUC  Children  at  Sarepta. 

Jri  AVING  in  1800,  been  appointed  by  the  Elders  of  the 
Brethrens'  congregation  at  Sarepta,  to  undertake  the  instruc- 
tion of  the  children  belonging  to  the  German  colonists,  who 
were  employed  as  servants  in  our  settlement,  and  my  situa- 
tion afibrding  me  an  opportunity  of  doing  it  without  ex- 
pence  to  the  Settlement,  I  began  to  keep  school  with  about 
ten  children,  of  from  6ve  to  eleven  years  old,  and  gave  them 
two  hours  instruction  every  day. 

It  pleased  the  Lord  to  lay  a  special  blessing  upon  my  la«> 
bouts,  and  I  had  the  great  satisfaction  to  perceive,  that  they 
not  only  gained  improvement  by  learning  to  read,  &c.  but 
grew  in  ;he  love  and  knowledge  of  Jesus  Christ,  as  their  Sa- 
viour. Two  of  them  departed  out  of  this  world,  rqoicing 
in  Him,  and  expressing  their  sense  of  his  love  and  mercy, 
in  the  most  fervent  thanksgivings. 

They  all  delight  to  hear  of  His  sufferings  and  death,  and 
all  He  has  done  to  redeem  them.  Their  number  has  been 
kept  up  by  a  succession  of  children  committed  to  our  care, 
as  others  return  home  to  their  parents,  and  we  have  the 
greatest  encouragement  to  believe,  that  the  good  seed  sown 
will  spring  up  in  due  season,  and  bring  forth  much  fruit,  to 
the  glory  of  God. 

By  means  of  this  school,  an  opportunity  was  afforded  me 
of  doing  something  in  behalf  of  the  poor  Kalmuc  children,  « 
whose  parents  are  generally  hovering  about  our  neighbour- 
hood.   A  KaUnuc  boy,  called  Makusb>  step-soa  X»  a  Kal« 
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muc  Prince,  had  been  s^nt  hither  by  his  father  to  learn  the 
Gentia&  langiiage*  He  was  first  committed  to  tlie  care  of 
Brother  LooSy  who  taught  him  to  spell;  and  January  iif 
1801,  sent  to  my  school  for  farther  instruction. 

Although  at  first  he  appeared  very  ignorant,  yet  by  de- 
grees, I  perceived  some  traces  of  the  labour  of  the  Holy  Spi- 
rit in  his  heart.  He  had  learnt  several  verses,  and  told  me» 
**  that,  when  he  lay  down  to  sleep  at  night,  he  was  accus- 
tomed to  repeat  them  in  prayer.  But  once  he  began  to 
doubt,  whether  what  was  contained  in  them  were  true,  upon 
which  he  left  off  praying.  However,  it  occurred  to  hit 
mind,  that  he  had  not  faith,  and  yet  he  knew,  that  he 
that  belieceth  rwty  shall  be  damned.  He  therefore  prayed 
the  Lord  to  forgive  him  that  sin  of  unbelief.*' 

Towards  the  end  of  1802,  several  other  Kalmuc  chil- 
dren arrived  here,  who  expressed  a  desire  to  learn  Ger- 
man. They  were  from  ten  to  fourteen  years  of  age; 
their  parents  live  in  the  vicinity  of  Sarepta,  and  obtain  a  live- 
lihood in  the  place,  w  here  likewise  the  bigger  boys  get  work, 
and  cam  something.  As  I  can  converse  with  them  by  means 
of  Makush,  who  serves  as  interpreter,  I  was  willing  to 
admit  them  into  tlie  school.  At  Christmas,  I  asked  them, 
if  they  knew  what  festival  we  now  celebrated?  They  rc-^ 
replied,  that  it  was  the  same  as  their  New  Year's  festival.  I 
informed  them,  that  the  great  God,  who  had  created  all 
things,  had  become  man,  and  that  the  festival  we  now  ce- 
lebrated, was  that  of  His  holy  incarnation.  One  of  the  boys 
answered,  that  there  were  many  gods  who  had  created  all 
things,  and  that  every  roan  had  his  own  creator.  I  In- 
formed them,  that  there  was  but  one  God,  who  had  created 
^U  things,  and  all  men,  and  that  mankind  had  sinned  against 
Him ;  inconsequence  of  which,  they  deserved  to  be  eternally 
punished,  and  were  even  now  under  the  power  of  the  devil. 
]puc  that  Jesus  Christ,  the  Son  of  God»  out  of  campassion  for 

them. 
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tliem,  took  the  resolorion  to  be  manifest  in  the  flesh,  and 
himself  to  suflfer  the  punishment  which  they  had  deserved,  to 
deliYer  them  from  the  power  of  sin  and  death. 

Being  asked  by  one  of  them^  whether  our  Sayiour  had 
been  born  in  some  great  prince's  house,  I  gave  them  a  con- 
cise account  of  his  birth  and  life  upon  earth ;  and  added, 
that  he  would  once  come  again,  to  receive  all  those,  who 
believe  in  him,  unto  himself  in  Heaven ;  but  that,  on  the 
other  hand,  those  who  had  not  believed  in  him,  but  rejected 
his  invitation,  would  have  to  suffer  the  punishment  which 
they  had  themselves  deserved.  When  I  asked  them,  if  they 
could  believe  all  this  ?  they  replied:  "It  may  be  true,  but 
**  we  know  little  of  that  great  God ;  we  therefore  wish  to 
<*  learn  German,  that  we  may  hear  more  about  him."  I 
told  them  to  come  diligently  to  school,  where  it  would  be  a 
pleasure  to  me  to  instruct  them,  and  to  tell  them  more  about 
the  tree  God.  But  I  soon  perceived,  that  as  they  were,  in 
their  whole  manners  given  to  be  very  unsteady,  they  were  the 
•ame,  as  to  their  attendance  at  school.  They  are  obliged  to 
embrace  every  opportunity  to  earn  their  bread,  and  cannot 
therefore  attend  regularly  during  school-hours;  and  for  that 
reason,  at  last  they  discontinued  all  attendance.  I  knew  at 
first  no  other  way  but  to  desire  Makush  to  call  and  invite 
them  to  come,  when  I  saw  them  at  leisure,  or  running  about 
the  place.  Upon  this  they  came  more  frequently,  and  when- 
ever they  had  spelt  a  little,  I  related  to  them  something  of 
the  life  of  our  Saviour,  Makush  being  interpreter.  It  was 
evidentf  from  their  questions  and  remarks,  that  they  paid  at- 
tention. They  asked  for  instance,  whether  our  Saviour  had 
also  suffered  for  iheir  sins,  and  when  I  told  them,  that  he 
had,  and  that  if  they  prayed  to  Him,  he  would  give  them 
an  assurance  in, their  hearts,  and  forgive  them  their  sins; 
$hey  replied,  "  that  their  eyes  were  now  so  darkened  by 
<*  sin,  that  they  could  not  see  him."  I  explained  to  theqj, 
)FfS  that 
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that  although  we  cannot  see  him  with  our  bodily  eyes,  yetwo 
may  pray  to  him,  because  he  is  present  every  where.  Herc-» 
upon  they  promised,  that  d^ey  would  pray  for  grace  to  know 
Him. 

Sometimes  I  perceived,  that  they  did  not  understand  what 
I  said ;  as  for  instance,  when  I  once  spoke  to  them  about  our 
Saviour's  sufferings,  one  of  them  replied :  **  Wliat  son  of  a 
*<  God  is  this,  that  he  suffers  himself  to  be  so  tormented, 
<'  and  does  not  deliver  himself?"  I  replied,  that  Jesus  ha4 
submitted  to  these  sufferings  willingly,  for  us.  Upon  being 
asked,  whether  they  believed  that  they  were  sinners  ?  the  samo 
boy  said:  '<  If  we  .did  but  know  what  sin  is,  we  would  not 
**  commit  sin."  I  answered,  that  the  Holy  Spirit  woul4 
explain  to  them  the  nature  of  sin,  but  that  meanwhile  they 
should  pray  to  him  to  forgive  their  unlknown  sins. 

More  pleasing  were  the  expressions  of  Makush;— ^ 
Having  once  at  school,  learnt  a  verse  treating  of  faith, 
and  the  necessity  of  obtaining  it«  he  said,  **  that  he  had 
^*  prayed  the  day  before  to  our  Saviour,  that  he  would  givo 
*<  him  this  faith,  and  the  blessings  connected  therewith,  upon 
**  which,  one  petition  after  another  occurred  to  his  mind, 
^*  and  he  had  scarcely  been  able  to  give  over  praying." 

Towards  the  end  of  February,  1803,  when  the  K,almuca 
celebrate  their  spring-festival,  this  boy  went  on  a  visit  to  his 
mother.  When  he  returned,  and  was  asked,  how  he  ha4 
lared,  lie  infornied  ua,  **  that  he  lost  his  road ;  upon  which 
'*  he  cried  and  prayed  to  our  Saviogr,  that  he  would  bring  him 
<^  upon  the  right  road,  Having  soon  found  it  again,  be  great-* 
**'  Jy  rejoiced,  and  thanked  God  for  his  assistance," 

Soon  after  we  read,  at  school,  the  history  of  our  San 
viour^s  temptations,  ^hich  gave  Makush  occasion  to  make 
the  following  useful  observatipn^  He  related,  that  on  the 
IpUowing  day,  he  thought  he  bad  no  need  to  attend  the 
f^reacl^ogi  9$  Sro^ber  Loos  was  not  «(  home,  aod  oo^ody 
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wou14  desire  bim  to  attend;  aod  should  his  cchoohnastor  ' 
make  in<}uiry»  be  would  say»  that  Brother  Loos  had  given  hisi 
some  work  to  do.  But  he  immediaiely  r^ollected,  that  this 
thought  was  from  the  devil,  and  prayed  to/our  Saviour  to 
take  it  away  from  him.  **  Now,"  said  he,  **  I  felt  plca- 
**  sure  in  going  to  the  preaching  i  and  as  similar  CempCadons 
"  were  mentioned  in  it,  I  was  so  much  the  more  pkasedt 
<<  that  I  had  not  followed  my  evil  thoughu." 

I  once  asked  him,  whether  he  thought,  that  our  Saviour 
approved  of  it,  if  we  prayed  for  our  fellow-meu  ?  He  r«* 
plied;  '^  I  have  often  prayed  to  our  Saviour,  to  lead  my 
^<  mother  and  relations  hither,  that  they  also  might  have  aa  - 
**  opportunity  to  hear  how  they  may  be  saved;  or  that  H^ 
**  would  se^d  somebody  to  them,  to  bring  them  thm  news,'* 

I  had  often  wished,  that  some  of  the  Kalmtsc  boyp,  mi^t 
be  constantly  employed  in  this  place,  to  give  them  an  oppor^ 
tunity  of  coming  regularly  to  school,  and  during  Aeir  leisure- 
ti'me,  to  be  under  proper  inspection.  I  began  also  to  thiofc 
I  had  obtained  my  wi^h,  as  several  Brethren  were  found  wS* 
Ung  to  employ  them  in  their  business.  But  the  dullness  of 
these  boys  in  learning  was  the  reason,  why  this  regulation 
was  not  effectual,  as  tbey  frequently,  under  one  pretence 
or  another,  stayed  away ;  in  consequence  of  which,  wo 
were  obliged  to  be  contented,  if  some  of  them  only  occasion- 
ally attended.  One  of  these  boys,  named  Tshurmarshe, 
being  noticed  for  his  attention,  and  asked,  why  after  long  ab* 
sence,  he  had  returned,  answered,  that  he  had  indeed  thought,* 
as  many  others  did,  that  what  he  heard  here  were  lies ;  but 
that  these  thoughts  diisturbed  him  in  his  sleep,  and  lie  had 
pfien  perceived  something  in  bis^  heart,  which  constrained 
him  to  come  back. 

Several  children  once  asked  me,,  <*  whether  the  Germans 
and  Kahnucs  would  live  together  in  Heaven  ?"  I  adced  them 
in  return,  whether  they  believed  that  I  loved  them  ?    As 

they 
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they  answered  me  in  the  affirmative,  I  continued :   **  When 
**  OCT  Saviour  has  forgiven  us  our  sins,  and  taken  us  all  into 
••  heaven,  will  you  not  love  me  there,  and  all  the  Brethren 
**  who  live  here?**    To  which  they  replied:  **  Yes,  surely  ; 
♦•  and  then  we  shall  say,  this  is  our  Teacher,  who  told  os 
••  how  we  might  be  saved."    Thus,  at  thnes,  there  appears' 
a  ray  of  hope,  as  if  the  gospel  would,  in  time  to  come, 
find  entrance  among  this  nation.     I  had  also  an  opportunity 
to.  speak  a  few  words  concerning  our  Saviour  and  the  way 
of  life,  to  several  adults,  but  these  had  always  many   ob- 
jections  to  make.     For  instance;   having:  once  rehited  to 
one  of  them,  the  history  of  the  fall  of  man,  and  of  his  re- 
demption through  the  death  of  Jesus,  he  replied:    **  We 
•'  have  much  of  what  you  have  told  me  in  our  doctrines ; 
^  but  we  do  not  know  as  much  as  our  Geilongs,  (priests) ; 
♦*  these,  therefore,  are  obliged  to  pray  for  us.*'    The  Gd- 
longs,  however,  are  not  very  well  pleased,  that  their  young 
people  go  to  our  school,  and  learn  German ;  and  when  they 
find  it  out,  they  generally  say,  either  that  their  doctrine 
agrees  with  what  we  teach,  or  that  our  doctrine  only  suits 
the  case  of  the  Germans* 

Two  elderly  men,  who  live  at  some  distance  from  our 
place,  and  whom  I  invited  into  the  house,  after  having  pur- 
chased something  from  them,  expressed  great  joy  at  what  I 
toW  them  of  our  Saviour.  One  of  them  asked  the  other, 
**  why  I  took  all  this  trouble,**  to  which  the  oiher  replied : 
•*  He  wishes  to  do  a  good  work.'*  I  informed  them,  that 
I  was  desirous,  that  they,  through  faith  in  Jesus  and  his 
atonement,  might  be  saved,  and  be  eternally  happy.  Ano- 
ther said,  if  what  I  related,  were  often  repeated  to  them, 
it  would  be  a  means  of  their  obtaining  faith.  Frequently 
their  expressions  were  proofs  of  that  gross  superstition,  in 
which  they  grow  up;  and  when  they  hear  the  doctrines  of 
Ckiistianity,  they  try  to  make  both  tally,  as  well  as  they  can. 

Speaking 
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Speaking  once  to  several  young  people,  and  observitig, 
that  there  was  but  one  God,  one  of  them  replied:  **  Wc 
«  have  many  Gods,  but  they  arc  only  pictures  of  that  great 
<^  God."  Being  asked,  who  had  ever  seen  this  God,  to  be 
able  to  make  bis  likeness;  he  answered:  **  In  the  countrf 
^<  where  tea  grows,  there  they  have  seen  him,  and  ma^ 
**  those  pictures.**  I  assured  them  that  God  has  reveaiedl 
himself  only  in  His  SoA,  Jesus  Christ ;  and  that  whoever 
believcth  on  His  name,  learns  to  know  die  Father  in  Heatves, 
without  seeing  Him  widi  his  bodily  eyes. 


EXTRACT  OF  A  LETTER 

vmoM 

BROTHER  JOHN  ADOLPH  KUESTES^ 
Dated  Capc-Umti^  OcL  6,  1807« 

W  ITH  die  most  lively  sensations  of  gratitude  towsuis 
OUT  mercifiil  God  and  Saviour,  for  His  gracious  protecboa 
during  our  voyage  hither,  I  address  you  for  the  first  time  from 
Ais  i^ace,  where  we  arrived  safe  on  the  30th  of  Sqptember. 

On  the  29th,  at  four  ia  the  mornings  we  were  roused  &om 
deep  by  the  joyful  cry  of  LanL     Every  one  hastened  tm 
deck,  from  whence  we  beheld*with  astonishment  and  delight^ 
ia  the  brightening  dawn  of  a  beautiful  morning,  the  magni- 
ficent mountains  of  the  Cape.     By  and  by  the  sun  rose  with 
great  splendor  behind  the  Table  mountain,  exhibiting  a  most 
magnificent  spectacle.     We  congratulated  each  other  oa 
the  near  prospect  of  reaching  the  place  of  our  destination, 
united  in  praise  and  thanksgiving  Xo  God,  devoted  odrselvei 
anew  unto  Him  and  His  service,  and  prayed  fervently  foe 
grace,  that  all  His  dioughts  of  peace  might  be  fulfilled,  and 
the  aim  of  our  coming  into  this  country  be  obtained.     We 
joined  with  ardour  in  the  words  of  the  text  for  this  day : 
^  It  is  a  good  thing  to  give  thanks  unto  the  Lord,  and  io 
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'*  sing  praises  unto  Thy  name^  O  most  High :  to  shtm/orth 
•*  Tby  loving  kirkdness  in  the  inomingy  and  Thy  faithfulness 
•*  every  nighty*  Ps,  xcii.  1 , 2.  Thoagh  the  wind  was  rather 
strong  and  against  us»  we  tacked  into  Table  Bay,  and  about  six 
in  the  evening  cast  anchor  in  a  safe  place*  About  noon,  the 
£>Uowing  day,  we  landed,  and  found  a  very  cordial  reception 
from  our  friend  Mr.  Disandt.  A  religious  farmer,  from  the 
neighbourhood  of  B^avianaikloof,  soon  came  to  welcome  us, 
and  offered  to  take  a  letter  to  our  Brethren  there,  to  inform 
them  of  our  arrival.  We  are  now  expecting  one  of  them  to 
come  and  fetch  us.  Meanwhile  Brother  Schmitt  and  I 
waited  upon  ihe  Governor,  Lord  Caledon,  and"  found  him 
disposed  to  sh^w  every  favour  to  the  Mission. 

On  the  4ay  of  our  departure  from  Madeira,  July  17,  we 
had  the  satisfaction  to  see  the  West  India  fleet  come  into 
the  roads^  and  were  most  agfeeably  surprised  by  Brother 
Borck's  entering  our  cabin  ^.  I  cannot  describe  in  words 
the  joy  we  felt  on  meeting  again  in  fellowship  to  praise 
our  gracious  heavenly  Father,  for  the  innumerable  prooft 
of  His  favour  and  protection,  experienced  by  both  com- 
panies, which  are  more  particularly  noticed,  from  day  to 
day,  during  a  voyage  across  the  ocean.  It  happened  to  be 
Brother  Borck's  birth-day,  on  which  herhad  just  completed 
his  50th  yeai'.  After  spending  some  time  with  us,  he  return* 
ed  on  board  his  ship. 

On  quitting  the  roads  in  the  evening,  we  passed  so  close 
by  her,  that  we  once  more  saw  all  our  dear  friends  bound  to 
Surinam,  and  could  converse  with  them  for  a  few  minutes 
without  a  speaking-trumpet,  taking  a  last  farewell,  and  wish- 
ing each  other  the  blessing  of  the  Lord  for  our  respective 
services. 

^  The  MisftUMUjeQ,  Kuester  and  Scbnitt,  going  to  the  Cape,  and  Brother 
Borck  and  his  companjr,  goiog  to  Surinam,  had  8p«Qt  a  considerable  tkM  to* 
gctfaet  in  London^  and  set  sail  from  Portsraooth  within  a  few  dajt  of  eagli 
«ih«r.

January  ist.  The  puUic  semce^.as  likewise  the 
meeting  of  the  children  in  the  afternoon,  was  attended  by  a 
considerable  number  of  strangers.  .     *        . 

On  the  6th,  being  Epiphany,  we  remegibered  both  in 
our  family  and  in  the  meeting  of  our  .Hottentot  congrega- 
tion, the  whole  work  of  God  in  the  world,  and  \yith  prayer 
and  supplication  commeiided  ourselves  and  all  our  dear 
fellow-labourers  every  where,  with  the  congregations  ga- 
thered from  amongst  the  heaihen,  to  Him  whq  is  the  only 
true  light  which  enlighteneth  every  poor  liuman  creature  who 
flies  to  Him  for  mercy.  We  had  also  to-day  a  meeting  with 
the  chapel-servants,  and  spoke  with  them  of  that  devoted 
and  willing  mind,  which  is  required,,  if  we  would  serve  die 
Lord  with  gladness. 

7th.     We  were  under  the  necessity  of  excluding  a  man, 
who  had  given  public  offence. 

8th.  The  anniversary  of  the  opening  of  our  chapel ;  we 
Temin4ed  the  congregation  of  the  great  debt  of  gratitude  we 
all  owe  to  God  our  Saviour  for  giving  us  such  a  place, 
.  wherein,  we  may  hear  his  word,  and  meet  in  fellowship  fo^r 
prayer  and  praise.  We  exhorted  the  Hottentots  to  shew 
their  thankfulness,  by  makjng  good  use  of  so  great  a  bene- 
fit, and  devoting  themselves  wholly  unto  the  Lord. 

Among  other  visitors  in  these  days,  was  a  person  who 
Gg  baa

had  fonnerly  been  at  Hermhut,  and  served  his  a^renticeship 
at  Bcrthclsd6rff.  He  expressed  particular  regard  for  the 
Mission,  and  regretted  that  he  could  not  derive  more  profit 
by  our  beine  here,  as  ^the  place  of  his  abode  is  90  days 
journey  by  waggon  lip  the  country.  At  partmg,  both  be 
and  Us  wife,  wha  seemed  in  a  declining  state  of  health, 
were  deeply  affected. 

1 8th.  A  Hottentot  family  obtained  leave  to  live  here  on  trial. 
Tho  modier  said :  **  It  is  high  lime  that  I  should  be  convertedt 
*<  that  I  and  my  children  may  not  be  lost  for  ever.'' 

lyhen  we  spoke  with  the  communicants,  we  were  much 
encouraged  on  perceiving  in  several  a  real  growth  in  grace, 
and  in  the  knowledge  and  love  of  Jesus.  One  of  them  said : 
**  Whenever  I  endeavour  in  right  good  earnest  to  live  ac* 
<^  cording  to  the  will  of  God,  it  is  as  if  the  enemy  was  par- 
<<  ticularly  busy,  and  the  road  to  my  only  Helper  and  Saviour 
^*  seems,  as  it  were,  laid  with  huge  rough  stones,  over  which 
*^  I  have  to  climb,  struggling  to  get  to  Him.  I  then  cry 
**  aloud  to  Him  for  help,  that  I  may  not  fall  and  be  pre- 
**  vented  approaching,  and  He  hears  me  and  gives  me 
**  power,  through  His  sufferings  and  death,  to  overcome  the 
"  evil  one." 

22d.     One  of  the  Missionaries  was  sent  for  by  Joachim 

Haas.     (See  Nov.  5M,  page  i9l.J  who  was  very  ill  and  in 

great  pain.    He  said  :  "  I  am  so  weak,  that  I  cannot  come 

'*  to  see  my  teachers,  and  I  am  hot  worthy  that  one  of  you 

**  should  come  under  my  roof.  It  is  not  the  pain  of  my  body, 

*^  but  the  anguish  of  my  soul,  that  will  not  let  me  rest,  but 

'*•  presses  mc  down  to  the  ground.    If  I  attempt  to  pray,  all 

/<  t^e  sins  of  my  mispent  days  present  themselves  before  my 

'*  eyes ;    again  all  manner  of  worldly  thoughts  possess  my 

'"  mind,  to  which  I  still  feel  an  attachment :  thus  I  spend  atj 

«  days  and  sleepless  nights  in  constant  perplexity  !*•  The  Mis- 

liooary 
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sionary  encouraged  this  poor  man  v^  longier  to  stand,  as  It 
were^  beforp  tbe  mountain  of  despair,  but  to  cry  to  Jesus^ 
wbo  would  help,  and  stFcaghten  him  to  pass  over.  Haas 
interrupted  him :  <'  'Tis  in  vain ;  all  that  will  not  do/*  The 
Missionary  replied:  *'  Rather  say,  'tis  {  that  will  not/* 
«(  O  indeed  I  will,"  he  exclaimed,  ^*  but  my  sins  are  too 
<<  great !"  We  still,  hope  that  this  poor  oppressed  soul  w^l  be 
delivered,  and  bron^ght  to  peace,  by  the  remission  of  sin 
tlu:ou^h  the  blood  of  Jesus. 

23d.  Four  persoxts  were  appointed  candidates  for  bap- 
tism, two  for  the  <?ommunion,  and  two  to  be  baptized. 

By  a  letter  we  received  to-day  from  London,  we  were  in* 
formed  that  Brother  J.  A^olpb  Kuester  is  appointed  to  succeed 
our  late  Brother  Rose  in  the  superintendency  of  this  mission. 
We  commended  him  in  prayer  to  our  Saviour,  that  he  would 
lead  him  in  safety  to  us. 

On  the  24th»  we  partook  of  the  Holy  Communion,  and 
were  anew  refreshed  and  strengthened  in  faith  and  iove  by 
this  heavenly  repast.  . 

Two  Hottentots  became  candidates,  Aaron  Norman  and 
Louisa  Bladige.  Norman's  wife  came  afterwards  to  one 
of  the  Missionarief ,  and  said:  **  It  is  all  over  with  me* 
**^  I  can't  bear  the  sight  of  my  husband,  much  less  converse 
1<  widihiflfi.''  On  being  asked  the  cause  of  her  displeasure 
Ac  replied:  <*  When  .1  lost  my  first  child,  whom  J  loved 
'*  more  than  any  thing  on  earth,  I  did  not  feel  half  the  pain 
^*  Ido  now,  since  my  husband  has  got  before  me,  and  be* 
^*  come  a  candidate  for  the  Communion.'^  The  Missionary 
answered :  **  You  have  been  baptized,  and  in  that  holy  ordi^ 
^  nance  have  made  a  covenant  with  God,  that  yoti  W4>uld 
.<*  renounce  the  devil  and  all  bis  works;  and  now  you  seem  to 
**  be  again  disposed  to  sorve  that  murderer  of  yourioul.  Enyf 
Gg2  is 
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<*  islhc  work  of  the  devil;  byhisenvf  iiuniwa«scdtiCeJandbe^ 
<*  came  a  prey  to  sin.  That  was  the  cause  of  the  bitter  sufferings 
"  and  death  of  Jesus,  that  he  might  deliver  you  from  the 
"  consequence^  of  the  deviPs  envy,  and  from  his  work'wrthm  * 
**  you.  Answer  me,  will  you  belong  to  Jesus  ox*  to  your 
<*  enemy?" — The  poor  woman  was  silent  and  began  to 
wcef .  The  Missionary  added :  "Go  home'  now,  and 
**  cry  mightily  unto  the  Lord  Jesus,  that  He  may  deliver  you 
"  from  the  devil  and  his  work  of  envy  in  your  heart ;  and 
**,d6  not  by  your  angry  words  disturb  the  work  of  our 
**  Saviour  and  His  Spirit  in  the  heart  of  your  husband.  This 
"  I  charge  yuu  as  yoiT  value  your  own  soul's  peace  and 
*•  safety.'*  She  went  home,  and  on  the  following  day 
returhed  and  called  upon  the  same  Missionary.  She  said : 
•*  When  you  was  yesterday  preaching  on  our  Saviour's  pa- 
**  rable  of  the  labourers  in  the  vineyard,  and  speaking  of 
**  the  envy  some  of  them  showed,  I  thought  you  meant 
^  me,  and  I  was  ready  to  leave  the  church ;  but  when  I 
'^  came  home,  I  spoke  with  my  husband,  and  told  him  you 
"  had  pierced  my  very  soul  by  your  discourse.  He  an- 
•*  swered :  •  Tliat  is  good  for  you,  and  if  the  cap  fits  you, 
*•  put  it  on.'  I  immediately  felt  overcome,  and  Vtth  many 
**  tears  begged  him  to  forgive  nie,  and  now  I  love  him 
f^  again  as  much  as  ever,  and  came  to  tell  yo^'so."  Id 
the  afternoon,  two  women  were  baptized,  at  a  solemn 
public  meeting. 

27th.  Sister  Kohrhammer  was  siezed  with  an  asthmatic 
complaint,  which  made  us  send  for  Dr.  1  emple.  The  Lord 
Messed  the  means  prescribed  for  her  recovery. 

In  the  following  days,  we  began  to  speak  weekly  witfi 
our  baptized  candidates  and  new  people  in  divisions,  with 
whichr  Brother  and  Sister  Marsveld  made  a  beginning.  Many 
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jeclaratioiis  made  bylhem  on  this  occasion  encouraged  us  to 
hope,  that  die  aim  of  the  Lord  v^Ul  be  obtained,  by*  the  true 
conversion  of  their  hearts. 

'>  One  of  ourpeopIe>  who  on  account  of  transgressions  had 
been  excluded  in  July  last  year,  sent  for  a  Missionary,  who 
found  him  in  a  dying  state.  *  On  seeing  the  Missionary,  he 
exclaimed  with  tears:  *•  O  how  I  thank  you  for  coming 
**  to  see  a  wretch  lik^  me.  I  pray  you  and  all  my  teachers 
«*  to  forgive  me  all  those  things  with  which  1  have  grieved 
**  you  so  much?"  He  was  advised,  above  all  to  seek  for- 
giveness with  the  Lord.  He  replied,  that  he  had  turned 
with  all*  his  misery  unio  H-im  and  cried  for  mercy,  and 
though  he  felt  comfort  and  a  firm  hope  that  God  for 
Christ's  sake  would  receive  and  absolve  him,  yet  he  could 
not  be  satisfied  without  knowing  that  his  teachers,  and 
all  whom  he  had  offended,  had  pardoned  him.  The  Mis- 
sionary assured  him  of  our  ready  forgiveness,  and  direct* 
cd  him,  in  the  near  prospect  of  his  dissolution,  to  keep  the 
eyes  of  his  faith  fixed  upon  his  crucified  Redeemer,  who  by 
His  pain  and  agony  had  taken  away  the  bitterness  of  death ; 
and  to  trust  in  the  all-sufl56ient  atonement  made  for  sin. — 
The  other  Missionaries  afterwards  visited  him  with  much  sa- 
tisfaction, and  we  all  gav6  glory  to  Jesus,  the  good  and 
faithful  Shepherdf  for  having  brought  back  this  poor  straying 
iheep  out  of  the  wilderness  of  the  world  and  sin,  unto  His 
fold. 

-  About  this  time,  we  wete  not  a  little  disturbed  by  the 
improper  conductof  some  boys,  belonging  to  ourschool, 
^who  hid  themselves  behind  the  hedges,  and  threw  stones  and 
•apples  at  the  people  retumirig  from  church  in  the  evening. 
At  length,  having  discovered  eight  of  them  in  the  fact,  their 
parents,  byway  of  exanaple,  punished  them  in  presence  of 
a!l  the  other  scbool^children')  before  our  house*  :,  *    ' 

30th.    The 
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50tH.  The  Sisters  begin  t»  preptie  »  fteck  #f  dried 
,peaches(br  'winter-consumptiom  The  meazkst  and  other 
aiknents  beginning  to  appear  among  our  Hotteniets  at  the 
dose  of  diis  month,  we  were  much  oeeopied  with  the 
patients. 

February  Ist.  In  (he  afternoon,  we  were  employed  ia 
vising  the  poor  sick  people  in  their  huts*  The  meades  are 
^reading  fast.  Jonathan  Raam  departed  this  life  very  hap* 
pily  on  the  2d.  He  was  baptized  in  1802  by  Brother  Rose. 
From  the  beginning  he  was  rather  unsteady ;  yet  it  was 
evident  that  our  Saviour  would  not  leave  him  to* himself, 
but  by  various  means  lead  him  to  true  conversion  of  heart 
About  two  years  ago>  an  ox  attacked  him  and  broke  his  kg 
in  a  shocking  manner.  After  his  recovery,  be  vras  some* 
times  employed  as  a  day-labourer  in  our  ^m,  bnt  his  beha* 
vfcTur  was  so  irregular,  that  at  lasthe  not  only  lost  his  place,  but 
bis  fellowship  with  our  congregation.  Yet  Jesjos,  the  mert 
ciful  Saviour  of  the  wretched  and  forlorn,  fdlowed  him 
still,  and  by  His  wonder-working  grace  brought  hun  at 
length  to  serious  reflection,  and  to  the  full  assurance  of  his 
pardontng  love  before  he  departed  out  of  this  world.  He  wa$ 
followed  into  eternal  rest  by  fi  communicant,  Magdalene 
Verdym  She  was  baptized  in  1802,  and  admitted  to  the 
Lord's  Sopper  in  1803.  Her  character  was  that  of  a  peace- 
abk  quiet  soul,  living  in  heart's  fellowship  with  Jesus,  whom 
she  had  kamt  to  know  ,as  her  Redeemer.  She  was  of  n 
lowly  mind,  and  her  delight  was  to  exalt  Him  as  an  all-suf- 
ficient Saviour,  and  to  confess  herself  to  be  an  unworthy 
^pendant  uppn  His  grace.  Her  last  illness  was  very  pain- 
ftil,  and  soon  prevented  her  coming  to  church.  She  was, 
liowever,  diligently  visited  by  the  Missionaries  and  (heir 
wives,  ai^  by  the  Hottentots  in  the  setdement.  Dr.  Tempk 
beinghcreien^eavaorad  10  afford  her  sooicrelkfi  but  ^Uiaipwp 

prov^ 
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proved  ineffectual.  Her  truly  christian  fortitude,  her  firm 
faith  aind  love  to  Jesus,  and  the  great  desire  she  always  ex- 
pressed soon  to  depart  and  be  with  Him  forever,  proved  very 
edifying  to  all  who  saw  her.  She  said:  **  I  have  surren- 
'^'deredupmy  husband  and  my  child  unto  Him.  He  will 
<<  care  for  them,  and  I  now  only  wait  His  gracious  call  t« 
<<  appear  in  His  presence  a^  an  unworthy,  but  reconciled  sia- 
"  ncT*^  Severatl  Hottentot  children  departed  this  life  by  die 
meaxles.  They  also  made  their  appearance  in  our  fainiiy. 
Brother  Kuehnel's  little  child  had  them  favourably;  for 
which  we  joined  the  parents  in  thanksgiving  to  the  Lord.—- 
The  disorder  being  so  general  among  the  children,  we  were 
obliged,  for  the  present,  to  dismiss  the  school. 

Meanwhile,  the  above-ipentioned  weekly  speal^ing  with 
^e    baptized  candidates  and    new  people  continued  with  . 
much  satisfaction. 

Caffer  Magaman,  (a  candidate)  said:  **  HoW  shall  I 
*'  find  words  to  express  my  thanks  to  the  Lord  ?  How  shall  I 
•*  begin  ?  First,  I  must  tell  you  what  God  has  done  for  me, 
^  from  my  childliood«  Wlien  I  was  quite  young,  my  father 
'*  used  often  to  address  us  thus  :  *  Children,  I  have  a  kind  of 
*^  presentiment,  as  if  some  time  hence  good  people  would  come 
**  to  us  heathen  from  a  great  distance,  who  will  tell  us,  that 
^*  after  diis  life  our  souls  will  go  either  to  a  bad  or  a  good 
•*  place.  Now  if  you  hereafter  should  hear,  that  such  pco- 
'^  pie  are  come,  do  not  stay  here,  but  go  and  hear  them.* 
**  Many  years  after,  therefore,  when  weheardof  Bavianakloof 
*•  we  remembered  the  words  of  our  father,  and  determined 
•*  not  to  rest  till  we  came  hither.  ,  We  knew  not  how  to  set 
^«  about  it,  but  the  Almighty  God  brought  us  to  this  place  in 
«« safety'.'  : 

Danfel  Koopman  said:  <*  I  am  an  old  man.  I  was 
**  old  when  our  teachers  first  came  p  Bavianskloof,  but  I 
**  helped  them  to  build  their  bouse.    At  that  time  you  said     ' 

«  to 
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«  to  me :    *  Old  Daniel !    I  dont  know,  whether  we  shall 
**  succeed.     Our  gracious    God  alone  knows  what  fruits 
**  the  preaching  of  the  gospel  will  produce  in  this  place. 
*•  Will  yoM  be  converted?'    Alas,  alas,  you  find  me  stand- 
**  ing  still- on  the  same  spot  where  yoii  first  saw  me.     My 
**  wife  has  got  before  me ;  she,  and  even  my  child,  are  com^ 
*•  municants.     Often  would  I  go  and  speak  with  my  teach- 
**  ers,  but  when  I  have  got  half-way,  then  I  think,  that 
**  they  cannot  possibly  attend  to   such  a  wretched  being ; 
•*  and  I  turn  bacjc.     But  I  find,  that  these  fears-  are  the 
•*  enemies  of  my  spul,  and  are  deceiving  me.     I  beseech 
**  you,  pray  to  God  for  me,  that  I  may  be  saved,  and  that 
**  He  may  have  mercy  upon  me.'* 

Anr  old  grey-headed  man  related,  that  he  used  to  call  upon 
God  as  his  Heavenly  Father,  when  he*  was  at  work  in  the 
fields,  and  pray  Him  to  show  him  the  way  to  happiness;  and 
he  now  expressed  his  thanks  with  great  fervency,  that  God 
had  led  him  hither  to  hear  the  word  of  life*  John  Kiwiddo 
said:  ^*  I  have  all  along,  ever  since  my  baptism,  been 
**  preaching  to  my  wife,  that  she  should  be  converted  ;  but 
**  all  my  words^  arc  vain.  I  now  preach  no  more  to  her, 
**  but  pray  the  Lord  to  convert  her."  Shortly  after,  his 
prayer  was  heard,  and  she  turned  to  our  Saviour  for  par« 
don  and  peace.  Philip  Nofhian  related  how  much  his  soul 
suffered,  while  he  was  roving  about,  and  getting  money 
by  selling  medicines  and  driving  waggons;  but  that  nowv 
since  he  had  retired,  he  had  time  to  reflect,  and  to  enjoy  the 
privelcge  of  fellowship  ^ith  the  Lord  and  his  people. 

John  Wittboy,  expressed  great  thankfulness  for  the.  hies* 
sing  attending  the  celebration  of  Christmas,  and  the  entrance 
into  the  new  year.  He  added ;  "  I  am  a  shepherd,  and 
*«  when  I  am  alone  minding  my  sh«ep,  I  frequently  think  of 
■*  our  Saviour,  as  he  represents  himself  as  the  good  Shepherd. 
•*  When  one  of  my  sheep  runs  away,  and  I  am  following  it, 

"  I  think ; 
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**  I  dimk:  Thus  did  I  run  dvtdLf,  tod  my  Saviour  followed  me, 
♦*  to^fiaveiiiefrom  the  danger  of  perishiug  in  the  desert," 

Thus  we  might  quote  mariy  encouraging  proofs  of  the 
work  of  God  in  the  hearts  of  these  poor  people.  Som&of 
the  excluded,  who  came  and  with  fnuch  contricton  and  many 
tears  of  repentance  confessed  their  transgressions,  were  com- 
passionately directed  to  the  friend  of  retumiag  prUdigals ; 
seveiiat  of  this  numbec  were  readmitted. 
..^th.  Sister  Bonatz  was  safely  delivered  of  a  daughter, 
w))ifib:t'eQeived  (he  name  of  Mariane  Magdalene  in  holy 
baptism*  .  .     * 

March  1st.  Mary  Hizabcth  Raam  departed  this  life. 
She  bad  been  baptized  Feb.  26,'  on  her  sick-bed,  by  Brother 
Marsvdd^  The  change  wrought  in  her  heart  by  the  Lord 
Himself,  to  whom  she  turned  for  mercy  and  the  forgiveness 
of  her  sins,  waa  manifest  unto  all ;  and  her  lips  overflowed 
with  tbe  praises  of  her  Redeemer^  Several  children  sjao 
departed  this  life.  

6th^  Joajchim  Haas  wasbaptiaced  by  Brother  Kohrhammer 
and  calfed  G^brid.  Two  Knglish  Officers  came  hjther  to- 
day. oOoc  of  them  was  employed  to  ^list  Hottentots, 
but  the  present  sickly  season  makes  recruiting  go  on  very- 
slowly.  *         . 

20th,  Gabriel  Haas  departed  this  life  in  reliance  on  the 
merits  of  Jesus.  A  considerable  number  of  strangers  from 
Cape-tQwn  attended  his' funeral  on  the  2 1st.  This  poor 
man,  of  whom  frequent  mention  has  been  made,  was  at  last 
truly  comforted  by  a-  sense  of  the  pardoning  jgrace  of  our 
Saviour,  to  whose  meritorious  death  and  tufiering  he  trusted 
for  eteroat  hajjpincss. 

We  had  about  this  time  a  large  company  of  ladies  and 

gentlemen  both  from  Cape-town  and  the  warm  baths  on  a 

visit,  among  whom  was  an  English  Major  C.  who  distln- 
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guishedhimself  by  his  friendly  behaviour  and  attention  to  all  be 
saw  and  heard  here.  He  left  us  widi  expressions  of  the  sin- 
cerest  kindness.  We  spoke  on  the  224  and  following  days  with 
our  communicants.  An  old  man«  who  cannot  speak  Dutch, 
told  us  by  an  interpreterj  that  he  prayed  every  day  to  out 
Saviour  to  have  mercy  upon  all  men,  for  he  could  not  bear 
to  think  that  any  one  should  be  lost.  Three  were  confirmed 
for  the  first  enjoyment  of  the  Lord's  Supper  on  the  26th. 

We  spent  the  Passion*week  and  Easter  in  a  blessed  con- 
templation of  the  sufferings  of  our  Lord  and  his  glorious 
resurrection,  and  read  the  history  of  that  astonishing  event, 
with  that  fervent  prayer,  that  He  may  also  in  this  place,  see 
of  the  travail  of  His  soul  and  be  satisfied.  On  account  of 
the  meazles  and  other  circumstances,  there  was  not  so  targe 
a  company  here  during  the  holidays  as  usual. 

Some  disagreeable  things  happened  during  the  course  of 
the  week.  Several  strangers  got  drunk  in  our  place,  and 
even  some  of  the  inhabitants  took  more  or  less  share  in  it. 
But  the  most  painfbl  circumstances  was  this,  that  a  young 
man  having  stolen  an  ox  from  one  of  our  baptized,  called 
Simeon  Braunige,  the  latter  employed  an  unbapuzed  man, 
Andrew  Wilms,  to  follow  him.  On  overtaking  the  thief, 
and  the  latter  refusing  to  give  up  the  beast,  Wilms  imme- 
diately killed  him  with  one  blow.  The  field-comet  having 
made  a  report  of  the  murder  to  us,  wc  thought  it  our  duty,  as 
good  subjects,  to  give  up  the  two  men,  who  were  escorted  to 
the  field-comet  by  the  Hottentot  Captain  Bodda.  What  will 
be  the  issue  of  this  disagreea  blebusiness,  we  cannottcll. 

April  6  th.  One  of  the  Missionaries .  was  desired  Xo  visit 
a  young  unbaptized  woman  called  Catherine  Molt,  who  had 
attended  our  school,  '  but  afterwards  brought  herself  into 
great  distress  and  misery  by  her  wicked  course  of  life*  As 
Boon  as  she  saw  the  Missionary  enter  her  dwelling,  she  lifted 
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op  her  hands  and  eyes,  wept  bitterly,  atid  cried  aloud,  that 
God  and  her  teachers  would  forgive  her  many  sins,  for  which 
she  showed  unfeigned  repentance.  The  Missionary  assured 
her  that  her  teachers  willingly  forgave  her ;  but,  added  he  : 
"  How  do  you  stand  with  God  ?  You  know  you  have  in- 
«  deed  been  alienate'd  from  him  by  wicked  works,  and  have 
**  boen  a  slave  of  the  enemy  of  your  soul."  She  answered : 
<*  I  know  that  my  Saviour  has  a  right  to  condemn  me,  for 
*<  I  have  richly  deserved  it;  but  His  precious  blood  was  shed 
**  for  me  also,  and  is  now  speaking  in  behalf  of  my  wretched 
<*  soul.  He  is  my  best  Friend  and  only  Helper ;  but  I  can- 
**  not  die  in  peace,  till  my  teachers  have  also  forgiven  me 
<*  my  many  sins  against  them/'  On  the  day  following, 
she  sent  for  another  Missionary,  and  declared  with  many 
tears  her  deep  sorrow  on  account  of  her  mispent  time,  beg- 
ging forgiveness  of  all  her  teachers.  She  was  not  only  as-* 
sured  of  their  forgiveness  and  th6  interest  they  felt  in  her 
salvation,  but  directed  for  comfort  and  hope,  with  all  her 
misery  of  mind  and  body,  to  the  only  Almighty  Physician. 
In  the  evening  she  begged  another  visit,  and  two  Mis^sionaries 
went  to  see  her,  to  whom  she  declared  with  joy,  though  with  a 
fauUerlog  voice,  that  all  fear  of  death  was  taken  from  her,  and 
that  she  could  rely  on  the  pardon  of  her  sins  and  acceptance  with 
our  Saviour,  for  whdse  coming  she  now  waited  wiih  ardent 
longing.  After  sisging  some  suitable  verses,  the  Brethren  in 
fervent  prayer  commended  her  departing  spirit  lo  the  Redeemer 
of  poor  Ipst  sinners.  All  present  were  greatly  a£Fected.  Not 
long  after,  she  fell  gently  «leep.  We  all  united  to  thank  and 
praise  our  Saviour  for  the  salvation  of  this  poor  creature, 
atid  were  anew  .encouraged  to  perseyere  in  •  preaching  and 
bearing  our  testimony  to  the  power  of  the  gospel,  which* 
when  f own  in  die  heart,  by  the  power.  of/6od'«  SptVf^; 
springs  up,  though  sometimes  late,  and  bears  precious  fruic.

As  ibc  fiumbcr  of  our  dweUing^  increased,  "wc  were  in 
the  year  1795,  obliged  to  remove  the  burying  ground  of  tlie 
unbaptizedt  and  make  a  new  one  between  two  hills.  But 
during  the  last  nine  years,  the  buildings  having  extended  still 
fartlier,  and  the  place  being  so  stony,  that  sometimes  eight 
people  after  a  whole  day's  work  wich  their  poor  tools,  have 
hardly  been  able  to  make  a  grave  deeper  than  about  two 
feet;  we  resolved,  after  mature  consideration,  to  lay  oilC 
a  burying-place,  at  some  distance  from  the  settlement,  and 
to  seek  for  better  ground,  in  which  the  graves  may  be  made 
deeper  with  less  trouble.  The  Brethren  Bonatz,  Kohrham- 
mer  and  Kuehnel  therefore,  went*  in  search  of  a  proper  si- 
tuation, and  were  successful  in  finding  a  piece  of  ground  fit 
for  the  purpose,  in  our  uncultivated  valley,  234  feet  long 
and  204  broad.  Our  people  were  informed  of  it,  after  the 
public  meeting,  and  were  much  pleased  on  being  invited  to 
lend  a  helping  hand.  At  half-past  seven  the  following 
morning,  a  signal  being  given  by  the  church  beU,  a  very 
great  number  of  men,  women,  and  children-came  to  volun- 
teer their  services,  and  began  to  work  wich  great  alacrity 
lender  olir  direction^  First,  ve  dug  aditch9:three  feet  broad 
and  three  deep,  enclosing  the  nboic  piece  of  land ;  then  di- 
vided it  into  four  compartaoents.  i 

On  the  13th,  the  first  corpse  was  buried  in  it.  Oa  (bis 
#cC(isioQ,  we  calculated  how  many  burials  we  have  had 
here  since  our  arrival  in  1^790.  I'he  numbers  are  as  follow: 
In  the  burylnji  ground  of  the  baptized,  IW);  in  that  first 
ip^defof  the  unbaptized,  120;  in  the  second  between  the 
bills,  261  ;  and  in  the  new  ose,  1  :  io  all,  572.  We  also 
completed  our  canal,  begun  a  ye^  ago,  and  thereby  ch^ 
Vl^ACd  a,  vent  for  the  water  into  the  river  S<3ndercnd,  by 
"^ich  we  hope  to  save  dut  low^atuls  from  inundations. 

The 
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The  mfeades  bj  degtte  left  ui.  From  January  to  April 
this  year,  -56  persons  hare  died^  chiefly  in  consequence  of 
this  distemper.  Of  most  of  them  we  have  that  firm  hope, 
that  they  departed  in  the  faith  of  Christy  and  are  now  with 
Him  in  safely* 

May  6tb«  Brother  Korh'nel  was  sent  for  by  a  youth, 
called  Slinger  Janige,  who  was  near  his  end.  Being  asked 
why  he  had  desir^  to  see  his  teacher,  he  answered  with  tears,. 
^  Jesus  died  on  the  cross,  and  shed  His  precious  blood  for" 
**  me  also.  This  I  believe  with  my  whole  heart,  and  now 
^*  beg  you,  that  before  I  die,  I  may  ht  baptized  into  His 
**  deadi.'^  As  he  had  given  frequent  proofs  of  his  faith  and 
earnest  desire  to  be  baptized,  we  consented,  and  after  a  suita- 
ble exhortation  and  prayer.  Brother  Schwinn  baptized  him  on 
his  sick-bed,  calling  him  Frederic.  Other  sick  were  likewise 
visited  with  pleasure.  A  youth,  who  for  this  long  time  past,  la^ 
boured  under  a  dreadful  disorder  catted  here  **  Die  Lazarus 
Zicktc,**  was  among  them,  ind  an  object  of  great  compassion. 
By  this  tenible  calamity,  his  fingers,  cheeks,  and  left  leg  were 
entirely  rotted -oflF",  so  that  his  whole  body  exhibited  a  pitiable 
appearance.  The  Missionary  addressed  him  thus:  **  You 
**  have  long  frequented  our  school,  and  have  bceh  taught, 
"  that  there  are  only  two  ways,  which  mankind  will  ciiter 
•*  upon,  after  this  life ;  the  one  leading  to  life  eternal,  and 
•*  the  other  to  hell  and  damnation.  The  dreadful  illness  you 
^  suffer  proves  to  you,  that  the  end  of  your  monal  life 
**^  cannot  be  far  distant.  God  will  require  your  soul  of 
*•  you,  and  then  all  will  depend  upon  it,  in  what ^tate  you 
"  are  found.**  The  youth  replied:  *•  I  pray  day  and  night 
**  to-JesusChristmy  Saviour,  that  He  would  forgive  me  my 
•♦  sin^,  and  I  firmly  believe,  that  He  will  not  cast  me  away. 
^*  Yet  I  must  confess,  that  I  am  not  yet  so  firmly  assured 
"  of  the  forgiveness  of  my  sins ;  but  that  I  sometimes  think 

it 
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*«  mcertam,  whether  I  ahall  be  saved  and  come  to  Jcsns.^ 
lit  was  encouraged  to  be  earnest  in  prayer*  that  our  Saviour 
might  deliver  him  from  the  power  and-curse  of  unbeh'ef. 

9th.  A  Hottentot  woman  came  to  us,  and  after  confes* 
sing  that  she  had  always  been  a  great  sinner,  she  said : 
**  I  truly  abhor  myself  on  account  of  my  wicked  life.  No 
«<  dog  or  pig  is  so  bad  smd  despicable  as  I  am»  but  far  above 
**  me."  We  directed  her  to  seek  foi*  pardon  and  peace  through 
the  all-sufficient  atonement  of  Jesus,  who  never  rejects  a 
returning' prodigal.  , 

IStli*    We  heard  with  sorrow,  that  Rachel  Stenner,  once 
^  a  communicant,  but  excluded  for  a  considerable  time>  with 
her  infant,  had  been  burnt  to  death. 

She  was  baptized  in  1797  by  Brother  Kuehnel,  and  be^ 
came  a  communicant  in  1799.  Shortly  after,  she  married 
a  man  called  Jeremiah  Stenner,  who  departed  this  life  in  1801. 
Even  before  his  death,  her  conduct  had  been  very  excep* 
tionable;  and  she  soon^fterwards  went  to  serve  at  a  farmer*s» 
where  she  entered  into  connexion  with  a  slave.  After  some 
tiii\e  she  was  afflicted  with  a  disgusting  complaint,  insomuch 
that  she  could  not  be  suffered  to  remain  in  any  habitation, 
and  was  therefore  lodged  in  a  straw  hut,  in  a  field,  the  neces- 
sary food  being  brought  to  her  daily. 

On  the  4th,  she  went  out  to  fetch  some  firewood,  and  is 
supposed  to  have  had  tl>e  misfortune  to  set  her  hut  on  fire, 
in  which  she  and  a  child  shjC  had  by  the  slave,  miserably 
perished,  before  any  assistance  could  reach  the  place.  She 
was  just  alive,  and  asked  for  water ;  but  soon  expired. 
.  14th.  We  spoke  with  our  communicants  previous  to  the 
lord's  Supper,  much  to  our  satisfaction.  Among  many 
remarkable  expressions  used  by  them  to  describe  the  state  of 
their  souls,  all  of  which  tended  to  show  their  humble  depen-. 
dcncc  upon  the  LoxJ,  and  their  consciousness  of  their  own 
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weakness,  Lewis  ^ndcrs  saU :  "  When  I  go  to  work  it  a 
^  (armer^Sy  I  promise  to  do  his  work  ^eH :  to  our  Saviour  I 
"  promised  at  my  baptism,  that  1  would  be  faithful  to  hiin^ 
**  and  not  forsake  him.  With  the,  fafrtterl  kept  my  word; 
**  but  alas,  how  have  I  served  my  God.  I  have  deceived 
**  him  often,  and  ihis  makes  me  weep  Md  mourn  over  my* 
**  wretched  heart.     Do  not  forget  to  pray  for  me." 

On  the  16th,  we  had  a  blessed  participationr  of  the  Holy 
Sacrament.   Three  persons  were  admitted  as  catididates* 

18tb.  A  Hottentot  woman  was  baptized  by  Brother 
Bonatz,  and  called  Mary. 

22d.  We  had  a  pleasant  visit  from  two  English  OfEcers, 
and  also  received  letters  from  our  Brethren  in  London,  which 
gave  us  very  great  pleasure. 

25th.  The  Brethren  Bonatz  and  Kuehnel  went  by  iffvi^ 
tation  of  Mr.  Tennis  to  attciiU  the  funeral  of  an  old  wido*^', 
Mrs.  Van  der  Schief,  whom  he  had  provided  for  at  his  houses 
She  died  in  her  96  th  year. 

29th.  Klaas  Raam,  a  candidate  for  baptism,  was  bap- 
tized on  his  sick-bed  by  Brother  Kuehnel,  and  called  Anthony. 
Several  of  the  Missionaries  called  upon  him.  on  the  SOth,- 
and  found  him  better  in  health.  Being  asked,  how  he  felt 
himself;  he  answered:  **  I  am  better,  and  perceive,  that 
**  the  illness  of  my  body  was  in  part  owing  to  the  great 
^  burden  of  sin  which  oppressed  my  soul;  but  now,  tincc  Our 
•*  Saviour  has  filled  my  heart  with  comfort  and  peace,  by 
««  faith  in  his  atoning  death,  and  by  the  wishing  from  sih  in 
**  his  precious  blood,  I  am  happy  in  my  heart,  and  even  my 
•*  body  is  strengthened  thereby.*' 

June  Tih.  Brother  Marsveld  being  taken  ill,  we  sent  for 
Dr.  Temple,  and  were  sorry  to  hear  from  him,  that  oaf  dear 
brother  was  in  a  precarious  state. 

On  speaking    with  our  communicants   we  discovered 
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peculiar,  earnestness  in  desiring  to  know  more  of  the  power 
of  Jesus'  blood  to  sanctify  us  in  soul  and  body.  They  speak, 
freely  and  confidently  of  the  stnte  of  their  souls,  and  ask  our 
advice  in  all  things  with  the  simpli(  i:y  of  children. 

20tb.  Lord  CaMpn  having  arrived  at  the  Capfe  as  our 
fbtore  Governor,  and  by  a  proclamation  required  the  axicod^ 
ance  of  the  inhabitants  at  Cape-town  to.  take  thcf  oath  of 
a}legiance»  vc  resbtved»  that  the  Brethren  Bonatz  and 
Kuehnel  should  go  thither,  both  to  recommend  the  Missioa 
to  his  Excellency's  protectiont  and  to  transact  ^ome  other 
businesf. 

25th.  We  received  a  friendly  letj^r  from  thcJariddrost 
Van  der  Rit  at  Stellenbosch,  respecting  inoculatioa  with  the 
Cow-pox,  which  he  desired  we  might  propose  to  our  Hoc« 
tentots.    This  was  done  on  Sunday  after  divine  service. 

26th.  A  bastard  I^ottentot  woman  departed  this  life. 
Shortly  before  her  end,  she  desired  her  husba^nd,  who  is 
a  candidate  for  baptism,  to  tell  us,  that  st)e  departed  as  a 
reconciled  sinner  in  reliance  upon  Jesus  and  his  atoning 
death.  She  then  took  an  affecting  farewell  of  him,  and 
assured  him,  that  she  was  delivered  from  all  fear  of  death. 

30th.  In  the  evening,  the  above-mentioned  two  Brethren 
returned  from  the  Cape-town,  and  delivered  to  us  the  fol- 
lowing report  of  their  transactions. 

"  June  20th.  The  River  Sonderend  having  swelled  consi-*' 
derably  by  the  late  i-ains,  we  hastened  to  get  across,  before 
it  was  too  late.  In  about  an  hour  we  reached  its  banks,  and 
immediately  pushed  through.  Some  Hottentots,  who  ac^ 
companied  us,  rendered  us  great  service  by  leading  (he  oxen 
safe  through  the  rapid  stream,  which  was  several  feet  deep 
in  the  middle.  The  rivers  of  this  country  are  in  general  very 
rapid,  owing  to  the  great  fall  from  the  high  mountains ;  and* 
their  rocky  beds  make  crossing  them  dangerous.   Between  pu  r 
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fctdement  and  the  Clpe  are  four  nich  rivers^  amqtig  \vhichy 
the  river  JJiwrence  is  the  most  difficult  to  pass.  If  there  is 
6nly  four  feet  depth  of  ivater»  the  force  of  the  current  ren- 
ders it  impossible  to  (brd  it,  though  it  is  only  about  twenty 
yzfds  broad,  ^ 

"  After  baiting  a  short  time  at  the  river  Sonderend,  we 
proceeded)  and  paid  visits  to  some  friends  whose  houses  lay 
in  our  way,  at  10,  1 1,  and  12  o'clock  at  night. 

**  On  the  31st,  at  three  in  the  rooming,  we  reached.Buttef* 
river.  Here  w^e  took  off  our  oxen  and  rested  till  nine^;  passed 
the  Palmite-river,  and  spent  the  night  on  the  .opposite  hank* 
Ofi  the  22d  we  reached  the  Duinen,  and  oi>*  the  following 
day,  towards  evening,  arrived  with  Mr.  HeUser,  by  whom 
we  were  cordially  received  and  lodged.  In  the  .lyiprnii^g  of 
the  24th,'  we  reached  Mr  Disandt's  house  in  the  town,  and 
as  we  could  not  execu.e  our  comidiisiion  to  day,  spent  our 
time  in  visiting  several  friends. " 

"  25ih.  We  called  iipen  the  postmaster  to  rectify  some 
mistake  about  the  management  of  the  post.  From  thence 
we  went  to  Mr.  Barnard,  who  has  always  been  very  favour- 
ably disposed  to  the  Mission  ;  and  at  our  request,  introduced 
us  to  rhe  Governor.  His  Excellency  received  us  with  con- 
descending kindness  ;  and  when  we  preseintpd  our  congratu- 
lations on  his  arrival,  and  recomm^hded  thd  Mission  to  his 
protection  and  favour,  he  expressed  his  good* will  towards  our 
undertaking,  and  promised  to  visit  Baviailskloof*  On  our 
retorn  to  Mr.  Barnard,  we  represented  to  him  the  cause  of 
•dispute  between  us  and  the  postmaster,  which  was  altoge- 
ther owing  to  calumnies  ;  and  he  undertook  to  manage  the 
-affair  for  us,  which  he  most  obligingly  performed.  Wc 
.have,  on  tliis  occasion,  had  an  opportunity  of . perceiving 
that,  notwithstanding  the  general  character  of  our  establish^ 
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aacot  ts   kivmn  wnA  ntptctoi  by  iQany»    there  ave  some 
who  delight  to  give  oi  a  bad  n^c. 

«<  26di.  We  called  «t>oci  our  old  fUend  Fkeal  Ithynefeld^ 
and  bad  ttrntk  pleafiiag  coaiwrsatioh  with  hta.  He  inquired 
whether  we  were  not  about  to  form  a  second  settletaent  We 
kifomied  him,  that  we-had  itiade  a  proper  report  to  our  Bre- 
thren ki  £urq)e  cooccming  it,  but' as  ytt  bad  no  answer. 

**  Havinglongago  received  information  of  the  caU  of  Bi^ 
tbren  Koesicr  and  Scbini<k  to  serve  die  Mission  here,  we 
fendy  hoped  we  «iight  have  perhaps  aoet  them  at  Cape* 
town,  but  were  disappointed.  However,  we  found  several 
diings  belonging  to  them  arrived  already,  as  likewise  a  cbest 
containing  old  clothes,'  sent  as  a  present  to  the  Hoticmois  by 
friends  In  London,  and  a  hand-iMll  for  grinding  com,  a  present 
to  the  Missionaries,  with  odier  necosaries,  fior  which  we  gave 
thanks  to  the  Giver  of  ail  good  gifts,  and  to  the  instruments 
of  His  bounty.  We  pray  that  His  blessing  may  rest  upon 
our  dear  Brethren  and  Sisters  and  friends  in  England,  for 
their  affectionate  remembrance  of  us. 

<*  The  smaM-f  ox  having  lately  made  great  havoc  in  the 
country,  it  was  the  wish  of  government  that  all  fathers  of 
families  and  masters  of  dives  would  introduce  inoculation 
by  the  cow-pox,  and  an  application  had  been  made  to  us  on 
tbat  head.  The  fiscal,  therefore,  advised  us  to  go  to  the 
Tbwn*hoose  and  get  acqiiainted  with  the  mode  of  ^oing  it, 
that  we  might  inoculate  our  Hottentots.  We  went  in  (he 
afternoon,  and  though  above  1800  persons  had  already  been 
inoculated,  the  crowd  was  so  great,  that  we  could  hardly 
push  dirough.  Eight  surgeons  were  employed  la  the  ope- 
ration, in  presence  of  the  fiscal. 

^  We  received  from  diem  the  instruction  requisite,  and 
'Vftrc  presented  with  some  phials  v^ith  matter.  But  as  it  does 
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not  ahrays  tak^  cSui  whm  dry»  we  got  tao  •{  diir  mto  iti^ 
oculated  immediately. 

<<  ^di.  Haridg  fiaithedOBr  kusinest  at  Gd^^town,  #e  set 
out  OB  our  return  in  the  evening,  and  fttyed  over  ni^  wicli 
Kfr.  Heu9er.  At  thfee  in  the  Mom«ig  'we  proceeded^  and 
apeut  the  next  night  under  Hottentot  HoUaaul's  Kloof.  Our 
'  oxen  being  very  feeble,  iwe  hired  1 4  nore  to  help  us  aevois  th^ 
mountain ;  for  which  we  paid  eight  dollars.  The  whdk  of 
our  journey  wn  safe  and  pleasant,  and  we  reached  our  own 
home  on  the  30tb,  thanking  the  L^d  our  Saviour  for  Mn 
mercy  and  goodness  towards  us  during  this  journey.'^ 

July  9d.  The  wind  waa  lemarkaiUy  high ;  and  M  the 
dd  k  PDse  to  a  perfect  hurricame.  All  our  roofs  were 
damaged,  and  much  derascation  made  in  our  fields  itnd 
garden. 

On  the  4Cli  and  5th  we  distributed  to  the  poorM  Hotten- 
toU  the  clothes  arrived  from  England.  Forty  persons  shared 
in  this  houttty,  to  whom  we  likewise  spdbe  of  the  love  and 
kindness  of  our  Brethvea  in  Europe,  and  the  share  they  take 
ia  die  convevsiDii  of  the  Hoctent^rts,  praying  for  them  conti- 
jnially,  that  they  may  become  true  cjiiidren  of  God,  through 
the  remiseion  of  sins  in  the  blood  of  Jesus.  They  expressed 
their  thankfalntss  with  many  tears,  lifting  up  their  handli 
an4  praying  the  Lord  to  rewadrd  their  benefactors^  They 
also  deajied  m  to  write  and  thank  them  in  their  name,  wMch 
we  do  herewith ;  adding  our  thanks  for  the  pleasure  we  re* 
ceived  11^  die  dtstribution. 

We  now  set  MP  the  hand»mBl  sent  us  by  a  fviend  iii  Lon- 
don, and  foimd  it  to  answer  uncommonly  welL  It  will  be  of 
ffesx  use  so  us,  esfocidly  in  the  sommer-^seaeoo,  when  there 
is  a  jcareiiy  of  vra^er  for  our  msll.  The  Hottentots  Kkewise 
will  be  much  benefited  by  the  use  of  it  at  such  seosbns,  arid 
Wis  beg  most  coxdialfy  tu  expvcss  am:  thanks  tJoour  uuknown 
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friend  for  tbU^valoaUe  present    May  the  Lord  hleas  and  re-* 
Mirard  him. 

5th.  The  Brethren  Bonatz  and  Kuehnel  made  a  begin** 
ning  with  the  inoculation.  The  servant,  who  was  inoculat- 
ed at  Cape-town,  as  above  related,  did  very  weii.  He  got 
several  very' healthy-looking  pustules,  libout  nine  days  after 
the  operation*  His  name  is  Charles  Stombier,  one  of  the 
baptized. 

From  this  subject  fresh  matter  was  obtained,  with  which 
Brother  Kuehnel  inoculated  his  little  boy  Henry.  The  child 
was  not  at  all  confined  to  his  bed,  by  any  kind  of  illness ;  and 
In  about  eight  days  several  well-looking  pustules,  appeared. 
About  100  Hottentots  were  inoculated  at  the  same  time, 
who  all  did  well ;  and  since  then  about  500  more  have  under- 
gone the  same  operation  with  good  effect. 

5th.  One  of  the  candidates.  Constable  Armouth,  being 
very  ill,  was  visited  by  two  of  the  Missionaries.  He  said : 
^*  I  have  requested  this  visit,  to  tell  my  dear  teachers,  that 
**  I  do  not  know  what  may  be  the  will  of  the  Lord  concern^ 
**  ing  me,  whether  I  am  to  remain  longer  in  this  world, 
«<  or  to  depart  to  Him.  But  I  have  resigned  myself  into 
«<  His  nands,  and  if  I  should  die,  my  teachers  may  be 
«•  comforted  about  me;  for  He  has  redeemed  me,  and  for- 
<*  given  me  my  sins ;  I  die  happy.'*  He  was  exhorted  to 
remain  lookmg  stedfastly  to  Jesus,  ttie  author  and  finisher  of 
•ur  faith* 

On  the  6th,  we  were  visited  by  another  hurricane,  which 
threatened  the  total  overthrow  of  our  byildings.  It  did  not 
abate  till  die  7th. 

9th.  We  spoke  with  our  comnumicants.  In  some  of  the 
men  we  perceived  a  kind  of  indifference,  which  gave  pccftsion 
to  some  serious  admonitions. 

Ob  the  nth,  w6  celebrated  the  Lord's  Supper  in  a  com- 
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forting  sense  of  the  presence  of  Jesus.  During  these 
days*  several  sick  children  were  baptized  in  their  pare&ts* 
Mouses. 

l»th.  Sister  Kohrhammer  was  seized  with  a  very  painf^ 
attack,  which  left  her  ito  rest  night  nor  day,  and  very 
much  alarmed  us.  We  sent  for  Dr.  Temple,  but  he  did  not 
arrive  till  three  days  after.  Meanwhile  we  did  all  we  possi- 
bly could  for  her  relief,  and  it  pleased  the  Lord  to  bless  the 
simple  remedies  we  applied.  (On  the  margin  of  the  Diary 
her  husband  adds:  **  May  the  Lord  bless  my  Brethren 
**  and  Sisters  for  their  unremitting  attention  to  my  dear 
**  wife ! ")  When  the  physician  arrived,  he  fqund  the  patient  • 
without  pain,  but  very  weak.  The  medicines  he  prescribed 
were  blessed  for  her  recovery. 

27th.  We  discovered  a  very  disagreeable  cir6umstance 
among  oux  school-children.  Some  girls  had  been  sent  into 
the  wood  to  fetch  fuel.  Meanwhile  they  went  and  stole 
meat  out  of  their  parents'  stores ;  and  having  made  a  fire  in 
the  field,  began  to  roast  and  boil  it,  and  make  a  hearty  meal. 
Two  boys,  liappening  to  pass  that  way,  came  and  desired  to 
partake,  which  the  girls  refusing,  a  scuffle  ensued ;  and  the 
boys  afterwards  went  and  informed  against  the  girls,  who 
were  well  punished  for  their  theft  by  the  parents. 

After  another  dreadful  storm  on  the  29th,  all  our  hills 
were  covered  with  deep  snow  on  the  30th. 

One  of  our  cows  was  to  day  bitten  by  a  venomous  ser- 
pent. The  Hottentots,  as  soon  as  they  are  aware  of  such 
a  circumstance,  have  a  mode  of  discovering  the  bite,  by 
opening  the  skin,  and  rubbing  salt  leigh  into  it,  which  fre« 
quehtly  destroys  the  effect  of  the  poison.  ' 

August  2d.  Two  candidates  for  the  Lord's  Supper,  who 
are  brothers,  conversed  with  one  of  the  Missionaries.  The 
oldest  of  t^em  said :  **  It  appears  sometimes  as  if  my  heart 
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*^  was  bound  up  tlghtlf  widi  a  cerd^  If  I  would  pn^^ 
'*  aomcthi^  ritel  in  my  soul  to  keep  me  back,  so  that  I 
•*  cannot  gain  confidence  in  our  Saviour.*'  The  younger 
uAi :  ^'  I  hare  been  baptized  Wng  ago»  and  I  can  declare^ 
*^  tbat  I  know  Jesus  as  my  Saviour  and  Redeemer.  When 
^  I  V9ps  a  corporal  in  the  Hottemot  baitalioo,  I  found  free 
^<  access  to  hiniy  and  coi^  lay  all  say  wanta  before  hiuip 
*^  finely  bcHeving  in  bis  word :  but  I  know  not  how  itis^ 
**  that  I  have  ilow  grown  so  unbelieving.  It  is  as  if  aH  my 
*<  oU  sins  and  offences  bad  risen  up  against  me,  and  I  some- 
^^  times  think,  that  my  former  experience  was  the  mere 
*<  work  of  imagination*  I  therefore  beseech  you^  ^suppozt 
«*  me  with  your  prayers,  diat  the  enemies  of  my  soul  may 
**  not  obtain  their  aim/'  Both  of  them  spoke  from  the  hearty 
and  with  tears.  They  were  exhorted  to  look  to  Jesus,  who 
had  given  them  faith,  and  who  alone  can  preserve  it  within 
us.  Several  of  our  people  came  to  us  about  this  time» 
and  conversed  freely  and  seriously  about  the  state  of  their 
8ouls« 

The  Hottentots  were  busy  in  their  fields,  preparing  them 
for  sowing  and  planting.  It  is  high  time  for  this  work,  but 
the  natural  tendency  of  these  people  to  sloth  and  procrastU 
nation  is  inconceivable.  We  are  continiiaUy  reminding 
and  encouraging  them  to  be  diligent  in  cultivating  their 
grounds  for  the  support  of  themselves  and  their  families,  but 
they  aire  always  apt  to  leave  it  to  the  last. 

11th.  We  spoke  with  our  comnumicants  in  reference 
to  the  celebration  of  the  Lord's  Supper  on  the  13th,  and  had 
the  satisfaction  to  find  them  earnestly  longing  for  grace. 
Tobias  Henry  said:  **  Our  Saviour  does  all  things  well, 
**  but  I  shsdl  pemain  a  poor  debtor  to  all  eternity.  I  trust 
**  and  build  my  hopes  upon  His  mercy  alone,  and  approach 
"  unto  His  table  with  no  other  plea.**    Cornelius  Okkcrs 
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said :  "  It  has  pleased  the  Lord  to  afflict  we  vftsSa  a  Iwrt  in 
<<  my  body,  but  what  grieves  me  more  than  any  thing  dse 
<(  is,  that  ray  wife  has  fallen  into  deviations*     I  am  some- 
<*  times  qiiite  discoasolatey  and  my  faith  is  weak;"    Isaac 
Wtldboy  expressed  himself  thus :  **  Alas,  I  do  not  fiilfil  the 
*<  promtte  I  made  to  our  Sscviourat  my  baptism.     I  live  ia 
*<  peace  with  all  men.     My  son  and  his  wife  law  and 
<^  honour  me  as  -their  father.     If  they  have  any  tbing  to  eac 
*<  and  drioJc,  they  share  it  widi  me.     If  diey  have  nothings 
<^  I  suffer  as  they  do;   but  I  am  contented  with  my  lot» 
"  oaly  never  with  myself,  because  I  still  gricrc  my  Savjour 
<^  by  unbelief."     Agitfaa  said:  ^^  I  sometimes  perceive  a 
**  dedenston  in  my  first  love,  and  pray  the  Lord,  that  he 
<*  would  not  tadce  his  word  from  us  poor  Hottentots ;  for  if 
<^  we  grow  indifferent  about  it,  especially  such  of  us  as  go 
**  to  the  Lord's  Supper,  He  must  chastise  us.     Therefore 
**  let  us  agree  together,  not  to  forsake  Him,  He  has  never 
**  forsaken  us,  but  will   have  mercy  upon  us."     Sophia 
Magdalene  related,  how  the  Lord-  had  brought  her  safe  out 
of  the  wilderness  to  this  place.    She  liad  always  felt  a  strong 
impulse  to  seek  after  God,  and  when  she  heard  that  .Mis- 
sionaries were  come  hither,  she  prayed  as  well  as  she  could, 
that  she  might  find  her  way  to  them.     She  extolled  the 
goodness  of  God  in  causing  her  to  arrive  safe  with  her 
child  on  her  back,  fiom  a  very  great  distance,  and  that  He 
had  also  led  her  husband  io  her,  according  to  her  fervent 
prayers,  though  his  master  at  first  would  not.sufFer  him  to 
follow.     Old  Anna  Adams,  by  her  interpreter,  declared, 
how  she  rejoiced  in  God  her  Saviour.    She  said  :  **  Thou^ 
**  I  do  not  well  understand  Dutch,  yet  when  I  hear  the 
**  gospel,  I  f<:cl  something  in  my  heart,  to  tlWch  I  can 
<*  give  no  other  name  than  Peace,  Peace.    When  !  enjoy 
**  the  Holy  Communion,  I  w^W  rather  immediately  depart 
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<nit  of  the  world,  that  I  n^ght  be  at  home  with  our  Sa?ioar^ 
who  shed  his  blood  and  died  for  me. 

Dormg  this  and  the  former  monthi  there  was  a  great  mor- 
tality among  the  cattle.  We  lost  a  good  many  oxen,  sheep, 
and  goatSt  by  the  excessive  severity  of  the  weather.  We 
very  much  regret  the  loss  Ae  Mission  sosuins  thereby,  and 
Ac  expence  occasioned  to  oor  dear'Bfethren  in  Europe ;  but 
wc  strive  to  use  the  utmost  frugality  in  our  house-keeping. 
Our  neighbours  have  fared  no  better,  but  have  lost  a  consi- 
defable  part  of  their  stock.  The  month  of  August  is,  in  ge- 
neral, the  most  severe  season  of  the  year,  and  Europeans 
have  most  to  suffer  from  the  sudden  changes  and  severe  cold. 
We  commend  ourselves,  and  our  dear  Hottentot  congrega- 
tioti,  to  the  prayers  of  all  our  Brethren  and  friends  every- 
where, and  remain  your  most  affectionafe  Brethren.

1.  From  Brother  Juergen  Soerensen  Borx,  dated 
Paramaribo^  in  Surinam^  Jan.  9,  1808. 

E  are  all  very  desirous  to  receive  letters  and  acCQunts 
from  Europe,  though  we  fear,  that  under  the  present  circum- 
stances, we  shall  remain  without  intelligence  respecting  our 
scttlomeius  in  Geimcmy,  Holland,  and  Denmark,  for  some 

time. 
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tkne.  W«  beg  however,  that  you  vrov^d  not  forget  to  faVcmr 
us  with  accounts  from  England,,  and  our  many  Missionary 
establishments  under  British  dominion,  for  we  feel  ourselves 
most  dosely  united  to  our  Brethren  in  all  parts  of  the  worlds 
and  continue  fervent  in  prayer  for  them,  in  these  troublesome 
and  dangerous  times.  -        . 

In  my  last  I  gave  an  account  of  our  safe  arrival,  after  a 
most  pleasant  voyage,  rendered  doubly  agreeable  by  the  un-^ 
expected  meeting,  o£F  Madeira,  wkh  our  dear  fellow-labourers 
Kuester  and  Schmitt,  going  to  the  Cape  of  Good  Hope. 
Our  convoy,  however,  missed  the  port,  and  went  on  to 
Bcrbice,  which  occasioned  delay  -and  trouble,  as  mentioned 
in  my  fomier  letter. 

With  thanks  to  our  merciful  God  and  Saviour,  I  may  add» 
that  all  our  Missionaries  in  this  country  are,  at  present,  well 
in  health,  and  active  in  the  service  of  the  Lord,  in  their  re- 
spective places.  Brother  Mehr,  at  Bambey,  was  indeed  very- 
ill  before  Christmas  last,  but  by  the  latest  letters  from  Bro« 
'  ther  Lutzke,  is  now  hst  recovering. 

Here,  at  Paramaribo,  we  celebrated  Christmas  and  the  en* 
trance  into  the  new  year  in  the  enjoyment  of  much  bless- 
ing. On  the  second  Christmas  holiday,  (Dec.  26,)  four  Ne- 
groes received  holy  baptism.  We  have  a  considerable  num- 
ber of  new  people,  who  all  give  hopes  of  real  conversion,  and 
that  they  will  become  the  reward  of  the  travail  of  His  soul, 
who  loved  them  unto  death. 

O  merciful  Saviour  I  Might  but  the  whole  human  race 
surrender  themselves  unto  Thee,  for  the  anguish  and  pain 
Thou  hast  endured  for  our  redemption,  then  we  should  see 
peace  and  righteousness  established,  and  all  wrath  and  envy, 
and  every  evil  xvork,  would  cease  in  the  earth ! 

Since  I  have  once  begun  to  travel,  it  seems  as  if  I  had  al- 
together ceased  to  be  stationary,  as  formerly.     I  have  now 
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ftmvti  k  c|ll  td  goacii  serve  the  Mission  among  the  Indians 
it  H^op»  on  the  Coi^atyBk  Tlie  Lord  alcme  knaw«,  how 
Iktte  I  am  fit  for  smch  a  charge.  My  wife  also  has  ^but  a 
weakly  €Onsmution«  appirondy  not  wri|  calciilated  to  bear 
the  hardsUps  «f  ishat  MUsioo.  Bttt  oa  commilting  oorsdves 
'in  prayer  to  our  Saviour  for  direction,  we  could  not  refuse 
acicc^ting  the  caUi  tmt  believed  it  was  his  wiU.  The  in^^ 
ward  and  outward  aitHiatioA  of  the  Indian  congregation  at 
Hoop  18  at  present  very  precarioust  and  affords  but  a  poor 
prospect  o^  success;  but  we  cast  our  bisrden  upon  the  Lord» 
who  is  UMghty  to  save^  and  he  will  help  us.  On  the  11th  of 
thismeadi  wt  Aall  set  cut»  Brother  Buechner  accompanying 
us.  -We  cannot  but  feel  much  pain  on  takiog  leave  of  our 
beloved  feBow^lldxHirers  at  PtaiamaribQy^  where  we  lived  so 
many  (15)  years>  id  uninlerrupted  love  and  harnKMiyt  but 
w<  consider  it  our  duty  to  go  whither  the  Lord  calls  us^ 
and  we  are  through  His  grace  perfectly  resigned  to  his  will. 
May  His  blessed  aim  with  us  be  but  obtained,  and  we  shall 
be'  at  home,  wherever  viw  may  have  the  favour  to  serve 
Him. 

Salute  all  our  dear  Brethren  and  Sisters  every-where  from 
us;  and  if  you  can  find  means  to  do  it,  make  a  r^ort  to  the 
Elders'  Confevence  of  the  Unity  of  our  pn>ceedmgs» 

From  my  relations  at  Copenhagen  I  cai;mot  expect  to  hear 
soon,  how  tliey  have  £ired  during  the  bombaidmeot*  I  arh 
sorry  your  countrymen  paid  tliem  that  visit.  I  remain  evcr^

2.  From  Brother  J AMZSi  Light,  dated  Gracehill^  in 
Antigua^  Jan^  2,  1808. 

YOU  will  have  hetu-d  by  other  letters  fioa  my  fellow* 
labourers,  id  wh»t  a  situadon  we  are  redtieod  in  tbia  iabiid^ 
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by  the  sev^e  iUnesses  which  most  of  us  have  latdy  lufferedf 
and  from  which  'we  a^.  tM9t  yet  i^covored.  The  larger  coa- 
gregations  beloagii^  to  the  three  s^ttkmpnts  h^Oy  have  thqre^ 
fore  been  but  imperfectly  sarv^  it  hs^viag  beei^  imj^osgible 
for  the  few  that  fomained  tolers^ly  wdU  to  do  the  duyiy 
of  the  MissioQ^  as  we  codd  wish.  JM(^y  (mr  Saviour  soon 
send  us  help,  ai>d  lead  and  te<^  his  poor  black  flock  in  Anti^ 
gua«  as  is  weii-pleaaiog  imto  Him. 

The  loog^condni^ed  lUness  of  Brod^  Sai^tter,  during  bis 
abode  at  Gracf-bay«  you  have  no  doubt  been  inibrmcd  of  b; 
Brother  Sdincpf.  It  was  at  length  necessary  for  him  and 
bis  faoiily  to  move  to  St.  John's  ior  the  benefit  of  better  air ; 
and  Brother  Richter  w^nt  to  6race«bay.  As  a  voyage  to 
North  America  was  recommended  as  the  only  means  likely 
to  preserve  Brother  Saultet'alife,  and  an  dij^ble  opportunity 
otfsred,  be  set  sail  for  Philadelphia,  Oct.  Sd. 

Scarce  was  the  vessel  out  of  sight,  when  both  the  Brethren 
Schnepf  and  Bekker,  who  serve  the  Negro-congregation 
in  Spring-garden,  were  seized  with  severe  fits  of  illness, 
They  struggled  hard  to  continue  doing  the  most  needful 
work,  hu%  at  length  Brother  Bekker  was  obliged  to  take  en*- 
timely  tp  hi«  M  i  and  from  that  time  to  ^e  20th  of  Decern^ 
ber,  was  painlidly  afti^ied  wi|h  the  bloody  flutx»  which  rv 
ducedhiml^  tke  lasi  ev^mity.  Brother  Sehn^pf  was  at 
ibjit  time  eonfined  to  the  house,  and  for  the  last  two  months 
IP  his  bfd,  nor  is  ttiere  the  Isait  prospect  of  his  recovery,  hut 
ratibei,  lh»t  every  day  will  be  his  last  amongst  w,  on  whi^ 
he  will  ebse  his  long  and  i^iibfnl  services  in  the  vineyard  of 

Thus,  dear  Brother,  we  are  in  a  very  distressing  sitnatMSi, 
and  do  m#t  kn^w  what  to  do  for  assistanee.  Buiit  is  the 
Im41$  caaiae,  and  we  are  sum  Aai  he  can  and  will  main- 
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tain  it,  liot  according  to  our  short-sighted  ideas»  but  accbrd- 
ing  to  the  gracions  purposes  of  His  will,  whom  ail  things 
serve  in  nature.  The  harvest  truly  is  gfeat,  but  the  labourers 
are  few.  Wc  might  indeed  be  alarmed,  when  we  see  un- 
godliness in  the  world  increasing  cvcry-where  around  us, 
and  human  inventions  ^nd  arguments  wearing  the  garb  of 
Christianity;  the  p6ison  of  false  doctrines  and  infidelity 
spreading  even  among  the  Negroes  in  general^  so  as  to  render 
them  careless  as  to  their  souPs  salvation.  Wc  cry  mightily 
unto  the  Lord  to  save  us,  and  to  preserve  our  poor  congrega- 
tions from  relapsing,  if  not  into  their  former  superstitions,  yet 
into  something  equally  baneful,  leading  them  from  the  only 
true  source  of  happiness.  Faith  in  a  crucified  Redeemer. 
We  solicit  your  prayers,  and  indeed  we  know  that  we 
have  them,  and  those  of  all  God's  children;  but^ve  wish 
them  to  be  mdre  urgent,  that  we  tnay  see,  both  a  stirring 
among  the  dry  bones,  and  a  revival  of  His  work  among 
our  own  people. 

We  are  here  alone  at  Gracehill,  and  hardly  able  to  do  all 
wie  ought,  in  caring  for  so  large  a  congregation ;  but  our  gia- 
cious  Lord  has  helped  us  hitherto  beyond  our  expectation. 
The  celebration  of  Christmas  was  attended  with  much  bles- 
sing. On  such  occasions  our  drooping  spirits  revive,  and 
our  faith  is  strengthened,  when  we  behold  so  many  Negroes 
flocking  to  hear  the  gospel ;  and  so  many  new-comers,  whom 
we  consider  as  subjects  to  be  won  for  Christ,  the  Prince  of 
Peace,  by  the  word  and  powm-  of  His  Spirit.  Our  church 
was  quite  crowded.  On  the  27th  we  had  a  meeting  with 
nearly  300  Negro-children,  from  twelve  years  of  age  ami 
under. 

In  the  year  past  we  have  hadsome  increase.    Thirty*eight 
adults  and  56  cbiMrcA  have  been  baptised;  and  16  adults, 
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baptized  as  children,  were  received  into  the  congregatioiL 
Thiity-^ngbt  have  been  readmitted.  •  In  all,  an  addition 
of  148. 

Thirty.fivc  adultt  and  19  children  have  departed  this  life, 
and  50  have  been  excluded.  The  actual  increase,  therefore, 
is  44.  The  number  of  this  congregation  at  the  close  of 
1807»  is  1408  adults,  and  408  children,  besides  upwards 
of  400  Negroes  who  are  under  our  instruction ;  making  to- 
gether upwards  of  2200  Negroes  belonging  to  Gtacehill,  to 
each  of  whom  we  wish  to  pay  particular  attentions. 

Brother  Richter  and  his  wife  enjoy  an  uninterrupted  good 
state  of  health ;.  nor  have  they  had  an  hour's  illness  at  Grace- 
bay,  which  is  considered  as  a  very  ynhealthy  spot. 

In  regard  to  myself,  L  am  thankful  to  my  good  Lord  for 
the  health  I  enjoy,  but  both  my  wife  and  I  perceive  that  our 
European  strength  has  suffered  considerable  diminution  in 
this  climate.  What  remains  of  our  lives  here  below,  is  at 
the  disposal  of  our  Lord  and  Master;  and  if  he  favours  un 
by  accepting  our  poor  services,  then  happy  is  our  lot.  In 
thcf  distress  of  so  many  of  our  congregations,  and  of  all  our 
fellow-men  in  th^se  calamitous  times,  we  take  a  near  share, 
and  cry  unto  the  Lord,  soon  to  deliver  themi  and  to  grant  us 
a  lasting  peace.     I  remain  ever,  ice. 


BY  a  letter  dated  Feb.  8,  1808,  firom  Brother  C.  F.  Rich* 
ter,  we  learn  with  sorrow,  that  en  the  29th  of  January,  it 
pleased  the  Lq^d  to  take  home  to  Himself,  the  soul  of  our 
much  esteem^  Brother  J.  L.  Schnepf,  in  the  59th  year  of 
his  age;  by  which  the  Mission  in^*  Antigua  sustains  a  very 
heavy  los8»

CONCERNING  the  work  of  God  iq  this  M^oo,  I  can- 
iKU  acM  Vk^^  to  what  I  mentioned  in  my  kut :  it  makes  some 
progrvM)  though  but  ilow.  In  general  tbe  preaching  of  the 
geepd  i»  Wl-attendad  c«  Sundayst  both  at  Sharon,  and  on 
the  few  eitatea  we  vi«it,  wbea  <»e  of  n9  can  be  $]»^red,  and 
we  hope  not  without  bkising^  But  our  daily  fervent  prayer 
Sa,  diat  the  liine  may  loon  comC)  when  the  poor  blind  igno- 
rant hoadiea  in  this  ishmd  may  be  convinced  of  the  curse  of 
sin.  Then  the  {[lad  tidjag$  of  a  Saviour  will  becoiae  wel- 
come news,  and  the  preaching  of  the  gospd  have  more  ef- 
fect upon  their  hearts,  than  hat  been  hitherto  visible. 

I  must  confess,  I  have  no^where  »en  more  of  Satan's 
work  among  the  heathen  Negroes  than  here,  notwithstanding 
which,  they  all  pretend  to  be  very  good  people*  and  say  they 
kave  never  done  any  evil« 

As  to  our  congregation,  we  have  baptiud  nine  adults,  and 
Qiaa  cl^ren,  during  the  course  of  last  year;  hut  I  am  sorry 
in  add,  that  we  were  obliged  lo  exclude  three  mcn<  Oae  of 
them  is  a  man  much  esteemed  by  the  manager;^  and  a  goo4 
many  Negroes  come  from  the  same  estate  to  our  chapel, 
though  the  excluded  person,  in  ofder  to  make  them  desist, 
tells  them,  that  our  discipline  is  too  strict.' 

I  am  now  in  my  64di  year,  and  sometimts  fiael  that  Z  am 
growing  old*  But  when  I  reflect  how  my  Lord  and  Saviour 
has  supported  me  hitherto,  and  granted  me  to  experience  io 
myscM^  and  to  behold  in  sa  many  diousand  poor  hcad»n, 
ihe  power  ef  the  word  of  His  Cross,  I  revive,  and  am  boomed 
down  with  gratitude  before  him.  My  daily  prajFer  is  'cat* 
pressed  ki  that  verse:

4t  From  Brother  David. Zeisberger,  dated  Goshen^  on 
the  Muskingum^  Jug.  6>,  1807. 

I  RECEIVED  from  your  dear  late  father,  with  whom  I 
.  always  kept  up  a  most  interesting  and  edifying  correspoih- 
dence,  the  first  consolatory  letter,  after  our  hcmg  taken  pri- 
soners  in  Canada,  in  1782,  with  very  Sieasonable  relief  in  our 
distressing  situation.  .  The  grateful  in^pression  then  made  on 
my  mind,  I  shall  never  forget,  while  I  live^ 

At  that  tfane,  h  appeared  as  if  all  was  over  witli  our  In^ 
dian  Mission ;  but,  by  the  power  and  m:erey  of  God  our  Sa* 
viour,  we  rallied  again ;  and,  as  we  poor  Missionaries  we^ 
not  able  to  do  any  thing  towards  restoring  the  Mission,  our 
Lord  himsdf  sought  out  and  brought  His  straying  ^cp 
fcack  to  their  teachers.  Though  wc  had  to  struggle  with 
many  diflBctfltics,  He  grapted  us  to  spend  fom-  yeats  in  Ac 
enjoyment  of  peace  and  rest,  with' our  beloved  Indian  con- 
gregation, I 

However,  as  we  nad  no  hopes  of  the  oonversion  of  aay  of 
the  heathen  living  around  us,  we  removed  lu  the  year  1787, 
to  Petquottink,  on  the  other  side  of  lake  Erie,  where  we  re- 
mained four  years.  Here  our  congregation  was  considerably 
increased,  many  believing  the  gospel  and  receiving  holy  bap- 
tism. But  this  was,  alas,  the  last  rich  draught  of  fishes  we 
were  fiivoured  with,  for  an  Indian  war  breaktng  out,  wc  Wferc 
a  second  time  obliged  to  fly  across  the  ialce,  to  the  SrkiaH 
{Kttsesaions.    We  were  indeed  very  civilly  received  by  tbe 
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British,  but  it  proved  the  occasion  of  our  getting  among  the 
white  people,  which  has  had  a  baneful  influence  upon  the 
Mission ;  and  the  mischief  thereby  occasioned  is  not  yet  put 
a  stop  to,  nor  can  it  be  avoided,  as  long  as  we  are  surround- 
ed by  white  settlers. 

With  the  Brethren  Forestier  and  Cunow,  who  paid  us  a 
visit,  in  commission  of  the  Elders'  Conference  of  the  Unity, 
we  have  had  many  consultations  about  the  future  situation  of 
this  Nfission.  We  look  to  the  Lord  our  God,  and  pray  Him 
to  remove  all  obstructions  Sat^p  lays  in  the  way«of  bis  work, 
and  to  give  grace,  that  we  may  begin  anew,  and  $ee  the  same 
.blessed  fruits  which  we  were  witnesses  to,  while  our  Indian 
congregations  dwelt  at  a  distance  from  the  white  people. 

As  for  me,  I  am  inJeed  of  no  more  use  here,  and  cannot 
travel  about  as  formerly ;  but  I  spend  my  time  in  prayer,  that 
our  Saviour  himself  would  grant  help  from  above,  and  pre-  - 
pare  faithful  and  undaunted  witnesses,  burning  with  fervent 
love  to  Him,  and  with  zeal  to  l^ad  the  heathen  unto,  and 
make  them  acquainted  with  Him  'as  their  Redeemer.  My 
wife  and  I  live  in  love  and  harmony  with  our  fellow- 
labourers.  Brother  Mortimer  and  his  wife,  with  whom  we 
commend  ourselves  to  the  love  of  all  our  Brethren.

Benjamin ! 

I  WRITE,  because  I  fear  it  is  impossible  for  me  to  see  you 
in  the  body  this  year.  Wc  hope,  however,  to  see  you  dgain« 
by  the  next  arrival  ofthe  ship.     During  your  absence,  we  wiU 

cleave 
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^cleave  to  Jesus,  stAd  be  lad  fay  him  la  all  our  ways.  It  U 
very  dai^erous  to  lose  our  hope  tod  faith,  therefore  I  will 
make  Jesus  my  only  delist,  wherever  I  am,  and  trust  to  him 
in  all  things.  He  also  shall  be  my  helper  and  refuge  when 
He  ealls  me  home  to  himself,  and  my  last  hour  is  come.  I, 
Daniel,  salute  you  in  spirit,  and  weep  over  your  absence: 
but  if  either  of  us  should  depart  out  of  this  world,  we  shall 
go  to  Jesus,  and  our  souls  will  see  each  other  again;  yet 
we  desire  to  see  each  other  once  more  in  the  body.  Cer- 
tainly I  do  love  you;  I  ought  to  do  it,  for  you  l6ve  me,  and 
we  are  both  loved  by  Jesus;  we  have  in  ftllowship  eat  His 
flesh  and  drank  His  blood  in  the  Holy  Sacrament,  and  there* 
fbre  we  are  one  in  Him,  and  find  rest  and  peace  through  His 
sufferings  and  death. 

I,  Daniel,  weep  over  my  baseness,  and  I  often  think  there- 
on, that  I  saw  you  weep  over  me.  My  wife  Sarah  sheds 
tears  when  she  thinks  of  you,  for  we  pity  you,  that  you  have 
lost  yoxir  dear  son  Charles.  But  do  not  giieve,  we  shall  see 
him  again  with  Jesus.  Only  let  Jestis  be  our  heart's  desire. 
I  salute  you  all,  and  so  do  all  my  relations.  From  your 
Daniel.

Sarah,  addressed  to  the  Brethren  and  Sisiera  in  Surepef 
sent  to  Brother  Kohlmeister. 

MT  wife,  Sarah,  teQs  me  to  write  in  her  name  the  fdi- 
lowing :  **  The  tfioughts  on  Jesu*s  sufferings  and  deaths 
have  quite  taken  possession  of  my  soul,  and  I  wish  my  whole 
heart  to  be  cbntinually  filled  with  them.  I  have  indeed  no 
thoughts  about  myself,  as  if  I  was  good,  for  as  long  as  I  am 
on  earth,  I  am  a  poor  creature,  quite  weak  and  worthless;  but 
I  pray  constantly  to  Jesus  to  help  me.  Yes,  I  do  bcUeve  on 
L 1  Jesus 
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Jcfus  Chritt  as  my  Saviour !  I  thank  him  for  his  bitter  death ; 
because  he  was  nailed  to  the  eross,  and  wore  the  thorny 
crown  for  me.  For  me  his  side  was  pierced  with  a  spear. 
For  me  he  was  reviled  and  spit  upon.  I  ^ank  him  with 
tears  for  his  love  to  me ;  and  on  that  account,  alone  I  am 
bere^  and  can  salute  you  as  my  brethren  and  sisters. 

I  will  remain  with  my  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  and  will  be  taken 
care  of  and  led  by  Him  as  a  helpless  babe,  for  of  myself  I 
can  do.  nothing.  O  yes,  to  my  Jesus  I  fly,  because  I  am  a 
poor  sinnen 

I  am  Sarah,  and  these  are  my  first  words  to  you.

EXTRACT  OF  THE  REPORT 

or  TRB 

BrethreiCs  Society  at  Salcm^  North  Carolina^  concerning 
the  Missions  to  the  Cherokees,  Creeks,  and  Ne- 
groes, communicated  at  a  Meeting  of  the  Society  heU 
at  Salemf  August  21,  1807. 

/xT  Spring-place,  in  the  Cherokee  country,  the  Missionaries 
Gambold  and  Byhan,  and  their  wives,  have  exerted  them-- 
selves  by  every  means  in  their  power,  to  further  the  instruc- 
tion of  the  Indian  children  committed  to  their  care,  with  a 
view  to  promote  their  temporal  and  eternal  welfare.  They 
likewise  see  most  encouraging  proofs  that  their  labours  are 
not  in  vain  in  the  Lord.     Sister  Qambold  is  indefatigable  in 

keeping 
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keeping  school ;  and  the  endeavours  of  the  Missionaries  to 
make  the  children  acquainted  with  dieir  Creator  and  Re-< 
deemer,  with  His  love  towards  them  manifested  .by  His 
sufferings  and  death.  His  will  concerning  th«ir  salvation 
dnA  His  conmiandments,  are  not  without  fruit,  insomuch, 
that  amidst  all  the  troubles  and  difficulties  whic^  are  inse*^ 
parable  from  their  peculiar  situation,  they  are  comforted  and 
strengthened  to  persevere  in  their  work  with  joy. 

The  celebration  of  Christmas  1806,  and  the  Passion-week 
1807,  was  attended  with  particular  blessing.  The  following 
is  an  extract  of  their  letter: 

**  Even  in  these  dark  regions,  the  Day-spring  from  on  high 
**  has  visited  us,  during  this  festival-season,  with  rich  grace 
"  and  unction.  Our  merciful  Lord  accepted  of  our  songs 
•*  of  praise,  which  we  brought  before  Him  on  Christmas* 
**  eve,  for  His  holy  and  meritorious  incarnation,  and  laid 
**  His  blessing  upon  the  preaching  of  the  glad  tidings  of 
<•  great  joy,  that  unto  us  is  torn  a  Saviour,  both  on  Christ- 
'^  mas-day  and  the  second  holiday.  Our  children  sung 
/<  the  Christmas-hymns  they  had  learnt  at  school  with 
*^  cheerful  voices,  and  we  doubt  not  but  that  Jesus,  who  was 
**  mado  partaker  of  flesh  and  blood,  and  appeared  as  a  child 
**  in  the  world  for  their  sakes,  also  graciously  heard  and 
*<  received  the  praises  of  these  little  ones.  Brother  Byhan 
**  had  put  together  a  small  organ,  which  accompanied  the 
**  voices,  and  pleased  the  children  much. 

"  At  the  preaching  on  the  second  holiday,  there  werc'se- 
"  veral  strangers,  both  Indians  and  whites,  and  between 
*♦  twenty  and  thirty  Negroes  present,  so  that  our  room 
***  could  hardly  contain  them.  All  heard  the  great  word  of 
**  of  our  Lord's  incarnation  with  stillness  and  much  appa- 
**  rent  devotion.  O  that  it  may  have  sunk  into  their  hearts^ 
**  diat  the  seed  sown  may  spring  up  and  bring  forth  fruit/'  . 

LI  2  .  The 
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The  MissiMaries  give  the  following  account  toncerniog 
die  Passion-Week  and  Ea3tcr :  •*  We  celebrated  tbete  so- 
**  lema  days  with  our  school-chihlrcn  in  blessed  contem^a* 
•*  tion  on  tlie  sufferings  of  our  Saviour.  When  we  read  to 
•'  them  the  history  of  His  agony  in  the  garden  of  Geth- 
<^  semane,  on  Maundy-Thursday»  they  were  $o  much  af* 
*^  fected>  that  many  tears  were  shed* 

*^  In  January,  an  Indian  woman,  whose  son,  John  Ge- 
<<  sediy  attends  the  schooU  staid  some  days  with  her  daugh- 
**  ter  at  Spring -place,  attended  both  the  family  devotions 
**  and  the  school,  and  was  much  delighted  with  the  singing  of 
**  hymns.  We  told  her,  by  interpretation  of  the  children, 
**  that  we  did  not  sing  like  the  Indians,  for  the  sake  of  mer- 
**  riment,  but  by  our  voices  desired  in  hymns  both  to  praise^ 
**  and  to  pray  to  God  our  Saviour.  She  inquired ;  *  whether 
**  God  heard  and  attended  to  it  ?'  The  children,  who  fre- 
**  quently  converse  with  us  very  simply  and  sensibly  upon 
**  this  subject,  answered;  that  God  saw  and  heard  all 
^*  things,  and  even  knew  the  inmost  thoughts  of  our  hearts ; 
**  and  that  those  who  love  Him  here  would  after  this  life  be 
**  received  by  Him  into  heaven.  While  the  children  were 
**  thus  explaini^  the  gospel  to  her,  the  poor  woman  sat 
«<  weeping;  and  taking  Sister  Garabold  by  the  hand,  ex- 
**  pressed  a  wish,  that  she  lived  nearer  to  us,  that  she  might 
•*  often  hear  the  word  of  God.*' 

Our  Missionaries  are  deeply  impressed  with  thanks  to 
God  for  the  favourable  disposition  of  the  Indian  chieft  living 
in  their  neighbourhood,  particularly  of  Chuleoa,  who  was 
formerly  a  decided  and  bitter  enemy.  They  relate  the  fol- 
lowing circumstance :  ♦*  When  in  March  last  the  chiefs  of 
'**  that  country  held  a  council  at  Mr.  Vann's,  and  during 
**  that  time,  Chuleoa  lodged  four  days  with  us ;  he  ddiv ered 
c^a  speech  to  the  children  at  parting,  (his  son  being  also 
•^«  at  our  school.)  Heremindeddicm  how  well  they  fared  with 

"  us 
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•<  US,  better  by  far  than  any  other  chUdren ;  that  they  had 
*<  every  day  enough  to  eat  and  drink,  ivhile  many  of  thmt 
**  country-men  were  starving;  besides  wbich»  they  learnt 
*<  nothing  but  what  was  good :  that  therefore  they  should 
•*  be  very  obedient,  and  do  every  thing  they  were  bid  with 
"  alacrity  and  cheerfulness,  love  and  revere,  us  as  their  pa«» 
**  rents,  and  remember  that  he  and  the  other  chiefs  had  call- 
**  ed  us  to  this  place,  that  we  might  instruct  them  in  every 
<<  useful  art,  and  that  he  should  always  consider  us  as  hid 
**  own  children/'  The  Missionaries  returned  him  thanks 
for  his  good- will  towards  them,  and  advice  to  their  scliolars» 
and  assured  him,  that  in  return,  they  prayed  God  to  bless 
hina  and  give  him  His  grace,  which  seemed  to  affect  him 
very  sensibly.     The  children  were  interpreters. 

As  Mr.  Roger's  daughter,  to  whom  a  promise  had  been 
given  to  receive  her  into  the  school,  did  not  arrive,  our 
Brethren  agreed  to  take^^  an  Indian  child,  son  to  a  man 
called  The  Flea^  who  had  frequently  urged  his  petition,  and 
has  a  very  good  character.:  The  three  Indian  children,  at 
present  maintained  by  them  at  the  school  are,  Thomas 
Aranuk,  Chuleoa's  son  ;  George  Vann,  a  nephew  of  chief 
Barks ;  and  John^Gesedi,  or  Getseyehidi,  the  son  of  a  com- 
mon Indian.  Besides  these,  there  are  five  moi;e  at  school, 
maintained  by  Mr.  Vann. 

Mr.  Vann  remained  well-disposed  towards  the  Mission.— « 
Hb  wife  freqncBtly  attended  their  family  worship.  When 
Mr.  Vann  is  not  at  home,  travellers  often  come  to  Spring*- 
place  for  lodgings.  On  such  occasions  they  miostly  arrive 
thoroughly  wet  and  starving,  when  our  Brethren  must  quit 
their  fire-side,  and  sit  or  stand  together  in  some  cold  corner. 
Their  chamber  is  likewise  extremdy  cold,  and  they  had  suf- 
fered much  from  the  severity  of  the  weather. 

Frequently  they  experienced  a  dearth  of  provisions,  es- 
-pecially  of  meat.     Many  of  their  pigs,  and  evea  black  cat- 
tle 
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tie  had  ruti  away,  so  as  to  be  iirccoverably  lost.  Btit  Goi 
had  not  permitted  them  to  suffer  hunger,  and  sometimes  sent 
help  at  a  time  when  most  needed,  and  from  quarters  least 
expected.  To  be  better  provided  in  future,  they  had  at 
length  finished  a  place  to  keep  their  pigs  in,  and  also  ctiltivat- 
ed  an  acre  and  a  half  of  land  to  raise  more  com.  In  gene- 
ral, they  remark  with  gratitude,  that,  except  colds  and 
little  indispositions,  they  had  suffered  nothing  in  their  health. 
The  Lord  has  preserved  them  in  the  bond  of  love  and  peace, 
which  was  always  strengthened  anew  by  the  monthly  parti- 
cipation of  the  Holy  Communion.  Sister  Byhan  was  safely 
delivered  of  a- daughter  on  the  4th  of  April,  which  was 
baptized  May  3d,  in  presence  of  all  the  school-children,  and 
two  visiting  Brethren,  Petersen  and  Burghardt,  by  Brother 
Gambold,  and  called  Sophia  Dorothy. 

In  April,  Brother  Gambold  paid  a  visit  to  Mr.  Black  at 
Highwassee.  His  letter  of  May  5th,  gives  the  following 
pleasing  account  of  it:  "  On  the  25th  of  April,  I  arrived 
*<  at  Mr.  Black's,  who  received  me  with  the  greatest  cordi- 
•*  ality.  At  his  request  I  resolved  to  stay  with  him  over 
,  **  Sunday,  and  to  preach  in  his  school-house.  I  felt  quite 
"  at  home  with  this  worthy  man,  who  is  a  true  lover  of 
"  Jesus,  and  exerts  his  utmost  to  make  the  Indian  children 
**  acquainted  with  their  Saviour.  The  sight  of  upwards  of 
**  40  Indian  children  of  different  shades  of  colour,  singing 
^*  with  loud  voices  the  praises  of  the  crucified  Redeemer,  be- 
•*  fore  and  after  the  sermon,  moved  me  to  tears,  and  I  felt  my- 
'*  self  quite  enlivened,  while  I  was  declaring  the  gospel  to 
'/  them,  some  adult  Indians  and  about  1 5  white  people  being 
«<  present.  I  spoke  on  the  all-sufficient  atonement  through 
•*  the  blood  of  Christ,  from  2  Cor.  chap.  5.  ver.  19, 20.  The 
f  *  whole  company  appeared  very  attentive  and  devout.'* 

Of  the  above-mentioned  two  Brethren,  Karsten  Peter<« 
sen,  and  Christian  Burghardt»  who  are  appointed  to  endea^ 

**  your 
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your  to  begin  a  Mission  among  the  Creeks,  we  will  still  add^ 
that  they  left  Salem  on  the  30th  of  May,  commended  by 
the  whole  congregation  to  the  grace  and  protection  of  God. 
Brother  Vanniman  Zcvilly  accompanied  them  as  far  as 
Spring-place.  They  had  a  troublesome  journey,  and  the 
roads  being  very  bad,  their  waggon  overset  several  times. 

May  Ist,  they  arrived  safe  with  the  Missionaries  at  Spring- 
place,  to  their  inexpressible  joy. 

Brother  Zevilly  staid  11  days  with  them,  alter  having 
rendered  both  to  the  travellers  and  the  Mission  the  most  es* 
sential.  services. 

From  the  letters  of  the  above-mentioned  Brethren,  written 
at  Spring-place,  the  following  are  extracts : 

**  On  the  3d  of  May,  at  a  meeting  of  the  family,  three 
''  Indian  children  delivered  ea<ch  a  well- written  hymn  to  u6# 
'^  which  having  learnt  by  neart,  tbey  sung  for  us.  It  is  not  to 
•'  be  expressed  in  words,  l^ow  sweet  their  voices  are,  and  how 
**  attentive  and  devout  they  appear  at  school,  and  when  met 
<*  for  worship.  Their  whole  behaviour  is  such  as  to  ensure 
V  the  love  of  all  who  know  them.  Whatever,  even  by  a 
"  glance  of  the  eye,  they  guess  to  be  yo\ir  wish,  they  do 
*V  directly.  A  work  of  the  Spirit  of  God  is  likewise  ma- 
**  nifest  in  their  souls..  Both  at  the  baptism  of  Brother 
^*  Byhan's  child,  and  at  the  meeting  on  A«cension«day, 
•♦  they  were  deeply  affected  and  shed  many  tears.  T^ily 
**  the  Lord  is  present  with  this  small  congregation,  as  well 
<*  as  at  Salem,  and  fulfils  his  promise,  that  where  two  or 
^*  three  are  gathered  together,  he  will  be  in  the  midst  of 
«*  them." 

Several  necessary  buildings  were  completed  during  the 
abode  of  the  two  Brethren. 

The  plan  to  be  adopted  in  endeavouring  to  bring  the  gos* 
pel  to  the  Creeks^  has  been  agreed  on  between  Colonel 
Hawkins  and  the  Misionaries,  and  tbey  will  find  a  house 
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ready  to  receive  them  at  his  settlement,  on  d^e  river  Flinty 
'  about  sixty  American  miles  from  Milledgeville,  the  seat  of 
government  in  Georgia.    Me^tsures  have  also  been  taken  to 
secure  a  regular  correspondence  ^th  than. 

The  labours  of  die  Brediren  among  the  Negro^^  in  the 
neighbourhood  of  some  of  their  settlements  have  continued^ 
and  not  been  in  vain.  On  some  occasions,  the  Negroes 
have  attended  in  considerable  numbers. 

Brother  Jacob  Woblfahrt  departed  this  life,  on  die  4th  of 
August.  The  memory  of  this  faithful  servant  and  witness 
of  Jesus,  will  always  remain  precious  to  our  society.  Hia 
lowly -mind  and  humble  deportment,  connected  with  genuine 
zeal,  and  earnest  endeavours  to  lead  souls  to  Christ,  and  to 
promote  His  kingdom  on  earth,  and  more  especiaUy  his  ser- 
vices on  the  first  commencement  of  the  Mission  to  the  Che- 
rokeesy'^both  in  accompanying  Brother  Byhan  to  Spring-place 
in  1801  and  1802,  and  his  subsequent  abode  there  for  nearly 
four  years,  between  December  1802  and  Oct(Aer  1806,  du« 
ring^  which,  die  school  was  established  and  the  Mission  put 
upon  A  more  firm  foundation,  will  never  be  forgotten  by  us: 
He  is  now  gone  to  receive  that  revwtrd  which  the  Lord, 
through  mercy,  imparts  to  aU  them  who  love  and  serve  Him» 
according  to  His  gracious  purpose.  May  he  once  bdiold  a 
large  body  of  Indians  from  this  country  assembled  around  thd 
Throne,  and  joining  him  in  giving  all  the  praise  and  glory 
unto  the  Lamb  for  ever  and  ever. 


BY  Letters  just  received  from  the  Cape  of  Good  Hope, 
we  learn  that  our  Missionaries  at  BaviaHsktoof  were  all  well 
at  Uic  end  of  January,  1808.

THE  BRETHREN'S  SETTLEMENTS  ON  THE  COAST  OF 
LABRADOR. 


From  Hapedale* 

J  ANU  ARY  6th,  1806,  Proofs  of  the  power  of  the  gos- 
pel in  the  hearts  of  our  dear  Esquimaux  fnultiply  upon  us» 
and  we  are  bowed  down  with  thankfulness  to  our  merciful 
Saviour  for  them.  The  celebration  of  Epiphany  was  a  true 
festival  to  our  whole  congregation,  a  day  which  the  Lord 
had  made.  In  the  afternoon  two  youths^  a  widow,  and  a 
married  woman  received  Holy  Baptism.  No  words  can  ex- 
press the  powerful  sense  we  bad  on  this  solemn  occasion  of 
the  presence.of  God  our  Saviour.  The  whole  assembly  was 
in  tears ;  the  candidates  were  filled  with  humble  joy  and  glad* 
ness  of  heart,  confessed  themselves  most  unworthy  of  such 
heavenly  privileges,  and  declared,  that  they  most  gladly  re- 
nounced tbe  devil  and  all  his  works,  and  sun*endered  them* 
selves  with  soul  and  bpdy  to  Him  who  had  redeemed  them 
with  His  own  most  precious  blood.  The  two  youths  were  . 
more  particularly  overcome  with  gratitude,  andxame  of  th^ir 
own  accord  to  declare  their  determination,  by  the  grace  of 
eur  Saviour,  to  belong  to  Him  for  ever. 

8ch.  Judith,  AbeFs  wife,  departed  this  life.  She  came  hi- 
ther with  her  former  husband,  the  well-known  William  Tug- 
lavina,  and  always  conducted  herself  with  great  propriety. 
After  his  death,  she  married  Abel  in  1801,  and  with  him 
came  to  live  at  Hppedale  in  1804.  By  occasion  of  the  awa- 
kening whi^h  took  place  in  this  settlement,  she  was  greatly 
Mm  enlivened, 

■  ^      *• 
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enlivened,  but,  like  most  of  the  oldbaptixecl  people,  who 
thought  themselvei  coDvertod  akcadj,  having  also  some 
knowledge  and  a  fluent  way  of  expressing  themselves  in  re* 
ligious  zSFa\rsy  she  did  not  at  first  show  much  of  the  divine 
life  in  her  soiri,  till  by  the  powerful  work  of  the  Holy 
Ghost  she  was  brought  to  see  tod  acknowledge  herself  an 
unworthy  sinner,  and  no  better  than  those  who  were  just  now 
alarmed  and  brought  from  darkness  unto  light,  and  from  the 
power  of  Satan  to  the  living  God.  Before  the  last  Lord's 
Supper  she  expressed  herself  thus:  *'  I  perceive  now,  that  I 
^^  am  a  great  sinner,  and  am  so  ashamed,  that  I  hardly  dare 
**  open  my  lips,  for  it  is  clear  to  me,  that  I  anx  far  behind 
"  others  in  love  to  our  Saviour.  It  appears  even,  as  if  He  ^nd 
**  I  were  yet  strangers  to  each  other,  and  I  can  do  nothing 
f^  but  weep  for  Him."  She  afterwards  became  quiet,  lowly  in 
heart,  and  earnestly  desirous  of  enjoying  communion  with  God« 
During  her  last  illness,  however,  she  showed  much  uneasmess 
of  mind,  as  if  something  disturbed  that  peaceful  expectation 
of  her  exit  out  of  this  life,  which  we  wished  to  see  ia  hen 
Brother  Kphlmeister  visited  her  very  foithfully,  encouraging 
her  to  look  up  to  Jesus>  the  author  and  finisher  of  our  faith, 
and  on  one  occasion  particularly,  offered  up  a  most  fervent 
prayer  to  the  Lord,  that  He  would  remove  all  her  doubts  by 
a  full  assurance,  that  her  sins  were  forgiven  through  the  me- 
rits of  His  precious  blood :  during  which  the  poor  patient,  and 
all  present  melted  into  tfitrs,  and  kit  that  their  prayer  was 
heard  and  answered.  She  wished  afterwards  to  speak  with 
her  teacher,  and  confessed  that  she  had  hitherto  hidden  froai 
our  knowledge  some  deviations,  which  burdened  her  con- 
science, and  which  she  must  make  khown  to  us  before  she 
departed.  She  then  declared  her  firm  trust  that  God  her  Sa- 
viour would  wash  away  all  her  sins  and  remember  them  no 
more,  after  which  she  exclaimed ;  **  Now  I  am  ready,  and  will 
"  go  to  Jesus.  He  will  receive  me  in  mercy  just  as  I  am,  for 

•♦  He 
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'*  He  hat  died  for  me.'*  She  now  Uy  stitl>  m  the  joyful  hope 
of  being  soon  released*  Both  tb<  Missioaaries'  wives,  'and 
die  Esquimaux  sbters  visited  ber  frt^ientlyy  to  whom  ihe  dti- 
dared  the  happiness  of  her  soul;  and  ia  the  sight  pre^ovis 
to  her  dq)arture,  conversed  in  ci  most  edifying  maimer  wi^ 
those  that  watched  with  her,  of  the  near  prospect  she  had  of 
seeing  her  Saviour  face  to  face.  She  then  entreated  her  hus- 
haad  to  bring  her  dean  white  dress^  which  she  always  wore 
at  the  Lord^s  Supper,  and  to  dress  her  in  it  after  her  decease. 
Her  two  youngest  children  she  earnestly  reoomnended  to  his 
•care,  and  diat  they  might  be  tastnicied  m  the  ways  of  the 
Lord,  and  sent  a  message,  as  her  last  will,  to  the  two  eldest, 
•who  live  at  Nain,  that  diey  should  remaia  with  the  con^e- 
gatioo,  and  devote  their  whole  hearts  to  Jesus.  When  the 
jsistei-s  took  leave  of  her  with  a  kiss,  ^he  exclaimed  with  joy 
in  her  countenance  ;  **  I  shall  now  go  to  Jesus  smd  kiss  His 
"*<  ibet,  adoring  Him,  for  aU  His  love  to  me,  and  that  He  has 
^*  redeemed  me  also,  a  vile  sinner,  and  called  me  to  elemal 
*^  life!" 

The  fiimplei  artless  dedarations  of  our  communicants, 
<Hi  speaking  with  them  previous  to  the  Lord's  Supper,  filled 
^  with  thankfulness  to  our  Saviour.  Luke  said:  "  I  am 
^  'Struck  with  astonishment,  when  I  reflect,  that  Jesus  can 
**  and  does  receive  such  abominaUe  creatures  as  I  am.  In- 
^  deed  I  am  one  of  the  worst,  but  His  love  is  infinite.  He 
^  bled  and  died  for  me,  that  I  might  be  saved. '  Ah  1  how 
^  often  have  I  cnicified  Him  afresh  witfa  my  «ns«  aed  bid 
**  defiance  to  his  mercy.  But  now  He  has  forgiven  me,  and 
••  granted  me  to  hunger  and  thirst  after  Him.  I  pray  to  Him 
**  continttafiy,  that  He  would  not  foVsake  me,  for  I  can  ^ 
♦<  nothing  of  myself  as  I  ought.  The  Holy  Communioti  is, 
•*  every  time  I  enjoy  it,  more  valuable  to  me,  because  I  fed 
**  the  power  of  my  Saviouj^s  death,  moft  llaa  I  can  eacpreas 
♦*  in  words." 

^  Mm2  Jonas 
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Jonas  said:  "  I  have  now  only  one  •object,  and  that  is 
•*  Jesus.  May  I  never  more  part  with  Him.  Since  I  have 
*^  had  the  favour  to  partake  of  His  holy  body  and  blood  in 
**  the  Sacrament)  I  continually  cry  to  Him  to  keep  me  under 
^V  His  directton,  and  to  preserve  me  from  the  evil  one,  for 
**  I  am  indeed  too  weak;  He  alone  is  my  strength  and  re- 
*«  fuge!" 

February.  In  the  beginning  of  the  month  our  people  suf- 
fered much  for  want  of  fresh  meat,  though  they  exerted  them- 
selves with  gredt  diligence.  Their  summer  stock  was  con- 
sumed, and  several  would  have  experienced  the  severest  hun- 
ger, had  not  our  gracious  heavenly  Father,  when  their  distress 
was  at  its  height,  unexpectedly  sent  relief  by  a  supply  of  rein- 
deer or  otherwise.  We  wcne  occupied  in  cutting  firewood, 
but  the  weather  was  unfavourable,  and  storms  raged  with 
unusual  violence. 

March  5th.  Some  of  our  people  brought  us  letters,  widi 
pleasing  accounts  from  our  fellow-labourers  at  Nain. 

9  th.  A  man  and  two  w«men  were  bapti2xd,  and  on  the 
10th,  two  women,  baptized  as  children,  being  bom  of  Chris- 
tian parents,  were  solemnly  received  into  the  congregation. 
We  wish  sometimes  that  our  Brethren  and  friends  in  Europe 
might  be  witnesses  of  the  grace  prevailing  among  us,  through 
the  unbounded  mercy  of  our  Saviour,  on  such  occasions.  The 
celebration  of  the  Passion- Week  and  Easter  were  seasons  of 
great  blessing  unto  us  all.  We  noticed  the  fixed  attention 
and  heart's  devotion,  with  which  our  people  heard  the  af- 
'fecting  history  of  our  Saviour's  suflFerings  and  death,  with 
great  thankfulness,  and  seemed  to  sit  with  them  beneath  His 
cross,  feeling  the  power  of  His  death  and  resurrection.  At 
the  Holy  Communion  on  Maundy  Thursday  an  Esquimaux 
Sister,  being  previously  confirmed,  partook  for  the  first  time. 
Easter^day  was  a  day  of  joy  and  gladness.  We  met  early  to 
pray  the  Litany,  and  in  the  afternoon  bad  a  love-feast  with 

the 
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the  whole  congregation.  Several  of  our  people  began  now 
to  set  oflF  for  their  provision-places,  and  in  our  family-raeet- 
ings  v^e  read  the  minutes  of  the  last  Minister's  conference  at 
Hcrmhut  with  mUch  edificatbn. 

April  13th.  All  those,  who  had  be^n  either  baptized  or 
admitted  to  the  Lord's  Supper  since  Easter  last  year,  had  a 
separate  meeting,  in  which  they  were  exhorted  to  walk  wor- 
thy of  the  grace  conferred  upon  them,  and  in  fervent  prayer, 
commended  to  the  grace  and  preservation  of  the  Lord.  - 
Twenty  of  our  communicants  were  present  with  us  at  the 
Lord's  Supper  on  the  19th. 

20th.  Aujak  and  Joanna's  infant  son  was  baptized.  The 
mother  had  departed  this  life  yesterday  morning,  after  her 
delivery.  She  came  last  autumn  hither  as  a  wild,  ignorant 
heathen,  from  the  neighbourhood  of  Okkak,  and,  on  her  first 
arrival,  showed  no  disposition  whatever  to  be  converted.  But 
Soon  after,  the  power  of  God's  grace  was  made  manifest  upon 
her.  She  learnt  to  know  what  true  conversion  of  heart  means, 
and  would  not  rest  satisfied  with  any  thing  of  a  superficial 
nature.  She  cried  to  the  Lord  for  mercy,  and  pbtained  real, 
saving  faith ;  it  was  surprising  to  observe  how  well  she  com- 
prehended the  meaning  of  the  gospel,  and  in  how  clear  a  light 
the  mystery  of  the  cross  of  Christ  was  revealed  to  her  soul, 
insomuch  that  she  could  apply  to  herself  the  sufferings  of  Jesus 
as  meritorious  and  all-sufficient  for  the  remission  of  sin  and 
the  sanctification  of  soul  and  body.  She  adored  the  crucified 
Jesus  in  truth  as  her  Redeemer,  and  nothing  was  so  delightful 
to  her,  as  to  hear  of  Him  and  all  he  bad  done  and  suffered  to 
cave  her  from  sin  and  death.  She  sought  Him  with  earnest- 
ness, and  found  rest  for  her-  soul,  and  full  salvation  in  His 
wounds  and  death.  Her  whole  walk  and  conversation  tes- 
tified of  the  new  birth  which  had  taken  place  within  her,  and 
^  of  a  total  change  of  heart  and  sentiment,  particularly  after  her 
baptism,  on  the  1 0th  of  last  February.    Immediately  after  her 

delivery. 
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iilirenff  there  appeared  symptoms  of  an  inward  inflammation* 
She  lay  still  and  resigned  to  the  will  of  the  Lord,  and  seemed 
to  take  no  more  notice  of  any  thing  that  was  said ;  but  to- 
wards morning,  raising  herself  up  in  the  bed,  she  exclaimed: 
^  Jesus  is  coming,  and  I  am  ready  to  meet  Him.  A  very 
•*  short  time  will  bring  me  to  Him.  Trim  the  lamps  and 
'*  make  the  room  light  and  pleasant.  Jesus*  bleeding  love  is 
•«  not  cold  towards  those  who  are  longing  for  Him.**  The 
company  present  proposing  to  join  in  a  hymn,  and  not  im- 
tnediately  remembering  a  suitable  one,  she  said :  ^  Sing  that 
•*  hymn  for  me :  Unto  the  Lamb  of  God,**  &c.  Sec  hymn- 
book  page  92.  After  it  was  done,  she  fainted  and  sunk  down 
upon  the  bed,  her  sight  and  hearing  failed,  and  she  fell 
gently  asleep  in  Jesus.  Both  by  the  inhabitants  of  the  house 
in  which  riie  lived,  and  by  all  the  Esquimaux  sisters  belonging 
to  the  congregation,  she  was  faithfully  attended  and  nursed 
during  her  iHness,  being  universally  beloved.  Many  tears 
were  shed  at  her  departure,  and  the  happy  manner,  in  which 
she  left  the  work!,  made  a  deep  impression  upon  us  all.  She 
was  only  about  thirty  years  old. 

May  Sd.  Jonathan  and  Mark,  having  been  on  a  visit  to 
Natn,  brought  agreeable  letters  from  our  Brethren  there.  Our 
people  were  mostly  absent,  but  on  the  15  th,  all  the  commu- 
nicants,  and  several  others,  came  to  celebrate  Ascension-day. 
In  the  evening  a  discourse  preparatory  to  the  Holy  Commu- 
nion was  delivered  to  the  communkantt.  They  all  expressed 
their  great  desire  t<>  partake  of  it.  After  a  blessed  enjoymena 
they  left  us  on  the  18th.  Some  of  them  wept  at  taking  leave» 
and  declared  how  much  rather  they  would  stay  with  their 
teachers,  that  they  might  hear  more  of  those  things,  whicB 
were  so  precious  to  their  souls.  ^Hiey  cannot  now  find 
words  to  express  their  thankfuln^s  to  God  for  having  sent 
teachers  to  instruct  them,  and  to  us,  for  coming  to  such  un» 
worthy  creatures  as  they  consider  themselves  to  be.    During 

their 
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their  absence  we  vftrt  diUgent  in  preparing  for  die  buQdiog 
of  thenew  churcb. 

June.  The  beginning  of  the  month  wa»  very  stormy  with 
much  SDOW9  and  most  of  our « communicants  were  prevented 
coming  to  us« 

25ch.  Kapik  cadne  hither  and  reported  that' bis  &ther 
Jacob  was  dead  and  buried  at  Tikkcararsuk.  This  man  came 
first  to  the  Brethren  at  Nain.  He  was  in  the  beginning  appa- 
rently very  earnest  in  seeking  his  soul's  salvation^  and  received 
Holy  Baptism  in  1801.  But  he  afterwards  fdl  into  temp« 
tation*  and  again  took  refuge  to  his  old  practices  as  a  sorce- 
rer,  jplaying  at  the  same  time  the  part  of  a  most  consummate 
hypocrite.  Though  he  was  excluded,  yet  as  his  health  was 
fipist  declining^  the  Missionaries  ^ere  the  more  earnest  in  ex- 
horting him  to  turn  to  Jesus,  who  alone  could  deliver  him 
from  the  bondage  of  sin  and  Satan.  He  seemed  for  some  time 
to  take  this  wholesome  advice  to  heart,  but  his  last  days  and 
final  exit  out  of  the  world  gave  sufficient  proof  that  his  heart 
was  unconverted.  His  pains  were  great,  and  his  impatience 
increased  with  them.  He  demanded  with  violent  cries,  that 
a  knife  might  be  given  him  to  stab  and  make  an  end  of  him^ 
self.  This  being  refused  by  the  family,  he  persisted  in  caU 
iiig  for  a  rope,  till  at  last  his  wife  and  son,  wearied  out  with 
his  continued  cries,  gaye  him  one,  with  which  he  put  an  end 
to  his  05^  existence.  We  were  all  greatly  shocked  at  the  ; 
recital.  On  the  29th,  almost  all  our  people  had  -returned  hi- 
ther, and  we  had  several  meetings  with  them. 

July  1st.  Most  of  them  set  oflF  again  in  kajaks  and  boats  : 
to  their  provision-places.  They  did  not  however  forget  the' 
Lord's  Supper,  but  returned  on  the  5th.  We  may  say^of  most 
of  them,  that  their  delight  is  in  the  word  of  God,  and  their  gra« 
.titude  for  the  mercies  they  enjoy  is  evident  in  all  their  ways. 
When  they  are  with  us,  we  have  regular  daily  service  in  the 
churcb,  otherwise  we  have  our  family-worriilp  in  the  housed 

Having 
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Having -exerted  ourselves  'to  the  utmost  of  our  ability  to  pre- 
pare for  the  building  of  the  new  churchy  and  raised  a  wall  five 
feet  high  upon  the  foundation,  we  began  on  the  16th  to  rear 
the  frame- work,  and  were  thankful  to  the  Lord  that  all  went 
well,  and  without  hurt  to  any  one.  For,  after  all,  building  is 
a  business  we  are  not  sufficiently  acquainted  with ;  and,  by 
awkward  management  one  or  other  might  easily  meet  with 
some  disaster ;  but  the  Lord  hears  our  prayers  and  protects  us. 
We  had  in  general  pleasant  weather  for  it.  A  very  violent 
storm  on  the  23th  made  tis  think  with  much  concern  on  the 
ship  which  is  now  approaching  our  coasts,  and  we  joined  in 
prayer  to  the  Lord  to  preserve  her. 

August  6th.  Daniel  arrived  and  brought  the  widow  Ke- 
tura  with  him,  who  was  dangerously  ill  and  departed  this  life 
early  on  the  7th.  She  was  baptized  and  admitted  to  the 
Holy  Communion  at  Okkak,  but  afterwards  seduced  to  many 
deviations  by  her  heathenish  acquaintance.  Last  autumn 
she  removed  hither,  purposely  to  be  out  of  the  way  of  temp- 
tion,  and,  as  she  declared,  to  devote  herself  to  the  Lord  with 
her  whole  hearts  Her  intercourse  with  the  Esquimaux  htrc 
had  a  good  efFect,  and  the  Holy  Ghost  directed  her  to  the 
knowledge  of  herself  as  a  sinner,  and  of  Jesus  as  an  alUsuffi- 
cient  Saviour.  She  sought  and  found  pardon  and  peace  with 
Him,  and  departed  rejoicing. 

All  our  communicants  returned  to  partake  ^^ith  us  of  the 
Lord*s  Supper  on  the  13th,  and  we  had  a  very  blessed  day. 
To-day  arrived-three  large  European  boats,  one  from  the  north 
and  two  from  the  south,  filled  with  heathen  Esquimaux.  Wc 
immediately  cast  opt  the  net,  and  our  Esquimaux  were  no 
less  attentive  to  the  opportunity,  with  a  view  to  gain  some 
souls  for  Christ.  But  alas,  there  were  no  ears  to  hear.  One 
poor  solitary  widow  seemed  much  affected,  and  begged  leave 
to  stay,  that  she  might  hear  more  of  God's  word,  and  be 
converted  to  Jesus;  but  her  heathen  friends,  and  especially  the 
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master  of  the  boat  in  whieB  she  was,  would  n6tsu£R:r  ben 
On  the  15th^  they  left  us  again^  as  did  most  of  our  t>eoipIf» 
some  to  hunt  rein-deer,  and  others  to  fish  for  sobnon.  The 
latter  were  remarkably  sncoesdul,  and  la,id.up  a  good  sipck 
for  winter  consumption.  .     •        .     ., 

27th.  .  Two  post-kajaks  arrived,  and  informed  us  of  the 
safe  arrival  of  the  ship  at  Okkak,  for  which  we  blessed  the 
Lord.  She  arrived  with  us  on  the  17^  of  September,  and 
set  out  on  the  3d  of  October,  with  Brother  Kohlmeister'and 
bis  family,  and  Brother  H.  Schmitt  on  board.  (See  Per. 
Ace.  vol.  IV.  p.  90.)  October  was  a  boisterous  month,  and 
our  people  suffered  a  good  deal  in  their  tents  by  the  snow 
and  rain.  They  therefore  repaired  their  winter-houses,  and 
one  family  after  the  other  moved  into  them.  By  the  ship» 
Brother  Burghardt  had  arrived  with  us  on  a  visit,  with  a 
view  to  make  himself  acquainted  with  the'  inward  and  out* 
ward  concerns  of  this  settlement.  He  therefore  spoke  widi 
all  the  inhabitants,  young  and  old*  tq  mutual  satisfaction, 
and  made  an  encouragmg  report  to  the  Mission's  Conference 
on  the  19lh  of  November.  Among  the  baptized,  he  fouiul 
several  who  live  in  close  communion  with  our  Saviour,  and 
W^tch  with  great  care  and  circumspection,  that  nothing  may 
interpose  to  rob  them  of  that  happiness.  Some  complain 
much  of  their  poverty  and  helplessness,  and  cannot.be  com- 
forted about  the  wicked  life  they  led  formeily,  and  that  they 
had  so  loi^g  t^ndesivoi^red  to  deceive  their  teachers  under  all 
ipnanner  of  pr^tepces  aqd  fine  speeches.  In  some  tbeve  is  not 
that  heart's  9pn)|>\inction  visiible,  but  yet  they  are  awakened 
to  a  sense  of  the  necessity  of. a  total  conversion  of  heart,  and 
no. more  careless  and  indifferent.  Some  of  the  candidates 
for  bapusm  confessed,  tlu^c  they  had  formerly  forgotten  the 
one  thing  needful,  but  now^  desired  to  know  nothing  but 
Jaus.  The  children  accused  ibemsdyes  of  disobedienfrct 
Miiaid»»jbat<tbey  wotM  fi^y  (o  Jesiy  |o  gji^Q  them  |;raee 
Ni»  to 
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CO  ke  matt  Itkt  oofio  Him*  Many  instances  might  hett  be 
qa^^  o£  the  frankness  wkb  which  all  of  them  spoke  of  their 
Hllingtt  and  expressed  their  desire  to  be  saved  from  sin.  This 
is  not  mai^V  work^  for  an  Esquimaux  is  by  nature  one  of  the 
most  seIf-r]|^hteotts  of  beingSi  and  though  guilty  of  the  yilest 
transactianSy  always  considers  himself  as  very  good.  Among 
die  young  people  a  genuine  work  of  God  is  manifest. 

One  of  the  men  said :  **  While  I  live,  I  will  have  confi- 
'<  dence  in  none  but  Jesus,  and  if  I  were  atK>ut.to  die,  I  should 
^^  not  be  afraid.  Lately  I  thought,  if  the  unbelieveys  should 
^^  even  seek  to  destroy  me,  I  yet  will  cleave  to  Jesus,  and  not 
•*  fear  them.  I  now  find  my  greatest  delight  in  contetnplat- 
^*  ing  Him  as  my  suffering  Saviour,  and  I  long  to  see  Him 
M  fecc  to  face." 

One  of  the  candidates  said ;  **  When  I  am  alone,  my  heart 
•*  prays  to  our  Saviour  without  words,  and  I  then  feci  so 
**  happy,  that  I  weep  for  joy.  The  heathen  customs, 
•*  which  I  was  formerly  so  much  addicted  to,  I  hold  in  ab- 
^  horrence.  I  desire  always  to  cleave  to  Jesus.** 
*  A  communicant  declared,  that  though  she  formerly  had  t 
good  opinion  of  hersielf,  she  was  now  convinced,  that  by 
nature  nothing  good  was  to  be  found  in  her,  but  that  she  stood 
in  daily  need  of  a  Saviour,  and  found  comfort  and  help  in  Him 
alone.  Others  made  similar  declarations,  and  that  sponta* 
aeously,  and  from  their  very,  hearts.  ^ 

The  usual  winder-arrangements  were  now  made,  both  9$ 
to  the  meetings  of  the  congregation  and  the  schools.  The 
Brethren  Burgbardt  and  Martin  undertook  the  latter,  previous 
to  which,  the  ehildfen  and  o^ers  who  attend  them  were  ad- 
dressed respecting  the  necessary  diligence  and  obedience^  and 
the  aim  of  oar  leaching  d^em  lo  ready  &c.  exphuned. 

December.  The  weather  having  of  late  favoured  utin 
tor  work  at  the  newt^hurds  we  got  so  far  forward^  thal-wt.

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of  great  blessing  to  us  alL  Two  penoils  teteirid  tiblj  Be^* 
tism,  our  people  expressed  their'  joy  and  thankfulness  ini  the 
most  lively  manned. 

On  the  19th,  they  went  out  to  catch  seats,  and  in  the  fol- 
lowing days  returned  with  16,  for  which  we  joined  them  in 
thanksgiving  to  our  heavenly  Father  for  thus  providing  for 
ihcir  wants.  We  celebrated  the  Christmas  season  with  our 
people  in  blessed  contemplation  on  the  Holy  Incarnation  of 
our  God  and  Saviour,  and  partook  of  the  Holy  Communion 
on  the  2'7th,  when  two  youths  were  spectators  as  candidates. 
'  3 1st.  At  half  past  eleven  in  the  evening,  we  met  our 
Esquimaux  congregation  in  the  new  church,  and  with  prayer 
and  praise  closed  the  old  and  entered  into  the  new  year. 
Our  congregation  consists  of  76  baptized,  and  4^  unbaptized, 
chiefly  children;  in  all  of  118  persons. 


From  Nain. 

JANUARY  ia06.  We  entered  into  the  new  year  with 
praise  and  prayer,  and  entreated  the  Lord  to  continue  to  bless 
our  weak  testimony  of  His  love  to  sinners,  as  He  has  so  gra« 
ciou&ly  begun ;  and  to  grant  to  the  Esquimaux  to  persevere  in 
tlieir  earnest  desire  to  hear  and  understand  His  word»  and  to 
give  up  their  hearts  to  H  im. 

4ih.  In  the  evening  we  had  an  eclipse  of  the  moon.  It 
began  about  six  o'clock;  was  at  its^  height  35  minutes  past 
ieven,  and  ceased  a  quarter  past  nine. 

6th.  Being  Epiphany,  we  had  a  joyful  celebration  of  the 
day,  on  which  we  call  to  mind  the  appearance  of  our  incaf-  . 
nate  God  at  the  Saviour  of  the  heatherv  The  well-known 
Pattiguk'(p.  127^.)  was  baptized  into  the  death'of  Jesus,  and  , 
^called  Abraham.  Titus  and  his  wife  Magdalen^,  who  have 
long  ago  been  excluded  and  again  joifoed  thtf  heathen,  wei^ 
Nn2  asked 
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jAsked,  ^hethelr  tbey  would  not  now  turn  again  to  our  Saviduf 
and  forsake  the  Ways  of  the  heathen?  Tims  had  various  ex^ 
cuses.  He  said,  he  wanted  first  to  get  a  better  boat-from  the 
.Europeans  in  the  South.  We  reminded  hini|  that  death  would 
not  wait  for  his  new  boat;  and  if  he  died  in  his  present  state 
of  apostacy^  his  soul  would  be  lost  for  ever ;  that  he  therefore 
should  yield  to  the  convictions  he  had  Often  received,  before 
it  was  too  late,  lest  he  should  die  in  his  sins. 
1  At  the  Holy  Communion,  three  Esquimaujc,  Joseph,  Ly- 
dia,  and  Ketura^  were  present  as  candidates,  and  Sarah  with  a 
view  to  confirmation  ;  the  three  women  were  so  much  af- 
fected, that  they  cried  and  sobbed  aloud,  so  as  almost  to 
create  disturbance^  After  the  service  was  over,  they  could 
hardly  stand,  and  continued  weeping  aloud.  We  let  them 
come  into  our  house,  till  they  had  recovered  themselves.  They 
said,  that  they  were  so  overpowered  by  a  sense  of  the  pre* 
sence  of  the  Lord  Jesus,  that  they  knew  not  where  they 
were,  or  what  they  did.  They  wept  on  account  of  their  un- 
worthiness,  and  said  they  would  noWgive  their  whole  hearts 
to  Him,  who  had  died  on  the  cross  to  save  them.  Their 
conduct  and  declarations  made  a  salutary  impression  upon 
all  who  heard  them.  On  the  following  day^  Sarah  came 
and  brought  all  the  metal  lings,  with  which  she  had  formerly 
decorated  her  fingers  in  the  Esquimaux  fashion,  and  wanted 
to  part  with  them.  We  asked  the  reason ;  she  said :  **  I  will 
•*  have  nothing  now  to  please  me,  but  only  Jesus. '^  -She 
was  followed  by  Lydia  and  Louisa,  and  others^  who  brought 
their  ornaments  to  dispose  of  to  their  friends*  They  did  this 
quite  of  their  own  accord,  for  we  never  begin  with  findipg 
fault  with  their  dress. 

February  9th.  A  dreadful  storm  arose^  which  lasted  all 
night,  and  did  mischief  to  the  Esquimaux  kajaks.  It  likewise 
tore  down  many  trees  in  the  woods.  Wc  were  obliged  to 
omit  several  meetings  on  that  account.    The  cold  was  also 

very 
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very  intense,  with  snow  and  sleet,  till  the  evening  of  the  llthi 
when  we  again  met  our  people  at  church, 

22d.  Twelve  of  our  Esquimaux  communicants  partook 
with  us  of  the.  Lord's  Supper.  Lydia,  Sabina,  and  Ketura 
were  spectators,  '        - 

25th.  .  Titus  paid  us  a  visit.  He  lives  now  on  an  island 
nearTunungajorsoak,  in  the  neighbourhood  of  the  Europeans 
whom  he  brought  last  summer  from  the  South. 

26th.  He  left  us,  and  with  him  Anauke,  who  said  that  he 
wanted  to  enjoy  the  company  of  his  friend  Titus  and  the  Eu>- 
ropeans ;  having  postponed  his  intention  to  be  converted, 
as  he  found  he  was  not  made  a  candidate  for  baptism  as  soon 
as  he  expected.  When  he  mentioned  this  to  Brother  Burg- 
hardt,  and  added,  that  he  did  not  mean  to  deceive  us  ;^he  was 
told,  that  he  did  well  to  speak  the  truth,  nor  should  We  on 
that  account  hate  him,  or  drive  him  away,  but  as  long  as  he 
behaved  orderly,  and  did  not  seek  to  entice  others  to  sinful 
practices,  he  might  return  and  live  on  our  land. 

March  2d.  We  began  to  admit  all  the  baptized  to  the 
Liturgy,  which  the  communicants  had  hitherto  alone  attend- 
ed,  partly  to  give  more  life  to  the  singing,  and  particularly 
in  hopes  that  it  will  be  a  means  of  blessing  and  encourage- 
ment. They  were  very  thankful  for  it,  and  we  shall  con- 
tinue this  regulation. 

6th.  Joseph  called  upon  one  of  the  Missionaries,  and  a 
conversation  took  place  of  the  following  nature.  Joseph 
complained,  that  he  had  felt  great  uneasiness,  in  considering 
his  former  sinful  life,  insomuch  that  he  fell  sick  with  melan- 
choly. He  was  asked,  Whether  he  now  felt  more  comforted  ? 
He  replied :  <«  Yes,  in  some  degree,  but  I  consider  myself 
**  very  unworthy  to  appear  before  Jesus,  and  before  you* 
"  Yet  I  could  not  but  come  to  speak  with  my  teachers,  and 
««  tell  them  how  it  has  golie  with  me.  I  have  been  thinking 
«*  thus;  I  am  only  one  of  the  human  race,  and  yet  I  feel  th« 
**  burden  of  my  sins  intolerable,  but  what  must  Jesus  have 

"  suffered 
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I*'  suffered)  when  the  sins  of  the  whole  world  lay  upon  Him^ 
«♦  and  how  must  He  have  also  felt  the  weight  of  my  sins  1 
•^  I  am  therefore  ashamed  before  Him,  and  repent  of  my  for- 
••  mcr  wicked  life.  I  now  will  not  turn  from  Him  again, 
«•  for  He  loved  me  so  much,  that  He  died  for  my  sifts,  to 
**  save  me  from  the  curse,  [and  to  make  me  happy.  This  I 
^  know;  and  I  likewise  believe,  that  He  will  forgive  and  re- 
•*  member  my  sins  no  more.  Formerly  I  boasted  of  being 
^  Angutimarik,  (that  is,  a  brave  man)  but  since  I  have  ex- 
**  amiied  myself  before  Jesus,  I  have  lost  all  thoughts  of 
V  Angntimar3c,  seeing  1  am  quite  unworthy ;  I  have  even 
**  thought,  that  every  body  might  see  what  was  passing  with- 
*^  in  me,  and  I  am  almost  ashamed  to  be  seen  by  my  neigh« 
•♦  bours.**  He  has  been  for  some  rime  a  candidate  for  the 
Lord's  Supper,  and  we  hope  that  the  Holy  Spirit  is  leading 
kim  into  the  way  of  life  everlasting. 

Two  young  Esquimaux  gave  us  much  pleasure  by  their 
simplicity  and  frankness  in  speaking  of  die  disposition  of  their 
hearts.  They  said :  "  When  we  are  out  together  a  huntitig, 
*'  we  speak  of  Jesus  and  pray  to  Him,  and  often  feel  sucli 
"  power  and  happiness  in  thinking  of  Him,  that  we  weep  for 
^<  joy.  But  how  is  it,  that  we  have  so  long  heard  of  Him^ 
M  and  but  just  now  He  has  become  precious  to  usl"  One 
of  them  added;  ^^  How  is  it,  that  formerly  I  used  to  think; 
<•  It  is  all  a  fictioii !  Thete  is  no  Jesus ;  and  now  I  know  in 
**  truth,  that  Jesus  lives,  and  loves  me ;  and  sometimes  draws 
**  so  near  to  me,  that  I  weep  for  gratitude  add  delight.  To 
•*  Him  I  will  give  myself  with  soul  and  body.** 

Much  more  might  be  quoted  of  the  declarations  of  our  peo- 
pie;  which  prove,  that  the  Holy  Spirit  is  guiding  them  unto 
all  truth,  and  making  them  better  acquainted  with  themselves,' 
and  with  Jesus  Christ  a^  their  Redeemer. 

On  Ae  6th,  Sigsigak  came  from  Okkak,  and  on  the  13tb 
Anaukc  from  Hopedale,  and  brought  letters  from  our  Bre- 
thren in  both  places.   Kettornek  and"  Panniungajok  brought 

the 
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ehe  latter,  by  which  we  were  rclievc4  from  the  anxiety  we 
had  felt,  on  account  of  the  alarming  reports  of  famine  at 
Hopedale,  spread  by  AnaukeV  party.  We  began  immediately 
to  read  the  diaries  received  from  thence,  with  much  pleasure* 
The  two  last-mentioned  Esquimaux  made  a  great  impressioii 
upon  otr  people,  by  the  account  they  gave  of  the  edifyinf 
walk  of  the  believers  at  Hopcdale.  They  were  particularly 
moved  hy  the  narrative  of  the  conversion  of  Ajaenak,  called 
Joanna  in  baptism,  Aulak^s  wife,  who  passed  through  Naia 
as  a  wild  Northland  heathoi ;  and  all  declared  their  surprise 
and  joy,  that  Jesus  had  power  to  change  the  heait  of  the  most, 
ignorant  and  savage  heathen.  •  Praise  be  to  Him,  for  these  nui* 
nifest  tokens  of  His  mercy  towards  this  poor  nation,  which 
9iake  a  stronger  impression  upon  the  minds  of  theEsqui^ 
maux,  than  all  our  words  could  do. 

IJith..  All  our  meetings  were  held  in  regular  order,  and  tha 
three  before-i^entioned  persons  were  confirmed  for  the  first 
enjoyment  of  the  Holy  .Communion.  Fifteen  Esquimaux 
communicants  partook  with  us.  William  ^and  Timodijr 
were  spectators. 

29th;  We  entered  into  the  PassiOn-week,  and  daily  met 
to  consider  the  last  discourses  and  transactions  of  our  blessed 
Saviour,  previous  to  Hts  sufferings. 

April  3d.  Being  Maundy  Thursday,  at  tlie  celebratioii  of 
last  Supper,  William  partook  for  the  first  time,  having  been 
confirmed  on  the  first.  Though  the  weather  was  very  un« 
favourable  on  Easter-Sunday  ail  the  inhabitants,  great  and 
small,  assembled  eaYly  to  pray  the  Litany.  In  the  eveningt 
we  had  a  love«'feast  with  all  our  people,  concluding  with 
prayer  and  thanksgiying  for  all  the  blessing^  conferred  upon 
ns  during  the  last  week.  Oh,  that  the  renewed  impresstoo 
of  what  Jesus  hat  done  and  su&red  to  redeem  u^  mvf  bo 
•biding. 

8  th.   The  Brethren  Burghar^  and  Snen  Andesie%  act  out 

in 
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in  a  sledge  for  Okkak,  from  w'hencc  the  latter  returned  to  us 
bn  the  l€th.  The  accoimt  he  gave  of  the  work  of  God  be- 
gun among  our  people  at  Okkak,  gave  us  the  most  heartfelt 
pleasure.  The  Lord  has  had  mercy  upon  them  also,  and 
kindled  a  fire  of  love  to  Him  and  His  word  amongst  them^ 
Our  Esquimaux  were  occupied  with  the  repairs  of  their  tents. 
\n  the  following  days  they  set  out  for  their  different  provision* 
places.  Most  of  them  first  came  to  us  to  take  leave,  and  ex- 
pressed their  sincere  wish,  that  nothing  might  divert  them 
from  Jesus,  and  comttiunion  with  Him.  We  commended 
them  in  prayer  to  the  grace  of  God,  and  admonished  them 
to  due  attention  and  faithfulness  in  watching  and  prayer. 

^5th.  Brother  Burghardt  returned  from  Okkak ;  and  in  has 
company  Brother  Sturman,  who  spent  a  few  days  agreeably 
with  us.  In  these  days  the  Esquimaux  were  continually  pas<t 
ttog  and  repassing,  and  whenever  any  Company  staid  over 
night,  we  had  a  meeting  with  thorn. 

':  May  6th.  Sister  Hasting  was  taken  ill,  with  alarming 
aymptoms )  insomtich  that  we  began  to  think,  that  it  might 
please  the  Lord  to  take  her  from  us.  We  cried  to  him  for 
help,  and  he  heard  us.  Sisters  Burghardt  and  Nissen,  though 
Aey  were  both  poorly  in  health,  cared  very  faithfully  for 
Sister  Hasting's  infant  child,  for  which  she  frequently  cx-i 
pKss^  great  thankfulness.  On  the  I2di  day  her  disorder 
seemed  to  giv^.  way,  and  hopes  were  again  enterts^ed  of  ben 
recovery. . 

16th.  Four  communicant  Brethren  came  from  their  prcU 
visLon-pbces  to  enjoy  the  Lord's  Supper  with  us.  After* 
speaking  with  each  of.  them  and  the  other  comnrnnicantf. 
Brother.  Burghardt  reported,  that  he  had  perceived  with  great; 
aatisfacdon  that  they  increase  in  the  lovt  and  knowledge  of 
0UrvSaviQttr,.and  become  more  acquainted  with  their  great 
need  of  him.  The  Lord  was  powerfully  present  with  us^, 
wh^».  we  wet  arousd  His  taj)le* 
r. ,  fronn 
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Froih  the  18di  to  the  26th9  almost  all  of  us  were  seized  with 
some  iUness' or  other.  Sister  Burghardt/ though  suffering 
greatly  every  morning  from  pain  in  her  breast,  was  a  most 
fi^ithfal  mirse.to  the  whole  family.  Sister  Nissen  being  too 
ill  to  help  her.  In  ihc  midst  of- this  afflictive  dispensation^ 
we  often  felt  the  presence  of  our  Lord  with  us  in  our  family^ 
in  a  most  encouraging  manner.  He  was  our  only  Physician^ 
and  our  best  Helper  in  the  time  of  need.  The  patients  had 
also  so  far  recovered,  that  they  -could  again  attend  our  meet- 
ings on  Whit-Sunday.  The  Esquimaux  were  all  dispersed;  • 
but  visited  us  fiequently. 

June  4th.  In  our  fa&nily- worship,  we  found  ourselves 
particularly  excited  to  offer  up  prayer  and  supplication  for 
our  gracious  sovereign,  King  George,  entering  into  his  69th 
year,  and  commended  him,  in  these  dangerous  times,  to  the 
blessing  and  protection  of  God,  together. with  his  whole 
kingdom,  and  all  our  fellow-subjects  every  where ;  thankful 
that,  under  his  mild  government,  we  may  lead  a  quiet  and 
peaceable  life,  in  all  godliness  and  honesty. 

The  weather  In  this  month  was  so  stormy,  that  many 
Esquimaux,  who  came  hither  on  business,  or  to  visit  us  and 
attend  the  preaching  of  the  gospel,  were  detained  here.  The 
ice,  however,  drove  off  by  the  violent  winds,  insomuch  that 
they  could  now  use  their  knjaks  and  boats. 

July  lOth.  Our  communicants  came  to  partake  of  the 
Lord's  Supper,  and  In  speaking  with  each  of  them  previous 
thereto,  we  were  much  encouraged  by  perceiving,  that  by 
the  power  of  the  Holy  Spirit,  the  good  work,  begun  in  them, 
has  not  ceased,  but  they  are  all  intent  upon  knowing  and  en- 
joying more  of  the  love  and  grace  of  our  Saviour,  and  of 
being  preserved  from  the  snares  of  sin  and  Satan. 

Abraham  and  Tortoslna  arrived  here  to-day,  and  reported, 

that  ihey  and  others  had  been  successful  in  killing  a  young 

whale,  about  twenty  feet  long,  near  the  Island  Igloksoaktali* 

garsuk,  by  which  they  had  gained  a  considerable  stock  of  , 

Oo  winter- 
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w!nter-pro¥isbm.  Others  had  found  a  dead  grampus  In  the 
l^ay  of  Anhaktalak,  and  brought  home  a  good  load  of  its 
flesh.  Our  salmon-trout  iishery  produced  diis  year  6224 
inc  fish ;  and  as  €6d*fish  have  now  made  their  appearance^ 
/  ;  <mr  people  ^trc  diUgendy  employed  in  fishing  for  them,  to 
lay  in  a^torc  for  -winter-contmnption.  It  is  of  great  impor- 
tance to  us,  that  thus,  by  die  blessing  of  our  heavenly  Father 
upon  their  exertions,  the  poor  people  find  the  means  of  sup« 
porting  themselves  during  the  winter,  when  the  state  of  the 
*  ^readier  is  often  such,  that  they  cannot  go  out,  without  the 
most  imminent  danger  of  their  lives,  at  the  same  time  losing 
the  opportunities  for  instruction  at  home,  and  leaving  their 
families  in  grievous  suspence. 

August  2d.  Saeglo,  and  a  large  boat  foil  of  Esquimaux, 
arrived  here  from  the  North.  They  brought  us  agrecaUe 
letters  and  accoiyits  from  our  Brediren  at  Okkak.  Most  of 
these  heathen  visitors  attended  the  evening-service,  and  we 
gladly  took  occasion  to  set  forth  Jesus  as  their  Saviour,  and 
to  beseech  thjcm  to  be  reconciled  to  God,  through  Him. 
They  were  attentive,  and  we  pray  the  Loitl  to  cause  the  seed 
sown  in  their  hearts  to  bear  fruit,  for  their  salvation. 

They  left  tis  on  the  6tb,  and  took  charge  of  our  letters  to 
Hopedale.  We  were  glad  to  hear  by  the  Okkak  reports, 
that  there  had  been  no  Uves  lost,  whe^,  on  the  breaking  up 
of  the  ice,  a  sledge  with  a  team  of  dogs  was  driven  off,  and 
went  out  to  sea  with  the  floating  ice.  Hic  dogs  were  found 
on  two  islands  south  pf  Naio,  but  without  either  sledge  or 
tackle,  from  which,  perhaps,  on  its  being  overwhelmed  by  tbo 
sinking  ice,  the  animals  had  found  means  to  disengage  dieow 
selves  and  swim  on  shore.  The  tackle  might  probably,  ai 
is  frequently  the  cjwe,  have  served  them  for  food  " 

12th.  We  had  a  violent  storm  of  thunder,  with  h^avy 
hail.  Fourteen  of  our  communicants  arrived  here  to  cde» 
bmte  the  13th  of  August  with  us;  aod  we  found'much  rea*

SOD  to  Ucss  the  Lord  for  the  maiat^nan^e  of  hh  gdod  ^ork 
within  them.  They  were  all  eigerly  intern  ujion  hearing  of 
His  love  and  death,  and  seemed  to  have  no  odier  object,  but 
how  they  might  enjoy  His  grace  and  be  preserved  froiti  sin. 

16tb.  We  had  the  pleasure  to  see  Joseph  and  Thomas 
arrive  from  Okl^ak,  with  the  joyfiJ  news  of  the  arrival  of 
the  ship ;  and  we  gave  thanks  to  God  in  our  •evening-meeting 
£oT  this  mercy* 

In  the  night  of  the  21  st,  an  unbaptized  youth  departed  this 
life.  Shortly  before  he  was  taken  ill,  he  said  he  should  go 
to  Jesus.  His  parents,  who  are  baptized,  addressed  him 
while  he  was  dying :  '<  You  are  now  going  to  that  blessed 
•*  place  where  Je!>us  dwells,  and  will  be  with  Him  for  ever;'* 
tQ  which  he  joyfuUy  assented*  He  had  always  been  a  dili- 
gent attendant  at  school,  and  often  said,  that  he  wished  to  be 
converted  and  belong  to  our  Saviour.  We  buried  him  In 
in  our  burying-ground. 

22d.  Titus  and  Kavsek  returned  from  the  South  with  all 
their  people.  Titus's  wife,  Magdalene,  called  upon  us,  and 
said»  that  she  was  now  more  than  ever  seriously  intent  upon 
being  converted,  and  that  she  could  not  possibly  agree  to 
many  proposab  made  by  her  husband^  because  she  knew  it 
would  be  sinful  to  do  so.  Having  formerly  been  very  ailing^ 
whenever  sbe  made  the  voyage  w  the  South,  the  heathen 
women  had  given  her  all  kind  of  charms  and  amulet),  which 
ahe  wore  abdut  her  clothes.  These  she  had  cut  off  be« 
fore  her  husband  and  all  the  boat's  company,  and  thrown  them 
iaio  the  sea,  saying;  **  Now  we  will  see,  whether  there  is  a 
^*  ^sus,  who  can  save  us  and  keep  us  in  health,  without 
M  this  trumpery."  She  had  been  well  all  the  voyage,  and 
Sbercfore  was  uneasy  about  her  former  wicked  hfe  and 
tuptrstitiouS  devotion  to  beaihen  rites,  and  wished  to  turn 
to  jesus  with  her  whole  heart.  She  added,  that  Titus 
begaa4dfo*to  reflect^  aitil  to  .gct.otber  tfaiughts*  We  pray 
Oo2  ,  the

the  Lord  to  have  mercy  upon  these  poor  people,  a&d  to  bring 
them  to  the  knowledge  of  the  truth. 

•     September  1st.     The  ship  came  to  an  anchor  in  our  bay« 
(Sec  the  Letters  of  this  year.)     On  the  lOih  and  11th  the 

•crew  assisted  us  in  laying  the  foundation  of  a  new  store- 
house. 

As  Brother  Burghardt  and  his  wife  are  going  with  the  ship 
to  Hopedale,  to  pay  a  long  visit  to  our  Brethren  there,  we 
commended  them,  and  the  ship  and  company,  in  fervent 
prayor  to  the  Lord,  and  they  sijt  sail  on  the  12th. 

October.  In  the  begmning  of  this  month  most  cf  our 
Esquimaux  returned  from  their  summer-places.  They  re- 
paired their  winter-houses,  and  one  family  after  the  other 
moved  into  them,  for  the  weather  was  so  unfavourable  during 
the  first  half  of  the  month,  that  it  appeared  as  if  we  should 
have  an  early  and  severe  winter.  The  continued  rains  pre- 
vented our  getting  forward  with  our  store-house  as  fast  as  wc 
wished.  On  the  20th  we  reaped  our  crop  of  garden-fruits, 
with  thankfulness  to  our  lieavcnly  Father  for  so  considera^ 
bie  a  supply,  and  brought  it  into  safety  before  the  long  frost 
set  in. 

22d.  Joshua  and  Tortosina  having  expressed  their  desite 
to  live  here  this  winter,  wc  spoke  with  them  to-day»  and  re* 
presented  to  them  what  we  require  of  persons^ dwelling  on 
our  land.  They  declared  themselves  willing  to  conform  in 
bU  respects  to  our  regulations,  and  added,  "  That  they  wished 
**  they  might  be  converted,  only  they  were  too  weak  to  cleave 
**  to  Jesus,  if  He  did  not  help  them.*'  We  exhorted  them  to 
turn  to  Him  in  faith,  and  not  cease  to  cry  for  mercy  till  they 
had  found  pardon  and  deliverance  from  the  bondage  of  sin. 
Leave  was  then  given  for  them  to  live  here.  We  also  spoke 
with  all  our  own  people  individually,  and  found  them  in  a 
state  of  mind,  which  gave  us  reason  to  hope,  that  the.  Lord 

^would.lay  his  blessing  upon  our  dwelling  together  sext  win*> 

i      '  .  tes« 
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tcr.  Two  of  ihcm,  however,  had  conducted  themselves  in 
such  a  manner,  that  we  were  obliged  to  exclude  them  for  thcr 
present  from  the  class  of  the  baptized.  They  seemed  very 
penitent ;  but  having  confessed  their  deviations  only  after  they 
knew  that  they  could  not  be  hid,  this  act  of  discipline  could 
not  be  dispensed  with,  and  it  had  a  salutary  effect. 

23d.  Mark  and  Joseph  returned  from  their  provi»oo« 
place,  ^nd  had  been  remarkably  successful.  On  the  follow- 
ing day  they  treated  all  the  inhabitants  at  Nain  with  a  meal 
of  boiled  and  raw  seal's  flesh.  The  feast  was  kept  in  the 
open  air,  and  Mark  opened  it  in  an  edifying  manner,  by  sing^ 
ing  someveiscs  of  a  hymn,  expressive  of  thanks  to  our  hea- 
venly Father,  for  providing  for  the  wants  of  our  bodies,  in 
which  ail  the  Esquimaux  joined  most  devoutly.  In  the  af- 
ternoon, William  and  Okarloak,  who  had  been  hunting  rein- 
deer, and  whose  long  absence  had  given  us  some  uneasiness, 
arrived  with  two  skins  and  a  good  cargo  of  meat.  Some 
days  after,  others  arrived,  and  brought  eight  beasts  with 
'them.  Moses* and  his  company  brought  three  white  bears, 
•and  we  joined  our  people  in  thankfuhiess  for  their  sue* 
cess. 

November  5th.  We  covered  in  our  new  store-house,  Odt 
-people  having  now  all  arrived  and  settled  in  their  dwellings, 
iwe  began,  on  the  iSth,  to  have  our  meetings  with  them  ac« 
.cording  to.  the  usual  winter  regulations.  Fourteen  of  oor 
communicants  partook  with  us  of  the  Lord's  Supper  on 
.the  29th. 

t  December  6th.  Some  inliabitants,  who  do  not  as  yet  be* 
long  to  the  congregation,  visited  us  of  their  own  accord>  and 
declared  their  sincere  intention  to  be  converted ;  expressing 
.great  repentance  on  account  ot  their  former  sinful  life. ,  Wc 
.could  speak  freely  with  them  of'  the  love  of  Jesus  towards 
poor  returning  prodigals,  and  directed  them  to  Hiin  for  pa2> 
:doa  and  peace.  • .    - 

.  ,    .  llrh.    We 
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.     lltb.    We  begaa  the  classes  with  our  Esquimaux^  aDd 
were  thankful  to  perceive  the  good  effects  of  this  regulation. 
The  conversation  was  unrestrained  and  profitable,  many- 
little  grievances  were  done  away»  and  brotherly-love  pro* 
moted.     I'he  Missionaries  attended  those  of  the  men  and 
boys,  and.  their  wives  those  of  thcv  women.    That  of  the 
communicant  Sisters  was  remarkably  lively ;  their  conversa« 
taon  treated  of  the  great  love  of  our  Saviour  in  dying  on  the 
^ross  to  save  them  fro(n  death,  and  their  own  unworthiness 
to  be  so  highly  favoured  as  to  be  permitted  to  approach  unto 
Jiis  table,  and  there  to  feed  on  Him  by  faith,  and  to  expc« 
-rience  the  power  of  His  sufferings  and  death,  in  the  quicken* 
ing  of  their  souls*    They  added,   that  upon  that  occasion 
tbey  sometimes  felt  a  desire  to  depart  out  of  the  world, 
to  see  Him  face  to  face  and  thank  Him  for  His  mercy  re- 
vealed unto  them.     Mark  addressed  his .  countrymen  to  the 
following  effect:  **  If  we,  who  belong  to  this  class,  are  with 
^^  our  whole  hearts  converted  to  Jesus,  and  determine,  by 
,**  His  help,  to  put  aside  all  the  old,  deceitful,  and  evil  ways, 
-V  and  give  ourselves  up  entirely  to  Him,  then  ^e  shall  feel 
'<  His  power  within  us.     It  has  been  a  very  painful,  thing 
*^  to  me,  to  leave  my  brethren  at  Hopedale;  but  I  shall  live 
**  here  with  pleasure,  if  I  perceive,  that  we  are  come  toge* 
^*  ther  with  a  view  to  belong  to  our  Saviour,  and  in  truth  to 
^*  believe  on  Hiin,  and  to  become  His  faithful  followers. 
-*^  I  am  indeed  not  fit  to  teach  you,  but  yet  I  wished  to  say^ 
<^  what  I  hope  from  your  love,  and  our  being  bound  toge* 
**  ther  in  one  mind,  to  live  unco  the  praise  of  God.     You 
•*  all  know,  that  formerly  I  led  a  very  wicked  life,  but 
**  at  Hopedale,  Jesus  called  me  by   His  powerful  voi^ 
•■•  saved  me  from  death,  and  forgave  my  sins.     As  my  con* 
**  version  to  Him  began  at  that  place,  I  feel  a  peculiar  al» 
««  tachment  to  it."     Ho  was  heard  with  great  attention^; 
and  all  exclaimed;    **  Yes,  we  all  desire  to  become  such 

"  people. 
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**  people,  over  -whom  Jetm  may  rejoscet  and  pray  Him  ttt 
^*  gram  os  all  troe  conversioo.'' 

In  the  eveninp;^mec$iag,  fovnr  persons  were  re*admkted 
lb  che  congregation.  They  made  a  huml^  dedaration  of 
their  destire  Co  devote  themselveg  wholly  to  Jesus  and  walk 
worthy  of  His  grace,  before  the  whole  congregationi  Analike 
and  three  youths  were  added  to  the  class  of  candidates  for 
baptisoi.  All  present  were  so  powerftiUy  affected,  that  at  last 
(bey  wept  aloud ;  what  was  said  or  sung  could  not  be  under* 
stoodt  and  we  were  obliged  to  pause  for  a  time.  Some  were 
quite  overcome,  and  hardly  knew  how  to  get  home.  Even 
Tortosina  and  AUiak,  two  new  people,  apparently  dead  in 
lieart,  were  much  moved  and  said :  **'  We  are  great  smners» 
*•  and  need  be  convertedto  Jesus/*  Several  of  our  people  ex* 
pressed  with  tears  their  thankfulness  for  what  the  Lord  is 
^ing  among  us. 

16th.  Several,  who  formerly  had  gone  astray,  came  and 
•poke  with  much  contrition  of  the  state  of  their  souls,  and 
requested,  that  we  might  give  them  our  advice.  Isaac,  who 
was  lately  excluded,  came  also,  and  said  he  believed  Jesus  had 
not  forgotten  him,  but  woukl  still  have  mercy  on  him :  for  ,  - 
frequently  when  he  went  to  watch  the  seals  at  their  holes  in 
ihe  ice,  arwl  lay  quitfe  still,  his  heart  reminded  him  of  Jesus, 
and  he  cried  to  Him  to  forgive  him  his  sins,  and  make  him  .a 
happy  believer;  and  then  he  felt  his  soul  melting  within  him, 
as  he  had  never  done  before.  He  added,  that  he  was  now 
^uitc  ashamed  and  angry  with  himself,  that  he  had  grieved 
so  gracious  a  L6rd,  ^ho  yet  desired  not  his  dead). 

The  Sisters  were  particularly  pleased  on  the  1 5th  to  per- 
teive,  that  Regina,  William's  sister,  a  most  notoriously  wtckefl 
giri,  who  seemed  to  glory  in  all  kiiid  of  debauchery,  lying, 
and  stealing,  begins  to  repent  of  her  vile  life.  We  had  com- 
misdoned  two  Esquimaux  communicant  married  Brethren 
to  speak  with  her  about  her  bad  conduct.    When  the  first 

,  began. 
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bcgan^  she  would  not  hear  hiniy  and  hm  away.  The 
other  read  to  her  the  6(h  and  7th  commandmefit,  and  said: 
'*  You  have  learnt  these  at  srchoo),  and  know,  that  if  you  do 
«•  not  obey  them,  you  make  yourself  liable  to  God's  displea'^' 
^*  sm'e-  and  everlasting  punishment.  Now  you  must  own 
••  that  you  have  never  once  thought  of  obeying  them.  If 
"  you  go  on  in  this  way,  all  people  will- hate  and  despise 
•*  yoii  in  this  world,  and  you  will  be  lost  forever.  Consi* 
**  dcr  therrforc  that  there  is  the  greatest  necessity  for  you  to 
••  repent  and  to  turn  to  Jesus,  that  He  may  convert  you, 
•♦  because  you  cannot  mend  yourself  at  all.'*  She  promised 
diat  she  would  behave  better,  and  patiently  staid  to  hear  this 
Brother's  exhortation.  We  should  be  particularly  gratified  if 
this  poor  girl  were  converted,  for  she  is  the  dauglfter  of  the 
late  William  Tuglavina  and  Judith.  I 

We  spent  the  Christmas-season  in  blessed  contemplation 
on  the  Holy  Incarnation  of  God  our  Saviour ;  and  the  atten- 
tion and  devotion  of  our  Esquimaux,  whenever  we  met  to- 
gether in  His  presence,  was  most  encouraging  to  us. 

27th.  A  man  and  woman,  who  had  formerly  been  ex-* 
eluded  from  the  congregation,  came  to  see  us,  and  begged  to 
be  ^considered  for  re-admission.  The  poor  woman  wept 
aloud,  when  we  spoke  with  her.  The  man  said:  "  1  feel 
**  myself  so  bad,  that  I  am  only  like  a  broken  bough  of  a  tree, 
«*  ready  to  be  thrown  into  the  fire,  on  account  of  my  sins." 
He  exclaimed  at  last:  "  O  tell  me,  am  I  still  *  a  thing'  wor* 
"  thy  the  atiemtion  of  Jesus/'  He  was  assured,  that  Jesus 
loved  him  and  was  even  now  drawing  him  to  Himself. 

In  the  schools,  there  is  great  attention,  especially  to  the 
word  of  God,  and  manv  tears  are  shed  by  the  scholars,  when 
they  hear  and  read  what  our  Saviour  ha^t  done  and  suffered 
for  us.  In  general  we  must  say,  at  the  close  of  this  year, 
that  we  are  bowed  down  with  gratitufle  for  all  the  mercy  the 
Lord  has  shown  uuto  us  and  our  people  in  the  year  past. 

We 
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We  no  more  see  bold,  undaunted  heathens  skting  before  US| 
with  defiance  or  ridicule  in  their  looks ;  but  people  eagerly 
expecting  a  blessing,  desirous  of  experiencing  the  power  of 
the  word  of  life,  shedding  tears  of  repentance  on  account  of 
their  sins,  full  of  devotion  and  earnest  inquiry.  For  this, 
praise  be  to  Him,  whose  work  alone  it  is.  The  congregation 
consists  of  57  persons,  17  being  communicants ;  besides  whom 
22  unbaptized  inhabitants,  in  all  79  persons  are  resident  oa 
our  land. 


From  Okkak. 

JANUARY  1st,  1806.  We  were  prevented  having  our 
usual  meetings  with  our  Esquimaux,  by  the  boisterous  wea- 
ther with  storm  and  blet* t.  The  epidemical  disorder,  which 
for  some  time  past  has  raged  in  this  country,  continued  to 
shew  its  effects,  and  Samuel's  son  died  of  it  to-day.  Being 
baptized,  he  was  buried  in  our  burying  grounil. 

We  received  from  Kivalck  an  account,  which  filled  us  with 
horror.  The  old  well-known  sorcerer,  Ulv^runna,  had  spent 
the  winter  there,  he  and  his  family  beinnr  the  only  residents. 
His  wife  died  last  night,  upon  which  the  old  monsrer  seized 
a  poor  orphan  child,  whom  they  had  formerly  adopted,  and 
murdered  him;  then  cut  him  acrojis  all  the  joints  of  his  fin- 
gers and  toes,  ripped  open  hif  belly,  and  threw  the  body  naked 
into  the  sea.  Though  we  aie  not  acquainted  with  his  mo- 
tive for  so  atrocious  an  act,  yet  we  know,  that  it  belongs  to 
that  system  of  diabolical  incantations,  by  wh'ch  he  expects 
to  appease  the  water-devil,  bv  whom  he  pietenos  to  do  great 
wonders,  hut  who  no  v,  in  his  idea,  required  a  greater  sacri- 
fice than  usual,  as  he  had  not  sayed  his  wife's  life. 

The  6th,  heirg   T'.plphany,  we  had  several  meetings  with 

our  people,  and  the  blessini;  of  the  Lord  rested  upon  all  our 

transactions.   Two  candidates,  Akbik,  and  his  wife  Tiketok, 

Pp  wf 
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lKrd*e  baptized  into  the  death  of  Jesus,  and  caHed  John  and 
jLydia.  A  woman  was  re-admitted;  and  a  youth,  Ephraun, 
{>aptized  in  infancy,  solemnly  received  into  the  congregation. 
We  also  read  to  our  people  to-day  some  account  of  our  mis- 
lion  in  Greenland,  translated  into  Esquimaux,  which  gave 
them  great  pleasure. 

On  the  7th,  while  we  were  rejoicing  at  the  gracious  vi- 
sitation of  our  Gpd  and  Saviour,  so  manifest  among  our  Es- 
quimaux, we  were  suddenly  interrupted  by  information  of 
the  most  distressing  nature,  which  furnishes  another  lament- 
able proof  of  the  power  of  Satan  over  this  poor  nation. 
Kuilugak,  a  man  who  obtained  leave  to  live  on  our  land, 
had  in  company  with  a  man  from  Uivak,  called  Tukekina, 
inurdered  the  old  sorcerer,  Uiverunna,  at  Kivalek.  Hav- 
ing given  out  that  by  his  legerdemain  tricks,  he  had  killed 
1  Kullugak's  two  wives,  (see  p.  136^,  the  latter  had  ever  since 

I  sought  revenge.     In  general  Uiverunna  has  of  late  endea- 

I  voured  to  render  himself  formidable  among  the  heathen  Es» 

i  quimaux,  by  making  them  believe,  that  he  had  power  to  kill 

such  as  he  pleased ;  and  if  any  one  died,  he  was  sure  to  have 
it  reported,  that  he  had  sent  them  out  of  the  world  by  his 
tomgak.  As  he  is  also  known  to  be  an  old  murderer,  and,  at 
.  above  related,  had  but  just  murdered  a  poor  innocent  infant, 
his  life  has  been  long  in  danger,  and  many  a  one  bad  resolved 
to  kill  him,  when  opportunity  offered.  At  length  KuHugak 
succeeded.  We  informed  lum  that  we  suffered  no  murderers 
to  live  on  our  land,  and  he  quitted  the  place  immediately. 

As  our  people  were  not  successful  in  their  attempts  to  catch 
seals  on  the  thin  ice,  we  were  the  more  thankful  for  the  sup- 
ply afforded  them,  when  the  water  was  open,  by  setting  nets; 
and  on  the  22d,  they  set  out  in  sledges  to  fetch  their  stock 
of  seal's  flesh  from  the  bay  Ikkerasak. 

On  the  24th,  some  Esquimaux  coming  from  Kangerlud* 
soak  reported,  that  the  many  Esquimaux,  who  fonnorly  lived 
*  at

Nachvak,  had  all  retired  to  KiLinek,  a  great  way  farther 
north. 

Towards  the  end  of  the  month  the  epidemical  difordcr  be* 
gan  to  abate. 

February  6th.  Several  Esquimaux  families  moved  hither 
from  different  places.  The  seals  brought  hither  from  Ikke* 
rasak  amounted  to  134. 

On  the  1 1th,  a  man  called  Kaumet  Tiarsuk,  with  a  youth 
in  company,  arrived  here.  This  man  appeared  not  far  from 
the  kingdom  of  God.  Conversing  with  a  Mis'iionary  he  de- 
,  clared ;  "  That  when  he  first  heard  the  word  of  God  here  last 
**  winter,  he  could  not  forget  it,  but  had  resolved  to  go 
**  home,  build  a  new  boat,  and  bring  his  whole  family  with 
**  him ;  because  he  meant  to  be  converted  to  Jesus ;  as  he 
•*  found  people  here,  who  were  in  truth  quite  changed  in  their 
,  •*  whole  conversation.  He  therefore  wished  to  live  with  his 
**  relations  at  Okkak,  and  turn  from  his  heathen  ways  to 
•*  God.'*  As  another  proof,  that  a  great  change  has  been  cf» 
fectedby  the  mercy  of  our  Lord,  we  saw  a  man  called  Kulluk 
set  o6F  in  very  bad  weather,  to  quit  the  place,  though  he  had 
obtained  leave  to  live  on  our  land,  because  he  found,  that  not 
one  of  the  baptized  Esquimaux  would  join  him  to  practisr 
heathep  arts  in  secret,  as  he  had  hoped  they  would,  notwith* 
standing  cheir  Christian  profession* 

In  company  ^  ith  some  other  Northlanders,  poor  apostate 
Solomon  visited  us  on  the  22d.  He  seemed  to  be  struck  with 
the  Christian  behaviour  of  the  Esquimaux,  buc  has  now  more 
than  ever  shut  himself  out  from  our  fellowship,  having  taken 
a  heathen  woman  to  be  his  second  wife.  His  baptized  wile, 
with  two  of  their  children,  were  with  him.  When  ihey  were 
going  to  set  out,  the  children  began  to  cry,  and  said  they 
would  not  go  back  to  the  heathen.  He  was  therefore  obliged 
to  leave  them  with  his  brother  Joseph  for  the  present. 
On  the  25cn.  Sc\  eral  heathen  came  from  Kangerlodioaka 
Pp«  to 
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10  vrhom  Joseph  preached  the  gospel  with  much  energy,  "be- 
teecbing  them  to  he  reconciled  to  God,  and  to  give  themselves 
up  to  Jesu5;,  of  whose  great  love  to  sinners  they  had  heard  so 
often.  We  added  our  testimony,  but  it  &cemed  only  to  create 
some  ^momentary  surprise,  and  they  would  not  speak  on  any 
religious  subjects. 

March  1st.  Kuttaktok,  with  his  wife  and  three  children, 
came  hither  from  Sceglck.  This  man  was  here  last  winter, 
and  remarkably  attentive  to  what  was  spoken  to  him  con- 
cerning, his  soul's  salvation.  He  appeared  also  to  be  con- 
vinced of  the  necessity  of  conversion,  but  cannot  resolve  to 
leave  his  heathen  friends,  with  whom  he  is  held  in  great 
esteem,  • 

Whenever  we  could  have  a  meeting  with  our  Esquimaux, 
or  when  we  conversed  with  them  in  private,  we  distinctly 
perceived^  that  they  are  seriously  awakened,  and  desirous  to 
be  made  partakers  of  the  blessings  of  the  gospel.  The  ac- 
counts they  have  received  from  their  countrymen  of  the 
woik  of  God  at  Nain,  have  by  God's  blessing  greatly  con- 
tributed towards  this  important  change.  They  shed  silent 
tears,  and  cry  for  mercy  and  assurance  of  the  forgiveness  of 
their  sms  in  the  blood  of  Jesus,  and  to  hqar  of  Him  and  His 
love  to  sinners  is  their  chief  delight;  nor  do  they  cry  in 
vain. 

Several  parents  told  us  that  they  perceived  a  peculiar  emo- 
tion in  the  hearts  of  their  children.  They  follow  the  exam- 
ple of  ihtir  parents,  who  have  for  this  long  time  past,  with- 
out any  direction  received  from  us,  met  in  Joseph's  and  Isaac's 
house,  both  evening  and  morning,  to  sng  hymns  together. 
Ihus  the  children  also  meet  in  the  passages  and  sing  toge- 
ther* often  with  such  earnestness,  that  they  must  cease  and 
give  vent  to  their  tears.  In  the  children's  meetings,  and  at 
eci  ool»  they  are  particularly  aitentivci  and  oft^n  greatly  af- 
fected by  what  they  read  and  learn. 
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iSth.  Some  Northlanders  arrived  to  purchase  goods. 
Joseph  and  other  of  our  Esquimaux  spoke  much  with  them  of 
the  necessity  of  conversion,  and  preached  Jesus  to  them,  but 
they  had  no  ears  to  hear. 

Several  of  the  new  people  gave  us  much  pleasure  in  these 
days,  by  their  spontaneous  declarations  concerning  the  state 
of  their  souls.  Thcy^  confess  v^ith  tears,  what  slaves  of  sin 
and  Satan  they  have  hitherto  been,  and  earnestly  desire  to 
know,  what  they  must  do  to  be  saved. 

During  the  Pa&sion-week,  we  met  daily  to  read  thelessona 
from  the  harmnny  of  the  four  Evangelists  in  the  Esqdimaux 
language.  It  gave  us  great  encouragement  to  see  our  church 
filled  with  hearers,  which  was  not  the  case  formerly  at  this 
season.  Now  the  people  not  only  attend,  but  their  silence 
and  devotion  show,  that  they  are  desirous  to  hear  and  under* 
$tand.  They  seem  ready  to  eat  every  word  Some  people 
from  Soegiek  were  here  on  Good-Friday,  and  attended  both 
the  family  devotions  of  the  Esquimaux,  and  a  meeting  at 
church.  One  of  them  called  Uiverunna,  seemed  much  af- 
fected, and  expressed  an  intention  of  coming  to  live  here,  that 
he  might  be  converted.  For  the  present  he  was  obliged  to 
follow  his  party  to  Ulvak. 

On  Easter-Sunday  w'e  field  a  love-feast  with  our  people, 
and  conversed  with  them  on  the  blessing  the  Lord  has  laid 
upon  all  our  meetings  during  the  week  past.  We  reminded 
them  how  needful  it  is  to  look  constantly  unto  Jesus,  the 
author  and  finisher  of  our  f«iith,  that  tiiat  impression  He  has 
given  us  of  His  great  love  unto  dt-ath,  may  he  abiding;  and 
Vfhether  at  home  or  abroad,  we  may  live  unto  Him,  who  died 
to  save  us  from  sin  and  the  world.  And  since  they  wouU 
probably  soon  disperse  and  go  to  their  provision -places,  we 
exhorted  them,  if  possible,  not  to  join  heathen  parties,  by 
Vfhom  they  might  be  sciluccd  to  fdilow  their  ways,  and  los^ 
their  love  to»  and  depcndaoce  on  Jesus*     Some  of  them  replied 
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^th  ear'^esti^ssy  that  they  now  abhorred  the  wayi  o^the 
beathen»  and  should  of  course  avoid  dwelling  with  them  in 
the  same  place,  as  they  knew,  even  better  than  we  did,  what 
great  abominations  were  practised  among  them.  A  man, 
galled  Nugelligak«  was  on  this  occasion  added  to  the  class  of 
candidates  for  baptism,  and  we  closed  our  meeting  with  prayer 
and  praise,  commending  our  dear  Esquimaux  congregation 
to  the  grace  and  protection  of  our  Lord  and  Saviour. 

On  the  9th,  the  Brethren  Burghardt  and  Suen  Ander- 
•en  arrived  with  us  from  Nain.  I'hey  had  met  with  a  very 
good  sledge  track  upon  the  ice,  all  the  way  from  Kiglapeit. 
The  account  they  gave  us  of  the  work  of  God  at  Nain  and 
Hopedale  filled  our  hearts  and  lips  with  thanks  and  praise. 
Brother  Burghardt  spent  his  time  here  in  examining  the  state 
of  the  Mission,  in  all  its  different  branches.  He  spoke  with 
all  our  Esquimaux,  and  expressed  much  satisfaction  with 
their  honest,  unreserved  manner ;  which  plainly  shows,  that  a 
great  change  has  taken  place  in  them.  Most  of  them  were 
just  going  to  set  out  for  Umia  Koviarutsek  to  fish  and  hunt 
'rein*deer,  but,  on  Brother  Burghardt's  arrival,  they  postpone! 
their  journey.  In  conference  with  him,  we  considered  the 
necessity  of  building  a  new  church ;  as  the  very  gieat  weight 
of  snow,  which  lies  upon  it  mare  than  eight  months  in  the 
year,  has  not  only  damaged  the  roof,  but  caused  the  timbers 
to  rot|  and  in  a  short  time  we  shall  b<f  in  danger  of  its  fiilJing. 
With  a  view  to  accomplish  this  design,  it  is  first  necessary  to 
build  a  saw-mill,  to  cut  planks ;  and  we  agreed  upon  some 
anangements  preparatory  to  the  busiiiess.  Brother  Burg, 
hardt  left  us  again  on  the  24th,  after  an  agreeable  visit,  which 
tended  much  to  our  edification  and  encouragement. 

On  the  29th,  a  sledge  arrived  with  three  men  itorn  KUlinek, 
and  brought  an  account  of  great  hunger  having  prevailed  both 
there  and  at  Nachvak,  insomuch  that  at  last  the  E^quimaox 
were  driven  to  eat  some  of  their  dogs.    Seven  only  were  left» 

with 
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with  which  these  three  men  had  made  a  long  and  tecBoua 
journey  hither,  to  get  powder  and  shot. 
'  In  the  evening,  Brother  Sturman  returned  from  Nain, 
He  and  Abraham,  the  driver,  had  experienced  a  particu* 
lar  >  preservation  of  their  lives  near  the  high  mountains  o^ 
Kiglapeit,  where  they  got  among  the  broken  ice  and  with 
great  trouble  and  danger  reached  the  shore.  They  had  hardly 
landed,  before  the  flakes  of  ice  were  driven  off  by  aground- 
swell»  and  they  were  obliged  to  cross  the  mountain,  with 
their  sledge,  which  was  attended  with  great  fatigue  to  them 
and  their  dogs.  Abraham's  family  left  us  on  the  8th,  to  go 
to  their  provision -place,  and  thus  we  are  now  alone,  all 
but*  one  family.  However,  our  people  were  passing  and 
repassing,  and  gave  us  frequent  opportunities  of  conversing 
with  them.  We  heard  with  pleasure,  that  in  all  places  diey 
live  by  themselves,  and  nowhere  with  the  heathen.  Noc 
had  they  suffered  hunger,  though  their  success  has  not  been 
great. 

July  1st.  All  the  men  belonging  to  Joseph^s  family  re- 
turned hither.  They  had  got  very  little  in  their  hunting-  • 
places,  but,  contrary  to  expectation,  found  a  considerable  num- 
ber of  seals  here,  which  had  been  driven  in  by  the  ice  and 
could  not  get  out  to  sea  to  proceed  northward,  according  to 
Aeir  usual  way,  on  account  of  the  great  quantities  of  drift  icc 
upon  our  coast.  Of  these  creatures  they  killed  daily  a  con- 
siderable number,  for  which  we  with  theni  were  truly  tfaank- 
fiil,  especially  as  they  were  thus  enabled  to  lay  in  a  stock  for 
the  winter- 
On  the  4th,  Isaac  returned  hither.  He  informed  us  that 
die  heathen  at  Ukkosiksalik  had  met  with  a  very  dangerous 
circumstance,  which  might  have  proved  fatal  to  many.  They 
were  catching  seah  on  the  outward  rim  of  the  ice  towards  the 
tea,  when  it  broke  off  and  carried  them  into  the  wide  ocean. 
By  God's  good  providence  they  reached  an  island  and  saved 

their 
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their  Iive9»  but  5^ere  obliged  to  leave  a  sledge  with  twelve 
dogs  to  the  mercy  of  the  waves. 

Od  the  I  Ithy  a  large  woman's  boat  arrived  frcm  Killlnek. 
From  the  persons  in  it  we  learnt  with  pleasure*  that  the  sound 
of  the  gospel  has  penetrated  even  into  that  dark  and  remote 
region.  Several  of  them  expressed  a  desire  to  be  convetted, 
and  to  know  Jesus  as  their  Saviour,  but  they  could  not  resolve 
to  quit  their  native  place,  and  move  to  us. 

Both  on  the  21st9  22d,  and  23d,  boats  filled  with  heathen 
were  here,  to  whom  we  earnestly  addressed  our  exhortations, 
that  they  should  turn  to  God,  and  seek  deliverance  from  the 
power  of  sin.  But  the  love  of  this  world  is  so  deeply  rooted 
in  their  hearts,  that,  though  they  own  that  they  are  not 
happy  in  the  service  of  Satan,  yet  they  cannot  resolve  to 
forsake  it,  and  come  to  Jesus. 

On  the  30th,  others  arrived  on  their  passage  to  the  South. 
They  had  no  ears  to  hear,  but  seemed  quite  bewitched  with 
the  prospect  of  living  in  all  manner  of  sin  and  debauchery, 
among  the  Europeans  there.  All  these  heathen  Esquimaux 
were  remarkably  modest,  orderly,  and  civil  in  their  deport- 
ment, but  for  the  gospel  they  had  not  the  smallest  relish.  We 
reminded  them  that  they  ought  not  to  consider  their  bodies 
only,  but  their  poor  immortal  souls. 

August  Isr.  All  the  families  belons^ing  to  us  arrived  here» 
except  Papatsina's.  Their  stay  was  short,  as  they  only  came 
to  prepare  to  go  inland  to  hunt  rein-deer.  We  had  however 
a  desirable  opportunity  of  conversing  with  them  and  meeting 
them  in  the  chapel,  and  thanked  the  Lord  for  having  preserved 
them  in  that  mind,  to  be  wholly  devoted  fo  Him.  Nothing 
of  a  disagreeable  nature  had  occurred  in  their  provision-places  ; 
and  with  several,  it  was  evident,  that  they  had  increased  in 
the  grace  and  knowledge  of  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ.  Besides 
their  conversations  with  us,  they  had,  mornings  and  evenings^ 
a  meeting  for  prayer  and  singing,  on  which  the  Lord  laid  a 
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peculiar  Ue^ing.  We  were  informed,  that  oil  the  f^  th^"* 
was  so  great  an  emotion  in  Joseph's  house,  during  their  fa^ 
mily- worship,  that  all  present  shed  tears.  Samuel  and  Abra. 
ham  were  more  particularly  affected  The  same  occurred 
at  a.  meeting  of  several  in  otu*  house.  Some  of  them  had 
wished,  once  nnxre  before  they  went  into  the  cotmtry,  to  sec 
a  representation  of  our  Saviour  on  the  crossy  which  belonged 
to  one  of  the  Missionaries.  The  latter  complied,  and  while 
he  spoke  to  them  on  the  subject,  they  were 'all  gready 
moved.and  began  to  weep.  After  some  pduS*,  John  ex- 
claimed with  ardor :  "  Never,  never  will  I  suffer  iny  cruci- 
"  fied  Lord  and  Saviour  to  dq>art  from  my  mind  and  from 
**  my  heart.  While  I  live,  an3  wherever  I  am,  and  when  I 
«*  am  far  away  from  you  in  the  country,  I  will  call  upon  Him 
"  daily,  to  go  and  be  with  me,  for  I  have  no  other  diesire,  and 
"  no  other  object,  but  Him.*'   Tp  this  all  the  rest  assented. 

Having  sung  and  prayed  together  onc^  more  in  the  mom* 
ing  of  the  3d,  in  Samuel's  tent,  and  taken  a  very  affectionate 
Jeave  of  us,  seven  families  set  off  in  a  woman's  boat,  intending 
to  spend  some  months  in  the  country,  to  hunt  rein-deer  and 
procure  the  skins  necessary  for  their  winter-clothing.  We 
commended  them  in  fervent  prayer  to  the  protection  of  the 
Lord  dunng  their  long  Absence. 

On  the  lib,  in  the  afternoon,  we  had  the  pleasure  to  see 
the  Resolution  enter  our  bay.  The  letters  of  this  year  give 
a  farther  account  of  proceedings.  (Sec  page  76.)  The  ship 
left  us  on  the  24th. 

On  the  26  th,  Joseph  and  the  other  Esquimaux  men  went 
to  Pakarvik  to  prepare  for  the  building  of  a  winter-house 
there,  for  the  nse  of  our  people,  when  they  go  out  to  catch 
seals  in  nets.  Brother  Schmittman  went  with  them,'*  to  place 
another  stone  in  diac  neighbourhood,  to  mark  our  boundary. 

September.  We  were  almost  quite  alone  during  thi$ 
month,  till  the  2lst,  when  Joseph's,  Thomas's,  Nujellijak's, 
and  twa  other  families,  returned  from  their  himting-places. 

Qq  Wc 
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We  a|[tiii  held  onr  meetings  with  tfaem»  and  the  Lord  was 
^  in  the  midst  of  His  little  flock,  to  btess^us.  Our  people  began 
aowt6Tepair  their  winter-houses^ 

October  3»  We  spoke  with  ^1  our  communtcants,  and 
thanked  the  Lord  for  the  grace  bestowed  upon  thenu  Then: 
bumble  confessions  of  their  own  unworthinessi  and  thankful- 
ness tt>  oiir  Saviour  for  His  lore  towards  them^  a£!brded  us 
much  joy  and  edification.^  On  the  4thy  we  partook^  with 
them»  of  the  Holy  Communion,  in  the  peace  of  Jesus. 

Ott  the  11th,  the  above-mentioned  families,  who  had  been 
In  the  interior  to  hunt  rein»deer,  arrived  with  us,  and  they, 
vnth  the  rest,  entered  then*  winter-ha^itations.  Others  fol- 
lowed  diem,  so  that  on  the  14th  and  15th  our  chapel  was 
again  well  filled,  and  diey  all  seemed  with  renewed  eageriiess 
to  hear  the  word  of  God,  and  to  enjoy  the  fellowship  of  His 
peo{de^  On  Sunday,  the  19tfa,  our  several  meetings  ^ere  at- 
tended with  a  remarkably  poweiiul  sense  of  the  presence  and 
grace  of  our  Lord  and  Saviour. 

Towards  the  close  of  the  month,  several  £unilies  set  out  to 
try  to  catch  seals  with  nets,  and  succeeded  pretty  well. 

On  the  9th,  the  children  had  their  first  meeting  this  winter. 
After  a  suitable  address,  we  concluded  with  prayer,  when 
they  all  appeared  deeply  affected.  All  the  other  winter- 
regulations  now  took  place;  and  on  the  12th,  the  Brethren 
Scbmittman  and  WoliF  began  to  keep  aehooK  Several 
young  men  and  women  attend  the  sclioob. 

On  the  13th,  wc  celebrated  the  anniversary  of  the  opening 
pf  oui'  chapel  here  at  Okkak,  twenty-five  years  ago.  During 
^is  period,  69  adults,  and  44  children,  in  all  113  personst 
have  been  baptized  in  it ;  22  of  them  are  still  living  with  us  ; 
48  departlbd  this  life  in  fsith,  and  lie  buried  in  our  burying« 
groutvdl ;  4  are  gone  to  live  at  Nain  or  Hopedale ;  *  and  die. 
rest  have  either  died,  or  are  sttU  living  among  the  heathen, 
having  left  the  congregation*  It  was  a  day  of  py  and  gbuL 
QMS,  on  which  we  jobed  our  people  ia  thanking  our  Saviour^ 

that 
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that  He  has  condescended  to  look  on  us  in  mercy,  mnd  to  re* 
vive  His  work  among  its. 

On  the  14th,  several  families  left  ns  for  Pakarrik,  to  set 
seal-nets.  We  continued,  however,  to  have  re^Iardailf 
worship  with  such  as  remained  here.  In  the  schools  there 
appeared  a  remarkable  eagerness  to  learn  both  to  read  and 
to  sing  the  many  new  hymns,  with  which  our  Esquimaux 
hymn-book  has  been  lately  enriched.  Not  only  texts  of 
scripture  and  hymns  were  got  by  heart  by  the  scholars,  but 
the  Lord  laid  His  blessing  up6n  it,  and  the  children  and  young 
people  were  often  deeply  affected  by  dieir  contents. 

December.  During  the  couf  se  of  this  month,  our  people 
were  passing  and  repassing ;  but,  though  the  men  were  id- 
most  daily  out  at  sea  in  their  kajaks,  yet  tbsy  generally  re- 
turned  to  attend  the  evenings>meeting. 

On  the  17th,  John  arrived  from  Pakarvik,  to  fetch  a  large 
boat,  with  which  our  people  there  meant  to  come  hither,  that 
they  might  spend  the  Christmas-holidays  with  us.  Such  an 
unusual  number  of  seals  entered  our  bay  on  the  following 
day,  as  we  had  never  seen  together  before*  Many  were  both 
shot  and  caught  in  nets.  Our  people  have  got  above  SOOf 
here,  at  Pakarvik,  and  Kivalek.  They  are  thus  well  pro* 
vided  for  the  winter,  and  need  not  feai^  hunger ;  fof  which  ' 
we  and  they  were  very  thankful. 

On  the  24th,  three  persons  were  re-admitted  tp  the  qonr 
legation.  The  usual  meetings  on  this  day  were  attended 
with  great  blessing,  when  we  adored  our  incarnate  Coii  with 
hearts  filled  with  gratitude,  for  His  whole  wprk  of  redempr* 
tion,  from  the  manger  to  the  cross. 

At  the  close  of  the  year,  we  found  cause  sufficient,tp  bow 
down  in  the  dust  before  God  our  Saviour,  for  the  numberless  . 
proofs  He  has  given  us  of  His  mercy.  We  ?ire  not  worthy 
of  the  least  of  all  Hb  mercies  and  of  all  His  truth.  He  h^ 
not  ceased  to  be  gracious  to  us  an^  our  little  Esquimajux  floct^ 
How  different  is  the  case  to  what  it  was  formerly  I  He  has 
'         Qq2  awakened 
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awakened  their  heartt,  and  created  within  them  real  hunger 
and  thirst  after  His  righteousness.  May  He  give  us  grace  so 
to  serve  Him,  amidst  ail  pur  weakness,  that  His  power  and 
glory  may  be  made  manifest,  and, a  rich  harvest,  even  in  this 
country,. be  gathered  in,  as  the  reward  for  the  travail  of  His 
touL  At  the  close  of  the  year,  56  Esquimaux  dwelt  on  our 
land.

jrHOM  THE  BB.£THt.£N*6  MISSIONARIES  AT  THE  CAPE 
OF    GOOD  HOPE. 


1.  From  Brother  J.  A*  Kuester,  dated  Gi^acedale^  (in 
BavianskloofJ  Dec.  22, 1807. 

X  SEND  you  herewith  the  Diary  of  our  voyage.  When- 
ever we  reflect  how  graciously  the  Lord  preserved  us,  and 
conducted  us  hither  in  peace  and  safety,  the  whole  voyage 
being  rendered  pleasant  by  good  weather,  and  mostly  favour- 
able winds,  we  praise  Him  witli  grateful  hearts.  I  will  be- 
gin where  that  narrative  leaves  off,  and  give  you  some  ac* 
count  of  our  proceedings. 

*•  During  the  first  three  days  of  our  abode  here,  we  could  do 
nothing  but  attend  to  our  Hottentot  visitors,  who  came  singly, 
or  in  parties,  to  bid  us  welcome.  Jacob,  a  venerable  old  man 
above  80,  came  to  us  with  his  aged  wife  and  an  interpreter, 
for  he  cannot  speak  any  but  the  Hottentot  language.  He 
lifted  up  his  hands,  and  in  fervent  prayer  thanked  the  Lord ; 
**  That  He  had  again  sent  teachers  to  die  Hottentots,  and 
«  brought  us  safe  to  this  place.  He  then  related,  with  many 
**  tean,  how  merciful  our  Saviour  had  been  unto  him,  in 
*^  bringing  him  from  a  distant  part  of  the  country  to  Grace* 
<*  dale,  taught  him  His  word  by  His  spirit,  granted  him  the 
<<  remission  of  his  many  sins  in  His  precious  blood,  and  re- 
<*  ceived  him  as  His  child." 

^^  Maiiy  told  us,  that  when  they  heard,  that  we  were  combg 

they 
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they  had  not  ceased  to  pray  to  God  to  give  us  a  safe  passage* 
An  old  widow  said :  **  When  the  last  terrible  storm  did  so  much 
**  mischief  here,  and  I  could  not  sleep  all  night,  I  thought  little 
"  on  myself  or  my  own  house,  which  was  ready  to  blow  down, 
«*  but  my  heart  prayed  to  God  for  my  new  teachers,  that  He 
**  would  preserve  them  on  the  great  and  boisterous  ocean.*'  In 
short,  you  can  have  no  idea  what  we  feU,  when  we  heard  the 
artless  and  affectionate  declarations  of  these  dear  people. 

**  It  was  but  just,  that  we  returned  their  visits.  Brother  Bo- 
natz  therefore  accompanied  us  from  hut  to  hut,  and  we  not 

.only  enjoyed  much  satisfaction,  but  were  truly  edified  by  our 

^  conversation  with  the  inhabitants. 

**  The  day,  on  which  the  old  clothes  sent  by  our  Brethren 
and  friends  in  London  for  the  poorest  among  them,  were  dis- 
tributed, was  a  day  of  much  joy,  and  their  gratitude  knew  no 
bounds.'*  Here  Brother  Kuester  quotes  many  grateful  ex- 
pressions used  by  those  to  whom  the  distribution  was  made, 
some  answering  chiefly  by  tears  and  gestures,  not  being  able 
to  speak  for  emotion  of  heart.  He  adds;  *•  You  will  find 
more  in  our  diary,  but  I  cannot  help  requesting  you,  in  our 
names,  and  in  the  name  of  our  poor  people,  to  thank  all  our 
worthy  benefactors  in  England  most  cordially.  TTiey  cannot 
well  conceive,  what  hearts*delight  they  have  afforded  us  by 
making  us  the  instruments  of  their  bounty*. 

**  My  dear  Friend !  I  wish  you  could  waft  yourself  hither 
for  but  eight  or  ten 'days.  I  am  pretty  sure  you  would  not 
often  have  a  dry  eye,  in  beholding  what  the  Lord  has  done

I  feel  my  whole  soul  melted  within  me  1  they  do  it  with  such 
energy  and  sincere  thanksgiving. 

♦•  Qn  the  6r$t  prayer-day  after  our  arrival,  Nve  had  the  plea- 
sure to  see  seven  Hottentots  baptized.  May  fhe  Lord  our 
Saviour  ^o^nt  us  also  worthy  to  be  made,  instruments  in  His 
))ands,  to  assist  in  this  great  work,  though  in  ourselves  we  ar# 
wholly  unfit  for  His  service,  But  to  Him  we  devote  our* 
selves  with  joyful  hearts,  for  His  great  mercy,  wherewith 
He  hath  sought  and  found  us,  and  granted  us  to  rejoice  in 
Him  as  our  Lord  and  Saviour.*' 


2.  From  Brother  J.  P.  Kohkhammei.,  dated  GracedaUf 
January  20,  1808. 

AFTER  giving  an  interesting  account  of  the  anival  of  the 
Missionaries  Kuester  and  Schmitt,  he  proceeds: 

**  Some  years  ago  my  Brethren  blamed  me  for  having  ex- 
pended so  much  on  building :  it  appeared  to  them  as  if  it  was 
unnecessary,  and  I  myself  thought  I  might  have  gone  too  far; 
but  as  I  meant  well,  and  did  it  with  a  view  to  the  external 
welfare  of  the  Lord's  work  here.  He  has  turned  ail  to  good 
account,  and  now  you  will  not  blame  me.  Had  we  not  had 
those  buildings  now,  we  should  have  been  at  a  very  great  loss; 
and  the  expence  of  putting. up  the  most  necessary  dwellings, 
would  have  been  great  indeed,  in  the  present  dear  times.  As 
some  of  us  are  growing  old  and  infirm,  we  thank  our  Saviour 
for  this  new  accession  of  labourers  in  His  vineyard.  His 
work  among  the  Hottentots  continues  to  flourish:  some- 
times, indeed,  joy  is  followed  by  grief,  but  all  things  work 
together  for  good  to  them  that  love  Him ;  and  sometimea 
those  afflictions  are  wholesome  for  us.    He  never  fails  to 

give 
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give  us  consokitidiu  to  balance  them,  and  they  irift  m  from. 
man  and  ourselves  to  Him.  The  war  extends  its  batieful  in* 
fluence  even  into  this  remote  pait  of  the  earth ;  and  our  la* 
hours  suffer  much  intefruption  thereby.  But  we  are  resigned. 
God  reigneth  in  heaven  and  on  earth,  and  will  subdue  all 
things  unto  Himself.  When  He  has  used^the  scourge  lOng  ' 
enough,  He  v^ll  throw  it  into  the  fire. 

««  We  love  your  countrymen :  they  behave  towards  us  like 
true  and  honest  friends.  *" 

^*  Our  congregation  has  had  an  increase  of  24  nembei^ 
last  year,  notwithstanding  many  deaths.  In  ail,  it  consists  of 
647  persons ;  besides  whom,  about  300  are  tmder  instrttctioo» 
and  live  on  our  land.'*       .«.««««

**  YOU  say,  that  you  have  objections  to  changing  the  namt 
ef  out  settlement  from  Baviamkloqf,  lo  Gfacedale^  the  name 
given  it  by  Governor  Jansen:  but  t  wish  to  observa  that  no 
name  can  be  more  suitable.  First,  it  is  indeed  a  P  al2,  in« 
closed  by  high  mountains;  and  seconcUy,  O  what  GkAcB  has 
the  Lord  not  bestowed  upon  its  inhabitants !  With  truth  wd 
may  say ;  "  The  Lord  hath  done  great  things  in  this  place/* 
I  think,  dear  Brother,  that  if  you  recal  to  your  remembrance  ' 
the  great  benefits  bestowed  upon  us  for  these  fifteen  yeart 
past,  you  wilL  admit  tliat  the  Grace  of  God  has  prevailed 
here  ;  and  therefore  I  hope  you  will  in  future  admit  the  name 
into  your  Periodical  Accounts.  You  say,  that  our  English 
friends  are  accustomed  to  BavianBkloo/,  and  it  has  become  a 
£Eivourite  name  with  them  ;  but  with  us,  it  sounds  very  dis* 
agreeable,  and  vrt  were  glad  of  the  change.  The  baboona 
and  monkeys  are  no  longer  in  full  possession,  aad  therefore 
have  no  right  to  have  the  dale  or  glen  called  by  their  name.

.     V  WJE  were  not  a  little  alarmed  by  the  sudden  attack  of  ill- 
ness our  Brother  Kuester  suffered  at  the  Cape,  of  which  he 
:liad  a  repetition  here*     It  was  a  very  violent  and  dangerous 
cholic>  and  for  spme  time  we  feared  we  should  lose  him;  but   . 
^be  liOrd  heard  our  prayers^  and  blessed  the  means  used.    The 
disorder  was  at  it$  height  oh  the  11th  of  November^  and  as 
it  so  happened,  that  Brother  Schmitt  had  given  himself  a 
deep  wound  in  his  foot,  while  at  work,  with  a  hatchet,  we 
were  for  several  days  deprived  of  the  sight  of  our  dear  newly- 
arrived  fellow-labourers  in  our  meetings.     Now,  we  are 
again  together,  and  all  of  us  in  good  health.    Our  dear  Bre- 
thren entertain  us  with  a  variety  of  informajtion  concerning 
our  congregations  in  Europe  and  other  parts  of  the  world. 
Some  accounts  are  of  a  pleasing,  and  others  of  a  very  afflic«- 
tive  description.     We  mourn  over  the  sufferings  of  mankind  . . 
in  general,  and  those. of  some  of  our  congregations,  and  of 
individuals,  and  pray  the  Lord  to  put  an  end  to  this  most  de« 
structive  and  wide-spreading  war. 

**  Meapwhile,  it  pleases  Him  to  preserve  us  here  in  peace, 
and  to  bless  His  work  among  the  Hottentots.  May  He  grant 
us^qutetly  and  undisturbedly  to  labour  ra  His  vineyard,  and 
give  us  wisdom  and  grace  to  do  that  which  is  committed 
unto  us,  as  is  well-pleasing  to  Him.  Think  on  us,  dear  Bro* 
ther,  and  pray  for  me,  though  personally  unknown  to  you, 
that  in  a  constant  enjoyment  of  the  love  and  power  of  our 
Saviour  in  my  own^  heart,  I  may  declare  that  true  and  faith«  - 
ful  saying  unto  all  around  me,  that  Jesus  Christ  is  come  into 
the  world  to  save  sinners ;  and  since  He  has  died  for  all,  ftow 
commandeth  all  men  everywhere  to  repent  and  to  believe 
the  gospel."

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EXTRACTS  OF  LETTERS  FROM  THE  WEST  INDIES,  &c. 


From  Brother  C.  F,  Richter,  dated  St  John's^ 
Antigua^  Sept.  19,  1808. 

"  V 

X  OUR  letters  both  to  our  late  Brother  Schnepf,  and  to 
me,  came  safe  to  hand,  together  with  the  Periodical  Accounts 
of  our  Missions ;  for  all  which  I  beg  you  to  accept  my  best 
thanks.  They  were  the  more  welcome,  as  we  lost  all  the  ac- 
counts and  letters  sent  to  us  by  our  friend,  Captain  Strah- 
nack,  who  had  the  misfortune  to  be  captured  by  a  French 
privateer,  not  far  from  Antigua. 

**  After  the  departure  of  Brother  Schnepf,  I  returned  from 
Gracebay  to  St.  John's,  having  lived  only  half  a  year  at  the 
former , place.  Here  we  shall  remain,  till  we  receive  further 
directions  from  Europe. 

**  We  feel  the  charge,  now  necessarily  devolving' upon  us, 
almost  too  great.  Besides  ourselves,  there  is  only  on.e  Bro- 
ther, Mack,  left  to  care  for  a  congregation  of  about  5000 
souls,  living  on  80  different  Estates  around  this  town,  in  a 
circumference  of  about  6  miles. 

**  Our  housekeeping  is  very  expensive.  Vegetables  havq 
risen  exceedingly  in  price,  and  arc  often  not  to  be  had  for 
money,  and  the  negroes  suffer  greatly  from  poverty  and  hun- 
ger. Stealing,  therefore,  has  prevailed  so  much  of  late,  that 
several  of  our  church  negroes,  when  they  returned  to  their 
houses,  which  they  had  locked,  and,  as  they  thought,  well 
secured,  previous  to  their  coming  hither,  found  them  broke 
open,  and  their  cattle  and  poultry  taken  away.  These  things 
have  lately  caused  us  great  grief  and  trouble  of  mind. 

"  Tlie  stoppage  of  all  correspondence  with  our  Brethren  on 
the  continent,  afflicts  us  likewise ;  and  we  earnestly  pray,  that 
it  may  please  the  Lord  to  grant  relief.

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*<  On  the  oihcr  hand,  we  find  much  cause  to  thank  our 
merciful  Lord  and  Saviour  for  His  help  from  day  to  day,  and 
more  especially,  for  laying  His  blessing  on  our  ^eak  endea- 
vours to  proclaim  the  gospel  of  His  salvation  to  the  negroes  : 
for  granting  to  myself  and  ray  dear  partner,  health  and 
strength,  at  a  time,  when  most  of  our  fellow-labourers  buf- 
fered greatly  by  sickness ;  for  His  preservation  of  this  island 
from  all  attacks  of  the  enemy  during  so  destructive  a  war ; 
and  for  many  other  mercies.  All  this  renews  our  grati-i 
tude  and  confidence  in  him,  and  fills  us  with  hopes,  tliac 
He  will  continue  to  bless  our  Mission  in  Antigua,  as  He  has 
done  for  so  many  years. 

"  Yoi>  have  favoured  me  with  some  questions  respecting 
the  practicability  of  instructing. the  negroe  children,  wJiich 
I  will  endeavour  to  answer: 

**  We  have  hitherto  found  It  impossible  to  keep  school  with 
our  baptized  children  J  partly,  as  the  number  of  Missionaries 
has  always  been  too  small ;  and  partly  because  it  would  inter- 
fere in  a  great  degree  with  the  views  of  many  of  the  proprie- 
tors and  managej's  of  estates,  and  the  employment  of  the 
children  upon  them.  We  must  therefore  be  satisfied  to  avail 
ourselves  of  other  opportunities  of  instructing  the  children  in 
the  way  of  salvation,  and  directing  them  to  Jesus,  as  their  Cre- 
ator and  Redeemer.  Both  on  Sundays,  and  every  fortnight 
on  Tuesday  evenings,  we  have  meetings  with  them,  in  which 
we  address  them  on  some  scripture-text,  and  put  questions  to 
them,  with  a  view  to  discover  whether  they  understand  our. 
meaniilg  ;  and  generally,  at  the  conclusion,  give  them  a  pas- 
sage from  the  bible,  or  a  verse,  which  they  learn  by  heart. 

"  Here,  at  St.  John's,  there  is  a  meeting  once  a  month,  for 
the  baptism  of  children,  and  in  the  country  every  two  months. 
T^is  affords  an  opportunity  of  discoursing  with  them  on  the 
subject  of  holy  baptism,  and  the  covenant  of  a  good  con- 
science 
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science  towards  God,  and  what  is  required  of  believers. 
Besides  these  meetings,  we  make  it  d  rale  to  speak  with 
every  individnal  child  every  eight  weeks,  when  w'e  inquire 
of  them,  what  they  have  learnt,  and  how  far  the  word  of 
God  has  made  an  impression  upon  their  iiunds.  Many  of 
them  answer  well,  repeat  the  Lord's  prayer,  or  some  passage 
of  scripture,  which  has  particularly  fixed  itself  in  their  recol- 
lection- But  not  a  few  of  the  children  living  at  St.  John's' 
can  read  pretty  well,  and  there  are  likewise  many  young 
people  who  find  opportunities  to  learn  to  read.- 

"  The  Bibles  and  Testaments  therefore,  which  yop  sent  lis 
by  the  benefaction  of  our  dear  friend,  E.  W.  in  Huntingdon* 
shire,  were  a  valuable  and  useful  present  to  them. 

"  'We  had  a  pleasing  instance  of  the  attachment  of  many  of 
our  negroes  to  their  teachers,  some  time  ago  j  when  some 
one  endeavoured  to  prevail  upon  those  living  on  a  certain 
estate  to  go  elsewhere  to  church.     They  answered,   *  If  we 

*  should  gain  the  whole  island  by  h,  we  would  never  leave 

*  that  church  in  which  it  first  pleased  the  Lord  to  lead  us  to 

*  the  knowledge  of  the  truth,  and  to   which  we  have  been 

*  united  for  so  many  years,  and  enjoyed  so  much  comfort 

*  and  blessing,  in  our  fellawship  with  God's  people/ 

**  We  are  very  thankful  to  hear  that  we  may  soon  expect 
assistance,  of  which  indeed  we  stand  in  great  need.  May 
tlie  Lord  soon  and  safely  conduct  those  sent  ta  us,  to  our 
shores*"  ]^ 

From  Brother  G.  C.  Schneller,  dated  Basseterre f 
St.  Kitts.MiXfi/  20,  1808. 

"  FOR  your  kind  letter  I  thank  you   sincerely.     Your 
observations  on  the  faithfulness  of  our  Lord  and  Saviour  to- 
wards His  poor  children,  1  perfectly  agree  with,  from  my  own 
experience.     I  well  perceive,  by  the  light  of  the  gospel,  how 
R  r  2  unworthy 
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unworthy  I  am  of  the  least  of  all  His  mercies^  and  of  the  fa« 
.  vour  of  being  employed  in  His  work:  for  by  nature,  I  am  a 
Mliful,  depraved  creature,  and,  of  course,  good  for  nothing 
in  the  service  of  our  Saviour.  O  Lord  Jesus !  grant  me 
grace  firmly  to  adhere  to  Thee,  and  tp  Thy  people,  whom 
Thou  bast  redeemed  with  Thy  most  precious  blood,  till  m/ 
race  here  below  is  completed! 

"  Your  inquiries  about  our  friend,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Nanki* 
ville,  I  answer  with  pleasure ;  but  am  sorry  to  say,  that  he  ha« 
been  obliged  to  go  to  North  America,  for  the  recovery  of  his 
.fife's  hoilth,  aod^  has  now  been  nearly  two  years  absent 
irotp  the  island.  I  may  truly  give  him  that  testimony,  that 
he  laboured  in  sincerity^  and,  as  far  as  the  weak  state 
of  his  health  would  permit,^indefatigably,  among  the  ne« 
groes,  to  whom  he  was  sent  by  the  appointment  of  the  vene* 
rable  Bishop  of  London.  He  spared  not  himself^  but  as  a 
humble  missipnary,  suited  himself  to  the  circumstances  of  the 
poor  slaves ;  nor  did  he  think  it  any  degradation,  when  some* 
times,  after  riding  six  or  seven  miles  to  the  estates  in  unplea- 
sant weather,  he  had  perhaps  to  wait  an  hour  or  two,  before  . 
they  could  assemble  to  hear  him,  which  was  frequently  not 
till  eight  or  nine  o'clock  at  night. 

"  On  such  occasions  he  h?id  sometimes  no  refreshment,. but 
was  obliged  to  ride  home,  fatigued  and  spent,  often  thorough- 
ly wet  with  rain ;  hardships,  which  I  and  my  fellow  labour** 
ers  willingly  shared  with  him,  when  he  needed  our  assistance 
during  his  absence.  His  little  flock  have  now  attached  them- 
selves mostly  to  the  Methodists.  We  loved  Mr.  Nankiville 
as  a  brother,  and  were  always  pleased  to  see  him,  and  to 
make  him  as  v^^elcome  as  we  could. 

April  22d,  a  new  negroe  of  the  Congo  nation,  belonging 
to  a  blacksmith,  and  called  Jacob,  came  to  speak  with  mc» 
I  asked  him  what  brought  him  hither  ?     His  answer  was,  that 

he 
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he  cmne  to  see  God.  I  asked  hun>  wheti^er  he  wished  to  be* 
come  acquainted  with  Him  as  His  Creator*  Friend^  and  Fa-» 
ther?  He  said  he  would  come  to  the  church,  for  he  .knew 
nothing  of  God.  This  gave  me*^  a  desirable  opportunUy  of 
informing  him*  how.  he  might  learn  to  know  that  God*  who 
is  the  Saviour  of  the  Gentiles,  even  Jesus  Christ,  who  wap 
manifest  in  the  flesh  for  his  salvation  also.  If  he  paid  atten- 
tion to  what  the  Spirit  of  God  might  explain  to  him  of  the 
gospel,  he  would  soon  discover,  that  he  was  far  from  *^  bav- 
<*  ing  a  good  heart,"  as  tlie  negroes  say,  but  rather  that  he^ 
was  wholly  corrupt,  and  full  of  evil,  and  this  would  make 
him  cry  for  salvation,  such  as  is  set  forjih  in  that  precious 
word,  &c.  Thus  I  proceeded  to  preach  Jesus  unto  this  poor 
ignorant  man,  and  it  is  thus  that  we  poor  servants  in  the 
house  of  the  Lord  sow  in  tears,  hoping  that  hefeaftcr,  by 
His  power  and  grace,  we  shall  reap  with  jdy. 

Every  thing  here  is  extremely  dear,  and  I  am  thankful,  that  I 
still  have  saved  a  little  out  of  the  kind  donations  sent  me  two 
years  ago,  towards  the  relief  of  suffering  negroes,  so  as  to 
be  able  to  afford  some  small  help  in  extreme  cases.  May  the 
Lord  protect  dear  Old  England,  which  has  always  been  a 
land  of  refuge  for  the  distressed  and  persecuted  among  men« 
and  deliver  our  gracious  King,  and  all  his  subjects,  from  the 
fbry  of  the  enemy. 

From  Brother  Hans  Wied,  dated  Taramaribo^ 
Aug.  30,  1808. 
.  **  I  CANNOT  express  in  words,  the  joy  we  felt,  when  we 
received  your  circumstantial  letter  of  July  8th.  We  had  for 
a  long  time  been  quite  without  accounts  from  our  dear  bre- 
thren  and  sisters  in  Europe  ai)d  Ameiica,  and  seemed  as  if 
cut  off  from  the  world.  The  present  stoppage  of  correspon- 
dcDce  is  on  this  account  very  distressing,  for  no  one  knows

the  eager  desire  Missionaries  on  distant  posts  continually  feci 
to  receive  letters  from  their  brethren  fit  home,  nor  the  value 
of  that  instruction,  comfort,  and  edification  which  they  aflFord, 
but  such  as  have  experienced  it.  We  pray  the  Lord  to  pro- 
tect England,  and  to  preserve  to  us  that  open  communication 
%vhich  we  yet  enjoy  with  your  Society.  We  thank  you  for 
the  full  account  you  have  given  us  of  Occuirences  in  our  con- 
gregations and  missions,  and  in  the  world  at  large.  We  had 
been  extiemely  anxious  to  know  how  our  Brethren  and  Sis- 
ters at  Copenhagen  fared  during  the  bombardment  of  tha^ 
city,  and  we  were  therefore  the  more  thankful  to  hear,  that 
tbey  had  received  no  bodily  harm.  We  felt  the  greatest  com- 
passion for  them,  and  all  the  inhabitants.  May  the  Lord 
be  their  support  in  the  midst  of  tribulation,  and  sbon  put  a 
stop  to  this  wide- spreading  war. 

"  We  sincerely  join  in  your  regret,  that  our  Missiona- 
ries have  been  lindet  the  necessity  of  quitting  Hoop  on  the 
Corentyn.  Many  circumstances  led  to' this  event.  It  is  a 
singular  fact,  that  most,  if  not  all  those  Indians,  belonging 
to  our  congregation  there,  who  were  truly  convertcdin  heart, 
and  walked  worthy  of  the  gospel,  were  in  a  short  period  of 
time,  called  into  eternity  by  an  epidemical  disorder,  and  de- 
parted this  life,  rejoicing  in  their  Redeemer.  None  therefore 
were  left,  who  by  their  word  and  example  led  the  rest,  who 
(from  insincere  motives)  still  remained  resident  there,  to  serious 
reflection,  or  at  least  to  orderly  behaviour;  but  a  spirit  of  rb- 
sistance  and  enmity  to  the  gospel  became  predominant.  For 
the  present,  therefore,  we  can  do  nothing,  but  commit*  that 
poor  deluded  people  to  the  mercy  of  God. 

"  AtBambey,  our  Brethren  Maehrand  Lutzkeare  diligent 
and  earnest  in  their  endeavours  to  make  the  poor  superstitious 
free-negroes  acquainted  with  the  truths  of  the  gospel,  but  do 
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not  sec  much  fruit  of  their  labours.   The  grace  of  G  od  is  how- 
ever manifest  in  the  hearts  of  the  small  flock  of  believers. 

**  Our  labours  among  the  plantation*ncgroes  arc  likewise 
not  attended  with  much  success.  But  here,  at  Paramaribo,- 
we  have  great  reason  to  rejoice  over  the  many  proofs  of  tha 
mercy  of  our  Saviour,  seen  among  our  congregation  of  he- 
lieving  negroes,  and  over  the  blessing  resting  upon  the  preach* 
ing  of  the  word  of  atonement.  There  is  a  gradual  succes- 
sion of  new  people,  who  come  and  inquire,  what  they  must 
do  to  be  saved.  On  each  of  the  last  monthly  prayerrdaysr 
five  adults  were  hapiized  into  the  death  of  Jesus.  Four  hun* 
dred  and  eleven  negroes  belonged  to  our  congregation  at  th^ 
close  of  1807. 

"  As  to  externals,  we  suffer  the  same  inconveniences,  cxpc-^ 
rlenced  by  our  neighbours,  on  account  of  the  high  price  of 
provisions,  and  the  languid  state  of  all  commerce ;  but  wc 
cannot  complain  of  any  extraordinary  deprivations, 

*'  We  exceedingly  lament  the  want  of  Accounts,  and  Text- 
Books  for  the  ensu'mg  year^  Your  Periodical  Accounts^ 
therefore,  and  any  information  you  may  favour, us  with,  con-^ 
cerniugthe  work  of  God  in  the  world,  and  especially  in  those 
places  where  the  brethren  are  favoured  to  labour  in  Hit 
vineyard,  are  very  valuable  to  us;  and  v^e  earnestly  entreat 
you  to  C9ntinue  to  send  them  to  us.  .  Salute  all  our  brethren 
and  friends  everywhere  most  cordially,  and  beg  them  to 
support  us  by  their  prayers.   ,

**  I  HAD  written  a  letter  to  you. some  time  ago,  but  the 
embargo,  which  I  then  vainly  hoped  would  soon  be  takcii 
off,  induced  me  not  to  send  it   immediately.     During  the 
state  of  suspence  in  which  we  were' held  as  to  correspon- 
dence wi^h  England,  I  had  however  the  pleasure  unexpected- 
.    .  ly 
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}j  to  receive  yours  of  April  3d,  and  thus  finding  that  some 
mode  of  convey  ing  letters  still  exists,  I  embrace  the  first  oppor- 
tunity to  answer  several  of  yourkind  favours.  Irt  this  remote 
part  of  the  world,  the  information  they  contain  concerning 
our  congregations  and  Missions  is  doubly  acceptable. 

"  Our  venerable  Brother  D.  Zeisberger,  at  the  time  of  re* 
ceiving  your  letter  to  him,  of  April  3d,  was  no  longer  able  to 
read  it,  being,  ever  since  the  beginning  of  this  year,  nearly^ 
blind  with  old-age  !  Still,  however,  he  can  see  to  go  about  a 
little,  which  we  are  very  thankful  for,  as  becoming  blind  all  at 
once  would  have  been  a  severe  trial  to  him.  His  dear  paitner, 
<Dy  wife,  and  myself,  frequently  read  to  him,  and  we  all  exert 
ourselves  to  the  utmost,  to  render  the  old  age  of  this  venerable 
servant  of  Christ,  easy  ar>d  comfortable :  nor  do  we  deserve  any 
particular  thanks  for  it,  for,  I  can  assure  you,  there  is  some- 
thing so  very  agreeable  in  his  conversation,  that  we  are  always 
glad  to  find  leisure  to  spend  an  hour  or  two  in  his  company. 
Weak  and  infirm  as  he  is  at  present,  he  is  nothing  less  than 
past  service,  for  his  judgment  remains  sound,  and  his  experi- 
ence is  invaluable.  Besides  being  here  our  best  human  coun-i 
sellor,  in  all  circumstances  relating  to  this  Mission,  he  car- 
ries on,  through  me,  an  uninterrupted  and  lively  correspon- 
dence with  the  Brethi'en  at  Bethlehem,  and  with  all  his  fdlow- 
febourers  at  the  different  settlements  in  this  country. 

In  spring,  the  Miseionarics  Luckenback  and  Haven  were 
appointed  to  make  a  journey  in  compitny  with  some  Indian 
Brethren,  to  one  of  the  most  distant  arms  of  the  Miami  of 
the  lake.  It  was  the  wish  of  the  Brethren  at  Bethlehem,  that 
Indian  Brethren  from  Pctquotting  might  accompany  them 
thither.  The  proposal,  however,  met  with  diflBculties,  which 
the  Miss|ionaries  at  Petquotting,  were  at  a  loss  how  to  sur- 
mount. Some  time  after,  almost  all  our  Indians  from  thence 
came  hither  on  a  visit,  and  Brother  Zeisberger  took  the  op- 
portunity 
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portunity  to  speak  with  them  himself^  and  now  there  is  thebftst 
prospect  that  the  journey  will  b$  sooo  vndertatken*  That  ihd 
Lord  still  owns  and  blesses  the  laboun  of  this  bit  faiihfiil 
servant  to  the  last,  (ie  is  n  true  fritnd  of  Old  £ngUBd».aiid 
firmly  believes  that  God  will  protect  her,  aiid  carry  her  throvgh 
all  her  present  di^cultics,  for  the  sake  of  his  peopk*  and  the 
upright  zeal  so  geno^ly  mani&nt  for  ihq  propagation  of  die 
gospel  among  the  heathen. 

For  the  Periodical  and  other  A/:count89  we  are  much  obliged 
to  you.  I  can  give  you  no  idea>  how  valuable  that  priote4 
sheet  was  to  us  all,  containing  accounts  from  Gemxany*  of 
the  distressful  occurrenpes  there,  especially  how  our  settle-* 
ments  at  Ebersdorf,  Gpadau*  Barby,  fcc.  fared,  during  tfao 
march  of  the  Freocfa  throu|^  Germany.  Brother  Miller  as- 
sembled the  Knglish  Brethroi  and  Sisters  in  this  place,  to  com- 
municate it  tp  them,  and  the  Germans  were  eager  to  become 
acquainted  with  its  contents.  I  have  also  sent  it  to  Petquott-r 
ink  and  Fairfield.  It  is  the  only  account  of  occurrences  in 
those  congregations  at  that  time,  that  has  reached  us. 

As  to  the  coiurse  of  our  Missions,  we  continue  in  faith  to 
preach  the  gospel  of  Jesus,  and  look  to  him  for  his  blessing 
upon  it.     But  there  have  not  of  late  been  many  remarkable 
events  to  cQnunuoicate,  except  perhaps  it  may  interest  you  to 
bear,  that  within  the  last  six  weeks,  both  Brotiier  Denke  and 
I  have  been  threatened  with  death,  by  two  young  Indians, 
who  were  in  liquor,  and  had  conceived  a  particular  spite 
against  us.     Brother  Denke  was  actually  obliged  to  defend 
himself  at  his  own  hous^door,  against  his  en(»ny ;    but,  as 
Brother  LucJccnback  happened  to  be  with  him,  the  Indian  was 
overpowered.     It  was  night,  and  Sister  Denke  was  so  much 
.    frightened,  that  she  ran  into  the  street,  crying  for  help.  This 
brought  some  of  the  Indian  brethren  together,  who  secured 
the  aggressor. 

Ss  My 
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My  antagonist  lay  la  wait  for  mc  in  open  day,  hshrtng  pre- 
viously declared  that  he  would  kill  me.  By  God's  mercy  be 
had  just  quitted  his  lurking-place,  when  I  returned  home. 
However,  as  I  was  passing  along  the  street  to  my  own  house, 
he  espied  me,  grasped'a  large  stone,  and  made  after  me,  but 
before  he  could  come  near,  I  had  shut  and  locked  my  door. 
He  stood,  however,  for  a  longtime,  holding  the  stone  in  a 
threatening  posture,  and  watching  for  my  appearance  at  a 
window.  He  renewed  his  threats  at  other  times,  insomuch 
that  I  thought  it  most  prudent  to  keep  myself  out  of  his  way, 
when  he  was  in  liquor,  and  for  two  nights>  I  was  obliged  to 
hire  a  nuin  to  keep  watch  in  our  house.  What  was  the  precise 
cause  of  his  malice,  I  cannot  tell,  but,  from  a  variety  of  cir-* 
cumstances,  conclude,  that  it  originated  in  my  having  shortly 
before  spoken  to  a  trader,  not  to  let  the  Indians  have  whiskey. 
The  Sisters  suffer  most  on  such  occasions,  by  the  fright. 
But  there  is  ne>  living  among  the  Indians  for  a  series  of  years, 
without  having  occasionally  to  experience  tlicse  things.  The 
Lord  is  our  strong-hold,  and  in  Him  we  may  safely  trust. 
May  He  grant,  that  a  place  may  be  found,  to  which  we  may 
retire  with  our  Indian  Brethren  and  Sisters,  and  where  we 
may  not  be  annoyed  by  the  rum-trade.  Favour  us,  we  beg 
you,  with  a  continuance  of  your  correspondence. 

Brother  Zcisberger  is  anxious  to  know,  how  our  Brethren 
in  Greenland  fare,  under  the  present  circumstances* 

The  Methodists  begin  to  preach  in  our  neighbourhood, 
and  cry  aloud  against  the  reigning  vices  of  the  white  people. 
We  trust  God  will  bless  their  zealous  endeavours,  to  the  re-  - 
for raaiion  of  some  pf  our  neighbours.

Dearest  Brethren, 


HEN  on  the  25th  of  July  wc  were  unexpectedly  sur- 
prized by  the  account  of  the  airival  of  the  ship  Hector  in 
our  bay,  our  joy  was  great  indeed,  and  we  hastened  on  board 
to  receive  the  letters,  diaries,  and  other  accounts,  sent  us 
from  Europe ;  but,  alas !  how  great  was  our  disappointment^ 
when,  instead  of  finding  these  things,  to  us  of  so  great  value, 
we  heard  nothing  but  mournful  tidings  of  the  continuation 
and  spread  of  the  war.  Our  joy  was  almost  turned  into 
mourning,  while  we  looked  in  vain  for  the  usual  supply  of 
manuscript  accounts,  discourses,  and  reports  from  our  other 
Missions,  and  for  the  Text-books  of  the  ensuing  year.  We 
found  no  letter  from  the  Missions'  department  in  the  Elders' 
Conference  of  the  Unity.  From  which,  for  so  many  years 
unintetliptedly,  we  have  derived  so  much  comfort,  instruction, 
and  spiritual  refreshment. 

On  bearing  how  the  war  spreads  devastation  and  suffering 
over  so  great  a  part  of  the  continent,  and  how  our  Brethren 
and  Sisters  in  many  congregations  suffer  by  it,  we  could  not 
refrain  from  shedding  tears  of  compassion  and  grief.  How* 
ever,  we  felt  the  more' disposed  to  praise  the  Lord  our  AU 
mighty  Saviour,  that  He  has  so  mercifully  kept  His  protecting 
hand  over  England,  and  enabled  our  Brethren  of  the  Society 
to  send  .us  again  a  vessel  freighted  with  all  the  necessaries 
of  life  for  our  support. 

We  inamediately  met  to  read  your  kind  letter  of  May  1 9th, 

which  we  did  with  peculiar  interest,  and  were  revived  and 
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comforted  by  your  lore  and  fkithfolAess^  in  remembering 
and  csinng  for  tis,  your  unworthy  fellow-labonrcni  We 
thank  you  for  all  the  kind  expressions  of  your  participation 
in  our  welfare,  as  also  for  the  variety  of  mforraation  contain- 
ed in  your  letter. 

In  regard  to  our  family^  we  have  the  satisfaction  to  inform 
you,  that  it  has  again  pleased  the  Lord  to  preserve  us  in 
health  and  activity,  m  our  several  occupations,  so  that  both 
our  ministry  in  the  church,  and  our  service  in  externals,  has 
proceeded  without  interruption.  Both  in  our  private  family- 
^worship,  and  in  the  meetings  of  the  Esquimaux,  we  have  ex- 
perienced many  distinguished  proofs  of  our  Lord's  owning 
his  people,  and  blessing  them,  according  to  his  promise,  when 
met  in  His  name.  More  especially  we  recal  to  mind,  with 
J)eculiar  gratitude,  the  regular  monthly  celebration  of  the 
Lord's  Supper,  as  an  inestimable  blessing,  by  which  our 
bith,  love,  and  communion  with  our  Redeemer,  was 
strengthened  anew  at  every  enjoyment ;  and  we  often  felt  the 
strongest  obligation  and  desire,  to  devote  ourselves  wholly 
imto  Him,  who  loved  us  unto  death,  and  by  His  grace,  to 
serve  Him  with  gladness,  and  with  all  the  powers  of  soul 
and  body. 

As  the  friend  of  poor  lost  sinners,  he  has  owned  our  feeble 
testimony  of  his  great  love  to  the  human  race,  his  sufferings^ 
and  death ;  and  giQinted  us  to  find  open  ears  and  hearts  to  re* 
ceive  it.  The  Esquimaux  diligently  attended  the  meetings^ 
with  continued  eagerness  to  hear  the  word  of  life,  and  the 
work  of  the  Holy  Ghost  was  manifest  both  in  the  congrega* 
tion,  and  in  the  hearts  of  individuals. 

Our  communicants  have  continued  to  give  us  joy;  diey 
seem  to  increase  in  the  knowledge  of  themsatves,  and  tb  be 
tnore  confirmed  in  their  resolution  to  love,  atid  to  live  to  our 

Saviouj^

8U8,  and  to  attain  to  every  privilege  enjoyed  by  Hb  house  and 
family* 

Among  the  nev^r  people,  who  moved  hither  last  autumn^ 
mintfest  tokens  of  a  work  of  ihe  Spirit  of  God  upon  their 
souls  have  frequently  appeared,  and  some  of  them  have  been 
admitted  as  candidates  for  baptism. 

The  welfare  of  the  children  is  one  of  the  principal  comceros 
cf  our  mittds,  and  we  are  always  willing  to  take  paias  with 
their  instruction.  But  we  are  sorry  to  say,  that  that  a^^^eor 
ing  we  reported  to  you  in  our  last  year's  letter^  6eems  tohave 
greatly  subsided^  by  the  continued  dissipa^oa  (o  which  they 
are  exposed  in  the  summer^mofuhsi. . 

We  have  again  been  visited  by  many  heathen,  some  fron  a 
vast  distance  from  hence,  who  capae  hither  till  very  kte  in 
spring,  to  tmffic ;  and.  we  have  endeavoured,  as  much  as  po9- 
sible,  to  improve  such  occasions,  to  apeak  aeriously  with  them 
concerning  the  state  of  their  aools,  and  the  necessity  of  con- 
version. We  represent  to  them,  fhe  great  love  of  God  to- 
wards rebellious  sinners,  and  how  their  Creator  and  jRedeem*^ 
er  loved  them  even  unto  death,  giving  His  life  and  blood  as  a 
raosom  for  their  sins,  that  they  might  turn  to  Him,  and  be 
delivered  by  Him  from  the  power  and  dominion  of  Satam 
Some  appear  more,  and  others  less  attentive  to  diis  gospel  of 
peace,  but,  in  general,  their  whole  heart  is  set  upon  earthly 
things,  and  we  dierefore  see  but  litde  fruit.  Meanwhile,  we 
sow  the  seed  in  hopes,  that,  by  tbe  Lord's  blessing,  it  may 
4iot  altogether  fisdl  upon  barren  ground. 

Five  persoQs  were  hut  autumn  added  to  /die  candidates  for 
^tism;  t^o  adults,  and  two  children  were  baptized;  fotir 

persons 
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persons  were  admitted  to  the  Holy  Commutiion,  and  tw«  re* 
adflftitted/  We  have  at  present  twelve  Esquimaux  commo!^ 
nicaiKs,and  four  candidates. 

As  to  the  outward  subsistence  of  onr  people,  though  the j 
do  not  suffer  absolute  hunger,  yet  they  were  not  so  plentifully 
supplied  as  in  other  years,  as  the  catching  seals  in  nets  last 
Autumn,  was  not  attended  with  so  much  success.  « 

The  weather  during  the  winter  was  pretty  moderate,  but 
in  spring,  and  to  the  middle  of  July,  it  was  very  ^.old^and  un- 
fruitful, and  we  hardly  yet  know  how  our  little  garden-crop 
will  turn  out.    The  potatoes  alone  seem  to  have  done  welU 

t^ur  saw-mill  is  so  far  complete,  that  we  are  now  able  te 
use  it. 

'  Having  thus,  dearest  Hrethren,  given  you  a  preliminary  aq-  ^ 
count  of  ourselves  and  our  small  Esquimaux  flock,  we  are  at 
a  loss  how  to  express  in  words  our  thankfulness  to  our  Savi- 
our for  all  His  mercies,  shewn  unto  us,  in  the  year  past,  and 
to  you,  as  instruments  in  His  hands,  for  all  your  kind  care» 
We  can  only  turn  in  prayer  to  Him,  who  is  able  to  do  all 
things,  that  He  Would  continue  to  bless  us,  and  give  also  to 
you  to  experience  a  continuance  of  His  loving-kindness,  fill- 
ing your  hearts  with  joy,  and  peace.  Our  prayers  will  always 
be  fervent  for  England,  that  it  may  be  preserved  from  the  hos^ 
tile  attacks  of  the  enemy,  ^  and  able  to  resist  all  his  designs. 
May  God  in  mercy  put  a  stop  to  war  and  discord,  and  grant 
vs  again  the  blessings  of  peace. 

As  for  us,  we  indeed  enjoy  peace  from  witliout,  and  we 
may  have  peace  also  within,  by  constantly  seeking  it  at  the 
feet  of  Jesus.  Thus  we  may  be,  even  in  these  ^j^lamitous 
times,  and  in  these  frozen  regions,  the  happiest  of  men. 

Let  us,  dear  Brethren,  covenant  together  anew,  to  abidoin 
Jesus,  and  to  shew  forth  His  death,  until  He  comes.     Our 
hearts*  wish  and  prayer  is,  that  we,  who  are  placed  in  this  dis- 
tant 
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tant  country,  to  preach  the  gospel  to  the  heathen,  may  ever, 
from  our  own  experience,  and  with  a  warm  heart,'  declare  to 
them,  that  there  is  no  other  name  given  uoder  heaven  among 
men,  whereby  we  can  be  saved,  but  the  name  of  Jesus,  wto 
became  man,  suffered,  was  crucified,*  and  rose  again  from  the 
dead.  ... 

May  He  preserve  unto  us  this  determination,  and  support 
our  courage  and  faith,  by  giving  us  an  inward  assurance  diat 
He  will  complete  the  work,  which  He  has  begun  in  this  place: 
May  He  grant  us  daily  sweet  ccfhitnunlon  with  Him,  and 
His  Spirit;  make  us  faithful  in  prayer  and  ^ppHcatbn,  both 
for  the  work  committed  to  us,  for  the  whole  human  race  in 
this  day  of  trouble,  for  you,  for  the  whole  unity  of  the  Brcr 
thren,  and 'for  all  his  people  everywhere:  May  He  ground 
us  more  and  more  firmly  on  Himself,  that  we  may  do  His . 
^itl  in  all  things,  and  maintain  among  ourselves^  godly  sin- 
cerity, and  brotherly  love,  through  His  enabling  grace. 

We  commend  ourselves  anew  to  your  kind  remembrance^ 
and  prayers,  and  salute  you  all,  in  the  fellowship  of  Jesus 
Christ  our  Saviour,  with  all  the  members  of  the  Brethren's 
congregations  in  England,  and  every  well-wisher  to  the  cause 
of  God  on  earth.  To  our  Brother  Fraser  we  beg  to  be  re- 
membered. Gladly  w«uld  we  have  seen  him  return  to  us. 
May  the  Lokd  be  with,  and  support  him  in  sickness,  and  en- 
able him  to  bear  it,  by  his  precious  nearness,  love,  and  peace.

Dearest  Brethren, 

OUR  very  kiod  letter  x)f  May  19th,  wc  received  on  the 
30th  of  Jnly,  when  two  post-kajaks  brought  us  the  agreeable 
iafielUgenc^  of  the  arrival  of  diq  ship  at  Okkak,  on  the  25th 
of  that  month.  We  cannot  help  repeating,  that  we  again 
consider  it  as  a  subject  demanding  the  most  lively  expressions 
pf  grautiide  to  our  Goo  and  Saviour,  tliat  the  .vessel  sen 
liitbcr  by  your  Society,  proceeds  to  and  fro,  under  His  grad-> 
ous  protection,  from  year  to  year,  unmolested ;  and  we  now 
again  adored  and  praised  His  name  for  so  great  a  mercy. 

Having  this  year  received  no  letters  from  Germany,  your 
kind  letter  was  the  more  valuable  to  us,  and  we  read  it  with 
great  emotion  of  heart.  We  will  :Cndeavour  to  answer  it« 
referring  you  at  the  same  time  to  our  Diary,  for  a  further 
^iccotmt  of  ourselves  and  our  Esquimaux  congregation. 
.  You  first  observe,  that  the  Lord  has  mercifully  kept  His 
|>rot€Cting  band  over  England,  and  not  suffered  the  enemy  to 
crush  you.  We  joi^  most  sincerely  in  thanks  and  praises  to 
Him  for  this  naercy,  and  pray  Him  further  to  grant  England 
to  rest  safe  under  the  shadpw  of  His  wings,  and  by  His  Al* 
nigbty  arm  to  defend  it  against  every  evil  design  of  its  nu^ 
jnerous  foes. 

We  are  particularly  thankful,  that  our  benevolent  admiQt- 
stration  permitted  supplies  to  be  sent  to  the  poor  colonists  in 
Greenland.  It  is  a  proof  that  the  Lord  knows  how  to  help 
the  distressed  everywhere,  when,  they  cry  to  Him  in  the  time 
<>f  need;  and  though  the  world  be  in  ever  so  distracted  a  state. 
He  will  cj^re  for,  and  preserve  His  own  people. 

It  gives  us  much  concern  that  Brother  and  Sister  Kohlmeis-

But^ 
what  can  we  say;  it  is  a  natural  consei^uence  of  the  present 
calamitous  state  of  things  in  the  world;  and  we  must,  even 
here,  experience  some  of  the  effects  of  this  dreadful  wan

How  glad  should  we  have  be^n  to  see  our  good  old  Cap* 
tain  Fraser  return 'to  us^  B.ut  it  appears  as  if  the  Lord  had; 
other  views  with  him,  and  has,  pi^rhaps  ))cforc  np^y,  called  f 
him  to  rest  in  His  presence  for  ever.  But  if  he  shoyjd  ^till 
be  in  the  body,  we  request  you  to  ss^lute  him  cordially  from  i|S, 
and  to  telt  htm,  that  we  think  pt  him  with  much  lo^e,  an4 
jJways  remember  his  kind  services  with  great  gratitude.^.    ,  ^ 

It  grievei^  us  likewise^  that  the  £s<j^im^ux  (Iyinn-t>oc|k  has . 
not  been  printed.  It  will  indeed  be.  a  great  disapppintipentlo 
our  Esquimaux^  whea  they  hear  it;  for  they  rcioiced  much 
in  the  prospect  of  receiving  ri  ymn~books  by  the  ship.  Wc 
beg  you  therefore,  if  any  way  practicable,,  to  foi^ward  the 
pfiiiting'  of  thi^  work.     . 

August  7th,  the  Hector  anived  safe  m  our  bay,  and  in  the 
following  days,  we  received  an  the  supplies  you  have  so 
Jcindly  forwarded  to  us,  for  which  we  most  cordially  thaxik 
the  Society,  andf  all  our  dear  friends,  whp  copt^i|>ute  t.pwi^r^ 
it.  We  cantiot  sufficiently  express  what  ,wc  fed,  when 
WC  perceive  now  liberally  jou  supply  us ^with  every  thing. 
We  want  for  our  subsistence;  ancl  wcpray  oyr  Saviopr  abun* 
iwi^j  (0  bless  and  re^^rd  you  tor  it,

As  to  our  Esquimaux,  vft  find  again  this  year,  abundant 
reason  to  praise  and  adore  our  Saviour  for  innumerable  proofs 
gf  His  mercy  t6wards  them  and  U5.  •  The  Holy  Ghost  cou-. 
tinues  to  enlighten  the  hearts  pf  our  dear  Esquimaux,  and 
good  fruits  are  made  manifest  in  most  of  them.  Some  cir- 
cumstances indeed  have  occurred,  with  a  few  individuals^ 
which  are  a  reproach  to  a  congregation  of  believers,  and 
cause  us  pungent  grief.  But  the  greater  part  of  our  people 
have  given  us  joy,  and  wc  are  encouraged  to  believe,  that  the. 
gracious  aim  of  the  LoRP  with  this  nation  will  be  at  length 
obtained;  ^and  a  reward  for  (he  travail  of  His  Soul  gathered- 
from  amongst  them. 

In  September  1807,  a  family  of  heathen,  and  a  widow  with 
two  baptized  children,  obtained  Jeave  to  live  on  ouj*  land. 

*  Towards^  the  end  of  October,  an  epidemical  disorder  ap^ 
peared  here,  attended  with  coughs  and  sneezing,  by  which* 
both  the  lutives  and  ourselves  were  attacked.  Some  suffer- 
ed pretty  severely,  and  for  a  considerable  length  of  time, 

'  I'ti  November,  the  particular  meetings  of  the  Esquimaux,  and 
'  on  the  1st  of  December,  the  schools  began  to  be  held  in  regular 
order ;  which  lasted  to  the  beginning  of  April  1 808.  The  latter 
w6re  ^igehtly  attended  by  noany  adu(ts>  as  well  as  children, 

'We  closed  the  year  1807  with  prayer  and  praise,  and  witl^ 
many  tears  of  gratitude  for  all  the  immerited  favours  bcstowe4 
upon  us  in  that  year.  Our  congregation  consisted,  then  of 
fourteen  communicants,  twenty-two  baptized  adults,  eigh^ 
catididates  for  baptism,  tweixty-thrce  bapti?^  children.  ^  The 
number  of  Inhabitants  was  one  Hundred  and  twelve,  ^ing 
twenty-three  more  than  at  the.  close  of  lasi  year, 

'"On  the  different  festivals,  and  during  the  Passion-season, 

dW  preserfce  of  the  Lord   was  most. sensibly  exberieaccd 

among  us.    On  Christmas-day,  a  widow,  Tabca,  and  on  the 

l^thfebVudfy^  being  our  "anniversary^  a  man,  Adan;i^  wcrei 

baptized  inti  thelteath  of  Jesus,       ^ 

'•'''"^  *t>uring 
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touring  the  winter,  three  persons  were  admitted  to  the 
Lurd*s  Supper,  two  Brethren  and  one  Sister  were  re-admltted, 
two  adults  and  three  children  were  baptized,  four  persons  ad- 
ded to  the  candidates  for  baptism,  two  re-admitted  to  the  con- 
gregation, and  four  departed  this  life  in  the  faith  of  Christ. 

As  to  externals,  the  Esquimaux  suffered  severely,  and  the 
heathen  living  in  our  neighbourhood,  still  more.  Very  few 
sciife  being  caught  last  Autumn,  the  stock  they  had  laid  in  for 
winter  consumption  was  Soon  expended,  and  we  ifrcre  under 
the  necessity  of  collecting  whatever  we  could  spare,  to  relieve 
their  wants.  Soon  after  Easter  they  dispersed,  to  go  to 
thdr  htifiting  and  fishing-places,  and  soon  caught  seals  enough 
to  supply  them  with  a.  sufficient  store  of  provisions. 

As  to  ourselves,  we  can  declare  with  thanks  to  God,  that 
we  have  been  preserved  in  peace  and  health.  Amidst  all  our 
weakness  and  many  failings,  the  Lord  approved  himself  to 
us  as  a: gracious  Saviour;  and  gave  us  to  taste  much  of  his 
presence  in  all  our  meetings.  He  also  preserved  unto  us  that 
pi^cious  jewel,  brotherly  love  and  fellowship  of  spirit. 

.  On  the  27th  of  February,  Sister  Martin  was  delivered  of  a 
healthy  hoy,  who  received  the  name  of  Christian  Lewis,  in 
holy  baptism.  Brother  Suen  Andersen  goes  from  hence  with 
the  ship,  to  serve  the  Mission  at  Hopedale";  and  Brother 
Ghristensen  will  come  from  thence  to  us.  Brother  Kmoch 
will,  if  passible,  go  this  Autumn  to  Okkak,  to  assist  our 
Brethren  there  in  their  new  building. 

We  commend  ourselves  with  our  dear  Esquimaux  congre** 
gation  to  your  continued  love  and  care.  Remember  us 
before  the  Throne  of  Grace,  and  be  assured  that  we  always 
tkink  and  pray  for  you.

slaves  of  Satan,  bound  down  by  the  chains  and  fetters  of  sin. 
|)very  day  furnished  new  subjects  for  praise  and  thanksgiving. 
As,  therefore,  our^dear  Brethren  express  their  ardent  wish 
and  hope,  that  they  may  this  year  again  hear  that  pur  dear 
Esquimaux  have  increased  in  grace,  and  in  the  knowledge  of 
their  Redeemer,  we  are  the  more  thankful,  that  we  can  with 
humble  confidence  declare  unto  them,  that  this  has  really  been 
the  case,  and  that  the  work  of  the  Holy  Ghost  in  the  hearts 
of  our  people  has  been  carried  on  without  interruption.  There 
are  indeed  some  among  themt  who  may  be  called  weak  and 
slothful,  but  yet  the  works  of  darkness  and  of  the  flesh, 
which  are  so  common  among  the  heathen,  are  held  by  them 
in  abhorrence,  and  it  is  often  astonishing  to  observe,  by  what 
means  the  Spirit  of  God  leader  them  to  more  distinct  views  of 

themselves^ 
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then^lv^s,  and  their  own  corruption;'  inspiring,  them  Tvith 
fervent  desire  to  become  the  children  of  God,and  leading  them 
to  the  cross  and  wounds  of  Jesus,  ait  the  only  cure  for  their 
sin^sick  90uls.     Our  Saviour  is  also   merciful  and  gracious 
towards  many,'  who  appear  in  a  sleepy  course,  and'Ybllaws 
them,  as  the  gdo4  Shepherd,   with  such  unwearied  patience 
and  forbearance,  that  being  at  last  delivered  from  the  power 
and  spite  of  the  enemy, '  thc*y  ^are  led  to  ejtperience  the  virtue 
of  hs  healing  blood  and  made  alive  unto  Gdd. 
-  Tou  were  last  year  ^grieved  at  the  deceitfurconduct  of  old 
Tikitfnas.  Now,  sincb  his  wicked  ^nd  secret  works  of  sin  and 
d^knessyrhave  been'Tnide  nxinifest,  and  he  fiiids  that  his  evil 
coprse  is  not  only  linprOfital^Ie  to  him,  but  likely  to  prove  the' 
means  of  destruction  to  his  sfdul  and  body,  he  begins  to  weep 
and  beg  for  patience,  and  w&have  some  hopes,  that  otir  Saviour 
will  yet  phfck.  this  old  sintier  as  a  brafnd  out  of  the  burning. 

The  more  our  baptized  become  grounded  upon  the  merits 
of  Jesus^  the  more  confident  and  unreserved  they  grow  to* 
wards  usr  by  which  we  become  better  acquainted  with  their 
wholei  course,  aiid  likewise  with  their  manner  of  ctluCcUing 
ohildrenu  i  This  proves- indeed  a  very  desirable  opportuntty  of 
leading  the  children'  to  the  knowledge  of  their  Creator  and 
Itedi^echer,  but  we  feel  ourselves  much  too  weak  to  promote 
t))ei^  being  •trained,  up  in  the  fear  of  the  Lord  in  all  things. 
:  The  education  of  their  children  is  most  miserably  ma  nagc-d  by 
the  parent^,  and  harm  must  ahnost  inevitably  ensue  from  their 
very  .habits  of  living  tc^ther.  Even  the  most  faitfiful  among 
thcparentSy  who  sinc^re^y*  desire  to  educstte  their  children  in 
the  fear  and  admonition  of  the  Lord,  cannot  keep  them  in 
proper.order,  so  as  to  prevent  seduction  to  evil-  Our  only 
€ftwff>ri  is,,  that  Jesus,' the  friend  of  children,  is  all-powerful, 
^^d  ^ill  npt  forsake  these'  little  dnt^r  hut  bless  our  poor  en- 
deavours to  direct  the  work  of  His  hands  unto  Himself. 
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la  the  last  dkyi  of  DccciuJicr,  1807,  an^r6p6aii,'^ho,  tii 
company  of  two  dthcrs,  had  spent  the  wintet  about  six  hbiirs^ 
walk  fromhence/paidus  a  visit.  We  took  occasion  to  declare' 
to  him  our  disapprobation  of  hb  conduct  to  the  Esquimkax. 
lie  promised  amendment,  and  returned  to  his  dwellmgi 

£pbralm,-who  had  been  baptized  at  Ho^dale  ntany  ytaii* 
agO|  but  afterwards  left  the  bdievers;  [ieriahed  in  a  miserable 
manner,  last  sppng. .  .He,  -with  bi^  wife*  and  two  children,' 
and  an  European,  ^iib  whoiti  they  Id^d,  hiaVing'a  wifi^ef- 
house,  about  a  lon|^4ay's  joumfey  from  hence, -were  all  bxifn^ 
to  death.  We  cannot  positively  siiy  how  this'  misfortimf 
happened,  but  weheand  that  due  wholbJboine  Hadfiallen  dowt^ 
and  that  all  the  wpod^work  y;as:bus%t.  It  isf  therefore  sup<^' 
posed  that  it  was  destroyed  by  gunpowder. 

After  the  ship  left  us  last  yeaf,  a  £imily  of  eight  periciiia 
moved  hither,  that  they  might  hear  the  word  of  God  and  be' 
converted. 

The  meetings  of  the  different  divisions  of  our  pieopleWero 
held  from  the  middle  of  November'to  ApHl,  without  inters 
ruptton,  and  diligently  attended  by  old  and  young.   This  was' 
afso  the  case  with  the  schools* '  which  were  visited  witK  ah  . 
earnest  desire  to  learn,  both  in  adults'  and  children. 

Dunng  the  last  season,  tliree  persoiis  have  been  adtoii Jtei 
to  the  Lord's  Supper;  one  rc-addnitted :  four  became  candidate  V 
six  aduhs  and  three  children  ivere  bKptiiscd,^  five'added  to 'the 
canilidates  for  baptism:^  ypung  man,  two  boys,  and  one^ 
c^ ! W,  flp[  arted  this  life.  Our  Esquimaux  congregation  con- 
sists at  present  of  twenty- three  communicants,  thirty  baptiz^ 
c<l  adults;  ^ofwhom  three  are  excluded;)  twenty'^four  bap^' 
tized  chil<(ren ;  seven  candidates  for  baptism;  (of  whom  CWOi 
a<e  excluded;)  in  all  leighty-four';  to  which  forty  ^nbapchudt* 
chiefly  children,  being  Padded,  the  burober  of  iillUlbiiiitiCs^af 
Hop^dale  is  one  buajTed  and  tw^t^  four,'  '• 

This 
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This  may  suffice^  dear  Brethren,  a8  a  swnmary  view  of 
out  proceedings  in  the  year  past.  For  particularsi  we  must 
refer  you  to  our  diary.  Wcf  doxjbt  not  but  that  our  dear 
Brethren  will  also  this  year  find  much  cause  to  join  us  both 
in  praise  and  thanksgiving  to  ourSaviour»  for  the  great  laercy 
He  has  shewn  to  us  and  our  Esquimaux  flock;  and  likewise 
in  prayer  and  supplication,  that  He  would  continue  to  bless 
the  work  Himself  has  begun  in  this  place,  giving  us  grace, 
wisdom,  and  faithfulness  to  do  that  part,  to  which  He 
has  appointed  us,  that  His  thoughts  of  peace  concerning  the 
Esquimaux  nation  may  be  fulfilled.  For  this  purpose,  we 
commend  ourselves  again  to  your  love  and  remembrismce  in 
prajrer  before  the  Throne  of  Grace.  '  We  salute  you  all  in  the 
fellowship  of  Jesus  Christ  our  common  Saviour,  and  remain 
in  the  same  covenant  of  love  and  peace,  dear  Brethren,

EXTRACT  of  the  DIARY  of  the  Missionaries  ofiheUm- 
TED  Brethren,  at  Gnadenthal,  (Bavianskloofy) 
at  the  Cape  of  Good  Hope. 


(Continuedfrompage2^^.J 

SEPTEMBER,  1807.     Both  on  the  2d  and  3d  of  this 
month,  there  was  an  unusual  storm,  with  intense  cold.  Most  • 
of  our  tr^cs  had  their  leaves  blown  oiF,  aijd  even  some  of  the  . 
cabbages,  and  other  leafy  garden  plants  were  fairly  blown  otit 
of  the  ground. 

On  the  6th,  in  the  evening,  we  had  a  blessed  celebration 
of  the  Lord*!  Sfljjper. 

Uu  lOih, 
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.  iOtb^  We  wei«  under  the  painful  necessity  of  excluding  a 
candidate  for  th«  ComAiunion  from  our  church-fellowships 
on  account  of  gross  deviations.  It  was  done  in  the  public 
mceting>  w^b  a  suitable  exhortationto  all  present.  Such  occur- 
renctt  prove^how  busy  the  enemy  of  souls  is  to  destroy,  if  pos- 
sible^  the  work  of  God.  May  thfi  Lord  grant»  that  we  may 
always  be  found  watching,  and  by  prayer,  and  the  word  of 
truth^  be  able  tq  r()»st  his  wicked  designs. 

I4tli^  All  the  higher  mountains  were  covered 'with  snow. 
The  weather  has  been  in  genenl,  throughout  the  whole 
month  of  August,  so  very  unfavourable  t^  our  garden-crop, 
that  we  have  never  before  felt  so  much  the  want  of  vegetables. 

Iniaddition  to  this  loss  by  the  chaogeableness  of  the  wea* 
dicr,  we  must  add  the  annual  increase  of  all  kinds  of  grubst 
and  other  devouring  insects,  earth-lice,  - ipoths,  caterpillars, 
grey  and  green  worms;  which  baffle  all  our  e£Forts  to  destroy 
them,  and  now  and  then  cause  us  to  fear,  that  their  devasta- 
tions will  bring  us  into  great  distress.  We  however  trust  to 
our  merciful  heavenly  Father,  that  He  will  always  grant  ua 
what  we  stand  in  need  of,  for  our  subsistence. 

23d,  A  young  Hottentot,  who  lately  has  been  added  to  thf» 
candidates  for  baptism,  came  to  one  of  the  Missionaries  and 
said,  *  Since  I  had  thq  favour  to  become  a  candidate,  I  per- 

*  ceive  that  I  am  much  worse  than  I  was  before.    Wherever 

*  I  am,  my  enemy,  sin,  is  there  too,  to  seize  me,  and  drive 

*  me  from  one  evil  thought  tp  the  other.     Sometimes  I  think 

*  that  there  is  no  help  for  me.  If  I  wish  to  pray,  and  to-com-. 
'  plain  of  my  distress  to  our  Saviour,  a  thought  arises  in  me, 

*  What  will  it  help  you  ?    God  cannot,  and  will  not  take- 

*  notice  of  j/OM;  for  He  has  greater  things  to  think  of.*  The 
missionary  encouraged  him  to  fly  confidently  with  all  his 
misery  to  Jesus,  and  not  to  attend  to  the  suggestions  of  unbe- 
lief, by  which  the  enemy  of  God  and  man,  endeavours  to  keep 
the  $oul  ensnared.  26tby 
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26th,  Wc  had  an  agreeable  visit  from  Lieut.  Col.  White, 
on  his  return  from  Bengal.  During  this  month,  several 
children  were  baptized,  and  some  Hottentots  obtained  leave  |o 
live  on  our  land. 

October  1st,  We  spoke  with  all  our  communicants,  and 
though  we  found  reason  to  admonish  some  of  them  to  ht 
jnore  watchful,  and  not  to  allow  themselves  in  things  contra^ 
ry  to  the  mind  and  rule  of  Christ,  yet  in  general,  we  were 
thankful  for  the  manifest  proofs  of  the  Lord's  mercy  towards 
them,  and  their  gro'wtth  in  grace. 

On  the  4th,  Lieut.  Col.  White  left  us,  having  spent  a  week 
with  us  to  mutual  satisfaction. 

8th,  In  the  morning,  we  received  a  letter  from  Mr.  Disandf  . 
at  Capetown,  with  the  agreeable  intelligence  of  the  arrival  of 
the  Missionaries  Kuester  and  Schmitt,  from  Europe.    We 
took  immediate   steps  to  bring  them  hither,  and  Brother 
Schwinn  set  out  for  that  purpose. 

To-day  an  aged  Brother,  Moses  Klccf,  departed  this  life  re- 
joicing. He  became  a  candidate  in  1 801 ,  and  was  baptized  by 
Brother  Rose,  in  1802.  We  can  give  him  that  testimony, 
that  having  found  peace  and  pardon  in  ^hc  blood  of  Jesus,  he 
cleaved  to  Him  as  a  reconciled  sinner.  He  was  a  man  of  few 
words,  but  whenever  he  spoke  of  the  state  of  his  soul,  andthe 
grace  bestowed  upon  him  to  those,  who  had  his  confidence, 
they  were  edified  and  instructed.  He  was  universally  beloved 
by  his  countrymen,  on  account  of  his  quiet  and  peaceable  con- 
duct. His  last  illness  was  a  pleurisy,  connected  with  fever, 
by  which  he  was  soon  rendered  incapable  of  conversation; 
but  when  asked,  whether  he  rejoiced  at  the  prospect  of  soon 
departing,  and  being  with  Christ  for  ever;  he  answered  cheer- 
fully and  distinctly  in  the  affirmative,  though,  as  to  every 
ether  subject,  he  was  quite  bereft  of  recollection. 

14tb,  A  candidate  for  baptism,  Stcens  Adams,  was  visiterf. 
Uu2  She 
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She  is  almost  blind,  and  very  infirm.  For  these  many 
years  she  has  been  a  candidate,  but  went  astray,  ttnd  by  con- 
tinually changing  her  place  of  residence,  seemed  at  last 
lo  have  lost  herself  entirely.  But  the  good  Shepherd,  Jesus 
Christ,  would  not  suffer  this  poor  strayed  sheep  to  become 
the  prey  of  the  devij;  but  used  various  means  to  bring  her. 
back,  not  only  in  permitting  that  she  grew  blind,  but  awak- 
ening her  heart  at  the  same  time,  to  a  sense  of  her  lost  con- 
dition. She  now  wept  bitterly  on  account  of  her  deviations, 
especially  that  she  had  so  often  not  only  rejected  the  grace  of- 
fered unto  her,  but  even  been  a  servant  of  Satan,  seducing 
others  to  depart  from  the  way  of  truth.  She  added,  that  she 
had  always  found  great  pleasure  in  that  wicked  work,  and 
whenever  she  had  been  reproved  on  that  account,  by  the  Mis- 
sionaries, was  quite  enraged.  But  that  she  now  felt  the 
greatest  remorse,  and  begged  that  we  would  forgive  her. 
We  assured  her  of  our  sincere  forgiveness,  but  admonished 
her  to  s^k  remission  of  sins  in  the  blood  of  Jesus, — On  an- 
other occasion  she  said,  *  That  I  am  blind, '  I  consider  as 
^  cords  of  love,  by  which  Jesus  ^raw^  and  binds  me  to  Hini- 

*  self,  and  I  am  willingly  bound,  if  but  my  poor  soul,  which 

*  He  has  redeemed,  may  belong  wholly  to  Him.  I  pray  also, 

*  that  I  may  be  baptized  into  His  death.'  She  was  made  par- 
taker of  this  favou):  on  the  15th,  when  Brother  Marsveld  bap- 
tized, and  called  her  Anna  Elizabeth. 

On  the  17th,  and  18th,  It  rained  incessantly,  and  with  such 
violence,  that  the  torrents  from  the  mountains  filled  our  gal- 
ley, broke  into  our  garden,  ^nd  destroyed  th^  labour  of  many 
days,  with  a  great  quantity  of  our  crop,  fart  of  the  gar- 
den-groqnd  of  the  Hottentots  was  aUo  torn  up,  and  iheir 
f:rop5  swept  away,  by  a  concurrence  of  streams  from  every 
quarter.  Though  we  have  taken  all  possible  pains  by  a  can- 
^  (Of^cure  ouf  grounds  against  the  violence  pf  the  torrents, 
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yet  we  bust  now  a  second  time  behold,  that  these  inundations 
exceed  our  ability  to  prevent  their  devastating  efiects,  and  all 
our  labour  both  for  ourselves  and  our  people,  is  in  vara. 
The  \cry  high  mountains  encircling  us  on  all  sides,  discharge 
such  a  quantity  of  water,  that  we  counted  to-day,  no  less 
than  twenty- one  torrents,  all  rushing  down  upon  us  from 
every  quarter,  and  on  the  19th,  we  could  not  behold  the  da- 
mage occasioned  both  to  our  and  the  Hottentots*  grounds, 
without  grief. 

In  these  aqd  the  following  days,  we  spoke  individually 
with  the  baptized,  candidates  for  baptism,  new  people  and 
children.  The  Brethren  and  Sisters  engaged  in  tliis  duty, 
made  the  following  report  ^  *  We  wish  there  were  more  among 
the  men,  who  show  that  there  is  divine  life  in  their  souls^ 
though  it  cannot  be  denied,  but  that  most  of  them  are  awak- 
ened by  the  power  of  the  Holy  Spirit,  to  seethe  necessity  of 
turning  to  our  Saviour,  for  pardon  and  salvation.  They 
iare  under  strong  convictions,  and  expressed  much  contritioi;i 
on  account  of  their  not  loving^  nor  living  to  the  Lord,  as 
they  ought.  As  to  the  women,  there  li  a  more  general  de- 
sire prevailing  to  grow  in  the  knowledge  and  grace  of  our 
'Saviour.  It  is  a  sure  proof  of  the  work  of  His  Spirit  in  their 
jBouls,  that  they  bemoan  their  deficiency  in  this  respect  most 
sincerely.  They  are  exposed  to  many  temptations,  and  some 
expressed  great  repentance  at  their  having  more  or  less  for- 
gotten their  heavenly  calling,  and  the  great  mercy  our  Sa^ 
viour  had  bestowed  upon  them;  and  followed  the  devices  of 
their  own  hearts.  Many  spoke  of  the  favour  of  having 
teachers  dwellipg  among  them,  with  much  gratitude,  and 
prayed  that  God  would  grant  them  much  success  among 
their  countrymen,  that  they  might  see  many  turn  from  their 
evil  ways,  and  e^fperience  salvation  through  the  blood  of  Jc- 
tiui,  and  that  also  the  Brethren  In  Europe,  v^ho  had  sent  (hem 

teachers. 
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tcacbert,  might  rejoice^  and  be  encouraged  to  contimie  m 
their  kindness  towards  them.' 

TTfae  baptized  children  gave  os  moch  satisfaction  by  their 
simple,  artless  dedarations.  They  confessed  their  disposition 
to  disobediencey  both  to  their  parents  and  their  teacbere;  but 
jHromhed  to  pray  our  Saviour  to  give  them  a  new  heart.  One 
of  them  being  adced;  how  she  prayed  i  answered,  ^  I  say ; 
<  Dear  Saviour!   If  lam  to  belong  to  Thee,  then  take  me 

*  rather  home  to  Thyself,  for  I  wish  to  be  safe  from  the  world, 

*  and  in  heaven  with  Thee.'  Another  answered  to  the 
question,  *  What  has  Jesus  done  for  thee?'    *  He  sufiered 

*  Himself  to  be  wounded  in  His  hands,  and  feet,  and  side.   He 

*  wore  a  crovm  of  thorns  on  His  head,  and  all  out  of  love  to 

*  me,  and  to  atone  for  my  sins.' — An  old  candidate  for  bap« 
ttsm,  Andrew  Dragoner,  said,  *  I  am  an  old  candidate,  and 

*  many  of  the  baptized  say;  why  do  you  always  remain  a 
^  candidate,  and  never  get  forward.     I  must  own,  I  was  ge* 

*  nerally  very  angry  with  them,  for  thus  upbraiding  me; 

*  but  I  now  think  otherwise.     Our  Saviour  knows  wdl  that 

*  I  am  not  worthy  to  be  baptized,  and  therefore  my  teachers 

*  may  not  grant  it.'  As  to  the  new  people,  we  heard  the  de- 
clarations of  many  of  the  men,  with  confident  hopes*  that  the 
Lord  has  thoughts  of  peace  concerning  Ihem.    Some  said, 

*  we  came  hither  to  live  to  God,  and  not  to  ourselves.  This 

*  we  promised,  both  before  Him  and  our  teachers,  but  we 

*  have  not  kept  our  word.    This  grieves  us,  and  we  beg  you 

*  to  forgive,  and  to  pray  for  us.'    Among  the  women  were 
,  tome,  who  lately  appeared  to  us  to  be  going  astray,  but  now 

show  signs  of  tiue  repentance,  and  give  good  hopes,  that 
the  labour  of  the  Holy  Ghost  in  their  hearts  is  not  in  vain. 
There  are  however  some  others  who  seem  quite  indifferent 
about  their  soul's  salvation,  and  when  such  opportunities  are 
given  them,  to  be  admonished  aud  instructed,  make  excuses^ 

and 
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and  know  how  to  keep  out  of  the  way.  One  of  the  (qrtms 
description  said:  *  I  came  to  Bavianskloof»  when  the  duce 

<  first  xBissionaries  lived  here  by  themselves*    Their  te8;tinio- 

*  ny  went  into  my  heart,  and  I  fdt  the  power  of  Jesu's  grace 

<  to  forgive  my  sins,  and  make  me  a  new  creatore.  Bot  a£» 
^  ter  the  death  of  my  husband,  I  left  you*  and  have  bdt  jaU, 

'  ■*.  returned  last  year,  and  now  I  discover  with  grief,  that  I  am 

<  ooe  of  those  who  have  trampled  upon  the  grate  of  God. 

*  O  hdp  toe  to  pray,  'that  I  may  be  again  received  in  me^y^' 
Another  said;  ^  I  went  here  as  a  child  to  school^  and  was 
'  taught  to  know  Jesus,  as  my  Creator  and  Redeemer,  but 
^  having  no  mind  to  give  my  heart  to  Him,  I  have  continued 

<  in  an  unhappy  way,  till  now,  when  I  am  growing  sickly^ 
'  I  have  a  great  dread  of  death  upon  me,  for  I  have  nothing; 

*  to  plead  as  an  excuse  for  not  olj?ying  thegospeL*    Another . 
complained  thus :  ^  I  am  indeed  come  at  last,  but  when  I 

*  wanted  to  pray  to  our  Saviour,  or  to  go  and  speak  widi  my 

*  teachers,  then  my  wicked  heart  always  pulled  me  back, 

*  and  saidi  what  do  you  go  there  foi^?  there  is  nothing  to  bt 
'  had  with  them.     Often  have  I  intended  to  leave  the  place 

*  ^ndgo  and  live  somewhere  eL>e;  but  th^n  I  was  seized  with 
^  horror;  and  it  was  as  if  some  one  had  whispered  to  me^ 
'  Who  brought  you  to  Gnadenthal  ?' 

The  26th,  was  a  day  of  rejoicing,  when  we  had  die  great 
satisfaction  to  see  our  dear  Brethren  and  Sisters,  Kuester  and 
Schmitt,  arrive  with  U5*  The  whole  family  went  in  a  wag- 
gon, about  an  hour's  drive  from  the  settlement,  to  meet  them; 
and  were  joined  by  a  great  number  of  Hottentots,  men,  wo- 
mep,  and  children^  in  waggons^  on  horseback,  and  on  foot. 
When  we  ascended  a  hill  and  looked  behind,  we  saw  the  roads 
covered  with  them.  We  soon  discovered  the  approach  of 
our  travellers,  and  on  meeting,  wept  for  joy.  It  was  a  sight 
truly  a£Fectin|;  to  see  the  Hottentot  congregation  placing 
'  themselvi^s

diemtelves  in  ovdttyon  the  topof  a  hill>  about  three  miles  from 
Gnadeothai,  where  the  waggons  were  obliged  to  halt.  To 
the  right  stood  the  men^  to  the  left  the  women,  and  all  begait 
of  their  own  accord,  ,to  sing  verses  of  thanksgiving  to  God, 
for  his  mercy  in  bringing  these  dear  travellers  to  their  jour- 
ney's end,  praying  for  a  blessing  upon  them  and  their 
labours.^  After  they  had  ended,  the  company  proceeded, 
and  arrived  between  two  and  three  at  Gn^denthal  In  the  eve-^ 
Bing  zil  o'clock,  all  the  inhabitants  met  in  the  church,  and 
after  adiscotirse  on  the  Text  appointed  for  the  day,  we  ofier- 
. ' ed 

*  The  followiog  more  detailed  dcscriptioo  is  given  of  this  meeting 
of  the  Mlssipnaries  with  part  of  the  Hottentot  congregation  in  sight 
of  Gnadenthal,  in  their  Journal ; 

•*The^6th  was  the  joyful  day,  when  we  awoke  with  the  ho'pe  of 
reaching  the  place  of  our  destination.  We  were  met,  about  four  hours* 
ride  from  the  settlement,  by  theBrethren  Bonatz  and  Kuehnel  with 
six  Hottentots  on  horseback.  It  is  impossible  to  describe  t lie  gladnegs 
we  felt  on  seeing  them.  The  first  entered  our  waggon,  and  the  Hot- 
teiitots  rode  on  before  us.  From  the  heights  we  saw  the  whole  road 
covcr^  with  Hottentots,  all  coming  to  meet  us,  and  as  the  different 
parties  reached  our  waggon,  they  seemed  quite  at  a  toss  how  to 
express  their  feelings,  and  prove  their  sincere,  cordial  joy  and  gra- 
titude 9t  our  arrival.  We  were  soon  surrounded  by  numbers,  all 
praising  the  Lord  for  His  mercy  in  conducting  us  safe  to  them. 
After  proceeding  about  an  hour,  we  beheld  a  new  scene;  two  wag- 
gons approached  towards  us,  in  which  were  Brothec  Kohrhammer, 
and  all  the  European  Sisters,  and  with  them  a  numerous  company 
of  Hottentot  men,  women,  and  children,  hastening  to  bid  us  wel- 
come. In  tjie  midst  of  this  host  of  i\ew  friends,  we  arrived  at  the 
top  of  the  last  hill,  overlooking  Bavianskloof,  and  on  seeing  Gna- 
dcnthal  in  the  valley  below,  (which  so  well  answers  to  its  name,  as  a 
place  where  the  Grace  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ  has  been  so  richly 
displayed),  and  finding  ourselves  already  in  the  midst  of  a  congrega- 
tion of  believers  gathered  from  among  the  heathen,  we  were  quite 
.overcome,  and  obliged  to  give  free  vent'to  our  tears.  On  the  top 
oC.the  hill  stood  a  large  company  of  school-children,  with  about  an 

hundred 
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to  tbem  and  m»  by  tlidr  safe  arrival,  pttyittg  httft  t6  Wcte  aW 
their  future  labours  among  the  Hoteentdt^>  arid  to  ctowi^tBeitt 
vritb  9iiece^^  In  the  fdtowing  days  tfc  perused  With  grieit 
ddtghty  the  many  letters  aiid  reports  received  fihom  Edr6pe» 
giving  aii  accoynt  of  our  tomgregationis  atid  nyhsiom  every* 
whes«.r  Onf  rejoicing  at  the  arrival  of  tmr  nevr  a^^istant^, ' 
reeetved  however  a  great  eheck  cirthe  i^th,  fty  a  sfuddext  anfl 
severe  attack  of  illness,  wfaicTibefel  BW>tfier  Koester.  It  w^ 
aecompanied  wiib  spasma  in  tile  svomach,  ^nd^  cdXiMt  bpA ' 
to  himself  and  us,  some  doubts,  tvhether  hemfghrAoibq 
soon  again  taken  from  us.  We  sent  immediately  to  On  TeiA- 
pie,  but  the  immdatTons  occasioned  by  the  river  SondereAd, 

bundred  more  Hottentots,  placed  in  regular  order,  the  men  aod 
boys  on  one,  and  the  vromen  and  girls  on  the  other  side  of  the  road. 
We  had  left  the  waggon  and  were  ail  on  foot,  and  as  we  approach- 
ed' this  party ,^  -mrre  wetotned  b)r  their  hegianHig  tb  sing  hyatits  ci 
praise  to* the  Loan  for  His  ntreies^ 

The  singing,  of  the  Hottentots' has  somethtag  renttfHEably  solvma; 
harmonious  and  sweet,  far  beyond  what  w«  could  ever  have  ex- 
pected. In  short,  we  must  forbear  attempting  to  gjive  an  account- 
of  what  we  felt  on  this  occasion,  but  while  we  live,  we  shal)  never 
forget  it. 

When  they  had  finished^  Bh>ther  Koehnef  tAanked  them  vtt  odr 
name,  and  the  wbola  eempany  proceeded-  down  tie*  Mtt  UMmdi 
Cnadentbal,  blessing  and  praising  G^n  aw  Saviour,  whobadtlioa" 
safely  brought  us  to  our  journey's  end.  We  arrived  bet  wean  twp 
and  three  in  the  afternoon,,  and  were^  received  by  BrotherMarsveld 
^nd  the  rest  of  the  inhabitants  with  great  joy.  During  the  who)< 
of  ourjourniesand  voyages  (Vomour  nativrland  to  this  place,  the 
Loan  bas^foeen  mostgracioi^s  tousj  ard  ye  can  truly  say,  Hirmipr* 
ciesweneeveipy  monilngn^w.  Now  may  Hw  thonght^ofpeace^v^ 
.  us,  be  accpmpHshed,  and  each  of  us  approve  himself  a^i^detnle^ 
faithful  and  diligent  servant  in  His  hoilM.  For  tbis-pulfolf  wa-'com- 
mend  ourselves  to  the  pf^yers  of  aU  our  Bietl^n  aad  f  riends«  wbm 
y^dourjoiimal,

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pfeyented  him  from  arriving  till  the  29th.  God  blesied  th^ 
ineatns  prescribed  by  him  ai^d  tl^e  patient  was  $Qop  relieved^ 
for  which  we  felt  great  thankfplness. 

In  these  days  we  spoke  with  all  our  communicantSy  previqus 
to  the  enjoyment  of  the  Lqild*s  Supper.  Old  Jacob  Akinl^ 
s^id,  by  his^interpretpr^  *  My  heart  is  with  CpP;  but  I  have 
'  lately  been  ill^  and  muph  weakened  in  body.     I  then  disco- 

*  vered  clearly,  that  ^j  ^^^  ^  ^  deceitful  thing,  but  bad  ^^ 
f  it  js,  I  will  bring  it  to  my  Saviourt  He  will  speak  to  it,  as' is 

*  profitable  fo;:  me,  and  I  long  tq  approach  to  Hi$  table,  as  ^ 

*  poor,  needy  sinner/  Frederic  \Yilliam  made  the  following 
declaration :  <  Since  I  have  learnt  to  be  silent,  for  which  % 

*  have  often  prayed  our  Saviour  to  give  me  grace,  there  is  no 
^  more  so  much  quarrelling  in  my  family.     I  now  live  at 

*  *-  home  in  peace.     Surely  in  this  world  there  is  nothing  so 

*  pleasant  as  peace.  I  now  can  truly  rejoice,  that  I  have  tho 
f  favour  to  be  a  communicant.* 

30th,  Brother  Kuester  seemed  again  pretty  well  recovered, 
to  the  great  joy  of  our  whole  family.  Four  gentlemen  firon^ 
Capetown,  paid  us  an  agreeable  visit,  and  left  us  in  the 
evening.  But  we  were  prevented  celebrating  the  Holy 
Communion  on  the  day  appointed,  on  account  of  another 
visit  of  eight  gentlemen,  and  as  j^rother  Kuester  wished  to  be 
pl-esei^t  with  us  at  the  church,  we  postponed  it  to 

November  1st,  when  one  woipan  was  spectator^  as  candi^ 
date,  and  four,  as  preparatory  to  confirmation. 

2d,  Brother  Schmidt  had  nearly  met  with  a  serious  accident, 
by  wounding  his  foot  with  a  hatchet.  By  God's  mercy,  no  ar- 
tery was  touched,  though  the  instrument  had  penetrated  deep. 

We  had  many  visitors  about  this  time.  A  man  Klaas  Bots- 
man,  with  his  v^ ife  and  three  children,  obtained  leave  to  live 
on  our  land. 

10th,  Having  discovered,  that  one  of  our  people,  Sal6me 
llalfschlag,  had  been  guilty  of  gross  immorality,  on  a  netgh- 

bourinfir 
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^tiring  plantation ;  we  were  iihder  the  painful  nebessity  of 
giving  notice  in  the  evening-meetingy  that  we  could  no  long- 
er consider  her  is  a  ifaember  of  our  congregation.  The  ex- 
hortation and  warning,  ^ith  which  her  exclusion  was  ac- 
bompanied,  seemed  to  makb  a  deep  impression  on  sdl  present. 
I2thy  Brother  Kuester,  had  another  attack  of  his  forn^er 
disot-dbTy  we  sent  therefdre  again  for  Dr.  I'eitiple,  but  the 
waters  being  but,  ht  could  not  come  to  ds.  The  Lord 
however  heard  our  prayers,  aiid  approved  Himself  as  our  best 
iPhysicIaii.  To-day,  and  the  13th,  we  were  under  great  con- 
.  'tern  on  accoiint  of  the  violence  of  the  disorder,  but  on  the 
l4th,  soihe  alleviatibd  appeared,  and  when  the  doctor  arrived 
bn  the  iStb,  he  found  tile  patient  better^  though  the  complaint 
iVas  not  4uite  femovbd  till  the  2^th.  « 

On  the  13th,  three  nien  and  three  wonien  received  hol^ 
baptishi,  and  together  ^ith  seven  dew  candidates  for  baptism, 
"Were  introduced  id  their  respective  blassei.  Their  joy  and 
thankfulness  on  this  occasion,  wds  triily  atfecting.  Mitge 
Julius  said;  *  Otir  Saviour  has  chosen  me,  a  wretched  crea- 
^  ture,  and  brought  me  to  this  place.  I  am  sick  iii  soul  and 
'  body;  but  though  t  csinnot  wsklk  without  a  crutch,  this  ap- 

*  pears  nothing  to  me,  wheii  I  consider  the  sickness  of  my 

*  soul.     I  have  how  been  admitted  among  the  candidates  for 

*  baptism,  and  am  afraid  of  nothing  so  much,  as  of  my  sin- 
'  ful,  deceitful  heart,  which  has  hitherto  dlways  beeii  strivmg; 
<  against  the  will  of  Ood.  Now  He  will  requite  more  of 
'  TQfiy  since  I  am  d  candidate.     O  pray  for  ihej  that  I  may 

*  temain  faithful  to  this  call  of  my  Savioiir.* 

22d,  David  Steenberg  came  to  dne  of  the  missionaries  and 
said:  *  I  hiust  Open  my  heart  to  yoti,  and  there  you  will  see 

*  what  you  did  not  expect.'  '  On  being  asked  what  he  meant 
by  this  expressioh,  he  answered:  <  I  scarce  dare  cbrtie  anjr 

*  *  more  to  church,  for  when  I  lit  down  among  the  people^  1 

*  feel,  as  if  I  was  the  only  condemned  sinner  among  tbem^

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*  for  I  trust  that  all  choie  sitting  arouod  me,  are  objcctt 
^  of  GodW  mere  j«  I  ofiea  iutendcd  to  get  up  and  go  away, 
^  hoping  to  find  more  rest  elsewhere,  as  I  cannot  be-^ 

*  lieve,  that  I  dare  consider  myself  as  belonging  to  a  people 

*  of  God.     3nt  the^  I  heard  Mr*  Bonatz  declare,  that  Jesus 

*  .would  once  copip  andaay  tohi&peaide;  Come  ye  blessed  of 

*  my  Father.  I  thcrcfoFC  thought  I  would  sit  still,  and  if  Jc- 
^  sus  did  r^lly  come,  h^  would  find  Steenbcrg  to  he  the  most 

*  depraved  and  wicked  man  in  the  whole  congregation.*  He 
was  adcnonished  to  be  attentive  to  these  waniings  in  his  souU 
and  to  consider  them  as  gracious  visits  from  the  Lord:  for 
that  it  must  first  b^  understood  by  us  all,  that  we  are  by  na* 
ture  perishing  sinners,  before  we  can  either  receive  or  valu^ 
the  help  of  our  Saviour.  He  went  away*  expressing  great 
thankfulness  for  the  advice  given  him. 

25th,  Three  women  were  confirmed  for  the  first  enjoy* 
fient  of  the  Holy  Communion.  On  speaking  with  our  com-- 
nmnicants  in^ese  di^y^  we  were  encouraged  by  many  prooit 
of  the  work  of  the  Holy  Spirit  in  their  souls.  Several  com-» 
plaii^  of  their  backwardness,  and  praised  our  Saviour  fbt 
his  pa^icno<^  and  long  suffering*  Jacob  Akink,  by  hisioler** 
pretev,  informed  us  of  the  dangerous  state  of  health,  in  whicK 
his  wife  viias,  and  hissojrow  on  that  account;  *  hut,'  said  he,. 
'  she  is  in  the  LoKD*shand$,  and  so  am  L     He  can  restore 

*  her,  and  make  tijtc  sick.  Ht  gives  me  resignation,  aad 
^  I  eren  forget  n(iy  concern  abcfiit  my  children,  when  I  think. 
^  of  Him,  and  of  the  happiness  of  being  with  Him  in  heaveo** 
Saul  Valentyn,  with  tears,  spoke  with  much  con^on  ot 
iHsun  worthiness,  and  added:  <  What  my  Saviour  has  done 

*  for  me,  and  is  daily  doing,  is  more  thaa  I  can  describe ;  and 
^  I  ought  always  to  bring  him  my  thanks;  but  als^l  instead-

f:oiaplaiaed»  that  somettmes  the  anxiety,  with  which  thay 
cndeavoused  to  procufedie  Jiecessaries  of  life,  disturbed  them 
in  their  attention  to  the  state  of  dteir  souls.  We  exhoitel 
sl^em  to  tnm  with  all  their  distress,  both  of  an  inward  or  out« 
yvard  aatmc^  to.  our^viour,  who  would  not  &il  to  com£ar^ 
and  help  them^  but  at  the  same  time  represented  the  neces^ 
sity  of  dibgeaoe  and  forecast,  (to  which  the  poor  .Hotten- 
tots are  not  mndi  inclined)  in  improving  their  garden^ 
grounds,  and  that,  as  they  may  sow  and  plant  ail  the  year 
found,  there  wo«ld  he  no  need  of  complaint  of  real  £uniae, 
ttnkss  it  shooU  please  Gpd  to  visit  us.  with  inmtdationi^ 
drought,  or  other  unforeseen  calamities* 

Oaeof  tho>voinen  expressed  heradf  thus;  'I  cannot  speak 
^  with  you  just  now,  for  my  heart  is  like  a  piece  of  land^ 
^  over  which  die  torments  have  burst,  and  ^covered  it  with 

*  mnd  and  rubbish,  till  the  good  grocmd  is  no  more  visible. 

*  But  I  wiU  not  rest,  till  I  have  prevailed  in  prayer  with  ouv 

*  Saviour,  to  remove  the  mass  of  sand,  and  to  discover  agaia 
«  die  good  ground  he  had  given  me,  and  when  that  is  done^ 

*  I  will  come  and  inform  you.'  She  came  sometime  afcerf 
and  spoke  in  a  very  edifying  mansier,  of  the  ntercy  the  Lord 
bad  shewn  unto  ber,  and  how  He  had  heard  her  psayera^ 
and  granted  her  ta  feel  His  peace. 

28th,  While  we  wece  preparing  to  celelHate  the  Holy 
Communion,  a  large  party  of  gentlemea  came  from  Capo^ 
town^  to, see  the  settlement,  which  obliged  us  to  postpone  ir. 
The  whole  company  attended  divine  virorship  at  church,  and 
eaypremcd  much  si^tis^Ktion.     On  (be  90th^  we  met  un- 

interruptedly 
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interhiptcd]y»  and  had  st  most  peatefitl  tai,  bles^d  participa* 
don  of  the  holy  sacrament. 

The  Brethren  Kuester  and  Schfiiltt  hai^ng  brought  witii 
ftem  a  present  of  a  piece  5f  blue  cloth^  and  a  parcel  of  old 
clothes  for  our  Hottentots,  we  began  to-day  to  distributi 
them  among  the  poorest  inhstbhants.  Many  thanksgivings 
were  offered  up  to  God  on  this  occasion,  and  to  the  kind  be-i 
nefactors,  and  we  all  beg  to  join  in  sincerest  gratkddeto  our 
dear  Brethren  and  Sisters  and  friends  in  England^  for  thii 
mark  of  their  love  towards  our  poor  people.  Of  the  many- 
fervent  expressions  of  thanks,  we  cto  onlly  quote  a  few  t 

Adam  Verdyn  seemed  quite  lost  in  astonishment  and  grati- 
tude on  receiving  his  portiortj  and  spoke  in  a  mating  man- 
ner of  his  unw6fthiness. 

Frederic  William  was  so  much  affected,  diathd  accepted  of 
his  allotment  with  trembling  hands,  and  could  not  at  firsi 
speak  for  weeping,  till  at  last,  with  faultering  voice,  he  ex- 
claimed: '  I  have  no  words,  and  my  heart  is  ready  to  break 

*  with  thanks  and  love  to  my  kind  Brethren  in  "foot  country.^ 
Philip  Moll,  having  been  abdent,  received  bis  allowance 
some  days  after,  and  said:^  '  Scarce  aftil  colne  home,  buf 

*  my  Lord  and  Saviour,  and  my  Brethren  acresi  the  great 

*  water,  come  to  meet  me  with  gifts.     O  I  ^m  not  Worhy, 

*  that  they  should  think  of  me  in  England.     May  the  Al- 

*  mighty  God  bless  them  for  it,  and  defend  their  country.* 
Lewis  Anders,  on  being  told  that  this  was  a  present  sent  him 

by  our  Brethren  and  fiends  in  England,  with  that  cordial 
wish,  that  the  Hottentots  might  give  th^ir  hearts  to  Jesus, 
took  the  gift,  trembling  with  emotion  of  heart,  and  began  to 
weep  aloud:  nor  could  he  recoyer  himself,  so  as  to  be  able  to' 
q>eak;  the  missionaries  standing  by,  were  all  so  much  af- 
fected by  it,  that  they  themselves  could  not  refrain  from  tears, 
ind  only  desired  him  to  go  homC}  and  thaodc  our  heavenly  Fa- 
ther 
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ther  for  His  mercy  towards  himi  and  to  remember  ^Iso  h^ 
Brethren  in  England  with  a  grateful  heart  in  his  prayers. 

December*  During  the  first  days  of  this  month,  we  ha4 
an  unusual  number  of  visitors,  both  from  Capetown  and  tho 
neighbourhood,  and  on  the  6th,  a  large  compatiy  attended  di-j 
vine  worship  in  pur  chapel,  after  which  three  children  re^ 
ceived  holy  baptism.  Anna  Elizabeth  Adams,  a  poor,  sick 
and  blind  woihan  was  visited  to-day.  She  said,  she  had  fre-? 
quently  attempted  to  [come  to  speak  v^ith  the  Missionaries^ 
but  found  herself  too  weak,  and  was  the  moi-e  thankful  to 
be  remembered,  adding:  <  Don't  be  under  any  concern  about 

*  me;  for  since  ^e  LoRp.has  taken  aws^y  my  eye-sight,  { 
f  am  no  more  disturbed,  by  seeing  so  many  things  which 

•  formerly  diverted  my  mind  from  Him,  and  I  become  bet-

•  tremble  to  think  how  I  have  spent  the  former  part  of  my 

<  life.     Sin  and  every  evil  work  was  my  daily  business.     O  '

f  me,  turned  my  heart,  apd  forgiven  me  my  many  transgre»- 

•  sions.^ 

9th,  As  the  harvest  now  commences,  and  both  men,  wo^ 
men  and  children  are  necessarily  employed  in  getting  it  in» 
piore  particularly  as  by  the  blessing  of  our  heavenly.  Father,  it 
promises  to  be  a  yery  good  on^  this  year,  we  discontinued  the 
4aily  schools)  morning  service,  and  meeting  for  instruction^ 
and  met  only  in  the  evenings  at  the  church.  We  were  mean- 
while occupied  in  making  otit  a  list  of  the  inhabitants  of  Gna- 
denthal,  as  required  of  late  years.  Eighty  have  died,  chief- 
ly bf  the  meazles,  and  of  most  of  them,  we  can  confidently 
hope,  that  they  have  departed  into  eternal  bliss,  relymg  oa 
|he  merits  of  our  Saviour. 

•  22nd,  Some  gentlemen  arrived  here,  who  are  appointed

Jlis  Vcyage  from  Lichtenau,  in  Greenland,  to 
COPENHAGEN)  in  the  year s  1804-5* 


XT  having  been  determined,  that  w^  should  return  to  Eu- 
rope, after  a  service  of  twenty-six  years  in  the  Greenland 
Mission,  we  waited  for  the  arrival  of  a  ship  from  Copenha- 
gen, which  set  sail  in  1803,  but  did  not  reach  Julianenhaab, 
the  colony  nearest  to  Lichtenau,  till  May  27, 1804.  We  im- 
mediately engaged  a  passage  on  board  her;  and  on  June  15, 
the  merchant,  Mr.  Moerk,  informed  us,  that  she  was  ready 
to  return,  and  the  captain,  Mr.  Burckard,  advised  us  to  go 
on  boafd  as  soon  as  possible. 

The*  \%thy  we  left  Lichtenau,  a  place  dear  to  us,  having 
served  the  Greenland  congregation  there  sixteen  years.  At 
taking  leave,  we  were  filled  with  praise  and  gratitude  towards 
•our  gracious  Lord,  for  all  the  mercy,  support,  and' favour  cx» 
perienccd  from  Him,  during  that  period,  notwithstanding  our 
numberless  mistakes  and  failings.  We  commended  the  Green- 
land Mission,  and  particularly  the  congregation  at  Lichtenau^ 
to  His  gracious  leading;  and  ourselves,  in  reference  to  our 
voyage,  to  His  kind  protection.  Bein^obliged to  set  ofF  ra- 
ther sooner  than  we  expected,  we  coulu  see  but  few  of  our 
Greenland  Brethren  and  Sisters,  most  of  them  being  gone  to 
their  providing-places  on  the  coast.  Of  the  Missionaries,  only 
Sister  Beck  was  at  home;  the  Brethren,  Beck  and  Wilder, 
being  gone  to  the  Fiorde  (bay)  to  fetch  brush-wood.  Towards 
evening  of  the  above-mentioned  day  we  arrived  at  Julianen* 
h^ab,  and  went  immediately  on  board,  where  we  were  kindly 
welcomed.  The  ship's  con^any,  besides  the  captain  aud  the 
Yy  Staatenhucky 
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crewy  consisted  of  the  crew  of  a  ship  stranded  last  yeai*  near 
Staatenhucky  and  three  sailors  belonging  to  the  colony  of  Ju- 
liauenhaabi  whose  time  of  service  was  expired ;  in  all,  of 
twenty-six  persons.  To  our  great  grief  and  disappointment 
we  learnt,  on  our  arrival  on  board,  that  we  were  likely  to  be 
detained  by  drift-ice,  which  had  lately  been  seen  in  the  neigh- 
bourhood. The  so-called  Dutch  haven,  about  two  miles  distant 
frohi  the  colony,  from  which  ships  going  from  hence  gene- 
rally take  their  final  departure,  was  blocked  up  with  ice.  This 
caused  us  great  uneasiness,  but  we  were  obliged  to  submit 
with  patience.  Being  fine  weather,  we  went  on  shore  every 
day,  and  walked  about  in  the  neighbourhood.  Both  the  cap- 
tain and  ship's  company  showed  us  great  kindness,  and  wlier 
on  shore,  Mr.  Moerk,  the  merchant,  invited  us  to  his  table,' 
and  entertained  us  courteously.  Meanwhile,  our  long  stay 
on  board,  among  a  set  of  rough  men,  who  were  without  em 
ployment,  became  tedious  and  unplea^^anx,  and  we  int^eated 
the  L*ord  fervently  to  help  us  to  prosecute  our  voyage. 

July  13,  we  heard,  that  two  ships,  destined  for  Frede- 
rickshaab  and  Godhaab,  were  safely  arrived  from  Deamark. 
Towards  evening,  the  new  assistant,  Mr.  Monrad,  arrived  at 
Julianenhaab,  and  was  welcomed  with  the  firing  of  several 
gvns. 

After  lying  near  four  weeks  in  this  harbour,  on  the  14th 
of  July,  towards  noon,  we  weighed  anchor,  and  the  ship 
was  towfd  out  by  women's  boats,  in  order  to  reach  Dutch 
harbour ;  but,  for  want  of  wind,  we  were  obliged  to  come 
again  to  an  aflchor,  about  a  mile  from  the  colony.  The  16th 
we  proceeded  only  a  few  miles,  and  were  obliged  to  lie  at  an- 
chor till  the  18th,  when  we- at  last  got  into  Dutch  harbour. 
In  these  days  our  smallest  boat  was  much  damaged  by  an 
accident.  During  our  stay  in  Dutch  harbour,  the  ship's  crew 
frequently  went  to  gather  scurvy-grass  on  a  neighbourii^ 
island)  of  wUch  they  made  soup.  The  captain  and  mate  shot 

a  great 
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&  great  number  of  sea  gulls  on  cbe  dijmmmg  rocks,- which  zU 
forded  us  several  good  meals.  The  Missionary  of  the  co« 
lony,  Mr.  Kunsen,  and  other  gentlemen  of  the  &ctory,  visited 
us  several  times*  Our  cargo  consisted  of  seVen  hundred  bar- 
rels of  blubber,  but  skins  could  not  be  taken  on  board,  on 
account  of  the  number  of  rats  with  which  the  vessel  swarmed. 
Whenever  the  weather  would  permit,  we  went  on  shore,  and 
climbed  the  high  rocks  surrounding  the  harbour,  to  see  wh&» 
ther  the  ice  was  parting  and  driving  off,  that  we  might  pro- 
ceed, but  it  appeared  immoveable.  Dtfring  the  whole  sum^^ 
m'er  the  wind  was  southerly;  which  drove  the  ice  constantly 
towards  the  shore.  It  happened,  indeed,  once  or  twic^,  that 
a  brisk  north-wind  sprung  up,  and  made  an  opening ;  but 
toon  after,  the  wind  shifting  to  the  south-west,  it  was  driven 
nearer  the  land  than  before.  We  daily  sighed  unto  the  Lord, 
that  if  it  was  His  gracious  will,  the  way  might  soon  be  cleared 
for  us:  for  the  time  hung  heavy  on  our  hands  for  want  of 
employment,  and  we  saw  and  heard  nothing  on  board,  eidier 
profitable  or  edifying. 

After  being  tilready  nine  weeks  on  board,  on  thd  22d  of 
August,  Mn  Kleist  brought  a  letter  to  our  captain  from  the 
Missionary  atjulianenhaab,  informing  him,  that  in  the  neigh* 
bourhood  of  Nunarsuit,  according  to  the  Greenlanders'  ac- 
count, there  v?as  no  more  ice.  This  was  confirmed  by  the 
beaA'er  of  the  said  letter.  The  captain  therefore  resolved  to 
leave  the  harbour  and  put  to  sea,  for  which  the  necessary 
preparations  were  immediately  made,  and  the  anchor  weigh- 
ed. The  wind  being  unfavourable,  the  ship  was  warped  out. 
As  soon  as  we  were  fairly  out,  we  set  sail,  but  had  nearly 
struck  upon  an  island  to  the  left.  The  wind  was  S.  £.  and 
very  high;  it  rained  heavily,  and  there  was  still  much  ice  to 
be  seen  at  sea.  We  expressed,  indeed,  our  own  doubts,  with 
respect  to  leaving  the  harbour  under  such  unfavotfraUe  ap« 
Yy2  pearanceti 
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pearances,  but  the  cap^in's  answer  was,  **  that  at  least  an 
**  attempt  ought  to  be  made.''  The  vessel  being  tossed  about 
exceedingly,  we  were  both  confined  to  our  beds.  During 
the  night  wecot)stantly  sailed  between  huge  fields  of  ice,  and, 
according  to  the  captain's  report,  were  only  eight  miles  from 
the  harbour  where  we  had  lain  so  long. 

Aug.  23d,  we  bad  little  wind,  consequently  made  scarcely 
any  way.  In  the  afternoon  we  ran  foul  of  a  piece  of  ice,  by 
which  the  fore  part  of  the  vesstf  received  some  injury,  which, 
however,  was  soon  repaired.  The  sea  was  very  rough,  and 
the  ice  surrounding  the  ship  rose  sometimes  to  a  great  height, 
with  a  roaring  noise.  In  the  evening,  several  large  pieces  of 
ice  were  fastened  with  grappling  irons  as  fenders  to  the  ship's 
side;  and  thus  that  night,  and  the  next  day,  the  24th,  we 
ioi*ccd  our  way  through  the  floating  ice.  The  day  follow- 
ing it  was  nearly  calm,  when  we  made  but  little  way.  See- 
ing in  the  evening  a  great  quantity  of  ice  around  us,  we  could 
not  refrain  from  expressing  our  anxiety,  expecting  to  be  ex-> 
posed  to  great  danger^  as  the  rising  wind  threatened  a  storm. 
We  asked  the  captain,  whether  it  was  not  possililc  to  run  back 
into  our  former  anchoring-place.  He  answered,  that  we 
were  already  too  far  distant,  and  the  wind  unfavourable.  In- 
deed he  himself  wished  to  try  to  reach  some  harbour  farther 
to  the  north,  but  was  obliged  to  give  up  that  project,  as  no 
Greenlander  was  present  to  direct  him,  and  the  quantity  of 
ice  was  Another  impediment.  We  could  therefore  do  no- 
thing, under  these  precarious  circumstances,  but  earnestly 
commend  ourselves  to  the  preservation  of  our  Almighty  Lord 
arid  Saviour. 

On'tjie  25th  of  August  early,  a  storm  arose  from  the  south- 
west, which  drove  the  ice-mountains  close  to  pur  ship.  The 
scene  was  awful  and  horrible,  and  we  expected  every  moment 
that  the  «i)ip  wotjld  be  crushed  to  pieces.     We  earnestly  in« 
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treated  the  Lord  to  have  mercy  on  us,  and  to  support  and 
preserve  us;  but  were  at  the  same  time  resigned  to  His  holy 
will.  The  ship,  with  close-reefed  sails,  drove  through  the 
numerous  pieces  of  ice  before  the  wind,  till  she  struck  "upon 
a  small  rock,  from  which,  however i  she  got  oflF,  without  re- 
ceiving any  damage.  But  soon  after,  she  struck  with  her 
bows  with  such  force  against  a  large  field  of  ice»  that  several 
planks  started  at  once,  and  the  water  rushed  rapidly  into  her. 
The  captain  immediately  jumped  into  the  small  boat,  with  part 
of  the  crew,  and  having  placed  them  on  a  large  field  of  ice,  he 
returned  for  another  party.  The  rest  were  employed  in  un- 
loosing the  large  boat,  in  order  to  save  themselves;  for  the 
ship  was  filling  fast  with  water,  and  perceptibly  going  down 
on  her  starboard  side,  till  by  the  lime  the  boat  was  hoisted  out, 
X)nly  the  larboard  gunwale  appeared  above  water.  The  cap- 
tain and  all  the  sailors  having  left  the  ship,  I  and  my  wife  were 
left  alone,  above  our  knees  in  water,  holding"  fast  by  the 
shrouds.  At  last,  Capt.  Kiar,  whose  ship,  as  ab(^ve  mentionec], 
was  stranded  last  ,year  near  Staatenhuck,  came  to  our  assist- 
ance, saying;  "  These  good  people  I  cannot  possibly  forsake.'* 
He  then  assisted  us  to  get  into  the  boat,  and  ordered  the  sai- 
lors to  secure  our  hammock  and  bed,  which,  having  been 
brought  on  deck,  was  now  swimming  in  the  water.  O  how 
thankful  were  we  unto  God  our  Saviour,  and  to  this  worthy 
man,  for  delivering  us  from  a^anger  so  imminent,  for  in  a 
few  moments  we  must  have  been  overwhelmed ! 

Altliough  we  were  obliged  to  leave  ^U  our  things  behind, 
we  were  glad  and  thankful  that  the  boats  were  preserved^ 
by  means  of  which  we  hoped  soon  to  get  on  shore.  We  had 
in  the  two  boats  several  tons  of  ship-biscuit  and  butter,  sonie 
coffee  and  sugar,  a  kettle,  and  a  pan  for  roasting  coffee,  which 
had  been  immediately  secured,  when  the  ship  struck.  The 
captain  and  crew  had  likewise  many  of  their  own  things  in 

the 
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the  boats ;  and  in  the  captain's  trunk  were  ill  the  letters,  as 
well  from  the  three  settlements  of  the  Brethren,  as  from  all 
the  southernmost  colonies  in  Greenland.     We  now  left  the 
wreck,  being  about  twenty-eight  miles  distant  from  Lichtc* 
nau,  in  the  neighbourhood  of  Nunarsuit,  and  about  a  league 
from  the  land,  and  made  towards  the  shore.     Our  boat  was 
heavily  laden  with  men   and  baggage,    and    had  already, 
when  lowered  from  the  ship,  taken  in  much  water.    The 
wind  was  so  high,  that  the  sea  broke  over  us  continually. 
The  steersman  fearing  that  the  boat  would  sink,  we  were 
obliged  to  make  for  the  nearest  rock,  or  small  island,  and 
landed  upon  the  first  we  could  reach.   It  proved  to  be  a  rough, 
pointed,  and  naked  rock,  upon  which,  however,  at  a  consi* 
derable  height,  we  found  a  small  spot,  covered  with  low  grass. 
We  might  conclude,  from  the  many  excavations  in  the  rock, 
that  the  sea,  in  stormy  weather,  lieats  high  against  it.    The 
captain,  who  was  in  the  smaller  boat,  would  gladly  have 
sought  out  a  better  landing-place;  'but  as  he  wished  to  be 
with  his  people,  he  came  to  us.     We  now  endeavoured  to 
land  the  provisions  saved  from  the  wreck,  but  the  waves  beat 
frightfully  against  the  rock,  and  tossed  the  great  boat,  with 
her  lading,  up  and  down,  till  the  rope,  with  which  she  was 
fastened  giving  way,  she  was  hurried  put  to  sea.    Imme- 
diately eight  men  leaped  into  the  small  boat,  in  order  to  get 
hold  of  the  larger,  and  having  reached  it,  four  men  went  on 
board.     They  now  laboured  with  all  their  might,  but  the 
storm,  which  made  the  waves  rise  in  the  air  like  smoke,  baf- 
fled all  their  efforts  to  regain  the  landing-place,  and  they  were 
driven  to  the  other  side  amongst  heaps  of  ice,  among  which 
the  foaming  waves  broke  with  great  fury,  and  we  now  beheld 
with  horror  how  both  our  boats  were  crushed  to  pieces;  nor 
did  we  entertain  the  smallest  doubt  but  that  all  the  eight  sai- 
lors bad  perished,  as  it  appeared  impossible  that  they  could 
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get  over  the  ice  to  shore*  the  waves  rising  no  excetdttigly 
high.  All  our  hopes  now  vanished,  as  to  a  possibility  of  our 
being  saved,  and  the  whole  company  began  to  cry  and  weep 
aloud,  seeing  no  other  prospect  but  that  of  miserably  perish** 
ing  with  hunger  on  this  naked  rock.  In^  the  evening,  during 
a  very  heavy  rain^  which  had  continued  the  whole  day,  we 
lay  down  to  rest,  close  together,  without  tent  or  covering. 
We  were  wet  through  and  through,  and  lay,  as  it  were,  in 
a  pool  of  water;  foi,  besides  the  heavy  and  incessant  rain, 
the  water  flowed  in  streams  from  the  summit  of  the  rock, 
upon  •ur  resting-place.  I  and  my  wife  commended  ourselves 
and  our  fellow-suflFerers,  in  these  awful  circumstances,  to  the 
compassion  and  help  of  our  Lord  and  only  Saviour,  and  were^ 
ibr  our  part,  resigned  to  His  gracious  wilL  He  likewiso 
granted  us  to  feel  His  CQjnfort  and  peace  in  our  souls  in  the 
midst  of  tribulation. . 

Aug.  26,  we  saw  three  men  walking  on  the  shore,  oppor 
site  to  the  spot  where  the  boats  were  wrecked  die  day  before; 
and  concluded,  that  these  three  had  been  saved,  and  the 
other  five  perished.  As  a  signal  that  they  had  reached  land, 
they  erected  the  only  oar  they  had  saved,  and  tied  a  hand- 
kerchief  to  it. 

During  the  distress  we  all  were  in,  many  of  the  ship's 
crew, -even  those  who  before  were  most  noted  for  profietno 
language,  now  uttered  expressions,  from  which  it  might  be 
concluded,  that  they  began  to  reflect  on  the  state  of  their 
SQuls.  The  captain  said :  **  God  has,  by  this  accident,  brought 
**  me  to  serious  reflections ;  for  when  a  man  is  young,  and 
^*  every  thing  goes  on  prosperously,  be  is  inclined  to  be  care* 
**  less  and  live  at  random."  With  respect  to  those  five  men 
of  whom  we  thought  that  they  were  lost  with  the  boats,  we 
heard  their  companions  make  the  following  remark :  **  They 
*^  are  now  appearing  bfBfore  their  God  and  Judge,  and  we 

have 
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'^  have  soon  to  e:m)ect  the  same  siunmons ;  O  that  our  com- 
«  rades  might  obtain  a  favourable  sentence!"  A  young  ma* 
riner>  twenty-one  years  of  age,  was  heard  repeatedly,  wkh 
great  earnestness,  to  cry  out,  in  the  words  of  an, ancient  hymn: 

0  God,  far  JestCs  sake,  I  pray ,  save^ie  in  this  my  dying  day. 

1  assured  him,  that  if  he  took  refuge  to  our  Saviour,  He  would 
certainly  attend  to  his  prayer,  and  have  mercy  upon  him. 

It  continued  raining  heavily  day  and  night,  but  though  we 
were  thereby  continually  kept  soaking  wet,  we  were  supplied 
with  fresh  water,  which  settled  in  holes,  and  was  of  great 
use  to  us*  August  27th,  both  the  captains,  their  mates,  and 
the  greatest  part  of  the  sailors,  got  ready  to  try  to  gain  the 
shore,  by  walking  across  the  ice.  In  doing  this,  they  were 
obliged  to  leap  from  one  piece  to  the  other,  and  he  that  first 
got  firm  footing  cast  a  leather  thong  to  the  next,  and  helped 
him  over ;  and  likewise  when  the  flakes  of  ice  happened  to 
1>e  at  too  great  a  distance,  they  cast  out  the  thong  with  a 
book,  and  drew  them  nearer  together,  which  was  a  very  dan- 
gerous business,  as  they  might  easily  have  fallen  in  between 
the  openings.  Before  they  [left,  us,  they"  took  leave  with 
tears,  not  knowing  whether  they  should  ever  see  us  again* 
And  we  likewise  with  tears  earnestly  besought  them,  should 
they  succeed  in  getting  to  the  Greenlanders,  to  send  off  a 
boat,  that  we  also  mighjt  be  saved;  which  they  faithfully 
promised  to  do.  We  would  willingly  have  ventured  to  go 
along  with  tliem,  but  having  been  without  a  morsel  of  food 
now  for  two  days,  we  knew  we  were  not  able  to  bear  the  fa- 
tigue of  leaping  from  one  ice-field  to  another,  and  climbing 
over  high  rocks  for  two  days  together,  but  that  we  should 
certainly  have  perished  by  the  way.  We  were  now  alone  on 
the  rock,  with  the  ship's  cook,  who  likewise  was  not  able  to 
follow  them,  being  afflicted  with  hoils  on  his  arms  and  legs. 
There  was  besides,  on  an  adjoining  rock,  two  men  left  behind, 
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who  came  over  the  ice  several  times  to  see  vt$^'  Thca#-iMii 
atteidpted  every  day  to  get  to  another  larger  rock>  and  to^vtr^ 
take  their  comrades,  hot  coold  not  effect  it,  till  on  the  seventfi 
day )  and  but  an  hour  before  the  Greenlanders  came  to  tis*  - 

In  this  dreadful  sttnation,  our  only  hope  and  trust  wasici 
the  Lordi  our  Almighty  Saviotir.  We  fcU  comfort  in  firmly 
believing,  that  He  watches  over  His  children,  and  that,  witboilt 
His  will,  nor  a,  hair  of  their  heads  shall  feU  to  the  j^oimd. 
Whenever  the  sun  shoiie>  we  were  employefl  in  drying  the 
few  things  we  had  saved  from  the  wreck  ^  trat  we  were  at 
hist  so  enfeebled  by  hunger,  that  we  were  scarcely  aUe  to  do 
even  that,  having  nothing  to  support  life  but  fresh  water,  col- 
lected in  the  chinks  and  holes  of  the  rock,  of  which  wttrpif 
now  and  then  drank  a  little.  All  day  long  we  looked  o»t  for 
.Hards  the  land,  for  Greenlanders  to  come  and  fetch  us;  btt«4tt 
it  seemed  in  vain,  we  at  last  feared  that  the  ship's  £rew  bad 
not  reached  the  shore,  but  perished  on  the  road*.  -  •« 

We  now  saw  no  other  prospect  befoie  us,  but  that  of  end^ 
ing  our  lives  oa  this  barren  rock.  The  thoughts  of  lying  here 
lanburied,  as  (bod  for  ravens  and  other  bird;S,  which  w^e 
always  hovering  arotmd  us,  and  seemed  to  vyatch  for  their 
prey,  troubled  us  for  a  short  time ;  yet  even  with  respect  tp 
that  reflection  our  Saviour  comforted  us«  and  we  soon  felt 
entirely  resigned  to  His.  will.  We  intreated  Him  to  prepare 
lit,  that  when  He  called  ns  hen€e,.we  might  ap^^sar  before  Him 
with  joy.  In  this  view,  we  sang  Verses  and  hymns,  treating 
•f  out  departure  to  the  Lord,  with  a  most  comfoi^ble  feeling 
q(  His  peace  in  our  souls. 

It  is  not  less  true  than  singular,  that  in  the  night  of  Sep- 
tember the  first,  we  both  dreamt  that  w^  were  among  our 
Brethren,  and  refiresbed  by  them  with  victuals  and  drink. 

Sept.  8,  .as  we  were  lying  down  to  rest,  my  wife,  happen- 

iag  ta  Ufthcrtelf  up,  espied  two  Greenlanders  in  their  kajaks, 
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■oitiag  tbwsrds  Wt  and  haitiiBic^  ut.  TtMn  oi  }oj  mod  jp^ 
iiMc  fiHcd  <mr  e^et,  on  seeing  bopct  of  deKvenncc  It  was 
•stfottrcnfcehkdUnobsrocciveil  new  strength,  and  we  combed 
to  the  sunmit  of  the  rock,  eadtng  widi  all  our  might  to 
the  Greeolanders,  dut  thejr  ought  know  wie  were  fdll  faei€. 
After  diey  hodaafehf  boded,  they  toU  as,  that  they  hod  been 
in  acascfc  of  as  the  whok  day,  and  at  last  concluded,  that  we 
wm  dead.  Thrf  had  widi  them  a  few  herrings  and  seal% 
iit,  also  some  flesh  of  a  wnsti  seal  they  had  canght  to-day. 
Of  the  latisr  we  coold  not  partake,  having  neither  ketde,  fira, 
nor  wted,  for  boiUi^;  but  we  ate  a  Ct¥r  berrii^  and  some 
aaaTj  fat,  haviog  now  fiuted  nine  daya.  One  of  them  was  n 
InpiinedGffeenlander,  naaaed  Jens,  heloogii^  to  the  Danish 
Mission;  and  the  other  nnbafytited,  named  fn«alef«»^ir  /^ 
they  had  nothing  bnt  their  kajaki,  and  no  boat  with  theo^ 
y$fe  intreated  diem  to  briog  a  boat  on  the  following  day,  to 
fcteh  OS  to  thehr  habitation,  which  they  promised  to  do^  if 
they  oonld  get  women  to  row;  as,  they  said,  all  the  yoong 
people  weie  gone  with  die  capttin  and  mate  to  Joltanenhaab^ 
:U>  fetch  provisions.  Wh^  they  had  left  as,  we  went  to  lesc^ 
widi  hearts  truly  thaokfitl  to  God  for  Ais  iotenriew,  trustii^ 
to  Him  fK  further  help. 

Sept.  3d,  with  longing  expectation  we  waited  for  die  boat, 
\phich  arrived  in  the  efeoing.  Besides  the  Greenlanders,  three 
bf  die  ship's  crew  came  in  her.  After  we  had  got  into  her, 
with  onr  few  remaining  thiiq^s,  and  some  beiongiog  lo  the^ 
aaHors  left  here,  they  look  u«  loa  creek,  where  they  had  some 
'boiled  seal*s  flesh,  of  which  each  of  us  got  a  small  piece, 
whfch,  after  festing  so'  long,  proved  a  delirious  moTML  Wc 
had  a  wreicb€d  lodging  at  night  in  the  open  air,  and  our  a>» 
vering  was  frozen  <{uite  stiff  in  die  morning. 

September  the  4th,  we  protceeded,  and  passed  very  high 
rocks.    The  GTeenlanders  gave  us  smoked  seafa  Imb  to  eat, 
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wKicli  we  liad  never  tatted  faefegcv  bmhMwr^  niftlad-ityOftr 
want  of  odier  food,    in  the  cnaubgi  i;»seLinne^to  the  khatJk 
wheiie  tbe;two:Greetikukbi»  hvcA'mboJiatJcmmt  totc^nmc.

The  1 9th,  in  the  afternoon,  we  came  to  a  place  where  Moadl 
saten  tentSf  bidongiitg  to  the  CfaristiaB  Qreonlandera  of  .die 
finish  Mission  at  Jidianenhaab.  With  tbem  we  lifcewisa 
found  our  Frederick,  who  left  Ljchtenau  the  preceding  months 
%ridi  a  View  4o  visit  his  relations  at  Newhemhur,  but  not  hav* 
kig  bbetf  able  tot  proceed^  on  account*  of  the  ice,  be  now  we* 
aolved  to  pursue  his  joamey  with  us. 

The  ODdi,  inr  tbe-feMiNlonv  we  came  to^  the  two  Green* 
bnddr,*  wboj  after  our  shipwreck,  had  brinight  us  finoarthe 
rbcki  Thty  ha9  nsceived  intelligence,  that  the  passage.lie^ 
r^eett  die  laid  was  clear  of  wkiter«ice;  vfotherefiMre^evU 
sol  stop,  and  die  weather  and  wind  being  faMQtaBIe^wecx* 
^ected  to  male  a  good  day's  voyage  of  it;  b«t.  on  ircacyag 
Ibe  passage  reported  to  be  dolu',  we  Ibbnd  it  blodcedup-WEitk 
%rinter4ce.  This  was  i  very  disheartening  sights  as  wcnow 
^ireie  oblig^  to  rctttrnr,  and  take  the  daageroiia-«««ne  round 
If  imarsoit,  in  the  open  and  boisterous  sea*  We  pitched  our 
teal^  a^  remaiiied  henniH  the  29d»  when  vpe  returned  to« 
^wds  the  neighbourhood  of  Nunarsuit  with  fine  weather*  la 
die  afternoon,  we  passed  the  rock  on  vfhidk  we  bid  iMely  spent 

idays  widwuibod,  and  lifted  ujp  our  bcHU  wkb  Uiaoks* 
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.  ]pving  to  the  Loid,  for  die  minciilocit  ddiferance  i«ie  e|gp4- 
lieoced  on  diat  bcoLsioa. 

A  heavy  gale  coming  on  from  die  wx^  we  et»tld  not  veo- 
toDe  CO  (Aocced;  we  dievefoie^souj^  for  a  place  to  pitch  our 
tent,  which  we  fotiad  at  htt,  between  very  high  and  ahnoit 
feipeadicdar  rocks.  llMrGreeiilandeii  climbed  19  the  roclct» 
lUiA  taw  an  aatonithing  quantity  of  ice  impeding  our  cow:ic^ 
,  which  gave  ut  great  uneasinffix. 

The  23d,  we  left  thia  dreadful  place  and  sailed  along  the 
coast,  close  in  widi  very  high  rocks;  but,  as  the  sea  was  roug^ 
and  the  waves  dashed  biriously  against  them,  we  conduded  t^ 
ateer  10  tfaeeastwarl  Fxederick*s  boat  struck  on  a  rock,  but 
came  off  without  ityury;  for  vdiich  preservation  we  rendered 
dianks  unto  God.  The  ice  saon  compelled  us  to  land  and 
pitch  our  tents;  and  the  wind  blowing  hard  from  dio north, 
we  were  obliged  to  remain  here  the  fblbwiiig  day. 

The  2Sth,  Mdi,  and  27th,  we  qaade  frnitkss  attempts  to 
precccd.  Two  Crreedbnder^  bdongfng  to  the  Damsh  Mis- 
sion at  Frederickshaab,  now  joined  us,  and  took  us  lo  their 
tents.  We  were  obliged  to  lemain  with  d^m  for  two  days^ 
and  to  put  up  widi  but  indiffinneot  quarters*  The  rain  pe* 
SMtraled  throngh  the  teat,  and  dropt  upon  our  beds.  Mean* 
while  the  boisterous  wind  drove  die  npnter-ice  nearer  towatdb 
At  knd.  The  Greenlandeis,  however,  caugh%ieveral  seak^  * 
vtUdi  were  very  wdcome,  espedally  to  Frederick's  familyt 
.who  were  in  want  of  provisions. 

The  30cb,  the  wind  abatii^  a  little,  vre  proceeded  on  our 
journey,  but  Frederick  remained  behind.  Although  the  wind 
had  driven  the  ice  towanls  the  shore,  we  made  way  tolerably 
•well,  expecting  to  nuke  a  good  day*s  voyage;  but  towards 
tfmamg,  being  at  some  distance  from^a  landing-place,  we  were 
wv;^rtaken  by  heavy  fain,  and  reached  tho  shore  thoroughly 
weL    Here  jfre  were  informed  by  two  Greenlanders^  that  the 

impectof 
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r^  Mr;  MttUeopforry  on  his  journey  to  Juli«a^ha«b, 
and  also  the  M issionary,  Mr.  Rosenveldt  of  Frederickshamby 
-had  andtedthe  precediag  cveniog^  at  a  place  two  leagues  dis- 
tant  from  htnct^  aonb  war  d ;  to  whom  i  immediatciy  sent  the 
Jettas  directed  far  them.  .  Th^  rain^.  wind,  apd'drift-ke,  pre* 
vested  us  from  proceedUig  till  the  leeond  of  June>  whan  we 
,eaiiie  to  the  place  where  both  the  said  gentlemen  and  Captaio 
Burchardt  were  encamped.     We  met  with  a  hearty  welcome, 
•ad^  as  our  passage  was  again  blocked  up  with  ice,  pitched  our 
cent.  While  we  tarried  here,  Mr*  Miihlenpfort,  the  inspector, 
ahowed  us  much  kin^kiess.    Jane  5thy  he  sent  two  Greeo- 
landers  ia  their  ka)aks  to  the  south,  to  examine  the  state  of 
the. ice  in  those  parts;  hut»  as  th^y  declared  it  impossible  to 
.p^s  through,  he  concluded^ 'with  his  company,  to  return  to 
Fried??ick9^b.     We  set  owt  that  same  evening,  and  the  said 
company  imended  to  follow  uf  the  ae^t  morning.   After  sail- 
ing tiU  towards  mi^igbt,  we  went  on  shore,  and  pitched  our 
•ipQjes,  in  order  to  take  a  Uttk  rest,  but  found  a  very  roi^ 
place  for  that  purpose. 

Oa  the  6th,  a  strong  wind  aisose,  which  prevenrcd  our  sail* 
isg  far.  The  7tfa,  towards  evening,  we  came  to  an  island, 
where  we  found  two  Greenland  tents.  We  wodd  fain  have 
jHuked  on  £ar  a  -few  hours  longer,  but  as  dae  Greenlandcvs 
>  ioferaied  us  that  the  ice  was  eyery-whcre  in  such  c^uaatf  lies, 
thai:  u/o  kajak,  much  less  a  boat,  woddLbeaUe  to  gel  througl^ 
we  were  obliged  to  remain  where  we  were.  The  faropean 
boat,  belonging  to  Frederickshaab,  wbic^  had  fatoir  icnc  to 
iiHch  scak,  lay  here  at  anchor,  not  being  aUe  taproeeed*. 

TbeSth,  inthe  forenoon,  die  ioi^^ectDr  and  Mn  Rotei^ 
iKeld  orertook  us.  As  they  pvrpotad  aiaking  a  triak  to  roack 
Frederkkshaab  to-day,  by  taking  a  groat  circuit  east»  we  a» 
solved  to  accompaiky  them.  They  hadeacouoterei  soiOa  daor 
ger  on  their  jouritey  hither,    llie  ice  tore  a  gnat  hol#  m 
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their  boat,  and  they  were  obliged  to  hasten  on  shore,  tote*  > 
pair  the  damage.  Our  little  fleet  now  consisted  of  four 
boats  and  ten  kajaks,  but  by  being  obliged  to  make  a  large 
circuity  we  did  not  arrive  at  Frederickshaab,  till  midnight. 
Here  we  were  obliged  to  remain  till  June  22d)  on  account  of 
tl^  tempestuous  state  of  the  weather,  and  lyere  kindly  treated 
by  the  iperdiant,  Mr.  Muns,  and  the  Missionary^  Mr.  Ro- 
j^velc).  Our  journey,  contrary  to  all  expectation,  tumifig 
Qi^  so  uncommonly  tedious,  and  the  provisions  we  had  taken 
fro(n  Licbtfnau  being  exhausted,  we  were  under  the  ne* 
cessi^y  to  purchase  a  new  stock  from  the  merchant  here. 
.  JoQC  17tb,  the  inspector  received  letters  from  Godhaab^ 
gCQgfMfUijQg  hkn,  that  the  European  ship^  destined  for  thzf 
j^l^KCfi  If^  ^ived,  and  with  her  two  of  our  Missionaries, 
fU^S^\  as^  l^ranich.  How  glad  should  we  have  been  to  be 
iOOVf  ^  ^c}itefifeb,  that  we  might  return  with  the  same  ship 
.tp  J4irope:  but  being  yet  at  so  great  a  distance,  we  could 
von  jyp^^ge  such  hopes.  Of  the  other  ship,  which  was  eic- 
pected  with  provisions  for  the  respective  colonies,  no  ac- 
frouAt  ha4  as  yet  been  received. 

Ttsc  S2d,in  company  with  Frederick's  boat,  we  proceeded 
on  pur  journey.  One  of  our  'female  rowers  being  taken 
ill,  we  were  obliged  to  leave  her  behind.  At  first,  all'  seemed 
to  j;o  on  prosperously, .  ^xid  y/e  got  safely  through  the  ice.  But 
we  had  .only  sailed  about  t>vo  leases,  when  we  found  the 
ice  lying  in  so  compact  ^  body^ .  that  no  open  V^ater  could  be 
3een,  and  i^  wa^  impossible  to  proceed.  We  Kad,  tberefore« 
|c^  i^o^  again,  and  pitch  our  tents.  -  The  Greenland  men, 
q£  our  party,  caught  six  seals.  The  next  morning  the  ice  . 
began  to  part^  but  the  current  was  so  rapid,  and  it  rained  so 
w;ry  fasl^  that  we  ^urst  not  venture  to  saiL  In  the  afternoon 
tjt^  piwipect  brightened ;  and  the  inspector  and  Mr.  Rose^ 

3  A  veld 
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veld  having  overtaken  us,  we  kept  company  rill  towantt 
ittidnight,  when  we  pitched  our  tents  on  an  island,  near 
an  huge  ice-mountain,  to  which  we  could  walk  across  the 
sands. 

June  24th,  we  set  off  early  in  the  morning,  and  break- 
fasted'  on  an  island  called  Tulluartolik.  On  the  nu* 
merous  small  islands  we  passed,  we  saw  thousands  of  Eider« 
birds,  which  at  this  time  of  the  year  lay  their  eggs  on  them, 
and  our  Greenlanders  gathered  a  great  number  of  the  latter; 
la  the  afternoon,  having  nearly  reached  the  end  of  the  ice* 
mountains,  we  came  to  a  place  where  the  stream  was^un'* 
commonly  rapid,  carrying  the  ice  swiftly  along.  Wc  at- 
tempted to  sail  between  two  immense  fields,  and  Frederick'a 
boat  being  a^head,  passed  through  safely.  But  when  we  fol- 
lowed, the  larger  one  to  the  left  drove  furiously  against  us^ 
and  crushed  our  boat  with  such  force,  that  great  part  of  the 
timbers  constituting  the  frame  work  were  broken  to  pieces^ 
and  the  outside  skins  rent  in  several  places.  We  all  leaped 
on  the  large  piece  of  ice,  lying  10  our  right,  and  my  wife 
got  into  the  inspectors  boat,  which  was  close  by;  but  I 
stayed  with  the  rowers,  to  take  care  of  our  things.  Mean* 
while  the  other  boats,  and  likewise  the  Greenlanders  in  their 
kajaks  left  us,  and  made  towards  an  island,  where  the  stream 
was  not  so  rapid :  the  Greenland  men,  however,  returned  in 
their  kajaks,  hauled  both  the  goods  and  the  boat  itself 
upon  the  ice,  repaired  the  broken  timbers  with  thongs,  and 
sewed  up  the  rents  as  well  as  they  could.  We  then  sailed  in 
the  broken  boat  to  the  island,  where  the  other  boats  had 
taken  shelter,  and  proceeded  thence  in  their  compiny.  We 
rendered  hum'ble  thanks  to  our  gracious  Lord,  diat  he  had 
again  delivered  us  from  such  imminent  danger.  The  next  day 
we  came  again  Ii6  a  pUce  where  the  drifted  ice  was  borne 

along 
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^ong  by  a  rapid  current,  and  we.  durst  not  venture  to  pro- 
ceed. Here  we  lay  two  days,,  after  a  fruitless  attempt  to  get . 
forward.  The  second  day,  at  evening,  the  ice  having  sepa* 
rated,  we  sailed,  and  landed  again  about  midnight.  The 
rapidity  with  which  the  drift-ice  moved  along,  was  dreadful 
to  behold,  far  more  so,  than  any  thing  we  had  seen  through* 
out  the  whole  journey.  The  inspector's  boat  narrowly  es» 
caped  being  crushed  to  pieces,  before  it  could  be  hauled  on 
shore. 

June  29th,  notwithsaoding  a  heavy  fall  of  rain,  the  in- 
spector, and  Mr.  Rosenveld,  attempted  to  make  their  way 
through  the  ice,  but  we  and  Frederick  remained  here,  till 
evening,  where  we  ventured  out,  relying  on.  the  assistance  of 
the  Lord,  by  whose  mercy  we  got  safely  through  the  most 
dangerous  places.  Tliough  we, were  obliged  to  take  a  great 
circuit,  yet>  being  calm,  we  met  with  no  obstruction,  and 
arrived  about  midnight  at  Lichtenfels.  All  the  inhabitants 
gave  us  a  most  cordial  reception,  and  with  us  praised 
God,  that  He  had  again  preserved  m  on  this  difficult 
voyage,  amidst  so  many  dangers,  an4  brought  us  safe  to 
this  place.  Here  we  met  with  the  Brethren  Fliegel  and 
Kranich,  who  had  had  a  speedy  and  safe  voyage  from  Eu- 
rope. Our  stay  here  was  from  Jime  29th  to  September  ISth, 
during  which  time  we  were  both  taken  ill  with  an  influenza^ 
rife  in  these  parts. 

Sept.  7th,  just  as  the  service  had  begun  in  thp  chapel,  the 
whole  neighbourhood  resounded  with  the  usual  joyful  accia-, 
matiout  set  up  by  the  Greenlanders ;  Amiasuit !  (the  ship ! ) 
After  the  service  was  concluded,  we  went  to  the  hills,  where 
we  had  a  view  of  the  open  sea,  and  beheld  the  ship  in  ful) 
sail,  steering  for  this  place.  We  went  directly  in  a  boat  to 
meet  her,  welcomed  the  Captain,  Mr.  Jacob  Kettelsen,  and 
3  A  2  accompapied 
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accompanied  him  into  the  harbour.  He  readily  agreed  to  take 
US,  and  Brother  Walder  from  Lichtenau,  to  Europe. 

The  ship  having  taken  in  its  lading,  on  the  13th  we  re- 
ceived notice  from  him  to  come  on  board.  '  We  had  on  thd 
preceding  day  taken  an  affectionate  leave  of  the  congre*^ 
gation  at  Lichtenfels,  and  now  put  off  in  our  boat  towards 
the  ship*  which  was  already  at  the  Fiorde,  sailing  towards 
Cofods  Harbour,  from  whence  with  a  north-wind,  she 
may  immediately  put  to  sea.  The  Greenland  assistant, 
Timothy,  accompanying  us  thus  far,  I  had  an  opportunity 
Co  write  a  short  letter  to  the  Brethren  at  Lichtenfels,  and  to 
commend  ourselves  once  more  to  their  faithful  remembrance 
and  prayers. 

The  wind  continued  favourable  the  following  days,  blow«» 
ing  a  steady  breeze;  and  on  the  sixth  day,  in  the  afternoon, 
we  reached  Staatenhuck,  the  s6uthemmost  promontory  of 
Greenland,  and  came  into  the  open  sea.  We  had  almost 
constantly  favourable  and  cold  winds,  pajscd  by  the  Ork- 
neys, and  reached  the  Cattegat,  when  the  wind  abated,  and 
we  had  got  calm  and  warm  weather.  All  of  us,  especially 
my  wife,  who  had  been  sick  during  the  whole  voyage,  began 
now  to  recover,  and  were  on  deck  the  whole  day. 

Oct.  2d,  in  the  afternoon,  a  signal  was  made  for  a  pilot  i 
and  the  next  day  at  noon,  we  sailed  with  a  moderate  breeze, 
and  early  on  the  4th,  came  to  an  anchor  at  Copenhagen. 

What  shall  we  render  unto  the  Lord,  for  all  His  bene- 
fits towards  us?  He  heard  our  prayers  in  the  day  of  trouble, 
and  preserved  us  in  the  most  imminent  dangers,  and  doringa 
succession  of  trying  circumstances.  His  holy  name  be  praised 
for  ever.

J  ANUAR Y  1  St.  Wc  entered  hrto  Ac  New  YelBr^  m  fiim 
rcKance  on  the  help  and  continued  favour  of  ourOod  lblraid» 
OS,  and  were  mtich  encouraged  by  perceiving,  in  the  cdtntx^ 
sation  of  many  who  called  c^on  us  to-day,  both  HottetKtots 
and  others,  that  the  Lord  had  granted  to  them  a  renewed 
sense  of  the  importance  of  pressing  forwSini  towands  the  mark 
of  the  prize  of  our  high  calling  in  Him.  At  tiine  waS  public 
service,  and  afterwards  the  children  met* 

On  the  3d,  we  received  a  letter  from  the  Fiscal,  Wr,  Voii 
Rhyneveldt,  in  which,  in  the  most  obligiug  manner,  we  are 
desired  by  the  GdVernor  of  this  colony,  to  form  a 'second  set- 
tlement among  the  Hottentots;  for  which  purpose*a  situ^ioUt 
called  Gruenekloof,  belonging  to  government,  is  o*ftered  to  us. 
Though  we  fo^j^  the  greatest  gratitude'to  our  beneftictors,  yi*t, 
as  we  could  not  act  in  a  taatter  of  so  mu(!h  importance  without 
consulting  our  Brethren  at  home,  under  whose  direction  we 
stand,  we  made  a  humble  represcntatit>tl  of  our  duties'in  thh 
respe^  and  requested  flic  indulgence  of  the  Ooverhor,  'for 
time  to  write  home,  aad  receive  instructions^  proArisingsooii 
to  send  two  Brethren  to  Cape-town,  to  converse  with  the 
Fiscal  on  the  subject. 

•  On  the  6th,  being  Epiphany,  we  celebrated  this  memorial- 
day  with  much  blessing.  Though  most  of  our  people  tirt 
just  now  engaged  in  getting  in  the  harvest,  yet  a  pretty  Urge 
^company  attended  at  the  chapel,  and  the  Lord  was  with  us. 
We  commended,  together  widi  our  congregatbn  of  believing 
Hottentots,  all  congregations  of  the  Brethren  gafttfc^d  fmM 
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among  the  heathen,  with  all  those  who  serve  them  In  the 
gospel,  as  well  as  the  whole  work  of  God  on  earth,  Co  HU 
favour  and  protection,  that  it  may  flourish,  and  His  people 
everywhere  increase,  both  in  number  and  grace. 

On  the  12d),  old  Jacob  Adams  sent  to  request  that  one  of 
us  might  visit  him.  When  the  Missionary  entered  his  hut» 
be  found  him  lying  on  the  bare  ground,  and  very  ill.  Being 
asked  what  we  could  do  for  him,  he  replied;  *<  My  heart 
*'  draws  me  towards  my.  Saviour,  and  I  wished  to  tell  you 
**  so.  Twice  I  attempted  to  get  to  my  teacher's  dwelling, 
*^  but  I  was  oveipowered  by  weakness  and  obliged  to  stop.** 
He  dien  spoke  in  a  moving  manner  of  the  desire  he  had  to 
depart  and  be  with  Christ. 

In  the  evening-meeting,  Aaron  Norman,  and  John  Witt* 
boy»  were  confirmed  for  the  first  enjoyment  of  the  Lord's 
Sqpper. 

On  the  13di,  we  spoke  with  all  our  communicants  indi* 
vidually.  Brother  Kuester  spoke  vnth  the  men,  and  his  wife 
with  the  women.  Their  report  is  filled  with  expressions  of 
thanks  to  our  Saviour,  for  His  grace  so  powerfully  manifest 
in  the  hearts  of  most  of  the  Hottentot  Communicants*  \ 
few  of  dieir  declaraticms  are  here  quoted :  Tobias  Hendrick 
•aid:  **  Since  die  last  conununion  I  have  done  notlung 
**  which  die  world  would  caU  sin,  hut  I  find  that  my  heart 
**  picks  up  here  and  diere  much  evil»  which  I  have  to  seek 
**  the  Lord's  mercy  and  forgiveness  for,  that  I  may  be 
^^  cleansed  from  it  and  made  fit  to  approach  to  His  table.'* 

David  Vertyn :  *^  I  was  last  night  talking  with  Brother 
**  Abiaham  of  diat  love  and  simplicity  of  faidi  which  in 
^'  die  beginning  used  to  prevail  among  us  at  Gnadentbal^ 
**  and  we  think  it  is  no  more  so  visible.  But  we  agreed,  that 
**  each  of  us  must  seek  the  blame  in  his  own  heart,  and  not 
^  IB  his.ndghbour'sy  and  if  it  is  to  be  restored  to  us^  wt 
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^  must  surrender  ounelves  anew  to  our  Saviour  wUi  tm 
•*  whole  mind." 

Jacob  Adams :  **  The  word  of  God  q;>peai«  to  flie  likes 
**  staff,  upon  which  a  poor  old  infirm  man  ltfan%  and  wkhi* 
**  out  which  he  would  fall." 

JohnVoster:  *'  On  the  last  Aiy  oftheyear»  Icooldnol 
^*  help  diinking»  all  day  long,  how  I  had  spent  die  time  past^ 
^  and  it  was  as  If  some  one  had  said  tome;  you  can  do  no- 
^*  thing  but  seek  forgiveness  with  Jesus,  for  your  many 
^^  sins  and  deviations.  I  did  so,  and  cried,  to  him  to  have 
**  mercy  on  me ;  my  heart  is  now  filled  with  his  peace,  and 
•*  I  give  myself  to  htm  anew.'* 

All  of  them  spoke  with  great  humility  of  themselves,  and 
extolled  the  mercy  and  unmerited  love  of  their  God  and  Re- 
deemer* 

On  the  15th,  we  had  a  blessed  participation  of  the  Holy 
Commutuon,  and  the  above-mentioned  persons,Norman  and 
Wittboy,  partook  of  it  for  the  first  time. 

On  the  16th,  die  Missionaries,  Kuester  and  Bonata  wentf 
by  desire  of  the  Governor,  to  view  the  place  offered  for  a  se* 
cond  settlement  at  Gruenekloof,  that  diey  might  be  able  to 
make  a  proper'  report  to  the  Elders*  Conference  of  the  Unity* 
We  prayed  fervently  to  the  Lord  to  be  with  them  on  their 
journey,  and  td  direct  all  things  according  to  His  gracious 
will  and  purposes  with  us.  Hiey  returned  on  die  31st.  They 
were  received  by  his  Excellency  die  Governor,  and  die  Fis- 
cal, Von  ftbyaeveldt,  with  great  kindness^  and  every  assistance 
was  premised,  in  case  we  could  form  an  estaUishment  on  the 
ttbove-mentioned  place.  The  Fiscal  particulariy  endeavourei 
to  impress  upon  ns  the  advantage  of  extending  our  labouas 
itmong  the  Hottentots,  and  begged  us  not  to  delay  in  availii^ 
6tindv^  4f  so  desirable  an  opportunity  of  making  those  at 
Ofbeneltoof  acquainted  vvith  die  gospel.  We  stated,  as  be- 
fore^ 
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iiHffftUf  diHyt  to«.  to  $f(rk  to  obtain  advice  from  bailie,  bat 
could  not  do  otherwise  thsin  promise  to  make  a  beginnine,an(jl 
lo  cofltuk  with  th^  MiMOnsMies  at  Gnadenthal^  on  the  subject, 
and,  if  pottiUtt  to  lOld  I ve  of  our  number  to  rp^de,  for  the 
present,  at  Gmenekloof :  reservipg  to  ourselves  the  liberty  of 
feUowing  thffdifectioB  of  ijNUPfirochrep  in  Europe,  |o  wbjch 
be  kindly  ancedod. 

Febmarylsc,  the  harvest  heiiig  nearly  completed,  the  if^ly 
aenriee  in  it^e  diapd,  ^nd  in  the  sehodlt  and  meetings  for  ia* 
stnsetion  in  cheC^ritiiaB  dgdrines,.  wens  again  brought  into 
regular  ceme. 

On  the  3d,  our  Hottentot  Chasiet,  while  at  work  in  tha 
garden,  saw  a  Fbcfl^bind  iyiag  reuod  diK  «^i|rli;i|o^m  large 
pear-tree,  making  a  grtat  noise  jmd  IUppii||;  wi^  its  wifigs, 
to  give  notice  of  a  serpent  being  in  the  tree*    On  examfi^ing 
ijke  irea,  Charii^  aoosn  db^ov^^ed  a  l^rge  serpent^  (Baum- 
scMangt,)  wbicb  h»jihot»  T^e  above-mentioned bif4Iuis  this 
peculiar  quaility,  thai  Jhe  ewi^ot  en^iire  a  serpent.    As  sp^p 
is  he  discovers  one^htf  «p^res  uo  pains  <to  destroy  it»  and  ge- 
fieraily  Jiangs  up  tb^  c«^^a^  ip  a  tree,  or  even  seeks  a  point- 
cd'braneh,  which  b^  nuis  through  its  b^dy,  and  in  that  sus- 
pended siate  frequently  piAls  off  its  skin.    But  jf  the  ^pent

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had  appeared  oF  late  to  be  rather  indilFerent  about  the  state 
of  their  souk.  One  of  them,  Mietje  Ram,  said:  "  YeSter- 
*•  day,  during  the  sermon,  it  was  as  if  some  one  had  given 
'^^  mi  a  stroke  upon  my  heart,  which  walell  me  out  of  my 
■*  sleep,  and  now  I  perceive,  that  I  do  not  love  my  Savioiir 
"as  I  ought." 

7th.  As  some  of  the  Missionaries  can  play  upon  different 
instruments^  as  they  were  sitting  in  the  cool  of  the  evening 
before  the  house,  and  playing  hymn*tuneS»  a  great  numbcfi* 
t>f  Hottentots,  both  children  and  adults,  assembled  around 
them,  and  began  to  sing  verses.  It  was  a  delightful  service, 
and  the  sound  of  the  voices  and  instruments  hstd  a  most 
charming  efibct  among  the  rocks  and  mountains. 

10th.  The  messenger,  sent  to  the  Fiscal  von  Rhyneveldt, 
returned  with  an  answer  to  our  letter,  to  this  effect:  that 
the  Governor  was  quite  satisfied  with  our  proceedings  and 
proposals,  and  that  the  necessary  documents  should  be  pre- 
pared. He  also  mentioned,  that  his  Excellency  intended  to 
pay  a  visit  to  GnadenthaL 

11th*  In  the  cvening-raecting,  we  informed  our  Hotten- 
tots, that  by  desire  of  g(>vemment  we  should  begin  a  second 
settlement  at  the  Grucnekloof,  where  a  considerable  number 
of  their  countrymen  lived,  who  were  desirous  to  hear  the 
word.of  God,  and  that  to  this  end  the  Brethren  Kohrham- 
mer  and  Schmitt,  would  go  and  reside  there  for  the  present, 
till  we  should  receive  further  directions  from  our  Brethren  in 
Europe. 

12th.  Daniel  Bina(  came  to  one  of  the  Missionaries,  and 
wept  aloud,  trembling  with  agitation.  As  he  was  supposed 
to  be  in  a  feinting  fit,  he  was  led  to  a  seat,  and  asked  what  was 
the  matter  with  hincj.  It  was  some  time  before  he  recovered 
hrmself  so  as  to  be  able  to  ispeak,  and  then  exclaimed :  '<  Ah ! 
**  1  cannot  find  words !  My  grief  and  oppression  of  nwnd  is

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MO  great  r*  The  MnteiMiiriet  encouraged  him  to  mention 
the  cause,  upon  which  be  said :  '<  I  dreamt,  sottie  days  ago, 
^  thai  on  account  of  our  disobedience  and  ingratitude  to  the 
^  Lord  and  our  teachers,  they  were  ail  going  to  be  taken 
^  away  from  ui,  and  that  it  would  happen  to  us,  as  it  did  to 
^  the  first  Christian  congregations,  when  their  candlestick 
<^  wts  removed.  Thus  the  Lord  would  remove  ours,  and 
<<  set  it  up  among  another  nation,  which-wouM  be  more  iaitb* 
*^  fill  and  obedieot.  Alas,  this  my  dream  is  now  gmng  to  be 
«<  ftilfilfed,  two  are  already  called  away,  aad  the  rest  wiB  fol^ 
«^  lo'w.  T)tu8  we  shall  be  left  without  teachers,  and  be  in 
^  a  much  more  miserable  situation  than  we  were  tn,  before 
^  they  came.  Ah  1  do  not  forsake  us  poor  Hottentots;  I  wiH 
**  pray  to  our  Saviour  diat  He  may  give  tis  hearts  more 
<<  thankful  and  obedient  This  is  most  wanttiig  in  me,  and 
^  I  repent  of  my  own  drowsiness,  and  indiflFcrenee  towards 
*^  Hitn*^  The  Missionary  sought  to  comfbrt  him,  and  to 
expUin  the  cause  of  two  Missionaries  having  this  place. 

IStlL  Brother  Kuester  prepared  his  room  to  receive  the 
^Governor,  aad  removed  lo  Sister  Roee*s  dwelling.'  But 
he  did  not  arrive  to  day:  and  on  the  14^  the  Brethren 
Kuester  and  Bonats  went  in  vain  to  meet  him.  He  had  gone 
from  the  Warm  Baths  to  Mr.  Tuenis. 

15th,  and  following  days,  we  were  oteopied  ki  drying 
peaches  for  winter  consumption.  Our  crop  has  been  hot 
small  this  year,  and  our  vinos  look  very  bad,  but  we  ar^ 
thankful  to  our  heavenly  Father  for  the  abundant  harvest  of 
corn  which  He  has  granted  to  us  and  §or  people. 

16th,  we  began  to  clear  our  canal,  which  by  the  violent 
torrents,  last  October,  had.  been  almost  enth^y  destroyed, 
the  dyke  being  burst  in  several  places.  An  English  gentle- 
man, a  botanist^  arrived  today.    He  pays  ui  an  annual  vi* 
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iil»  ^ni  m  general. returas  with  a  freih  suHpiy  of  corioua 
plants  and  seeds. 

18lb»  the  coaonmicaota  were  spoken  wHh  hy  Brofber 
Bonal2  and  bis  wWe^  previous  to  the  next  pwti^ipatioiu  As 
we  had  obserred,  thai  some  of  owr  people^  especially  usionis 
die  men,  have  lately  been  disposed  to  nncharitaM^  behaviQW 
and  disputes  aoMmg  one  another,  we  made  a  point  of  spe^tk-' 
jng  to  tbem  more  partictdaHy  on  die  subject,  showing  tfaeni 
what  a  bad  influence  k  has,  not  only  to  the  destroetion  of 
die  peace  of  society,  bnt  in  depriTing  their  own  sods  of  the 
enjoyment  of  fellowship  widi  Jesus;  as  persistiifg  in  what  isr 
so  direcdy  opposite  to  His  mind  and  commandment,  must  be 
bighly  displeasing  to  Him.  JMost  of  them  confessed  theiy 
deviations  in  this  respect,  and  said :  ^  If  we  wf  re  alwuy^  at* 
^^  tentive  to  the  voice  of  the  Holy  Spirit,  winch  we  hear  in 
^<  our  hearts,  we  should  be  p|;c8erved  from  diis  evil/'  Ons 
Sftid-*^  I  have  not  listened  to  His  voice,  bnt  radier  shnt 
^  my  ears ;  and  when  I  beard  envions  or  malickm^  remarka 
**  made  in  company,  I  have  not  been  behind  in  adding  to 
^  them.  I  havcy  indeed,  sometimes  felt  a  severe  check  m 
^  my  conscience,  but  yet  proceeded  in  eviUspeaking,  that  I 
^  might  not  displease  the  company.  But  I  am  now  cent 
'<  vinced,  that  I  havenot  known  my  own  depraved  heart,  and 
^  diat  I  amthe  worst  of  all.  laaooni  over  it,  and  pray  thf 
**  Lord  to  deliver  me  from  that  sin.'' 

John  Moll,  who  on  account  of  quarrils  with  otbets,  ttti 
dissatisfaction  of  mind,  had  ncidier  gone  to  the  lacmneot, 
nor  come  to  see  us  for  above  half  a  year,  wtfs  setioosly  but 
kindly  admonished  to  consider  the  barm  he  was  doiag  to  hie 
own  soul.  He  seemed  troly  broken  and  contrite  inhe«rt^ 
9jnd  with  tears  bemoaned  his  back-slidtngs»  adding,  thai  bf  ^ 
{rayed  to  ^nir  Saviour  to  b^  him>  aoA  gmd  him  Hii  miod, 
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that  he  might  walk  worthy  of  the  gospel.     Others  made  the 
same  declarations. 

Old  Isaac  Wittboy  being  asked,  whether  he  lived  in  peace 
with  his  neighbour,  complained  of  the  noise  and  disobedience 
of  their  children,  who  would  not  liear  and  obey  the  admoni- 
tions of  old  men.  He  added:  **  This  sometimes  makes  me 
**  very  angry;  but  when,  as  an  old  m^n,  I  consider  my  own 
<*  disobedience  to  our  Saviour  and  my  teachers,  I  am 
**  ashamed  of  my  impatience  with  others." 

About  four  in  the  afternoon,  a  man  on  horseback  arrived: 
here,  to  inform  us,  that  his  Excellency  the  Governor,  with 
two  travelling  compahions,  would  sood  arrive,  meaning  to. 
stay  with  us  over  night.  We  had  scarce  prepared  to  receive 
him,  when  he,  with  Lord  Blaney,  and  a  general  of  infantry,, 
whose  name  we  did  not  learn,  arrived  with  us.  After  taking 
some  refreshment,  the  Brethrea  Kuester  and  Bonatz  accom-^ 
panied  them  through  the  $ettlement.  TheGovernor  made  many 
inquirFes  concerning  our  regulations  and  missionary-service. 
Meanwhile  the  school-children  met,  and  on  his  return  hav*^ 
ing  placed,  themselves  before  bis  window,  welcomed  him 
with  the  singing  of  some  verses,  which  seemed  to  afford  him 
much  pleasure.  He  expressed  his  surprise  at  the  sweet  and 
musical  voices  of  these  poor  Hottentot  children.  .  When  they 
had' withdrawn,  a  considerable  party  of  our  ipen  approached 
him,  and  one  of  them,  Adam  Verdyn,  a  Hottentot  of  much, 
native  civility,  and  great  modesty  in  his  deportment,  stepped 
foi*ward  and  addressed  his  Excellency  in  a  short  speech,  ex- 
pressive of  joy  at  his  safe  passage  across  the  great  waters, 
and  his  condescension  in  visiting  Gnadenthal,  and  of  the  fer- 
vent prayers  of  the  Hottentot  congregation,  that  God  would 
bless  him,  and  grant  us  to  lead  under  him  a  quiet  and  peace- 
able  life  ih  all  godliness  and  hoilesty,  and  to  be  faithful  and 
4n>edieat  subjects  to  the  English  government.  The  Go- 
vernor 
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Ycrnor  thanked  the  Hottentots^  and  assured  them  of  the 
continuance  of  his  favor  and  protection. 

He  spoke  much  with  us  about  Gruenekloof^  desired  us  to 
mention  any  thing  we  wished  to  be  done  to  furtherthe  mis- 
sion, and  the  second  settlement  in  particular.  In  the  evening 
they  all  went  to  churchy  and  took  leave  in  the  morning  of 
the  19ch9  when  the  Governor  repeated  his  kind  expressions 
of  friendship  and  favour  toward  our  undertaking.  We  were 
thankful  for  his  visit,  and  to  have  become  acquainted  with 
Him.     Brother  Bonatz  accompanied  him  to  our  frontier. 

20th,  we  were  prevented  celebrating  the  Holy  Comma* 
nion,  by  a  large  party  of  visitors  from  Stellenbosch. 

-  2 1st,  we  had  a  separate  meeting  with  the  excluded  people, 
who  yet  are  permitted  to  live  in  the'  Settlemeilt.  All,  who 
were  at  home,  ^2  in  number,  attended.  It  was  an  aflPecting 
sight,  to  see  these  poor  straying  sheep  together,  and  to  ob- 
serve the  many  sighs  and  tears,  with  which  they  bemoaned 
their  transgressions.  We  could  not  but  believe,  that  their 
faithful  and  compassionate  Saviour  looked  upon  them  in 
mercy,  as  the  good  Shepherd,  who  seeks  his  lost  sheep  in  the 
wilderness,  and  y/t  trust  that  he  will  lay  his  blessing  upon  this 
new  regulation.  We  have  begun  this  meeting,  with  a  view 
to  show,  that  we  have  by  no  means  cast  them  oflF,  but  de- 
sire to  see  them  return ;  especially  as  we  have  perceived  that 
several  of  them  have  become  timid,  and  always  seemed  to 
avoid  us.  * 

-  After  it  was  over,  several  of  the  men  came  to  thank  us. 
One  jof  them  said :  ^^  I  have  frequently  had  a  wish,  tliat 
*'  there  might  be  such  a  meeting.  Now  I  perceive  that  our

He  judged  rij^  indeed,  when  he  s^ys  that  we  take 
the  nearest  share  in  the  affliction  of  our, Brethren  in  Ja- 
maioiy  on  account  of  the  loss  of  this  dear  servant  of  the 
JLord.  Brother  Joseph  Jackson  was  born  in  Jamaica^  where 
hie  father  was  eng^^ed  in  the  Mission  of  the  Brethren 
among  the  negroes,  ^nd  came  with  bis  mother  to  England^ 
when  very  youog.  He  received  his  education,  first  at  Fulnec^ 
in  Yorkdurei  andafterwards  prosecuted  his  studies  at  the  CoU 
le^  of  the  Brethren,  in  Sayony,  After  his  return  to  £ng* 
landf  tbe  Lord  having  given  him  a  sincere  deske  to  serve 
Him  in  Hk  church,  he  approved  himself  a  faithful  and  dili^ 
gent  instrtpctor  of  die  yoong  people  in  o«r  tchdolsy  vt^ho  stiU 
retain  a  grateful  remembrance  of  die  affec^onate  manner 
ki  which  he  led  them,  not  only  to  the  acquisition  of  literarjr 
attainments^  bol  to  the  knoiArledge  of  dieir  Savioi<r»  4ndthc 
truths  itnmaled  in  His  word.  He  was  appointed  tesistaat  Mi^ 
nist^rifi  London,  in  \19ik;  ai)din  1780  received  a  callt^ 
itrvt  iht  Mission  of  the  Brethren  in  his  nadve  j4and»  of 
which  he  accepted  with  great  humility^  but  in  reliance  on 
the  help  of  the  Lord,  it  was  hi«  earnest  desire  lo  be  made 
Jnstruntenta)  in  caUitig  the  poor  heathen  from  darkt^esa 
to  light,  and  to  an  ac^aintanoe  with  their  God  and 
Sationr ;  nor  was  h6  left  whfaout  seals  to  bis  ministry.

He  ws|d  satisfied  to  bs  txsed  as  a  hhour^r  in  a  less 
fruitful  part  of  the  Lord's  vineyard,  droiigh  his  sisperiot  at«> 
tainments  seemed  to  endde  him  to  a  sitpadon  of  more  seem-» 
(ng  importance,  for  he  had  the  same  persua^on»  which  hi- 
therto, by  the  Lord's  blessing,  has  been  tbe  chief  means  of 
iQ  9  J  encouragement 
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encouragement  to  the  Brcthrcns*  Nfissionariet  every  where, 
«*  that  to  gaiti  ONE  soul  for  Christ  is  worth  all  the  pains, 
**  energies,  and  exertions  <jf  any  man's  life."    In  his  letters 
io  his  friends,  he  always  accompanied  his  report  of  the  work 
committed  to  him  with  humble  expressions  of  his  own  un^ 
worthiness  to  be  employed  as  an  ambassador  for  Christ,  to 
invite  sinners  to  be  reconciled  to  God.     HisVecal  to  Eng- 
land was  not  in  consequence  of  any  impatience  on  hb  parr» 
but  owing  to  the  convictioa,  that  the^gifts  imparted  to  him  - 
by  the  Lord  were  such  as  more  particularly  fitted  him  for 
the  labour  at  home,  where  his  services  were  much  wanted. 
He  had  a  natural  mildness    of  behaviour  and  a  dispo* 
sition  to  serve  and  do   good,  which  endeared  him   to  all 
with  whom  be  wu  connected.    Among  odier  attainments, 
be  had  likewise  acquired  great  skill  in  music,  having  taken 
advantage  of  the  good  instructions  in  that  useful'  science 
given  in  the  College  of  the  Brethren.     He  abhorred  its  abuse 
in  the  world,  but  delighted  in  singing  the  praises  of  the 
Lord  in  the  congregation  of  Christ,  and  tu  raising  sweet  har- 
monies to  the  glory  of  his  Saviour,  by  which  he  has  often 
delighted  and  edified  tliofe  who  heard  him.    As  a  husband 
and  father  of  a  family,  hd  approved  himself  as  one  who 
made  the  word  of  God  the  rule  of  his  conduct,  and  as  a 
most  affectionate  and  faithful  friend  and  adviser. 
-   The  loss  of  such  a  roan  may  well  be  deplored,  and  will 
be  felt  in  ^  variety  of  bearings.     May  the  Lord  grant  to  all 
of  us,  and  espectBlly  to;his  xlear  reladves,  true  resignation 
to  His  will,  and  the  comforts  of  His  peace,  and  Himself 
K#al  the  wound  He  has  inflicted.

the  present  calamitous  state  of  the  w6'rld  we  feel  our- 
selves as  is  were  cut  off*  from  all  our  congregations  in  Eo- 
rope^  and  have  not  received  a  single  letter  from  the  Brethren 
of  the  Elder's  Conference  of  tlic  Unity  for  above  a  year. 
y^e  must  be  satisfied  to  experience  die  samerinconvenience 
with  many  other  settlement^  of  thp  Br^thren^  aind  ought  to 
be  very  thankful,  that  we  are  yet  spared,  while  they  and  their 
neighbour  are  suffering  the.greatest  hardships  and  distress* 
Hitherto  we  have  enjoyed  rest  and  *peace,  and  ardently 
hope  that  we  shall  not  get  into  a  war  with  England. 

I  have  to  mention  to  you  to  day,  that  it  has  pleased  the 
Lord  to  call  home  to  Himself,  after  a.  short  illness,  His 
aged  and  venerable  servant,  Brother  David  2^isberger,  on 
the  17th  of  November,  1808,  at  Goshen,  on  the  Mus- 
kingum, in  the  eighty-eighth  year  of  his  age,  after  a 
service  of  upwards  of  60  years,  in  the'  Brethren's  Mission 
among  the  North  American  Indians." 

As  we  may  hope  that  a  narrative  of  the  remarkable  life  of 
this  eminent  servant  of  God,  will  be  published  hereafter,  and 
the  History  of  the  Brethren's  Missions  zanoxig  the  Indians  in 
North  America,  furnishes  a  full  account  of  a  great  part  of  it» 
spent  in  the  service  of  the.  Mission,  we  need  not  add  much  in 
this  place  concerning  him.  Suffice  it  to  say,  that  to  his  last 
breath  he  retained  the  same  serenity  of  j:];iind,  ardent  desire  after 
the  conversion  of  the  heathen,  and  firm-confidence  in  his  God 
and  Saviour,  which  distinguished  his  character, during  the 
whole  qS  his  missiopary  life.  Under  the^  severest  trials,  and 
most  discouragmg  circumstances,  he  never  murmured:  or 
gave  hia)self  up  to  despondency ,  and  though  he  bad  a  way 
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pecnliftr  to  hiinsctf,  of  tttxmglf  txpftliinjr  fcb  fedtngs  oil 
every  subject  relating  to  the  MbsioD,  yet  it  always  pavtook 
of  tincommofi  chectiulncssy  beBevoleace»  and  unshaken  trust 
in  the  almighty  power  of  HitfT,  at  whose  woid  all  opposi- 
tion must  cease^  and  to  whom  all  ihifigs  must  be  subject,  iivi 
somucb  that  both  by  coiiveriatitM),  and  by  letters,  he  iiiq>tie(| 
his  feUow-niissionaries,   and  all  who  wen  connected  wkh 
him  m  the  labour,  with  renewed  courage  and  xeal  in  the 
Lord's  cause.    Though  remarkably  bold  in  fmdi»  aM  fjtr 
ssanfiilly  resistmgthe  injacncc  oCtfie  devi)  by  the  Word  an4 
Spirit  of  God,  he  was  mily  hmmlble  and  low)y  in  hearty 
gladly  dependent  upon  the  grace  of  his  Saviour  for  erery  geoil 
g% ;  and  always  spok«  and  acted  as  a  imh  whose  strengd^ 
is  ofily  in  his  Cod.    When  h^  began  lo  fed  the  effects  of 
old  age,  and  could  no  longer  travel  about  ^  fotmertyy  be 
was  content  to  devotee  all  his  time  to  the  welftrc  of  die  Is-r 
dtaft  congregation  at  the  place  of  his  residence^  sparing  a6 
fains,  both  with  old  and  young,  to  t^ch  ^lena  ho^Hf  lo  w^ 
worthy  of  the  gospel  of  Christ    Whea  his  eye^ght  began 
to  fail  him,  and  hi^  aetrrtty  was  confined  widitn  yet  nar« 
rower  limits,  he  did  not  loie  his  cheerfii^iesf,  but  delighted 
to  hear  reports  of  the  work  of  God  in  the  world,  read  ta 
him  by  his  m\ft  and  fellow  Jiboureri,  and  was  cpke  resignecl 
to  the  will  of  the  Lord  as  to  the  declension  of  Ms  powtra.

X  HE  three  Cherokee  Indian  Children  at  school,  with 
our  Missionaries, in  Spring-place,  liave  given  us  great  pleasure, 
by  sending  to  Brother  Benzien  and  me  copies  of  verses,  as 
specimens  of  their  progress  in  writing.  The  celebration  of 
Christmas,  entrance  into  the  New  Year,  the  Passion- Week, 
and  Easter,  was  attended  with  many  encouraging  proofs, 
that  the  preaching  of  the  gospel  was  not  in  vain.  Twenty- 
eight  negroes  were  present  at  the  preaching,  on  June  19th  ; 
and  two  negroe  women,  who  are  almost  constant  hearers, 
show  not  only  great  attention  and  eagerness  to  understand 
the  word  of  God,  but  seek  to  stir  up  others  to  come  and 
hear  it.  A  very  aged  Indian  woman,  reputed  to  be  upwards 
of  100  years  old,  had  visited  the  Missionaries,  and  heard 
the  gospel  with  great  emotion.  She  also  put  many  very  per- 
tinent questions  concerning  the  way  of  salvation.  An  In-> 
dian  Chief,  called  The  Flea^  father  of  one  of  their  school- 
children, came  and  staid  with  the^  Missionaries  Qver  night. 
Brother  Gambold  and  his  wife  spoke  much  i^ith  him  of  the 
love  of  Jesus  to  lost  mankind,  which  he'^seemed  to  receive 
with  marked  attention.  They  write:  "This  man  does 
"^  not  seem  far  from  the  kingdom  of  God."  Just  before  he 
was  going  to  depart,  the  children  sang  several  verses  for 
him,  to  which  Brother  Byhan  played  upon  a  little  organ  of 

his 
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bis  own  construction.  The  Flea  was  quite  enraptured,  and 
frcf  ucntly  called  out,  with  tears  in  his  eyes,  OsiOf  OsiOt 
(charming.) 

Shortly  after  another  Indian,  to  whom  he  had  related  what 
he  had  heard  and  seen  at  Spring-place,  came  to  see  our  in- 
stitution. He  listened  with  great  attention  to  what  was  told 
him  of  his  Creator  and  Redeemer. 

The  Missionaries  on  Flint  River,  in  the  Creek  Country, 
were  well,  in  September,  and  diligently  employed  in  learn- 
ing the  language.  Colonel  Hawkins  shows  every  mark 
of  kindness  and  good«will  towards  the  Mission. 


EXTRACT  OF  A  LETTER 

FROM 

Brother  C.  F.  SCBNELLER^ 

u  g^  Basseterre  J  inSt.Eitts,  Teb.7f  1809. 

KJN  the  5th  of  this  month,  we  had  a  truly  blessed  and 
signalized  Prayer-day,  three  men  and  three  women  were 
baptized.  Looking  over  our  church-books,  I  find,  tliat  since 
the  year  1779,  the  number  of  negroes  baptized  by  the  Bre- 
thren's Missionaries  in  St.  Kitts,  amounts  to  3683. 

"  I  had  lately  a  very  pleasing  conversation  with  a  prin- 
pal  magistrate  and  proprietor  of.  estates  in  the  island,  who 
honoured  us  with  a  call,  on  purpose  to  see  our  settlement. 
He  entered  very  freely  into  the  subject  of  the  conversion  of 
the  negroes.  There  are  47  negroes  on-  his  estate  baptized 
by  us.  In  speaking  of  the  Bishop  of  London's  excellent  ad- 
monitory-letter to  the  Planters,  &c»  in  the  West  India 
Islands,  he  declared  his  willingness  to  do  what  was  possible 
to  promote  the  spiritual  welfare  of  his  negroes,  but  stated 
the  diflSculties  attending  the  instructiou  of  the  children  under 
their  present  circumstances."

OUR  kind  Letters^of  Nov.  28,  and  Dec.  9,  we  received 
by  the  arrival  of  the  Brethren  Newby  and  Berg.  Accept  our 
best  thanks  for  the  accounts  therein  contained,  particularly 
for  the  information  they  give  of  the  state  of  our  congrega- 
tions on  the  continent.  We  think  often  on  our  poor  suffer- 
ing  countrymen  in  Germany,  and  pity  our  Brethren  and 
Sisters  in  all  places  invaded  by  the  enemy,  but  especially  at 
Rixdorf,  Berlin,  Newsalz,  and  other  Prussian  settlements. 

February  10th  we  had  the  unexpected  pleasure  to  see 
Brother 'Sailitter  and  his  wife  return  to  us  from  NortJi  Ame- 
rica. It  has  pleased  God  to  make  hi^  journey  the  means  of 
restoring  his  health. 

Our  negroe  congregations  in  this  island  consist  of  the 
following  numbers:  At  St.  Johns,  ^2578  communicants, 
584  candidates,  2142*  bapti2^d  (not  yet  communicants) 
adults  and  children,  500  candidates  for  baptism,  1050  new 
people  and  excluded:  At  Gracehill,  964  communicants,.  14! 
candidates,  666  baptized  adults  and  children,  512  candidates 
for  baptism:  At  Gracebay  643  communicants,  102  candi- 
dates, 499  baptized  adults  and  children,  115  candidates,  3 1 8 
newpebple  and  excluded:  Inall  of  11824  negroes,  under  the 
care  of  the  Brethren's  Missionaries. 

From  Easter  1808,  to  Easter  1809,  104  adults  have  been 
added  to  the  congregation  by  holy  baptistn,  and  47  baptized 
as  children,  were  received  in  the  usual  solemn  manner ;'  101 
Bave  become  partakers  of  the  Holy  Communion.  During  the 
tame  period,  54  adults  were  baptized,  38  received  into  the 
congregation,    and  49  admitted  tt)   the  Lord's  Supper,  at 
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GracehilL    Thus,  by  the  Lord's  mtvcjt  we  have  not  been 
itanding  stilt. 

We  had  in  all  our  settlements  a  remarkably  blessed  celebra- 
tion of  the  Passion  week  and  Easter,  during  which  many 
thousand  souls  had  an  opportunity  of  hearing  the  word  of 
the  Cross.  When  we  went  to  request  leave  of  the  Managers 
on  the  different  estates  to  read  to  the  negroes  a  few  chapters 
in  the  bible  concerning  our  Lord's  sufferings  and  death,  most 
of  them  very  readily  granted  our  request^  and  some  even  suf- 
fered the  negroes  tb  come'"  from  the  fields  to  atten4  our 
worship*  In  thb  view>  the  missionaries  in  St.  John's  visited 
93  £sute$,  and  besides  these  meetings,  our  large  church  was 
every  evoking  filled  with  attentive  hearers*  On  Good  Friday, 
not  only  the  church  was  crowded,  but  a  great  many  remained 
on  the  outside,  eagerly  listening  to  the  discourse,  and  when 
the  congregation  within  fell  on  their  knees  to  adore  our  cru* 
cified  Lord,  all  the  people  standing  without,  with  one  accord, 
kneeled  down  likewise,  ana  joined  in  our  devotion.  On 
Eastej-day,  the  concourse  was  so  great,  that  more  were  obliged 
to  stand  without,  than  could  be  accommodated  within,  and 
evoy  passage  was  filled*  It  is  our  fervent  prayer  that  rich 
fruit  may  appear,  and  many  of  these  poor  souls  hear  the^os- 
pd  for  their  eternal  salvation. 

Our  newly  arrived  Brethren  and  Sisters  from  England,  have 
already  entered  on  their  labours,  and  are  well  in  health.  The 
widow  of  our  late  Brother  Schnepf  returns  to  Europe.  She 
has  been  an  eye-witness  of  the  work  of  God  in  this  island, 
and  can  give  you  much  information.  She  has  also  faithfully 
MTved  the  missions  in  St.  Thomas  and  St.  Jan,  with^  hei 
late  husband  for  20  years,  and  for  7  years  the  mission  ii^  An* 
lif^  May  the  Lord  bless»  comfot^  and  support  her^  i}ow 
that  the  is  retiring  to  rest*  .  ^

"BY  the  Lord's  mercy  we  are  safely  arrived  in  this  Island, 
and  commence  our  labors  with  that  fervent  wish  and  prayer, 
that  His  love  and  grace  may  so  fill  and  rule  our  hearts,  that 
we  may  thereby  be  enabled  to  comfort,  and  help  to  build  up, 
the  souls  that  are  His,  and  be  made  instrumental  to  the  con« 
version  of  the  Heathen.  * 

We  had  an  expeditious  and  pleasant  passage  across  the 
ocean,  and  feel  ourselves  much  indebted  to  Captain  ^izzy 
for  the  great  kindness,  with  which  he  always  treated  us.  ^ 
He  could  not  possibly  have  done  more  to  make  our  voyage 
comfortable.  May  God  reward  him  for  it.  On  the  fleet's 
arrival  at  Barbadoes,  we  Had  an  opportunity  of  spending 
two  days  with  our  dear  missioAaries  at  Sharon,  and  our 
meeting  was'  mutually  refreshing.  I  cannot  express  the 
joy  this  short  visit  afforded  to  us  all. 

I  have  bees  appointed  t6  the  s^rvic^e  of  the  congregation 
at  iQfa^ilU  As  soon  aa  the  negroes  had  an  opportunity^ 
diey  c^iQO  in  crowds .  to  bid  us  w^ome ;  and  I  am  sure,  if 
YOU  had  s^scd  them  and  heard  th^ir  expressions,  it  would  have 
done  your  beart  good.  Some  said,  that  tliey  bad  offered  updailj 
prayers  for  our  safe  arrival ;  and  we  heard  afterwards,  thajt 
our  Brathren,  supposing  ^s  to  b^  6n  the  voyage,  had 
n^eptioned  it  to  the  negroes,  and  exhorted  them  to  pray, 
that  the  Lord  woyld  protect  us  and  bring  us  safe  hither. 
The  faithfulness  with  wbicji  tli^ey  attended  to  these  adnM)« 
nitions  was  really  edifying. 

When  I  considte  what  Brodiqr  Li^  and  his  wtfe  have 
had  to  do,  while  they  have  been  aloiic  at  Gracehill,  I  am 
aftonished  how  they  were  able  to  go  through  the  work, 
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There  arc  between  40  and  50  estates,  upon  which  live 
negroes  belonging  to  Gracehill  congregation.  All  thesr, 
at  least  the  aged  and  infirniy  must  be  frequently  visited,  and 
funerals  held  on  each  estate^  for  vre  have  no  burying-ground 
here.  On  Sundays,  there  are  generally  four  or  five 
meetings  in  the  church,  and  on  four  evenings  in  the  week 
are  two  meetings*  On  Mondays  and  Saturdays,  Brother 
Light  has  begun  to  give  instructions  to  some  children  of  our 
own  people,  which  is  likely  to  be  of  great  use.  Every 
eight  weeks,  we  have  to  speak  individually  with  about  1600 
persons.  Could  you  not  procure  among  your  charitable 
acquaintance,  a  number  of  Testaments  to.  be  given  to  the 
negroes.  I  do  not  see  how  charity  could  be  better  applied^ 
Those  negroes  who  can  read,  and  many  of  tbem  have  con- 
trived to  get  instruction,  and  can  read  English  pretty  well* 
prefer  a  Bible,  Testamcntp,  or  Hymn-book,  to  any  other 
book  given  them  *•

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Tobias  as  drivers.  About  6  o'clock  in  die  evening  we  a^riv^ 
with  Dr.  Temple.  His  house  is  a  very  poor  residence  for 
a  physician.  Some  of  the  baptiaed  Hottentots  at  Gna- 
denthai  have  much  more  comfortable  cottages. 

At  midnight,  we  made  halt  about  the  middle  of  the  Lange 
Hoogtc^and  slept  till  4o'clocky  when  we  proceeded  tO'Butter* 
river,  and  let  our  oxen  feed  on  its  banks  for  some  hours. 
The  following  night  we  spent  on  Palmitc  river. 

Passing  over  the  mountain  in  the  morning,  its  sui^mit 
was  quite  enveloped  in  clouds.  During  the  night  we 
crossed  the  Duine,  a  sandy  desert^  about  7  hours  long* 
We  met  upon  it  another  waggon  with  12  oxen>  which 
having  missed  the  track,  was  fast  in  the  sand.  We 
therefore  helped  them  out,  but  their  cattle  were  so  much 
fatigued,  that  they  could  not  follow  us.  In  this  desert,  run-, 
away  slaves  are  frequently  to  be  met  with,  who  go  ia 
companies,  and  attack  travellers  and  waggons.  These 
miserable  creatures  live  in  the  mountains,  and  have  theii 
haunts  even  in  Hottentot  Holland's  Kloof,  over  which  we 
must  always  pass  in  our  way  to  Capetowa.  But  their 
chief  residence  is*  the  so  called  Hangeklippe  in  Simon's 
bay.  A  few  of  these  run-aways,  who  have  returned  to 
their  masters  (though  this  is  a  rare  case),  have  reported  that 
they  want  for  nothing,  and  lead  a  most  licentious  life. 
They  have  however  a  chief,  and  something  like  a  form 
of  government.  About  .4  o'clock  we  arrived  with  Mr. 
Leopold  Heusser  at  Capetown, 

20th,  We  went  to  the  Fiscal  Van  Rhynefeld,  and  conversed 
fully  with  him  concerning  the  proposals  made  to  us.  Both 
by  him  and  the  Governor  we  were  treated  with  all  kindneti 
and  condescension,  and  our  observations  a:ttended  lo.  The 
Governor,  Lord  CaledoDi  to  whom  we  were  iolroduced  oa 
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Ibe  22d,  wished  m^  to  "^  rctun)  by  Cap^feowo,..and  osake  a 
ifport  CO  him; 

-  2%dy  We  8ec  off  for  G««enekl6of|^  liaving  proviM  pfo* 
TiMons  for  twob  days.  The  road  lies  through  .the  Soutrmr 
Vy  Janhiss  Kraal.  Otir  oxen  were  put  t6  pasture  at 
Sitft  valley^  'a  place  formerly  offeied  to  ut  for  a  secofid 
aiettlcaient,  but  not  to  be  oonipared  to  6ruenekloof» 
To  the  right  a  beautiful  ri4ge  of  mountains  appeara 
xnTTtew^  called  the  larger  and  smaller  Paerdeberg^'  Tas^ 
sen,  Tyger,  Kuh^  Butter,  Berle,  and  Blue  mountains^ 
asiid  to  the  left,  the  open  sea,.  On  the  road  we  met  a 
jackaU  in  the  act  of  worrying  a  sheep,  and  drove  him  off. 

J4th,  Early,  we  made  halt.  Twp  black  slaves  were 
kaking  wiA  their  teams  in  the  same  place,  and  kindly 
lent  us  a  kettle  to  make  our  breakfast  with..  The  intense 
keal  obliged  us  to  stay  here  till  4  o'clock  in  the  afternoon. 

At8  o'clock  in  the  evening,  wearrivedatGruoiekloof,  where 
we  alighted,  and  had  «)me  con  versation  with  the  present  tenant. 
We  had  a  letter  from  the  Fiscal  to  the  Inspector  of  this  post, 
9nd  hearing  his  dwelling  was  only  a  mile  off,  we  set  out  for 
it,  but  having  driven  above  an  hour,  found  to  our  sorrow^ 
liiat  we  bad  got  upon  a  wrong  road,  and  were  obliged  ta 
•tay  over  night  in  the  open  field  without  any  shelter.  In  the 
ittorning  about  8  o'clock  we  arrived  with  the  Inspector  Mr. 
Van  Blerk,  and  were  received  with  great  politeness.  Having; 
iead  our  letter  of  recommendstion,  be  offSnredus  every  service^ 
and  desired  us  to  appoint  a  time,  when  he  should  show  us  the 
Gmenekloof,  and  itsboundaries,  which  we  weie  immediately 
leady  to  do.  For  this  purpose  he  provided  a  waggon  witb 
Mc  cream-coloured  horses^  and  three  saddle  hotsea  for  us  te 
lidc  whcie  we  could  not  drive.  Thus  well  equipped,  we  made 
abort  work  of  it,  and  ^niihed  our  sorvey  on  ^e  same  day.

first  wc  rodetlirotigh  Kray wagcns  Kraal,  which  is  half 
an  hour,  (about  one  English  miie  and  a  half)  longhand  ha« 
good  8oiU  ^ith  some  springs,  but  which  are  all  trodden  down. 
From  ihence,  we  went  and  took  a  view  of  Hottentot  K»al, 
about  three  quarters  of  an  hour^  or  two  English  miles  and  a 
half  long ;  with  a  fruitful  soil.     Here  are  six  5r  seven  spriaga* 
"wbichy   when  properly  opened,  seem  equal  to  a  'sufficieor 
supply  of  water.    There  are  usually  60  or  7#  Hottentots  re* 
aiding  here  in.  12  huts,  we  conversed  with  several  oftbetn, 
and  by  and  by,  there  came  a  good  many  to  us  of  jheir  owa' 
accord.    The  women  and  children  sat^down  in  a  seoM-drclr 
before  us,  the  mea  stancfing  behind  thtm.    We  aAed  them 
urfaether  they  were  willing,  that  one  or  two  Missionaiies  ^ 
from  Gaadenthal  should  come  and  live  with  them,  and  teack 
them  l!he  way  of  solvation:  to  which  they  all,  as  with  one 
voice,  answered,  **  Yes,  we  beg  they  may  come."**     Before 
Cfais  conversation,  they  had  1>ehaved  rather  shy,  but  when  they^ 
heard  that  we  were  teachers  from  Gnadenthal,  all  fear  wa» 
at  an  end,  and  they  became  quite  confident.     One  of  the  wo- 
men said:  **  I  too  have  gotti  soul,  for  which  I  ought  to  be 
'**  concerned.^*     Brother  Kuester  visiled  an  old  man  in  bis 
hut,  and  asked  him  the  same  question.     He  quite  rgoiced  at 
it,  and  said:  **  O  yes,  that  is  good.     I  have  now  lain  here 
,  ^  about  two  years  with  bad  legs  and  cannot  walk,  but  as  sooa 
<*  as  a  church  is  built  here,  I  will  get  myself  carried  into  It, 
^*  that  I  also  may  hear  God*8  word^  and  learn  how  I  may  be 
**  saved."  Of  all  the  Hottentots  here,  only  one,  a  woman,  had 
ever  been  at  Onadenthal.     In  general  we  must  say,  that  we 
felt  much  affection  for  them,  and  couTd  confidently  hope, 
that  our  Lord  wouM  gather  together  a  flock   in  this. place 
also,  as  it  appears,  that  they  have  already  a  great  desire  to  hear 
the  word  of  God,     As  we  were  about  to  go  away,  they 
would  have  us  drink  out  of  their  spring,  the  water  of  which 
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h  clear  and  sweet.  We  now  went  to  the  Gruenekloof  and 
took  a  view  of  the  buiidiags.  We  found  the  dwelling  house 
10  tolerable  order^  but  all  the  out-houses  want  a  thorough 
repair,  which  would  not  be  very  difficult  to  undertake,  as 
tbefe  is  a  pretty  considerable  wood  of  poplar  and  oaks,  quite 
near  the  place,  and  a  great  quantity  of  U  species  of  long  grass, 
which  here  is  made  use  of  for  thatching.  The*  whole  yard 
is  inclosed  by  a  wall,  140  by  100  feet.  Not  far  off  from 
the  dwelling  hoase  is  a  large  rock  of  romantic  shape,  rising 
straight  outof  the  ground.  Garden-plants  are  said  to  grow  here 
well.  There  is  also  a  spring  near  the  dwelling,  but  all  in  a 
neglected  state.  We  now  took  our  last  ride  towards  the  sea- 
coast,  to  look  at  that  boundary.  We  passed  through  a  pleasant 
▼ale,  through  which,  in  the  rainy  season,  a  rivulet  runs,  but 
k  18  now  dried  up.  We  returned  over  the  summit  of  the 
hilk,  of  which  one  tide  belongs  to  Gruenekloof.  Going 
through  the  rooms  in  the  dwelling  house,  we  found  five 
Hottentots  in  the  kitchen,  with  whom  we  conversed,  and 
aisked  them,  whether  they  also  wished  to  hear  the  word  of 
Gpd  They  cheerfully  answered  in  the  afffinpatiye,  all  but 
one,  who  said,  he  would  hear  nothing  of  it ;  but  the  farmer 
gave  it  as  his  opinion,  that  this  man  would  be  the  first  to  be 
converted.  We  arrived  again  at  the  great  post  at  6  o*clock 
In  the  evening. 

26  th,  We  returned  to  Capetown,  Mr.  Van  Blerk  having 
sent  our  oxen  forward,  he  gave  us  othei*  cattle  to  bring  us 
to  the  Braak.  In  passing,  we  called  once  more  to  take  leave 
of  the  fiinner,  Mr.  Wagner,  Having  reached  Capetown  in 
Ac  morning  of  the  27th,  we  waited  on  the  Fiscal  and  made 
our  report.  He  encouraged  us  to  begin  a  settlement  there  as 
soon  as  possible,  and  we  promised  to  let  him  soon  know  the 
result  of  our  deliberations. 

28th 
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12Stli,  Early  we  set  out  on  our  return,  and  arrived  safe  wiih 
our  Bmthren  at  Gnailentba},  $Iied  with  thanks  to  the  Loid 
for  having  given  us  a  prosperous  journey.  We  prav,  that 
the  Lord's  will  may  be  done,-  and  His  name  glorified  in  all 
-we  may  have  to  do  in  this  important  concern,  and  trust  that 
He  has  thoughts  of  peace  'over  the  poor  Hottentots ,  at 
Gruenekloof.

LARCH  15th,  1808-  We  left  Gnadcnthal,  accom- 
panied  by  Brother  Kuester  and  his  wife.  Wc  were  com- 
mended by  our  Brethren  in  fervent  prayer  to  the  grace  bf 
our  Lord  and  Saviour,  and  the  guidance  of  His  Holy  Spirit^ 
for  the  new  work,  committed  unto  us. 

On  the  19th,  we  arrived  at  Capetown,  and  on  Sunday 
attended  divine  service,  in  the  Lutheran .  church.  The 
Rev.  Mr.  Hess  preached  with  lite  and  power  on  the  wil- 
lingness of  our  Saviour  to  forgive  even  the  worst  of  his 
enemies.  On  the  21st,  we  waited  both  on  the  Fiscal, 
Mr.  Rhyneveld,  and  on  the  Governor,  Lord  Caledon  We 
were  received  by  both  with  great  kindncs«,  and  conferred 
with  them  concerning  the  new  establishment.  On  th« 
following  day,  the  necessary  papers  relating  to  the  boun- 
daries of  the  land  to  be  occupied  by  us  at  Gruenekloof,  &c. 
i^ere  delivered  to  us,  and  in  the  evening,  about  7  o'clock,  wc 
set  out. 

After  a  journey  of  about  24  hours,  \ye  arrived  safe'  at  the 

place  of  our  future  abode.    The  text  of  Scripture  appointed 
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fo^  this  day  was  rantrltaUy^  cncourftgiag  to  iis:  <<  Thus 
saiik  the  L&rdy  iky  Medttmtr^  amt  Hi^  iknt  formed  ihee 
firmnthixmmh:  I  amike  Lmrdf  ihmt  mmkHh  M  tUng^:* 
b.  xUv.  24. 

On  (he  25th,  «onie  Hottentots  came  to  bid  ns  wekotne. 
They  live  about  an  hour's  waik  from  our  house. 

27th,  We  set  out  in  a  waggon  to  visit  the  Hottentots 
in  La:uws  Kraal,  and  informed  their  Captain,  Klaepmus^ 
llMit  we  wished  to  see  and  eooverse  widi  his  people^ 
and  therefore  requested  htm  to  co«?ene  them  £or  the  purpose. 
In  a  jfaort  tiQ»e>  abovt  100  me|i»  women  and  chikbea 
assembled.  We  went  with  diem  to  the  d^dy  declivity  oC  a 
hill,  bordered  by  a  pophr  wood,  a  fine  epripg  of  water 
refreshing  the  ground.  Hither  they  had  conveyed  an  old 
broken  settee  and  some  old  chairs  for  our  accommodation  ; 
and  after  singing  a  few  verses.  Brother  Kohrhanuner  ad« 
dressed  them  on  the  view  we  had  in  coming  hither,  to  make 
them  acquainted  with  their  Saviour,  shewing  how  He,  out 
of  love  to  sinners,  and  to  redeem  them  from  sin  and  death, 
and  reconcile  them  to  God,  had  suffered  the  death  of  the 
Cross.  The  Hottentots  listened  with  great  apparent  devotion, 
and  afterwards  expressed  their  thanks  in  a  lively  manner. 

Brother  Kuester  now  told  them,  that  alt  those  who 
wished  to  hear  the  word  of  God,  and  to  live  in  conformity 
to  it,  should  seek,  if  possible,  to  place  their  huts  ^nearer 
to  their  teacher's  dwelling.  They  agreed  to  the  proposals 
made  to  them  In  this  view,  and  on  the  day  following, 
several  came  to  ask  leave  to  live  on  ottr  land. 

On  the  30th,  we  measured  off  IS  lots  of  ground  for  huts 
and  gardens.  About  700  yards  from  otn*  dwelling  the  soil 
is  very  good.  The  huts  or  cottages  are  to  stand  in  two 
parallel  lines,  inclosing  the  garden  ground.  Tb^re  is  but  m 
moderate  supply  of  water. 
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SI  St  Having  speat  ei^ht  daya  with  us.  Brother  Koecter 
atd  his  wife  set  out  on  their  return  to  Gnadeiithal»  and 
Brother  Schmiti;  accompaaied  them  as  far  as  Capetownt  lo 
transact  some  business. 

April  lst»  We  saw  with  pleasure  that  the  Hottentots 
went  diligently  to  work»  to  put  up  their  huts  upon  the 
before-mentioned  lots,  and  on  the  2d,  two  out  of  the  If 
were  already  inhabited.  Towards  evening,  a  Hotcentot, 
called  Kivid  Robert,  with  his  wife  and  children,  came,  and 
requested  leave  to  dwell  here. 

3d.  Brother  Kohrhammer  preached  for  the  first  time  in 
ttds  place  to  a  considerable  number  of  Hottentots.  They 
were  all  very  still  and  attentive,  and  afterwards  expressed 
their  gratitude  in  a  manner,  which  encouraged  us  to  hope, 
that  the  word  of  the  Cross  will  approve  itself  in  this  place 
also,  as  the  power  of  God  unto  salvation. 

9th,  Being  Palm-Sunday,  we  had  again  many  hearers, 
and  were  diligently  visited  by  the  Hottentots  during  the 
week.  O  how  fervently  do  we  wish  and  pray,  that  our  ^ 
Saviour  may  have  mercy  upon  these  poor  people,  and  bring 
them  to  a  saving  knowledge  of  His  great  redemption.  We 
trust  in  ^im,*  that  He  has  not  sent  us  hither  in  vain.  On 
Maundy-Thursday,  we  were  very  desirous  to  partake  of  the 
Lord's  Supper,  in  fellowship  of  spipt  with  our  other 
^ethren  and  Sisters  throughout  the  Unity,  but  as  the  farmer 
had  not  yet  quitted  the  house,  we  had  not  a  convenient 
place  for  it.  His  family  and  slaves  occupy  yet  every  part  of* 
the  premises. 

On  Easter-Sunday  great  attention  prevailed  among  our 
audience,  while  we  endeavoured  to  set  forth  Jesus,  who  died, 
rose,  and  revived,  that  he  might  raise  us  up  unto  newness  of 
life. 
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On  the  22d,  th«  farmer,  with  his  whole  household, 
tcmoved  from  this  place,  and  delivered  the  premises  up  to  us. 
The  buildings  arc  mostly  in  a  ruitious  state,  few  windows 
not  broken,  the  roof  etery where  full  of  holes,  and  many  of 
the  timbers,  both  in  the  upper  and  lower  story,  quite  roctcn* 
By  degrees,  we  shall  endeavour  to  make  the  most  necessary 
repairs.  *  . 

24th,  We  could  meet  the  Hottentots  without  any  inter- 
ruption. After  the  usual  service,  we  acquainted  them,  that 
we  were  now  ready  to  begin  to  keep  schools,  and  should  be 
glad  to  sec  both  men,  women,  and  children,  come  to  be 
instructed ;  they  should  therefore  consider  about  it,  and 
those  who  wished  to  learn,  might  4iave  their  names  written 
d3wn,  but  none  should  do  it  by  compulsion. 

On  the  25th,  16  women  and  1 1  children  came  to  beg  for 
instruction,  both  in  reading  and  in  the  Christian  doctrines. 
We  took  down  their ,  names,  spoke  with  them  of  the  be- 
Befit  of  Christian  instruction,  and  gave  them  leave  to  attend. 

May  1st.  An  Englisli  Colonel  and  two  Captains  paid  vt& 
a  visit,  and  partook  of  our  humble  repast.  They  had  killed 
a  tiger  not  far  from  our  place,  and  between  Saldanha 
Bay  and  the  Cape  had  met  with  a  great  many  wolves* 

On  the  2d,  mvc  began  our  school  with  14  men,  23  women, 
and  22  children.  For  the  present,  the  men  will  have  two, 
the  women  two,  and  the  children  four  schools  in  a  week, 
and  on  Wednesdays  and  Saturdays  there  will  be  meetings 
for  the  children,  to  which  also  the  adults  have  leave  to 
come.  The  daily  evening-meetings  will  be  held,  as  usual  ia 
our  settlements. 

8th.     Upwards  of  70  Hottentots  attended  divine  worship. 

1 0th.  We  received  several  parcels  and  letters  from  Giia- 
dcnthal,  and  were  thankful  to  hear  of  the  welfare  of  all  our. 
people  there. 
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11th  and  12th*  Sevet;al  Hottentots  called  upon  us  tg 
speak  about  the  state  of  their  souls.  Pitt  Setdon  saidt 
*'  Wherever  I  am,  I  cannot  get  rid  of  the  thought,  that  all  m 
*•  not  right  with  me.  When  I  am  at  work  with  six  or 
'*  seven  other  men,  and  they  are  conversing  about  thing% 
**  which  foriperly  I  delighted  to  hear,  I  am  like  a  deaf  man. 
'*  I  cannot  bear  to  hear  it,  but  must  go-  alone  into  the 
**  woods,  and  cry  to  God  for  mercy,  then  I  feel  somewhat 
**  comforted."  We  encouraged  him  not  to  cease  crying  to 
the  Lord,  till  he  isassuredof  the  forgiveness  of  his  sins. 

David  Trompeier  was  obliged  to  go  to  Saldanha  B^x, 
and  said :  ^^  1   am  a  poor,    wretched  man,  and  am  41qw 
**  leaving  my  teachers ;  and  If  I  am  absent  for  some  da^ 
**  and  do  not.  hear  their  words,  I  shall  fall,  for  I  am  the 
■<*  greatest  sinner  on  earth.      O   pray   for  me,   that  thie 
**  Almighty   God    may    keep   me   from   falling  into  sin. 
Elsige  Kiwiddoy  (who  formerly  had  attended  the  meetings 
for  edification  held  by  the  Rev.  Mi^  Voss  at  Rodcsandt;i 
jiot  without  profit,  but  had  again  lost  herself  in  the  world,) 
observed,  that  the  anguish  of  her  soul  increased,  and  made 
her  ill  in  body,  since  she  had  again  heard  the  words  of  truth 
from  us.     Arma  SauU  who  had  prevailed  on  her  husband  to 
bring  her  hither,  said :  ^'  I  am  ashamed  to  appear  before  my 
**  teachers,  for  1  believe  there  is  not  a  sin  in  the  world, 
•*  which  1  have  not  often  committed,  from  my  youth  up, 
**  but  I  can  rest  no  longer.     I  come  to  you  to  hear  the 
"  words   of  life.     O  help  me,   that   I  may  not  be  lost 
**  forever."     She  was  told,  that  iht  need  not  be  ashamed 
to  come  to  us,  but  if  she  wished  her  soul  to  be  saved,  ^he 
should  cry  continually  to  Jesus,  who  had  purchased  her  by 
His  blood ;    that  He  would  pardon  her  sins,   and  deliver 
her  from  tlie  power  of  Satan.     To  hear  such  expressions 
from  the  Hottentots  is  indeed  very  agreeable ;  but  we  have 
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liaJ  experience  enough  to  know*  that  with  many  of  them, 
diey  are  mere  words,  and  not  to  be  depended  upon.  The 
maimer  of  living  among  them  is  more  beastly  than  hiiniao» 
and  they  are  continually  exposed  to  eyil:  hot  we  watt 
Ihe  Lord^s  time,  and  pray  him  to  W(  rk  a  thorough  con- 
Tersion  m  them.  When  this  it  effected,  the  fmits  arc  sooa 
made  manifest,  of  which  also  we  hare  sufficient  proof  to  en- 
courage us* 

14th.  We  were  called  to  see  a  poor  dying  man»  for 
whom  the  Hottentots  had  built  a  hut  in  our  neighbourhoods 
We  had  often  vbited  him  during  his  illness,  and  spoken 
earacstly  with  him  of  the  necessity  of  conversion,  directing 
iiim  to  jesusy  the  Saviour  of  sinners.  His  life  has  been  a 
aeries  of  every  kind  of  wickedness,  and  wholly  spent  in 
dieft,  drunkenness,  and  adultery ;  nor  did  anything  we  said» 
■  aecm  to  make  the  smallest  impression  vpon  him.  Bat  when 
be  perceived  that  he  must  die,  he  sent  in  haste,  and  begged 
to  see  the  teachers.  We  again  represented  to  him  his  lost 
State  without  a  Saviour,  and  in  fervent  prayer  commended 
ftim  to  the  compassion  and  mercy  of  the  Lord.  He  seemei} 
affected,  and  said :  <*  May  God  have  mercy  upon  me  f  but 
gave  no  farther  token  of  serious  repentance^ 

ISthr.  We  received  information  of  a  very  disagreeable 
disturbance,  occasioned  by  five  boys  living  here,  three  of 
whom  go  to  school.  Having  stolen  a  goat,  they  withdrew 
with  their  booty  into  the  fields,  killed  it,  made  a  fire,  and  had 
foasted,  boiled,  and  eaten  nearly  three  quarters  of  it,  when 
ihey  were  discovered  by  a  Hottentot,  who  observed  the 
smoke,  and  came  to  enquire  what  they  were  about.  One 
•f  the  boys  seeing  him  approachy  wrapped  up  the  renaainder 
of  ^  flesh  in  the  skin,  and  sat  down  upon  it,  pretending 
diat  they  bad  been  doin|^  nothing.    Howevex  by  and  by 
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Aey  said,  diey  had  found  the  goat,  worried  hy  a  jackal  or 
fox.  This  was  soon  contradicted  by  the  marks  of  its 
Aroat  having  been  recently  cut,  and  the  boys  were  made  to 
confess  the  whole ;  upon  which  we  sent  for  their  parents, 
and  represented  to  them,  that  we  could  not  sufier  thieves  t9 
4well  on  our  land  with  impunity.  The  parents  aclmow* 
ledged  the  justice  of  their  being  punished,  and  immediately 
proceeded  to  execute  it  upon  them  in  a  summary  way  witk 
m  twisted  thong.  The  principal  thief  was  then  made  to  cairy 
the  remainder  of  the  meat  to  the  owner  of  the  goat:  asi 
vte  hope  it  ^in  operate  as  a  warning  in  fiiture. 

As  two  English  dragoons  had  been  always  quartered 
h^e  as  a  guard,  and  we  found  it  rather  inconvenient  ott 
snany  accounts,  we  made  a  proper  representation  to  the 
Fiscal,  requesting  that  they  might  be  removed,  which  was 
kindly  complied  with  by  the  Governor,  and  they  v/ere  soot 
to  the  Great  Post,  an  hour*s  walk  from  hence.  Another 
inconvenience  to  us  arises  from  this  circumstance,  that  our 
place  being  half^y  between  the  Capetown  and  Saldanha 
Bay,  it  is  the  great  dioroughfare  for  the  corn  waggthis, 
which  pass  in  the  months  of  January,  Febiniary,  and 
March,  close  to  us,  and  make  halt  in  our  neighbourhood^ 
with  from  200  to  SOO  oxen,  by  which  our  spring  water, 
vvhich  at  no  time  is  in  plenty,  is  consumed,  the  grass  trod- 
den to  pieces,  the  gardens  spoiled,  and  our  means  of  subsis* 
tence  curtailed.  Having  made  application  for  redress,  we 
trust  ♦hat  Government  will  be  willing  to  favour  us  bereia, 

Various  difficulties  and  unforeseen  disappointments  wiB 
necessarily  arise  in  the  beginning  of  a  mission,  but  we  hope 
that  tfie  Lord  will  help  us,  but  above  all  grant,  that  Satam 
may  not  ob^am  his  aim  to  destroy  the  good  v^rk  begun 
by  tnc  Lord's  mercy,  among  the  Hottentou  here.    We  have 
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traces  afreacly  of  the  power  which  he  exercises  over  them  ia 
their  .unregenerate  state,  and  oa  theSlsc,  met  with  aii 
instance  of  depravity,  which  we  should  hardly  have  expected 
fcom  one  of  the  first  who  came  to  ask  leave  to  live  on  our 
land*  'On  a  journey  to  the  Capetown,  he  treated  a  boy 
so  ill  in  a  drujiken  fit,  by  throwing  him  into  the  river^ 
diat  he  died  in  consequence  of  the  injury  received. 
,  We  roust  likewise  remark,  that  we  have  here  to  do  with 
people  who  may  well  be  called  heathen,  and  are  onljF 
auperior  to  the  Hottentots  at  Bavjanskloof  in  the  arts  of 
lying,  deceiving,  stealing,  and  ia  every  abomination,  not  fit 
to.be  named,  with  far  more  eloquqnce  and  dissimulation* 
May  the  Lord  grant  to  us.  His  poor  weak  servants,  due 
watchfulness  and  faithfulness  in  prayer  to  Him,  that  we  may 
never  think  ourselves  competent  to  the  task,  but  look  alone 
flo  His  power  and  grace  for  help.  Thus  shall  the  enemy  of 
<ouls  be  defeated,  and  the  Lord's  kingdom  be  established  in 
lihls  place  also* 

June  lOth,  Two  Hottentots  were  admitted  as  candidates 
foe  baptism,  Pitt  Seldon  and  Catharine  Pieters ;  and  on  the 
12th,  a  woman,  Gried  Dikkopf,  who  had  been  a  candidate 
at  Gnadcnthal,  was  baptized  by  Brother  Kohrhammer,  and 
called  Mary.  This  being  the  first  baptismal  transaction 
here,  many  heathen  attended^  and  were  deeply  affected  by  it. 
We  sincerely  hope  that  it  may  have  made  an  abiding  im* 
pression. 

'  I3th.  Brother  Schmitt  went  to  our  neighbour,  Mr.  Vao 
Blcrk,  to  buy  some  corn,  as  we  were  in  want  of  bread. 
The  hand-mill,  presented  to  the  Mission  at  Gnadentlial  by  a 
ffiend  in  London,  and  given  by  them  to  us  on  our 
fettling  here,  is  of  very  essential  use,  and  we  always  feet 
giatefnl  to  the  giver  whenever  we  use  it. 

ilth*    Having  heard,  by  a  letter  from  Brother  Kuester^ 
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Aftt  he  wu  «r  CttpeHmn4  wtti  htA  aecoPBiptnie^  the  wylaw 
Sister  Rote  and  the  eMM  Btntf  Hdrfmel  thtther«  who  wertf" 
going  fa  Ettrope  with  Mr.  Leepokd  Hensert  wetent n  eK» 
I^rest  to  hith  with  lettert  and  <liarie9.  We  thtMM  have  been 
^lad  to  have  recdved  a  vi^  from  tbenrt  had  eircumtBiicei  a«U 
sniltedofit; 

July  10th.  We  had  Ad  ontxpected  pleasure  to  iefe  til' 
txcdiency  Lord  CaledoD,  Our  Governor,  arrivd  vMtfa  ntf 
tcc6mp^f&ti  by  a  Colonel.  He  had  first,  ^cAont  onr  dju 
•erving  ir»  taken  a  view  of  the  Hottentotn*  fauuiand  cottage^. 
After  some  conversation  whh  ns  conteming  onr  present  £• 
tbittion  and  hoj^  of  iuccesi^  hd  returned  taihe  Great  Posh 

The  Hottentots  come  diligently  to  the  preadiings  od  Sad'* 
days,  but  not  so  many  in  the  week-days. 

ISth.  Brother  Schmitt  and  hts  wife  went  oti  boshidte  tit^ 
Capetown.  -  They  waited  both  on  the  Ffscal  aild  fBbk 
Governor.  His  Excellency  not  only  shewed  his  kindnesf 
towards  them,  by  assuring  them  of  the  interest  he  took 
in  thesucdefts  of  the  Million,  bnt  ^ve  AhtH(^  probfii' 
of  it,  by  presenting  us  with  a  bell  to  ring  for  divihe  service^ 
and  a  chest  of  the  roost  useful  medicines*.

We  h^ve  fully  explaiqed  to  all  who  inqpiced  about -i^  th^t^ 
we  by  ^o  me^^s  w\$h  (o  detain  them>  but  rather  enpourag^ 
thein  to  (U^nce,  and  especially. Sicp  to  ijt>  that  tbf y  ke(;p. 
their  word  with  rhe  farmers  and  <\p  their  work  faithfully, 
according  to  the  precepts  contained  in  the  word  of  God.  To 
this  all  the  feitners  both  aboqt  Qi^^eatlial  ^d  the  Capetown 
can  bear  witne^.  *    :

''^.me  of  a  Savioiir,  and  that  does  my  he^  good."  I  can  truly  say  that  the 
canvtrsatMNi  of  tius  poor  Hottentot  did  my  heart  good,  and  though  it  bappeB- 
ed  in  theoight,  I  felC«o  bicNtation  whaila^or  to  fiUlasleep,  and  when  I  thought  ' 
we  were  yet  far  off,  was  •nrprised  at  fifvo'elock  in  tiie  moniing  to  perceive, 
$hat  we  were  entering  our  wo9d»

J-VaaRCH  Sd.  Four  English  captains  arrived  here,  one 
of  whom  was  nephew  and  adjutant  to  the  Governor,  Captaia 
Alexander.  They  seemed  well  satisfied  with  their  visit,  and 
left  us  in  the  morning  of"  the  4th,  to  go  to  Brand  valley,  ta- 
king our  Aaron  Norman  with  them  as  a  guide. 

To-day  a  strange  Hottentot  came  hither,  and  requested  per- 
mission to  live  on  our  land.  On  being  asked,  Why  he  wished 
to  live  here,  he  said:  "  I  want  to  hear  how  many  sins  I  have. 
"  committed ;  1  know  I  sin  every  day,  but  I  k^uow  not  what 
**  things  are  sins,  and  what  are  not.'* 

5th.  Sister  Marsveld  experienced  a  proof  of  God*s  kind 
preservation.  She  was  within  a  very  few  inches  of  treading 
upon  a  serpent  lying  near  the  house,  and  of  the  colour  of  the 
ground.  Ic  was  of  a  very  poisonous  kind,  and  but  just  dis- 
covered in  time  to  be  killed.  When  a  serpent  is  dead,  it  ought 
to  be  buried  as  deep  in  the  ground  as  possible,  for  if  any  one 
should  tread  on  the  skeleton  of  a  serpent  with  his  naked  foot, 
and  get  wounded  by  it,  it  is  attended  with  most  dangerous 
cox» sequences,  and  generally  brings  on  an  incurable  disorder. 

6th.  The  Brethren  Bonatz  and  Kuehnel  returned  from  their 
visit  to  Stellenbosch.  Yesterday  and  to  day  the  heat  was  so 
intense,  that  it  was  scarcely  possible  to  go  out  of  doors,  but 
we  arc  in  want  of  a  thermometer  to  measure  it  by. 

8th.  Aaron  Norman,  returning  from  the  Brand  valley^ 
at  an  house  on  the  road,  met  a  farmer  from  the  lower  coun- 
try, who  entered  into  the  following  conversation  with  him.^ 
Farmer.  **  Hottentot,  where  do  you  c<5mc  from.'*  Aaron« 
•*  From  Gnadenthal,  Master."    Farhicr.    "  O  ho !  from 

**  Gnadenthal; 
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*<  Gnadenthal ;  1  heartily  wish  that  yoo  and  all  the  people  at 
<«  tb^  pbMQft  voie  dead  and  ipt^en.**  Aaron.  ^  My  good 
**  master*  such  a  ba4  wiA  I  would  not  entertain  for  my 
<'  worst  enemy.  That  was  not  well  said  of  you ;  but  what 
<<  have  we  done  to  offend  you?**  Farmer.  *^  Yo«  stupid 
**  crea^t^!  you  believe  that  jfiott  only  have  the  grace  of 
^  God  given  jto  you  ?**  Aaron.  **  No  master,  that  we  do  not 
**  think.  T^e  grace  of  God  ipay  be  enjoyed  everywhere  m 
<*  the  whole  world,  if  it  is  only  sincerely  sought  and  prayed 
**  for."  Farn^er.  "  Supposing  that  were  truct  yet  you  will 
•*  no  more  work  for  us,  or  travel  with  us  as  guides." — 

Here  another  farmer  interfered  and  said :  **  No,  that  I  can* 
**  not  suffer  to  pass.  Whenever  I  want  people,  I  go  tp 
^  Gnadenthal  and  get  as  many  as  I  want,  and  all  the  farmerp 
•*  who  tr^t  the  Hottentots  well,  will  tell  you  the  same." 
As  however  the  former  continued  to  rail  at  the  inhabitants  of 
G^a^enthal,  Aaron  replied:  *^  When  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ 
^*  lived  pn  Girth,  he  went  about  doing  good,  even  to  his  ene- 
^  mies,  l^ut  for  all  that,  he  was  persecuted  and  reviled,  and 
**  thus  all  his  followers  have  to  expect  the  same.  But  I 
**  hope  QdA  will  be  merciful  unco  us."  The  Farmer  waa 
•ircnt,  and  Aaron  l^ft  him. 

In  these  4ays  we  spoke  widi  die  candidates  for  baptism. 
Mapy  of  them  gave  pleasing  proofs  of  their  growth  in  grace. 
WUmKees  said:  '*  I  lived  in  the  low  country,  and  knew 
**  pothing  of  God  and  His  word,  till  tome  Hottentots  from 
**  hence  came  to  us,  and  told  us,  that  teachers  were  come, 
^  lyho  shewed  them  the  way  of  salvation,  and  taught  them 
•'  many  good  and  useful  things;  other  people  spoke  all  man- 
^*  p^qfevil  of  the  teachers,  and  yet  there  was  something  con- 
^  dn^ally  prging  me  to  come  hither.  In  the  beginning  I  re-. 
'^  sisted  the  thought,  but  at  length  |  grew  so  uneasy  that  I 
«  COUI4  barely  itay  thej[e  another  year.    I  set  out,  and  when 

"I 
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^  I  ktd  retched  the  suimnit  of  the  last  mountain  and  mm 
**  this  place  for  the  first  time,  I  stood  still  and  burst  into  a 
**  iood  of  tears.  When  I  arrived,  I  saw  and  heard  all  i\m 
^*  good  things  of  which  I  had  been  told.  I  am  now  happy., 
**  and  thank  the  Lord  for  his  bittei  sufferings,  and  for  all  he 
^  has  done  for  me;  and  my  only  wish  is,  to  be  washed  aod 
^  cleansed  from  sin  in  his  most  precious  blood* 

Jan  Ramm:  I  desire  most  earnestly  to^be  added  to  the 
Church  of  Christ  by  baptism.  But  then  my  h^art  says : 
**  Wiltthou  remain  faithful?**  To  diis  I  can  give  no  answer; 
but  I  pray  that  if  our  Saviour  sees,  diat  I  shall  forsake  hiag 
he  would  rather  take  me  out  of  the  world. 

David  Sieenburgh:  I  have  been  this  long  while  makiog 
charcoal  in  the  wood.  All  at  once  I  thought ;  It  is  time  ibr 
me  to  go  home.  Perhaps  my  teachers  have  something  tm 
say  to  me.  Perhaps  they  will  tell  me,  that  I  am  to  be  bap- 
tized. When  I  set  out,  I  felt  so  happy^  that  I  hardly  kn<»W9 
how  I  got  hither. 

Lea  Dragoner:  Alas,  how  many  years  have  I  heard  of 
the  grace  and  love  of  our  Saviour,  but  I  have  trodden  it  lui- 
der  foot,  and  yet  he  followed  me  with  mercy,  till  he  had  agaia 
found  me^  for  which  I  cannot  thank  him  enough.  I  am  a 
weak  and  sinftri  creature,  but  my  hope  is,  that  my  Savidur 
will  not  forsake  me. 

Anna  Rooken:  For  these  many  years  I  have  gone  on  im 
indifference,  and  thought  all  I  did  was  right.  But  now  I 
think  differently.  Befoi'e  the  eyes  of  Jesus  nothing  is  pore 
and  worthy.  I  now  can  do  nothhig,  but  cry  for  mercy,  and 
that  my  sins  may  be  washed  away  in  his  blood, 

Hannah  Kleenveld :  Before  I  was  a  candidate  for  baptisn^ 
I  felt  aogry  with  God  and  man,  and  thought  that  every  body 
was  injuring  me.  I  was  no  better  disposed  towards  my  bus* 
band|  especially  after  he  once  said  to  me ;  ^«  You  and  I  aie 
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^  governed  by  difFereiU  spirits,  •  aad  therefore  we  cAntiot 
^*  agree/^  But  now  I  see  things  in  anothcf  light,  and  find 
that  ray  husband  was  right,  and  how  great  the  love  of  oor 
Saviour  was  to  roe,  though  such  a  sinner.  How  could  I  be 
to  blbd  and  stupid,  and  think  ihat  I  was  good  ! 

Catharine  Pieters  said:  I  have  been  in  the  Hottentot 
camp  with  my  husband,  but  had  not  one  hour*s  rest  there. 
Often  h^^y^  I  wept  and  prayed  to  God,  that  he  would  bring 
me  again  to  Goadcnthal,  and  now  I  can  tliank  him,  that  be 
heard  and  answered  my  prayers. 

Caatge  Klaas^  a  great  girl,  said :  I  am  an  orphan,  and 
consequently  have  much  to  suffer ;  but  I  am  sure  it  is  all  per- 
mitted for  my  good,  for  it  makes  me  cleave  the  closer  to  the 
Lopd,  to  whpm  I  wish  to  belong  in  life  and  death. 

A  child  about  eight  years  old,  immediately  on  stepping  into 
the  room,  pointing  to  his  head,  said :  '*  Here  our  Saviour 
*^  wore  a  crown  of  sharp  thorns,  and  in  his  hands,  feet,  and 
*^  side,  he  received  deep  wounds  for  me/'  Being  asked  who 
bad  told  him  s6;  he  replied :  ^'  My  mother;  she  often  speaks 
**'  to  me  about  it»  and  therefore  I  will  love  him  with  my 
«*  whole  heart,  and  be  his  obedient  child." 

9th.  Nine  new  people  caote  to  request  permission  to  live 
here.  We  were  satisfied  with  the  declarations  they  made> 
and  gave  them  leave,* on  trial. 

11th.  As  the  time  for  the  departure  of. the  Brethren  and 
Sisteri  Kohrhammer  and  Schmitt  to  the  Grucnekloof  is  now 
fixed  for  the  1 5  th,  we  anticipated  the  celebration  of  thef  Lord'^ 
Supper  by  eight  days.  On  speaking  with  the  commuuicants» 
we  were  encouraged  by  the  manifest  tokens  we  had  of  a  re- 
newed work  of  the  Holy  Spirit  in  tbeirsouls.  The  meetings 
fqit  the  excluded,  mentioned  in  a  former  diary,  has  been  the 
means  of  a  general  emotion  throughout  the  congregation, 
and, they  look  upon  it  as  a  sign  that  the  Lord  will  not  for- 
sake 
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sake  themf  Concerning  the  celebration  of  thcPassion-wcct, 
the  ^xpr^sions  of  many  wei'e  striking  and  full  of  feeling, 

Anna  Adams  said :  .The  Lord  has  breathed  new  life  into 
tf^Cf  for  I  was  dead  before.  And  I  cannot  describe  how  happ j 
)  am  in  considering  his  great  love  unto  me. 

Regina  Fertj/n ;  I  have  nothing  good  to  say  of  myself 
but  the  oiore  of  our  Saviour.  If  he  did  not  bold  me,  I  should 
aink  intQ  ^  quagmire. 

.  M(^(lalcne  Vcrtyn  declared,  how  much  the  consideration 
of  our  Saviour's  sufferings  and  death  affected  her.  "  Wbea 
^\  I  first  heardfl  how  He  was  nailed  to  the  aoas,  immiBdiately 
V  I  thought^  this  was  all  done  for  me,  and  only  in  Hisdeadi 
y  have  I  found  salvation. 

On  the  13thy  eight  adtilts  were  baptized,  apd  a  powerful 
emotion  pervaded  the  whole  congregation.  At  the  Holy  Cpm- 
xAunion,  eight  w^e  present  as  candidates,  and  i^ve  with  a 
\iew  to  gon^mation  the  ne;ct  time. 

Qn  the  1 5th,  the  Brethren  and  Sisters  Kohrbammer  and 
Scbpaitt  set  out  for  prueneklo6f»  Brother  Kueater  accompa* 
nying  them  to  the  Capetown.  Our  best  wishes  and  piayers 
were  offered  up  <^  tbift  occasion,  that  the  Lord  •  would  Vk¥^ 
t|xem  in  all  they  may  undertake  in  His  Name,  aiid  cause  their 
testimony  to  be  attevnded  withpower^nd  demonstration  of  the 
Spirit,  lor  the  cqnveKsion  of  many  Hottentots  in  that  counoy. 

nth.  Anna.  Rabyntge  departed  this  life.  During  her 
last  illness  ^e  was  #fien  visited  by  us,  and  always  feund  in 
firm  reliance  uppn  the  Lord,  waiting  with  joy  for  the  hour 
of  hei:  dissolutioB. 

For  some  time  past  an  epidemical  disorder  has  been  ^trj 
gtmeral  hereabouta.  Its  appearance  b  something  like  a  vio* 
l^nt  cold,  attended  with  a  /ever  and  cough.  In  some  cases, 
p)e\irisy  and  paip.  accompany  it.  Many  of  our  people  were 
attacked ;  and  the  Brethren  Marsveld  and  Kuehnel,  with

penczel  at  Aimterdam,  who  had  sent  m  a  bo»  of  drugs.  A 
certain  mfusion,  pucpawed  by  the  fte^erend  Mr.  Disandtat 
IhMftfiieiKlorf  near  Halle>  was  likewise  feund  very  useful,  but 
we  had  very  little  of  it  left.  Ow  Hottentots  were  tfiformed, 
that  (hey  had  tathaivk  our  dear  friends  in*  Europe,  for  the  re« 
Ktf  affofded  them,  and  they  begged  us  to  expreH  Ihor  gra*. 
tifudb  in  the  best  aiaimer. 

Mtfc.  Sarah  BootsnMn,  a  bapliaed  pdt  siioteen  years  old» 
£edof  the  white  leprosy  or  Lazartit^sickhesst.  We  had  often 
been  under  concern  about  her  .unsteady  conduct,  and  feared 
Aat  she  would  not  stay  with  the  believers.  But  when  bcr 
Aftadful  disorder  began  to  increase  tipon  her»  ehe  reftecrteit''^ 
aeiiou&ty  on  her  latter  end,  and  begged  to  be  visited.  She 
was  an  object  of  great  pity,  pnt  we  have*  the  best  hopes,  dial 
she  sought  and  found  grace  and  peace  id  tHe  blood  of  JesiiSf 
and  depavted  out  of  a  state  ofmtsery,  ittt^  joyfid  eternity. 

Brother  Kuehnel  was  sent  for  to  see  r  sick  youth  fifteeti* 
J9M$  old*  On  being  asked  what  he'  wished^  for,  he  replied f 
^  I  lie  here,  sick  in  body,  bat  my  mind  i>xoQstantly'  enga* 
^  ged  wilb  the  bitter  sonfern^js  ;uid  demi  of  our  Saviour* 
*^  t  think  how  they  put  8f  crown  of  thoms  on  his  head,  and' 
^  bealit  into  his  temples  with  ksriea( sticks) ;  howhigwhole 
^  body  was  covered  with  -wounds,  how  bis  stdd  war  pierced' 
^  wish  an  assagai  (spear) ;  and  all  this  for  me*  My  sin»  have' 
^  dor»e  this,  and  I  now  cry  day  and  night  to  him,  that  h# 
^  would  forgpve  me,  and  blot  out  all  my  tmnsjgrettions.^

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April  9nd.  Tw6  £innei9  c^^iqe  bith^ry  as  the j  ss^id,  to  spcod 
Easter-Sunday  with  oft  but  they  were  exceedingly  disappoint- 
ed to  percievct  that  there  vr^»  ^  fortnight  wanting  to  it ;  a  t 
first  diey  womU  hj^rdly  believe  u$.  They  attended  all  the 
meetiiigs  on  Sunday*  We  received  letters  to-day  frpm  Cine" 
nektepf,  with  pleasing  accounts  of  the  transactions  of  our 
Brethren  at  Capetown. 

4th.  One  of  the  Missionarie$  visited  a  sick  nian  in  Stofltls- 
kraaly  by  his  ^re«  He  was  anxious  to  be  saved,  and 
iaid :  **  I  bf ve  not  been  able  to  sl^  ta^t  i^ght  for  pain,  and 
**  began  to  think  of  the^  question  you  a^ked  me  yesterday ; 
**  whether  I  was  sure  of  my  salvation?  I  am  not,  and  that 
•*  mad^  m^  send  for  you.'*  He  then  made  a  very  humble  coq- 
icMioQ  of  hif  many  sins  and  transgressions,  apd  was  epco,u- 
raged  to  gp  with  the  whole  load  of  his  guilt  straight  to  Jesu^y 
as  the  Saviour  of  lost  men. 

5th.  Brother  Ku^ter  returned  to  us  from  Grueneklopf, 
by  i)vay  of  Rodesa^ds-I^lpof  and  ^rand  vallfiy»  and  gave  us  a 
pl^asiiig  report  of  bis  journey,  aud  the  well-being  pf  oi^r 
Bretbrep^  We  were  more  especially  glad  to  h^ar,  that  the 
gospel  seen)s  to  make  some  impression  upon  the  hearts  qf 
the  Hottentots  tbere. 

gth  apd  7th.  Many  of  our  Hottentots  came  to  expr^ 
tlieif  joy  at  Brother  and  Sifter  Kuester's  return*  Some  arf 
plfa^ed,  that  a  second  settlement  has  been  b^g^n  among 
their  pation,  but  many  are  appreh^nsiyCi  that  by  degrees  wc 
$hall  all  remove  from  Gpadentbal,  because,  as  they  say,  they 
are  so  disobedient  and  inattcnriye. 

8th.  Seventeen  persons  were  admitted  amppg  tbe  can- 
didates for  baptism ;  apd  it  wa^  tfuly  a  day  of  joy  and  glad- 
ness, which  the  Lord  had  made. 

9th.    OW  Jacob  Adams  was  visited.    He  has  been  long 

ailing.    When  the  ^f  j^pnary  was  about  to  leave  him,  he

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said,  by  his  interpreter:  "  My  dear  teacher,  I  pray  that  the 
**  peace  of  God  may  fill  your  heart ;  that  you  may  also  en- 
"  joy  good  health  and  strength,  so  as  to  be  able  to  go  about 
**  and  visit  the  aged  and  sick,  and  comfort  them  with  the 
^  true  and  good  words.  And  I  wish  that  in  this  very  hot 
*<«  weather,  you  may  have  a  cool  dweUing,  and  a  refreshing 
**  draught,  when  you  are  thirsty," 

We  entered  the  Passion-week  with  fervent  prayer,  that 
the  Lord  would  grant  the  meditation  on  what  He  has  done 
to  redeem  our  souls  to  produce  good  fruitt  in  our  own  hearts 
and  the  hearts  of  our  hearers. 

1 1  th.  Early,  even  before  we  were  up,  a  boy  of  about  thir- 
teen years  old,  came  to  one  of  the  Missionaries,  and  with 
many  tears  described  the  uneasiness  of  his  mind,  and  that  he 
had  not  been  able  to  sleep  for  anxiety  about  the  salvation  of 
his  Soul.  He  therefore  felt,  as  if  some  one. directed  him  to  his 
teachers ;  and  he  now  begged  to  know,  what  he  should  do.  He 
was  advised  and  encouraged  to  go  to  Jesus,  who  came  into 
the  world  to  seek  and  save  the  lost.  Soon  after,  one  of  the 
candidates  for  baptism  came  and  asked,  how  he  should  ma- 
nage to  show,  that  he  was  Baas  in  his  own  house,  for 
his  wife  was  disposed  to  rule.  We  told  him,  that  we  were 
afraid  there  were  faults  on  both  sides,  but  that  if  the  love  of 
God  was  shed  abroad  in  both  their  hearts  by  the  Holy 
Ghost,  they  would  be  willing  to  forgive  each  other,  and  to 
live  in  Christian  love  and  charity.  Two  Missionaries  went 
to  day  to  visit  the  few  inhabitants  of  Stofiels-kraal,  who  be- 
long to  us.  The  sick  man  mentioned  on  the  4th,  was  happy 
and  resigned,  and  assured  them,  that  having  turned  to  Jesus 
with  all  his  misery,  he  had  obtained  confidence,  that  He 
would  forgive  him  his  sins  and  receive  him  in  mercy.  A 
poor  woman  suffering  exceedingly  by  a  cancerous  disorder, 
was  reminded  of  what  had  been  told  her  of  the  way  of  sal- 
vation 
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Vadon  some  days  ago.  She  replied:  '^  I  cry  day  and  night  for 
**  mercy  and  pardon  to  the  Lord  Jesus,  and  will  continue  to 
**  do  so,  till  He  hears  and  comforts  me." 

1 2th.  We  recieved  a  letter  from  Brother  Schmitt,  dated 
at  Capetown,  where  he  was  transacting  some  business,  with 
pleasing  intelligence  from  the  Gruenekloof.  We  spoke  also 
to  day  with  our  communicants,  previoils  to  the  enjoyment  of 
the  Lord's  supper,  \\ith  much  satisfaction. 

Tobias  Henry  said :  **  I  appear  to  myself  like  the  buU- 
"  rushes  in  the  water,  which  are  driven  to  and  fro  by  the 
'*  wind.  Many  thoughts  arise  in  my  mind,  which  draw  me 
**  aside  from  our  Saviour  and  his  ways,  but  yet  the  Holy 
**  Ghost  always  reminds  me  of  Him  again.  Bad  as  I  am,  I 
**  yet  feel  that  Jesus  loves  me,  and  will  not  let  me  stray 
•*  from  him." 

Saul  Valentyn :  "  I  am  worse  than  a  log  of  wood ;  for

He  was  adtnonished  to  seek  part  of  the 
fault  in  himself,  and  to  converse  with  her,  and  seek  to  make 
up  all  differences  in  a  humUespirit.  He  replied :  "  I  kiK)# 
<«  that  I  iiommit  many  faidts,  and!  turn  to  God  for  forgivd- 
^*  ness.  When  I  speak  to  God,  I  perceive  that  he  hears  me, 
**  and  cotidescends  to  answer  itte,  but  when  i  speak  to  my 
»*  wife,  she  vrfll  not  answet  one  word,  and  I  have  therefoiie 
^^  told  her,  that  i  should  come  and  speak  with  you,  and  beg 
^^  you  to  admonish  her,**  This  was  accofdingly  done,  with 
the  desired  effect.  They  forgave  each  other,  and  again  lived 
upon  a  friendly  footing.  We  are  thus  ffequentty  edited  up<ta 
to  settle  little  fatbjSof  dilutes. 

We  began  also  to  day  to  speak  wltli  all  Our  communicants, 

and  had  the  great  satisfaction  to  ob^rve>  that  Ae  new 

^   ^  awakemnj; 
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awakening  of  their  souls,  which  was  so  manifest  daring  the 
Passion-week,  continue4  to  show  itself;  and  we  fcrveQtIy 
pray,  that  it  may  spread,  and  its  fruits  be  abiding, 

14th»  We  partook  of  the  Holy  Communion  in  the  peace 
of  Jesus.  Two  jiersons^  having  been  confirmed,  partook 
ft>r  the  first  time. 

,  IStb.  A  gentleman  from  Batavia,  who  had  been  with  us 
on  a  visit,  left  us  to  day. 

nth-  Wc  received  agreeable  letters  from  our  fellow- 
missionaries  at  the  Grucnckloof,  which  gave  us  an  account, 
not  only  of  their  own  health  and  well-being,  but  of  the  ap- 
pearance of  the  good  effects  produced  by  the  preaching  of 
the  Gospel  among  the  Hottentots. 

18th  and  19th.  The  highest  mountains  hereabouts  were 
covered  with  snow. 

20th.  A  candidate  for  baptism  came,  and  with  tears  la- 
mented, that  though  she  had  so  long  heard  the  gospel,  and 
how  much  her  God  and  Saviour  had  suffered  to  redeem  her, 
yet  she  felt,  that  she  was  still  the  same  slave  of  sin,  and  could 
not  get  free  from  its  captivity.  «*  O  pray  forme,"  she  added, 
**  my  dear  teachers,  for  I  myself  am  too  weak  and  wretched, 
*^  that  Jesus  may  have  mercy  upon  me,  and  break  the  chain 
*'  which. Satan  has  put  round  my  neck,  and  by  which  he  is 
••  holding  me  fast.'*  She  was  affectionately  directed,  with 
all  her  distress  to  turn  to  our  Saviour,  who  would  not  cast 
her  out.  She  thanked  the  Missionary,  and  went  away,  but 
«oon  returned  again,  and  said :  **  The  comfort  I  felt  when  I 
^*  left  you,  is  all  vanished  again,  and  my  sins  lie  before  me,  and 
•*  oppress  my  soul."  She  was  exhorted  to  persevere  in  crying 
to  Jesus  for  pardon  and  deliverance :  She  replied:  "  That  I 
**  will,  but  J  shall  come  again  and  again,  till  I  find  peace.'* 
•  24thu  A  tyger  came  into  our  neighbourhood,  seized  and  de« 
Toureda  baboon.  Brother  KuehnerjS 'prentice,  and  a  good  ma* 
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ny  Hottentots  set  out  in  pursuit  of  the  beast,  but  lostbts  track 
among  the  rocks,  and  v/t  fear  he  may  pay  us  more  visits. 

25th.  We  received  a  letter  from  Mr.  Heuser,  informing . 
tis  of  his  intention  to  go  to  Europe,  about  the  middle  of  June, 
and  offering  to  lake  the  Widow,  Sister  Rose,  in  his  company* 
As  she  felt  inclined  to  accept  of  the  offer,  and  Brother  Kueh- 
nel  wished  to  send  his  son  Henry  home  for  education,  wc 
availed  ourselves  of  the  kindness  of  our  friend.  We  mention* 
ed  it  to  our  people  in  the  evening-meeting,  and  sent  a  messen- 
ger to  Gruenekloof,  to  give  notice  to  our  Brethren  there. 

In  the  following  days,  many  Hottentots,  hoih  adults  and 
children,  came  and  begged,  that  they  might  dictate  Jcttcrs  to 
their  Fathers  and  Brethren  in  Europe.     On  this  occasion  , 
several  of  them  gave  very  encouraging  evidence  of  the  woiic 
of  the  Holy  Ghost  in  their  hearts. 

26th,  being  Ascension-day,  we  adored  our  Lord  in  the  dust, 
and  commended  ourselves  to  him,  as  our  High-priest  and 
Intercessor  before  the  throne  of  God. 

27th.  We  had  a  conversation  with  all  those  men  who 
intend  to  plough  and  sow  in  their  plantations.  During  that 
season,  they  are  always  apt  to  quarrel  about  trifling  afBtirSy 
such  as  boundaries,  S^c.  and  therefore  we  not  only  admonished 
them  to  avoid  every  thing  that  niight  disturb  peace  and  order, 
but  settled  several  points  in  dis^ut^for  them,  and  hope  that 
they  will  do  better  this  year. 

•  28th.  A  young  man,  Wilm  Schipper,  yet  unbaptized,  de- 
parted this  life.  Two  days  ago,  he  sent  for  one  of  the  Mia- 
sionaries,  who  asked  him,  whether  he  could  rejoice  in  the 
prospect  of  leaving  this  world.  His  answer  was:  ^^  I  can't' 
<<  say  as  much  as  that  I  rejoice,  but  I  feel  the  peace  of  God 
*<  in  my  soul,  and  believe,  that  He,  for  Christ's  sake,  has  for- 
<*  given  me  my  sins ;  therefore  I  am  resigned  to  his  will.** 
Ihc  same  Brother  called  upon  a  sick  woman  in  child-bed. 

She 
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She  said:  ''I  came  to  Gnademhal  a»  a  chiM,  tnd  have  bec9 
**  here  long  enough  to  hfeome  n  mother;  but  though  I  dX- 
**  wnys  heard  the  Gospel,  yet  I  hiive  followed  the  lu$t9  of 
^  my  own  depr»ved  he^rt,  and  my  Ufe  has  beea  one  copti* 
^*  lined  ^hain  of  fioi.  Pnty  for  me,  that  the  Lcnrd  J^u^ 
*^  may  have  morey  upon  nie,  and  forgive  me*" 

J^ae  Sth,  being  Whitsunday,  in  the  momk^-nieetiog^ 
Sister  Rote  wat  commended  to  the  giaoe  and  pFoleetion  of 
the  Lord,  in  fervent  prayer.  The  [f  ottentot  congregation 
ahed  many  tears.  Oa  soch  occaaiooa  it  b  evident,  hew 
akiOBgly  they  are  atcaebed  to  dieir  teachers,  whom  tbey  cnily 
lorem  Fathers  ansl  Mothers;  this  is  a  great  encouragement  (a 
«s  ID  senriag  them.  la  the  afternoon,  Sister  Rose  invifiad 
aU  ifta  widows  to  a  faievftl*lovefeast.  M^oy  very  edifying 
and  heartfelt  expressions,  were  osed  by  them,  to  testify  their 
ifrre  and  gfatitude  for  her  faithfpl  services.  Tbey  also  b^cd 
ber  la  salute  ail  their  dear  Fathers,  Brothers^  and  Sisters  ia 
Christ,  in  Europe,  and  to  diank  them,  that  they  coattnae  to 
sead  teachers  to  such  poor  worthless  beings. 

One  of  them,  J7afiitiiAilber,  added:  MTeliiMut  that  i  am 
^  the  worst  widow  here  at  Onadrntbal  ;'^  and  then  coachi* 
ded  a  most  edifying  confessiaa  of  her  unwoithiuflss,  and  the 
gFeatness  of  our  Savioar's  love  and  mercy  towards  her,  by  re- 
peating a  verse  expressive  of  her  attaehiq^eat  to  her  crucified 
Redeemer. 

-  On  the  6th,  Sister  Rose,  with  die  child,  Henry  Kueboel, 
-eet  oat  for  Capetown,  accompanied  by  Brother  and  Sister 
Kuester.  A  great  number  of  Hottentots,  old  and  young,  at- 
tended them  a  considerable  way,  and  then  took  leave  with 
many  tears,  calling  upon  the  Lord  to  bless  and  protect  thpm  by 
hmdaadsea. 

Whea  we  in  the  following  days  spoke  with  thecomaiiinl- 
eams,  pvevious  lo  the  Lord'a  Suyper,  we  heard  aiany  grateful 

declarations 
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deofaretkwM  of  thoir  lov«  and  cohfideoiCQ  in  cmt  Savroor. 
Many  expressed  their  sorrow  at  th»  depai«ti>reof  Sister  Roie» 
^MsB  khsdheas  ziuHtLuMiBi  laboujF  acnoag.  tho^e  oihtat  cwa 
MXy  wiil  nor  soon  b^  foi^otten. 

Sevtrai  -bttg^  that  we  would  again  begin  to  commonicate 
abcoount^'frofn  other' Missions,  as  formerly.  For,  said  they; 
*^  By  thisiflnteafis  we  learn  what  ojax  Satioinr  has  done  on 
^  Oilier  p6o^  Hi^athen  like  ourselves,  and  that  encourages  us 
•♦  to  hopte  for  nlortf'of  His  grace  and  mercy."  We  promt* 
wsi  chat'it  should  be'-done^and  afterwards,  vcsolyed' to  read  to 
them,' portions  but  of  Crania^'  History  of  Gre^and,of  which 
Uiere  is  a  Dutch  translation. 

•  Mth;  We  spoke  with  the  men,  about  laying  a  new  bridge 
adross  ibe  river  Sonderend,  the  oU  one  being-  so  rotten,  that 
nchody  can  venture  -to  go  across*  About  12  of  them  went 
so  the  government's  wood,  about  six  hours  walk  from  hence^ 
tacnt  a  timber-tree  of  iron*wood,  50  feet  long,  to  repair  it 
withi  Thoa  wood'is  so  hiravy,  that  it  sinks  in  the  watcr^  tmit 
has  itt  name  from  its  hardness  uid  weight. 

liif  the  afternoon  we  visited  a  woman  living  on  our  land^ 
wiM  ivdying'Of  a  consumption,  brought  on  by  irregulamies. 
SbetlNRl'  by  right  forfeited  her  privelege  6f  living  here^  btd 
Ming  v^y  lilt  we  would  not  expel  her  immbdiately.  At 
§m^'Mt  ^¥6^  itdt^b^r  of  being  visited  by  die  Misslonatfesv 
ItoC  shewed  great  enmity  of  heart  agamstus.  Sometime 
ago,  however,  she  began  to  reflect  and  to  cry  for  mercy,  and* 
Mb#  airMRly  desired  t6  hear  the  Gospel*  Sy  degree^  she 
^WSkferedher  itiany'sins^  in  the  proper  light,  and  played 
iim  she  nligbt  be  delivcfred  from  sin  and  its  curse,  through 
the  power  of  Jesu's  blood.  She  also  requeMd  to  be  baptiaed. 
Fiiiififag  her  repentanee>sincere,  we  agreed  t6  grant  her  this 
fivorr  Horralationaand  Meads  having  met,  BradierSchwimi 
S  H  addtessed 
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addressed  tbein^iii  si^toitabk  discourse j  aad  the  poorpcmtent 
wad  baptized  into  Jfhe  deadi  of  J«sus. 

18di.    The  kbgve^memioned  iron-wdod.tiiee  having  boe» 
brought  to  the  river's  edge,  all  our  men  went  to  work>to  make 
the  bridge;  hoc  d)e  river  bad  so  muoh  swoUea,  that  after  se- 
veral fruitless  attmnpts,  bodi  on  this  and  die  foUowiog  day, 
they  were  oblig^  to  4lesist,  till  the  watecMwhtidUd. 
,    SSnd,  early,  Stster.Kuetmel,  aftcir  a  vtry  bftrd  aad  dai^er^^ 
otts  labour,  was  delivered  of  a  stilUborn  child.    We  were 
ralber  under  great  concern,  as  by  the  tweUifcig  of  the  river,  no 
assistance  could  be  ptocnred;  and  the  inore  thankful  tp  God, 
that  the  mother's  life  was  preserved. 

23d.    Brother  Kuester  retumod  to  us  from  Capetown, 

and  brought  word,  that  om  tnivellfiiBwere  not  likely  co.be 

fatwarded  on  their  vdyage  to  Europe>  till  the  middle  of  July« 

.  July  SkL     We  saw  a  man,  John  Peter,  who  numy  years 

ago  was  excluded,Teturn  witk  contrition  and  repenting  tears,* 

and.  cry  for  the  Ibrgiveness  of  his  sins.    The>oceasion  of  hiv 

return  was  a  serious  conversation  with  him  yesteoday,  in 

whieh  we  informed. him, that utdesaatotal change  took plice 

in  fak  fadtfiviour,  we  ahould  be  under  the  necesicy  of  onderini^ 

htm  to  qmt  the  settlement.

In^he  night  between  the  3d  and  4lhj  there  arose  such  ar 
violent  gale  from  the  N.  E.  that  we  every  moment  ^sqfeefpi^ 
tbatour  rooft  would  be  blown  off;  however,  by  Godrf  fliercy  i 
iio  damage  was  done. 

7th.    We  spoke  with  all  our  commuuicants.    J$tUui  Wit^ 
boy  complained  of  himself,  that  he  often  felt  anger  in  hia  • 
muid  agaii^st  others.     He  said :  <*  If  any  one  has  a  piece  of 
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M^9,iia  his  pot,  atodhe/will  not  givetnea  piece,  I  am  in- 
censed  against  him.  Then  I  repeat,  for  I  well  know,  that 
.by-  tfajcse  thiQgs  the  peace  of  God  is  takeit  from  my  soul/* 

Jacob  Mams  is  now  so  infirm  that  he  cannot  get  to  church , 
but  mfrequendy  call  upon  him.    Thisdd  man,  though  not 
able  130  speak  with  us,  but  by  fo  interpreter,  is  a  bright 
Jewel  in  our  congrj^gation.    He  has  such  a  thorough  know- 
ledge of  Christian  principles  and  doctrines,  and  of  himself  as 
a  sinner,  and  such  experieace  of  the  grace  and  power  of  our 
.Saviour,  that  his  converse  with  u$  and  his  countrymen  is 
.always  edifying. .  But  be  does  not- like  to  be  visited  too  often 
by  the. latter.    Qn  ttus  occasion  he  said :  ^'  When  the  Hot- 
tentots come  tQ  me,  one  says  one  thing,  a  second  another, 
and  a  third  has  some  other  subject,  and  after  they  have  staid 
and  talked  together  for  a  while,  they  go  away,  and  sometimes 
Ifed,  as  if  <chey  had  taken  the  peace  of  God  wJth  them.     I  have 
therefore  lately  said  to  them :  ^f  If  you  want  to  hear  the  Gos- 
fdf  yon  may  go  into  the  great  house,  (meaning  the  church,) 
but  dop't  come  so  often  into  mine.'*    He  added :  ^'  Give  my 
love  to  all  the  Missionaries  and  their  wives,  and  tell  tftem', 
that  I  pray,  that  .their  hearts  may  be  filled  with  the  same  peace 
and  love,  which,  through  mercy,  I  enjoy.'' 

9th.  The  woman  baptized  by  Brother  Schwinn^  on  the 
1 1th  ult.  departed  dm  life.  From  the  day  of  her  baptism  to 
the  moment  of  her  death,  she  spent  her  time  in  praise  and 
prayer;  and  edified  ail  around  her,  by  the  testimony  she  bore 
.to  the  love  of  Jesus,  even  to  the  worst  of  sinners,  rejoicmg 
in  the  hope  of  soondeparting  and  being  for  ev^  with  Hinu 

10th.    We  partook  of  the  Lord's  Snpper.    Most  oTour 

.communicants  having  been  detained  in  their  tom-fidds  by 

the.swellmg  of  the  river,  we  were  obliged  to  postpone  its 

jeeiebratiom    Yesterday  one  of  the  chapetservants  swam

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•across,  and  brought  wmrd,  that  the  wttet  was  Attingt  and^ey 
cottld  be  preseat  wtdi  lU. 

Itih.    We  had  again  regvlatcd select c'empanies  dr  classes 
of  coffinuioicantSi  for  cooTerang  with  each  other  about  their 
soi^.    We  renewed  thk  cvatom,   because  it  has  been  pro- 
ductive of  very  essei^l  benefit  to  them,  even  in  the  beginning, 
when  the  Brethren  Mars?dd,   Schwinn,  and  Kuehnel  were 
here  alone ;  and  we  fouiMl,  diat  it  was  also  now  attended  with 
great  Messing^  and  met  the  wishes  of  ali  our  people. 
.    Beige  Babynige  said :  *M  am  glad  that  the  classes  have 
fceen  renewed.  -  When  our  first  three  teachers  came»  we  met 
in  this  way»  and  were  always  Messed  by  our  Savtoun     Per- 
haps He  will  bring  us  back  to  our  first  love.     At  that  time 
we  Ipyed  our  teachers  ^nd  our  Brethren  and  Sisters  dearly. 
I  should  have  been  ready  to  forsake  my  pareats,  my  husband, 
find  2(11  niy  friends,  if  they  had  not  been  of  the  same  mind,  tb 
live  with  me  at  Bavianskloof.    To  be  sure,  at  first  when  I 
heard  Gpd*s  word,  J  was  stupid  and  sdky,  and  could  n<ftiin«> 
derstand  it,  fifid  yet  I  was  convinced  in  my  very  heart  that 
these  were  the  people,  who  should  lead  us   in  the  Way  to 
heavcp,  and  I  was  determined  to  live  and  die  with  them. 
The  farmers  then  tdd  us,  that  they  would  be  shot,  and  gladly 
wpul^  I  have  been  shot  with  them,"    Susanna  Hdl/scMag 
interrupted  her,  atd  said:  ^^  Yes,  Beige^  about  that  time,  I 
also  hqird  of  the  oew  teachers,  and  told  the  farmer,  whom  I 
served,  that  I  wished  to  fp  and  live  at  Bavianskloof.    But  thp 
farmers  wife-  e^laimed:  **  You  stupid   creature;  what,  do 
you  think  these  Moravians  would  come  from  such  a  great  dis- 
taqoe,  merdy  to  teach  you  God's  word?-  No,  indeed;  they 
are  poor  people,  and  mean  to  become  rich  by  ybu,  for  when 
you  have  learnt  soipething,  they  then  intend  to  tdl  you.    I 
keep  a  schopKma^er  for  my  ohiidiea,  and  you  may  learn 
someAing  from  him.'*    I  tried  it,  asid  .he  gave  me  a  book, 

which- 
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which  Iidmiys  carried  about  widi  me.  At  lutlcetild^pcnaiid 
read  these  words,  /  bttieve  en  God^  the  Father  Mmightjf^ 
Maker  of  the  Universe^  &c..  I  was  d^ighted,  and  asked  the 
School-mtster  whq  this  God  and  Father  was?  He  replied: 
«*  He  dwells  in  heaven,  and  roor&I  cannottell  you  about  him/* 
I  was  now  the  more  eager  to  get  to  this  place,  and  at  length 
obtained  permission.  When  I  saw  the  teachers,  I  thought  I 
was  in  heaven,  and  every  word  they  said  seemed  to  come 
from  God  himself.  I  wished  to  speak  with  them,  but  could 
not  find  words.  At  last  I  ventured,  and  said :  I  love  you 
from,  iiiy  heart,  but  I  think  you  do  not  do  right.  Those 
who  wear  the  white  dress,  (that  is,  those  who  are  baptized  and 
go  to  the  Lord's  Supper)  are  the  fewest  in  number.  There 
are  many  more  here.  Now,  if  you  would  take  them  too,  you 
would  find  that  they  would  be  as  good  as  the  white  ones.  J 
was  told  that  I  must  first  learn  to  know  myself,  and  the  deep 
depravity  of  my  heart,  and  become  seriously  desirous  to  expe- 
rience deliverance  from  sin.  1  was  alarmed  at  this,  and  it 
brought.me  into  great  perplexity.  O  that  was  a  blessed  mo- 
ment, when  I  turned  to  Jesus  as  a  wretched  sinner,  and  found 
mercy." 

Harmah  Joricker^  addressing  diem  all,  said :  **  My  dear 
Sitters,  how  is  it  with  our  first  love  ?  Wheie  is  that  fled  to  ? 
If  one  of  us  went  astray,  the  rest  admonished  her ;  if  one 
wanted  comfort,  the  rest  comforted  her.  We  simply  told 
each  other  what  occurred  in  our  souls,  and  not  a  day  passed, 
but  we  went  to  speak  with^ur  teachers,  and  ask  to  be  instruct- 
ed. Thus  we  continued,  till  night,  and  when  it  grew  light, 
we  went  again  to  call  upon  them,  and  sat  down  at  the  door,  till 
they  had  risen  and  could  admit  us.  Now,  alas !  I  only  go  once 
in  four  weeks,  in  my  usual  turn,  ^nd  then  sometimes  hardlr 
know  what  to  say.  The  teachers  who  are  lately  comci  can 
hardly  believe  what  theold  teachers  tell  them  of  former  timet.

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Are  wc  not  perverse  peopk  ?  The  more  pur  Saviour  does  for 
m»  the  more  ungrateiul  we  grow.     Before  I  was  bapiiiedy  I 
•  prayed  to  the  Lord  Jesus,  and  promised  to  wdk  worthy  of  (bat 
:  gmce.     I  once  dreamt,  that  I  was  going  to  be  baptized,  and 
OB.  the  Sunday  following  I  went  straight  up  with  those  to 
.whom  thb grace  was  to  be  adminbtered,  and  thought  IcouU 
not  miss^    When  I  came  to  the  leacherSi  tliey  asked  me, 
what  I  wanted?  I  said  ^'  lo  be  baptized;'^  upon  which  one  of 
them  replied :  <<  Give  your  heart  to  our  Saviour,  and  believe, 
^  that  by  your  sins,  you  have  nailed  him  to  the  ctoss.'*    I  could 
.  not  understand  him,  but  answered :  *^  I  cannot  help  it,  that  he 
•*  vtrasso  cruelly  used.**    The  Missionary  replied :  "  If  you 
^  do  not  believe,  that  this  was  done  for  you,  yott  will  be  lost 
•*  for  ever/*    These  words  siczed  upon  my  heart  like  a  fever, 
and  I  trembled  all  over.     I  ran  into  the  fields,  hid  myself  be- 
bind  the  bushes,  and  cried  day  and  night  to  God  for  mercy. 
All  my   sins  appeared  before  me  in  their  damning  power. 
When  it  grew  dark,  I  durst  not  venture  to  lie  dowp,  for  I 
Apught,  I  should  die  and  be  lost  for  ever.    One  morning  I 
went  to  one  of  the  I^issionaries,  and  told  him,  that  there  was 
no  help  for  me,  for  I  was  a  lost  sinner.     His  answer  was : 
^  Do  not  come  any  more  to  me  as  an  orphan,  that  has  lost 
**  father  and  mother,  but  know,  that  you  have  a  Father  in

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13th  and  foHowing  days,  Brother  Kuestcr  and  his  wife  spoke 
with  the  candidates  for  baptism.  We  are  always  glad  to  hear

George  Schmitt.  On  this  occasion  Klaas  Freddie  told  u^ 
that  his  mother-in-law  Hannah,  was  a  particular  friend  of  old 
Helena,  who  had  always  advised  her,  not  to  remove  far  ffom 
Bavianskloofi  for  that  she  had  a  conviction  in  her  lieart,  thac 
jteachers  would  come,  aj;xd  ithe  Gospel  again  be  preached  herp 
46  her  children  and  grand-children.  .    -y 

Tscbartschif  a  Caffre,  wept  much  about  the  loss  he  ha4 
jnfieced,  when,  as  he  said,  he  was  obliged  to  stand  at  the  dooTj, 
^ivhen  the  candidates  for  baptism  had  their  meeting,  by  |vhich 
bemeant,  diat  he  had  been  excluded.  He  ad4ed  r'^  I  am  io- 
'<  deed  a  kicked,  disobedieat  CafFre.  .  My  heart  is  lik^  a 
u  gr<)und  covered  with  wild  weeds»  but  yet  I  believe  our  &- 
^*  viour  will  pity  me,  and  forgive  me  my  sins.'^ 
. .  JVilm  Keesj  a  very  aged  Hottentot,  expressed  his  gratitude 
to  God  for  having  brought  him  to  Gnadenthal,  where  heha4 
become  acquainted  with  his  people.  On  this  occasion^  he 
related^  how  wonderfully  bis  life  had  been  preserved  some  yean 
ago.  He  'Once  heard  a  noise  like  bleating  outside  the  houi^ 
^nd  fearing  that  some  ravenous  beast  had  seized  his  calf^  of 
which  his  whole  property  consisted,  h^  ran  out  ^th  his  dog^ 
to  its  assistance.  When  he  reached  the  field,  he  saw  that  f 
tyger  had  just  killed  the  poor  animaL .  The  monster  imme- 
diately sprang  towacds  hiif ,  but  though  he  was  greatly  teiTV 
fied,  he  had  presence  of  mind  enough,  to  run  his  arm  as  fajr 
as  he  could  down  thie  tyger's  opened  throat,  hoping  thereby  to 
keep  him  off.  In  that. instant,  the  tyger  struck  him  so  violent 
a  blow  in  his  face,  that  he  not  only  levelled  him  to  thf 
gSQund,  but  t(H'e  off  part  of  his  cheek.  He  gave  himself  op 
ibr  loft,  hut  the  animal  then  made  off,  and  he  retreated  tmt 
hhhoit;  where  after  a  long  time,  he  recovered,  dio«||i  thi 
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^f  the  violence  done  to  hioiy^  are  still  visible  both  m  ftis  face 
and  arm. 

Griid Magemutn  said :  "I  fed  that \  answer  t)ie  desorip- 
^  rion  given  last  Sunday  in  the  sennon.  I  can  see  the  meie 
♦*  in  my  neighbonr''»eyev  but  not  the  beam  in  my  own/* 

17th.  A  communicant,  Magdaten^  Frederics,  departed 
Ais  Hfe  very  happily.  Some  Brethren  and  Sisters  weM  with 
h€t  shortly  before,  and  sang  some  verses  treating  of  the  blesaei 
end  of  God's  people.  The  peace  ef  JesM  wag  sensibly  ftrit 
'on-  Ats  occasion.  She  was  the  person  msintioned^by.our  &rst 
three  Brethren,  who  read  to  them  out  6f  the  Dutch  TesraiMne, 
given  to  Helena  by  the  late  Brother  George  Schmitt.  It 
was  remarkable  to  them,  it  being  Christmas^d^y  1*792,  that 
the  just  of^ened  upon  the  2d  Chap,  of  St.  Luke,^  dfcscribin|; 
onr  Saviour's  birth.  She  had  learnt  to  read  from  a  relation; 
who  was  a  scholar  of  Brother  Schmitt,  and  when  the  Brethren 
leKled  at  Baviansklocrf,  was  one  of  the  flrtt  who  moved  hi* 
ther.  Site  was  soon  thoroughly  awakened,  and* surrendered 
lier^df  to  the  Lord  without  exception.  Her  walk  was  edify*. 
Ihg  antf  worthy  of  a  child  of  God.  She  was  baptized  February 
f  Itfi  ilW,  and  became  a  communicant;  July  l^h  IIKK). 

ITwnew  people  were  spoken  with  on  the  1 9th  by  Brother 
•nd  Sister  Kuester,  who  made  a  pleasing  report  of  them  to 
fiw  Missions-conference; 

Daniel  jKoojwwn  lamented,  that  Tie  had  been  so  long  here, 
imd  had  made  so  little  progress.  His  father  had  been  one  of 
Brother  Schmitt's  scholars. 

Oude  Rabyntgey  one  of  the  oldest  inhabitants  of  Gnaden* 
Ifaai,  but  whose  walk  and  conversation  has  been  very  Uttie  to 
our  satis&ction,  was  full  of  contrition  and  said:  ^  I  begin  to 
'^  tTemble  for  myself,  and  feel  as  if  heU-&re  wia  almfldf  bwft. 
^  ing  in  my  soul  My  hairs  have  grown  grey  in  my  sina^  atul 
f^  Iqj  to  JesvsiicNr  mevcy,  atid  dtachewouldibrgiveme.*' 

Elizabeth 
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JElizd6<th  Mosis:  '*  I  have  now  resolved  to  give  myself 
'<  to  the  Lord.  Disobedience  to  him  and  my  teacher^,  is 
'<  no  more  pleasant  to  me ;  yet  I  must,  confess,  that  since  my 
^  husband  has  become  a  candidate  for  baptism,  I  am  displeased 
'<  with  hinK  I  know  it  is  my  fault,  that  I  have  not  attained 
'^  to  the  same  priviledge ;  but  I  think  he  has  since  become 
^^  proud,  and  looks  only  sideways  at*  me,"  (Despises  me.) 

Others  made  similar  declarations  of  their  unworthiness : 
and  it  was  visible  that  they  are  growing  in  the  knowledge  of 
themselves,  and  seeking  salvation. 

22nd«  Twenty-eight  new  people  were  added  to  the  candi- 
dates for  baptism ;  and  we  rejoiced  with  them  over  the  favour 
bestowed  upon  them. 

24th.  Five  adults  were  baptized  by  Brother  Kuester.  The 
transaction  ivas  attended  with  an  heart-melting  sense  of  the 
presence  of  our.  Saviour,  and  more  than  ordinarily  interesting 
to  us  and  our  whole  congregation,  because  among  them,  waf 
the  first  CafFre  baptized  here.     He  was  called  DanieK 

25th.  One  dF  the  Missionaries  called  upon  our  aged  bro- 
ther Jacob  Adams,  who  is  very  feeble,  and  looking  forvtrard 
with  joy  to  be  dissolved,  and  to  be  with  .Christ  for  ever. 
The  Missionary,  in  the  course  of  conversation,  came  upon 
the  customs  of  the  nation  to  which  he  belonged.  He  is  a 
genuine  Bosjeman,  which  we  did  not  know  hitherto,  and  a 
son  of  their  king.  That  the  power  of  their  kings  is  absolute^ 
and  they  have  a  right  to  dispose  of  the  lives  of  their  subjects, 
who  are  under  the  most  complete  subjection  to  them,  he  show- 
ed by  saying,  that  if  diey  only  moved  their  finger  in  anger^ 
the  people  died.  The  nation  of  the  true  Bosjemans  live  be- 
yond the  snow-mountains,  in  the  so-called  Pampus  moun- 
tains. They  never  suffer  any  stranger  to  come  to  them' 
and.  if  any  of  their  people  go  away  and  become  Christians, 
tbe^  dare  not  return,  or  they  would  be  murdered*  They 
•  '3  1  arc 
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&re  divided  into  TaHom  clans  or  hordes,  ttdx  of  which  obeys 
tb^  oldest  as  their  chief,  but  these  are  s<ibordinate  to  the 
king.  They  live  chiefly  by  plunder.  Fortnerty  they,  as 
vreU  as  all  the  other  Hottentot  tribes,  were  a  quiet  and  well- 
disposed  people,  but  being  deprived  of  their  land,- and  robbed 
of  their  cattle  by  the  Europeans,  they  became  in  their  turn, 
savage,  and  given  to  plunder. 

Their  religion  consists  merely  in  this,  that  they  wot^ip 
two  rocks,  which  they  implore  chiefly  for  be)p  in  hvndng. 
One  of  these  rocks  represents  a  woman,  acKl  the  other  a  man. 
When  they  ar6  going  out  to  hunt,  they  first  go  to  these  idols, 
and  ifitreat  them  for  food.  First  they  go  to  the  nnde  rock, 
and  strike  against  it  with  a  stick.  If  it  sovnds,  they  believe 
the  report  is  heard  in  heaven,  and  that  they  will  have  success. 
But  if  it  so  happens,  that  they  get  nothijig,  they  repair  to  the 
female  rock,  o(  which  they  pretend,  that  it  is  inhabited  by  a 
snalicioiis  spirit,  and  beat  it  weH,  upbraiding  it,  saying: 
*<  Why  do  you,  by  your  hidden  arms,  cause  all  the  game  to 
*<  be  diot  dead,  so  that  we  can  find  none.''  If  they  have  luc- 
ceeded,  they  exiol  the  virtues  of  these  stone  gods.  They 
have  no  sacrifices  like  the  wild  HotteiHots.  The  latter  live 
ait  a  distance  from  any  Christains,  and  every  year,  on  a  cer* 
tain  day,  "kill  a  hen,  and  eat  it  togethcnr,  carefully  gathering 
all  the  bones,  which  they  throw  into  a  bnsh,  and  set  the 
whole  on  fire.  Bot  no  woman  is  permitted  to  be  present  at 
these  sacrifices,  that  being  considered  as  productive  of  hm- 
chief.  Nor  may  a  woman  eat  any  hare's  flesh,  as  Itttt  would 
likewise  bring  "ivil  into -the  house.  Of  all  other  game  rtiey 
may  partake. 

The  Hottentots  «nd  fiosjemaot  have  fiowever  the  same 
'species  of  superstition,  concerning  cemtin  influences.  Jtftob 
Adams  relttedi,  thset  formerly^  when  a  wiid  heatjien,  he  had« 
tyger  and  a  foX|  by  ^hiob  lie*could  injm:€  aoy  wum  he  hated. 

These 
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These  creatures  he  bad  never  seen,  but  they  were  running,  wild 
in  the  wood  like  all  others ;  but  if  he  wished  to  hurt  his  enemy, 
he  only  gave  notice  to  them,  and  the  victim  was  obliged  by 
some  means  or  other,  to  meet  themi  when  they  would  fall 
upon  him,  and  tear  or  kill  him.  They  also  pretend,  that 
such  creatures  inform  them  of  the  ways  of  people  at  a  distance, 
and  likewise  about  the  decease  of  their  friends  or  relations, 
or  bring  word  to- their  distant  connexions,  of  their  own  a£Faii9 
or  death.*' 

The  Missionary  wished  to  hear  more  of  the  singular  cus- 
toms of  the  Bosjemans,  hut  J acoib  Adams  desired  his  interpret 
to  tell  him,  that  he  did  not  like  to  remember  and  relate  such 
bad  things,  having  at  his  baptism  renounced  the  devil  and  all 
bis  works,  and  therefore  wished  to  have  nothing  more  to  do 
with  hi<;  old  customs.  When  the  Missionary  perceived  that 
be  disliked  the  conversation,  he  broke  it  off«  and  entered  into 
a  pleasing  and  comforting  review  of  the  means  of  grace,  by 
which  our  Saviour  had  delivered  him  from  the  service  of  sin 
and  Satan,  and  translated  him  into  the  glorious  liberty  of  the 
children  of  God. 

We  hsid  once  a  disagreeable  occurrence  here,  belonging  to 
fhe  system  of  witchcraft,  formerly  practised  among  the  Hot-^ 
tentots.  One  of  our  chapel-servants^  who  had  been  accusto- 
med to  show  charity  to  an  old  widow  living  on  our  land, 
upon  a  pertain  occasion  could  not  give  her  any  thing.  The 
old  woman  was  enraged,  and  said :  **  Very  well,  I  shall  take 
•*  care  that  you  shall  be  bitten  by  the  yellow  serpent.** 
Shortly  after,  the  former  fell  sick,  and  got  a  very  malignant 
itker-on  her  forehead,  which  baffled  all  means  used  to  heal 
it.  Two  women  who  called  upon  her,  told  her,  that  it  was 
by  witchcraft,  and  that  such  an  one  had  done  it.  They 
went  and  reproved  the  so-called  witch,  who  came,  asked  the 
patient's  pardon,  and  said  she  would  make  her  lose  the  charm. 
3 12  The 
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^e  old  woman  then  having  left  the  country,  pretending  that 
she  was  going  to  live  with  her  friends,  we  could  not  aiake 
ferther  inquiry.     The  patient  however  soon  recovered. 

26  th.  Some  Hottentots  from  the  low  country  came  hi- 
ther to  visit  their  relations.  They  had  spent  a  month  and 
18  days  on  the  jaumey. 

28th.  Brother  and  Sister  Kuester  spoke  with  the  baptizedt 
(not  communicants)  with  much  satisfaction. 

Christian  Frederic  spoke  with  gratitude  of  the  instructions 
lie  had  received  from  his  grandfather,  who  was  baptized  by 
our  late  Brother  G.  Schmitt,  and  who  always  expressed,  hit 
confidence  in  God,  that  teachers  would  again  come  hither  to 
instruct  his  countrymen. 

Peter  Maurice^  who  had  been  excluded,  said:  <<  My  grand- 
father was  the  first  Hottentot  baptized  by  Brother  George 
Schmitt,  who  called  him  Jonas.  Old  Helena  was  a  relation 
on  my  mother's  side,  and  taught  me  to  read,  before  the  three 
teachers  arrived  in  1790.  The  Lord  has  done  much  for  me, 
but  alas,  I  am  a  bad  man  and  grieve  His  holy  Spirit,  and  my 
teachers;  till  at  last  it  has  coeto  this,  that  I  must  stand  at 
the  outside  of  the  door,  when  the  baptized  have  their  meeting. 
I  intreat  you  to  let  me  come  io  again,  for  I  wish  to  begin 
,again  to  live  unto  Jesus. 

Mary  Makias,  who  has  the  first  jymptoms  of  that  dread- 
fttl  disorder,  the  Lazarus-sickness  upon  her,  declared  her  con- 
fidence in  her  Saviour,  who  siill  enabled  her  to  help  herself, 
though  she  lived  quite  alone  in  her  but.  We  considered  her 
with  great  pity. 

Among  the  baptized  rschool^hildren,  the  work  of  the 
Lord,  and  His  Spirit  is  very  manifest,  and  we  were  much 
pleased  with  many  simple  expressions  of  their  love  to  our  Sa- 
viour.   Some  of  their  parenta  ar^  very  faiChful  ia  speaking  to 
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Aem  of  Him,  as  their  soul's  Redeemer.  The  Brethren  Ba- 
.  oatz  and  Kuester  retumiogpne  day  from  the  River  Sonderend, 
^  heard  some  sweet  sounds,  which  by  degrees  they  perceived 
to  come  from  10  little  girls,  each  with  a  small  faggot  of 
brush-wood  on  her  back,  walking  home  and  singing  hymns 
together. 

SOtlu  Wc  beard  that  Jacob  Adams  was  suddenly  becotoe 
much  weaker.  One  of  the  Missionaries  immediately  called 
upon  him,  but  found  him  speechless.  On  the  31st  hede- 
|>arted  gently  into  a  happy  eternity.  By  every  informatioa 
we  could  obtain,  as  well  as  by  his  whole  appearance,  it  is 
likely  that  he  had  reached  an  age  of  100  years.  He  had  m- 
deed  found  mercy  and  rest  unto  his  soul  in  the  blood  of  J^sas. 
He  spent  his  life  here  in  communion  with  God,  and  both  by 
his  walk  and  conversation,  edified  all  who  knew  him.  His 
fatherly  admonitions  and  advice  were  attended  with  great 
benefit  to  many  souls.  To  pray  for  this  congregation  and 
the  Missionaries  was  his  daily  employ.  In  short,  we  have 
had  in  him  an  incontrovertible  proof,  that  the  Holy  Spirit  in- 
structs God's  children  in  alltruths  revealed  in  his  Holy  Wordf 
in  the  most  distinct  and  powerful  manner,  though  the  ordi« 
nary  meanb  may  be  very  deficient.  Jacob  Adams  had  never 
learnt  Dutch,  and  all  his  conversations  with  u$  were  through 
an  interpreter. 

Axigusi  2d, we  were  visited  by  Dorothy,  one  of  the  bapti* 
9cd,  who  walks  worthy  of  the  Gospel.  Being  a  skilful  mid- 
wife, she  is  employed  by  Christians  and  others,  and  much  re- 
spected, on  account  of  her  prudent  and  orderly  behaviour. 
We  were  glao  to  perceive  in  her  an  increase  in  th^  knowledge 
and  grace  of  our  Saviour,  and  her  whole  desire  is  to  follow 
him  and  do  his  will,  She  has  lited  long  among  the  nearest 
Bosjemans,  (Vorbuschroanner),>and  is  well  acquainted  with 
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ibetr  manneri  aod  religioiM  customsi  as  well  as  with  those  6f 
ber  own  nation.  Of  these  she  gare  as  an  acconnty  mention- 
ing various  things^  which  hitherto  have  been  unknown  to 
European  travellers^  or  at  least,  not  noticed  in  their  publica- 
tions. Indeed,  some  of  the  latter  deny  that  the  Hottentots  be- 
lieve in  a  Divine  Being.  She  informed  us  on  the  contrary, 
tfiat  they,  (as  well  as  other  Heathen  nations,  with  whom  we 
have  become  acquainted,)  believe  on  a  Suf^reme  Being,  as  the 
Creator  of  all  things*  She  said:  **  We  have  known  that  a 
*  *^  God  exists,  before  we  came  to  the  land  of  the  Christians.** 
(by  which  she  meant  the  snow-moutitatns  on  Fish-river.) 
••  We  call  him  Sita^  which  means  the  God  and  Father  above* 
•*  If  we  were  in  distress,  wc  always  called  upon  him.  Only 
**  those  Hottentots,  who  have  beeh  bom  and  bred  among  tlie 
^  C  hristians,  know  little  or  nothing  of  him.'*  We  quote 
At  simple  account  given  by  this  Hottentot,  in  her  own  words, 
dioughnot  to  the  honour  of  the  so-called  Christians,  who  in- 
stead  of  glorifying  the  name  of  their  Heavenly  Father,  and 
iaforming  the  heathen,  who  He  is,  rather  cause  all  ideas  of  a 
.Supreme  Being  to  cease  from  among  them.  Slie  proceeded ' 
to  answer  our  qnestions  concerning  the  treatment  of  the 
sick*  In  cases  of  illness,  the  wild  Hottentots  send  for  a 
sorcerer,  who  appears  with  a  retinue  of  men  and  women  in 
the  patient's  hut.  He  sits  down  close  to  the  bed,  and  while 
Ae  company  commence  a  boisterous  dance,  both  round  him 
and  the  patient,  he  continues  to  utter  a  growling  noise.  In 
a  while,  leaning  over  the  body  of  the  latter,  he  seems  to  dis- 
charge blood,  bones,  pieces  of  thongs,  and  stones,  which  he 
pretends  are  the  cau&es  of  the  disorder.  Having  received  his 
he  walks  off  with  his  followers,  leavii^  the  poor  sick  person 
to  watch  the  effect  of  his  proceedings. 
{n  the  evenbg-meeting,  we  called  to  mind  the  remarkable 
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cToots  of  the' day.  It  b  now  13  years  since  our  first  three 
Brethren  were  obliged  to  fly  from  Bavianskloof  to  Capetown, 
on  account  of  the  revolution^  ^  the  rioters  threatened  to  shoot 
them,  if  they  staid  any  longer  in  the  country.  (For  particulars, 
see  the  Periodical  Accounts,  VoL  II.  p.  36. )  The  Hottentots, 
at  that  tinse,  cried  fervently  to  the  Lord,  and  beivaiied  the 
loss  of  their  teachers. ,  He  heard  their  prayer^,  and  soon 
caused  a  change  to  take  place,  by  the  first  capture  of  the  Cape, 
by  the  Englisli,  when  peace  and  safety  was  •  restored  lo  the 
whole  colony,  and  the  Missionaries -could  netura  to  their  peo* 
ple^  without  fear  of  interruptioo. 

3d.  Several  Hottentots  came  early  and  expressed  in  a  very 
earnest  manner  their  desire  to  be  saved  from  the  power  of 
sin,  and  to  experience  the  grace  of  Jesus  in  their  hearts.    ^ 

9th.  Some  Hottentot  soldiers  came  from  the  camp  hither 
on  a  visit.  One  pf  them  belonged  co  Dr.  Van  Der  Kcmp*$ 
congregation,  at  Bethelsdorp. 

10th  and  llch.  We  spoke  with  our  commuakanfei,  jpr^ 
vious  to  the  enjoyment  of  the  Lord's  Supper.  An  old  gre]|b» 
headed  man,  who  has  but  lately  become  a  partaker^  declared 
his  thankfulness  to  the  Lord,  for  the  mercy  bestowed  upett 
hiai,.ani  Added,  that  he  only  wished  to  know,  by  what  «iea«i 
he  might  show  his  love  to  his  Redeemer,  and  conduct  himself , 
as  a  true  believer. 

jtanm  Norman.  ^*  Since  I  have  become  a  partaker  of 
"  die  Lord's  Supper,  I  am  more  than  evicr  aware,  what  an 
**  enemy  ctf  God  I  am  by  nature.  Sin  "Oomes  on  like  the 
**  wind,  without  it«  approach  being  seen.  J  am  like  an  old 
*'  worn-out  coat,  which  is  past  mending.  If  you  p«taf  aich 
*^  on  one  place,  inunediately  another  rent  appears.  Thus  ft 
,*'  is  with  me.  The  Lord  helps  me  daily^,  and  shows  con* 
**  atent  proo£5  of  mercy  towaidsinct  but  I  cemain  nevertbelesa 
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^  an  mtowtrd  creatnrcy  and  he  must  exercise  unbounded  ps-^ 
•'  tience  with  me." 

jtgatha  Okkers.  *•  When  I, must  go  about  among  the 
*'  £sirmers  to  earn  my  bread,  I  im  preserved  from  evil  only. 
•♦  by  the  grace  of  our  Saviour,  and  he  gives  me  what  I 
•t  want  for  my  support  He  is  my  Father,  and  my  only 
•*  comfort  *' 

On  the  t2th,  six  persons  were  added  to  the  candidates  for 
baptism ;  and  on  the  1  Sth,  we  and  our  Hottentots  had  a  day 
tt  great  grace  and  blessing;  The  Lord  walked  in  the  midst 
of  his  congregation,  and  our  hearts  melted  before  ^  fire 
of  His  love.  Two  adults  and  two  children  wer^  baptized 
in  the  forenoon's  service;  and  at  die  Lord's  Supper  in  the 
evening,  12  candidates  were  present  as  spectators  the  first 
time,  and  one  with  a  view  to  confirmation.   ' 

Our  CafFre  Tschartschi  who  was  lately  baptized  and  called 
Daniel,  came  to  day  to  one  of  the  Missionaries  abd  said :  ^^  I 
^  cannot  find  words  to  thank  my  teachers  sufficiently,  that 
•*  they  have  left  their  native  country  and  crossed  the  great 
••  water,  to  make  us  acquainted  with  the  word  of  God."  He 
was  told  that  the  best  way  by  which  he  could  show  his  grati- 
tude, would  be  to  give  himself  up  vrith  soul  and  body  to  the  ^ 
Lbfd^  and  to  seek  to  live  and  walk  as  is  well  pleasing  to  Him 
and  conformable  to  His  word. 

}4th  and  15th,  We  held  classes  with  the  baptized  men 
and  women,  and  can  declare,  that  the  Lord  laid  a  special  bles^ 
sing  upon  the  conversations  of  our  people;  so  that  we  may 
confidently  believe»  that  they  will  be  a  means  of  promoting 
His  work  among  them,  and  establishing  them  more  in  His 
grace.  The  subject  treated  of  in  one  of  these  classes,  was 
tfie  love  and  simplicity  prevailing  among  the  HottentotSt 
who  first  joined  the  Brethren  at  Bavianskloof.  Many  were 
iegretting  that  it  v^ras  no  more  so  evident  among  them  as  for-  . 
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^  4Qf»  YkdiMbt  iMw,  only-  ifi0  ^  nottckttjiWladgt^tt.  W# 
^  ImWdl^mach  fe^on  to  bo  itankfu)  to  MAr  Mtlie  pfi^es^nt^ 
^  tkM^  iwr  mam  «f>etistl  liivburs."  Ht  iKefi  <^oldi ^0v<driA 
iatlanoi  to 4>cDV0  what  JM-faxty  and  added:  ^Wtfitttyno^

GreenlatuL  After  much  a^iety  concerning  the  shuatioa 
of  our  Missionaries  and  dieir  eongr^tions  in  GreenUnd* 
lexers  and  diaries  from  Newherrahut  and  Lichtenfels  of  the 
year  1807,  which  were  eonsidered  as  lost,  arrived  safe  at  Co- 
jpenhagen  early  in  lCt09.  ^By  those  we  ^arn  with  great  piea^ 
su^  ^at  from  the  summer  of  1806,  to  that  1807,  both  the 
external  and  internal  state  of  the  Greenland  Mission,  had  been 
blessed  bjr  ^tho  JLord  with  mfiny  prpojfs  of  His  jpai^mal  care ;

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Mi  tbe  Cdntimred  worfc  of  the  Hdly  hfkit  is  HMniftA  im 
both  yoong  amf  dd.  There  ha^  been  a  visible  growth  in 
grace  in  the  congregations,  and  no  epMettkttt  or  oiher  f  io^ 
knt  disorder  had  appeared  aniong  them.  - 

At  Newhermhut  ten  hriknts  had  been  bom  and  baptfee^ 
during  the  above-mentioned  period,  tit  pmtshk,  bapdctf  kg 
children,  had  been  fcceivei  into  (he  congregation,  Brettnit 
partakers  of  the  Mofy  Codimnnion^  and  eight  depan«d  thh 
life,  rejoicing  in  God  our  SiWonn 

From  Lichtenau,  letters:  have  abo^rrivedstnee  (befiim^; 
They  are  dated  in  )tine  t  SOt;  and  state,  that  the  GteeHfamfefg 
have  no  want  in  externals.  The  dispersion  ofteheGitenland- 
crs  along  the  coast,  (drdered  by  the  goyernmen  t  some  yeaii 
ago,)  and  their  consequent  absence  from  the  Missionaries,  k 
productive  of  various  circumtftantes,  which  give  ptfin  to*  the 
Missionaries,  but  in  general,  the  state  of  the  congregHtidft 
was  satisfactory,  and  the  greater  part  of  die  Bredtrcn  zM 
Sisters^  gave  evident  proofs  of  their  teve  to  JcWis,  and  itvdt 
desire  to  walk  worthy  of  the  grace  bestowed  upon  them.  Sfx 
adults  had  been  baptized,  six  received  Into  the  co^gi^egafion, 
and  fifteen  made  partakers  of  the  Lord's  Supper.*' 

We  have  made  two  fruitless  attempts  to  send  letters  ^nd 
other  things^  from.  London,  to  our  Missionaries  in  Greenlandl 
The  parcel  sent  last  year,  was  dcfiveredT)^  a  Ttithi  t6  die 
Danish  Governor  at  Holsteinburgt  who  promised  to  forward 
it  to  our  settlements.  Wliether  it  has  been  done,  we  cannot 
tell,  but  fear,  from  circumstances,  that  ft- has  not arrfvcd  with 
them.  What  was  prepared  for  them  tMs  year  f  rSOa)  ct>dRI 
not  be  sent,  as  it  wks  not  found  convenient  to  fit  cnxt  ship^t6 
gofrom  hence  to  the  Danish  settlements.  Of  those  twc^sbip^ 
tent  out  last  year  by  onr  Government,  in  a  ^irit  ofhue 
charity  and  attention  to  persons »  who,  though  onexpecteAy 
thrown  iiito  the  situation  of  an  enemy,  appeared  1!lif)r  to^ 
in  a  suffering-  state ;  one  was  lost  in  the  ice.  &fean whihr,  pta^ 
visions  arrived  safe  from  Denmark,  for  their  relief. 
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August  ISthy  we  were  greatly  refreshed  and  strengthened 
by  partaking  of  the  Lord's  Supper,  and  &it  the  peace  of  God 
m  our  hearts ;  while  we,  in  spirit,  renewed  our  covenant 
with  our  dear  Brethren  everywhere,  to  follow  Jesus,  as  his 
disciples,  and  to  glory  only  in  his  cross.  To-day  we  ad- 
mitted as  candidates  for  baptism  four  persons,  of  wliofti  wc 
have  the  best  hopes,  that  tliey  are  truly  awakened  and  earnest- 
ly seeking  the  salvation  of  their  souls: — Piet  and  Sarah  Jae- 
ger, Juliana  Sabapper,  and  Juliana  Pieters. 

19.  We  received  letters  from  our  fellovir-missionarles 
at  Gnadenthal,  and  were  much  edified  by  their  contents. 

During  this  month  the  so-calLed  Korts  Zieckte,  an  inflam- 
matory and  infectious  disorder,  prevailed  among  the  Hottentots* . 
It  begins  with  pleurisy^  pains  and  swimming  in  the  head,  aiul 
seldom  spares  an  inhabitant,  if  it  enters  a  house.  We  came 
to  the  assistance  of  the  poor  patients  as  well  as  we  could,  by 
advice  and  medicine.  We  also  hop^  that  the  Lord  blessed 
our  labours  and  conversation  among  them,  during  this  time 
of  distress.  Not  one  of  us  escaped,  without  some  attack  of 
the  same  disorder,  in  a  greater  or  less  degree. 

By  occasion  of  a  man,  called  Boy  KIcenboy,  obtaining 
leave  to  live  on  our  land,  we  again  made  our  people  acquaint-, 
ed  with  the  rules  of  the  settlement,  and  desired  them  to  avoid. 
transgressing  them.  At  present  we  find  it  to  be  a  difficult 
task  to  settle  their  dispute,  as  they  are  apt  to  quarrel  abput 
trifles,  and  will  not  be  pacified,  till  a  missionary  interferes^ 
and  speaks  seriously  and  decisively  with  the  parties* 

In  September^  nothing  -  remarkable  occurred;  Brother 
Schmitt  ^ent  on  the  127th  to  Capetown,  to  procure  some  ne- 
cessary articles,  and  relumed  on  the  29th. 

3L  October 
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OcMen  Hating  hkhttito  narrowly  obt^rved  the  ejctemal 
conduct  and  manner  of  Wnng  ailiong  6ur  Hottentots,  with  a 
view  tb  advise  and  lead  them  hj  degrees  into  more  order, 
deanlitiDSs,  and  re^dbritjr  of  living,  we  thought  we  would 
ilow  begin  to  give  them  an  oppoctuoity  of  speaking  with  ut 
itiditidiiaUy,  coaeermng  the  state  of  their  soula,  and  inadp 
a  regulation  with  that  view.  We  will  qtiote  eome  of  their 
ekprcBfliom: 

I^iet  Jttger  said:  <<  I  consider  it  as  a  great  mercy,  and  a^ 

'^  ptoof  of  X}od*s  love  to  me,  that  I  may  now  hear  his  word, 

"  for  t  am  an  old  man,  and  have  growa  up  among  the 

'*  cattle.     Now  I  desire  to  know  my  Safviour,  and  to  grow 

^*  lil  His  grace.*' 

Pi£tSeldm:  ^' I  am  ^  great  sinner,  and  tlot  worthy  to  stand 
**  Iti  the  presence  of  God,  nor  before  my  teachers.'*  We 
directed  this  hutnbled  sitmer  to  Jesus,  as  the  friend  of  all  the 
bMlced  and  contrite  In  heart,  who  requhrs  no  penances  and 
sacriiites  of  cHut,  to  dt)  dway  sin,  having  by  Himsdf  made 
full  atonement,  and  now  directing  us  only  to  believe. 

D&M  Tr&Mptter  6aid:  '*  ,1  am  sitting  in  the  midst  of  my 
^^  iiils,^  as  a  man  sitttng  in  the  fire,  and  am  ready  to  be  choaked 
^*  and  consumed  by  the  anguish  of  my  soul ;  I  stretch  my 
^<  arms  out  towards  heaven  and  cry.  Lord  Jesus,  give  me  but 
^^  one  drop  of  thy  grace,  to  Quench  the  burning  fire  within.'* 
He  was  encburaged  to  continue  to  cry  fot*  mercy,  till  he  had 
obtained  the  reitiission  of  sin  in  the  blood  of  Jesus. 

Jacob  Adams  expressed  himself  thus :  Sin  is  my  master,  I 
<«  seek  forgiveness  and  deliverance,  but  cannot  find  and  e!x- 
*'  perience  it.'  It  is  all  in  vain,  and  over  with  me."  The 
missionary  replied;  "  This  is  not  consistent  with  the  word  of 
^<  God:  Jesus  says,  seek  and  ye  shall  find:  therefore  it.  in* 
<«  only  a  proof  that  you  are  not  ^  ybt  in  eiarnest,  and  do  not 
**  seek  as  you  ought."

'<  haunting  me,  and  the  moment  I  cojpoe  fr^m  church,  they 
•*  arc  there  again/*  '  .   -  i 

7/<rn*  5iiJa/»per;  '**  My 'wholetifeis  a  cihdin  ofsiMH.'^  I 
'*  am  old,  and  haveb^f  my  labcktr  earned  so  htticfa>^t  I iieed 
**  not  suffer  hanger;  but  what  avails  tf  all;  4f\ax  1  watg, 
•*  is*  to  have  ray  sins  fbrglven,  and  I  •  Aank  God,  diat  He 
**  has  sent  us  teachers,  to  show  us  the  way  of  •«al*atlott.^' 
One  of  the  sc1ioeI-b6y«  saidc  '^  I  «scd'<o  "cui^  and  swear^ 
**  but  I  have  now  left  it  otf,  and  my  whole  desire ist0becon:w 
^  achHdofGod/*  ' 

Midigge  Jaeger:  *•  \  am  old  andwkly,  and  do  notktibw 
^*  how  soon  death  may  come  upon  me,  but  I  hope  God' will 
<*  have  mercy  on  ray  souL^  She  was  told  that  she  mi^ht 
die  in  her  false  hopes,  if  she  did  not  turn  to  Jesus,  and  seek 
mercy,  where  alone  it  may  tie  found.  The  way  of  salvation 
was  then  cleariy  pointed  out  to  her. 

Diana  Constable  said:  **  Our  Saviour  wiH  certainly  not 
**  receive  me."  The  sister,  to  whom  she  directed  this  speech, 
replied :  ^*  You  have  never  yet  come  to  Jesus,  and  yet  you 
*•  say  positively,  that  He  wHl  not  receive  you.  Go  and  try ; 
**  He  never  yet  cast  out  one  simier  that  came  to  him."'  She 
seemed  struck  with  conviction,  and  answered  with  great'  hu- 
mility: **  I  will  follow  your  good  advice.** 

Lennige  Pietefs  said,  with  many  tears;  **  The  devil  put 

"  Jately  into  my  head,  to  kill  my  husband,  as  he  lay  asleep. 

"  Whenever  I  remember  that  wicked  thought,  I  feel  con- 

*•  demned."    She  was  tOld,  that  certairily  such  suggestions 
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were  ot  thedevily  but  that  there  was  a  way  lobe  deliver^  from 
the  power  of  this  murdering  spirit;  not  indeed  in  ourselves, 
but  only  through  Hitn,  who  came  to  destroy  the  works  of  the 
devil.     His  name  is  Jesus,  the  "Saviour  of  mankind. 

Thus  most  of  them  confessed  themselves  sinners,  and 
seemed  to  be  desirous  of  being  saved.  A  few,  however, 
boasted  of  their  having  very  good  hearts,  and  others,  of  their 
having  made  good  resolutions* 

.  Sth.  We  had  the  un^cpected  pleasure  to  welcome  the 
Brethren  Kuester  and  Schwinn,  who  paid  us  a  short,  but  very 
agreeable  visit.  They  made  themselves  acquainted  widi  all 
our  concerns,  and  on  the  evening  of  the  lOtb,  returned  to 
Gnadenthal. 

/  17ch.  Eight  women  came  to  ask  permission  to  attend  the 
school,  seven  of  whom  were  admitted,  and  on  the  following 
day,  we  began  our  instructions,  in  the  name  of  the  Lord, 
hoping  for  His  blessing.  This  school  will  be  kept  four  times 
in  the  wecL 

•  19th.  Old  Pitt  Jaeger  J  a  candidate  for  baptism,  came  to 
a  Missionary,  and  said:  <<  I  come  to  ask  a  question  of  you. 
**  First,  what  is  to  be  done  with  me  now,  and  secondly, 
**  what  is  to  become  of  me.'V  The  missionary  answered : 
*^  You  think  l^cause  you  have  been  admitted  as  a  candidate 
*'  for  baptism,  that  you  are  now  soon  to  be  baptized;  but  let 
*^  me  tell  you,  you  must  first  know  Him  who  instituted  bap- 
*^  dsm,  and  what  is  meant  by  that  holy  ordinance ;  for  Jestis 
"  says  not  only ;  He  that  is  baptized^  but,  he  that  believeth 
'<  and  is  baptized  shall  be  saved.  Are  you  acquainted  by 
'<  faith  with  Him,  as  a  Saviour,  who  has  redeemed  lost  sin- 
«•  ners  by  His  precious  blood,  and  has  power  to  forgive  your 
•*  sins?  Arc  you  willing  to  forsake  your  wicked  life,  and  to 
**  devote  yourself  to  your  rightful  Lord  and  Master?  If  you 
"  are,  then  the  fruits  of  your  faith  will  be  seen,  and  as  to 
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**  will  become  of  you,  you  will  be  reconciled  tQ  God,  and 
"  throngh  the  merits  of  jcsus«  be  delivered  frpm  the  power  of 
**  sin  and  Satan.  You  will  know  God  as  ^your  gracious 
<'  Friend  aiid  Father,  and  that  you  are  a  pardoned  sinner.  Thea 
**  as  to  what  will  be  done  with  you,  you  will  be.  numbered 
"  with  God's  people,  and  every  gdodgift  will  be  imparted 
**  unto  you."  He  began  tp  weep,  and  said:  **  I  have  no 
**  more  any  words  to  make;"  and  went  home  in  deep 
thought. 

Some  girls  came  to  day  and  asked,  how  thej  nm&t  pray, 

^  before  they  went  to  sleep  at  night;  they  added,  that  they  had 

learnt  that  hymn ;  Dearest  Jesus,  (^ome  to  me,  &c.  and  Were 
told,  that  they  might  rep^t  that,  and  pray  that  be  would  re- 
veal Himself  to  them. 

28th.    In  the  afternoon,  a  mananivcd  here,  who  pretend- 
ed to  be  in  English  naval  officer,  and  that  he  had  narrowly 
)  escaped  from  a  horde  of  run-away  slaves,  who  were  in  open 

rebellion  against  the  government.  He  showed  a  forged  eer- 
ti^ate  to  that  purpose,  containing  a  request  to  all  persons  to 
furnish  him  with  horses,  to  prosecute  his  journey  to  Cape- 
town. However,  by  God's  mercy,  he  was  overtaken  about 
half-way  between  Gruenekloof  and  the  Cape,  and  arrested  as 

'^  an  impostor,  being  a  chief  in  a  rebellion  plotted  against  our 

excellent  government,  of  which  we  may  say  with  truth,  that 
everything  is  done  by  it  for  the  welfare  of  the  inhabitants  of 
this  colony.  Lord  Caledon,  on  discovery  of  the  plot,  sent 
dragoons  in  every  direction  for  safety,  but  as  it  always  hap-* 
pens  in  such  cases,  one  dreadful  report  after  the  other  assailed 
us,  and  the  whole  country  was  thrown  into  the  greats 
confusion  and  terror.  Mr.  Van  Blerk  came  to  us  at  mid- 
,  night,  and  brought  all  his  family  with  him,  that,  asheexpres^^ 
sed  himself,  the  few  Christians  in  the  land  m^ht  all  be  to- 
gether.   We  did  everything  in  our  power  to  accommodate 
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•«rncigh6oar5>tbcir children,  and  slaiFCS ;  andTiaving  distribii*' 
tetf  em  fire-arms,  as  directed,  to  oar  Hottentots^  kept  strict 
watehk  .  Though  the  night  was  spent  in  continual  alarm, 
yet ihe  Lord  averted  all  danger;,  and  on  the  I9th,  we  were 
ibfofmed,  that  God  in  mercy  had  blessed  the  mesnt  adopted 
fcy  onr  worthy  trovernor,  and  that  by  the  dragoons,  some 
hundreds  of  rebellious  skives^  bad  been  made  prisoners,  and 
tbea-'the  wkk^ddesigns  of  the  evil-Riinded  frustrated^  Much 
mischief  bad  however  been  already  done,  many  places  wtte 
^luadeffed,  aaiid  the  men  bound  and  carried  away  captives. 
'Schi^  we  received  an  account,  that  two  of  ikc  chief  ring- 
feaAfKs  ^  cbe  rebels  had  escaped*  one  of  whom  was  a  sUve^ 
caifed  Abraham^  belonging:  to  the  fetOFlev  tenant  at  Gmcnc- 
kloef ;;  and,  as  he  was  said  to  skulk  abouf  thesa  premises,  w« 
wiene  devired  lo  keep^a  good  look  out. 

Oci*tha  drttt,  he  was  detected  and  seized ;,  and  Mr.  Vai> 
Herk  sent  lo  request  tkmt  we  wo«M  senfd  fetir  Hottentots  t^^ 
the  Great  Post,  to  eottduct  him  hither.  In  the  evening  at 
scvett' o'clock,  he  was'biooghi  by  a  ^dragoon  and  the  Hotteti-' 
tK>t^,  bound,  to  our  door.  One  of^ke  Missionaries  addressed 
hkn  thus:  ^' That  I  see  you  hcrea^  a  prisoner,  iocs  not 
*  grieve, me,  for  your  design  was^  to'^unge  tUousjiods  of 
•*  your  fellow  men  into  the  greatest  misery  ;  but  I  am  truly 
♦*  grieved,  that  the  devil  has  deceived  you,  and  caught  you 
•*  in  his  snare,  so  that  you  have  nothing  now  to  expect,  but 
•*  a  shameful  death.  My  heart  bleetk  to  think  that  your 
••  poor  soul  should  ako  beconw  a  prey  of  that  destroyer.'^ 
He  seemed  much'  ashamed,  and  said :  "  I  know  that  death 
•^  15  my  lot,*'  and  then  begged  for  some  bread  and  a  draught 
of  water,  which  was  given  him.  These  were  indeed  days  of 
terror.  A  proclamation  has  now  been  issued  by  Govcm- 
QXcnt,.mtnt?oiiing  &e  names  of  all  the  ring-lcadecs>but  the  worst 
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thom  is  still  missing.     He  had  been  appointed  gentf al^'asl 
it  said  CO  be  lurking  about  our  neighbourhood. 

In  these  days,  a  Hottentot  woman  came  to  us,  and  after 
dedariog  how  wretched  and  forlorn  she  felt  herself,  when 
she  thought  of  the  many  sins  she  had  committed,  she  addedr 
**  O  for  God*8  sake,  deliver  me  from  the  bucden  of  my  ^ns.^ 
We  told  her,  that^^»e•coald  do  nothing  towards  relieving  her, 
but  advice  her  to  tum  to  Je^ufi,  the  Saviour  of  sinners;  $hM: 
as  long  as  ihe  only  stood  looking  at  her  sins  and  transgre^ 
dions,  she  would  red^ain  a  miserable  creature ;  but  she  shcml4 
-go  and  seek  help  from  Him,  who  akme  caa  give  rest  to  i^ht> 
troubled  souL  Tlie  Mistaonary  added:  **  What  I  hav^'fi^y-*  . 
**  self  experienced,  that  I  recommend  to  you;  J  have  found 
**  Jesus  to  be  a  Redeemer  in  auth;  turn  to  Him  in  faith,  ani 
•*  you  will  experience  the  same.**  Slie  expressed  her  thskn)e$ 
with  folded  and  uplifted  hands. 

November  2d,  one  of  the  Missionaries  was  sent  for  to  V4- 
iit  a  young  womaa  called  Diana  Doon.  She  hasbrougte 
disease  and  death  upon  he*  self,  by  her  wicked  life,  even  ia 
very  early  year»;  and  had  often  been  visited  l>y  us,  but  was 
always  found  in  a  very,  hanlened  state,  and  only  eager  to  live 
longer;  but  now  that  the  symptoms  of  her  disorder  declared 
tlie  speedy  approacliof  death,  she  requested  that  a  Missionary 
might  come  and  pray  for  her.  The  Missionary  ^oke  se- 
riously to  her  concerning  the  awfulncss  of  her  situation,  and 
expressed  his  sorrow  for  the  untimely  death,  tovvhich  her  owa 
abominable  practices  had  brought  her.  He  added:  **  Wlylc 
<*  your  life  is  yet  spared,  you  may  cry  for  mercy }  cry  to  Je- 
^*  sus,  call  on  Him  by  His  name,  O  Jesus,  thou  Son  of  David^ 
**  have  mercy  upon  me.  If  you  do  this,  I  will  join  you  ia 
**  your  prayers.'*  He  then  offered  up  a  fervent  prayer  ia 
her  behalf,  during  which  all  present  were  much  affected^ 
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The  poor  patient  thanked  him,  with  trembling  and  fauiterin^ 
voice,  that  he  had  thought  so  gieat  a  wretch  worthy  to  come 
and  pr^y  for.  On  being  asked,  whether  she  had  anything 
else^to  say,  she  begged  that  all  present  might  withdraw,  and 
then,  of  her  own  accord,  made  an  ample  confession  of  her 
many  sins,  by  which  die  had  shortened  her  life*.  The  Mis- 
sionary replied:  **  You  see  what  misery  is  the  consequence 
*^  of  sins  even  in  this  world ;  but  Jesus  has  died  to  save  such 
**  sinners  as  you,  and  endured  for  them  the  punishment  due 
^  to  sin,  that  they  might  be  delivered  from  its  curse  and 
'•*  damning  power.*'  When  she  was  visited,  the  next  day, 
ifae  was  found  in  a  peaceful  state  of  mirid:  She  said  with  a 
weak  yoice :  "  I  am  waiting  for  the  coming  of  my  Saviour.** 
*  we  doubt  not  but  that  the  blood  of  Jesus  lias  cried  for  mercy 
for  this  poor  creature  also>  and  that  she  experienced  his  saving 
power. 

On  the  3d,  the  chief  rebel  was  brbught  in  chains  to  our 
place.  He  had  given  himself  out  for  a  general,  and  was 
known  as  one  of  the  greatest  rogues  in  the  whole  coiinu-y. 
He  was  taken  near  Saldanha*bay.  To-day  a  Field-Cornet 
'  called  upon  us,  who  had  been  taken  and  vety  ill  treated  by 
die  rebels.  He  brought  a  request  from  the  Fiscal,  Mr.  Van 
Rhyneveld,  that  we  might  encourage  our  Hottentots  to  ga 
and  help  those  farmers  to  get  in  their  harvest,  whose  slaves 
had  been  taken  up  as  rebels.  We  assured  him,  that  we 
would  do  all  in  our  power  in  the  business,  that  the  country 
may  not  suflFer  by  these  untojvard  circumstances. 

9th.  The  above-mentioned  young  woman,  Diana  Doon, 
told  her  mother,  that  she  should  now  soon  go  to  Jesus,  her 
Saviour,  and  begged  her  not  to  detain  her.  She  then  sent 
for  some  of  the  school-children,  and  desired  them  to  sing 
some  verses.  In  the  morning  she  was  found  a  corpse.  Ha- 
ving, during  the  preceding  days,  experienced  so  much  terror 
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mnd  distress  on  account  of  thfe  rebellion  of  the  negroes,  wc 
felt  the  more  thankful,  that  on  the  1 3th  \ve  could  sit  down 
in  peace,  at  the  feet  of  Jesus,  add  thank  Him  for  all  his  mer- 
cy and  faithfulness  towards  us.  Wc  celebrated  this  memo- 
rial-day in  our  Church,  by  partaking  together  of  the  Lord's 
Supper,  which  proved  a  divine  repast  unto  our  hungry  and 
thirsty  souls.  As  most  of  our  Hottentots  ard  engaged  in  the 
harvest  with  the  farmers;  we  were  obliged  for  the  presentto 
omit  keeping  the  schools,  and  evening-meetings.  We  com- 
ntend  ourselves  and  the  Hottentots  dwelling  here,  to  the  fervent 
prayers  of  all  our  Brethren  and  friends  everywhere,  that  the 
Lord  would  be  pleased  to  bless  our  labours  among  them.

LETTERS 

Received  from  LABRADOR,  in  the  Tear,  1809. 


From  UOPEDALE. 
Dearest  Brcthrei^,  August  4,  1809. 

ON  the  24th  of  July^  about  eight  o'clock  in  the  morning, 
wc  had  the  inexpressible  sati$faction  to  sec  the  Jemima  east 
anchor  in  our  harbour,  and  to  receive  your  most  acceptable 
letter  of  the  29th  of  May.  You  can  hardly  have  any  idea 
of  the  fervency  of  our  joy  and  gratitude,  while  we  read  its 
contents,  and  praised  the  Lord  for  still  keeping  His  hand  over 
you  and  your  dear  native  country,  preserving  you  in  peace  At 
home,  and  defcpding  you  from  hostile  invasion.  Vou  have 
again. greatly  enlivened  and  encouraged  us,  by  your  ^ffecrioo- 
ate  ^nd  brotherly  participation,  so  kindly  cxp.r©S8fcl  in  cv^rf 
pert  of  your  letter. 

2M  We 
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We  joioed  in  praise  and  thanksgiving  to  God»  for  the 
proofs  recorded  of  His  infinite  mercy  during  the  year  past, 
amidst  the  present  judgments  abroad  in  the  earth.  Indeed 
we  most  deeply  lament  the  distress,  experienced  by  so  many 
thousands  of  our  fellow-men,  'during  the  progress  of  this 
dreadful  war,  which  has  no\$r  spread  almost  all  over  the 
Tik>rld.  We  are  the  more  thankful  that  our  communication 
with  you  continues  uninterrupted,  and  that  even,  notwithstand- 
ing the  present  obstructions,  we  have  this  year  received  seve- 
ral letters  from  the  Elders  Conference  of  the  Unity. 

We  have  again  the  satisfaction  to  mention  to  you,  that 
the  Lord  has  most  graciously  owned  us  and  our  labours,  du- 
ring tjie  year  past.  Both  in  our  family4>worship  and  con-^ 
Terences  we  have  experienced,  that  He  is  with  us  to  bless  and 
direct  us ;  and  as  He  has  -granted  to  us  that  most  precious  of 
gifts,  brotherly  love  and  union  of  Spirit,  we  have  been  ena- 
bled to  proceed  in  our  work  with  pleasure  and  comfort,  rely*- 
ing  upon  Him.  Brother  WolfiPhas  had  much  to  suffer  from 
a  swelling  in  his  legs,  rendered  still  more  painful  by  an  attack 
•f  St.  Anthony*s  fire,  insomuch  that  he  could  not  quit  the 
house  during  the  winter.  By  the  Lord's  mercy  he  is  now 
somewhat  better,  and  able  to  give  us  again  his  assistance. 
Yet  he  remains  weak,  and  has  had  some  relapses. 

Concerning  our  dear  Esquimaux  congregation,  we  may 
truly  and  thankfully  declare,  that  we  have  perceived  a  conti- 
nued work  of  the  Holy  Spirit  within  their  souls,  leading  them 
to  a  better  acquaintance  with  themselves^  as  depraved  crea- 
tures who  stand  in  daily  need  of  the  saving  grace  of  our  Al- 
mighty Saviour.  They  are  earnest  in  prayer  to  Him,  that 
He  would  preserve  them  from  falling  back  into  their  former 
superstitious  and  wicked  course.  With  m^ny  tears  they  de- 
clare their  fervent  wish,  that  they  may  only  live  to  Him  j  and 
tbeir  resolution^  to  seek  happiness  ia  nothing  eUe.    The 
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enemy  of  souls  is  meanwhile  going  about,  seeking  whom  he 
may  devour,  but  has  not  obtained  his  aim'  to  seduce  any  of 
them  to  forsake  the  Lord  and  His  people.  Young  and  old 
have  very  diligently  attended  our  public  worship,  and  the 
presence  of  the  Lord  has  been  powerfully  felt  amongst  us, 
especially  by  occasion  of  administering  the  Holy  Sacraments  of 
baptism  and  the  Lord's  Supper. 

.  When  during  the  summer,  our  people  were  obliged  to  dis- 
perse along  the  coast  and  in  the  country,  they  continued  their 
family  devotions,  and  often  met  to  sing  hymns,  and  pray  to* 
gether.  When  the  weather  prevented  their  going  out  in 
quest  of  provisions,  they  frequently  spent  their  time  within 
their  tents  in  conversing  with  each  other  about  what  the 
Lord  had  done  for  them,  by  which  not  only  themselves  were 
edified  and  strengthened  in  faith,  but  their  children  became 
deeply  impressed  with  a  sense  of  divine  things. 

Last  October,  an  epidemical  disorder  prevailed  among  the 
Esquimaux,  which  affected  some  of  them  in  a  very  dangerous 
way.  Almost  all  of  us  suffered  more  or  less  from  it,  but  es- 
pecially Brother  Miiller,  insomuch  that  he  was  confined  for 
some  weeks  to  his  room.  By  our  Lord's  mercy  he  is  now* 
fully  restored,  nor  did  the  disorder  prove  mortal  to  any  of  our 
Esquimaux. 

Our  people  having  all  arrived  with  us,  we  began  on  the 
14th  of  November  to  keep  school  with  the  children,  to  which 
most  of  the  adults  came.  The  grace  of  God  was  made  fre- 
quently  manifest,  and  on  various  occasions  both  young  and 
old  were  deeply  affected.  We  confidently  hope,  that  an  abi- 
ding blessing  has  rested  upon  our  schools. 

As  to  the  external  support  of  our  *  people,  it  was  rather 

attended  with  difficulty  during  last  winter,  and   provisions 

were  scarce,  which  is  now  more  than  ever  fck,  as  we  have 
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so  many  peopk  living  oq  our  land.  Some  suffered  hiut* 
ger,  but  the  Lord  always  gracioosly  helped  us  in  due  tkbe, 
and  we  truM  to  Him  for  future  support. 

Since  the  return  of  the  Ship  last  yea^^  nine  persons,  bm^e 
been  made  partakers  of  the  Holy  Communion ;  1  became  a 
candidate;  5  adults  and  1  childrcfn  were  baptised;  and  5 
have  been  added  to  the  candidates  for  baptism.  One  youth 
and  two  children  departed  this  life.  Our  Esquimaux  congre- 
gation consists  at  preselK  of  32  communicants ;  5  candidates 
for  the  Lord's  supper,  (one  of  whom  is  ju^t  now  excluded) ; 
22  baptized  adults,  (one  excluded);  25  baptiaed  diildren;  S 
candidates  for  bapdsmt  (three  excluded).  In  all,  of  84  persons : 
to  which  52  are  added  as  being  under  tnstructions,  many  of 
whom  are  children:  136  is  the  number  of  all  the  inhabitantSt 
6  having  come  to  us  from  the  heathen. 

In  the  management  of  the  concerns  of  our  house-4ceeping» 
the  Lord  has  granted  us  His  support,  though  we  are  not  only 
few  in  number,  but  several  of  us  weak  in  body.  He  has 
caused  us  to  experience  His  aid  in  the  performance  of  our 
several  duties,  for  which  we  feel  truly  thankful  to  hin».  At 
the  same  time  we  are  not  without  concern,  that  more  might 
have  been  done,  for  both  the  church,  the  blubber-bouse,  and 
shop,  are  so  very  faulty  4n  their  roofs,  that  they  re^ub^  to  be 
new  laid  with  shingles.  We  have  indeed,  during  last  wmtcr, 
prepared  some  hundred  shingles,  with  which  we  intend  to  coi 
ver  tbe  blubber-bouse  during  tlie  summer^  to  preserve  the 
goods  from  being  injured;   but  our  stock  will  not  gofer. 

Having  always  expressed  a  wish,  and  encouraged  our  Esqui- 
maux to  build  a  spacious  and  dry  provision^houte  for  them- 
selves, they  have  during  the  bst  autumn,  collected  a  consider- 
able quantity  of  timber  towards  it.  •  During  summer  they  pre- 
pared the  upright!  aod  beamsj  and  wc  allowed  them  to^  cut 
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planks  at  our  saw-roiti,  which  took  up  almost  the  whole  time 
of  one  of  the  Brethren^  to  direct  and  lielp  them. 

Thus,  dear  Brethren,  we  hatvc  given  you*  a  short  summary 
of  our  proceedings,  which  you  will  see  described  more  at  > 
krgein  our  diaries.  We  will  therefore  add  no  more;  but 
only  repeat  to  you  our  thanks  for  your  continued  love  and 
paternal  care  for  us.  May  our  Lord  and  Saviour  abundantly 
bless  and  reward  you  for  it,  as  well  as  all  those  who  take 
share  in  the  support  of  the  Mission  in  Labrador.  May  he 
still  continue  to  spread  His  wings  over  England,  and  defend 
her  against  all  her  enemies. 

Next  year  we  hope  to  have  the  pleasure  to  see  our  dear 
Brother  and  Sister  Kohlmeister  return  to  us.  *We  fervently 
pray  our  Saviour  to  conduct  the  ship  Jemima  safe  back  to  you, 
and  again  to  us  next  year. 

We  commend  ourselves  and  our  dear  Esquimaux  congrega- 
tion to  your  faithful  remembrance  before  the  Lord,  and  you 
may  be  assured  of  our  prayers  for  every  blessing  to  attend  your 
Society.  We  salute  you  and  all  who  love  the  Lord  Jesus 
Christ  in  sincerfty,  and  remain  ever,  dear  Brethren,  your 
most  affectionate  and  obliged  Brethren  and  Si$ters^  serving 
in  die  Mission  at  Hopedale.  >  Signed,

From  NAIN. 
Dearest  Brethren,  August  12, 1S09. 

ON  the  3l8t  of  July,  we  received  by  two  post^kajaks^ 
the  welcome  news,  that  the  Jemima  had  arrived  safe  at  Hope- 
dale on  the  28di.  O  hojff  greatly  did  we  rejoice,  and  with 
what  fervor  did  we  offer  up  our  thanksgivings  to  the  Lord, 
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that  He  has  again  brought  the  ship,  destined  to  convey  to  119 
the  necessaries  of  life,  saf|S  to  our  shores,  notwithstanding  the 
coBtmoanc^  of  the  dreadful  war  now  raging ! 

When  we  consider  how  many  vessels  are  continually  lost 
at  sea,^  and  that  often  in  the  Greenland  Mission,  our  Brethren 
ftsve  suffered  by  the  loss  of  vessels  bound  to  that  country,  we 
think,  what  are  we  better  than  others,  that  the  Lord  should 
£stmguisb  us  with  such  peculiar  favour  I  Indeed  it  is  all  un- 
dieserved  mercy  I  May  Hq  fhereforc  preserve  and  strengthen 
within  us  thai  confidfence  which  we  have  to  Him,  that  He 
will,  in  future  also  protect  and  do  us  good.   *    •  ' 

We  read  your  very  kind  and  affectionate  letter  soon  after 
its  arrival,  with  great  gratitude  for  all  the  encouraging  and 
loving  expressions  of  your  participation  in  all  our  concerns^ 
contained  in  it,  and  for  the  share  you  take  in  the  progress  of 
the  work  of  the  Lord  among  our  Esquimaux.  You  hoped 
•gain  to  receive  pleasing  accounts  concerning  them,  by  the 
arrival  of  the  ship  this  year,  and  we  trust  yon  will  not  be  dis- 
appointed :  for  we  may  truly  say,  for  your  and  our  comfort 
and  encouragement,  that  the  Holy  Spirit,  has  also  in  the  year 
past  continued  to  influence  and  guide  our  people  into  all  truth. 
Our  communicants  have  made  a  perceptible  advance^  both  in 
tlie  knowledge  of  themselves  as  sinners,  and  of  Jesus  as  their 
Saviour.  They  have  beea  taught  to  know,  how  needful 
constant  dependance  on,  and  communion  with  Him  is,  if  they 
would  walk  worthy  of  their  heavenly  calling.  The  baptized 
and  candidates  for  baptism,  show  genuine  hunger  and  thirst 
after  the  word  of  life.  They  wish  to  attain  to  more  privileges, 
and  are  ashamed  that  they  feel  themselves  so  much  behind. 
In  short,  we  can  declare  with  truth,  that  in  our  people,  very 
few  excepted,  there  has  been  during  the  last  winter,  a  great 
desire  to  be  truly  converted,  and  made  partakers  of  all  thosQ 

blessings

blessings  which  the  Lord  confers  on  his  people.  The  chil- 
dren, however,  have  rather  been  wanting,  in  not  being  as aGve 
to  the  things  of  God  as  we  conld  have  wished. 

The  schools  have  been  kept  in  regular  order,  and  attended 
with  the  Lord*s  blessing,  especially  to  the  adults. 

At  the  close  of  the  year  1808,  our  Esquimaux  <;oiigrega« 
tiori  consisted  of  17  communicants;  28  baptized  adults,  (not 
yet  communicants);  22  baptized  children;  and  9  candidates 
for  baptism.     In  ^11,  of  102  persons* 

January  21,  1809,  and  for  some  days  after,  we  perceived 
some  shocks  of  earthquakes,  which  seemed  to  be  felt,  as  far 
as  we  could  learn,  aH  down  the  coast. 

In  the  beginning  of  the  year,  a  young  Esquimaux  man 
and  a  child  were  baptized.  One  Sister  became  a  partaker  «of 
the  Lord's  Supper;  2  excluded  persons  were  re-admitted  to 
the  Holy  Communion ;  2  became  candidates. 
^  "  The  Passion-week  and  Easter-holidays,  were  seasons  of 
blessing  to  our  Esquimaux.  As  to  their  external  subsisteooct 
they  had  indeed  nothing  to  spare  during  last  winter ;  but  did 
not  suffer  real  hunger.  The  weather  was  rough  and  cold, 
with  much  snow;  and  the  usual  disorders  prevailed. 

Soon  after  Easter,  Brother  Burghardt  went  to  visit  OkkaU^ 
in  company  of  Brother  Christensem  They  returned,  April 
24th.  Brotlier  Chrittensen  had  come  hither  on  the  Idth  <3f 
August,  1808,  aftei'  the  departure  of  the  ship  ftom  Hope- 
dale,  to  live  with  us  at  Nain.  August  25th,  Brother  Kmodi 
went  from  hence  to  Okkak,  to  assist  them  in  their  butldin^ 
commended  by  us  to  the  protection  and  blessing  of  our  Lord 
and  Saviour. 

Till  then  we  had  been  all  quite  well  in  health,  but  after- 
wards Sister  Nissen  was  taken  seriously  ill,  and  though. she 
{rew  better  by  slow  degrees,  she  is  not  yet  fully  restored. 

Brother 
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Brother  Burghardl  likewise  suffered  much  pahi  from  a  boil 
inhis  neckf  but  thanks  to  the  Lord,  he  recoxered  soon,  aad  in 
general  we  have  cause  to  be  thankful,  that  we  bad  strength 
sufficient  to  discbarge  our  respective  dudes. 

As  to  our  internal  state,  we  have  great  reason  to  praise  God 
that,  amidst  all  our  weaknesses  and  wants,  He  gave  us  to  en- 
joy the  blessing  of  brotherly  love  and  harmony  of  spirit.  We 
felt  His  presence  with  us  in  our  daily  meetings,  both  public 
and  private,  or  when  we  app<sared  before  Him  in  our  cham- 
bers. He  laid  a  blessing  upon  our  weak  testimony  of  His  love 
to  sinners,  and  gave  to  the  Esquimaux  open  ears  for  the  Gos- 
pel. For  this,  and  innumerable  other  mercies,  wc  render  un- 
feigned thanks,  and  wish  to  be  entirely  devoted  to  Him,  that 
all  His  thoughts  of  peace  concerning  us  and  our  Esquimaux 
may  be  fulfilled.  We  desire  to  know  nothing  among  them, 
save  Je^us  and  Him  crucified,  and  to  preach  no  other  doctrine 
but  that  of  the  atonement  made  by  His  bitter  sufferings  and 
death.  It  is  this  that  kindles  in  the  hearts  of  the  heathen. 
May  He  grant,  that  our  hearts  may  be  filled  with  His  love, 
that  from  our  own  experience,  we -may  testify  of  the  power 
of  His  blood  to  cleanse  from  all  sin. 

Wc  most  ferventjy  join  in  your  wish  and  prayer,  that  not  on- 
ly the  Esquimaux  5X)ng]v^ation  may  grow  in  grace,  and  in  the 
love  and  knowledge  of  our  Saviour,  but  likewise  the  heathen 
around  US  be  stirred  up,  and  seek  to  be  converted  to  the  Lord ; 
but  alas,  at  present  there  seems  to  be  but  a  poor  prqspect.  It 
might  appear  as  if  the  people,  who  have  formed  such  intimate 
connexion  with  ahe  Europeans  in  the  south,  were  made  quite 
unfit  for  the  kingdom  of  God;  they  even  dccidedty  express 
their  enmity  to  the  word  of  God,  and  against  our  Saviour's 
name  in  particular;  and  dechire  that  they  will  not  hear  of 
Him.    Yet,  noiwithsUnding  all  opposition.  He  is  powerful 

chough 
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toou^h  to  deliver  one  or.more  of  them  out  of  the  snares  of 
thedeviK 

We  have  heard  with  much  concc^rn,  that  a  m?m,  who  had 
lived  two  winter^  qd  our  land)  and  even  last  winter  gave, good 
hopes  that  he  would  be  converted,  has  been  seduced  by -the 
ho^heos  at  Nokkasusuktok  to  change  his  mind,  and  no  more 
jntend  to  live-  on  our  land. ,  TImis,  amidst  all  joy  which  w« 
(i^l^ovei"  fhe  (^ur^e  Jc>Cmost  of  our  people,  painful  occurrence 
are  not  wamiiig.  .^     •    v  > 

In  yoar  letj:er».you.have^apaBde  us  acquainted  with  the  de<- 
parture  of  several  s^rvanis  of  Christ,  list.  We  take  particular 
.sh^r^.in  that  of  our  late,  Captain  Eraser,  who^  memory  will 
remain  4^r  tp  us.  A^  it  has  now  pljgiased  the.  Lord  to  take 
him  feom  us,  we  trust,  he  enjoysthe  reward  mercifully  grant* 
ed,.to  those,  who. serve  him  here  below;  fof  we  can  testify^ 
tha(  he,  did  it  with  faithfuldess  and  love  to  thec^use.  iThough 
like  other  men,  h^  had  bis  peculiar  failings,  ))e^  his  heart 
cleayed  to  his  Saviour,  who  also  did  not. forsake  him,  but  ap« 
proved  himself  as  his  helper  in  every  tiqtje  of  need  smd  danger, 
dunpg  his  numerous,  voyages  to  and  frpmLab^Or.

They  have  been  eagerly 
looking  out  for  it,  and  will  receive  it  with  great  gratitude.

traded  state  of  the  world,  and  carried  her  safe  ^through  the 
trackless  ocean. 

We  have  had  frequent  apprehensions,  lest  we  sliould,  hj 
some  disaster,  be  left  without  any  misans  of  communication 
with  Europe,  perhaps  for  a  whole  year;  but  we  have  again 
t(een  put  to  shame^  and  encouragedUo  new  confidenC^in  our 
Almighty  Saviour.  You  have  also  again  supplied  us  abun« 
dandy  with  all  the  necessaries  of  Ufe,  for  which  we  return 
you  our  most  cordial  thanks. 

But  we  exceedingly  lament  the  continuation  of  the  war, 
and  the  great  distress  prevailing  on  the  continent  of  Europe, 
which  has  even  risen  to  a  greater  pitch  than  ever  before. 
Many  of  our  congregations  also  experience  it  in  their  degree, 
and  suffer  from  the  interrupted  communication,  by  which  al- 
so we  have  been  deprived  of  the  letters  and  accounts  annu- 
ally sent  to,  and  so  highly  valued  by  us,  and  of  the  company 
of  Brother  and  Sister  Kohlmeister,  who  could  not  return  to  us. 
We  the  more  highly  prized  the  encouraging  and  instructive 
letter  from  the  Unity's  Elders  Conference,  which  tcdched 
us  by  this  opportunity,  as  likewise  your  most  agreeable  letter 
of  the  29th  of  May.  We  read  both  in  fellowship.  On  read- 
ing your  letter,  we  were  deeply  sensible  of  the  brotherly  love 
and  kind  participation  of  the  Society  for  the  Furtherance  of 
the  Gospel,  which  pervades  tlje  whole  of  it.  We  felt  truly 
thankful  for  the  great  interest  you  take  in  every  part  of  our 
work,  and  praise  the  Lord,  that  He  granted  unto  the  Society 
the  means  requisite  to  provide  for  the  subsistence  of  the  Mis- 
sion in  Labrador,  by  sending  us  annually  the  necessary  sup- 
ply. We  will  endeavour  by  frugality,' and*  in  everjt'bther 
way  possible,  to  ^sist  you  in  this  branch  t)f  t)ur  cOAoem.

Extract  of  a  DIARY  of  the  Mission  among  the  Frke 
Negroes,  at  New  Bambey,  in  Surinam. 

-  JANUARY  1st,  16099  an  unusual  number  of  heathen 
negroes  attended  the  forenoon's-service,  so  as  to  fill  our  new 
diurch.  We  should  feel  more  encouraged  by  this  appear- 
ance of  a  desire  to  hear  the  gospel,  if  it  were  not  their  annual 
custom.  Many  come  on  New- Year's  Day, , who  afterwards 
do  not  enter  the  church  doors  all  the  year  round.  To-day^ 
however,  there  were  a  good  many  stiangers,'  and  Brother 
Maehr  preached  with  great  earaestness»  declaring  to  them, 
that  Jesus  is  come  into  the  world  to  save  sinners,  and  only 
3  O  waits 
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waits  to  be  gracious  also  unto  them.     In  the  afternoon, 
Brother  Lutzke  addressed  the  children. 

We  supposed,  that  the  heathen  in  the  village  would,  ac« 
cording  to  custom,  make  it  a  day  of  riot.  Early,  about  four 
o'clock,  we  were  waked  by  the  firing  of  muskets  and  shout- 
ing, and  immediately  after  the  morning  service,  the  heathen 
began  to  drum  and  make  other  noises,  intending  to  set  about 
it  in  good  earneist  in  the  afternoon ;  but,  at.  3  o'clock,  a  re- 
port was  spread  that  an  old  negroe  man  had  just  died.  Thus 
their  sport  was  speedily  ended,  each  sneaking  off  to  his 
own  hut. 

We  began  to-day  to  use  the  daily  texts  for  the  year  1804, 
not  having  received  those  of  the  present  year. 

8th.  In  our  evening-meeting,  we  were  particularly  excited 
to  pray  for  the  nation,  among  which  we  are  called  to  labour, 
and  cried  fervently  to  the  Lord  to  have  mercy  upon  them, 
and  to  bring  them  salvation. . 

We  were,  in  the  following  days,  occupied  with  our  house- 
negroes,  in  our  rice  plantations. 

Having  spoken  with  our  communicants  previous  to  the 
Holy  Communion,  we  partook  of  it  with  17  of  them,  and 
were  anew  encouraged  by  the  grace  of  our  Saviour,  made 
manifest  on  the  solemn  occasion. 

Feb7*uaiy.  In  the  beginning  of  this  month  we  received 
some  letters  from  Paramaribo,  with  accounts  of  the  welfare 
of  our  Fellow-missionaries  there.  Brother  Wied  sent  us  also 
the  printed  references  to  the  texts  for  1809,  which  were  most 
welcome  to  us ;  for,  cut  off  as  we  are,  from  almost  all  cor- 
respondence with  our  dear  Brethren  in  other  parts  of  the 
world,  we  yet  feel  thankful  that  we  may  daily  contemplate 
the  same  precious  words  of  Scripture,  and  thus  keep  iip  with 
them  that  fellowship  of  spirit,  which  is  an  earnest  of  our 
everlasting  fellowship  hereafter* 

The 
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The  declarations  of  our  communicants,  previous  to  the  en- 
joyment of  the  Holy  Sacrament,  were  such  as  to  excite  us  to 
great  thankfulness  to  our  Saviour,  that  amidst  all  weakness 
and  imperfection,  He  continues  to  give  them  a  due  sense  of 
their  need  of  Him,  and  a  desire  to  live  to  His  praise.  'As  to 
others  of  our  small  congregation,  especially  some  of  the  ex- 
cluded, who  always  com6  to  church,  and  cal,l  upon  us,  (a 
proof  of  confidence  we  are  pleased  to  see  and  encourage),  wc 
perceive,  alas,  too  little  knowledge  of  themselves,  as  sinners 
that  need  conversion. 

25th,  aboXit  noon,  we  h^ard  the  report  of  a  g\xn  in  the  vil- 
lage, and  the  shriek  of .  a  dog.  Everybody  ran  out  to  see 
what  was  the  matter,  when  we  discovered  that  a  heathen  ne- 
groe,  playing  with  a  gun,  arid  not  knowing  that  it  was 
charged,,  fired  it  off,  aud  the  bullet'.entering  the  kitchen  of 
one  of  our  people,  called  Rebecca,  killed  a  dog  in  it.  She 
^  and  her  family  had  just  left  the  spdt,  or  one  or  tnort  of  them 

must  have  been  hurt.  They  expressed  fervent  thanks  to  God 
for  the  preservation  of  their  lives.  How  different  on  these 
occasions,  do  the  believing  pegroes  behave  from  the  heathen. 
Their  hearts  are  immediately  touched  with  a  sense  of  the 
power  and  love  of  their  Saviour  towards  them,  and  they  give 
^  Him  the  praise. 

Throughout  the  whole  of  this  month  it  rained  almost 
without  ceasing,  and  sometimes  for  48  hoxu-s  with  great  vio- 
lence. The  negroes,  as  well  as  we,  suffer  from  the  cold  and 
damp  weather.        ^ 

March  6th,  our  boat  set  off  for  Paramaribo,  to  fetch  our 
allotment  of  provisions  and  other  necessaries.  It  was  to  have 
gone  last  month ;  but  as  some  relations  of  the  rowing  ne- 
groes were  ill,  they  would  not  stir,  till  they  could  see  or 
guess  the  issue  of  their  disorders.  A  child  died,  and  others 
recovered,  and  they  then  got  ready  to  go.  These  cust6n>8 
arc  very  trying  to  a  traveller,  especially  if  straitened  fonime. 
3  0  2  The 
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The  preachings  cm  Sundays  wet^e  teieraUy  wdl  akended 
during  tbismqmh,  and  we  hope  attdpray  net  without  effect. 

Our  boat  retumedf  on  the  18chy'andbrotight  us  a  suficieot 
sfipply.  Every  thing-  arrived  safe,  and  we  were  particularly 
thankful  that  that  precious  article^  flow,  liad  not  been  da- 
na^ged  by  the  incessant  rains* 

We  celebrated  the  Passion-week  and  Easter  with  oer  peo- 
ple»  in  daily  contemplation  on  the  sufferings  and  death  of  our 
Redeemffr,  and  read  the  history  of  that  most  important  of  all 
seasons,  in  daily  meetings.  We  were  thankful  that  the  rata 
did  net  prevent  our  people  frosn  attending.  «Ai##&  was  re* 
admitted  to  the  Holy  Communion,  and  S^pkimto  the  con* 
gregaticHi.  No  heathen  negroes  came  to  church.  Our  people 
stayed  with  us  to  the  4th  of  April,  when  they  w6nt  to  ma- 
nage their  Pinda  grounds.  Rebecca  went  with  her  numerous 
family  to  Cordo  Sandu.  Our  negroes,  and  John  Arabim*s 
people,  virent  to  gather  a  Ipecies  of  large  leaves  to  repair  the 
roofs.  We  were  thus  left  alone  with  old  John  Arabini  and 
his  wi£s  Charlotte.  Even  the  cbildmi  were  absent,  being 
employed. in  the  rice-grounds  to  drive  away  the  M^ck  birds, 
^hich  devour  it.    , 

16th«  A  good  many  people  attended  the  foretioon^s  set* 
vice  with  much  devotion ;  after  which  a  chUd  was  baptised, 
and  called  Anthony..  We  had  in  these  days  many  heavy 
thunder-storms,  and  a  vast  quantity  of  rain. 

2Sd.  John  Arabini  told  us,  that  the  people  is  the  Upper 
Country  had  sent  a  man  to  him,  to  desire  that  be  would  get 
m  to  vyriic  to  Paramaribo,  that  the  people  should  pray  with 
all  their  might  to  God  ;  for  he  had  dreamt  that  the  world 
would  soon  be  destroyed.'  We  desired  John  to  send  these 
people  word,  that  many  individuals  at  Paramaribo  were  pray- 
ing people,  and  that  by  our  last  letters  from  thence  Pft  bad 
l^een  informed  that,  during  the  Passioa-week,  the  nmnber  tfaat 
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thronged  ta  our  church  was  to  great,  that  a  great  many  were 
obliged  to  stand  without,  and  hear  at  the  doors  and^inddws. 
We  had  also  lately  built  a  new  house  of  prayer  at  New  Bam*. 
bey,  and,  if  they  would  come  hither,  we  would  pray  with, 
and  for  them, 

Majf  8tb,  we  began  our  rice^harvest,  when  it  pkased  God  ' 
to  give  us  three  weeks  of  favourable  weather,  in  which  we 
ctunpleted  it,  and  brooght  it  safe  home.     We  hare  thus  ob- 
tained a  plentiful  crop  of  this  necessary  article. 

18 thy  we  partook  of  the  Holy  CoiBo^union.  Only  U  of 
our  i^ommunicant  n^roes  were  with  us,  the  rest  being  de- 
fined in  their  Pinda  grounds.  On  Whitsunday  several 
strangers  were  present.  It  was  our  ardent  wish  and  prayer, 
that  the  time  may  soon  come,  when  by  the  power  of  th'b 
same  Spirit,  which  our  blessed  Saviour  sent  unto  His  Disci- 
ples, the  preaching  of  the  cross  may  be  heard  with  the  same 
effect  as  on  that  great  day,  and  also  the  poor  unbelieving  hea- 
then here  be  led  to  cry  out, "  What  shall  we  4o  to  be  saved.'*"^ 

3 1  St,  we  reaped  our  Indian  corn.    With  a  view  to  pre- 
serve it  from  the  great  ants,  we  had  planted  it  among  the  rice 
in  patches  here  and  diere,  but  those  destructive  anlmala  had,  ' 
^ter  all,  found  tbeir  way  to  it,  and  spoiled  a  considerable 
quaotity. 

Jysnc  9th  was  ^  festival-day  to  us,  when  we  received  letters 
from  Paramaribo,  in  which  Brother  Wied  had  given  us  extiacts 
of  letters  ftom  London,  Nonb  America,  the  West  Indies,  and 
Germany,  with  Periodical  Accounts,  a  Gernoiaa  Text-book, 
Weekly  EeportSr  English  Newspapers,  and  other  articles. 
We  spent  the  whole  day  in  reading,  and  feltde^ly  interested 
in  everytbi^  relating  to  our  dear  Bre&nen  in  Europe  and 
America.  But  we  were  nsuch  affected  by  Jihe  account  of  tbe 
departure  of  Brother  Duvemoy,  a  most  wordqr  ani  active 
piember  of  the  £Uei«  Conference  of  dke  Unity, 
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At  the  Holy  Comiminion  on  the  24cb»  a  negroe  Sister  wa« 
rc^adniitted.     Adam  was  re-admitted  to  the  congregatioa. 

Towards  the  close  of  this  month.  Sisters  Maehr  and  Lutzke 
,wece  both  attacked  by  severe  iUnesaes ;  but  by  the  Lord^s  mer« 
cy  recovered,  and  are  now  pretty  well  restored  to  health. 

We  commend' ourselves  and  our  smaU,  but  to  us  very  dear 
congregation  of  believing  free  negroes,  together  wkh  the 
vf  bole  work  of  God  in  this  country,  to  the  prayers  of  all  our 
Brethren  and  friends ;  that  tlie  Liord  may  continue  to  be  widi 
Ii8»  and  bless  pur  testimony  of  His  love  to  sinners,  strei^lhen- 
ktg  our  faith  and  confidence  in  Him»  that  amidst  all  weakness 
we  may  serve  Him  with  joy.

Extract  of  the  DIARY  of  theMi%novi  among  thcNEGKoz 
Slaves,  at  Paramahibo. 


APRIL  2d,  1809^,  being  Easter- Sunday,  a  large  congrega- 
tion attended  the  praying  of  the  Easter-morfling-lkany^  at  6 
o'clock,  and  the  preaching  at  9.  In  the  afternoon  was  the 
foneral  of  a  negroe,  Margaret  Quassiba.  She  was  baptized  m 
1804,  and  became  a  communicant  in  1805.  Her  natural  tem^ 
per  was  morose,  and  bcr  great  faih'ng,  the  want  of  self-know- 
ledge. She  learnt  at  last,  as  a  sinner,  to  place  her  whole  de- 
pcndance  upon  Jesus,  and  his  all-sufficient  sacrifice,  and  wass 
bumbled  before  him.  The  day  previous  to  her  decease,  slie 
Jecfared  this  her  trust  in  Him,  in  a  very  satisfactory  manner 
to  a  Sister,  who  visited  her. 

Aftet  the  litany  on  the  .3d,  -a  young  negroe  was  baptized^ 
'and  called  Martin.  In  the  evening-meeting,  we'of&rcd  up 
prayer  and  thanksgiving,  in  fellowship  with  our  negroe  con- 
gregation, praising  the  Lord  for  the  blessings  bestoveed  spoa 
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05  iti  the  contemplation  of  his  sufferings,  deaths  and  restir* 
rection,  during  the  Passion- week  and  Easter ;  and  O  chat  we 
may  see  much  fruit,  and  an  abiding  impression  of  the  vakte 
of  these  precious  truths  among  our  dear  people. 

9th.  Those  persons,  who  dudng  the  last  year  hvv^  heen 
baptized,  or  admitted  to  <the  Lord's  Supper,  had  a  meetiog. 
There  were  28  of  the  former,  and  25  of  the  latter^  and  vft 
joined  thcra  in  prayer  to  Him,  who  hath  called  them  from 
darkness  unto  light,  and  from  the  power  of  Satan  tothelnring 
God,  to  preserve  them  faithful  to  the  end. 

1 4th.  We  received  letters  fiom  England  with  three  num- 
bers of  Periodical  Accounts,  and  several  articles  for  our  house- 
keeping, by  Captain  Borrowdale.  We  were  deeply  affectel 
by  the  account  of  the  decease  of  our  venerable  Brother  Du- 
vcrnoy,  member  of  the  Elders  Conference  of  the  Unity. 

The  Periodical  Accounts  are  very  vaUiaUe  to  us,  as  thef 
keep  us  in  connexioji  with  the  history  of  our  Misrions'ai 
other  part?  of  the  world,  from  which,  in  general,  we  receive 
no  intelligence  by  any  other  chapnd. 

To-day  the  negroe  Sister  Regina  Constantia  departed  this 
life,  rejoicing  to  be  released  from  a  state  of  extreme  pain,  and 
translated  into  the  presence  of  her  Redeemer.  She  was  bap- 
tized in  1179  by  Brother  Rose,  and  became  a  communicant 
in  1780.  Her  character  was  that  of  a  true  believer,  proceed- 
ing in  a  steady,  even  course,  and  depending  in  all  things  upaa 
the  grace  and  help  of  our  Saviour  alone.  In  her  an  instance^ 
rarely  met  with  among  negroes,  was  seen,  how  the  power  x>{ 
the  gospel  can  enlighten  the  mind  to  understand  and  acknow- 
ledge the  deep  depravity  of  human  nature,  by  which  the  soid 
is  stripped  of  the  polluted  robe  of  self-made  ri  Q;hteousne6S,  ani 
made  glad  and  thankful  to  put  on  Christ,  and  rely  upon  Hira 
abnc  for  every  thing  necessary  for  salvation,  and  for  a  goAf 
life  and  conversation* 

She 
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Sli(e  often  (lepbred  ivith  many  tears  the  evil  of  her  own 
heart,  and  stood  in  need  of  encouragement.  We  foitni  it 
•ometimes  necessary  earnestly  to  admonish  her  not  to  give 
way  t6  desponding  thoughts,  but  to  look  to  Jesns,  tfie  author 
sud  finisher  of  our  faith,  and  to  trust  to  His  word  that  He 
would  keep  her  by  His  almighty  grace.  This  source  of  con<^ 
•olation  she  frequency  felt  to  be  most  powerful,  and  was 
thereby  preserved  in  the  fiuth,  though  always  uadei*  a  sense 
of  great  unwordiinets.  She  contemplated  our  Lord  as  suf«> 
fering  and  dying  on  the  cross,  with  great  emotion,  and  tnili- 
•believed  duit  what  He  had  eedured  was  alUsufficient  to  redeem 
her  from  sin  and  deatli.  Of  this  slie  appeared  to  have  a  most 
Uvatly  conviction  during  her  last  painful  illness,  which  kept 
her  constantly  cheerful  and  resigned  to  His  will.  The  day 
before  her  departure,  she  prayed  fervently  to  the  Lord,  that 
He  woi^U  soon  come  and  take  her  to  himself,  and  before  her 
friends  expccted.it,  her  prayers  were  j^wered  by  her  being 
removed  out  of  this  world  into  the  mansions  of  bliss.      ^' 

18th.  We  concluded  reading  the  Synodal  diary  and  resolu- 
tions of  1801,  and  prayed  the  Lord  to  grant  ns^to  walk  ac- 
cording to  the  principles  and  advice  contained  in  them. 

May  2d.  Towards  evening  this  colony  had  the  satisfaction 
to  see  our  new  Governor-general,  Charles  Bentlnck,  Esq. 
arrive  from  England.  The  different  hoards  and  corporations 
having  in  the  follotving  days  presented  their  congratulations, 
Brother  Wied,  on  the  5th »  delivered  an  address  from  us,  re- 
questing his  Excellency  to  protect  and  favour  the  Missions  of 
our  church  in  this  land,  with  assiuimces  of  our  loyalty  and 
gratitude  for  the  kindness  with  which,  hitherto,  our  mission- 
ary labours  among  the  negroes  and  Indians  had  been  pro- 
tected by  the  Briti^  goyefnment.  His.  Excellency  assured 
Brother  Wied  of  his  fayoura^e  disposition  towards  us  and 
oar  Missions. 

.  1th. 
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*lAfVft  hftd  a  conversation  with  the  negroe  assistants, 
both  respecting  the  punctual  discharge  of  their  respec- 
^ve  duties^  and  the  present  state  of  the  coi^gregatioQ.  We 
exhorted  them  not  to  lose  courage,  though  some  oocurrencei 
of  a  very  painful  nature  had  lately  taken  place,  but  to  join 
with  us  in  fervent  prayer  to  our  Saviour,  that  He  v^ould  put 
a  stop  to  every  growing  evil.  A  new  segulation  respecting 
the  children  was  made,  and  die  manner  agreed  upon,  in 
which  they  are  to  be  visited  and  instructed.  Certain  negroe 
assitants  were  appointed  to  attend  to  the  new  people,  and 
others  to  the  excluded,  from  which,  by  the  Lord's  blessings  * 
we  expect  to  see  good  fruit. 

12th,  wc  received  letters  from  London,  and  likewise  one 
from  Brother  Liebisch,  of  tlie  Elders  ConferenCb  of  the  Unity. 
We  were  greatly  encouraged  by  perceiving  with  what  affec<k 
tionate  interest  we  are  remembered  by  all  our  dear  Brethren 
in  Europe,  •  and  how  fervency  they  offer  up  their  supplica<» 
tlons  for  us  before  the  throne  of  grace.  But  we  grieved  ex^ 
ceedingly  on  account  of  the  distress  experienced  by  maay  of 
<ftir  congregations  on  the  Continent,,  in  consequence  of  the 
vrar  ;  and  were  not  a  little  alarmed  to  perceive,  by.  the  Eng^ 
lish  newspapers,  that  fresh  disturbances  are  likely  to  take 
placain  Germany.  We  exhorted  each  other  to  be  faithful 
in  prayer  for  all  our  si|(Fering  Brethren  everywhere,  yea,  for 
all  people  under  the  scourge  of  this  dreadful  war,  that  the 
Lord  would  remember  mercy  in  judgment,  and  soon  put  a 
stop  to  the  sheddiilg  of  human  blood. 

Having  had  occasion,  for  this  considerable  titne  past,  to 
observe,  that  there  are  some  people  in  our  congregation,  who 
are  still  under  the  yoke  of  sin,  and  fall  into  grievous  snares, 
insomuch  that .  we  have  been  obliged  to  exclude  many,  of 
whom  formerly  we  had  good  hopes,  and  dreading  an  increase 
of  indifference,  and  the  force  of  bad  eicam^le,  we  convened 
3  P  ^1 
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all  our  people,  b^  a  special  invitation,  on  the  l6tb|.  when  we 
had  a  crow<le<l  church.  Brother  Wied  addressed  them  mbsr 
seriously  on  the  departure  of  many  from  the  truths  which  was 
manifest  in  their  walk  and  conversation,  and  pointed  out  die 
origin  of  all  evil  to  be  Unbelief,  and  a  want  of  that  poverty 
of  spirit,  which  makes  us  as  helpless  sinners  keep  close  to , 
Jesus,  who  alone  is  mighty  to  save  from  the  power  of  sin  and 
Satan.  He  added,  that  no  less'thap  twelve  persons  hadlate* 
ly  forfeited  their  right  of  fellowship  .with  the  believers ;  and 
kneeling  down,  concluded  with  fervent  prayer  to  the  Lord, 
to  have  mercy  upon  His  poor  black  flock,  gathered  by  His 
word  and  Spirit  in  this  place,  to  destroy  every  attempt  of 
the^  devil  to  hurt  and  devour  His  sheep,  and  to  make  His 
power  manifest  in  the  restoration  of  all  those  who  had  gon^ 
Sistray.  The  congregation  was  deeply  affected,  and  we  found 
iti  the  sequel^  that  the  I«brd  had  not  suflFered  this  exhortation 
to  be  given  in  vain,  but  hearc^our  prayers  for  ourselves  and 
our  dear  people. 

5^2d,  was  the  funeral  of  a  communicant  Sister,  Joanna  Ja* 
coba  Claringa,  a  Carbuganegroe.  She  was  baptized  in  1805t 
and  admitted  to  the  Lord's  Supper  in  1806.  She  was  truly 
and  powerfully  converted  to  Qod.  Her  trust  was  not  in  man* 
but  in  Jesus,  whom  she  knew  by  experience  to  be  h^r  Sa<- 
viour.  She  disclaimed  all  self-righteousness,  and  always  spoke 
of  herself  as  a  weak,  helpless  creature,  saved  by^^nd  depend^ 
ing  only  on  the  free  grace  of  God.  About  a  year  and  a  half 
ago,  having  been  deprived  by  death  of  a  favourite  daughter, 
she  suffered  much  in  her  mind  on  tliat  account.  Her  distress 
was  so  great  that  we  were  apprehensive  it  would  deprive  her 
of  her  confidence  and  joy  in  the  Lord,  but  He  preserved  heir 
from  despair,  and  she  looked  to  Him  alone  for  comfort.  Soon 
after  she  was  taken  ilU  and  pould  no  mbre  attend  the  meetings 
of  the  congregation,  which  die  otherwise  never  itaissed.  Her 
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desire  was  now  to  depart  and  be  with  Christ,  and  especially, 
during  the  latter  and  most  painful  part  of  her  illnes3>  it  was 
edifying  to  perceive  with  what  consolation  she  expected  the 
time,  when  she  should  see  Him  face  to  face,  whom  her  soul 
lovcdy  because  He  had  shed  His  blood  to  redeerfi  her. 

25 thy  an  excluded  communicant  begged  to  be  visited  oa 
her  death-bed.  She  could  scarcely  speak  so  as  to  be  under- 
stoody  but  seemed  eager  to  obtain  comfort,  through  t^e  mercy 
of  our  Saviour.  Brother  Wied  commended  her  in  fervent 
prayer  to  Him,  who  has  received  gifts  for  men,  yea  for  the 
rebellious  also. 

26th,  was  the  funeral  of  a  departed  communicant.  Brother 
Alexander  Bossu.  When  he  came  to  see  us,  we  had  hut  slender 

.  hopes  of  his  conversion.  He  had  much  to  boast  of,  and  seen[ied 
a  self-conceited  old  heathen,  proud  of  what  he  called  the  purity 

'  and  goodness  of  his  heart.  He  declared,  however,  that  the 
word  of  God  sounded  sweet  to  him,  and  therefore  thought 
himself  a  fit  subject  for  baptism  and  aditiission  to  the  Lord^s 
Supper.  Indeed  most  of  the  negroes  on  their  first  application 
to  unite  with  us,  have,  in  their  degree,  the  same  good  opinio^ 
of  themselves.  Xhe  doctrine  of  the  total  depravity  of  the 
hteart  of  man  and  the  necessity  of  conversion,  by  the  help  of 
an  Almighty  Redeemer,  was  new  and  displeasing  to  him,  and 
he  often  left  us  with  disgust.  But  he  could  not  help  return- 
ing, and  by  the  infinite  patience  and  faithfulness  of  the  Lord 
and  His  Spirit,  his  eyes  were  opened,  and  he  was  at  length 
brought  to  acknowledge  himself  a  miserable  sinner,  and  to 
fly  to  the  cross  and  death  of  Jesus  as  his  only  refuge.  Now 
he  began  to  loVe«  as  one  to  whom  much  is  forgiven  ;  he  be- 
came cheerfbl  an^  humble^  and  his  walk  was  that  of  a  true 
bdiever.  In  his  old  age  and  infirm  state,  his  confidence  was 
in  his  Saviour,  with  whom  he  longed  to  be. 
June  8th|  Brother  Feterleitner,  lihd  his  little  daughter  Jo- 
3  P  2  anna 
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anna  Salome,  left  vs  for  Engianii.  He  wrote  from  BranK^ 
point  some  days  after,  that  he  and  Im  child  wer^  well  totaled 
by  the  sailors,  ^nd  had  every  comfort  allowed  them. 

.  18th,  the  remains  of  the  communicant  negroe  Sister  Char* 
lotte  were  interred.  She  was  baptized  and  admitted  to  the 
Holy  CommuDion  in  180$.  She,  with  three  of  her  near  re- 
lations, who  long  ago  became  members  of  our  congregatioo, 
was  descended  frorxi  a  royal  African  family.  Her  temper 
i^as  naturally  remarkably  good  and  kind,  and  she  possessed  a 
very  engaging  address.  For  a  considerable  time*  she  refused 
to  follow  the  good  example  of  her  relations,  and  showed  great 
contempt  ^c^  their  change  of  religion,  bu(,  by  the  power  of 
God,  she  also  was  convinced  of  her  lost  estatp,  and  began  U> 
ask^  What  she  should  do  to  be  saved.  The  Lord  had  mercy 
upon  her ;  she.  obtained  the  assurance  of  the  forgiveness  of 
ber  sins  and  her  acceptance  with  God,  and  was  filled  with 
joy  and  comfort  in  believing.  All  who  visited  her  in  ber  la$t 
tUness  (both  whites  and  blacks)  were  edified  by  her  cpnver-t> 
sation.  When  she  perceived  that  her  end  approached,  the 
'  exclaimed,  ^*  My  Lord  and  my  God !  if  my  h6ur  is  cooie# 
♦*  take  mc  to  Thyself  to  rest  for  ever  at  TThy  feet.*'  Every 
one,  whp  knew  ber,  respected  and  lovod  l^cr  for  ber  y^ 
Tightness  of  character*  This  was  plainly  shown  by  tbe  iu^ 
terest  they  took  in  her  departure,  and  the  krge<:ompaliy  that 
followed  her  to  the  grave,  notwithstanding  the  violent  raiiw. 

22d,  Brother  Wied  having  made  au  extract  of  the  edifying 
reports  lately  received  from  Labrajdor,  and  tr^^slated  it  ^nloi 
the  Negroe  language,  be  began  this  evening  to  i;ead  it  to  tb«^ 
communicants,  giving  then^  first  a  desciiption  of  the  E&Gpu-> 
maqx,  tb^ir  couutry,  and  tk»  laboucs  <^  the  Sf ed»f«n'^  Mis- 
sionaries among  them.  We  pray,  thsA  our  peo^e  n^  b» 
anew  enlivened  and  benefited  by  si|ch,e;i^apf4cs«

again 
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again  entered  ovr  port,  according  to  the  long  i^t^ished-ibr  ad* 
justment  of  differeoces  between  Great  Britain  and  the  United 
States,  we  experienced  the  sahitary  effects  of  it  by  a  fall  in 
the  price  of  provisions,  tlie  barrel  of  flour,  which  had  risen 
to  1 50  florins,  falling  to  50. 

Jvdjf  Ist,  we  heard  by  letters  from  Bethlehem,  that  Brother 
Loesche  and  bis  wife,  after  a.  tedious  .passage,  had  at  length 
arrived  at  that  place  from  Berbice.  We  bad  often  felt  great 
concern  on  their  account,  lest  they  should  have  been  ti^kea 
or  lost.    They  lately  served  the  Mission  at  Hoop. 

19th»tbe  agednegroe.  Brother  Abraham  Seeman,  departed 
this  life.  He  was  baptized  in  1784,  by  Brother  Wagncr> 
and  in  tb^  year  following  became  a  communicant.  He  wa$ 
an  object  of  pity,  both  in  a  temporal  and  spiritual  point  of 
view.  Though  be  never  £dl.  into  any  gross  deviations,  and 
it  could  not  be  denied  that  die  giaceof  our  Lord  had^touched 
hjs  heart,  yet  he  had  many  failings,  which  required  much 
patience  to  bean  In.  his  old  age,  he  was  left  in  extreme  po^ 
veny,  having  no  one  to  care  iot  him.  He,  however,  always 
expressed  a  flrvi  reliance  on  the  mer<;y  of  oua*  Saviour,  and 
shortly  before  bis  departure,  declared  his  hopes,  that  for  th» 
sake  of  His  bitieir  sufferings  and  deaths  He  would  receive 
him  into  His  presence,  and  make  him  eternally  happy. 

234,  Rev.  Mr.  Van  £sch|  laliely  called  to  be  the  Calvtoisi- 
minister  here^  preached  his  first  sermon.  Brother  Hodb  at* 
tended,  andgave  ais  an  entouraging  account  of  the  eieariess 
with  whicb-he  delivered  the  truths  of  the  gospeU  On  dbe 
25th,  he,  with  several  friends,  attended  our  evernng-eeecttngk 
He  afterwards  expressed  bis  joy  to  see  so  ouich  attentieii 
among  the  nie^oe^,  end  his  best  wishes  for  our  yrospjerity. 

In  August,  WQ  proceeded  in  our  usual  eour^  uiuttefnmgt- 
edly,  and  our  meetiQgt  were  attended  with  the  blessing  of 
our  Saviour.    Among  the  new  people  who  came  to  converse 

with 
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with  us,  was  an  old  blind  mulatto,  who  but  lately  found  out 
our  church,  knd  declared  his  gratitude  to  God,  for  having  di* 
fected  him  to  a  place  where  he  heard  what  he  had  so  often 
longed  for,  even  the  words  of  eternal  life. 

September  1 5th,  21  new  people  came  to  speak  with  ts. 
A  muhtto  girl  witfi  her  mother,  who  have  but  lately  attend- 
ed our  worship,  belonging  to  a  considerable  family  here,  but 
much  persecuted  by  their  relations  on  account  of  their  sentx- 
■letits,  showed  that,  by  the  grace  of  God,  they  are  enabled  to 
bear  it,  and  stand  firm  to  their  convictions. 

21st,  The  Lord  was  pleased  to  grant  to  a  worthy  mulatto 
communicant  of  our  congregation  a  release  from  a  most 
parnfal  state  of  illness.  She  was  baptized  and  admitted  to  the 
Holy  Communion  in  1798.  Naturally  she  was  of  a  melan- 
choly disposition,  and  met  with  much  adversity^  which,  for  a 
$cm€fht  seemed  to  deprive  her  of  the  full  effect  of  faith  in 
God*  her  Saviour,  and  she  could  not  raise  herself  up  to  look 
to  Him  for  help.  Her  last  illness  was  of  a  lingering,  con- 
fumptire  nature.  Her  only  daughter  forsook  her  in  this  dis* 
tress,  but  now  it  appeared  that,  amidst  all  weakness,  her  heart 
cleaved  to  the  Lord,  and  made  him  her  only  refuge. 

When  in  this  month  we  spoke  with  our  negroe  coromuni- 
cants,  we  perceived  more  life  in  their  souls,  smd  that  most* 
iopf  diem  livie  in  peace  and  harmony  with  each  other  as  feith- 
StA  Christians* 

•  We  commend  ourselves,  dear  Brethren,  to  your  kind  re- 
membrance and  prayers,  both  for  ourselves,  and  our  dear 
Bcgroe  congregation,

*'  Gnadenibaly  Cape  of  Good  Hope^  Oct.  13,  1809-; 

^*  YOUR  fetterB,  and  the  Periodical  Accounts  lately  fc- 
€eived«  are  a  true  feast  tous,  especially  since  we  are  in  a<great 
degree  deprived  of  all  other  sources  of  intelligence  from  our 
congregations  and  Missions.  They  are  also  read  by  many  o^ 
our  visiting  friends  with  great  pleasure  and  edification. 

*'  Among  our  H ottentots prevails ^tpresept  a  malignant  icr 
Tcr.  Nothing  has  been  of  more  service  than  the  medicine  so 
Jcindly  sent  us  by  x)ur  worthy  friend  Mr.  Hurlock;^  pa^jcularJjr 
the  antimonial  fever  powders.  The  work  of  the  Loxd  her^ 
is  on  the  increase.  Seven  Caffre  families  have  lately  come, 
to  live  here,  and  one  of  the  Tambukky  nation,  who  ai^^j;er 
to  hear  the  word  of  God,  and  give  jgood  hopes,  that  they  will 
become  heii-s  of  life  eternal.  How  yrpuld  you  rejoice  to  see 
and  hear  the  many  proofs  we  have,  that  the  Lord  is  with  u^ 
^jA  blesses  us  and  our  people  abundantly."

**  Saturday,  the  2d,  Brother  Kuehnel  and  myself,  wlt^ 
our  wives,  set  out  from  Gnadenthal,  to  pay  a  visrt  to  our  dear 
fellow-labourers  at  GrUenekloof,and  found  them  well  inhealttu 
But  most  of  all  we  rejoiced  at  the  state  of  the  Mission.  The 
Hottemots"  (of  whom  14  were  baptized,  5  of  them  candidates 
for  the  Holy  Communion,  and  11  candidates  for  baptism^ 
according  to  a  letter  from  Brother  Kohrhammer  of  Octo- 
ber 16th,  1809),  "  are  remarkably  attentive,  seeking  to 
know  the  Lord^  and  to  obtain  forgiveness  of  their  sins  an4 
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acceptance  with  him,  when  they  leave  this  world.  This, 
I  assure  you,  we  saw  them  more  particulariy  anxious  about, 
with  many  tears  expressing  their  sense  of  its  importance,  in 
the  week  past.  For,  conceive  our  surprize,  when  on  Mon-  . 
day,  the  4th,  after  10  o'clock  at  night,  we  were  all  suddenly 
roused  fiom  sleep  by  a  terrible  earthquake.  At  Gruenekloof 
there  were  15  separate  shocks,  of  which  the  first,  second, 
ftnd  eleventh  were  very  violent,  and  lasted  a  long  while.  Wc 
could  not  know,  what  it  might  please  the  Lord  to  do  with  us 
on  this  occasion,  but  wc  were  supported  By  His  grace,  and 
quietly  resigned  fo  His  holy  will. 

**  On  tlie  5th,  we  left  Gruenddoof  for  Capetown.  On  the 
road  wc  saw  many  singular  appearances,  occasioned  by  the 
earthquake.  In  some  places  there  were  chasms  in  the  ground, 
into  which  we  could  put  our  hands.  In  others,  fountain^  had 
burst  forth,  where  formerly  no  water  had  been  found.  These 
bad  thrown  up  a  quantity  of  white  sand. 

"  At  Capetown,  they  had  only  5  shocks,  but  they  were  the 
more  terrible.  We  found  everybody  in  great  consternalion 
and  diead.  Many  walls  of  bouses  are  cracked,  and  in  one  of 
the  vaults  of  the  castle,  where  the  wall  is  six  feet  thick,  there 
is  a  large  rent  made.  No  one  remained  in  the  house,  but  the 
people  raa  about,  seeking  protection  and  comfort  from  each 
ether.  Most  of  them  put  up  tents  in  the  open  places.  We 
have  not  heard,  hov/ they  have  fared- on  the  other  side  of  the 
mountains,  and  at  Gnadenthal,  but  the  earthquake  extended' 
"beyond  them.  Last  night,  there  were  three  more  shocks, 
not  so  violent,  and  without  doing  any  damage ;  but  every 
one  is  in  the  utmost  dread  of  a  repetition  of  them.  We  shall 
return  to  Gnadenthal  this  afternoon.**

^rother  CHARLES  VON.  FORESTIER,  describing 
his  Journey  from  Bethlehem  to  Gnadenhuettem, 
Bersaba,  Goshen,  PETTQUoxTmo,  if  Fairfield, 
in  Company  of  Brother  JOHN  GERHARD  CUNOW: 
fixnn.  the  ith  of  June,  to  the  Ut  of  August,  1801.

LAVING  been  commissioned  to  visit  the  thtee  missiona- 
ry settlements  of  the  Prethren  among  the  North  American 
Indians^  the  General  Conference  at  Bethlehem  proposed,  that 
one  of  their  number  should  accompany  mc^  with  a  view  to 
become  well  acquainted  with  the  whole  present  situation  of 
the  Brethren's  Missions  in  this  country.  Brother  John  Geb- 
hard  Cunow  was  appointed  accordingly,  and  being  commend^ 
ed  to  the  grace  and  protection  of  our  Lord  in  prayer,  pre- 
irious  to  our  departure,  we  set  off  from  Bethlehem  on  the  8th 
of  June,  at  four  o'clock  in  the  morning;  but  fearine  to  miss 
the  stage,  passing  through  Lancaster  from  Philadelphia  to 
Pittsburg,  (the  stage  strait  from  hence  to  Lancaster  being  a 
slow  i^oving  vehicle)  we  were  obliged  to  take  the  circui-^ 
tons  rftute  by  Philadelphia.  We  left  the  latter  place  with  the 
mail  on  the  9th,  and  reached  Pittsburg  on  the  15th,  being  a 
journey  of  360  English  miles>  in  seven  days.  During  the 
latter  part  of  the  journey,  lying  across  the  Alleghany  moun^^ 
tains,  we  moved  on  heavily,  and  on  the  14th  were  oversett 
but  experienced  the  preservation  otCod  by  receiving  no  harm. 
During  our  stay  at  Pittsburg,  Mr.  S.  a  merchant,  and  friend 
of  Brother  Cuno^,  shewed  us  mucli  kindness.  A  lawyer  aIso» 
who  has  two  daugl^ters  in  the  boarding-school  at  dethlehcm, 
came  to  see  us,  and  expressed^  the  most  lively  gratitude  for 
3Q  .  tho 
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die  good  education  they  received.  He*  made  us  spend  an  e* 
vening  witb  his  fjMi^y*  by  wKoov  we  were  received  with  great' 
kindness.  Among  other  friends,  who  called  upon  U8»  was  a 
.  son  of  the  well-known  Mr.  TCapp.  This  man  is  the  leader 
of  a  religious  party;  and  about  four  years  ago,  brought  up* 
Wiuds  of  an  hundred  persons  of  both  sexes  from  Wurtemberg 
to  America,  where  he  bought  a  large  quantity  of  bmd»  about 
five  miles,  from  Pittsburg,  and  formed  a  pleasant  settlement  on 
it«  It  is- said,  thaf  many  clever  woikmen  arc  among^  these 
people,  who  maintain  a  very  good  character  throughout^ the 
Sttfiounding  country.  ThoiE  rules  and  mode  of  life  'm  said  to 
be  very  striqC  *-They  have  all  things  in  common^  but  some 
who  have  left  tbeir  society,  are  now  uneasy,  and  complaining 
of  tbeir  property  b^iog  left  behiod ;  the  natural  inccn^veoience 
of  such  an  at raagement.  Mr.  Kaf^p  appeared  to  us  to  be  a* 
bout  tbkty  years  old,  an  enlightened,  pious,  and  sensible  maa^ 
well  versed  in  the  scriptures, 

We  were  delighted  with  th^  situation  of  Pittsburg,  On  the 
ConAttic,of  the  rivers  Alleghany  and  Moapngokelly,  and  sur.- 
rowded  with  pleasant  hills.  The  union  of  these  two  rivers 
ionns  the  Qbioy  which  is  navigable  for  large  vessels,  ahd  wiA 
feackr,  Pittsburg  in  time  a  flourishing  trading  town. 

l^h.  We  procee4ed  with  the  stage  fifteen  milost  to  Charks- 
IowAr  where  we  hoped  to  tneet  horses*  to  be  sent  by  Brother 
Heckenwaelder^  according  to  letters  forwarded  to  him,  a  moatb 
zgp.  .  Herein  however  we  were  disappointed,  dw  post  having 
been,  delayed  by  inundations,  and  found  it  very  dificult  to 
procure  three  horses  for  ourselves  and  our  guides  A^gennaa 
merchant,  Mr.  Fetter^  at  jjmgth  suG<:^ed  in  obtaining  two 
on  hire,  and  gienerously  lent  us  bis  own  for  5^  miles,  as  fer 
as  Qnadenhuetten.  Here  the  wilderness  commences.  We 
found  however  a  tolerable  tHght't4odging  about  %%  utiles  iron 
Charleatown. 

20th* 
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20th.  Our  Host  showed  us  a  path,  kadiag  for  26  milei 
through  an  uniohaibited  wood«  by  ^hich  we  might  reach  « 
'  water-milly  about  5  miles  from  Gnadenhoetten,  but  he  wara- 
ed  us  never  to  quit  the  path,  and  to  take  good  notice  of  the 
marks  made  upon  the  trces^  some  of  which  showed  the  aiilei. 
We  proceeded  dieiefore  with  great  caution,  but  after  aU,  lost 
our  way,  during  die  last  three  miles.  By  and  by  twe  got  to 
a  broad  ditch,  which^  being  deeper  than  expectcdi  Brother 
Cunow  and  his  horse  got  into  gttat  danger.  .  Our  bonts 
being  exceedingly  tired,  we  were  oUtged  to  stop  and  fired 
them  ^and  proceeding  afterwards  in  great  uncertainty  as  to  the 
track,  we  feared  we  should  be  obliged  to  spend  the  night  in 
the  wood,  when  all  at  once, .  to  our  inexpressible  relief,  we 
heard  the  noise  of  the  mill,  quite  close  to  us;  we*  called  for 
help,  and  the  ^ood  people  soon  appeared  with  a  boat,  pointed 
out  a  fordable  place,  and  brought  us  to  Mr.  Uhrict^  the  mil- 
ler's house.  He  had  been  formerly  a  farmer,  and  member 
of  our  congregation  at  Litit,  and  we  were  sony  not  to  find 
him  and  his  wife  at  home. 

We  were  hoWierer  received  by  the  family  with  great  hos- 
pkality,  and  refreshments  *vere  soon  provided.  On  the  road 
towards  Gnadcnhuctten  we  met  the  miller,  who  was  quite 
overjoyed  so  unexpectedly  ib  see  Brother  Cunow.  On  reach- 
ing the  plantations  of  our  German  Brethren  at  Gnadenhuetten, 
we  were  struck  with  their  pleasant  appearance,  and  surprised 
Brother  Heckenwaelder  and  his  family  at  their  evening  meal. 
He  was  not  i  little  astonished  at  our  unexpected  arrival,  gave 
us  a  tnost  totdial  welcoAie,  and  both  he  and  his  two  daugh- 
ters did  all  in  their  power  to  entertain  ns  most  hospitably, 

bn%he  following  morning,  Brother  t^iWtt  arrived  from 
fiersaba  to  bid  us  welcome. 

We  spent  Ac  23d  at  Bersaba,  which  lies  on  the  opposite; 
3  Q»  baok 
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l>ank  of  the  Muskingum,  in  a  plcasant.countryl     The  houses 
of  the  Brethren  and  Sisters  are  situated  in  their  plantations, 
/which  are  surrounded  with  groves,  and  consequently  at  a  dis- 
tance from  each  other,  yet  %o  as  that  each  is  in  view  of  his 
neighbour.     In  the  middle  of  the  settlement,  stands  the  school- 
house  and  chapel,  and  the  dwelling  of  Brother  Mueller.    We 
visited  the  eleven  families  of  which  the  congregation  consists* 
in  their  houses,  and  were  pleased  to  find  them  contented  and 
happy.     They  all  speak  English,  and  a  few  understand  Ger- 
man.    Most  of  them  came  hither  with  empty  hands,  and  had 
a  hard  time  of  it  in  the  beginning.     But  they  have  been  un- 
commonly industrious,  and  God  blessed  their  labour.     They 
were  just  now  in  prospect  of  a  very  rich  harvest  of  wheat. 

Our  first  conference  was  with  the  Committee,  after  which 
we  spoke  with  the  fathers  and  mothers  of  families. 

Our  visit  to  Bersaba  was  very  satisfactory,  and  encouraged 
us  to  hope,  that  here  the  Lord  will  establish  a  living  congre- 
gation. Two  families  are  expected  soon  to  increase  their 
number. 

At  Gnadenhuetten  the  prospect  is  not  so  cheering.  In  the 
settlement  itself,  besides  Brother  Heckenwaeldcr  and  his  fa- 
mily, and  Brother  Peter,  who  hiais  the  care  of  the  shop,  the 
Brethren  and  Sisters  Demuth  apd  Wunsch  are  the  only  in- 
habitants. The  minister's,  house  adjoining  the  schooUhouse 
is  uninhabited,  and  the  mill  going  to  decay,  no  uiiller  having 
yet  been  found  to  oqcupy  it. 

24th.  We  were  visited  by  a  good  ms^ny  German  Brethren 
and  Sisters,  who  have  moved  into  the  neighbourhood  of  Gna- 
.  denhuetten,  from  some  of  our  country  congregations  in  Penn- 
sylvam'a.  They  most  earnestly  entreated  us  to  procure  for 
them  a  brother  who  might  be  their  minister,  ^nd  instruct 
their  children,  whose  education  was  much  neglected.  They 
offered  to  make  sufficient  provision  for  him,  ^ach  cheerfully 
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contributing  his  quota,  b.ut  said  they  could  not  pay  for  his 
journey.  We  promised  to  do  bur  best  to  help  them ;  and  be- 
fore we  left  the  settlement  made  an  arrangement,  by  ^hich 
Brother  Muellernvill  in  future  go  every  fortnight  to  preach  at 
Gnadenhuecteut  ,and  administer  the  Holy  Communion  once 
a  month ;  those  of  them  who  are  not  yet  communicants,  will 
.be  admitted  after  the  usual  manner  in  the  Brethren's  chorch. 
We  were  edified  by  our  conversation  with  these  pebple^  es- 
pecially with  two  Swiss  Brethren. 

26ih.  .We  proceeded  on  our  journey,  Brother  Heckjcnwad* 
der  accompanying  us  to  Goshen^  a  journey  of  7  miles, through 
a  pheasant  wood.  We  passed  by  the  land  purchased  by  the 
general  Committee  for  the  management  of  our  Missions  for 
the  iise  of  the  Itnlians,  and  arrived  at  ten  in  the  forenoon  at 
Gosheriy  where  we  had  the  great  pleasure  to  sec  and  embrace 
that  dear  servant  of  Christ,  David  Zeisberger.  I  had  written 
to  him  immediately  on  our  arrival  at  Gnadenhuetten,  to  ap- 
prize him  of  our  approach.  I  was  deeply  affected  at  the  sight 
of  this  venerable  old  man,  whom  I  found  in  a  mean-looking 
cottage,  weak  in  body,  but  alive  and  cheerful  in  mind.  He 
has  a  serious  and  yet  animated  look,  and  his  countenance  is 
full  of  benignity.  But  his  body  is  almost  worn  to  a  skeleton. 
He  was  clad  in  a  clean  jacket  and  trowsers  made*  of  striped 
cotton.  His  reception  of  us  was  most  cordial,  his  words 
were  few,  but  the  tears  ki  his  eyes,,  and  the  pressure  of  his 
hand,  were  expressive  of  heart-felt  joy.  At  dinner  he  hardly 
eat  a  mouthful,  and  his  wife  said  she  could  not  conceive  how 
life  could  be  thus  supported.  She  herself  is  but  poorly  in 
health,  and  wished  that  her  husband  would  resolve  to  remove 
to  Bethlehem  to  rest. 

Brother  Benjamin  Mortimer  and  his  wife  are  well  in  healthy 
and  active  in  their  calling.  They  care  most  affectionately 
for  their  venerable  parents,  as  they  consider  Brother  and  Sister 
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Zeisberger,  and  live  and  htboor  with  them  in  true  tnroiherty* 
love. 

We  were  likewise  weltpmed  in  the  kindest  manner  hy  the 
6ld  Indian  Chiefs  Brother  Bill  Henry,  and  his  three  sons. 
They,  with  their  wives  and  children,  a  few  widows  and  a  man, 
who  bad  not  yet  obtained  adnnssion  to^the  congregation,  in 
all  II  adults  and  9  children,  are,  alas,  the  only  native  Indiana 
residing  at  Goshen.  We  were  quartered  in  the'liut  formerly 
occupied  by  Brother  Hagen,  and  though  our  beds  were  hardp 
and  theliorses  belonging  to  the  Indians  all  night  playing  or 
fighting  before  »ur  door  airf  windows,  we  got  some  comfor- 
table sleep. 

In  tlje  morning  we  were  informed,  that  Brother  Zeisbcrger 
had  had  a  bad  night,  and  was  very  weak.  Howevet,  after 
breakfast,  we  found  him  in  pretty  good  spirits,  and  he  begged 
that  we  might  all  meet  in  conference,  at  which  he  assisted 
with  much  animation.  After  ijt  was  over,  he  stretched  himself 
again  upon  his  hard  woodett  platform,  having  takei)  oidy  a 
little  broth. 

Our  consultations  related  chiefly  to  the  present  state  of  the 
Indian. M«fiion,  in  the  three  settlements  at  Gpshen^  PettqmU 
ting  and  fhirfield^  and  we  were  surprised  at  the  knowledge 
our  venerable  Brother  possessed  of  all  circumstanced  in  the 
two  latter  places.  He  observed,  that  the  present  unpromising 
state  of  the  Indian  Mission  greatly  oppressed  his  mind,  and 
that  he  waS  truly  grieved,  that  his  bodily  strength  would  not 
permit  h*im  to  break  up  with  the  Indian  congregation,  quit 
the  neighbourhood  of  the  white  people,  and  search  olut  a  place 
to  the  westward,  which  might  be  suitable  for  the  establish- 
ment of  a  Christian  Indian  Town.  He  added,  that  such  atl 
emigration,  would  indeedl  be  attended  with  great  inconvenience 
and  hardship,  and  feared  that  the  Mis^sioh&ries  of  the  present 
day  were. not  equal  to  it.    But  be  dddattd  that  it  woitld  be, 
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as  formerly,  the  only  ofteaos  of  saving  the  Indian  congix^atkuei 
from  total  ruio«  We  inquired  whether  he  bad  cooaiderei 
about  any  place  f\t  for  a  new  settlement  ?  but  on  hi«  ntientiomBg 
o<Mt»  it  appeared  to.ui  to  bq  too  near,  and  hts  knowledge  of 
if$  -suitableness  was  but  scanty.  He  therefore  wished^  that  a 
recofinoitnng  journey  night  be  undertaken^  with  .^  view  ta 
iknd  a  proper  situation.  Three  settlements,  he  «gteed,;Wer« 
too  many,  biH  expressed  satisfaction  at  the  removal  of  p^rt 
of  the  Fairfiild  congregation  to  PHifwttingi  by  which  that 
spirk  of  insubordination  which  had  alas  crept  in,  had  been  by 
the  grace  of  God,  counteracted,  and  the  Indian  Brethren  moce 
UAitodia  love>  insomuch  that  hefhoped  a  re^union  of  the  two 
branches  of  that  congregation  would  be  attended  with  goo4 
tffMs.  But  he  was  for  retaining  Goshen^  partly  as  a  cof^ve- 
aient  station  for  communication  between  the  Mtssioitaries 
and  the  settlements  in  Pennsylvania  &c.  and  partly  because  Bill 
Henry  and  his  family  would  certainly  not  wish  to  leave  thti 
coimtry.  Herein  however,  as  it  afterwards  appeared^  he  wa^ 
ini^taken.  .   > 

When  I  spoke  with  him  of  returning  to  Bethtehehi,  wbetc 
comforts^more  suitable  to  hia  very  advanced  stige  of  Kfe  than 
could  possibly  be  procured  at  Goshen  would  be  most  choer* 
fully  provided  for  him,  he  declared,  that  he  could  not  veMlve 
to  forsake  his  dear  Indian  Brethren,  while  it  pleased  the  Lord 
to  leave  htm  here  oa  earth ;  but  that  he  hoped  sooti  to  depast 
and  be  at  rest,  and  rejoiced  that  he  should  find  so  many  of 
kis  beloved  Indians  gathered  around  the  throne  of  the  LanA. 
nhere,  indeed,  it  would  be  percerreJ,  that  the  labours  of  A^ 
Brethren  among  them  had  not  been  in  vain,  but  that  our  Sa- 
viour had  made  their  weak  endeavours  the  means  of  gatiiev- 
ing  together  from  amongst  these  tribes,  a  host  of  redeeaiel 
aonls. 

Oa  the  day  previous  to  our  departure.  Broker  Zcisberger 
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was  remarkably  cheerful  and  well  in  health.  He  appoiatedl 
a  love-feast  with  the  Indian  congregation,  at  which  they 
partook  of  bread  made  of  Indian  corn^  and  a  species  of  heih* 
tea  of  singular,  and  to  us,  unpleaiSant  flavour*  He  interpreted 
all  I  said  to  the  Indians,  and  they  requested  ipe  to  send  their 
salutations  both  to  the  Brethren  and  Sisters  at  Bethlehem^ 
and  to  all  our  congregations  and  friends  beyond  the  great 
ocean ;  and  to  thank  them  that  they  had  sent  a  brother  to  visit 
them.  At  the  conclusion  of  our  meeting,  we  sang  together 
a  hymn  in  German,  which  they  listened  to  with  much  attention 
imd  devotion. 

Yesterday  Brother  Cunow  had  delivered  a  discourse  in  En- 
glish, the  eldest  son  of  Bill  Heniy  being  interpreter. 

Ac  a  conversation  we  had  with  Bill  Henry  and  his  sons, 
Brother  Zeisberger  being  interpreter,  we  gave  them  an  pppor* 
Xunity  of  declaring  their  sentiments,  both  respecting  the  gra- 
cious leading  of  the  Lord  and  their  Faith  in  God,  and  their 
present  dispositions  as  to  their  abode  at  Gos/ien-  The  father 
delivered  a  full  and  decided  testimbny'pf  all  the  mercies  which 
the  Lord  his  Saviour  had  bestowed  upon  him  during  his  lifd, 
whole  the  tears  rolled  down  his  aged  cheeks.  He  confessed 
his  failings  and  short-Coming,  but  declared  that  his  most  fer-  , 
vent  desire  was,  and  should  remain,  to  be  faithfully  devoted 
to  Jesus,  and  no  more,  while  he  lived,  to  grieve  or  depart  from 
Him.  But  as  to  outward  circumstances,  he  declined  giving 
his  opinion.  The  eldest  son  chose  to  remain  quite  silent. 
But  the  two  youngest  were  the  niore  free  ia  declaring  their 
sentiments.  They  acknowledged,  that  as  to  their  hearts,  they 
were  not  in  a  happy  state .  The  reason  of  this,  they  observed^ 
was,  that  they  did  not  look  to  Jesus,  and  keep  communion 
with  hjm ;  but  they  were  also  dissatisfied  with  their  situatioa 
here.  The  white  people  had  ruined  their  hunting  in  the  neigh- 
bourhood of  Goshen;  biit  what  grieved  them  more,  was  this, 
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lli^t  tlitrc  were  so  ffew  Christian  Indians  living  at  Goshen^ 
thai  they  conld  not  constitute  a  proper  congregation,  and  were 
despised  by  the  heathen  Indians  on  that  account.  Their  wives* 
relatioi^  therefore,  who  resided  at  PetiquoUingj  demanded 
•  that  they  diould  move  thither,  which  they  should  le  disposed 
to  do,  but  were  waiting  to  see  whether  that  congregation 
would  go,  for  they  themselves  could  not  stay.at^Pettcjuoiting. 
These  declarations  distressed  Brother  Zeisbergcr  exceedingly, 
his  night's  rest  was  thereby  disturbed,  and  in  the  morning  he 
felt  much  enfeebled.  We  were  grieved  to  leave  him  in  tl^ 
state,  and  at  parting  were  all  very  deeply  affected..  Our 
comfort  was,  that  we  should  ere  long  meet  again  in  the  pre-  - 
sence  of  our  Saviour,  where  all  tears  will  be  wiped  oflF  from 
all  faces.  ^ 

Bill  Henry's  second  son,  Charles,  who  speaks  English,  was  ^ 
wilKng  to  accompany  us  (^  Pettquotting.  Each  was  mounted 
<m  a  good  Indian  horse,  and  our  giiideled  another,  laden  with 
a  small  tent,  lent  .us  by  Brother  Zeisberger,  and  with  ^ju-ovb- 
sions  apd  implements  for  cooking.  The  water  iq  the  Mu&- 
Jcingum  was  so  high,  that  we  were  obliged  to  cross  it  in  a 
boat,  and  make  our  horses  swim  over. 

At  Goshen  we  had  made  acquaintance  with  a  Mr.  K.  pro- 
prietor pf  new  Philadelphia,  whose  request  to  have  a  minister  . 
pf  the  Brethren's  Church  residing,  on  his  estate  could  not,  for 
the  present,  be  granted  $  but  who  invited  us  to  take  our  break- 
fast with  him  in  passing.  His  new  settlement  is  three  miles  from 
GosheUi  in  a  plea^nt  country,  and  he  showed  us  the  spot  he 
has  destined  for  the  erection  of  a  Chapel  and  minister's  house, 
whenever  the.  Brethren  can  afford  to  assist  him.  He  arid  his 
•on  accompanied  us  about  10  miles,  and  brought  us  through 
many  deep  brooks,  through  some  of  which  our  small  hot  scs 
could  hardly  get  without  swimniing.  Brother  Heckenwael- 
der  had  accompanied  us  a  considerable  way,  and  we  now  took 
.  an  aflbctionate  leave  of  him. 

3R  During 
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Daring  the  "firsC  night  we  slept  in  the  wood ;  die  mttsquitoos 
were  to  troublesome,  and  our  bed  %q  hard,  that  we  were  glad 
to  set  out  agaiB  very  early.  We  had  to  pass  a  bog^  in  which 
Brother  Cunow*s  horse  fell  into  a  deep  hole,  and  ia  his  strvg^ 
gles  to  get  out,  rolled  twice  upon  his  rider;  but  by  the  mercy 
of  God;  he  received  no  farther  harm,  than  that  of  being  soak- 
ing wet  and  cevered  with  mud.  Dui'ing  tlie  following  two 
nighto  and  days  we  travelled  in  the  woods,  vte  &red  better, 
notwithstanding  the  dreadful  roads,  which  indeed  are  nothing 
Imt  Indian  paths  through  thick  woods,  over  meadows  and 
1>og8,  intersected  with  brooks^  which  we  had  to  ford,  the  water 
viMsetimes  readying  up  to  our  kiices,  steep  hills  and  predpitotis 
places,  and  a  vast  number  of  large  rough  trees  &Uen  across 
the  way.  Yet  we  finished  our  journey  of  100  miles  in  foui* 
days,  so  as  to  s^irprise  the  Bretfafen  Denke  and  Haven  at  Pett-  . 
quotting,  at  their  work  in  thp  fiekVsome  time  before  suniKt. 
Brother  Denke  brought  us  into  his-  cottager  and  e»^ed  hink- 
-self  to  the  utmost  to  contrive  accommodations  for  us  withta 
its  narrow  limits. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Indian  congregation,  whichconsists  aJt 
present  of  59  members,  I  saluted  rtiem  from  our  congregatioiM 
-both  in  Pennsylvania  and  in  Europe,  assuring  them  of  the 
share  all  the  Brethren  and  Sisters,  and  the  Elders  Conference 
of  the  Unity,  take  in  their  spiritual  and  temporal '  wel£ire. 
Brother  Cunow  delivered  a  discourse,  and  in  the  followiug 
days  we  heard  Brother  Haven  preach  in  English,  and  Brother 
Denke  iii  the  Delaware  language.  Both  of  tbem  spoke  with 
great  fhiency^  and  we  were  much  edified  bodi  by  the  attention, 
and  the  sweet  and  lively  singing  of  the  congregation. 

Brother  Denke  has  an  extraordinary  gift  in  learning  lain 
guages  widi  great  fiicility,  and  is  said  to  speak  the  Delaware 
better  than  any  of  our  Missionaries  ever  did  before.  We  al^o 
thanked  the  Lord  for  die  willingQess  he  has  granted  to  tius 
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Brother^  to  serve  the  Indiafii  congregation  with  all  the  energies 
x)f  his  mind  and  body,  a  service  here  connected  with  much 
labour  and  difficulty.  Brother  Haven  likewise,  is  devoted  to 
the  v/ork  of  the  Lord. 

The  day  after  our  arrival  at  Pcttquotting,  Brother  Denke 
heard  that  our  guide,  Charles,  had  brought  a  letter  from  Gos- 
hen, to  the  Indians,  in  this  plkce,  which  occasioned  a  consul- 
tation among  all  the  fathers  of  families.  The  letter  was  sigpcd 
by.  Bill  Henry  and  his  sons.  They  mention  that  they  had 
conferred' with  us  about  their  removal,  and  exhort  the  inAibi- 
tants  of  this  place  to  do  the  ^ame.  Accordingly  in  the  after- 
noon a  deputation  of  Indian  Brethren  called  upon  us,  and 
paving, first  thanked  us,  for  undertaking  so  long,  a  journey  to ' 
visit  them,  dwell  upon  the  necessity  of  theii:  leaving  Pettquol?- 
.  ting,  especially  as  Goyemm^t  had  sold  this  land  to  the  white^ 
people,  and  they  were  in  danger  of  being  driven  away  at  a 
short  warning.  Besides  this,  the  neigbboiirhood  of  the  Moup 
sytowns  was  very<  pernicious  to  the  morals  of  their  young 
people.  The  day  follovring,  we  delivered  to  them  our  answer, 
that  having  heard  their  sentiments,  and  those  of  the  Indians 
at  Goshen,  we  must  now  also  hear  the  thoughts  of  the  Fair- 
field congregation;  after  which,  on  our  return  to  Bethlehem, 
we  should  consult  our  Brethren,  and  be  able  to  form  some 
judgment  what  advice  to  send  them  through  their  teachers. 
We  reminded  them,  that  in  a  well-ordered  congregation,  it 
was  but  right  that  they  should  follow  the  good  advice  of  those 
whom  the  Lord  had  appointed  to  serve  them.  They  received 
our  answer  very  kindly,  and  only  added,  that  the  situation  of 
Fairfield  was  as  dangerous  to  the  Brethren  and  Sisters,  and 
yoohg  people,  in  a  moral  jpoint  of  view,  as  of  Pett()uotting; 
but  having  fine  gardeas  and  fields  to  leave,. perhaps  some  of 
them  might  love  these  better  .than  their  souls,  which  would  be 
very  wronsi  for  Hie  land  could  not  benefit  their  souls. 

3R2    .  Evcr^ 
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Every  forenoon  we  met  in  conference,  at  which  the  Mis- 
sionaries  Denkc  and  Haven;  informed  us  of  every  circum- 
stance  relating  to  the  Mission.  We  endeavoured  to  assist  them 
by  our  advice,  and  prayed  fervently  to  the  Lora  to  counsel 
and  comfort  them  under  every  difficulty •  Having  heard  >that 
the  traders,  living  about  five  miles  from  hence,  had  sent  all  their 
boats  to  Detroit,  we  were  obliged  to  submit  to  the  necessity 
of  travelling  on  by  land.  Not  one  of  the  Pettquotting  Indians 
venturbg  to  lend  his  horse  for  such  a  journey,  we  had  no 
other  means  of  proceeding,  but  by  prevailing  on  our  former 
faithful  guide,  Charles,  whose  horses  had  rested  well,  to  pot 
us  {atw2Lrd  two  days  journey  to  the  Miami  river. 

Having  visited  all  our  Indian  Brethren  and  Sisters  in  their 
houses,  and^  taken  an  affectionate  leave  of  them  and  the  Mis- 
sionaries Denke  and  Haven,  commending  them  to  the  grace 
and  help  of  our  mercifol  Saviour,  we  set  off  on  the  6lh  of  , 
July  es^rly.  •  The  morning^was  fine,  and  a  large  party  of  In- 
dian Brethren  accompanied  us  on  horseback  a  considerable 
way.  In  the  evening  we  reached  Sandusky,  $€  miles  from 
Pettquotting.  Here  there  are  about  20  houses  and  planta- 
tions, situated  on  both^  sides  of  the  river.  The  house  ap- 
pointed for  our  lodging,  was  on  the  opposite  side,  and  ^e  were 
brought  over  in  a  small  boat,  our  hbrses  swimming  across. 
We  were  kindly  received,  and  the  landlady  arriving  shonly  , 
after  our  arrival,  prepared  tea  for  us,  when  we  were  joined 
by  two  gentlemen,  one  a* Presbyterian  Missionary)  who  is  said  • 
to  labour  with  success  among  one  of  the  neigbouripg  tribes. 
He  was  much  pleased  to  see  us,  add  related,  that  during  the 
revolutionary  war,  he  had  been  taken  ill  at  Bethlehem,  and 
experienced  much  kindness  from  the  Brethren  during  his  stay. 
Hearing  that  we  wished  to  reach  the  Miami  the  next  day,  a 
journey  of  40  miles^  he  expressed  hi^  fears>  that  it  would  no^ 
be  weU  practicable,  on  account  of  the  badness  of  the  roads; 
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advised  us  to  do  our  utmost  to  perform  the  jonmey  on  a  stretch, 
as  we  should  not  find  a  dry  place  in  the  woods  to  sleep  in, 
and  be  devoured  by  mu^quitoes.  The  landlady  advisM  to  rise 
very  early,  and  try  to  reach  an  old  forsaken  Sugar  hut,  about 
four  miles  from  the  Miami,  where  we  might  spend  the  night* 
We  were  so  anxious  to  follow  her  advice,  that  though  she 
gave  us  very  good  bods,  we  had  little  rest,  being  afiraid  of  de- 
laying our  departure  by  over-sleeping  ourselves. 

As  soon  as  the  day  began  to  davcn,  we  brelkfasted  witl^ 
our  worthy  hostess,  who  insisted  upon  our  paying  nothing* 
and  set  6fF,  when  we  soon  found  the  roads  worse  than  caa 
possibly  be  described.  The  horses  were  almost  always  wad- 
ing through  water,  and  for  miles,  one  fallen  ti*ee  after  the 
other  lay  across  our  (rath.  At  10  o'clock  we  were  obliged 
to  halt,  to  give  out  horses  food  and  rest;  after  which  we  got 
on  but  lamely,  till  four  in  the  afternoon,  when  we  had  to  do 
the  same,  after  which  they  could  hardly  creep  along.  We 
were  already  afraid  of  being  compelled  to  (emain  in  the  wood, 
when  at  once,  we  espied  the  old  Sugar  hut,  took  courage, 
and  reached  the  banks  of  the  Miami,  Having  crossed  the- 
river,  we  found  good  lodgings  wit|i  a  Frenchman,  and  hts^i 
that  a  large  boat  would  set  out  the  next  day  for  Sandwich* 
The  owner,  a  civil  obliging  man,  who  spoke  French,  offered 
to'  take  us  with'him  without  pay*  Of  this  we  thankfully  ac« 
cepted,  and  haying  rewarded  our  trusty  guide  Charles,  over 
and  above  the  agreement  made  with  him,  he  left  ns  with  ex- 
pressions of  great  gratitude,  and  of  his  sincere  good  wishes 
.  and  prayers  that  the  Lord  would  bring  us  safe  to  our  journey's 
end. 

In  the  morning  we  went  on  board  the  boat,  in  which 
!he  owner  Mr.  Grant,  had  made  every  thing  as  convenient 
for  us.as  possible* .  He  seemed  to  be  an  expert  Captain,  and 
we  hait%  delightful  passage  across  the  wefStern  part  of  the  the 
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lake  Erie.  The  beat  was  howerer  rather  troublesome,  asd 
Ibere 'being  but  little  wind,  the  people  were  obliged  to  use 
dieir  oars.  In  the  afternoon,  several  thnader-storms  arose, 
"and  the  wind  changed  £»ir.  The  night  however  set  in  very 
dark,  and  the  Captab  resolved  i6  laaj*  But  finding  no  fire* 
wood  in  the  grassy  f^ain,  aitd  th^  musquitoes  leaving  us  no 
rest,  "WG  set  off  again.  A  heavy  thunder-storoi  was  approach* 
sng,  and  we  were  under  some  apprehensionr,  till  about  mid- . 
aigbti  we  reached  the  little  town  of  MaMen,  where  we  had 
hardly  ei^tered  the  Inn»  but  it  be|pin  to  rain  most  violently. 

la  the  momingy  having  procured  a  small  waggon  with  pne 
borse,  we  reached  Sandwichi  and  there  found  great  difficulty 
to^get  saddle  hordes,  for  which  we  bad  to  pay  an  enormous 
price.  The  dearness  of  every  thing  here,  convinced  us  soon, 
that  we  were  in  Canada.  Thirteen  dollars  were  asked  for 
evr  three  horses  per  day.  Our  guide  howev^,  a  young  giddy 
Frenchman,  assured  us,  that  he  would  bring  us  50  miles  the 
^rst  day,  to  the  hejtxse  of  a  friend  of  the  Brethren,  a  Mr.  Dol- 
son,  only  24  miles  from  Fairfield. 

Id  the  morning  we  set  out,  and  our  guide  first  assuring  us 
Aat  we  nnight  depend  upon  the  safety  of  our  cattle,  started  at 
»  foQ  trot,  when  suddenly  Birother  Cuoow's  horse  fell,.anfd  it 
.  was  alciie  to  the  mercy  of  God,  that  he  owed  bis  escapiqg 
unhiitt.  Though  we  now  went  on  more ,  cautioiisly,  we 
leachcd  Mr.  Dolson's  house  in  good  time,  and  were  ho§pi« 
4ably  entertabed  by  hiip. 

July  11th,  we  readied  Fairfield  about  two  o'clock,  jAt.  D. 
having  lent  us  his  own  horses,  and  again  surprised  Brother 
Schnall  ancj  bis  wife,  and  the  Brethren  Michael  Jung  and 
Hagen^  by  out  unejipectcd  arrival.    . 

~The  Indian  Brethren  and  Sisters  immediately  came  to  bid 
va  v^lcome.  The  whole  congregation  here,  consists  of  1 16 
persons.    In  the  aged  Indian  Brother  Jacob  we  fwad^  to  our 

great 
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great  joy 9  a  tmljr  pious,  sepsible,  and  well  informciam^wbo 
i$  a  great  sjipport  to  Brother  Scbnay.  We  cannot  ^ajr  m»ch 
in  f»Foar  of  the  manner  in  ^vhich  the  people  particuUrlj  CbiK 
youtb^  conduct  themsekes  xkiriug  divine  service.  Th^  d0  qqC 
seem  to  pay  flsmch  attention,  and  their  singing jy  nacoulb- 

Brother  Schnall  would  not  advise  us  to  visit  the  old  foi^^cp 
dwelling  of  Bother  Denke  in  the  Chippeway  Counlry^  IQ 
isuks  fkoto  hence,  it  having  been  siezed  by  aChippewdy^  Nvbo 
u  said  to  he  a  violent  aud  jealous  character,  and  will  not  pmt 
wiA  hisjsieziire.  He  ako  informed  us,  tbaC  the  CbippewafK' 
jbow  no  jdisposition  to.  receive  the  gospel. 

A  baptized  Chippeway  yputh  Uring  at  Fairfield,  ^stuo* 
^gitifhds  biiasislf  considerably  from  the  X>elawareA,  by  the  fea- 
tures of  his  taicc.  His  relations  once  fexckci  him  booie  bf 
force,  aiKt  treated  him  very  ill,  but  his  answer  was:  ^  Yen 
may  beat  me  as  much  as  you  please,  burl  shall  always  Bftvaa 
to  the  Brodiren  at  FairfieU."     On  this,  ib^  let  him  aloac 

Wc  spent  our  time  here,  in  making  outselves  acquti^tol 
with  the  whole  internal  and  externa)  atate  of  the  Miaiioa. 
We  found,  that  the  state  of  the  congregation 'wiaa  no  moneao 
unpleasant  as  before  the  removal  «f  the  colony  io  Pdt|i|«o(^ 
•  ting,  but  that  yet  many  very  difficuU  circpmstaoces  occur. 
The  Indians  at  Eair&eid  are  much  belter  off  in  exAenoals,  AMk 
at  the  lwox)riier  missionary  stations,  havingigood  ficfaisr  and 
4Eields,  from  which  they  reap  good  crops  of  Indian  corn  aqd 
wheat;  bnt  ibe  neighbourhood  of  the  white  pebple  tfareatesa 
the  ruin  of  the  congregation.  These  peopfe  are  continual- 
ly trying  every  means  lo  sedttcethe  poor  thoughtlesslndiaas 
to  drunkenness,  that  thej  may  get  die  advantage  of  them  ia 
trade ;  and  the  evil  is  now  aggravated,  as  Goveraoient  Iwie 
planned  a  high  road  through  the  settlement,  by  vfhiieh  the  in- 
flux  of  white  people  will  be  iiicreasd.  Again,  Ae  Indiaoa 
ivill  not  send  their  chiUsen  to  tchool»iinles8 1^  ate  tau^ 
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EngUsh ;  and  the  Missionaries  object  to  teach  thcitt  theli*  latt^ 
guage,  because  they  would  then  hear  and  understand  all  the 
'profane  and  filthy  conversation  o£the  rum-traders..  When 
wc  spoke  with  the  Indian  assistants  on  this  subject,  in  presence 
of  the  Missionaries  Scbnall  and  Hagen,  old  Jacbb  said,  that 
the  congregation  tvas  unanimously  of  opinion,  that  it  was  not 
proper  that  the  Indian  children  should  receive  instructions 
from  the  Missionaries  in  the  Indian  language^  which  they 
they  themselves  spoke  but  imperfectly,  but  they  might  learn 
k  best  from  theiv  parents.  Brother  Schnall  having  quoted 
the  above-mentioned  reason  for  refusing  to  teach  English, 
the  assistants  observed,  that  if  the  parents*  hearts  were  right 
with  God,  they  would  know  how  to  watch  over  their  children's 
education  and  moral$.  But  if  that  was  not  the  case,  the  chil- 
dren would  be  neglected,  and  learn  a  great  many,  bad  things 
from  the  white  people,  without  just  understanding  their  laiir 
guage.  If  they  learnt  English,  they  would  be  able  to  read 
the  word  of  God,  which  was  the  greatest  blessing  that  could 
be  conferred  upon  them.  It  was  at  length  agreed,  that  En- 
glish should  be  taught  at  the  school,  but  that  the  children 
should  ^Iso  be  instructed  to  sing  hymns  in  the  Indian  language, 
that  they  m%ht  join  in  the  singing  of  the  congregation.  "NVb 
now  commission^  the  assistants  to  convene  all  the  fathers 
of  fannlies,'and  make  inquiry  whether  they  were  satisfied  to 
..remain  ^resident  in'  this  place,  or  whether,  in  case  the  Mis- 
sionaries and  the  Brethren  at  Bethlehem  should  advise  their 
removal,  they  would  agree  to  it  They  answered,  that  as  to 
extemalsi  this  place  was  a  good  one^  but  that  the  vicinity  of 
the  white  people,  rendered  it  indeed  a  very  dangerous  one  to 
the  morals  of  their  youth.  Therefore  they  would  follow  the 
advice  of  their  teachers,  and  search  out  a  more  suitable  place 
for  a  Christian  settlement.  But  having  contracted  debts  with 
the  white  people,  they  must  have  time  allowed  them,  to  pay 

them 
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^eMoffhonesdy.    They  added,  that  when  a  place  was  founds 
«Dine  of  them  must  £rst  move  thither  and  plant  (ndian  corn, 
that  they  and  their  families-  might  immediately  be  provided 
;with  food  on  their  arrival.    Jacob  said,  that  he-had  often  con- 
sidered the  danger  of  the  Indian  congregation  remaining  at 
Tairfield^  and^had  told  Brother  Denke,  that  he  was. willing 
to   undertake  a  reconnoitering  journey,  to  the  westward,  to 
seek  a  convenient  spot  for  a  new  settlement;  and,  if  we  gave 
^    him  commission,  would  set  out  immediately,  and  on  bis  retum» 
report  to  the  Brethren  Zeisb^ger  and  Denke,  the  discoveries 
he  ipight.make.    We  fully  approved  of  his  proposal,  the  more 
so,  as  Brother  Zeisberger  had  described  him  to  us,  as  an  In-^ 
dian  upon  whose  faithfulness  one  might  depend.     We  there<» 
fore  commissioned  him  to  undertake  the  journey,  and  com- 
mended  him  in  prayer  to  the  guidance^  grace,  and  protection 
oftlieLord.  / 

On  the  day  previous  to  our  departure,  firother  Cunow  de- 
livered a  discourse  to  the  congtegation,  Tobias  being  inter- 
preter. It  was  heard  with  great  attention,  not  only  by  the 
Indians,  hut  by  several  white  people  who.  happened  to  be  in 
the  place,  to  survey  and  measure  the  land,  with  a  view  to 
making  a  high  road.  In  the  evening,  we  had  a  farewelK 
meeting  with  our  dear  Brethren,  commended  edch  other,  and 
the  work  committed  to  lis,  in  prayer  to  the  Lord;  and  cove-» 
tianted  anew,  willingly  to  deVote  soul  and  body  to  Him,  and 
to  serve  Him  with  gladness,  by  His  enabling  grace. 

We  left  Fairfield  on  the  15th  of  July,  being  fully  <c^nvin- 
ced,  that  especially  after  the  completion  of  the  high  road,  it 
will  no  longer  be  a  suitable  place  for  a  settlement  of  Chris- 
tian Indians. 

We  hired  horses  for  the  first  six  days  joumeyi  which  brought 

us  itito  the  neighbourhood  of  the  celebrated  falls  of  Niagara. 

We  met  with  no  obstruction,  only  that  it  rained  excessively 
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for  one,  whole  day,  and  by  being  qUiged  to  l^ematn  in  wef 
deaths  all  night,  I  got  a  severe  attack  of  the  rheomatism^ 
which  made  us  glad  to  avail  ourselves  of  a  waggon  going  our 
way,  which  conveyed  us  103  miles  forward  to  Gananelogue, 
from  whence  we  travelled  in  the  stage. 

The  ascohishing  fells  of  Niagara,  which  we  had  an  oppor* 
tunity  of  seeing  in  passing,  £11  the  mind  with  awe  and  reve^ 
rence  for  the  almighty  power  and  majesty  of  the  great  Creator 
of  all  things,  and  we  stood  lost  in  silent  adimratioa  of  His 
greatness,  wh9e  we  contempiatod  the  surprising  phenomenon. 
The  noise  made  by  this  immense  body  of  water,  precipitating 
ttself  from  rocks  of  175  feet  in  height,  is  said  to  be  beard  in 
a  calnv  night,  at  a  distance  of  15  English  miles.  The  spray 
occasions  a  number  of  rainbows,  formeii  by  the  reflection  of 
the  sun^  and  at  the  bottom  of  the  fall,  the  swelling  and  con« 
tending  waves,  resemble  the  most  furious  surf  made  by  the 
green  ocean  during  a  storm,  -         '    v 

From  Cananclogue  we  passed  through  a  beautiful  oountryr 
in  the  state  of  New- York,  and  the  pleasantly  situated  towns 
of  Geneva,  Utiai,  Albany,  and  New* York,  which  js  the  cir- 
cuitous route  made  by  the  post  waggon.  * 

August  Ist,  in  the  evening,  we  reached  Bethlehem,^  prais- 
ing the  Lord  for  the  many  itaercies  conferred  v^pqn  us  during; 
our  journey  of  eight  weeks.  May  He  lay  Hia  blessings  upoa 
our  poor  endeavours  to  serve  and  glorify  His  nsMV^e^

NOVEMBER,  3d.    The  ctyknmunlcants  met  ia  separate 
companies,  (or^daases),  .to  converse  with  each  other 

eoncerfung  the  state  of  their  sottls.    A  spirit  of  joy  and  cor« 

ilialiiy  prevailed  among/thea*.     A  few  of  their  observatioos 

deserve  notice.    One  of  the  men  said:  **  1  rejoice  diat  we 

"^  agaift  meet  in  this  manQfir,.and  thank  theXord  for  it;  for 

*<  we  are  apt  to  have  wrong  tbooghcs  of  each  other,  but  at 

^*  such  opportontties,  ^e  Icel,  that,  after  all,  we  can  love  each 

**  otker  as  brethren ;  for  we  are  all  poor  wartMess  creatures, 

'^1  living  only  by  grace;''    Another  remarked,  that  lie  h^ 

Jately  thooght  much  about  former  times;    >*  I  Uved  here  at 

**  Bavianskloof^  and  lek  in  the  beginning  very  little  disj^ed 

**  to  listen  to  the  Gdspel.      Yet  my  nund  waa  troubled. 

**  Once  one  of  die  Missionaries  addressed  me,]iow  is  it  with 

^*  ffou  my  fifiend?  I  madeanswer,  oh,  very  well  I  and  tbongbt 

^^^  within  myself:  you  shall  know  nc»thing  about  tTie.     Some 

**  time  after  I  went  to  church.    I  heard  and  listened,    I 

*^  thought,  and  thought  again.  How  is  it  possible,  that  my 

**  teacher  should  know  that  I  have  told  him  an  untruth.    I 

^'  nfyw  could  wait  no  longer,  but  went  and  spoke  widi  him. 

**  Thoi^  I  feared  that  he  would  scold  me,  I  found  the  re^ 

**  Verse.    He  spoke  so  kindly  and  compassionately  to  me, 

^<  that  I  could  have  cjank  into  the  earth  for  shame.    The  Lord 

**  had  mercy  upon  me^  and  now  I  am,  though  in  myself  un*

**  Holy  Spirit  and  the  word  of  God  teHs  it  them.'  Therefore 
**  I  will  always  deal  open^  ftnd4ionestly  with  them." 

In  the  class  of  the  comi^unicanf  Sisters,  soi|ierc^a/ed  with 
much  freedom  and  humility,  by  what  means  the'  Lord  *^»d 
€»ught  and  found  them.  One  of  the  oldest  among  them^ 
after  long  silence,  said:  "  But,  »y  dear  Sisters,  you  have  ail 
^  found  our  Satipur  much  earlier  than  I  did:  for  I  expected 
'*  that  the  Teachers  shouldinip^  ^race  to  me,  and  ^t  1  ~ 
^'  would  never  tell  them  ho&otly,  what  a  wicked  heait  I  had. 
*M  ran  every  day  to  their  hbus&  <ind.  tormented  them  with 
**  intrealies  to  become  a  candtcbtte  for  baptism,  bul  they 
'<'  seemed  not  to  mind  it.  At  last,*  when  Sisters  came  hither 
'^  from  Europe,.!  thought,,  now  I  shall  obtain  it^  and  will 
'**  go  twkcavday  tP  the  Sisters.  I  did  so;  but  one  morning 
/'  'V6ry  early^  arsiving  at  the  door,  just  as  a  Sister  was  coming 
*<  out,  she  asked  what  I  wanted?  I  repeated  my  request;,  her 
'**  answer  was:  I  cannot  change  your-  heart.  You  do  not 
**  seek  a  Saviour;  but  only: an  advance  in  privileges/  I 
**  pretended  to  thank  hir,  biit  was  very  angry,  and  snarled 
**  at  every  body  I  saw  that  day.  At  last  my  daughter^n-law 
*^  advised  me  to  go  and  speak  with  Anna  M<ary,^'  (a  ttuly 
pious  Hottentot,  much  esteemed  in  the  settlement,*)  ^<  and 
^  to  ask  her  advice.  I  thought:  What!  am  I  to  go  and

^  But  once  I  saw.  one  of  them  comingi  and  could  not  avoid

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**  meeting  him.  As  I  feared  that  he  might  speak  to  me^  I 
**  thought  I  woiild  begin  first,  and  said :  When  the  child  I  am 
**  now  carrying  on  my  back  is  grown  up,  Twill  also  come 
<^  to  you  and  learn.  But  I  knew,  diat  I  was  guilty  of  a  ]io. 
f*  in  my  heart;  Some  time  after,  the  Missionaries  gave  noticCf 
<<  that  there  would  be  a  baptism,  and  invited  all  the  inhabi- 
**'  tarns  to^attend.  I  went  to  see,  but  n,ot  to  hear.  •  But  the 
'**  LordVtime  was  cdme,  and  His  Spirit  spoke  to  my  soul. 
*'  On  New  Yearns  eve  it  was  die  same,  and  when  I  left  tho 
**  churchy  I  was  so  overpowered,  that  I  thought  the  ground 
<<'  shook  tinder  mei  One  after  the- other  bdieved,  and:  I  also 
•<  became  one  of  these  given  to  Jesus,  as  a  reward. for  His 
f^.Sttffiprings  and  death."

**  when  I.  wa3  admitted- a  spettator  at  the  Holy  Cofomumon.

**  in  sin.    Ixould  hate  sun)c  into  the  earth  for  shame." . 

Od^ers  spokci  with  much  emotion  of  thb  love  of  Jesus,  an4 
with  what  earnestness  they  desired  at  all  dmes  to  feel  it^'  and 
to  tivrn  with  Jove,  towards  tt^m  in  their  he^ytSi 

4th.  We  iKfard  with  great  c6nce#n^that  die  sl^««  ia  the 
ilistrict  of  Hottentot^  -Holland,  pardcillarly  in  the  4^er  and 
Cow  mountains,  to  the  riumiber  of  about  dOO^  iwttic^n  opeil 
jrebelliqgl^and  bad  rism  in  one  night  with  a  deterroihation  t6 
fire  the  Capetown,  murder  all  the  white  wen,  afnd  cslrrj  off 
the  women  into  slavery.  They  had  actually  takep  'and 
boubd  several  of  dieir  masters,  c^riedoff  waggons,  bones^ 
and  firms,  akid  plundered  every  thiiig  they  dioughi  useful  to 
diem.  Government  1)eing  soon  apprized  of  this  outrage, 
took  the  most  effective  measures  to  cbunteract  it,  and  in  a 
short  tiose,  about  half  the  rebels  were  brought  in  prisoners. 
The  rest  fled  with  the  waggons  and  horsey  but  beiilg  pur* 

sued 
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fofil  by  the  dragoonsi  were  also  overtaken,  and  most  of  diem 
•etzed  aad  brought  to  Cafifetown.  This  was  all  wc  coukl 
learn  for  the  present.  r 

9th.  Brother  Marsveld  having  spoken  with  alt  the  candid 
dates  for  baptism*  he  made  a  pleasing  report  to  die  Missbn^is 
Conference. 

Mofies  Kokson  said:  *^  I^y  aame  is  MoseSf  bnt  I  will  be 
^  called  so  no  longer,  for  as  Moses»  I  have  lived  in  sin  and 
**  wiQk^dness^  I  wish  to  have  a  new  name,  and  as  a  new 
f  ^  icreature  to  live  to  our  Saviour  alone.  I  call  upon  him, 
i^  and  intreat  him  to  save  me,  and  I  bdieve  He  will 
^  do  it>  '  , 

Another  expressed  himself  thus:  <^  I  am  a  poor  wretched 
^  cr<^tnre,  in  soul  andf  body.  I  have  epileptic  fits,  and 
^  when  I  recover  from  them,  I  sit  still  and  stupid,  and  can* 
^  not  thiric  at  alL  After  I  regain  my  recollection,  I  groi^ 
•♦  peevisli,  but  by  and  by  begin  to  turn  for  mercy  to  our  Sa* 
^^  vioor.  My  ilhiess  prevents  my  asking  -th^  favour  to  be 
^  baptized,  but  I  long  to  be  washed  from  all  my  siieis  inthe 
•*  btood  of  Jesus."        ' 

^  Hannah  Klaas:  .<*  I  am  the  worst  woraian  in  GrnadenduL 
•♦  What  I  know  to  be<Jod*s  will,  liesist;  but  Itoi  weary 
«^  of  such  a  life.  Lately  I  hate  been  convinced;  that  the  bad 
^*  weeds  most  be  rooted  out  of  iny  heart.  The  ground  must 
^  be  vffdl  cleared^  before  any  good  fmit  can  grow,  and  tiiift 
ff  .Qod  my  Saviour  alone  can  do.^  . 
\.  A  gr^at  gitU  who  was  baptized  here  as  an  infanr,  but  is 
not  yet  reoetved  into  die  congregation,  said:  *^  I  sometimes 
^  im  so  troubled  in  my  heart,'  that  - 1  run  out  mto  the  gar* 
^  ,den  or  the  thicket  to  give  vent  to  my  tears.  I  then  feel 
^<  somewhat  relieved,  but  I  cannot  speak;  I  can  only  cry, 
^  Lord  Jesus!  have  mercy  Upon  me,  a  sinner;  donotsuffet 
^  me  to  Aray  into  the  world." 

In 
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'  ttt  generaly  the  humble  and  broken-hearted  expressionft  <if 
Kpny  of  them  gave  u^  the  best  hopes,  that  the  Lord's  work 
in  their  souls  will  come  to  perfection.  On  the  20th|  niae* 
teen  adults  were  admitted  among  the  candidates  for  bapttsm** 
14th.  The  Hottentot  witchf  Mager^ian,  mentioned  in  our 
diary  of  July,  having  returned  from  the  low  country  ,^  we  sent 
for  her  and  her  interpreter,  and  questioned  her  as  to  the  wiok* 
ed  practices^  she  had  been  guilty  of,  and  how  she  had  daicd 
to  commit  such  abominations  in  this  place.  She  first  sought 
tp  defend  herself  with  lies,  but  ^n  got  entangled,  and  stood 
convktedt  upon  which  she  said  to  her  interpreter;  «<  Open 
**  the  door,  and  let  me  get  out  of  this  place,  for  I  have  lost 
*<  all  my  words.*'  Finding  that  she  was  quite  hardened  and 
impenitent,  we  expressed  our  sorrow  at  her  conduct,  and 
forbid  her  staying  any  longer  at  Gnadenthal. 

19th,  was  made  a  day  of  gladness  to  us,  by  receiving  very 
interesting  letters  from  Londoti.  They  however  informed 
us,  to  our  .sorrow,  that  the  communication  with  theConti- 
oent  is  in  a  great  measure  cut  off.  We  regretted  that  we 
could  not  expect  the' Text-books  for  1809.  ' 

^tfa«  The  Brethren  Marsvekl,  Schwinn,  and  Kiihnel  went ' 
by  way  of  the  warm  baths. to  the  sea  coast,  on  a  visit  to  some 
fiiends.    On  their  return  they  left  Brother  Marsveld  at  the 
vnxm  baths,  for  the  benefit^of  his  health. 

23d.  Six  adults  were  confirmed  for  the  first  enjoyment  of 
the  Lord's  Supper. 

The  aboye-mentioAed  Brethren  ^ve  in  a  written  repoit 
of  their  journey  to  the  sea  coast,  concerning  which  the  fbl* 
^pwing  deserves  notice.  We  visited  a  man,  who  waa  for^ 
ijcierly  so  much  prejudiced  against  the  Brethren  at  Gaadcii* 
thaly  that  he  would  not  sufier  any  of  his  people  to  visit  us. 
At  length,  after  much.intreaty,  he  determined  to  accompanf 
them  hither,  and  his  visit  happened  just  in  the  Passion  weckt 

when 
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\ii^hen  it  ptelsed  God  tcr  enlighten  his  heart,  and  he  beciiHii 
ft  tnie  friend  to  the  Missions     Last  year  he  had  a  paralytic 
stroke,  which  deprived  him  of  Speech,  but  left  his  hearing 
perfect,  and  he  understiEinds  dll  that  is  said.     When  we  enters 
ed  his  chamber^  he  lifted  up  his  hands,  and  wept  aloud  for 
joy.     He  embraced  us  with  the  greatest  cordiality,  and  his 
trifc  expressed  how  lAuch  both  hek*  husband  and  herself  had 
wished,  that  some  of  us  might  visit  them^     By  otir  converA^ 
sing  with  him  on  the  things  of  God,  he  became  quite  cheer*" 
fbl,  and  gave  us  to  understand,  that  he  wished  we  miglu  aU 
'ways  remember  him  in^our  prayers ;  likewise  that  he  intend^* 
cd  to  visit  us,  as  soon  as  he  was  better.    At  taking  leaver  they 
both  shed  many  tears  and  would  hardly  let  us  depart* 
^    At  the  warm  bath,  we  called  upon  Mrs.  H.     She  related  . 
that  a  Hottentot,  called  Frederic  Linnert,  who  liv^for  some 
Itine  at  Gnadenthal  as  a  stranger,  had  died  in  that  place.     He 
had  worked  for  the  family  three  years,  and  was  faithful  to 
every  trust ;  though  he  now  and  then  got  drtmk,  and  thea 
went  to  fighting.    The  frequent  admonitions  of  his  mistress 
he  disregarded.    At  length  he  fell  sick,  and  as  his  mistress 
and  her  daughter  had  a  regard  for  him,  they   visited  him 
every  day.    One  day  he  addressed  his  fellbw  workmen,  and 
said:  **  Alas,  what  will  become  of  my  poor  soul,  when  I 
*•  die?"    The  other  replied:  "The  teachers  at  Gnadenthal 
**  have  often  told  you,  that  you  should  pray  to  God  to  save 
•*  you.    Only  do  as  they  say." .  The  day  after,  Mrs.  H* 
called  again,  when  the  poor  patient  exclaimed:  "Now  E 
*^  have  found  my  Saviour,  and  in  Him  rest  for  my  soul ;  and 
*•  now  I  know  what  will  become  of  me.     I  am  content  and 
•*  pleased  at  the  thoughts  of  dying."    Mrs.  H.  added,  that 
hehad  died  a  pattern  to  many  Christians.     During  her  nar- 
rfttive,  both  she  and  her  daughter  w^rc  deeply  affected* 
'  ...  December 
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December  Ist.  Brother  Marsveld  returned  to  us  from  the 
^arm  bath  and  we  were  truly  thankful  to  the  Lordi  for 
having  blessed  the  means  used  for  his  recovery. 

3d.  A  communicant^  Anna  Rosina  Dragoner,  departed 
this  life  most  happily.  In  her  last  illness,  her  reliance  on 
Jesus  was  very  edifying:  **  How  shall  I  thank  him»"  said  she, 
*^  yvhen  I  come  home  to  my  father's  house,  for  ail  the  mer« 
'•  cy  he  has  bestowed  upon  me."  To-day  25  persons  from 
Capetown  and  Stpllenbosch  visited  our  place.  The)^  had 
besides,  a  number  of  black  servants  with  them. 

1 1'th.  We  read  again  to  our  people  translated  letters  of 
Christian  Greenlanders.  They  always  hear  them  with  plea- . 
sure  and  edification. 

Philip  Norman  said  to  one  of  the  Missionaries:  */  Wliile 
**  I  was- yet  an  heathen,  I  was  of  a  very  vicious  and  angry 
**  disposition.  When  the  people  told  nie,  that  I  displeased 
**  God  by  my  wickedness,  and  should  be  punished  for  it  by 
<^  him,  I  always  laughed  them  tp  scorn,  and  said,  God 
«*  knows  nothing  of  me.  Thus  deep  had  I  sunk  in  thcimire 
**  of  sin.  'And  yet  He  hadmercyon  me,  and  drew  me  out  r 
*«  but  alas,  how  unthankful  do  I  still  approve  myself.'* 

A  Missionary  asked  an  unbaptized  woman  her  name,  ad- 
ding, that  he  could  never  recollect  it.  **  Ah,"  replied  she, 
<*  that  is  a  proof  that  you  do  not  think  often  on  me."  The 
Missionary  offered  to  write  it  down  in  his  pocket  book : 
<*  No,  said  the  woman,  do  not  write  down  my  old  sinful 
<Vname,  but  pray  to  the  Lord,  that  He  may  give  me  a  new 
**  one,  and  then  write  that  into  your  remembrance-book. 

18th.  Sister  Kuester  ws^i  safely  delivered  of  a  healthy 
son,  who  was  baptized  by  bis  father,  and  called  Christian 
Adolphr 

We  celebrated  Christmas  with  hearts  filled  anew  with  joy 

and  gratimde  towards  our  incarnate  God  and  Saviour,  for  His

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infintle  ik)(iie«m>c6tiiiDg  iowtt  to  dwcM  tflsongst  us.    An  un- 
HBval  mioibfr  of  strangen  eaiHe  to  'partidee  ia  the  fesdvtl  so* 
lemnidety  and  at  ihe  close  of  the  year  the  crowd  was  greater' 
tfian  was*ever  known  in  this  place.    Several  so-called  Chris- 
tismst  especially  among  the  yoong  people,  bdiaved  so  impro- 
perly, chat  we  were  greatly  dbtui1>ed.    Other  strangeti,  who 
were  better  disposed,  expressed  their  indignation  at  it,  an^ 
said:  *^  We  oiq;ht  indeed  to  be  a^amed  before  yout  Hotten* 
^*  tols,  that  people,  calling  iheniselves  Christians,  can  act  in 
*<  such  a  manner.'*    Though  we  had  made  every  possible 
arrangement  to  accommodate  the  white  visitors,  yet  a  great 
many  were  obliged  to  seek  lodgings  widi  the  Hottentots. 
Some  of  die  unruly  people  were  refused  admission  by  the 
Hottentots,  who  said,  that  chough  they  were  poor,  yet  they 
would  not  be  paid  for  suffering  their  domestic  peace  to  be  des* 
troyed.    Tlie  Missionaries  were  at  last  obliged  to  give  an  esc* 
hortation  in  the  church,  and  protest  against  the  disorders  com* 
mitted;  at  which  a  farmer  grew  angry,  and  said  to  one  of  our 
.  Hottentot  women :  *<  You  contemptible  wretches  want  to  make 
**  others  believe,  that  we  only  came  hither  to  seduce  you;*^ 
adding  many  very  violent  invectives.    The  Hottentot  replied  i 
**  WeU,  Baas,  I  am  glad  to  find  that  you  understood  o^r  tea- 
^  chcr,  when  he  spoke  of  your  behaviohr  ;  lie  only  said  what 
*•  was  strictly  true.** 

The  Lord  was  however  wiA  us,  and  did  not  suffer  us  to 
bse  that  com£ujt,  which  He  grants  to  all  who  seek  His  face^ 
by  the  forgiveness  of  their  aios,  through  the  merits  of  His  pre«>  * 
cious  blood;  and  we  have  the  confident  hope,  that  He  will 
continue  to  be  widi,  and  Mess  vs  in  the  New  Tear.

The  Hottentot  congregation  here  consists  of  121  commu- 
nicants, 47  candidates,  96  baptized  adults,  (not  yet  commu- 
nicants), 164  baptised  children,  116  candidates:  in  all  54^ 
persons,  being  76  more  than  last  year.  According,  to  tiie 
annual  account  taken  of  the  inhabitants  of  this  settlement,  theft 
were  on  the  31st  of  December  1808»  791  persons^  dwcfiing 
in  1 83  houses  and  huts«  44  more  than  last  year.  As  to  oar 
family,  during  the  course  of  the  year^  the  widow  Sister  Rose, 
and  the  ci^ld  H.  KuebneU  have  left  us  for  Europe.  Brethren 
and  Sisters  Kobrhammer  and<Schmitt,  are  remoyedto  Grue^ 
ndiloof,  and  three  children  were  bom;  one  of  which  depart- 
ed, this  IH^  Our  whole  fiuaily  consists  of  13  persons.

GREENLAND. 


nnHE  latest  aceounts  from  the  Settlements  of  the  Unit£D 
Brethren  in  Greenland,  received  in  Germany,  give 
the  following,  deplorable  statement  of  their  present  situa^ 
tion,  and  that  of  the.  colony  in  general.  The  Missiona*. 
j\%%  exceedingly  regret  the  loss  of  the  largest  of  the  two 
ships,  sent  by  the  benevolent  permission  of  the  English 
Govemmenjt  to  convey  supplier  to  the  colonies.  The  ship 
lost  near  Statenhuek,  was  destined  for  the  Southern  settle* 
ments,  to  which  theirs  belong,  and  they  therefore  received 
no  assistance  at  all.  The  second  misfortune  they  experien- 
ced, was  the  capture  of  a  Danish  provision-ship  by  an  Eng- 
3T2  lisb 
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lish  ship  of  war,  and  last  year,  only  one  «mall  vessel  arrived 
from  Norway;  the  cargo  of  which  was  by  nom^ns  suffi- 
cient for  the  many  factories  on  the  coast.  The  Danish  Go-  . 
vemment  had  indeed  sent  express  orders  to  give  to  the  Mis- 
sion-iettlements  of  the  Brethren  a  proportionate  share  of  the 
provisions,  but  of  course  it  fell  far  short  of  their  wants. 
The. Missionaries  say,  that  they  had  not  as  yet  felt  the  want 
of  the  most  necessary  articles  of  subsistence,  but  their  stock 
of  flour  could  not  last  longer  than  May,  1810.  If  before 
that  time  no  assistance  was  received,  they  should  tn  all  pro- 
babitity  experience  great  inconvenience.  As  to  fresh  vic- 
tuaU»  they  had  not  been  able  to  obtain  any  for  a  long  lime, 
and  their  ^tock  of  wine  was  so  small,  that  they  could  not  enjoy 
the  Holy  Communion  often,  which  was  a  great  grief  to  them. 
They  ha^ve  neither  tobacco,  nor  powder  and  shot.  The  first 
article  is  their  current  coin,  without  which  they  can  purchase 
nothing  from  the  'natives,  and  for  want  of  the  latter  they 
could  get  no  riepers  or  partridges,  but  must  see  them  fly  about 
their  dwellings  in  great  numbers  with  impunity. 

As  the  last  ships  were  fitted  out  in  Norway,  Brother  Sat- 
terup,  our  agent  at  Copenhagen,  could  not  avail  himself  of 
the  circumstance,  to  send  them  help.  O  how  fervently  do 
we  pray,  that  the  Lord  would  be  graciously  pieced  to  hdp  - 
our  dear  suffering  Brethren,  and  all  the  inhabitants  of  Green- 
land, by  some  way,  as  yet  unknown,  artd  incline  the  hearts 
of  the  English,  either  to  let  the  Danish  provision-ships  pass  ♦ 
free,  or  to  send  again  some  assistance  to  that  colony,  out  of 
charity.  The  letter  written  to  them  by  the  Secretary  of  the 
Brethrehs'  Society  in  England  had  been  duly  received,  and 
proved  very  encouraging  to  them;

n|^HE  6th.  Wc  ^ccivcd,  to  our  joy,  letter*  and  accounts 
from  our  deaf  fellow-missionaries  at  Gnadenthal.  As 
«ur  Hottentots  are  now  employed  in  the  harvest  by  the 
farmers,  we  l^ft  off  the  schools  and  meetings  for  instruction 
for  that  season. 

Both  November  and  December  were  very  hot  months, 
with  a  daily  south-east  wind.  This  brought  (he  com  too 
early  into  ripjeness  in  our  part  of  the  country,  and  consc* 
quently  the  farmers  made  poor  crops.  ^ 

24th,  being  Christmas-eve,  a  great  mimber  of  Hottentots 
came  to  church,  more  than  ever  we  have  seeti  here,  some  of 
whoYn,  bcford  that  tim^,  had  never  entered  the  church-doors. 
The  Lord  was  with  us  to  bless  us,  and  we  concluded  the  ce- 
lebration pf  the  festival.  By  partaking  together  of  the  Holy 
Sacrament. 

In  the  following  days,  we  heard  many  very  encouraging 
expressions  from  our  people,  concerning  the  sense  they  had 
of  the  great  subject  of  bur  contemplation,  at  this  season,  even 
God  manifest  in  the  flesh  for  our  redemption.  Two  Hot- 
tentots came  to  ask  leave  to  live  on  our  land,  but  we  advised 
them  first  to  go  and  maturely  to"  consider,  why  they  wished 
to  be  under  our  care,  ^d  that  after  New- Year's  day  we 
would  again  bear  theol  on  that  subject. 

On  New-Ycar*s  eve,  we  had  our  place  of  worship  crowd- 
ed with  people,  and  at  midnight  closed  this  year  of  mercies, 
with  prayer  and  praise,  trusting  that  the  Lord,  who  has  hi. 
therto  regarded  our  feeble  endeavours  to  glorify  His  name  ia 
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tbb  place,  will  also  in  the  New-Year  be  tritih  us,  and  Uesi 
US  with  tnccets  in  our.  hbonn*  Thna  we  entered  into  it, 
with  a  reriTing  tense  of  hb  pardon  and  peace. 

From  Maich  lo  December  1808,  there  have  beoi  three 
children  bom,  and  diree  inhabitants  departed  this  life.  Our 
small  congregation  consisu  of  six  candidates  for  baptism,  one 
baptized,  and  three  under  iastnictioii*  The  nnmb^ofHoi.* 
teatots  Uvin^  on  oar  land  is  31  men,  S3  w9mea»anisa  cbd^ 
dien.  .
